ADDRESS  BY  HIS  HIGHNESS  THE  RAJPRAMUKH 

HI*  Highness  the  Rajpramukh  having  arrived  in  the  chamber  in  procession  with  the 
Speyer,  De^ty  Sp^er  and  the  Secretary  to  the  Legislative  Assembly,  occupied  the  Speaker’s 
Lhair  on  the  Dais  at  Pour  of  the  clock.  The  Speaker  was  seated  to  the  left  of  His  Highness. 


His  Highness  the  Rajpramukh:  Hon’ble  Members  of  the  Legislature,  It  is  a  matter 
of  sincere  pleasure  to  me  today  to  welcome  you  all  to  the  first  meeting  of  this  legislature  after 
the  inauguration  of  the  Republic  of  India. 

We  are  meeting  at  a  most  important  and  historic  juncture  in  India’s  political  emancipation. 
After  years  of  travail.  India  has  emerged  as  a  Sovereign  Democratic  Republic  and  a  fresh 
'iff  “““fenced  in  her  history.  Under  the  able  guidance  of  veteran  leaders  at  the  head 
of  aSaus,  she  can  now  march  forward  to  take  her  rightful  place  in  the  Comity  of  Nations. 

The  goodwill  and  peace  which  marked  the  transfer  of  authority  by  the  British  Govern¬ 
ment  are  without  parallel  in  the  history  of  the  world  and  it  will  be  appropriate  on  our  part  to 
acimowledge  our  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  great  nation  for  the  consummation  of  this 
unique  event. 
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Though  the  struggle  for  political  freedom  is  overj  the  battle  against  poverty,  disease, 
ignorance,  squalor  and  unemployment  yet  remain  to  be  fought.  To  the  vast  majority  of  tl» 
people:  freedom  will  mean  nothing  unless  it  ushers  in  an  era  of  economic  security  and  freedom 
from  want.  Our  first  concern  should,  therefore,  be  to  work  tor  the  welfare  of  the  eight  millions 
of  fellow  beings  of  this  State  whose  destinies  are  placed  in  our  hands.  _  We  have  also  to  educate 
the  large  numbers  of  voters  in  the  proper  exercise  of  their  franchise  for  the  election  of  their 
representatives,  without  which  the  successful  working  of  democracy  mil  be  impossible.  My 
Government  are  already  going  ahead  with  the  arrangements  for  the  holding  of  the  first  general 
election  under  the  new  Constitution  well  in  time. 


The  legislative  programme  for  the  present  Session  of  the  Assembly  consists  in  the  intro, 
duction  and  consideration  of  the  Hindu  Religious  Institutions  Bill,  the  Agricultural  Income  Tax 
Bill,  the  Holdings  (Stay  of  Execution  Proceedings)  Bill,  the  Industrial  Disputes  Bill  and  tlie 
Travancore  Succession  Certificate  Act  (Amendment)  Bill.  It  is  also  proposed  to  take  up  (or 
Second  Reading  the  Public  Safety  Measures  Bill,  the  Board  of  Revenue  Bill,  the  Cochin  Temple 
Entry  Authorisation  Proclamation  (Amendment)  Bill,  the  Prohibition  Bill,  the  Vehicles  Taxation 
Bill,  the  Prisons  Bill,  the  Prisoners  Bill,  the  identification  of  Prisoners  Bill,  the  Removal  o( 
Civil  Disabilities  Bill,  the  Civil  Courts  Bill,  the  Prevention  of  Corruption  Bill,  and  the  Drugs 
Control  Bill.  The  Debt  Relief  Act,  II  of  1116  (Travaacore)  (Amendment)  Bill  will  also  he 


taken  up  as  a  Non-Official  Bill  during  this  Session  of  the  Assembly . 


3.  Financially  the  most  important  change  which  will  take  effect  from  the  1st  April  195(1 
is  the  federal  financial  integration.  This  means  that  sources  of  revenue  which  are  federal  in 
character  will  pass  to  the  Central  Government.  The  surrender  of  these  sources,  which  we  have 
been  enjoying  till  now,  will  result  in  a  net  loss  of  considerable  magnitude  to  our  Governmmt. 
To  meet  the  financial  dislocation  caused  by  this  gap  in  our  revenues,  the  Central  Government 
have  ^aranteed  the  following  assistance  for  the  next  ten  years.  From  the  date  of  federal 
financial  integration  up  to  31  st  March  1955  the  entire  residual  net  revenue  gap  of  Travancore- 
Cochin  taken  together  is  ^aranteed.  In  respect  of  the  three  years  1950-1951  to  1952-1953 
the  amount  guaranteed  is  the  entire  federal  revenues  of  Travancore-Cochin  for  the  year  1121 
M.  E.  For  the  next  two  years  via.,  1953-1954  and  1954-1955  we  are  guaranteed  the  average 
of  the  federal  revenues  for  the  years  1 123-1124  M.E.  From  1st  April  1955  to  31st  Match 
1 960  the  residual  net  revenue  gap  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  Centre  will  be  gradually  reduced  hy 
a  tapering  arrangement,  working  down  finally  to  60  per  cent  of  the  net  revenue  gap  in  1 960. 

The  scheme  of  federal  financial  integration  involves  not  merely  the  taking  over  the  federal 
revenue  by  the  Centre  but  also  the  assumption  of  all  expenditure  In  the  State  on  Services  of  a 
“federal"  character.  For  administrative  reasons  the  State  may  have  to  continue  to  adminiatef 
some  of  the  federal  services,  like  Anchal,  on  an  agency  basis,  even  after  the  financial  integration. 

From  the  date  of  federal  financial  integration,  the  Government  will  become  entitled  to  recslve 
enhanced  food  subsidy  from  the  Centre  equal  to  75  per  cent  of  our  loss  on  food  transactions 
as  in  the- case  of  the  former  Provinces.  We  will  also  become  eligible  for  grants-in-aid  subsidia 
and  other  forms  of  financial  and  technical  assistance  from  'the  Centre,  independently  of  tin 
scheme  of  transitional  adjustments. 


4.  Our  State  is  one  of  the  most  highly  deficit  areas  in  food  and  depends  on  Imports  (or 
over  half  of  its  food  requirements.  By  reason  of  vast  areas  covered  by  mountains  and  lakes,  the 
scope  for  rapidly  increasing  food  production  is  limited.  Despite  the  natural  handicaps,  my 
Government  are  making  vigorous  endeavours  to  make  the  Grow  More  Food  Campaign  effective 
by  bringing  fallow  lands  under  the  plough  and  by  increasing  the  yield  from  the  exlsiting 
cultivated  areas.  In  the  matter  of  food  production,  the  Departments  of  Agriculture,  Electticitj 
and  Public  Works  were  till  recently  working  independently  of  one  another.  It  has  to  be  noticel 
that  substantial  efforts  have  been  made  in  the  past  by  the  Travancore  and  Cochui  Governmenls 
towards  extensive  and  intensive^ cultivation  and  if  those  efforts  have  not  borne  fruit  to  the  extal 
desired  the  reason  was  not  the  inadequacy  or  slackness  of  efforts  but  the  absence  of  a  steady, 
definite  and  long  range  programme.  This  is  a  problem  which  has  to  be  viewed  not  against  the 
special  conditions  of  any  particular  season  or  the  situation  in  any  one  locality  but  in  the  light  a! 
the  varying  conditions  in  different  parts  of  the  State  and  over  a  sufficiently  long  period  of  time, 
The  programme  has  to  be  so  arranged  as  to  yield  the  maximum  benefit  in  the  quickest  tin* 
possible  and  to  wring  out  the  best  results  from  every  penny  spent  and  every  effort  expended. 
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With  these  ideas  in  view,  my  Government  have  constituted  a  Food  Production  Board  and  the  pro¬ 
gramme  undertaken  by  my  Government  on  the  advice  of  the  Board  covers  the  period  till  the  end 
of  1 95 1  providing  for  an  economic  utilisation  of  our  resources  and  for  the  maximisation  of  results. 
The  intention  is  to  adhere  to  this  programme  strictly  and  the  expectation  is  that  our  deficit  would 
consequently  be  reduced  to  a  substantial  extent.  Complete  self-sufficiency,  however,  in  the  matter 
of  food  supplies  is  for  us  more  or  less  impossible  in  the  present  circumstances.  Extension  of  lift 
ireigation,  reclamation  of_ grass  lands,  sale  of  manure  at  subsidised  rates,  backwater  reclamation, 
sinking  of  wells,  renovation  of  tanks  and  supply  of  pump  sets  are  the  more  important  of  the 
measures  adopted  to  step  up  food  production.  These  measures  will  be  intensified  during  the 
next  year.  Major  irrigation  schemes  like  the  Peechi,  Chalakudi  and  Perinchanl  Irrigation  Schemes 
will  also  be  speeded  up. 

5.  As  you  are  aware,  there  is  a  wide  disparity  in  the  rates  of  land  tax  in  the  Travancore 
and  Coccin  areas.  My  Government  have  constituted  a  Committee  to  examine  the  question  of 
the  fiitufe  land  policy  to  be  adopted  in  the  State  and  to  suggest  appropriate  reforms. 

6.  '  The  health  of  the  people  of  a  country  ought  to  be  one  of  the  first  responsibilities  of 
any  civilised  administration.  Consistent  with  their  financial  resources,  ray  Government  have 
been  taking  steps  to  protect  the  health  of  the  people,  prevent  the  occurrence  of  epidemics  and 
provide  for  adequate  medical  relief.  The  paucity  of  qualified  medical  men  in  the  State  and  the 
difficulty  experienced  by  the  State  subjects  in  gaining  admission  in  Medical  Colleges  outside  the 
State  prompted  my  Government  to  establish  a  Medical  College  of  their  own.  In  the  budget 
for  the  next  year,  adequate  provision  will  be  made  for  this  purpose  and  also  for  providing  better 
amenities  in  meffical  Institutions,  for  raising  the  scale  of  diet  to  patients  and  for  improving 
sanitation.  Special  attention  will  also  be  devoted  to  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  tuber¬ 
culosis,  which  claims  a  toll  of  millions  every  year.  The  regeneration  of  the  rural  areas  and  the 
improvement  of  the  economic  conditions  of  the  rural  population  have  been  engaging  the  attention 
of  the  Travancore  and  Cochin  Governments  for  some  years  now.  The  Implementation  of  the 
Panehayat  Act  should  mark  an  important  stage  in  the  development  of  the  corporate 
life  of  our  villagers  and  rural  population.  The  democratie  basis  of  these  bodies^  their 
composition  and  their  functioning  and  the  wide  range  of  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities 
devolving  on  these  self-governing  institutions  should  make  them  not  only  the  nurseries 
of  our  democracy  but  also  the  instrument  for  the  regeneration  of  our  villages  and  rural 
economy.  it  is  proposed  to  insur  larger  expenditure  on  _  improvement  of  village 
communications,  construction  of  new  roads  and  bridges,  sinking  of  wells,  development 
of  cottage  industries  and  other  measures  for  the  Improvement  of  rural  life.  My  Government 
are  convinced  that  one  of  the  crying  needs  of  areas  along  the  coastal  tracts  is  the  provision  of 
good  drinking  water.  A  scheme  for  the  constructipn  of  an  adequate  number  of  tube  wells  to 
meet  this  need,  especially  along  the  coastal  areas,  is  being  undertaken  by  my  Government  Like¬ 
wise.  the  question  of  providing  housing-facilities  in  areas  where  industrial  labour  is  clustered 
together  in  insanitary  conditions  has  also  been  engaging  the  attention  of  my  Government  The 
provision  made  in  the  last  year's  budget  for  the  launching  of  a  house-construction  scheme  for  in¬ 
dustrial  and  agricultaral  labour  in  the  various  parts  of  the  State  haa  been  pushed  through,  and  it  is 
expected  that  by  the  end  of  next  year  we  should  have  launched  upon  the  second  stage  of  this 
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It  is  a  matter  of  just  pride  to  us  that  in  the  field  of  education  our  State  is  well  ahead  of 
other  units  in  India.  We  are  already  spending  a  large  proportion  of  our  revenues  on  education 
but  my  Government  are  aware  that  there  is  a  growing  volume  of  opinion  that  the  conditions  of 
service  of  the  teachers  in  the  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  need  betterment.  The  extent  to 
which  the  finances  of  the  State  will  permit  such  betterment,  is  under  the  active  consideration  of 
my  Government.  * 

My  Government  realise  that  with  the  recession  in  trade  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the 
volume  of  employment.  This  situation  can  be  met  only  by  reorganising  trades  and  more  espe- 
cially  by  undertaking  nation-building  activities  and  new  industries.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  in  the  matter  of  industrial  development  we  are  constitutionally  unable  to  pursue  any  policy 
unrelated  to  the  policy  and  programme  of  the  Central  Government.  The  constitution  of  a 
Planning  Committee  at  the  Centre  is  certainly  an  important  move  and  it  Is  to  be  confidently 
hoped  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Committee  will  take  into  account  the  special  features, 
resources  and  possibilities  available  in  this  Unit  and  afford  a  fillip  for  the  development  of  local 
industries  as  an  essential  link  in  the  chain  of  India’s  industrial  progress.  Apart  from  the  heavy 
and  key  industries  of  national  importance  to  which  the  above  observations  mainly  apgjly,  we  have 
got  bur  small  scale  and  Indigenous  cottage  industries  the  prosperity  of  which  is  essentidl  for  the 
maintenance  of  our  village  economy.  My  Government  propose  to  undertake  the  revival  of  these 
cottage  industries  on  a  definite  plan  so  as  to  link  it  as  far  as  possible  with  the  general  industrial 
planning  on  an  all-India  basis.  Subject  to  these  considerations  and  the  over-riding  conside¬ 
ration  of  finance,  many  new  nation-building  activities  are  contemplated.  These  include  multi¬ 
purpose  dams,  roads,  co-operative  farming,  housing  schemes  and  the  like.  In  the  matter  of 
communications  the  most  important  step  proposed  to  be  taken  is  the  improvemerit  of  the  main 
central  road  on  a  uniform  standard  from  Cape  Comorin  to  Shoranur.  The  portion  from  the 
.Cape  to  Trivandrum  was  concreted  and  rendered  dustless  several  years  ago  and  the  remaining 
portion  also  has  to  be  similarly  finished  and  my  Government  hope  it  will  be  possible  to  do  it  on 
a  programme  spread  over  five  to  six  years. 

7.  Even  after  the  integration  of  the  two  States  of  Travancore  and  Cochin  the  officials 
continue  to  draw  the  same  scales  of  pay  which  they  were  doing  in  the  respective  States.  The 
disparity  between  the  scales  thus  brought  about  is  sought  to  be  removed  as  early  as  possible  by 
unification  of  the  scales  of '  pay. 

Finally  my  Government  would  like  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  police  force  in  the  State 
which  is  continuing  to  function  efficiently  In  maintaining  law  and  order  and  in  combating  sub- 
versive  activities.  I  should  also  take  this  opportunity  to  acknowledge  the  debt  we  owe  to  the 
State  Forces  who  during  the  past  centuries  of  service  with  us  have  maintained  the  highest 
traditions  of  the  State  and  the  Army. 

8.  You  will  shortly  have  an  opportunity  to  examine  the  financial  and  other  activities  of 
my  Government  when  the  Budget  for  the  coming  year  is  presented.  Knowing,  as  I  do,  the  past 
traditions  of  this  House,  I  am  confident  that  in  examining  them  you  will  be  guided  by  the  same 
high  sense  of  duty,  responsibility  and  Impartiality  as  in  the  past.

Sri.  A.  Nesamoni :  On  a  point  of  order,  on  the  question  of  your  competency  to  preside 
over  the  deliberations  of  this  Assembly.  This  Assembly  has  now  been  reconstituted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  India.  Under  Article  385  of  the  Constitution,  no  provision  is 
made  for  the  continuance  of  the  Speaker  and  the  Deputy  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  constituted 
for  States  in  Part  B  of  the  First  Schedule,  whereas  under  Article  379  (5)  and  382  (3)  provision 
is  made  for  the  continuance  of  the  Speaker  and  the  Deputy  Speaker  in  the  Parliament  of  India 
and  the  States  specified  in  Part  A  of  the  First  Schedule.  The  omission  on  the  part  of  the 
constitution-makers  in  not  making  provision  for  the  continuance  of  the  Speaker  and  the  Deputy 
Speaker  seems  to  be  deliberate,  and  so,  Sir,  the  continuance  in  office  of  the  Speaker  of  this 
Assembly  and  of  the  Deputy  Speaker  is  not  contemplated  by  the  Constitution  of  India,  and 
as  such,  1  urge  upon  you,  Sir,  to  give  us  a  ruling  whether  your  taking  the  Chair  as  the 
Speaker  of  this  House,  at  this  meeting  is  in  order. 

SrL  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai  :  May  1  submit  a  few  words  on  the  same  subject?  I  wish 
to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Chair  the  provisions  of  Article  388  also  which  provide  for  casual 
vacancies  when  they  occur  in  the  membership  in  the  Legislature  of  Schedule  B  states.  It  is 
clear  that  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  are  clear  and  definite  on  all  points  concerning  the 
Constitution,  and  functioning  of  the  Legislature  during  the  transitional  period.  So,  if  there  was 
any  intention  that  the  President  and  the  Deputy  President  of  the  Legislatures  in  Part  B  States 
should  continue  as  such  that  would  have  been  included.  Since,  as  it  stands,  the  article  which 
applies  to  States  in  Part  B  is  238,  which  says  that  the  provisions  of  Part  VI  shall  apply,  and 
further,  there  is  the  specific  provision— Article  178 — which  says,  that  “every  Legislative 
Assembly  of  a  State,  as  soon,  as  may  be,  choose  two  members  as  Speaker  and  Deputy  Speaker." 
Thus  under  Article  178,  at  the  very  commencement  of  the  first  session,  the  Speyer  and 
Deputy  Speaker  have  to  be  elected,  as  long  as  the  transitional  provision  does  not  provide 
for  the  continuance  of  the  previous  Speaker  and  Deputy  Speaker  as  pointed  out  by 
Mr.  Nesamoni. 
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There  is  also  another  article — Article  392 — which  says  that  if  there  are  any  lapses  or 
difficulties  “The  President  may.  for  the  purpose  of  removing  any  difficulty,  particularly  m 
relation  to  the  transitional  provisions  of .  the  Government  of  India  Act,  1935,  by  order  direct 
that  this  Constitution  shall,  during  such  period,  as  may  be  specified  in  the  order,  have  the  effect 
subject  to  such  adaptation  whether  by  way  of  modification,  addition  or  omission  as  may  be 
deemed  fit.  to  be  necessary  or  expedient.’*  Therefore,  the  gentlemen  who  drafted  the 
Constitution  thought  that  if  there  were  lapses,  and  if  there  were  omissions,  there  must  be 
a  provision  for  rectification  also,  and  Article  392  clearly  provides  for  that.  Therefore,  my 
submission  is  that  you,  Sir,  should  have  the  matter  rectified  or  clarified  according  to  the 
Constitution  of  India  by  the  proper  authority  that  is  the  President  of  India  and  you  should 
adjourp  the  further  proceedings  now.  A  ruling  itself,  I  doubt  very  much,  will  not  be  correct, 
because  the  ruling  is  given  by  the  Chair  whose  right  to  be  in  the  Chair  is  questioned.  The 
question  now  sought  to  be  cleared  is  whether  the  Speaker  is  a  Speaker  duly  constituted  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  When  that  question  is  being  sought  to  be  clarified,  I  think 
.a  fair,  legitimate  and  right .  method  will  be  to  act  under  the  provisions  of  Article  392  and  to 
have  the  difficulty  cleared  by  the  legal,  constitutional,  authority  under  the  Constitution.  There¬ 
fore,  I  humbly  submit,  in  view  of  the  definite  omission  of  clause  (3)  of  Article  382  which  clearly 
says  down  “Any  person  holding  office  immediately  before  the  commencement  of  this  Constitution 
a  Speaker  or  Deputy  Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  or  President  or  Deputy  President  of 
the  Legislative  Council  of  a  Province  shall,  on  such  commencement  be  the  Speaker  or  Deputy 
Speaker  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  or  the  Chairman  or  the  Deputy  Chairman  of  the  Legislative 
Council  as  the  case  may  be  of  the  corresponding  States  specified  in  Part  A  of  the  First 
Schedule  while  such  Assembly  or  Council  functions  under  clause  (I)“  in  Article  385  the  matter 
is  beyond  doubt. 

But  when  you  come  to  Article  385,  you  find  only  this:  “Until  the  Houses  of  Legislature 
of  a  State  specified  in  Part  B  of  the  First  Schedule” — ^Travancore-Cochin  comes  under  Part  B— 
“has  or  have  been  duly  constituted  and  summoned  for  the  first  session  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Constitution,  the  body  or  authority  functioning  immediately  before  the  commencement  of 
this  Constitution  as  the  Legislature  of  the  corresponding  State  shall  exercise  the  powers  and 
perforin  the  duties  conferred  by  the  provisions  of^  this  Constitution  on  the  Assembly  or  Houses 
of  Legislature  of  the  State  so  specified.”  There  is  no  sub-clauses  to  this  article.  So,  it  is  very 
definite.  The  Legislature  will  continue,  but  not  the  office-bearers.  When  the  office-bearers 
have  been  specifically  mentioned  in  Article  382,  and  when  they  have  been  omitted  in  Article  385, 
it  is  conclusive  as  far  as  it  goes.  We  have  been  summoned  here.  If  there  are  incongruities,  if 
there  are  omissions,  if  there  are  defects  and  difficulties  the  right  is  vested  in  the  Preeident 
of  India  to  remove  them  under  Article  39).  Therefore,  Sir,  I  would  request  you  not  to  give 
a  ruling  on  the  matter  but  to  have  it  clarified  by  the  President,  because  it  is  a  matter  questioning 
your  right  and  authority  to  give  a  ruling. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  There  is  a  point  of  order  raised  by  the  hon’ble  Member  Mr.  Nesamony 
asking  for  a  ruling  and  an  observation  made  by  the  hon’ble  Member  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai  that  no 
ruling  should  be  given.  I  would  take  up  first  for  consideration  the  point  of  order  raised  by 
Mr,  Nesamony  asking  for  a  ruling,  and  then  consider  the-  question  raised  by  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai 
as  to  the  desirability  of  getting  the  point  clarified  before  arriving  at  a  final  decision' on  tbe 

The  question  raised  relates  to  the  points  covered  by  Articles  382  and  385  of  the 
Constitution.  A  ruling  has  been  sought  for  as  to  whether  the  present  Speaker  and  the  Deputy 
Speaker  whose  continuance  has  not  been  specifically  provided  for  in  Article  385  in  relatjwi  to 
a  State  specified  in  Part  B  can  continue  to  function  particularly  in  view  of  the  circumstance  that 
the  continuance  of  -  the  Speaker  and  the  Deputy  Speaker  has  been  specifically  referred  to  in 
Article  382  in  relation  to  States  specified  in  Part  A.  The  two  Articles  which  are  differently 
worded  are  both  sufficiently  self-explanatory  and  in  respect  of  the  continuance  of  the  Speaker 
and  Deputy  Speaker  of  this  Legislature  Article  385  leaves  no  room  for  any  doubt  as  raised  by 
Mr.  Nesamonij  nor  does  it  give  occasion  for  any  elucidation  as  pointed  out  by  Mr..  Nataraja 
Pillai.  Article  382  reads— 

“  Until  the  House  or  Houses  of  the  Legislature  of  each  State  specified  in  Part  A  pf  the 
First  Schedule  has  or  have  been  duly  constituted  and  summoned  to  meet  for  the  firs! 
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session  under  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  the  House  or  Houses  of  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  of  the  corresponding  Province  functioning  immediately  before  the  commencement 
of  this  Constitution  shall  exercise  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties  conferred  by  the 
provisions  of  this  Constitution  on  the  House  or  Houses  of  the  Legislature  of  such 
State  ”, 

Now  let  us  compare  this  with  the  wording  of  Article  385  and  note  what  and  where  the 
difference  is. 

Article  385— -“Until  the  House  or  Houses  of  the  Legislature  of  a  State  specified  in  Part  B 
of  the  First  Schedule  has  or  have  been  duly  constituted  and  summoned  to  meet  lor  the 
first  session  under  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution . ’’ 

The  test  of  the  Article  which  is  worded  differently  from  the  corresponding  portion  of 
Article  382  reads- 

■“ . the  body  or  authority  functioning  Immediately  before  the  commencement  of  this 

Constitution  as  the  Legislature  of  the  corresponding  Indian  State  shall  exercise  the  powers 
and  peform  the  duties  conferred  by  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  on  the  House  or 
Houses  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  so  specified". 

It  may  be  noted  in  this  connection  that  in  most  States  included  in  Part  B  there  were  no 
regularly  constituted  legislatures  and  therefore  no  Speaker  or  Deputy  Speaker.  Even  in  such 
States  there  was  in  existence  some  body  or  authority  functioning  as  the  legislature.  Article  385 
contemplates  that  this  body  or  authority  m  B  class  States  functioning  as  the  legislature  of  those 

latures  are  duly  constituted  and  summoned  to  meet  for  the  first  session  under  the  new  Consti¬ 
tution.  In  Part  B  Slates  where  there  were  regularly  constituted  legislatures  Speakers  and 
Deputy  Speakers  were  functioning  as  parts  of  those  legislatures  and  the  continuance  of  those 
legislatures  necessarily  implies  the  continuance  of  the  Speaker  and  Deputy  Speaker  thereof. 
Therefore  no  question  of  a  fresh  election  of  the  Speaker  and  Deputy  Speaker  arises  until  the 
legislature  Is  duly  constituted  and  summoned  to  meet  for  the  first  time  under  the  new  Consti¬ 
tution.  There  is,  therefore,  nothing  illegal  or  irregular  in  the  continuance  of  the  Speaker  and 
Deputy  Speaker.  This  ruling  disposes  of  the  observations  made  by  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai  also. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  Does  not  the  expression  ‘House’  include  the  Speaker  and 
the  Deputy  Speaker  ?  '  •  _ 

Mr.  Speaker :  Whether  that  includes  it  or  not,  the  term  ‘legislature'  certainly  includes 
the  Speaker  and  the  Deputy  Speaker. 

Sri.  Abdul  Razaak :  Would  not  the  term  ‘House’  also  include  those  functionaries  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  same  question  was  already  raised  and  answered.

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  Rules  say  that  the  Leader  of  the  House  or  any  other  member 
authorised  by  him  can  do  it. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai :  Sir,  1  move  that  an  address  in  the  following  form  be 
presented  to  His  Highness  the  Raipramukh  expressing  the  thanks  of  the  Assembly  for  the  speech 
delivered  by  His  Highness :  ,

Sri.  P.  Balahrishnan  Tampi:  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  As  in  the  same  way  thai 
i  defence  is  not  allowed  in  prosecution,  is  it  in  order  for  the  Hon'ble  Chief  Mi 
from  the  proceedings  of  the  House  of  Commons  in  his  defence  at  this  stage  and  j 
•e  on  the  practice  obtained  in  the  British  Parliament? 

Mr.  Speaker:  ft  is  neither  irregular  nor  out  of  the  way. 
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Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  In  the  new  Republican  Scheme  of  things  is  it  in  order  to 
refer  to  the  Rajpramukh's  address  as  King’s  Address?  Does  it  not  unconsciously  smack  sedition 
to  refer  the  address  as  King's  address  when  there  is  no  King  anywhere  in  the  Republic, 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  Hon’ble  Chief  Minister  never  meant  to  style  the  Rajpramukh  as 
king.  Strictly  speaking  the  address  is  to  be  refered  to  as  “Rarjpramkh’s  address." 
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Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tapipi :  Sir,  it  is  not  a  wordy  quarrel  between  myself  and  the 
Hon'ble  Chief  Minister.  May  I  point  out,  Sir,  that  if  this  the  First  Address  delivered  by 
the  Rajpramukh  is  to  be  styled  as  King's  address  it  will  create  a  precedent.  ‘  King's  Address" 
is  a  technical  expression  solely  pertaining  to  the  House  of  Commons. 
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Sri.  A.  Nesamony:  1  rise  to  move  the  following  amendment  on  behalf  of  my  party:  “Add 
the  following  at  the  end  of  the  motion:”  “but  regret  that  the  Council  of  Ministers  of  Your 
Highness  follow  a  policy  of  discrimination  against  the  Tamils  and  Travancore-Cochin  Tamil 
Nad  and  have  been  consistently  adopting  a  policy  incompitable  with  the  general  well  being  of 
the  country  and  that  they  do  not  command  the  confidence  of  the  people  of  the  State.  ^ 

As  I  rise  to  move  the  amendment,  I  am  conscious  of  the  fact  that  enough  vituperative 
language  is  in  store  for  me  in  reply  to  this  amendment.  The  Hon’ble  the  Chief  Minister 
referred  to  the  proceeings  of  the  House  of  Commons  while  moving  amendments  to  the  address 
moved  by  the  leader  of  the  party  in  power.  May  [  say  Sir,  that  the  healthy  convention  which 
has  been  set  up  in  the  House  of  Commons  does  not  in  the  least  apply  to  this  Assembly.  We, 
on  this  side  of  the  House,  the  Travancore  Tamil  Nad  Congress  Party  do  not  stand  for  the  run¬ 
ning  of  this  Government.  We  only  want  to  get  away  from  the  clutches  of  this  Government  in 
power  and  join  hands  with  the  Madras  Tamil  Nad.  The  healthy  conventions  that  are  set  up  by 
the  Party  in  power  and  the  Party  in  opposition  in  the  House  of  Commons  do  not  apply  to  us, 
because  we  do  not  want  to  run  the  Government  by  outvoting  the  party  in  power;^ 

First  of  all,  I  wish  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  this  Government  follows  a  policy  of  dlscnmi* 
nation  of  the  Tamilians  of  the  Travancore  Tamil  Nad.  I  am  sure  Sir,  that  the  Chief  Minister 
will  Immediately  rise  up  and  emphatically  deny  that  there  is  discrimination  and  characterise  my 
statement  as  mere  political  propaganda  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  Sir,  I  am  fortified  by  facts 
and  figures  to  show  that  any  statement  that  I  make  on  the  floor  of  the  House  is  deliberate  and  is 
supported  by  facts  and  figures  put  to  me  by  responsible  people. 

His  Highness  the  Rajpramukh  has  referred  in  his*"  Address  to  the  coming  election  in  these 
words:  “My  Government  are  already  going  ahead  with  the  arrangements  for  the  holding  of  the 
First  General  election  under  the  Constitution  well  in  time."  I  wish  to  place  before  the  House 
how  the  Tamils  are  being  discriminated  against  In  the  matter  of  granting  political  franchise, 
especially  those  Tamils  in  Deviculam  and  Peermade.  A  few  months  ago  a  Notification  was 
issued  by  this  Government  that  the  existing  elktoral  roll  would  be  rectified.  A  month's  time 
was  granted  for  such  rectification  and  anyone  who  wanted  to  get  himself  registered  as  a  voter 
had  to  appear  before  the  Tahsildar  for  the  purpose  as  he  was  constituted  as  the  Registering 
authority.  During  the  time  allotted  there  was  not  a  single  form  for  registration  available  in  the 
Taluk  of  Deviculam.  This  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government  and  they  extended  the 
period  by.  a  month.  During  this  period  representations  were  made  by  various  employers  to 
supply  them  with  forms  to  enroll  their  employees  in  the  Voters’  List.  They  pointed  out  that 
it  was  not  a  matter  of  rectification  but  one  of  enumeration  in  their  case.  Government  tumeda 
deaf  ear  to  all  these  representations.  The  K.  D.  H.  P.  Company  alone  asked  for  20  to  30 
thousand  application  forms  to  register  their  employees.  Government  insisted  upon  every  coolies 
appearing  before  the  local  Tahsildar.  This  was  rendered  impossible  because  of  long  distances 
and  the  nature  of  the  work  they ‘were  employed  in.  The  Government  then  constituted  the 
Revising  Authority  for  adjudicating  the  claims  preferred.  Fortunately  or  unfortunately,  the 
holder  of  that  Office  happened  to  be  the  veteran  Congress  Tyagi,  Sri.  N.  S.  Krishna  Pillai.  We 
took  time  by  the  forelock  and  presented  before  him  20  to  30  thousand  claims.  God  alone 
knows  what  happened  to  these  claims  for  mysterious  are  the  ways  of  this  Government  and  we  . 
are  not  able  to  follow  their  actions.  If  my  information  is  correct,  the  Chief  Minister  Hes  ■ 
ordered  that  these  claims  need  not  be  considered.  Is  that  the  proper  way  of  doing  the  thing?  i 
Is  that  the  way  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  the  coming  elections?  Why  should  ■ 
these  forms  be  piled  up  without  being  disposed  of?  We  are  led  to  believe  that  under  the  guise 
of  Grow  More  Food  Campaign  and  under  the  guise  of  colonisation  schemes,  there  is  a  gradual 
infiltration  of  Malayali  elements.  This  process  will  go  on  till  the  Tamilians  are  reduced  to  i 
minority  and  Government  can  say  that  there  are  no  Tamils  but  only  Malayalees  on  the  next 

Secondiy,  the  Rajpramukh  has  referred  in  the  Address  to  the  healthy  relations  that  mint 
prevail  between  employer  and  labour.  “Special  attention  been  devoted  by  my  Govemmeot 
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to  introduce  healthy  relations  between  the  labour  and  employer  and  see  that  disputes  are  settled 
quickly  and  to  their  mutual  satisfaction.”  Here  also,  the  Tamilian  is  denied  the  previlege  of 
association.  When  the  President  of  the  Tamil  Nad  Congress  was  on  his  visit  to  Munnar,  it 
was  urged  by  the  Tamilian  population  there  that  a  branch  of  the  I.  N.  T.  U.  C,  should  be 
constituted  at  Munnar.  The  President  had  prolonged  discussion  with  the  Manager  of  the  K  D. 

H.  P.  Company  and  they  wanted  six  months'  time  to  allow  the  labour  population  to  get  them¬ 
selves  enlisted  as  members  of  the  I.  N.  T.  U.  C.  Sri.  Hariharanath  Sastri.  the  Secretary  of  the 

I,  N.  T.  U.  C.  came  down  to  Madras  and  authorised  Sri.  Ramanujam,  the  President  of  the 
Tamil  Nad  Branch  of  the  I;  N,  T.  U.  C.  to  go  over  to  Munnar  and  organise  a  branch  of  the 
South  Indian  Plantation  Workers’  Association  in  Munnar;  The  Branch  was  organised  and  it 
began  to  function.  This  Government,  through  its  Labour  Commissioner,  prohibited  the  en- 
istment  of  members  and  ordered  that  it  should  be  registered.  Registration  was  applied  for  and 
I  understand  that  the  application  for  registration  is  still  pending  in  the  files  of  the  Chief 
Minister;  On  the  other  hand,  an  organisation  called  the  High  Range  Workers  Union’has  been 
constituted  consisting  of  the  Malayalee  employees  of  almost  all  the  plantations  and  registration 
has  been  accorded  to  them.  Government  Officers  and  their  agents  and  the  representative  of 
that  Taluk  in  this  Apembly  are  very  busy  putting  pressure  on  the  management  asking  them  to 
persuade  the  Tamilians  to  enlist  themselves  in  this  organisation.  Government  arc  thus 
organising  a  rival  organisation  to  the  I.  N.  T.  U.  C.  and  forcing  in  on  the  Tamilian  population 
of  that  area.  In  this  respect  the  freedom  of  association,  which  the  Tamils  claimed  in  that  area, 
is  denied  to  them. 

Next,  Sir,  I  shall  refer  to  the  discrimlnati  m  in  the  land  policy  that  is  being  adopted  by  this 
Government.  Credit  goes  to  the  Tamilians  in  the  Madras  State  who  got  into  tiiese  impenetra¬ 
ble  forests  in  the  taluks  of  Peermade  and  Deviculam  and  made  them  what  they  are — smiling 
gardens  of  tea  and  cardamom.  The  South  India  Cardamom  Association  and  its  branches  at 
Bodinahanur  and  Cumbum,  have  strongly  protested  against  the  p:)ticy  of  discrimination  that  Is 
being  pursued  by  this  Government.  Leases  are  refused  to  them.  Evictions  are  ordered  on 
various  grounds.  Assignment  of  lands  is  refused  there,  simply  on  the  score  that  they  have  no 
political  rights  in  this  soil.  But,  Sir,  there  are  people  occupying  this  area  for  generations  and 
who  have  lived  in  these  parts.  And  on  the  simple  ground  that  they  have  no  political  rights, 
simply  because  this  Government  denies  franchise  to  them,  it  is  rather  a  sorry  spectacle  to  note 
that  the  Government  is  bent  upon  evicting  these  people  to  make  room  for  people  with  enough 
wealth  and  capital  at  their  command.  Taxation  to  them  has  become  vexatious,  and  all  means 
of  communication  have  been  abandoned.  The  petty  Gods,  the  Government  servants  are  to  be 
propitiated  in  abundance  if  those  people  should  live  in  those  areas.  Is  it  not,  Sir,  a  discrimi¬ 
nation  when  every  son  of  India  can  claim  India  to  be  his  motherland  and  he  to  be  lold  that  he 


has  no  political  rights,  that  he  has  no  economic  rights  and  that  he  has  no  rights  at  all  m  a  land 
where  he  is  living  to  improve  and  make  it  rich. 

Sir,  His  Highness  the  Rajpramukh  referred  in  his  speech  to  the  food  policy  of  this  Govern¬ 
ment.  I  refer  to  the  particular  passage  in  his  address:  "Our  State  is  one  of  the  most  highly 
deficit  areas  in  food  and  depends  on  imports  for  over  half  of  its  food  requirements.”  And 
again,  ‘‘Extension  of  lift  irrigation,  reclamation  of  grass  lands,  sale  of  manure  at  subsidized  rates, 
backwater  reclamation,  sinking  of  wells,  renovation  of  tanks  and  supply  of  pump  sets  are  the 
more  important  of  the  measures  adopted  to  step  up  food  production.  These  measures  will  be 
intensified  during  the  next  year.  Major  irrigation  schemes  like  the  Peechi,  Chaiakudi  and 
Perinchani  Irrigation  Schemes  will  also  be  speeded  up.”  From  the  figures  supplied  by  this 
Government  regarding  the  procurement  of  paddy  for  the  year  1123,  it  maybe  gathered  that 
during  the  three  years,  1123  to  1125,  about  156  lakhs  of  paras  of  paddy  have  ber-n  procured 
from  the  taluks  of  Tovala,  Agastheswaram,  Kalkulam,  Vilavancode  and  Shencottah.  At  the 
rate  that  the  Government  were  selling,  it  may  be  safely  computed  that  the  Government  have 


made  a  net  gain  of  Rs.  1  crore  during  these  three  years.  But  what  is  it,  Ssr,  that  has  been 
spent  upon  these  five  taluks  out  of  the  Rs.  1  crore  that  the  Government  have  got  out  of  the 
sweat  of  the  labour  of  the  poor  peasents  in  those  areas  ?  There  has  been  absolutely  no  irrigation 
scheme  in  the  Shencottah.  taluk.  There  is  no  scheme  under  the  contemplation  of  Government 
so  far  as  I  know.  In  the  other  four  taluks,  about  Rs.  2  lakhs,  to  be  exact,  Rs.  1,98,000  has 
been  spent  upon  the  improvement  of  tanks  in  those  areas.  Six  lakhs  of  rupees  have  been  snent 
upon  the  Perinchani  scheme.  The  Rajpramuk  \  has  been  advised  to  state  that  the  Perinchani 
scheme  will  be  speeded  up.  The  whole  scheme  is  estimated  to  cost  Rs.  44  lakhs.  Probably, 
the  revised  estimate  will  be  double  that  amount.  If  at  this  snail-like  speed,  the  work  is  speeded 


up,  it  will  take  not  less  than  20  years  for  this  dam  alone  to  be  constructed,  let  alone  the  channds 
that  have  to  be  cut,  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  dam. 
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Sri.  E.  John  Philipose  :  May  I  correct  this  straightaway  ?  The  expenditure  incurred 
as  far  as  Perunchani  is  concerned  up  till  now  is  about  Rs.  1  4  lakhs  and  Rs.  20  lakhs  have  got  to 
be  spent  and  it  is  expected  by  the  end  of  1951  that  it  will  be  possible  to  yield 
actual  results  from  Perunchani. 

Sri.  A.  Nesamony  ,  May  I  correct  the  Hon’ble  Minister,  Sir;  By  stating  t^t  14  lakhs 
have  been  spent,  it  may  be  that  Rs.  1 4  lakhs  must  have  been  wasted  on  the  Perinchani  site.  What 
I  say  is— my  statement  i5  based  upon  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Government — Rs.  3  lakhs  have 
been  allotted  in  the  budget  for  the  seven  months  of  1949— -50  and  Rs.  3  lakhs  in  the  previous 
year.  Thus  Rs.  6  lakhs  have  been  spent  and  all  that  has  ben  spent  is  on  the  construction 
of  the  two  wings  of  the  dam.  But  the  bed  of  the  dam  is  being  bored  through  to  see  whether 
there  is  solid  rock.  With  the  rotten  old  machines,  rattling  and  rattling  all  the  12  hours  of  the 
day,  it  goes  on  battling  against  the  ^lid  rock  and  it  is  a  pitiable  sight  to  see  how  these  poor 

Sri.  E.  John  Philipose:  1  think  that  the  hon’ble  member  ought  to  be  corrected. 
Machinery  that  is'  put  on  work  there  is  of  the  latest  type.  The  river-bed  has  been, 
tackled ;  the  rock  has  been  discovered,  and  it  is  expected  that  construction  on  the  river-bed  will 
be  completed  before  the  next  year. 

Sri.  A.  Nesamony:  1  do  not  object  to  the  Hon'ble  Minister  defending  himself  but  facts 
are  these  Sir.  1  challenge  the  Hon’ble  Minister  to  point  out  to  me  a  new  machine  on  '  the  site 
of  the  rock  which  is  bored  through.  I  challenge  tlie  Hon’ble  Minister  to  point  out  to  me  a 
machine  which  never  goes  out  of  repair  er  which  could  not  easily  go  out  of  repair  if  properly 
handed.  I  know  what  is  being  done  in  the  workshop  at  Perunchani.  Old  parts,  taken  from 
various  cornets  of  the  State  are  assembled  there  to  make  up  a  whole  plant  and  necessarily  as 
Darwin  once  put  it,  ‘‘It  is  humbug  of  a  creature  that  is  there ;  it  is  not  a  bug  at  all”. 
All  that  I  want  to  say  is  that  at  this  snail-speed  with  which  Perunchani  scheme  is  being  speeded 
up,  it^will  take  at  least  25  years  to  mature,  let  alone  the  channels. 

Last  time,  in  the  budget,  Rs.  1 0,000  were  allotted  for  the  opening  of  the  Thikanamcode 
channel.  Rs.  1 0,000  were  allotted  for  the  extension  of  the  T.  Kode  channel.  Can  the  Hon'ble 
Minister  for  Public  Works  say  that  any  amount  was  spent  on  the  scheme  ?  Not  a  single  pie  has 
been  spent  on  it,  and  the  result  is  there  has  been  a  total  failure  of  crops  in  the  whole  of  Vilvan- 
code  taluk.  Today,  in  tliat  taluk,  famine  conditions  prevail  because  of  the  neglect  of  this 
Government  to  spent  money  allotted  in  the  budget  to  be  spent  on  a  portion  of  Tamilnad.  It 
has  been  so  eloquently  answered  by  the  Government  that  sixteen  acres  of  forest  lands  have  been 
assigned  in  the  four  taluks,  especially,  in  the  taluk  of  Kalkulam.  But  when  one  sees  the  colossal 
waste  1  may  even  say,  criminal  waste  of  the  forest  resources  of  the  State  from  Neriamangalamto 
Pallivassal,  does  the  sixteen  acre  bit  stand  anywhere  in  comparison  to  that  area?  Not  that  the 
f  Veerapoli  reserve  must  be  denuded  of  its  forest  wealth  and  should  be  handed  over  to  the  'Ta- 

*  milians,  but  what  the  country  needs  today  is  not  tapioca  and  banana.  I  have  no  quarrel  with 

those  who  rise  banana  and  tapioca — but  what  is  wanted  is  rice,  rice  enough  to  eat  and  to  satisfy 
our  hungry  stomachs.  1  believe,  that,  when  His  Highness  the  Rajpramukh  said,  “Our  State 
is  one  of  the  most  highly  deficit  areas  in  food  and  depends  on  imports  for  over  half  of  its  food 
requirements’’,  he  did  not  mean  tapioca  or  banana  but  only  rice.  His  Highness  meant  only 
the  import  of  rice  which  is  the  staple  food  of  the  people  of  this  country.  In  proportion  to  the 
colossal  waste  that  is  being  committed  on  the  High  Ranges,  does  this  Government  procure  any 
quantity  of  paddy  to  satisfy  the  hungry  stomachs  ?  I  doubt.  Sir,  and  this  policy  of  grow  more 
food  campaign  by  wasting  the  forest  resources  of  the  State  is  suicidal. 

In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  an  incident  which  is  known 
to  us  in  the  south  as  Valia  Ela  debacle,  where  the  Government  went  on  bungling  and  bungling 
until  at  last  it  was  found  impossible  to  realize  the  amount  of  Rs.  20,000  which  they  lent  to  an 
ex-servicemen’s  cooperative  society.  That  society  had  a  bit  of  land  handed  over  to  them  by 
Government.  It  was  working  for  some  time,  and  then  the  co-operative  society  abandoned  it.  A 
few  acres,  not  worth  mentioning,  was  converted  into  paddy  land.  When  Sri.  Abdulla  was  the 
Minister  for  Food,  he  had  occasion  to  visit  that  area  and  finding  that  the  land  had  been  almoit 
abandoned,  ordered  orally  as  it  is  usual  with  our  Government,  the  local  Tahsildar  to  lease  it 
out  on  pattern  to  the  local  ryots.  The  land  was  thus  leased  out  to  local  people.  A  rkli 
crop  was  raised.  The  Government  now  wanted  to  realise  the  20  thousand  rupees .  They  got 
hold  of  the  ryots  saying  that  they  were  trespassers.  When  those  people  had  been  let  into 
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possession  ot  the  land  by  the  local  Tahsildar  how  coJd  they  be  trespassers?  The  crop  was 
harvested  with  the  aid  of  police  force  and  the  paddy  was  confiscated.  They  had  recourse  to  the 
public  Works  Department  to  get  down  pumping  sets  to  water  those  fields.  They  had  recourse 
to  the  Agricultural  Department  to  get  manure.  And  yet  the  Government  says  it  was  the  Co¬ 
operative  Society’s  concern,  and  the  paddy  was  confiscated  as  belonging  to  the  Society.  This 
kind  of  grow  more  food  campaign  to  deprive  the  poor  labourer  and  the  peasant  of  the  benefits 
of  his  toil  and  to  allow  them  to  starve  is  not  what  is  contemplated  by  the  people  at  large.  It 
the  Government  does  not  intend  to  have  any  more  grow  more  food  campaign  in  the  south  well 
and  good.  But,  Sir,  let  this  Government  remember  that  there  is  no  tract  in  the  whole  of  Tra- 
vancore  Cochin  State  where  you  can  have  a  double  crop  of  paddy  raised  with  the  least  amount 
of  difficulty  and  that  too,  a  rich,  luxuriant  crop  and  a  tasty  crop  ot  paddy  other  than  South 
Travancore.  You  cannot  get  that  anywhere  else  in  the  State.  It  may  be  that  we  are  struggling 
to  get  away  from  Travancore-Cochin,  but  are  you  not  indenting  upon  the  Madras  Government 
for  food  supply  ?  Do  you  not  indent  upon  the  Madras  Government,  .from  Tanjore  and  other 
places  for  food  ?  If  at  any  moment  it  so  happens,  and  I  believe  it  is  near,  that  this  portion 
would  go  over  to  the  Madras  Tamilnad,  it  is  not  going  to  swallow  the  rice  that  it  produces.  It 
is  there  to  feed  you  as  it  may  feed  any  other  part  of  India,  so  that  the  poliey  of  iscrimination 
in  the  matter  of  land  assignment  and  in  the  matter  of  grow  more  food  campaign,  is  suicidal. 
The  discrimination  against  the  Tamilians  and  Tamilnad  is  suicidal,  and  if  that  policy  goes  on 
for  ever.  Sir,  or  if  it  Is  to  be  followed  by  this  Government,  I  am  sure  that  self-sufficiency  in 
food  is  a  very  very  distant  goal.  Sir,  may  I  know  the  time  that  may  be  allowed  to  me  In  this 


Mr.  Speaker  :  There  are  a  good  number  of  members  who  desire  to  speak  on  this  matter. 

I  trust  the  member  himself  would  so  adjust  his  speech  as  to  allow  sufficient  time  for  the  other 
members  also.  If  this  is  kept  in  view  there  may  not  arise  any  need  to  fix  a  time  limit. 

Sri.  A.  Nesamony  s  Yes,  Sir,  Reference  has  been  made  in  the  Budget  speech  to  the 
subject  of  pure  drinking  water  to  the  coastal  tracts. 

“My  Government  are  convinced  that  one  of  the  crying  needs  of  areas  along  the  coastal 
tracts  is  the  provision  of  good  drinking  water.  A  scheme  for  the  construction  of  an  ade¬ 
quate  number  of  tube  wells  to  meet  this  need,  especially  along  the  coastal  areas,  is  being 
undertaken  by  my  Government". 

Sir,  what  those  coastal  areas  want  is  pure  drinking  water.  It  is  neither  good  water  nor 
tube  well  water.  It  has  now  come  to  stay  with  this  Government  to  confine  to  the  archives  plans 
which  have  been  drawn  up,  and  estimates  made  on  certain  schemes  in  South  Travancore.  I 
refer  especially  to  the  three  drinking  water  supply  schemes  which  have  been  planned  by  this 
Government.  The  Muttam  water  supply  is  one  for  which  I  understand  the  whole  machinery  is 
in  stock.  The  Karingal  scheme  is  one  tor  which  plans  have  been  made,  and  estimates  being 
kept  ready.  The  only  thing  is  Government  have  to  make  up  their  mind  to  go  ahead.  There  is 
then  the  water  supply  scheme  from  Cape  Comorin.  Sir,  in  all  these  coastal  areas  Government 
thinks  of  tube  well  and  tu^  well  alone  and  that  Is  considered  as  the  panecea  for  improving  those 
areas  which  arc  deficit  in  water  supply.  During  the  last  two  months  the  PWD  had  two  tanks 
of  river  water  carried  to  Multam  and  Karingal  to  satisfy  the  thirst  of  the  thousands  that  Sock 
there  with  pots.  It  was  a  miracle  that  there  had  been  no  cases  of  cholera  or  a  typhoid.  Pro¬ 
tected  water  supply  to  these  areas  is  a  matter  of  urgent  necessity.  The  water  supply  system  is 
so  inadequate  and  however  much  it  is  brought  home  to  Government,  Goverment  still  thinks  of 
the  tube  well  system  in  those  areas.  Are  they  assured  that  the  watsr'so  procured  is  not  going 
to  be  saltish  ot  brackish  and  fit  for  human  consumption  ?  Do  they  think  it  possible  that  by 
digging  on  the  heights  of  Karingal  such  tube  wells  than  they  would  supply  all  the  needs  of  the 
locality  ?  Can  they  not  put  into  effect  the  schemes  already  prepared  and  lying  idle  in  the  archi¬ 
ves  of  Government  ?  I  believe  the  tube  well  system  would  benefit  the  contractor  and  more  than 
one  has  enjoyed  such  benefits  but  no  water  has  been  supplied.  I  ask  Government  why  should 
they  persist  in  such  futile  plans  in  the  matter  of  supplying  this  essential  need. 

Finally,  Sir,  as  the  last  portion  of  my  amendment  reads,  the  policy  pursued  by  this  Gov¬ 
ernment  is  quite  incompatible  with  the  general  welfare  of  the  State  and  as  such  it  has  lost  the 
confidence  of  the  people  of  the  State.  It  is  not  by  way  of  pleasing  anybody  that  1  have  pur¬ 
posely  put  in  that  part  of  the.  motion.  The  country  knows  as  we  sit  here  to  deliberate  upon  the 
speech  of  His  Highness  the  Rajpramukh  how  far  the  people  are  prepared  to  back  up  this  Gov- 
ernmenL  A  tribute  has  been  paid  to  the  Armed  forces  and  the  Police  of  the  State.  1  agree 
Sir,  that  services  done  by  them  deserve  mention  provided  the  evil  forces  are  really  tackled  with 
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in  many  parts  of  the  State.  But  I  am  at  the  same  time  wondering  whether  it  is  not  a  matter 
of  their  own  making.  Experience  in  this,  line  has  convinced  many  a  thinking  person  that  nobody 
escaped  unscathed  at  their  hands.  It  is  in  the  lock-ups  that  many  a  peaceful  citizen  is  made  a 
rowdy.  It  is  in  the  lock-ups  that  many  a  peaceful  citizen  is  made  a  K.  D.  Lastly  proceedings 
under  Section  103  are  taken  against  the  innocent  and  they  are  kept  in  jail  for  some  time  they 
are  so  severely  manhandled  that  when  they  come  out,  their  lives  become  useless.  The  man¬ 
handling  in  these  lock-ups  is  such  that  violence  would  only  breed  violence  and  blood  will  cry 
for  blood.  Such  Inhuman  treatment  in  lock-ups  has  now  resulted  in  the  flare  up  of  violence  in 
many  parts  of  the  State  and  whether  you  dub  it  as  communist,  socialist  or  any  other  party  label, 
the  fact  remains  it  is  violence  that  begets  violence  and  blood  that  cries  for  blood.  I  am 
convinced  of  that,  Sir.  opinions  may  differ.  The  spreading  of  sporadic^  violence  in  various 
parts  of  the  country  threatening  the  life  and  liberty  of  peaceful  citizens  is  the  outcome 
of  their  own  making.  I  know  from  personal  knowledge  and  experience  of  12 
summary  cases  ffiat  have  been  charge-sheeted  by  the  Thiruvattar  police  that  not 
a  single  person  escaped  man  handling  in  the  lockup  Government  would  do  well  to 
enquire  why  in  such  a  short  time  1 2  such  cases  have  been  taken  up.  I  submit  Sir,  that  it  is 
this  policy  of  the  Police  which  has  been  championed  by  the  party  in  power  and  that  has  led  to 
such  sporadic  violence. 

This  Assembly  was  never  elected  to  govern  this  country.  This  was  elected  to  frame  a 
constitution.  Changes  came  on  in  qui  ck  succession  and  over  our  heads  and  without  our 
knowledge  and  consent.  One  fine  morning  out  came  the  integration  of  the  two  states.  We 
have  witnessed  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  Ministries  and  as  every  other  democratic  country  faces  it 
our  country  also  face. .  But,  Sir,  one  seeks  in  vain  for  a  representative  of  the  Muslim  in  the 
Ministry,  and  a  representative  of  the  backward  community  for  which  the  Union  Government 
have  shown  an  example.  One  seeks  in  vain  for  a  representative  of  the  womanhood  of  Travancore 
in  the  Ministry  and  1  can  say  with  certainty  that  the  women  of  Travancore  form  the  bulk  of  the 
population  of  the  State.  Still  we  claim  to  be  the  most  enlightened  of  the  States  in  India.  Again 
we  seek  in  vain  for  representatives  of  other  communities  in  the  Treasury  Benches.  Should  there 
be  two  Syrian  Christians  as  Ministers  and  two  Nayars  as  Ministers  to  keep  up  the  balance?  And 
it  resumed  only  for  those  communities  ?  Are  there  not  other  communities  which  have  a  claim 
to  be  represented  in  this  Ministry  ?  I  ask  this  in  all  seriousness. 

Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak  :  But  there  is  a  buffer  Ezhava  Minister. 

Sri.  A.  Neiamony  :  Again,  Sir,  In  the  matter  of  appointments  too  discrimination  is 
plain.  Statistics  reveal  an  woeful  tale.  At  the  time  of  the  Budget  discussion  I  shall  illustrale 
that  in  detail  as  this  is  not  the  place  for  it.  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  appointments  are  being  shared 
by  three  communities  only.  What  a  heavy  heart  burn  it  causes  and  many  a  subordinate  staff 
has  a  grievance.  The  integrated  staff  of  Cochin  takes  precedence  over  Travancore  staff  in  vciy 
many  cases.  The  discrimination  shown  is  very  clear  and  is  not  a  healthy  one.  There  again  comes 
the  appointment  to  the  judiciary  in  a  democratic  country  like  this.  I  refer  to  the  appointments 
of  the  Chief  Justice  who  is  a  very  close  relation  of  the  Secretary  to  the  States  Ministry  and  that 
of  Mr.  Gangadara  Menon,  the  Attorney  Genera]  to  the  Judgeship  of  the  High  Court.  Can 
nepotism  in  a  democratic  Government  go  further  than  this  ?  These  two  appointments  are 
effected  in  the  judiciary  which  is  expected  to  do  justice  and  keep  itself  above  party  politics  in  the 
land.  Can  you  cite  any  instance  where  any  other  country  as  followed  this  policy  in  the  matter  of 
appointments  to  the  judiciary.  Certainly  not.  The  Ministry  is  showing  an  attitude  of  nepotism, 
It  has  become  clear  that  it  is  the  only  method  to  secure  places  for  the  relations  of  those  in  the 
Treasury  benches.  By  so  doing  I  ask,  have  they  not  lost  the  confidence  of  the  electorate  who 
elected  them  ?  I  do  emphatically  say  that  the  Ministry  stands  condemned  by  the  utterance  of 
their  own  men.  I  refer  to  the  latest  utterance  of  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government  who  has 
very  pertinently  characterised  the  political  situation,  the  attitude  of  the  Ministry  and  of  the 
Assembly  towards  a  democratic  form  of  Government.  I  also  refer  to  the  various  articles  that 
have  appeared  in  the  newspapers  conducted  by  the  supporters  of  the  party  in  power.  Desa* 
bandhu  whose  editor  is  a  member  of  this  Assembly  has  made  serious  allegatlor^  against  the 
Ministry.  So  also  Bharathakesari  whose  editor  has  charged  this  Ministry  of  grave  Irregularities. 
The  editors  of  these  papers  are  staunch  supporters  of  the  Government  and  still  s,.  h  writings  are 
indulged  in  by  them  When  such  is  the  woeful  condition  prevailing,  the  Minibii  iauds  con¬ 
demned  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  and  the  world  and  therefore  I  am  moving  these  jndments 
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and  amend  it  for  the  acceptance  of  this  House  and  in  doing  so  1  urge  you  not  be  swayed  bv 
party  politics  in  voting  it  down.  ’  '

Sri.  P.  C.  Georga  :  Sir,  I  move;  Add  the  following  words  at  the  end; 

“and  sorry  the  Government  have  no  definite  plan  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the 
common  man." 

There  is  no  mention  of  any  definite  plan  i»  the  Address  of  the  Rajapramukh.  The  Chirf 
Minister  says  that  definite  plans  are  being  worked  out  at  New  Delhi.  So,  until  the  report  of 
the  Planning  Gimmission  that  is  said  to  have  been  constituted  in  New  Delhi  is  submitted,  and 
until  the  Government  of  India  implement  it,  the  common  man  in  the  country  will  have  to 
shoulder  the  white  elephant  of  a  Treasury  Bench  here.  In  that  case,  we  are  only  sorry.  Sir,  to 
witness  the  present  plight  of  the  common  man.  1  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Hon’ble 
members  of  this  House  here  to  the  absence  of  a  definite  plan  in  the  Address.  With  these  lew 
words,  I  place  my  amendment  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House. 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Plllai :  I  second  it.  My  friend  has  moved  the  amendment  that  no 
definite  plan  is  envisaged  in  the  Address  for  raising  the  standard  of  living  of  the  common  man. 
Of  course,  that  is  the  common  cry  all  over  India  and  the  common  man  is  very  often  referred 
to,  but  who  that  common  man  is,  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  identify.  Yet,  1  for  one,  will 
support  the  amendment. 

Apart  from  that.  Sir,  1  take  it  that  the  address  of  the  Raj'prsmukh  contains  the  considered 
views  and  conclusions  of  the  Treasury  Bench.  I  think  that  is  the  accepted  connotation  of  it. 
The  leader  of  the  House  said  that  a  full  programme  of  work  is  not  contained  in  this  address, 
but  that  it  gives  an  indication  of  this  policy.  So  the  statements  contained  therein  must  be 
taken  as  the  considered  view  of  the  Treasury  Bench.  The  address  contains  the  following  sentence 
^Financially  the  most  important  change  which  will  take  effect  from  the  first  April  1950,  is  the 
federal  financial  integration.  This  means  that  sources  of  revenue  which  are  federal  in  character 
will  pass  to  the  Central  Government.  The  surrender  of  these  sources,  which  we  have  been 
enjoying  till  now,  will  result  in  a  net  loss  of  considerable  magnitude  to  our  Government.  To 
meet  the  financial  dislocation  caused  by  this  gap  in  our  revenues,  the  Central  Government  have 
guaranteed  the  following  assistance  for  the  next  ten  years.  From  the  date  of  federal  financial 
integration  up  to  31st  March,  1955;  the  entire  residual  net  revenue  gap  of  Travancore-Coebin 
taken  together  Is  guaranteed."  I  think  1  will  be  correct  in  understanding  these  words  that  from 
1st  April,  1950  to  the  end  of  March,  1955,  there  will  be  no  fall  in  our  present  revenue.  Our 
revenue  will  be  on  the  same  level  as  hitherto:  We  will  be  having  the  receipts  which  we  were 
getting  so  far.  But,  Sir,  in  contradistinction  to  this,  we  very  often  hear  the  members  of  the 
Treasury^  Benches  say  that  our  financial  condition  is  so  poor  and  perilous  and  because  of  tk 
financUl  integration  and  loss  of  revenue  on  account  of  that,  we  will  have  to  re-plan  our  ec-. 
and  readjust  our  expenditure  and  that  plea  is  being  vociferously  put  forth  in  this  House  in¬ 
crease  taxation,  taxation  which  will  affect  the  poor.  The  present  Government  increased  lexes, 
*hey  increased  the  registration  fee,  the  stamp  duty,  etc.  and  another  taxation  is  coming,  namely, 
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the  Land  Basic  Tax.  The  scheme  for  additional  taxation  was  brought  before  this  House  by  the 
Treasury  Benches  on  the  basis  of  financial  integration  and  consequent  loss.  They  say  we  are 
sufcrmg  many  losses,  and  to  meet  that  loss,  we  have  to  tax  the  people  more.  But  they  have 
put  this  in  the  mouth  of  he  Rajpramuhh  that  the  whole  net  loss  Is  guaranteed  and  tLre  is 
no  loss  to  be  sustained.  1  vwnder  how  these  two  positions  could  be  reconciled. 

One  thing  is  certain.  The  standard  of  living  of  the  common  man  is  seriously  affected.  By 
the  taxation  policy  pursued  by  this  Government  the  people  are  exorbitantly  taxed.  They  are 
groaning  under  heavy  taxation.  There  is  no  meaning  now  to  say  that  we  have  a  costly  ad¬ 
ministrative  structure,  that  we  have  a  costly  administrative  machinery  that  we  are  paying 
for,  and  creating  new  appointments  paying  thousands,  and  that  therefore  people  must  pay  more 
I  take  it  that  the  statement  in  the  address  is  correct  and  that  is  the  considered  opinion  of  the 
Treasury  Bench.  There  is  no  loss  due  to  financial  integration.  Then,  this  additional  taxation  la 
resorted  to,  to  tamper  the  needs  of  the  unwanted,  costly,  new  appointments  created  by  the 
Ministry.  If  that  be  so.  Sir,  the  Treasury  Benches  are  callous  to  a  very  great  extent,  to  the 
suffering  of  the  people. 


One  point  which  perhaps  my  hon’ble  members  ontheTreasury  Benches  must  have  realized 
ii  that  the  cosfof  living  has  gone  very  high  indeed.  If  they  had  the  time  and  convenience  and 
if  they  had  looked  through  the  cost  of  living  index  published  by  the  neighbouring  State  of 
Madras,  it  has  gone  up  by  384  per  cent  of  the  prewar  prices  of  1 939.  When  the  cost  of  living 
index  has  gone  up  to  384  per  cent  and  more  on  essential  commodities,  they  are  taxing  people 
more.  Not  only  that.  In  a  recent  survey  of  economic  statistics,  an  expert  survey,  conducted 
by  the  Economics  Adviser  to  the  Government  of  Madras,  he  has  published  that  in  spite  of  in¬ 
flation  that  prevails  in  the  country,  the  real  Income  of  the  middle-class  has  fallen  below  the 
1 939  level.  1  am  sorry  I  am  not  at  the,  the  moment  able  to  quote  the  exact  figure,  but  he  has 
in  his  report  said  about  the  income  level  of  the  Madras  ryot,  and  added  that  the  real  income  of 
the  agriculturist  in  the  Madras  Province  has  fallen  below  the  1939  level.  The  middle  clast 
people  of  this  country  are  in  that  situation.  Yet,  our  Treasury  Bench  will  forget  that  and  very 
glibly  come  forward  with  proposals  for  additional  taxation.  Additional  taxation  has  been  the 
game  that  Was  Indulged  in  during  the  past  one  or  two  years,  We  will  have  the  opportunity 
during  the  next  few  days  to  go  into  the  figures  and  to  know  the  exact  amount  of  additional  taxa¬ 
tion  that  has  been  squeezed  out  of  the  poor  citizens  of  the  State.  For  what  purpose,  1  ash? 
There  was  absolutely  no  justification  in  the  light  of  the  statement  contained  in  this  Address  for 
additional  taxation,  and  that  taxation  was  resorted  to— may  I  use  the  word— for  profligate 
spending  of  the  money  by  a  spend  thrift  Government. 


Then,  Sir,  I  would  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  amendments  moved  by 
my  hon'ble  friend,  Sri.  A.  Thanu  Filial  who  said  that  the  adequate  food  production  and  food 
distribution  is  a  very  Important  question  that  affects  the  people  of  this  country.  In  the  Address 
itself,  there  is  an  honest  confession  on  the  part  of  the  Treasury  Benches.  “Our  State  is  one  of 
the  most  highly  deficit  areas  in  food  and  depends  on  imports  for  over  half  of  ite  food  reijuire- 
ments."  Later  on,  sir,  “Complete  self-sufficiency,  however,  in  the  matter  of  food  supplies  is 
for  us  more  or  less  impossible  in  the  present  circumstances.  I  was  at  pains  during  one  of  the 
previous  sessions.  Sir,  to  get  from  the  Treasury  Bench  the  assurance  about  planning  of  the 
grow  more  food  campaign.  1  asked  what  result  they  were  expecting  from  the  grow  mom  food 
campaign  carried  on  by  these,  whether  they  thought  that  we  are  ever  going  to  be  self-sufficient, 
and  so  on,  I  should  say  there  was  a  kind  of  fencing  over  that  serious  question  and  a  direct 
answer,  when  challenged,  was  avoided  by  the  Treasury  Benches.  At  least  1  am  glad  they  have 
confessed  now  that  it  is  more  or  less  impossible  to  attain  self-sufficiency  in  food  for  our  btate. 
That  is  the  honest  fact.  But  the  nervousness  exhibited  by  the  Treasury  Benches  m  accepting 

that  honest  fact  has  to  be  traced  out  to  some  other  circumstance,  ^ere  is  a  grow  more  food 

campaign  and  the  self-sufficiency  scheme  of  the  Government  of  India.  1  he  Ooverninent  ot 
India  have  decided  that  India  must  be  a  self-sufficient  unit  as  far  as  food  is  concerned  and  India 
is  not  going  to  import  further  foodstuffs.  They  have  called  oti  the  unite  to  produce  more  to 
meet  their  own  demand  and  along  with  that  direction,  comes  the  other  thing,  that  the  Uoyern- 
ment  of  India  are  preparedio  finance  and  help  such  efforts  to  achieve  self-sufficiency.  Under 
the  cover  of  working  out  a  plan  of  grow  more  food  campaign  and  under  a  kind  of  tacit  admis¬ 
sion  that  this  Government  will  be  able  to  produce  food  sufficient  for  the  people,  they  might  have 
approached  the  Central  Government  for  financial  help  to  push  through  them  own  pet  scheme?, 
By  a  series  of  accidents  or  actions,  by  the  wastage  committed  by  this  Government,  not  the 


previous  Governments,  the  financial  structure  of  oi 
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vvith  regularity.  Therefore,  additional  money  was  of  the  utmost  importance  and  of  the  greatest 
need  to  carry  on  the  administration.  In  those  circumstances,  the  Hon’ble  Minister  might  have 
felt  that  if  they  could  in  a  way  given  the  impression  to  the  Government  of  India  that  they  would 
be  able  to  produce  food  which  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  country, 
they  would  get  an  amount  of  financial  help  to  carry  on  their  programme  here.  Under  the  guise 
of  that,  and  for  that  purpose,  schemes  might  have  been  formulated  tn  secure  financial  help  and 
adjustments.  But,  Sir,  what  Is  the  plan  now?  It  is  clear  that  in  no  distance  of  time,  with 
whatever  exertions  we  may  put  In,  this  country  will  not  be  able  to  produce  all  its  food  to  meet 
its  demand.  That  is  clear.  Our  food  deficit  is  to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent.  For  the  last 
three  years  and  more,  we  have  been  carrying  on  the  grow  more  food  campaign.  What  is  the 
actual  reduction  in  our  imports? 

What  Is  the  increased  production  here  I  ask.  I  would  request  the  Treasury  Benches 
to  give  out  fibres  if  they  are  available.  This  country  was  at  one  time  demanding  60  per  cant 
of  our  necessity  as  deficit.  The  figures  of  the  old  Travancore  Government  if  available  will  go 
to  prove  that  the  actual  deficit  of  the  Travancore  portion  was  only  40  per  cent..  It  was  known 
to  the  public  men  of  Travancore  that  during  the  administration  of  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswami  Ayyar 
he  put  up  the  deficit  at  an  unconscionably  high  figure  as  60  per  cent  and  imported  a  quantity 
to  that  extent.  I  think  the  annual  deficit  will  be  between  40  to  50  per  cent  and  based  on  that 
what  is  the  policy  Government  have  got  on  the  question  of  food  production.  The  extension  of 
cultivation  is  the  one  method  that  is  adopted  and  we  often  hear  that  50  thousand  acres  having 
been  thrown  open  this  side  and  25  thousand  that  side.  In  all  seriousness  I  ask  for  what  cultiva¬ 
tion  such  areas  are  thrown  open.  Is  It  for  food  cultivation.  If  so  the  ordinary  man  in  the 
street  thinks  that  it  Is  for  rice.  Food  is  synonymous  with  rice.  After  all  are  such  acreages 
thrown  open  for  the  production  of  rice?  I  can  understand  if  the  reserve  forest  is  thrown  open 
for  purposes  of  rice  crop.  But  if  it  is  for  money  crop  it  is  another  matter  and  a  matter  for 
serious  consideration.  After  all  our  country  is  an  agricultural  one.  By  raising  money  crop 
something  could  be  achieved.  Based  on  that  our  economy  could  be  Improved.  Let  it  be  the 
policy  of  Government  to  bring  under  cultivation  waste  lands  fit  for  that.  But  if  that  is  done 
under  the  cover  of  shortage  of  food  there  is  great  danger.  It  is  a  fact  that  our  country  situated 
as  it  Is  with  rivers  on  one  side  and  mountainous  forests  on  the  other,  the  clearance  of  forest  lands 
for  cultivation  of  money  crops  will  give  room  for  erosion  of  soil.  Any.  one  who  has  read 
American  text  books  on  the  subject  will  realise  the  disastrous  consequences  arising  out  of  it. 
The  damage  that  will  be  done  to  the  country  on  account  of  erosion  of  soil  will  be  utterly  ruinous 
to  the  country  and  therefore  Government  should  think  twice  before  taking  that  step  namely 
that  of  throwing  upon  forest  lands  for  cultivation  other  than  for  food  crops.  For  the  economic 
revival  of  the  country  one  can  appreciate  such  a  measure.  We  have  to  see  how  it  could  be 
made  profitable  and  at  the  same  time  avoid  the  danger  arising  to  the  country.  For  thst  we 
have  to  wait  and  plan  and  then  act.  It  Is  for  the  members  of  the  Treasury  Benches  to  see 
things  in  their  proper  light  and  to  find  out  proper  remedies. 

Sri.  D.  Gnanasigamoni :  Sir,  Though  the  address  covers  a  very  wide  range  of  tbe 
policy  of  this  Government  and  even  would  put  forth  a  claim  that  it  is  a  parliamentary  system  of 
Government  which  they  are  running,  yet  in  reality  it  is  a  system  of  parly  caucus  Government, 
which  has  already  begun  to  stink.  The  manner  in  which  the  Government  is  being  run  Has 
already  rudely  shaken  the  faith  of  the  people  of  this  country  in  the  sort  of  democratic  Govem- 
'ment  we  are  having,  and  has  set  the  people  wondering  and  ask  whether  it  is  the  sort  of 
democratic  Government  for  which  they  fought  and  voted  for. 

At  the  very  beginning  of  bis  speech  moving  a  vole  of  thanks  to  the  Rajpramukh,  the 
Hon*ble  Chief  Minister  was  good  enough  to  read  to  us  a  passage  from  tbe  parliamentary  pro¬ 
ceedings  indicating  the  line  on  which  a  discussion  on  his  resolution  should  take  place.  That  ii 
a  passage  from  the  proceedings  of  a  country  which  is  the  mother  of  democracy.  But  the  real 
question  is,  Sir,  have  we  democracy  ?  How  does  democracy  work  here  and  have  we  really 
parliamentary  democracy  under  this  Government  ?  How  are  our  leaders  evolved  here  ?  Have 
they  naturally  assumed  by  their  personality  and  service  the  position  of  leaders  or  are  they 
machine  made,  party-made,  an  artificial  something  set  up  today  and  pulled  down  tomorrow  J 
And  how  does  leadership  in  our  country  compare  as  far  as  we  can  Institute  a  comparison  on 
these  matters  with  leadership  abroad  ? 

In  England  none  but  the  first  rank  men  have  ever  risen  to  premiership,  and  wh«n  they 
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[rise  they  are  not  palled  down  or  pushed  up.  They  are  an  evolution  and  not  a  creation.  Any 
[further  what  is  the  relationship  between  the  party  and  the  cabinet  ?  In  England  the  party  does 
Vt  directly  have  anything  to  do  with  the  composition  of  the  cabinet  or  otherwise  interfered 
'in  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  country.  There,  the  Prime  Minister  and  not  the  parly 
chooses  the  men  to  form  the  cabinet.  If  anybody  told  him,  “you  shall  not  have  this  man,  you 
must  have  the  other  man,  he  will  reply  ‘I  cannot  continue  as  the  premier  if  that  is  the  general 
feeling.  But  if  I  am  to  be  the  premier,  I  must  have  the  power  to  choose  the  men’*, 
i.  If  he  Is  not  fit  to  be  the  premier  there  is  an  end  of  the  matter,  but  no  Prime  Minister  in 
England  would  starrd  the  kind  of  nonsense  that  one  sees  happening  in  this  country.  In  other 
democratic  countries  also,  the  party  as  such,  though  may  be  instrumental  in  returning  the  people 
to  the  legislature  is  never  allowed  to  determine  the  composition  of  the  cabinet  or  otherwise 
interfere  with  the  administration  of  the  country  as  such. 

Compared  with  these  standards.  Sir,  what  has  happened  and  what  is  happening  in  the 
country  ?  Here  ministers  take  shape  both  at  the  front  door  as  well  as  at  the  back  door  and  the 
administration  is  carried  on  by  the  whole  party.  That,  Sir,  is  in  short  the  policy  of  cabinet 
making  and  administration  in  the  country  which  is  supposed  t^  be  run  on  democratic 
lines,  and  in  respect  of  which  the  Hon’ble  Chief  Minister  so  strangely  tried  to  institute  a 
comparsion. 

The  Hon’ble  Mr.  Pattom  Thanu  Pillai  lost  his  leadership  because  of  his  inclusion  of  a 
Tamilian  Mr.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai  in  his  cabinet  and  of  his  alleged  failure  to  grant  half-a-cent 
of  land  to  a  doubtful  patriot  and  bis  down  fall  was  brought  about  by  signatures  most  undemo- 
cratically  secured.  And  the  present  Chief  Minister  entered  office  having  agreed  to  grant  half-a- 
cent  of  land  for  a  memorial  to  that  questionable  patriot  and  f^r  his  pro-Kerala  and  antKTamil 
attitude  so  that  people  refer  to  this  Government  as  a  half-a-cent  Government.  That  is 
the  sort  of  leadership  wc  are  having  in  this  country,  which  kind  of  leadership  is  unknown  in 
democratic  countries. 

England  has  set  a  very  high  standard  of  honour  and  public  morality  and  anything  which 
goes  below  par  is  not  tolerated.  When  any  person  functions  below  par,  it  is  regarded  not 
merely  as  a  matter  for  the  particular  party  to  which  he  belongs  but  for  the  legislature  and  the 
whole  country  because  any  such  thing  affects  the  good  Government  of  the  country  and  not 
merely  the  credit  of  the  party.  Here  the  leaders  seem  to  think  that  the  country  is  the  private 
property  of  the  party  and  all  its  actions  can  be  traced  to  this  fundamental  misconception 
in  their  policy.  No  doubt  the  party  belongs  to  the  country  but  the  country  does  not 

Even  a  democracy  can  rule  wrongly  and  it  can  exercise  tyranny  and  tyranny  by  a  majority 
does  not  cease  to  be  tyranny  because  it  is  exercised  by  the  majority.  All  unreasonable  exercise 
of  power  of  which  we  have  seen  so  many  instances  today  is  tyranny  whatever  be  the  legal  form 
in  which  it  is  exercised. 

In  the  type  of  democracy  we  are  working  and  the  policy  followed,  we  often  see  and  hear 
strange  utterances  and  actions  in  this  Assembly.  We  often  find  old  and  respectable  members 
of  the  congress  party  saying  in  the  open  legislature  that  they  are  opposed  to  a  bill  and 
vehemently  criticising  it,  but  would  vote  for  it,  because  thrir  party  had  asked  them  to  do  so. 
Whatever  that  be,  It  is  not  democracy  not  even  decency. 

In  the  British  Parliament  parly  members  need  not  always  follow  the  whip  of  the  party. 
Very  often  members  talk  and  even  vote  against  Government  even  though  they  are  its  followers. 
Lloyd  George  gives  an  instance  where  on  a  crucial  motion,  viz.y  the  inadequate  supply  of  cordite 
to  the  army,  he  voted  against  the  Government  though  he  knew  it  would  mean  the  downfall 
of  the  cabinet.  Lloyd  George  justified  his  action  by  saying,  T  am  not  the  delegate  of  the  party 
hut  a  representative  of  the  country*.  And  In  the  words  of  Burke  a  member  of  parliament  w  a 
pillar  of  the  State  and  not  its  weather-cock  so  that  the  members  need  not  be  at  the  beck  and 
call  of  the  Government  all  the  time  as  it  is  here,  turning  it  into  a  merely  party  caucus 
Government. 

Parliamentary  democracy  is  in  danger  under  the  leadership  of  this  Government.  This 
Government  seems  to  think  the  country  Is  the  private  property  of  the  party  and  shapes  its 
actions  accordingly.  I  am  referring  to  the  logic  underlining  the  decisions  taken  at  the 
party  meeting  at  the  Jubilee  Town  Hal!  and  other  halls  and  the  irresponsible  attitude  to  the 

T^give  aTinstance,  ve  heard  that  the  Kappen  G.P.  and  Collin  s  reports  were  dealt  with 
at  the  Jubilee  Town  Hall  and  when  asked  for  the  reports  here  in  this  Assembly,  we  were  coolly 
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told  that  these  reports  are  confidential.  What  is  the  sort  of  confidence  about  these  reports 
which  the  public  and  particularly  their  representatives  should  not  know.  Public  fundi  have 
been  spent  in  the  preparation  of  these  reports  and  we  are  not  in  an  emergent  time  nor  do  these 
reports  deal  with  major  question  of  war  or  the  preparation  of  the  atomic  bomb,  but  only  with 
the  re-organisation  of  a  minor  department.  This  Government  seems  to  have  peculiar  notioni 
of  the  confidential  nature  of  a  particular  document.  Democracy  and  this  attitude  are  poles 
apart  and  this  is  nothing  more  than  that  of  the  attitude  of  a  party  caucus  Government  not 
having  the  interest  of  the  whole  country  at  heart. 

Again  look  at  the  attitude  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  the  Butch  Comrnittee  report,  and 
they  were  not  distributed  as  promised  and  this  important  document  was  withheld  from  the 
public  while  the  Government  was  busy  in  implementing  its  recommendations.  If  I  remember 
right,  the  Hon’ble  Chief  Minister  said  that  the  said  reports  would  be  distributed  to  the  members 
before  this  House  dispersed  but  no  sooner_  than  the  Hon'ble  Chief  Minister  left  the  hall,  his 
words  vapoured  into  thin  air  and  the  promise  is  yet  to  be  fulfilled.  This  is  in  reality  not  what 
ought  to  be  the  attitude  of  the  democratic  Government  but  has  ail  the  symptoms  of  an  under¬ 
ground  Government, 

We  also  heard.  Sir,  that  even  the  budget  proposals  were  laid  before  the  party  nearly  a 
month  before  which  it  is  to  be  presented  to  {his  House,  which  has  the  right  to  see  the  budget 
first.  This  is  also  an  attitude  not  of  a  democratic  Government.  While  this  is  a  scandal 
in  England,  it  seems  to  be  a  virtue  and  the  right  of  party  members  to  know  it.  This  is 
not  the  sort  of  democracy  which  the  Hon’ble  Chief  Minister  referred  to  and  which  we 
Imow  of. 

In  other  spheres  of  public  activity  also,  its  policy  is  low  and  mean.  Reference  has  already 
been  made  on  the  Rajpramukh's  address  in  relation  to  the  election  that  is  shortly  to  be  conduct¬ 
ed  and  the  manner  in  which  voters  have  been  registered.  Though  I  do  not  want  to  refer  to 
that  matter  again  I  wish  to  refer  to  the  delimitation  committee  appointed  by  this  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  composed  of  some  discredited  men  and  in  their  anxiety  to  spite  the  Tamils,  this 
Government  has  gone  in  for  a  person  from  the  south  who  forfeited  his  deposit  during  the  last 
election.  I  ask,  why  should  a  person  who  has  forfeited  his  deposit  and  stands  discredited  by 
the  people  be  chosen  to  represent  that  section  of  the  people.  This  is  to  say  the  least 
scandalous.  A  very  fine  ideal  for  a  Government  supposed  to  be  run  on  democratic  lines! 

In  paragraph  5  of  the  address  reference  has  been  made  to  the  land  policy  of  this  Govern¬ 
ment.  But  the  land  policy  followed  by  this  Government  is  causing  much  anxiety  in  the  country, 
h  has  created  a  land  policy  committee  solely  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the  land  policy  as 
declared  by  the  Congress  Committees  of  Travancore  and  Cochin.  Then,  one  is  tempted  to  ask 
the  question  why  appoint  a  cotnmittee  and  waste  public  funds  but  straigtaway  implement  it. 
We  are  aware  that  such  committees  are  appointed  to  make  their  own  recommendations  after 
examining  the  question  dispassionately.  But  we  have  yet  to  hear  of  committees  being 
appointed  merely  to  implement  a  policy  already  decided  upon.  This  is  sham  and  everyone  can 
see  through  this  game. 

Sir,  reference  also  has  already  been  made  about  the  food  policy  of  this  Government.  But 
the  manner  in  which  the  food  menace  is  being  fought  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern  to  the 
country.  While  the  Government  of  India  fights  it  on  a  war  basis,  this  Government  is  fighting 
it  on  a  selfish  basis.  It  has  abolished  the  post  of  a  Civil  Supply  Commissioner  and  in  its  place 
appointed  a  Food  Production^ Board  under  the  chairmanship  of  a  member  of  this  House  with  its 
headquarters  originally  atTrichur  and  now  at  Trivandrum.  The  motive  in  the  creation  of  this 
commission  is  not  laudable.  It  looks  as  if  according  to  this  Government,  the  interest  of  an  in¬ 
dividual  is  more  important  than  the  interest  of  the  country.  It  is  nothing  more  than  a  desire 
to  provide  a  member  decently  who  had  just  then  left  the  cabinet.  This  is  how  the  food  mena« 
is  being  fought.  The  interest  of  one  single  individual  Is  more  important  according  to  this 
Government  than  the  interest  of  80  lakhs  of  people  in  the  State.  A  more  irresponsible  and 
elfish  policy,  it  is  not  possible  to  imagine.  That  gentleman  left  the  cabinet  voluntarily  in  the 
interest  of_  economy,  we  were  told,  and  now  you  can  see  the  sort  of  economy  that  is  put  for¬ 
ward.  This  is  the  latest  scandal  of  this  Government. 

But  this  address  is  not  without  a  redeeming  feature.  The  only  redeeming  feature  of  this 
address  is  the  absence  of  any  reference  to  Aikya  Kerala,  which  we  now  take  it  to  be  a  history 
or  incidence  of  the  past.  This  significant  omission,  we  take  it  as  a  reversal  of  the  policy 
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ever  that  be,  it  is  not  a  democratic  Government  that  we  are  having  but  a  party  caucus  demo¬ 
cracy  and  this  Government  stands  self-condemned  by  its  own  party  members  as  could  U  seen 
from  the  large  volume  of  filth  appearing  in  the  papers  from  day  to  day. 

There  is  _  a  feeling  in  the  country  that  Sri.  V.  P.  Menon  is  interfering  with  the  course  of 
administration  in  the  country  and  appointment  of  the  present  Chief  Justice  replacing  the 
ex-Chief  Justice  is  said  to  he  one  such  instance.  The  fact  that  this  happened  immediately  after 
the  Chief  Minister  s  meeting  Mr.  V.  P.  Menon  at  Bangalore  lends  strong  support  to  this  belief. 

1  am  referring  to  this  fact  only  to  show  that  Government  is  merely  acting  as  a  cat's  paw  to 
,  Sri  V.  P.  Menon  and  has  no  independent  policy  of  its  own. 

There  is  yet  one  another  matter  which  1  wish  to  refer  to  and  that  is  about  the  legislative 
measures  that  are  to  be  considered  by  this  house  and  about  which  reference  has  been  made  in 
the  address.  Look  at  the  tremendous  list  that  is  put  into  our  hands.  During  the  last  session 
when  I  went  out  and  returned  to  my  house  1  found  a  huge  bundle  of  printed  papers  meant  for 
all  the  members  of  my  party.  It  looked  as  if  all  the  waste  papers  from  the  Government  Press 
have  been  emptied  into  my  house.  All  these  bundles  were  given  to  the  members  Just .  before 
the  day  when  the  Assembly  began  its  session.  How  could  we  expect  to  go  through  these  paper* 
or  at  least  have  a  glance  over  the  provisions  in  so  short  a  time  at ’our  disposal?  TTiis  is  how  this 
Government  is  undertaking  legislative  measures.  Evidentally  the  Government  do  not  want,  the 
members  to  do  their  work  properly.  I  particularly  refer  to  the  Public  Safety  Mearures  Bilb 
It  appears  to  me  that  no  Government  which  would  bring  forward  a  bill  of  this  kind  has  a  right 
to  exist.  Government  wants  to  make  it  a  permanent  Act.  Recently  a  Bill  has  been  iritroduced- 
in  Bombay  in  respect  of  a  Bill  of  this  kind  in  which  there  is  a  clause  limiting  its  operation  for  a' 
period  of  three  years.  That  Government  never  wanted  to  take  it  away  from  the  category  of  a^ 
temporary  Act.  In  Madras  also  a  similar  Act  bat  been  enacted  and  the  period  of  its  operation 
is  fixed  as  two  years.  Here  the  matter  seems  to  be  different.  They  want  to  have  it  perma¬ 
nently  Ion  the  Statute  Book.  This  is  an  emergency  measure  and  this  Government  has  not 
understood  the  purpose  for  which  similar  measures  are  introduced  elsewhere.  It  is  clear  this 
Government  is  acting  contrary  to  all  canons  of  democracy  and  according  to  me  is  unworthy  to- 
carry  on  the  administration  a  minute  longer.  With  these  words  1  strongly  support  the 
amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Nesamoni  and  1  also  strongly  support  that  portion  of  the  ainend- 
ment  of  Hon’ble  Mr.  Pattom  Thenu  Pillai  which  say*  “This  Government  is  a  danger  to 
democracy".  ...

"Another  fundamental  problem  is  that  of  our  future  agricultural  policy.  India  lmpor& 
foodgrains,  cotton  and  raw  jute.  Its  foodgrain  imports  have  assumed  great  importance  during 
the  latter-war  and  post-war  periods,  and  it  has  recently  been  prominently  put  forwMd  that  these 
imports  are  at  the  root  of  all  balance  of  payments  difficulties  and  that  their  elimination  would 
settle  in  India’s  favour  all  balance  of  payments  problems.  Attention  must  therefore  be  directed 
primarily  to  the  attainment  of  self-sufficiency  in  food.  Now  thereds  only  a  certain  amount  of 
land  available  for  cultivation  in  the  country.  Some  of  it  from  its  very  nature  and  situation  Can 
grow  only  cereals.  The  rest  can  be  put  to  one  of  several  uses,  but  it  cannot,  at-  the  same  time, 
be  put  to  all  of  them.  If  therefore  we  are  going  to  become  self-sufficient  in  food,  st  __can  only 

be  at  the  cost  of  diversion  of  land  from  the  growth  of  other  crops. . ,■■■■, 

would  lie  in  attempting  to  obtain  the  soil  besides  a  certain  minimutn  of  cereals,  those  moijs 
which  will  benefit  our  agriculturist  as  well  as  our  foreign  exchange  position  rnost.  Should  this 
view  prevail,  the  right  method  would  be  to  attempt  a  proper  crop  plan  for  the  whole  countty, 
laying  down  the  quantities  of  each  crop  to  be  grown  and.  the  quantities  to  be  .import^,  due 
regard  being  had  to  the  advantage  from  such  growlhg_and  import.  More  espeaally  is  this 
desirable,  when  as  at  the  present  time,  foodgrains  are  available  in  large  quantities  and  at  not 
excessive  prices  from  abroad."

I  think  I  have  os 
many  previons  occasions  brought  this  to  the  member’s  notice. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  Whether  a  member  is  yielding  or  not,  to  dislodge  him 
from  the  ‘ragam’  he  is  pursuing,  another  membef  is  entltleci  to  put  a  question  and  that  question 
ought  to  be  recorded,  whether  the  member  answers  it  or  not  is  a  different  thing. 

Mr.  Speaker:  That  appears  to  be  a  novel  procedure  which  I  don’t  propose  to  accept 
The  correct  procedure  is  that  a  member  desiring  to  put  a  question  to  another  member  has  to 
bring  that  faitt  to  the  notice  of  the  Chair  anci  no  occasion  for  recording  the  question  arises  when 
the  question  is  not  permitted  to  be  asked. 
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Sri.  L.  M.  Pylee:  Sir,  this  is  a  historic  occasion.  An  important  item  in  the  procedure 
of  the  Mother  of  Parliaments  we  also  have  adopted  and  it  is  an  auspicious  and  happy  coincidence 
that  the  day  on  which  His  Majesty  the  King  of  England  delivered  his  speech  in  his  Parliament 
here  His  Highness  the  Rajpramulth  for  the  first  time  delivered  his  Address  in  this  Assembly. 
Sir,  I  rise  to  support  the  resolution  which  speaks  for  itself  and  at  the  same  time  oppose  the 
amendments  that  have  been  tabled  by  the  horible  members  of  the  opposition.  Sir,  a  glatice  st 
these  amendments  will  show  that  they  present  a  very  perverted  picture  of  the  state  of  affairs  la 
T ravancore  and  Cochin  State.  If  one  were  to  glance  at  these  amendments  it  would  seem  that 
everything  is  rotten  in  the  State  of  Denmark  and  more  so  in  the  State  of  Travancore-Cochin. 
Perhaps,  Sir,  a  more  perverted  picture  would  not  be  presented  by  irresponsible  statements  made 
in  these  various  amendments.  Probably  the  horible  members  forget  that  we  are  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  an  epoch,  a  juncture  that  has  engendered  stupendous  collossal  problems  which  have  to 
be  solved  and  in  the  solving  of  which  our  leaders,  statesmen,  are  trying  their  very  best.  Sir, 
we  must  realise  that  a  paradise  cannot  be  created  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  which  is  the 
revolution  I  ask  that  was  followed  immediately  by  the  millenium.  In  the  period  of  histo^  ol 
every  country  revolutions  have  taken  place  and  order  has  been  restored  and  remarkable  change, 
have  taken  place.  Wherever  a,  revolution  has  occurred,  good  results  have  not  followed 
inunedlately.  This  is  one  of  the  truths  which  should  find  acceptance  in  this  House.  Talking 
over  the  amendments  tabled  1  find  that  very  many  things  have  been  mentioned  here  and  it  1) 
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not  possible  for  me  to  deal  with  them  in  the  limited  time  at  my  disposal.  To  some  o(  them 
replies  have  already  been  made  by  some  hon’ble  mambers.  The  matter  of  food  production 
looms  large.  This  sentiment  is  particularly  noticed  in  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai. 
Another  hon’ble  member  Mr.  Chacko  made  it  clear  if  there  is  any  food  shortage  in  our  State  it 
is  due  to  factors  beyond  the  control  of  this  Government.  Certainly  to  say  that  nothing  has  been 
done  to  step  up  production  but  very  little  is  being  done  to  solve  this  problem,  a  problem  which 
we  share  with  the  rest  of  India  and  the  world,  if  that  is  the  position,  I  should  think  it  is  not 
correct.  Have  we  not  been  trying  to  solve  it  in  slow  degrees.  It  is  not  a  problem  that  could 
be  solved  in  a  single  day.  The  other  day  we  read  His  Majesty  in  Parliament  particularly 
emphasised  the  need  for  intensification  of  agriculture  in  England,  a  country  where  agriculture 
is  most  intensively  and  scientfically  dealt  with.  If  that  is  so  in  England  what  is  the  condltioii 
in  India  where  agriculture  is  in  such  a  bad  condition,  where  scientific  methods  are  still  to  be 
introduced,  where  cultivation  is  still  being  carried  on  in  primitive  fashion.  If  in  England  there 
is  such  a  reference  from  His  Majesty  what  will  be  our  position.  Are  we  to  close  our  eyes 
against  world  factors?  Are  we  to  close  our  eyes  against  factors  obtaining  in  India  and  say  that 
nothing  has  been  done  or  very  little  is  being  done  here,  to  improve  the  position. 

It  is  stated  here  that  the  working  of  democracy  is  impossible.  Does  that  represent  a  true 
statement.  Not  to  my  knowledge.  Is  the  working  of  democracy  impossible  in  Travancore.

Sri  L.  M.  Pylee:  What  I  was  saying  was,  that  our  democracy  in  spite  of  forces  working 
in  other  directions  is  working  efficiently.

Sri.  K.  P.  Neelsdranta  Pillai:  I  do  not  agree  there. 

Sri.  L.  M.  Pylee:  It  is  only  in  the  making  so  far  as  we  are  concerned.  Even  members 
of  the  Royal  House  have  come  down  from’  their  pedestal  in  these  days.  They  mingle  with  the 
common  man.  His  Highness  Rajpramukh’s  address  gives  elaborate  relief  to  the  conunon  tnan. 
That  sentiment  is  found  in  every  paragraph;  in  the  shape  of  hospitals,  saniution,  education, 
relief  is  indicated.  Roads  have  to  be  improved;  hospitals  and  dispensaries  are  multiplied; 
educational  institutions  are  to  be  instituted  wherever  necessary.  All  thoM  schemes  go  to  benefit 
the  common  man.  If  they  are  not  meant  for  the  common  man,  then  it  is  worth  only  as  scrap 
of  paper  Is  it  to  be  understood  that  every  door  of  a  hospital,  dispensary,  or  school,  should  be 
on  the  roadside  so  as  to  ensure  to  the  benefit  of  the  common  man,  I  do  not  think  so.  If  we  have 
the  intelligence  to  understand  that,  it  means  that  the  reference  is  all  interided  for  the  benefit  of 
the  common  man.  Viewed  in  that  sense,  prospective  dispensaries,  schools,  etc.,  go  to  benefit 
the  man  in  the  street.  What  is  done  we  must  acknowledge  and  as  regards  what  is  not  done 
It  should  be  as  what  the  Chief  Minister  said.  ,  ,  .  ,  . 

Mr.  Speaker:  In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  subject  of  the  motion,  I  propose  to  extend 
the  time  for  discussion  till  5-30,  p.m.  and  if  necessary  a  little  further. 

Mr.  L.  M.  Pylee:  We  must  appreciate  the  difficulties.  We  should  not  be  impatient  if 
the  problems  arc  not  solved.  I  am  speaking  not  with  particular  reference  to  the  Travanc^- 
Cochin  State.  But  1  am  speaking  with  reference  to  the  whole  of  India  and  the  wor  d.  The 
problems  that  face  us  are  colossal.  Many  of  us  groping  in  the  dark.  Let  us  not  denounce 
those  who  are  running  the  administration.  Let  us  have  a  correct  pictme  of  the  situation  Md 
a  correct  perspective.  Let  us  appreciate  where  appreciation  is  due  and  criticise  where  criticism 
is  due.  We  are  not  to  subject  those  who  govern  the  State  to  cross-examinations.  We  are  now 
in  a  transitional  state.  Certainly  we  must  see  that  the  difficulties  that  stand  m  the  way  of 
solving  these  problems  are  minimised.  But  ffiere  rnust  be  a  fair  deal  in  everything.  The  public 
should  not  be  misled  by  exaggerating  things  in  criticising  the  administration.  It  is  ‘h®  duty  ot 
each  individual,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  leaders  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  intellgent^  of  the  State 
to  give  a  correct  view  of  the  situation  instead  of  trying  to  deceive  the  public  by  garbled  »d 
exaggerated  expressions  of  opinions.  If  there  is  at  present  a  hatred  prevailing  among  the 
public  against  the  Congress,  is  it  not  due  to  the  misleading  attempts  of  certam  types  of 
Is  it  not  the  result  of  a  propaganda  for  decrying  the  Congress?  &,  I  woidd  request  the 
Hon’ble  Members  to  have  a  correct  appreciation  of  the  situation  which  could  alone  help  us.  to 

solve  the  stupendous  task  that  faces  us  today.

Sri.  P.  BalakrishnanTampi:  Sir,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion 
moved  by  the  Hon’ble  Chief  Minister  and  opposing  all  the  amendments.  I  am  gW  that  there 
has  been  substantial  agreement ,  in  the  legislative  and  administrative  policies  of  Govemmient. 
So  far  as  I  was  able  to  judge,  no  Hon’ble  member  has  criticised  in  any  appreciable  manner  any 
of  the  items  of  work  that  Government  have  in  view  for  the  current  year.  As  regards  the  criti¬ 
cism.  we  do  not  except  the  members  of  the  opposition  to  come  imd  say  that  the  party  In  power 
is  working  well  and  they  deserve  congratulations,  expecially  in  a  country  like  ours,  where 
opportunities  are  very  small  for  out-door  expression  of  bur  political  exuberatlons.  It  is  but 
natural  that  each  gentleman  who  commands  or  leads  a  party  of  three  or  four,  trying  to  play  the 
part  of  Jack  the  Giant  Killer.  The  criticism  of  the  opposition  has  not  provoked  me  m  the 
least.  I  only  admire  the  talent  that  is  available  in  casethey  get  a.  large  number  of  followers  in 
the  country.  I  was  not  at  all  irritated  at  the  overstatement  of  his  case  by  Mr.  Nesamony.  I  only 
feel  proud  that  the  amendmerit  he  has  moved  gives  an  idea  of  the  situation  in  cur  country, 
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namely,  that  we  have  reached  a  stage  where  we  are  strong  and  need  not  fear  _  criticism.  Now. 
during  the  last  few  weeks,  I  read  in  the  papers  that  the  party  to  which  my  Hon’ble  friend  belongs 
was  holding  meetings  in  the  country  openly  pleading  for  severance  of  the  country  into  two  or 
three.  For  this  information  and  the  Information  of  the  party  to  which  he  beloiigs.  I  may  say 
that  lingubtic  Provinces,  which  has  beeii  much  canvassed  by  the  Indian  National  Congress 
before  India  attained  Swaraj  has  now  been  seriously  discouraged.  In  the  organisational  side  of 
the  Congress  when  all  that  they  had  to  do  was  to  criticise  a  speech  of  the  Secretary  of  State  or 
the  high-handedness  of  a  Lt.  General  in  U.  P.,  it  was  thought  desirable  to  hold  aloft  the  ideal  of 
linguistic  distribution  of  Provinces.  But  when  the  Congress  came  to  power  and  had  to  deal 
with  the  problems  at  closer  grips,  they  found  that  it  would  be  calamitous  to  pursue  that  policy. 
The  men  that  matter  in  the  country  are  trying  to  discredit  that  theory.  It  is  no  wonder  that 
political  views  when  are  discredited  elsewhere  will  take  some  time  to  penetrate  Into  this  part  of 
the  country.  The  Hon’ble  Gentleman  Mr.  Ncsamony  for  whose  eloquence  and  skill  1  have 
great  admiration,  was  speaking  with  a  possessive  sense  about  the  high-ranges.  I  want  to  say 
that  there  Is  no  Tamil  Nad  anywhcre_  In  the  Travancore-Cochin.  It  is  absolutely  a  myth. 
&cepting  a  few  familiei  that  have  domiciled  in  different  parts  of  the  country,  there  is  no  continu¬ 
ous  area  in  this  country  Inhabited  by  people  speaking  only  Tamil.  The  people  speak  in  certain 
areas  in  Malayalam  with  large  admixture  of  Tamil.  Now  to  say  that  a  particular  Taluk  should 
be  joined  to  Guntur  or  that  another  portion  should  be  linked  to  Vijayawada:  Is  to  speak  in  the 
accents  of  a  period  that  has  passed  away.  I  would  therefore  urge  my  lawyer  friend,  may  warn 
him,  that  he  should  be  very  careful  in  repeating  the  things  outside  the  hall,  where  the  powers  of 
the  penal  law  would  not  be  so  protected  as  here. 

Sri.  A.  Ncsamony :  1  shall  take  care  of  myself. 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  To  say  that  any  section  of  the  people  should  join  another 


provinces . 

Sri.  A.  Chidambaranatha  Nadar :  May  I  know  from  the  Hon’hle  Member  from  which 
part  of  Cochin  he  is  hailing  from  ? 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Thampi:  That  will  be  found  in  the  old  edition  of  the 
Who’s  Who. 

I  was  saying  that  the  glamour  of  this  kind  of  agitation  on  the  part  of  my  friends  have 
worn  off  and  I  think  Mr.  Ncsamony  will  take  to  some  other  form  of  agitation  if  they  want  to 
catch  the  imagination  of  the  people.  He  was  speaking  about  Deviculam  and  saying  that  the 
large  percentage  of  the  Tamil  speaking  people  there  should  be  saved. 

An  association  was  formed  there,  obviously  through  the  Hon’ble  Member,  Mr.  Ncsamony. 
I  do  not  want  to  pointedly  attack  him,  but  I  may  say  that  some  friends  who  share  the  views  of 
Mr.  Nesamony  wanted  to  prevent  it.  They  did  not  succeed  in  doing  it.  I  ncidentally,  it  raised 
another  point.  If  these  Englishmen  engaged  in  that  company  persevere  in  any  manner  In 
tampering  with  the  integrity  of  the  state  or  in  any  way  align  themselves  with  those  who  work 
against  the  integrity  of  the  Slate,  it  is  high  time  that  they  were  told  that  this  Government  may 
take  appropriate  steps  and  take  the  matter  with  the  Government  of  1  ndia  and  tee  that  they  are 
compensated  much  too  abruptly.  •  Because  of  the  sterling  situation  today,  it  may  not  be  a  very 
difficult  proposition  for  the  Government  of  India  to  arrange  for  the  Britons  in  the  High  Ranges 
to  continue  their  work  peacefully. 

Another  gentleman— it  is  only  natural  for  Mr.  Prakasam  not  to  be  very  well  satisfied  with 
Mr.  Kumaraswami  Raja — I  mean,  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  was  not  naturally  complacent  about  the 
attitude  of  the  present  Ministry.  My  mind  wandered.  I  was  referring  to  another  State,  and 
I  might  be  forgiven  for  that  reference  (Laughter). 

Many  of  the  things  we  want  to  say  might  be  properly  ventilated  at  the  budget  discussion, 
but  one  little  thing— 1  regret  to  say  it— is  with  regard  to  the  reference  to  Mr.  Ikkanda  Warrier 
who  was  referred  to  as  one  who  is  cast  not  in  a  happy  mould.  I  do  not  wish  to  avail  myself  of 
this  opportunity  to  pay  any  undue  compliment  to  Mr.  Warrier,  but  all  of  us  are  aware  that  if 
there  is  any  gentleman  in  this  House  who  is  respected  and  loved  by  all  sections  of  the  House, 
who  never  had  the  thrust  and  the  audacity — I  shall  have  to  be  careful,  of  course— who  did  not 
have  the  grandeur  and  the  Majesty  of  a  Minister  while  in  office,  it  is  he.  1  knew  him  as  the 
Prime  Minister  of  old  Cochin.  1  knew  him  as  a  Minister  here.  He  was  always  accessible  to 
all  classes  of  people  and  in  a  short  time  made  himself  popular  in  the  real  sense.  He  may  not  be 


State  if  only  he  had  negotiated  a  bit  during  the  integration  time  (laughter).  To  say  that  h 
in  for  a  careeer  after  20  or  35  years’  service  in  the  Indian  National  Congress,  especially  of 
who,  from  his  early  manhood,  was  known  to  be  upright,  a  man  who  acted  upon  his  consi 
is  very  regrettable.

So  that,  article  208  (1)  and  (2)  had  to  be  read  along  with  article  372,  Explanation  III,  and  I 
contend  that  on  the  date — that  is,  1st  March,  1950,  when  these  standing  orders  and  rules  were 
Issued,  there  was  no  law,  there  was  no  procedure  in  force,  and  as  such,  the  present  rules  anj 
standing  orders  issued  under  article  208  read  with  article  238  clause  (11)  are  irregular,  invalij 
and  ultra  vires  of  the  Speaker,  and  I  pray  , that  a  ruling  may  be  given  whether  these  ate  l» 
order.  I  wish  to  submit,  Sir,  for  your  consideration,  that  until  rules  are  framed  under  article 
208  clause  (1),  there  are  no  rules  for  the  conduct  of  business  of  this  House  and  the  Assembly  is 
to  stand  adjourned. 


Mr.  Speaker:  The  Hon’ble  Member’s  observations  and  the  qnestions  involved  in  the  point 
of  order  seem  to  he  based  on  the  assumption  that  when  the  ordinance,  by  lapse  of  time,  expired  | 
the  rules  and  standing  orders  made  on  the  strength  of  that  ordinance  automatically  ceased  to 
have  any  further  validity  even  if,  in  the  meantime,  another  legislation_  intorveiied  and  adopted  j 
those  Rules  and  Standing  Orders  and  sanctioned  their  contlimaiice.  I  his,  I  believe,  is  the  stind 
taken  by  Mr.  Nesamoni.  If  so,  that  is  an  untenable  position.  The  dates  raentlonod  by  Mr, 
Nesamoni  and  the  Articles  of  the  Constitution  referred  to  by  him,  in  fact,  go  against  his  con. 


Sri.  A.  Nesamoni:  My  contention  is  that  ordinance  VIII  is  in  force  for  only  six  monllii, 
So,  on  the  27th  January,  I  950,  it  ceased  to  be  law.  The  ordinance  relates  to  the  assembly  rules 
and  standing  orders.  Therefore,  on  the  27th  January,  1950,  we  have  no  standing  orders  snd 
no  rules  governing  the  business  of  this  Assembly.  In  article  372,  Explanation  III,  it  is  speci¬ 
fically  mentioned  that  when  a  law  has  ceased  to  be  law  by  the  expiration  o',  the  period  stipulated 
in  the  Act  itself,  there  is  no  continuance  of  that  law.  So,  on  the  27th  January,  1 950,  we  hate 
no  law.  These  rules  which  are  now  promulgated  on  the  Ist  March,  1950,  cannot  be  an  adapta¬ 
tion  of  an  ordinance  which  has  ceased  to  be  law  on  the  date  when  these  rules  were  issued, 
because  on  the  day  these  rules  were  issued,  there  were  no  rules  at  all.  Therefore,  tke 
powers  conferred  under  article  208  (2)  or  under  article  238  (1 1)  do  not  come  to  play  in  tliis 
Case  and  the  only  relevant  section  that  would  come  into  operation  would  ho  article  208  (1)  where 
the  Assembly  itself  will  have  to  make  Its  own  rules  of  procedure, 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko:  On  the  26th  January.  1950,  the  new  Constitution  came  into  force.  Os 
the  26th  January,  the  rules  and  standing  orders  under  the  ordinal' ce  referred  to  by  my  Hon’ble 
friend  were  in  force  and  after  the  26th  January,  the  rules  and  standing  orders  which  were  refer¬ 
red  to  by  my  Hon’ble  friend  under  the  Ordinance  are  still  in  force  under  the  provisions  of  article 
208.  If  the  standing  orders  and  rules  regarding  the  conduct  of  business  of  the  Legislature  were 
in  force  on  the  26th  January,  that  will  continue  to  be  In  force  after  the  26th  January  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  under  article  208.  So,  the  question  to  be  decided  here  is  whether  the  rules 
and  standing  orders  were  in  force  on  the  26th  January  and  not  on  the  I  st  March  or  the  2»il 
March. 

Under  article  208,  “until  rules  are  made  in  clause  (I),  the  rules  of  procedure  and  standing 
orders  in  force  immediately  before  the  commencement  of  this  Constitution  with  respect  to  the 
Legislature  for  the  corresponding  province  shall  have  effect  in  relation  to  the  Legislature”.  So, 
when  this  Constitution  came  into  force  on  the  26th  January,  if  there  were  standing  orders  anJ 
rules  in  force  they  will  continue  to  be  in  force  until  they  are  adapted  or  modified  otherwise  by  the 
Speaker.  So,  I  submit  that  rules  and  standing  orders  adopted  by  the  Speaker  are  still  in  fotM 
and  the  act  of  the  Speaker  in  adopting  these  standing  orders  and  rules  are  perfectly  coniti- 


Sri.  A.  Nesamoni :  Of  course,  so  far  as  arguments  of  my  friend,  Mr.  Chacko,  go,  it 
seems  that  he  is  not  taking  note  of  Explanation  III  to  article  ,372.  Article  208  (2)  as  well «! 
article  238  (11)  are  subject  to  article  372,  E^plnation  III.  If  a  temporary  Act  has  expired, 
there  is  no  continuance.  That  is  positively  laid  down  in  article  372,  (Explanation  HI,  so  that 
before  the  adaptation  of  these  rules-  and  standing  orders,  the  Ordinance  having  been  expired, 
there  Is  no  revival  and  as  such  the  plea  that  it  continues  under  article  282  (I  I)  is  not  correct.

s*!>'  A*  Sir  we  have  been  supplied  with  a  very  long  list  of  bills  to  be 

dealt  with.  And  some  of  these  bills  were  supplied  to  us  only  day  before  yesterday.  I  don't 
know  what  the  rule  IS  and  whether  It  would  not  be  possible  to  move  for  the  introduction  of 
these  Bills  any  other  day  if  they  are  not  introduced  today.  At  least  a  reasonable  course  should 
^adopted  in  the  matter  of  dealmg  with  these  bilk  I  got  a  copy  of  the  Hindu  Religious 
Institutions  Bill  only  day  before  yesterday.  1  had  to  spend  sometime  in  reading  dirou^  Ae 
Bill  and  1  thought  a  large  part  of  the  day  would  be  a(iken  by  this  Bill.  But  now  the  Oiief 
Minister  says  that  he  would  move  it  tomorrw.  We  normally  think  that  the  procedure  would  be 
to  follow  the  items  shown  in  the  agenda  in  order.  So  1  want  to  bring  this  fact  to  your  notice. 
Ijst  time  also  this  fact  was  brought  to  your  notice.  It  is  not  proper  or  regular  to  tlnri  that 
amply  because  that  they  occupy  ministerial  benches  that  dhey  alone  should  enjoy  the  privile^ 
of  time  and  convenience. 


Speaker:  1  could  very  well  appreciate  the  point  raised  by  the  HonTsle  Member. 
Certainly,  any  substantial  change  in  the  agenda  distributed  to  the  Hon’ble  Members  is  likely 
to  cause  inconvenience  to  them.  In  this  particular  case,  the  Chief  Minister  has  asked  for  a 
slight  variation  frorn  the  agenda.  1  have  absolutely  no  objection  to  postpone  the  consideration 
of  the  Hindu  Religious  Institutions  Bill  to  another  day  if  such  pos^onement  will  add  to  Ae 
convenience  of  the  members.  I  have  also  no  objection  to  postpone  the  whole  legislative  business 
for  tomorrow.  After  all,  what  is  going  to  be  done  is  only  the  introduction  of  the  Bill. 

Sri.  C.  V.  lyyu:  The  Agricultural  Income  Tax  as  it  is  now,  is  a  measure  which  affects 
Cochin  very  hard.  Today,  we  have  come  prepared  for  the  Hindu  Religious  Institutions  Bffl 
and  today  we  have  learnt  that  they  have  postponed  the  introduction  of  the  KlI  at  their  Party 
Meeting. 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko:  Sir,  I  want  to  raise  a  point  of  order.  la  it  in  order  for  the  Mbbter 
to  introduce  the  Agricultural  Income-Tax  Bill?  For  certain  reasons,  is  he  consritutlonalty  iu 
order  to  do  that? 


Mr.  Speaker:  What  is  the  objection? 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko:  Sir,  1  am  raising  this  point  of  order  under  Rules  33  and  35 
of  the  Standing  Orders  and  under  Article  207  and  389  of  the  Constitution.  This  Bill 
was  published  in  the  Gazette  on  the  25A  November  1949  when  this  Legislature  iud 
not  come  into  existence.  Under  Rule  34  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  Rules,  for  the  introduction 
of  a  Bill  in  the  Assembly,  a  member  should  first  move  for  leave  to  introduce  ^  Bill  or,  in 
the  alternative,  under  Rule  33,  the  Speaker  may  order  for  publication  of  the  Bill  in  the  Gazette 
and  in  that  case,  no  motion  for  leave  to  introduce  the  Bill  is  necessary.  So.  a  memb.r  who 
wants  to  introduce  the  Bill  can  only  resort  to  either  of  these  two  means,  that  is,  either  to  ask  for 
leave  to  introduce  the  Bill  or  under  Rule  33,  the  Bill  ought  to  have  been  published  in  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  Gazette.  And,  Sir,  Article  389  of  the  Constitution  reads  thus; 

“A  Bill  which  immediately  before  the  commencement  of  this  Constitution  was  pending 
in  the  Legislature  of  the  Dominion  of  India  or  in  ihe  Legislature  of  any  Province  or  Ind^ 
State  may,  subject  to  any  provision  to  the  contrary  which  may  be  included  in  i^es  made  by 
Parliament  or  the  Legislature  of  the  corresponding  State  under  this  Constitution,  be  conti¬ 
nued  in  Parliament  or  the  Legislature  of  Ae  corresponding  State,  as  thecase  may  be,  as  tf  the 
proceeings  taken  with  reference  to  the  Bill  in  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  or  kdian 
blate  had  been  taken  in  Parliament  or  in  the  Legislature  of  the  corresponding  State. 


I  wish  to  point  out  that  this  was  not  a  Bill  which  was  pending  in  the  Legislature  and  so,  under 
Article  389  it  is  very  clear  that  this  LegUlature  is  a  new  Legistoe  and  the  one  which  fuB^oned 
previous  to  26th  January  1950.  As  regards  this  Agricultural  Income-tax  Bill  it  was  pubhshed 
on  the  26th  of  November  1 949  when  this  Legislature  was  not  in  existence.  Uis  Bill  ought  to 
have  been  published  with  the  permission  of  the  Speaker  of  this  Hous^  But  this  Bill  was  never 
published  in  the  Gazette  with  the  permission  of  the  Speaker  of  Ais  House.  Therefore,  reading 
Rules  33  and  34  together,  it  is  clear  that  this  Bill  cannot  be  introduced  because  it  M  not  a  motion 
for  leave  to  Inltoduce  which  could  not  be  done  even  without  any  publicapon.  Moreover,  for 
the  introduction  of  the  Bill  provisions  of  Rule  33  are  not  observed. 
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[Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko] 

Sir,  1  come  to  a  more  fundamental  objection.  Under  article  207  “A  Bill  or  amendment 
making  provision  for  any  of  the  matters  specified  in  sub-clauses  (a)  to  (/)  of  Clause(l)  of  Article 

1 99  shall  not  be  Introduced  or  moved  except  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Rajpramukh . 

Under  Article  1 99,  it  may  be  very  clearly  seen  that  the  Agricultural  Income-tax  Bill  is 
a  Bill  that  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  Money  Bill  which  comes  under  sub-clause  (a),  ofe,  "the 
impositioii,  abolition,  remission,  alteration  or  regulation  of  any  tax.”  So  this  Bill,  which  is  a 
Money  Bill  under  Article  199  cannot  be  moved  without  a  recommendation  from  the  Rajpramukh, 

To  sum  lip,  my  position  that  this  Bill  was  not  published  as  required  under  Rule  33,  because 
the  Speaker  of  this  Legislature  came  into  existence  only  on  January  26.  So  this  Bill  cannot  he 
stated  to  have  been  pending  before  the  previous  Legislature. 

Mr.  Sjieakert  Has  the  Hon’ble  Member  in  charge  of  the  Bill  anything  to  say> 

Sri.  A.  J.  John :  The  article  referred  to  is  Article  389.  Under  this  "a  bill 
which  immediately  before  the  commencement  of  this  Constitution  was  pending  in  the  Legislature 

of  the  Dominion  of  India  or  in  the  Legislature  of  any  Province  or  Indian  State  may . 

be  continued  in  Parliament  or  the  Legislature  of  the‘corresponding  State,  as  the  case  may  he,  as 
if  the  proceedings  taken  with  reference  to  the  Bill  in  the  Legislature  of  the  Province  or  Indian 
State  had  been  taken  in  Parliament  or  in  tbe  Legislature  of  the  corresponding  State.”  So  the 
only  question  whether  this  Bill  was  not  pending  in  the  State  Legislature.  Th  e  Bill  was  published 
as  per  the  Orders  of  the  Speaker  and  this  was  included  in  the  Agenda.  It  can  therefore  he 
taken  as  pending  from  the  date  of  publication  of  tbe  Bill. 

As  regards  the  objection  raised  under  Article  207,  His  Highness  the  Rajpramukh  has  given 
the  necessary  recommendation.  It  is  not  necessary  to  place  the  recommendation  on  the 
table. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  In  the  light  of  what  the  Finance  Minister  has  stated,  has  the  member  any 
thing  to  say? 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko;  My  submission  is  that  even  if  the  Finance  Minister  has  taken  leave 
of  the  House  to  introduce  the  Bill,  the  Bill  cannot  be  strictly  said  to  have  come  up  before  the 
House.  The  Bill  comes  before  the  House  only  when  it  is  introduced.  Simply  because  the  Bill 
is  published  in  the  Gazette  or  simply  because  the  intention  to  move  it  is  given  in  the  i^enda, 
the  Bill  cannot  be  said  to  have  been  seized  by  the  House.  I  submit  therefore  that  this  Bill  was 
not  before  the  legislature,  which  was  the  predecessor  to  this.  The  Bill  comes  before  the  Legis¬ 
lature  only  from  the  moment  of  its  introduction. 

Mr.  Speaker:  As  for  the  objection  raised.  I  hold  that  the  Bill  has  been,  before  the  Hous* 
from  the  moment  the  Speaker  accepted  it  on  behalf  of  the  House  and  ordered  its  publication.  F 
is  not  right  to  contend  that  the  Bill  comes  before  the  House  only  when  it  is  introduced.  In  the 
case  of  Bills  for  which  leave  to  introduce  is  asked  for  a  brief  statement  may  be  made  in  the 
House  by  the  Member  who  introduces  the  Bill  and  the  motion  can  be  opposed  by  another  mem¬ 
ber.  The  Bill  at  this  stage  also  may  be  deemed  to  be  before  the  House  even  though  it  was 
neither  published  in  the  Gazette  nor  introduced  in  the  House.  The  present  Bill  which  has 
been  duly  published  under  orders  from  the  Speaker  must,  as  pointed  out  by  the  Minister,  be 
deemed  to  be  before  the  House. 

In  regard  to  the  recoinmendation  by  the  Rajpramukh,  1  understand  that  it  has  been  made 
in  writing.  No  formal  intimation  to  the  House  on  that  matter  is  necessary. 

"Hie  next  q^tion  raised  is  aboirt  the  inconvenience  that  may  be  caused  by  proceeding  with 
the  Bill  today.  There  can  be  no  objection  to  introduce  the  Bill  today.  Further  discussion 
may  be  had  another  day.

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai:  I  second  it. 

Chacko:  May  1  know  whether  any  financial  memorandum  Is  accompanying  the 
Bril  as  reqmred  imder  rule  35.

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  On  a  point  of  information.  Under  Rule  35,  "Every  Bill  shall, 
unless  the  Speaker  otherwise  directs,  be  accompanied  by  a  financial  memorandum  which  shall 
invite  particular  attention  to  the  clauses  involving  expenditure  and  shall  also  give  an  estimate  ol 
the'recurring  and  non-recurring  expenditure  involved  in  the  case  if  the  Bill  is  passed  into  law". 
No  memorandum  has  been  circulated.  I  am  not  in  possession  of  it,  even  if  one  has  been  circu¬ 
lated.  I  do  not  know  whether  there  has  been  any  direction  from  the  Chair.  1  should  like  to 
be  enlightened  on  the  matter. 

Sri.  A.  J.  John  :  There  is  such  a  provision.  But  this  provision  can  apply  only 
to  Bills  tabled  after  these  new  rules  come  into  force.  In  the  old  rules,  there  was  no  such 
provision.  They  cannot  be  applied  to  Bills  pending  now,  since  such  a  rule  was  not  included  in 
the  old  rules,  when  the  Bill  was  published. 

Again,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  assess  whether  there  is  any  financial  commitment  with  regard 
to  this  Bill.  First  of  all,  income-tax  was  separated  from  agricultural  income-tax,  and  so,  there 
may  not  be  any  financial  commitment,  in  relation  to  that. 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai:  In  the  order  paper  circulated  today,  it  is  stated,  "Legislative 
Business”. 

Sri.  A.  J.  Joto:  My  learned  friend  was  not  present  when  the  ruling  was  given.  The 
speaker  gave  a  ruling  when  the  Bill  was  taken,  that  it  was  pending  from  the  last  session.

With  reference  to  the  provision  in  Rule  35  that  "every  Bill  shall  unless  the  Speaker  other¬ 
wise  directs  be  accompanied  by  a  financial  memorandum  which  shall  invite  particular  attention 
to  the  clauses  involving  expenditure  and  shall  also  give  an  estimate  of  the  recurring  and  non¬ 
recurring  expenditure  involved  in  case  the  Bill  is  passed  into  law".  I  want  to  know  whether  the 
present  Bill  comes  within  the  scope  of  that  provision  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Bill 
does  not  contain  clauses  involving  expenditure. 

Sri.  A.  J.  John:  This  provision  will  only  apply  to  Bills  that  are  to  be  Introduced  after 
the  present  rules  come  into  force.  When  the  present  Agricultural  Income-tax  Bill  was  published 
there  was  no  such  provision,  and  so  this  provision  will  not  apply  to  the  present  Bill.  You;  Sir, 
have  already  mled  that  this  Bill  may  be  taken  to  have  been  intri^uced  or  pending  from  the  last 
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I  may  al^  say  that  the  rules  says,  Every  Bill . to  he  accompanied  by  a  financW  me¬ 

morandum.  bo,  at  the  time  of  publication  of  the  Bill,  if  there  was  such  a  rule,  a  financial 
memorandum  should  have  naturally  accompanied  the  Bill. 

Mr.  Speaker:  With  regard  to  the  point  raised  by  the  Hon’ble  Member,  Mr.  P.  S.  Nataraja 
Filial,  that  the  financial  memorandum  as  contemplated  by  rule  35  has  to  be  placed  before  the 
House  before  the  Bill  is  taken  up  for  consideration  by  the  House,  or  before  it  is  introduced  or 
allowed  to  be  introduced,  it  is  contended  that  the  present  Bill  whch  has  been  introduced  must 
be  deemed  to  have  been  pending  before  the  House  before  the  rules  in  question  came  into  force. 
The  rules  c  me  into  force  on  the  1st  March,  1950. 

Secondly,  there  is  also  the  contention  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  financial  memorandum 
referred  to  in  rule  35  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  this  Bill.  Without  expressing  any  opinion 
with  regard  to  the  second  contention  raised  by  the  Hon’ble  Minister  as  to  the  necessity  or  other¬ 
wise  of  having  a  financial  memorandum  to  accompany  this  Bill,  I  would  accept  the  first  conten¬ 
tion  that  this  Bill  must  be  deemed  to  have  been  pending  before  the  House  before  the  present 
rules  came  into  force,  and  so,  the  old  rules  are  applicable  to  the  procedure  relating  to  this  Bill. 
Discussion  may  continue.  The  other  question  will  be  open  for  consideration  and  decision,  if  it 

Sri.  A  J.  John :  The  Select  Committee  personnel . 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether  we  can  deal  with  general  principles 
even  after  announcing  the  personnel  ? 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  rule  says  when  a  bill  is  introduced  the  member  in  charge  may  move 
that  the  bill  be  taken  into  consideration  or  that  it  be  referred  to  a  Select  Committee.  It  means 
that  the  inotion  follows  the  introduction  of  the  Bill.

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many  countries  have  adopted  taxation  on  the  basis  of  income  from  land  and  income  from  agri¬ 
culture,  I  would  only  like  to  go  into  the  principles  involved  in  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  as 
placed  before  us. 

I  would  like  to  go  into  the  principles  of  taxation  adopted  and  the  principles  of  reliefs  and 
safeguards  for  individuals  which  have  been  provided  in  the  Bill. 

Considering  those  principles,  1  very  much  regret  I  cannot  agree,  and  much  less  support, 
many  of  the  principles  of  taxation  adopted  in  this  Bill  and  many  of  the  principles  of  relief  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  Bill.  Sir,  it  has  been  the  declared  policy  of  this  Government  and  of  the  State  to 
help  the  agriculturist  and  to  assist  and  encourap  him  in  every  manner  for  the  purpose  of  in- 
creasing  production  and  lor  the  purpose  of  helping  and  encouraging  consolidation  of  holdings, 
We  have  been  hearing  a  great  deal  about  the  harm  done  throughout  India  and  in  many  other 
countries  too,  and  particularly  in  this  State,  by  the  fragmentation  of  holdings.  For  the  purpose 
of  encouraging  agriculturists  to  produce  more  and  also  encouraging  them  to  consolidate  their 
holdings,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Government  or  at  least  the  pretended  policy  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  to  give  them  all  kinds  of  encouragement.  When  we  consider  the  provisions  of  this 
Bill,  we  have  to  examine  whether  those  provisions  are  such  as  would  help  in  the  achievement  of 
those  objectives  or  whether  any  of  those  provisions  would  flout  or  defeat  those  objectives.  1 
very  much  regret  to  say  that  many  of  the  provisions  contained  in  this  Bill,  as  compared  even  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Income-tax  Act  which  covers  Income  from  business  profession  and  other 
sources,  and  not  income  from  land  or  agriculture,  are  such  as  would  defeat  the  purpose  and 
defeat  the  object  of  the  Government. 

I  admit.  Sir,  that  unlike  many  other  legislations  where  we  may  have  precedents  to  refer  to, 
this  Is  more  or  less  a  piece  of  new  legislation  for  which  tried  and  proved  legislations  to  serve 
the  purpose  of  precedents  are  not  available.  Especially  in  drafting  a  fiscal  law,  when  there  Is 
difficulty  in  getting  precedents  of  tried  arid  proved  legislations,  great  care  has  to  be  exercised, 
not  only  great  care  but  great  financial  and  economic  insight  has  to  be  exercised.  Great  consi¬ 
deration  has  to  be  given  as  to  how  it  would  affect  the  general  economy  of  the  State  apart  from 
increasing  or  decreasing  the  Immediate  revenue  of  the  State  from  that  particular  kind  of  taxa¬ 
tion.  I  wish  to  submit.  Sir,  that  that  vision  and  imagination  have  been  lacking  both  in  the 
design  of  this  Bill  as  well  as  in  the  provisions  and  the  wording  of  this  Bill. 

1  am  sorry  to  observe  that  this  is  one  of  those  legislations  which  have  been  badly  designed 
and  loosely  worded  in  many  respects.  Many  of  those  defects  might  possibly  be  corrected  in 
the  stage  of  the  Select  Committee  scrutiny.  I  do  not  want  to  go  into  the  details  of  these  aspects 
but  at  the  same  time,  as  one  who  has  had  occasion  to  deal  with  income-tax  law  not  only  here 
but  in  other  neighbourly  countries  too,  and  as  one  who  has  carefully  examined  and  compared 
the  provisions  of  this  Bill  with  those  of  the  existing  Acts  in  this  State  as  well  as  the  Indian 
Income-Tax  Act  not  to  speak  of  similar  Act  in  force  In  other  countries,  I  would  like  to  point  out 
certain  defects  which  cut  at  the  root  of  the  objectives  which  the  Government,  in  the  matter  of 
production  and  in  the  matter  of  helping  the  agriculturists,  have  in  view. 

Sir,  in  the  matter  of  taxation  of  Income,  it  is  a  well-established  principle  that  the  inci" 
dence  of  taxation  on  individuals  has  to  be  partiralarly  considered.  In  these  advanced  times,  «« 
have  developed  considerably  in  group  activities  in  the  matter  of  business  as  well  as  In  agri' 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  As  in  politics. 

Sri.  V.  O.  Markos :  We  are  now  concerned  with  taxation.  In  all  well-developed  coun¬ 
tries  it  will  be  found  that  in  many  activities,  whether  in  the  line  of  trading  or  In  the  line  of 
other  industries  or  in  the  line  of  plantations,  groups  of  people  combine  together  as  companies, 
firms  and  other  associations  for  carrying  on  business.  In  all  income  tax  laws,  we  find  provisions 
for  taxing  those  groups  of  persons  whether  in  the  form  of  companies,  or  firms  or  other  associations 
of  individuals,  as  separate  units.  One  main  principle  which  Is  always  adopted  in  such  taxation 
laws  is  to  see  that  provisions  are  made  in  the  Act  to  ensure  that  ultimately  the  individuals  for¬ 
ming  these  companies  or  associations  or  firms  suffer  no  more  tax  on  their'income  than  other  indi¬ 
viduals  who  carry  on  business  individually  in  the  same  lines  of  business  and  earn  the  same  amount 
of  income,  have  to  pay.  That  is  why,  taxation  laws,  especially  legislations  relating  to  taxation 
of  inconie  have  always  provided  for  the  necessary  reh'efs  and  safeguards  which  should  be  afforded 
to  individuals.  Those  who  have  gone  through  commentaries  written  by  eminent  men  on  income- 
tax  law  m  various  countries,  will  have  seen  that  in  many  of  those  commentaries  the  first  chapter 
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IS  devoted  to  such  reliefs  and  safeguards  afforded  to  mdividuals.  etc.  That  is  because  it  is  one  of 
the  inost  important  objects  of  the  law  to  see  that  the  individuals  who  combine  together  and  work 
together  and  who  _  may  he  taxed  together,  do  not  suffer  more  than  other  individuals 
having  the  same  income  from  similar  activities  carried  on  by  themselves. 

Sir,  it  is  seen  from  this  Bill  that  necessary  provisions  for  affording  that  kind  of  relief  and 
safegwd  have  not  been  made  in  favour  of  the  agriculturist.  It  is  an  accepted  principle  of  taxation 
in  all  bbtes  that  taxes  on  income  from  agriculture,  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  increased 
production,  should  be  on  a  more  lenient  basis  than  taxes  on  income  from  other  sources  e.  g., 
business  and  other  industries.  The  lest  as  far  as  this  Bill  is  concerned  is  to  see  whether  the 
provisions  of  this  Bill  have  recognised  that  principle  namely,  that  the  agriculturists  should  be 
treated  on  a  more  equitable  basis  than  those  who  derive  income  from  other  business  sources. 
That  test  will  help  to  judge  whether  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  are  conducive  to  the  betterment 
of  the  agriculturists  and  ultimately  for  the  betterment  of  the  economy  of  the  country.  It  is 
for  that  purpose  alone  that  I  should  like,  without  going  into  details,  to  refer  to  cetain  aspects  of 
this  taxation  law.  Some  of  those  have  already  been  referred  to  by  my  friend,  Mr.  Cherian. 
Nevertheless  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  hon'ble  members  who  will  form  the  Select  Com¬ 
mittee,  to  go  effectively  into  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  and  especially  because  I  understand  the 
Treasury  Bench  might  require  the  Select  Committee  to  report  at  an  early  date  so  as  to  enable 
the  Bill  to  be  passed  into  law  during  this  session  itself,  I  may  have  to  go  Into  some  detail  For 
the  purpose  of  such  a  discussion  it  will  be  most  helpful  to  compare  the  provisions  of  similar 
laws  obtaining  in  other  countries  and  particularly  those  of  the  Indian  Income-tax  Act  and  the 
Act  now  in  force  in  Travancore  itself. 

Mr.  Cherian  Kappan  already  referred  to  the  non  -taxable  minimum  allowed  under  the  Act 
We  see  the  effective  limit  at  which  tax  is  to  be  imposed  stands  at  an  income  of  over  Rs.  1,500. 
In  the  Indian  Income-tax  Act  the  provision  in  force  in  India  limits  the  non-taxable  minimum  to 
Rs.  3,000.  !  In  various  other  countries  outside  India  that  minimum  is  very  much  more.  For 
example  in  England  and  Ceylon  the  allowances  are  not  restricted  to  the  assessee.  There  is 
allowance  for  wife  and  children,  allowance  for  dependants  who  are  fed  and  supported.  The 
Hon’ble  Finance  Minister  of  the  Indian  Union  was  referring  to  this  aspect  of  the  Indian  Act 
immediately  after  his  return  from  England  and  said  that  the  whole  scheme  of  taxation  might 
have  to  be  revised  probably  at  an  early  date  in  respect  of  such  allowances  and  safeguards  given 
in  the  case  of  individuals.  Where  the  Indian  Income-tax  Act  itself  provides  for  allowances  and 
safeguards  in  regard  to  incomes  derived  from  business,  profession,  etc.,  our  Government  should 
give  the  same  if  not  greater  allowances  and  safeguards  to  the  agriculturists  of  the  land.  This 
Bill  does  not  make  such  provisions.  That  state  of  affairs  has  to  be  remedied.  Tnere  are 
certain  other  salutary  provisions  made  in  other  countries  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  agri¬ 
culture.  A  certain  limit  is  fixed  by  extent  of  land  which  is  cultivated  by  one  individual  which 
would  he  exempt  from  the  mischief  of  income-tax.  In  the  United  Provinces  of  India  there  is 
a  provision  that  a  man  who  cultivates  land  up  to  50  acres  if  he  does  not  have  any  income  by 
way  of  rent,  ‘is  exempt  from  Agricultural  Income-tax.  That  is  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging 
agriculture  and  increasing  production.  In  Ceylon  and  England  also  where  income  from  agri¬ 
culture  is  liable  to  taxation  it  is  provided  that  up  to  a  certain  limit  by  extent  exemption  is 


Mr.  Cherian  Kappan  was  referring  to  earned  income  allowances.  Many  of  the  Hon  ble 
Members  must  be  aware  that  income  fi-om  profession,  industry,  business,  etc.,  is  given  m  earned 
income  allowance  of  Rs.  4,000  which  is  not  liable  to  tax.  In  the  provisions  of  this  Bill,  no  pro¬ 
vision  has  been  made  for  earned  income  allowance  at  all.  We  are  told  that  encouragement  is  given 
to  the  men  who  goes  to  the  land  and  works  on  it.  In  England  and  in  Ceylon  where  these  taxes 
have  been  in  force  for  a  long  time  they  have  provided  rnles  whereby  l  0  to  15  /o  of  ‘ufome  is 
allowed  free  of  tax  for  one's  own  work.  In  Goldsmiths  language  in  the  Vicar  o  f  Wakeheld 
it  is  the  individual  who  marries  and  brings  up  a  large  family  and  helps  the  State  m  tlie 
matter  of  increasing  the  out-turn  of  the  soil  and  increasing  national  wealth.  He  is  the  suttercr. 
so  to  say,  in  the  scheme  of  this  Bill.  He  has  been  ignored. 


:  of  Hindu  undivided  families  which  is 
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the  Indian  Income-tax  Act  which  has  been  working  for  years  past.,  has  made  the  necessary 
provision.  In  the  matter  of  joint  tenancy  in  the  Hindu  undivided  family,  the  family  is  con¬ 
sidered  as  one  unit  and  taxed  accordingly.  In  several  cases  it  works  hardship  There  may  he 
a  large  number  of  members  and  their  income  may  not  be  large  enough  to  suffice  tor  them  alter 
taxation  as  one  unit.  Therefore  the  law  has  provided  certain  concessions  in  their  taxation. 

I  n  the  scheme  of  taxation  at  the  centre,  non-taxed  portion  was  fixed  at  5,000  in  the  caseol 
Hindu  undivided  families.  Now  that  limit  has  been  increased  to  Rs.  6,000.  We  have  to  take 

Tenancy  in  common  stands  on  a  different  footing.  Tenancy  in  common  may  be  of  two 
kinds.  One  is  by  the  act  of  parties,  as  in  the  case  of  a  number  of  people  who  join  together 
as  an  association  or  firm.  Tenancy  in  common  as  distinguished  from  joint  tenancy,  may  also 
be  by  operation  of  law,  aS  in  the  case  of  a  makkathayam  family,  muslims  and  Christians  alter  the 
death  of  the  father.  In  the  case  of  joint  tenancy  and  in  the  case  of  tenaitcy  in  common,  which 
are  two  different  forms  of  holding  as  can  be  easily  understood  by  my  friends  who  are  conver¬ 
sant  with  that,  there  is  considerable  difference  in  the  matter  of  ownership  of, property.  In  joint 
tenancy,  as  in  a  Hindu  Mithakshara  family  or  Marumakathayam  Tarwad  an  individual  is  not 
entitled  to  a  specific,  ascertained  share  ol  the  property;  his  share  is  liable  to  vary  from  time  to 
time  as  a  new  member  is  born  or  one  member  dies.  In  the  case  of  tenancy  in  common  the 
position  Is  different.  The  members  In  common  tenancy  have  all  ascertained,  definite  and 
specific  shares  alienable  and  heritable  separately.  Their  assessment  is  not  a  matter  to  be 
provided  for  by  way  of  concession.  Theirs  is  a  matter  of  legal  rights  for  them,  for  the  tenants 
in  common,  to  be  assessed  separately  for  their  individual  share  of  income.  They^  are  not 
to  be  taxed  together  at  any  concessional  rates.  In  the  Agricultural  Income-tax  Act  ol  1119 
there  were  specific  provisions  for  that.  Section  10  of  that  Act  provided  for  the  taxation  ol 
income  from  land  so  held  in  common  and  even  when  managed  by  a  common  manager. 
That  healthy  provision  of  the  Act  enacted  that  the  assessment  should  be  on  the  basis  ol 
separate  income  of  the  individual.  If  there  is  a  common  manager  that  manager  will  be  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  payment  of  the  aggregate  tax  of  the  individuals  but  the  tax  could  not  be  levied 
at  the  rate  applicable  to  the  aggregate  income.  When  the  Act  now  in  force  in  Travancore  was 
framed  that  lawful  provision  was  taken  away,  and  it  is  well  known  that  on  account  of  the 
uncertainty  created  a  number  of  appeals  are  even  now  pending  on  this  question,  before  the 
Income-tax  appellate  authorities,  and  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government 
also.  And,  sometime  ago.  Government,  under  the  provision  of  the  old  Act  corresponding.to  the 
provision  in  clause  14  of  the  present  Bill,  published  a  notification  stating  that  a  certain 
ainount  of  relief  will  be  given  to  them  as  a  matter  of  concession.  [  subnmt. 
Sir,  that  in  the  case  of  tenants  in  common  where  no  one  tenant  has  an  overlapping  claim  with 
another  they  ought  to  be  assessed  separately  by  operation  of  common  law.  It  is  their  legal 
right  to  be  assessed  separately. 

It  is  exactly  the  same  legal  principle  that  has  been  adopted  in  the  Indian  Income  Tax  Act 
itself,  in  the  matter  of  Dayabhaga  Hindu  families  and  Mithakshara  Hindu  families  which  are 
divided.  They  were  treated  on  the  same  basis  as  tenants  in  common. 

The  question  of  assessing  income  from  house  property,  in  the  way  of  rent  of  buildings 
held  in  common  went  up  before  the  High  Courts  in  India  even  before  1939.  These  sources  of 
income  are  similar  to  income  from  lands  held  by  tenants  in  common.  The  question  how  persons 
who  held  house  property  in  common  should  be  assessed,  that  is  whether  they  should  be  assessed 
together  on  the  aggregate  income  or  separately  on  the  incomes  received  by  individuals,  went  up 
to  the  High  Courts  under  the  Indian  Income  Tax  Act.  The  High  Courts  held  different  views 
on  this  question.  Some  held  that  they  should  be  assessed  separately  and  others  held  that  the 
total  income  should  be  assessed  jointly.  But  the  matter  was  clarified  and  set  at  rest  by  the 
amendment  of  the  Indian  Income  Tax  Act  in  1 939,  which  provided  that  incomes  by  way  ol  rent 
from  buildings  etc.  should  be  assessed  separately  as  Individual  Incomes  and  not  as  joint  inesme. 
Here,  in  Travancore,  also  the  Income  Tax  Act  accepted  the  same  provision  In  respect  of  build¬ 
ings;  and  the  Agricultural  Income  Tax  Act  of  1119  had  accepted  it  in  regard  to  lands.  But  the 
present  Bill  has  virtually  denied  it  by  not  making  the  necessary  express  provision.  The  legal 
right  which  even  otherwise  exists  was  being  denied  by  wrong  interpretation  of  law.  Now,  when 
a  new  law  s  being  made,  is  the  opportunity  to  rectify  the  wrong  and  make  the  position  clear. 
It  IS  not  really  the  interpretation  of  a  particular  provision  of  law.  It  touches  the  civil. tights 
of  individuals.  So,  a  definite  interpretation  is  to  be  given  by  a  clear  provision  In  the  Bill  so 
that  ra  individual  member  of  a  common  tenancy  or  a  firm  or  a  company  may  not  suffer  nioreby 

taxation  than  if  he  were  ro  carry  on  his  business  by  himself. 
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It  will  also  be  found,  Sir  that  in  the  case  of  individuals  the  old  Act  provided  a  certain 
amount  of  relief  for  the  purpose  of  life  insurance  premium.  Here  a  group  of  Individuals 
are  taxed  together  as  one  unit.  In  the  old  law  allowances  for  individual  payment  of 
insurance  premia  were  made.  It  will  also  be  seen  that  in  all  Income  Tax  Acts,  in  the 
Case  where  a  number  of  people  work  together  as  a  partnership,  provision  is  made  for 
registering^  that  parmership,  with  the  Income  Tax  authorities.  When  a  firm  carries 
on  any  kind  of  business  including  the  business  of  plantation  or  agriculture  it  can  gel 
itself  registered  with  the  Income  Tax  authorities.  They  are  also  given  the  right  of  individual 
assessment  and  refund  is  given  for  the  excess  tax  realised,  i  am  referring  to  the  provision  of 
the  Travancore  Income  Tax  Act  and  the  provision  in  the  Indian  law  as  it  stood  before  1939. 
A  registered  firm  will  be  taxed  at  the  maximum  rate  but  at  the  same  time  the  individual  partners 
of  the  &m  are  again  separately  assessed  for  their  share  of  the  income.  The  amount  worked  out 
at  the  difference  between  the  two  rates  is  refunded  to  the  individual.  Later  on  in  India  instead 
of  going  into  all  these  processes  the  Indian  Income  Tax  Act  provided  that  the  individuals  should 
be  separately  straight  away  in  the  case  of  registered  firms.  In  the  case  of  unregistered  firms 
they  are  treated  as  in  the  case  of  individuals.  A  peculiar  feature  of  the  Bill  before  us  is  the 
absence  of  a  provision  for  registration  of  firms  and  the  consequent  relief  to  individuals.  In  other 
countries  even  in  the  taxation  of  agricultural  income  this  right  is  given  to  the  firms  and  groups 
of  individuals  working  together,  to  get  themselves  registered  so  as  to  get  the  benefit  of  taxation 
allowed  to  individuals.  Sr,  a  while  ago  1  was  mentioning  about  Hindu  undivided  families 
and  Marumakkathayam  families.  They  are  entitled  to  relief.  It  is  only  a  legal  technical  difficulty 
that  forces  the  taxing  of  these  families  as  one  unit.  Provision  has_  to  be  made  in  the  Bill  itself 
for  giving  a  certain  amount  of  relief  to  the  Marumakkathayam  families.  Some  relief  is  attempted 
to  be  given  to  Marumakkathayam  families  by  the  provision  for  separately  assessing  Thavazies. 

I  refer  to  the  provision  made  for  separate  assessment  in  the  case  of  Thavrchles  of  Mam- 
makkathayam  families  in  respect  of  properties  which  are  divided  for  the  time  being  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  maintenance  alone.  It  is  not  a  division,  for  there  is  no  separation  of  interffit.  The 
larwad  is  still  one  unit.  It  is  stated  that  in  the  case  of  other  undivided  Hindu  families,  how- 
ever,  that  until  partition  is  made,  they  are  reckoned  as  one  unit 

Then  again,  intentionally  or  otherwise  a  certain  innovation  has  been  made  in  the  case  M 
Hindu  Undivided  families.  Under  Income-tax  Law,  it  has  been  recognised  that  where  there  is 
separation  of  interest,  they  should  be  separately  assessed.  But  in  the  Bill  it  has  been  provided 
that  until  the  properties  are  divided  by  metes  and  bounds,  they  are  liable  to  be  assessed  as  one 
unit.  When  separation  is  made,  it  does  not  matter  whether  the  property  is  divided  by  metes 
and  bounds  or  not.  When  interest  has  been  separated,  the  ownership  is  also  separated  and  the 
income  Is  derived  separately.  In  the  present  Bill  it  is  provided  that  until  the  property  is  separated 
by  metes  and  bounds,  although  there  is  separation  of  interest,  they  should  be  taxed  together. 
This  is  not  right. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanla  Piilat:  For  the  purpose  of  Agricultural  Income  Tax  assessment 
will  the  Hon’ble  Member  he  satisfied  if  Hindu  Joint  Families  are  treated  as  tenancies  m 


Sir,  I  was  trying  to  explain  that  fora  person  who  has  separated  himself  from  Joint  Families 
all  proper  reliefs  must  be  given. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai:  May  I  know  whether  equity  or  injustice  dws  not  depend 

on  the  rates  of  taxation?  Suppose  the  rate  for  five  lakhs  is  enhanced,  will  teat  be  not 

.  Sri.  V.O.  Markos:  Sir,  It  is  obvious  that  my  friend  has 
Whether  the  rate  is  5,  6  or  10  annas  it  does  not  matter,  as  far  as  the  rights  of  individuals  are 
concerned.  ,  ■ 

I  was  submitting  that  relief  should  be  given  to  individuals  In 
association  of  persons.  Incidentally  1  may  refer  that  this  would  serve  the  object  we  have  m  view, 
namely  the  prevention  of  fragmentation,  consolidation  of  holdings  rod  mcreas^  production 
fmriand  Forotherwisrsuch  combinations  or  associations  will  spbt  up  their  holding, 
resulting  in  uneconomic  fragmentation. 
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Again.  Sir,  in  the  matter  of  assessment  of  Companies,  my  frieiid  Mr.  Cherian  Kappm 
referred  to  the  great  injustice  done  to  individuals,  not  only  by  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  but  also 
as  the  result  of  the  present  working  of  the  provisions  of  the  Indian  Income  Tax  Act.  We  find 
various  company  concerns  working  plantations.  It  is  a  case  of  a  number  of  people  pooling  their 
capital  and  carrying  on  their  planting  business  on  a  large  scale.  In  such  cases  necessary  pro- 
vision  has  to  be  made  in  the  law  so  that  the  incidence  of  taxation  on  the  individual  is  no  more 
on  account  of  his  being  in  a  company.  He  should  not  be  penalised  for  this  joint  enterprise. 
Under  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  the  company  itself  is  liable  to  taxation.  The  company  actually 
pays  the  tax,  on  behalf  of  the  shareholder,  obviously  at  a  higher  rate  on  the  agricultural  income. 
That  being  the  case,  there  must  be  an  express  provision  in  the  Bill  to  treat  the  tax  paid  by  the 
Company  as  tax  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  shareholder. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  same  fact  was  referred  to  by  the  previous  speaker. 

Sri.V.  O.  Markos  :  Yes,  Sir.  Although  under  the  Indian  IncomeTax  Act,  the  dividends 
received  from  agricultural  companies  should  not  strictly  be  treated  as  business  income,  yet  under 
a  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  instructions  have  been  issued  to  Indian  Income  Tax  autho¬ 
rities  to  assess  as  business  income,  dividends  recelvedjby  individuals  from  agricultural  companies. 
That  Is  a  great  injustice  and  the  matter  has  been  moved  by  various  Chambers  of  Commerce 
before  the  Government  of  India.  Here,  If  we  levy  taxes  on  the  income  of  agricultural  companies 
and  allow  the  Centre  to  levy  separate  income-tax  on  dividends  received  by  individuals,  that  would 
defeat  our  own  main  objective.  Sir,  1  am  aware  that  it  is  not  a  matter  which  can  be  provided 
in  this  particular  Bill.  It  is  a  matter  to  be  taken  up  with  the  Government  of  India. 

Sir,  One  major  injury  which  has  been  done  by  this  Bill  in  the  matter  of  taxation  of  agricul¬ 
tural  income,  is  in  respect  of  allowances  for  cultivation  expenses  in  the  case  of  immature,  non-yield¬ 
ing  areas.  In  the  Act  of  1119,  when  we  for  the  first  time  introduced  Agricultural  Income  Tax, 
such  cultivation  expenses  were  allowed.  We  know  that  in  the  matter  of  business  income-tax, 
depreciation  is  allowed  on  machinery  and  other  perishing  assets  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  them 
when  obsolete.  In  the  case  of  Agriculture  income,  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  depreciation  ia 
possible  on  the  same  basis,  but  expenses  of  maintenance  of  immature  plantations  should  he 
allowed  to  compensate  for  depreciation.  In  the  case  of  income  from  permanent  cultivations,  where 
the  income  is  derived  only  after  a  period  of  3,  5  or  10  years  as  the  case  may  be  in  cardamom 
cocoanut,  rubber  or  tea,  etc.  no  provision  has  been  made  to  take  into  account  these  cultivation 
expenses  during  the  non-yieldmg  years.  In  the  case  of  seasonal  cultivation,  because  the  expen- 
.  diture  is  incurred  during  the  particular  year,  there  has  been  provision  for  allowance.  But  similar 
provision  should  be  made  in  the  case  of  permanent  cultivations  for  allowance  of  cultivation 
expenses  irrespective  of  the  year  during  which  profits  were  derived. 

In  the  laws  of  other  countries,  for  example,  the  law  of  England,  and  also  the  law  of  Ceylon 
specific  provisions  have  been  made  for  the  allowance  of  maintenance  expense  of  this  kind  of 
cultivation  which  take  some  years  to  yield,  that  is,  during  the  time  when  they  have  not  started 
yielding.  In  the  Act  of  1119,  the  provision  for  cultivation  expenses  covered  this  also. 

Mr.  Speaker :  Order,  order.  We  will  now  take  up  the  adjournment  motion. 
ADJOURNMENT  MOTION  RE.  CDMMUNIST  MENACE  IN  THE  STATE 

Sri.  C.  V.  lyyu:  1  beg  to  move  for  the  adjournment  of  the  House  to  discuss  an  urgent 
matter  of  public  importance,  namely,  to  discuss  about  more  efficient  ways  and  means  of 
combating  the  communist  menace  in  view  of  the  very  recent  happenings  including  the  burning 
down  of  Chengal  Bridge  lying  between  the  Travancore  and  Cochin  areas  near  Kalady  which 
took  place  the  day  before  yesterday. 
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Mr.  Speaker:  Let  the  member  say  what  he  has  to  say.  Then,  for  necessary  elucidations, 
members  may  put  him  questions. 

Sri.  C.  V.  lyyu :  The  member  is  prepared  to  answer  any  question  this  time  put  to 
him  by  any  member.  (Laughter)  I  am  going  to  yield  (or  any  question. 
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Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Thampi :  Sir,  I  am  in  sympathy  with  the  resolution  moved  by 
my  friend.  At  a  time  when  the  whole  of  Inia  is  exercised  over  the  possibility  of  putting  down 
the  movement,  it  is  high  time  that  this  State  should  take  proper  measures  to  combat  the 
communist  menance.  In  that  connection  !  have  to  state  that  mere  violence  for  violence— 1  do 
not  object  to  it— would  not  meet  the  situation.  The  Government  of  India  too  has  not  been 
very  vigilent  in  this  matter  and  unfortunately  we  in  the  South  have  not  been  following  another 
Provincial  Government  or  the  Central  Government.  It  is  high  time  we  take  the  initiative.  We 
should  set  an  example  to  the  rest  of  India  and  also  to  the  whole  of  Middle  East.  Unfortunately 
in  our  country  where  education  is  far  ahead  of  other  parts  of  India  the  danger  of  communism  is 
greater.  Just  as  in  certain  diseases  D4  is  much  better  than  B4  this  malady  of  communism 
attacks  well  educated  discontented  folk  and  In  a  land  where  there  is  over-population  where  the 
law  of  decrease  is  much  in  evidence  in  regard  to  yield  from  land,  in  a  land  where  there  are  only 
few  careers  open  for  educated  men  naturally  they  become  communists.  Possibly  30  years  ago 
1  would  have  been  a  different  man  if  such  cheap  literature  had  been  put  into  my  hands. 
Therefore  the  best  way  to  combat  communism  is  to  combat  it  by  cinemas,  advertising  publi¬ 
cations,  lectures  and  addresses  by  people  who  are  competent  to  speak.  That  is  the  manner  of 
approach.  Secondly  leaders  of  pubhc  opinion  in  the  State  with  special  reference  to  any 
particular  party,  it  is  a  matter  in  which  both  the  ministers  and  the  members  of  t^  legislature 
from  the  opposition  have  to  be  equally  careful.  Within  9  months  or  a  year  we  will  have  to  go 
round  hand  in  hand  for  the  purpose  of  election.  They  must  not  become  an  obsession  with  us. 
Sir,  I  have  been  telling  them  that  they  must  not  always  try  to  speak  in  the  same  medium,  in  the 
same  accent  as  a  communist,  nor  in  a  harsh  manner.  Some  of  the  members  of  the  Mmistry 
though  cool  and  business-like  are  fond  of  repeating  revolutionary  slogans.  It  will  only  help  the 
digestion  of  their  food.  That  is  an  aside.  I  do  not  object  to  it  But  if  their  words  have 
a  tendency  of  making  people  understand  that  they  are  al^  sympathisers  of  the  same  creed,  th^ 
would  be  an  unhappy  day  for  our  country.  It  is  high  time  that  men  who  have  influence  in  this 
country,  people  of  the  democratic  form  of  Government,  people  of  the  parliamentary  form  of 
Government  should  say  in  unambiguous  language  that  they  do  not  believe  in  communism  or 
other  creeds  which  come  very  near  it.  Them  is  a  good  deal  of  force  in  what  my  friend  said 
that  the  members  of  the  Government  ought  to  be  particularly  ^efull  to  see  that  they  do  not 
in  the  least  countenance— I  for  one  do  not  suggest  that  they  do,  that  they  must  be  careful 
than  others  to  see  that  they  would  not  in  the  least  countenance  any  movement  wM  hu 
a  tendency  to  work  against  representative  Government,  not  to  speak  of  violence.  There  « 
always  an  over-population  in  every  country.  There  are  certain  age  poups  to  be  re^oned  wWi 
between  the  ages  of  1 8  and  35  or  40  in  the  case  of  some  rather  abnormal  people  it  might 
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be  longer.  That  grand  idealism,  that  new  hope  of ^  a  social  order,  that  without  raising  a  little 
finger  they  can  get  at  leadership  and  all  the  rest  of  it,  that  they  can  get  the  finest  things  of  the 
world  without  effort.  These  things  will  attract  certain  age  groups,  as  I  said,  the  politically 
discontented  people,  people  who  according  to  their  qualification  are  worthy  to  be  on  the 
Treasury  Benches.  Unfortunately  such  people  are  put  on  it  owing  to  ignorance  or  their 
unappreciative  nature  or  want  of  imagination.  Such  are  the  new  brands  of  political  thougt 
everywhere.  By  that  I  mean,  a  set  of  people  absolutely  honest,  absolutely  good  peoplej  they 
also  fall  victims  to  pernicious  propaganda  of  communism.  There  are  many  branches  of  it  which 
though  not  officially  recognised  ought  to  be  for  practical  purposes  considered  as  communism. 
Wise  statesmanship  consists  in  combating  this  menace  sometimes  by  propaganda,  sometimes  by 
firm  action.  I  have  heard  complaints  raised  against  Government,  the  Police  and  executive 
officers  for  having  been  a  little  harsh  to  communists.  Very  often  the  communists  do  not 
believe  in  firce  control,  in  free  discussion,  in  freedom  of  speech,  in  freedom  of  movement  and 
that  they  should  complain  against  restrictions  is  Indeed  a  very  funny  thing.  In  this  connection 
I  remember  an  incident  which  took  place  years  ago,  nearly  30  years  ago,  when  I  was 
studying  in  a  hostel  and  that  was  in  the  Tamil  Nad  in  Nagercoil,  use  the  term  Tamil  Nad 
just  for  placating  my  friends  on  the  other  side.  It  happened  that  in  the  compound  adjacent 
to  the  hostel  there  are  a  number  of  pomegranate  trees,  bearing  ripe  ones.  One  of  the  students 
naturally  wanted — I  do  not  want  to. say  steal — to  take  possession  of  some  in  rather  communistic 
feather.  It  was  in  the  early  hours  of  the  night  and  the  house  owner  who  had  anticipated  the 
design  of  the  student,  was  prepared  to  meet  it.  The  student  put  his  hand  over  the  wall 
and  plucked  one  of  the  fruits.  The  owner,  humble  man  he  is,  had  the  temerity  to  catch  the 
hand  of  the  student.  The  student  was  released  afterwards.  He  turned  round  and  said  that 
the  owner  had  outraged  him.  The  siudent-world  felt  that  they  were  insulted  and  so 
wanted  to  create  a  situation  by  reporting  the  matter  to  the  Police  to  the  effect  that  the 
students  of  the  college  were  insulted  by  the  owner  of  the  orchard.  I  am  reminded  of  this 
incident  when  communists  complain  that  their  freedom  of  speech  is  denied  and  that  their 
health  is  {’not  attended  to  and  so  forth.  What  are  the  conditions  in  this  land  at  this  time  } 
Therefore  Government  should  not  show  any  hesitation  in  .being  as  harsh  and 
circumspect  ^  as  possible  when  dealing  with  communists.  As  a  question  of  juridical  or 
political  philosophy  I  would  apprehend  this  dogma  too.  How  jurisprudence  or  ideas 
of  liberty  developed  by  Europeans  and  Americans  in  these  several  centuries  after 
Christ  and  before  are  never  recognised.  Such  people  who  are  out  to  destroy  mankind 
have  to  be  put  down  methodically.  It  is  high  time  we  reassess  our  political  values,  re* 
evaluate  political  terms  so  that  men  who  are  a  menace  to  society  sometimes  consciously  and  some¬ 
times  unconsciously,  the  unhealthy  activities  of  such  people  should  be  stopped  in  their  own  interests 
as  well  as  in  the  interests  of  the  country.  As  I  started  by  saying,  at  this  juncture  when  disquieting 
rumours  are  reaching  this  land  about  the  possible  development  of  difference  of  opinion  with  our 
neighbours,  our  Government  should  be  vigilent  to  put  down  the  menace.  It  is  likely  there 
will  be  agencies  in  this  Stale  also  as  a  liaison  whose  interests  might  be  to  create  trouble  in  the  State. 
The  burning  of  the  wooden  bridge  might  be  an  indication  of  the  greater  mischief  that 
justified  the  police  action.  Therefore  it  is  good  to  be  forewarned  against  any  such  thing.  But 
this  is  slightly  inconsistent  with  the  view  that  I  have  taken  up  when  I  spoke  about  the  measures 
that  we  should  take  beforehand  to  protect  ourselves  against  any  possible  harm.  The 
other  is,  we  are  sometimes  inclined  to  over-estimate  and  exaggerate  the  mischief  of 
these  people.  One  school  boy  might  fire  to  a  bridge,  another  school  boy  might 
destroy  a  dozen  street  lights.  But  it  is  the  duty  of  all  of  us  who  have  sense  of 
proportion  to^  counteract  it  more  vigorously  and  not  worsen  the  situation  by  indulging  in 
talking  campaign.  Tell  them  that  we  are  prepared  to  face  it.  And  you  should  not  create  an 
atmosphere  of  panic  and  fear.  Communism,  as  every  revolutionary  movement,  thrives  in  an 
atmosphere  and  fear.  Therefore,  it  is  our  duty  as  citizens  to  counteract  their  whispering  cam- 
paig^r  of  panic  and  exaggerated  fear  about  it.  In  these  things,  certainly,  the  Government  should 
have  the  leisure  to  bestow  adequate  attention.  1  wish  Government  had  paid  more  attention  to 
these  things  and  spent  more  time  over  it  or  even  a  little  money  over  it.  The  other  day  I 
happened  to  read  a  very  interesting  book.  I  wish  my  hon’ble  friends  of  this  House  had  all  read 
it.  I  wish  that  the  book  had  been  translated  and  given  at  cheap  prices.  It  Is  a  great  Russian 
book,  a  book  written  by  a  Russian,  absorbingly  thrilling,  dealing  with  intimate  personal  matters, 
and  full  of  adventure.  It  is  a  biographical  account  of  a  Russian  officer  who  escaped  from 
Russia.  Any  man  can  read  that  book.  Its  title  is  "I  Chose  Freedom”.  It  is  convincing  in  its 
delkoation  of  the  existing  conditions  in  Russia,  I  had  with  me  a  few  cheap  editions  of  books 
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on  Russia.  Fearing _ „ . . . .  ,  „ 

are  printed  in  excellmt  art  papei^  well  bound.  They  form  the  life  histories  of  Lenin’  TrotSy 
and  those  other  big  Russians.  They  are  all  distributed  at  ridiculously  low  pi '

Sri.  P.  Balahrishnan  Thampi:  I  am  not  answering  Sir.  I  would  even  purchase  that 
book  and  give  it  to  my  hon’ble  friend.  If  he  wants  I  shall  be  very  happy  to  supply  one. 

Mr.  Speaker:  He  wants  to  know  what  Commission  the  Hon’ble  Member  has  got  ? 
(Laughter). 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Thampi;  Sir,  1  was  saying  that  these  violences  can  be  met  only 
with  a  greater  degree  of  violence.  Their  propaganda  should  be  met  by  a  more  subtle  and 
catching  counter-propaganda.  Above  all  Government  should  appeal  to  all  sections  of  the 
country  irrespective  of  personal  predilictions  or  political  affiliations.  Any  Government  which 
think  that  they  are  responsible  to  the  people  ■  but  to  themselves  must  feel  the  necessity  of,  I 
would  want  them  to  do  in  a  greater  degree  than  they  have  done  in  the  past  to  appeal  all  sections 
of  the  public  in  the  State  who  believe  that  communism  should  be  combated.  I  wish  to  see 
members  of  the  Government  addressing  themselves  on  very  intimate  and  familar  terms  to  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  all  sections  political,  religious,  etc.  There  is  no  harm  for  Government  members 
to  have  tea  occasionally  with  men  like  Mr.  Nesamony.  or  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  and  exchange  views 
with  them  when  the  country  is  faced  with  an  issue  like  this.  Whether  in  England  or  in  America, 
in  the  matter  of  dealing  with  the  communist  menace,  the  democrats  and  republicans,  the  con¬ 
servative,  the  labour  and  the  liberal,  all  join  hands  and  present  a  united  front.  In  the  same 
way,  regarding  major  policies  or  domestic  policies  or  international  political  matters  these  parties 
agree  among  themselves  and  try  their  best  to  support  the  Government. 

In  this  connection.  Sir,  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  gallant  and  splendid 
manner  in  which  the  Indian  Socialists  led  by  Mr.  Jai  Prakash  and  Dr.  Lohia_  responded  to  the 
call  of  the  Government  of  India  to  face  the  present  crisis.  By  this  they  have  shown 
that  they  are  first  the  people  of  the  land,  their  principal  duty  here  is  for  establishing  security  and 
protection  for  law  and  order  of  the  State.  They  do  not  mind  whether  the  Govenunent  is  run 
by  men  some  of  whose  moustache  they  do  not  like  or  some  they  think  require  improvement  in 
their  stature.  Such  personal  predilictions  did  not  stand  in  their  way.  That  is  the  tradition  to 
be  set  up.  I  wish  every  member  of  this  House  would  take  a  hint  given  by  the  great  leader  of 
the  North  of  this  great  sub-continent  Jai  Prakash  and  Dr.  Lohia  are  admittedly  against  the 
party  in  power  ruling  in  New  Delhi  But  when  there  is  the  menace  of  war,  and  when  there  is 
the  communist  menace,  they  have  rushed  to  the  help  of  the  Government.  I_  wish  the  same 
wisdom  is  shown  by  the  members  of  the  opposition.  With  these  words.  Sir,  I  have  great 
pleasure  in  seconding  the  resolution  so  ably  moved  by  facta  and  figures  by  my  hon  ble  friend 
Mr.  lyyu.

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democracy  is  inconsistent  with  great  disparity  whether  in  wealth  or  social  status.  To-day  our 
society  is  based  on  the  standards  of  wealth  and  social  status.  The  Communists  aim  at  cutting 
at  the  root  of  this  kind  of  society.  Therefore  a  levelling  up  or  a  levelling  down  is  the  condition 
prcedent  for  getting  rid  of  the  communist  menace. 

Another  fact  that  we  should  hear  in  mind  is  that  communism  is  not  considered  as  a  menace 
at  all.  The  other  day  Swdar  Patel  in  moving  the  Preventive  Detention  Bill  stated  that  we  are 
not  against  the  Communist  party  or  Communism  as  such  but  that  we  are  against  violence.  We 
are  against  arson,  and  loot.  We  are  not  against  any  kind  of  political  philosophy  as  such.  We 
have  to  remember  that  even  to-day  the  Communist  Party  is  working  in  Britain.  They  participated 
in  the  General  Elections.

Sri.  A.  P.  Udayabhanii :  For  my  part,  I  do  not  know  all  the  members  of  the  Communist 
Party  and  how  can  I  say  any  of  the  Members  belong  to  that  Party. 

Recently  I  find  that  a  number  of  people  are  deserting  the  Communist  party  because  they 
do  not  agree  with  the  programme  of  violence.  The  Communist  party  cannot  make  much  headway 
if  there  is  a  certain  amount  of  socialist  planning  and  economic  equality.  We  have  found  how 
the  Communist  parties  in  Russia's  neighbouring  countries  like  Scandinavia  and  England  have  no 
force.  On  the  other  hand  in  China  and  Asiatic  Countries,  mainly  because  of  the  discontent  of 
the  masses,  communism  is  spreading  its  tentacles  far  and  wide.  The  other  day  Sir  John  B^yd 
Orr  has  stated  how  hunger  is  slowly  working  out  a  resolution  in  Asiatic  countries.  So  the  main 
question  is  to  find  out  ways  of  fighting  hunger.  No  kind  of  violence  will  suppress  communism 
unless  we  succeed  in  banishing  burner.  Unless  the  worker  is  assured  of  a  fair  deal  and  a  square 
meal,  no  amount  of  violence  is  going  to  frighten  him  to  be  quiet.  The  people  must  be  con¬ 
vinced  that  we  have  a  programme  before  us  and  we  are  worlnng  it  out.  Only  that  assurance 
will  be  able  to  stem  the  tide  of  communism. 

Next  1  want  to  speak  about  the  Police.  Some  times  the  violence  may  be  purely  of  a  local 
character.  That  violence  should  not  be  attributed  to  the  Communist  parly.  The  Police  must 
be  able  to  go  to  the  place  and  lay  their  hands  on  the  miscreants  instead  of  creating^a  scare.  If 
they  go  to  the  place  and  they  themselves  strike  a  terror  amongst  the  people,  the  "important” 
people  of  the  locality  may  take  advantage  of  the  situation  and  try  to  say  that  so  and  so^  is  a 
communist  against  whom  they  have  spite.  The  people  may  be  prompted  by  n^y  bad  motives. 
That  aspect  has  also  to  be  considered.  In  this  particular  juncture  the  behaviour  of  the  police 
is  a  very  Important  thing.  They  have  to  be  firm  and  strong,  but  at  the  same  time  they  have 
to  see  that  they  discharge  their  duties  in  a  fair  way  and  not  molest  the  Innocent  people.  The 
police-must  give  the  impression  that  they  are  going  as  friends  of  the  people.  The  Police  must 
be  made  aware  of  their  responsibility  in  the  new  set  up.  At  this  juncture  the  attitude'  of  the 
police  has  a  good  deal  to  do  with  the  success  of  the  Government  policy  to  put  down  violence. 
The  Police  Officers  were  trained  in  the  old  set  up  when  they  were  more  or  less  authoritative 
To-day  they  must  not  be  like  that.  It  is  very  difficult  to  change  that  attitude.  One  of  the 
niost  important  thing  is  to  cal)  back  many  of  the  policemen  and  give  them  framing  so  that  they 
may  know  how  to  behave  in  the  present  context. 

.  .That  Is  the  most  important  thing.  It  is  not  a  kind  of  force  and  ruthlessness  thu  is 
required.-  What  is  required  is  lact.  That  is  what  is  required  most  at  this  juncture.  T^re 
are  some  sporadic  outbursts  of  violence  in  the  State  which  really  disturb  the  economy  of  our 
country,  but  that  has  to  be  met  in  a  different  way.  and  not  as  has  bec-n  done  by  some  of  our 
friends.  I  think  the  whole  subject  has  to  be  studied  afresh  and  a  remedy  applied  to  solve  the 
situation.  I  entirely  agree  with  my  hon’ble  friend  that  we  have  to  think  of  propaganda  against 
violence,  which  ultimately  will  damn  this  country.  Some  people  may  be  feeling  that  the 
detention  of  some  few  people  would  result  in  a  better  government,  ultimately,  t^t  there  is  no 
guarantee  that  this  violence  will  lead  to  a  dictatorship.  What  we  have  to  do  is  to  make  the 
people  work  out  their  salvation  through  the  democratic  institutions  \^5ch  we  have  succeeded 
iA  achieving.  _  That  is  a  thing  which  we  have  to^  impre^  on  them.  ^  This

(4)  The  teachers  are  paid  their  pay  as  stipend  if  the  amount  does  not  exceed  Rs.  40  and 
yfor  those  who  are  getting  a  pay  of  Rs.  40to80,  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  40  per  mensem  and  for 
^  those  getting  a  pay  of  more  than  Rs.  80  per  mensem,  half  the  amount  subiect  to  a  maximum 
ofRs.  SO. 

(c)  Besides  those  stipends,  the  trainees  from  Cochin  are  granted  dearness  allowance  at 
the  rate  of  Rs.  22 — 8—0  per  mensem  in  case  their  stipend  is  Rs.  40  and  above,  and  at  the  rate 
of  Rs.  20  if  the  stipend  is  below  Rs.  40. 

The  Sirltar  school  teachers  are  granted  full  dearness  allowance  and  the  aided  school  teachers 
half  the  rate.

Progress  of  work  up  to  end  of  February  1950 

(,\)  Left  abutment  and  wings. — All  the  foundation  piles  have  been  completed  and  the 
pile  cap  for  the  left  abutment  moulded.  The  R.  C.  foundation  slabs  of  both  wings  have  also 
been  concreted  and  the  work  has  reached  level  plus  92’75.  Masonry  work  for  abutments  and 
wings  will  start  by  about  lOtb  March  1950. 

(2)  Left  Pier. — ^Ten  out  of  the  1 4  foundation  piles  for  the  left  pier  have  been  driven  to 
set.  (Foundation  piles  are  expected  to  be  completed  by  8th  March  1950  and  masonry  work  for 
pier  started  by  12th  March  1950). 

(3)  Right  Pier. — Sand  island  for  placing  piling  derrick  formed.  (Piling  for  right  pier 
can  be  started  by  1 2th  March  1 950). 

(4)  Right  abutment  and  minys.— All  the  18  foundation  piles  for  right  abutment.have 
been  driven*  cut  off  to  levels,  stripped  at  top  and  the  R.  C.  pile  cap  moulded.  The  work  has 
reached  level  plus  90.  Excavation  for  right  abutment  wings  has  been  completed.  (R.  C. 
‘foundation  slab  of  wings  are  expected  to  be  completed  by  10th  March  1950  and  ihasonry  work 
for  right  abutment  and  wings  started  by  1 5th  March  1 950).

LEGISLATIVE  BUSINESS 


The  Agricultural  Income-tax  Bill—  C cont.) 

.  Sri.  V.  O.  Markos :  Sir,  yesterday,  I  was  last  dealing  with  the  allowance  for  expenditure 
on  account  of  cultivation  or  maintenance  of  immature  areas.  I  said  that  many  of  our  export 
commercial  products  are  from  plantations  which  take  several  years  to  yield.  ,  According  to  the 
provision  which  existed  in  the  Agricultural  Income-tax  Act  which  was  in  force  here,  allowance 
was  made  for  expenditure  on  maintenance  of  immature  areas.  Now,  in  the  Bill,  specific  provi¬ 
sion  is  made  that  only  expenditure  incurred  in  the  previous  year  for  deriving  the  profit  will  be 
allowed  towards  the  taxation  of  any  particular  year.  That  is  a  new  Innovation  altogether.  In 
countries  where  income  from  agriculture  is  liable  to  taxation,  it  has  been  an  accepted  principle 
to  allow  maintenance  expenditure  for  plantations  which  take  more .  I'ears  than  one  to  mature. 
The  question  came  up  before  the  Supreme  Court  of  England  years  ago  and  in  a  well-known 
■ruling  it  was  laid  down  that  such  expenditure  should  be  allowed  for  the  purpose  of  taxation 
Irrespective  of  the  question,  whether  in  that  particular  year  the  profit  was  made  or  not.  The 
same  principle  has  been  adopted  in  the  statutes  prevailing  in  other  countries  too,  especially  in 
Ceylon  whose  conditions  with  regard  to  the  export  commercial  products  are  exactly  the  same  as 
ours.  They  have  devoted  a  separate  chapter  in  the  Income-tax  Ordinance  detailing  how  ex¬ 
penditure  on  maintenance  or  cultivation  of  imrnature  tea,  rubber,  cocoanut  and  other  commer¬ 
cial  products  should  be  treated.  Under  the  existing  law  in  Travancore,  particularly,  whether 
under  the  Agricultural  Income-tax  Act  of  1119  or  under  the  later  Act  of  1 1 2 1 .  this  could  have 
been  allowable  ahd  a  number  of  cases  are  pending  today  before  the  Income-tax  Tribunal  on  this 
question,  of  which  1  have  direct  knowledge.  The  whole  question  has  now  been  clinched  by 
introducing  two  words  in  the  new  provisions  of  the  Bill  before  this  House,  namely,  expenditure 
incurred  for  deriving  the  profit  only  in  the  previous  year  will  be  allowed  for  the  purpose  of 
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taxation  of  agricultural  income.  Hiis  is  too  hard  on  agriculturists,  not  only  in  their  own  in¬ 
terests  but  in  the  interests  of  the  country,  especially  with  regard  to  the  export  commercial  pro¬ 
ducts  which  this  country  is  producing. 

^ain.  Sir,  in  the  matter  of  allowance  for  bad  debts  incurred,  debts  which  are  unrealizable, 
there  is  no  provision  in  the  Bill  while  there  was  provision  in  our  existing  laws  for  allowances 
towards  had  debts.  In  assessments  for  business  income-tax,  allowance  is  given  for  interest 
incurred  by  the  assessee  whether  on  capital  Invested  or  on  working  expenses  for  the  year. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakaota  Pillai :  What  is  the  bad  debt  in  the  case  of  agriculturists?  Will 
the  member  explain  it? 

Sri.  V.  O.  Markos :  There  is  quite  a  lot  of  items,  especially  in  the  case  of  paddy, 
cocoanut,  rubber  and  tea  cultivators  on  a  large  scale.  For  example,  amounts  advanced  to  con¬ 
tractors  for  materials  and  other  things  are  seen  as  bad  debts  in  the  balance  sheet  of  various 
companies  which  run  their  business  on  a  large  scale. 

Sir,  1  was  mentioning  about  interest  allowance.  The  present  Bill  provides  allowance  for 
interest  on  capital  expenditure  for  acquiring  the  proper^,  but  not  interest  on  moneyborrowed 
for  working  expenses.  It  is  very  well  known  that  especially  in  the  Kuttanad  Punja  areas  where 
large  blocks  of  lands  are  being  cultivated  by  lessees  from  year  to  year,  they  borrow  money  for 
the  very  huge  expenditure  required  for  cultivation.  For  Punja  paddy  cultivation,  the  cost  of 
cultivation  compared  to  any  other  similar  cultivation,  during  the  particular  year,  is  extremely 
high.  In  cultivations  of  a  permanent  nature,  the  expenditure  from  year  to  year  for  the  main¬ 
tenance  or  cultivation  is  comparatively  low.  But  in  punja  cultivation,  the  expenditure  from 
year  to  year  is  very  heavy  and  it  is  the  usual  practice  that  these  amounts  are  borrowed  from 
others.  For  the  interest  incurred  on  such  borrowed  money  for  the  expenditure  over  the  year, 
there  is  no  provision  for  allowance  in  the  present  Bill,  unlike  provisions  in  the  Income-tax  Act 
and  similar  Acts  in  other  countries. 

^ain.  Sir,  there  is  another  matter  rising  to  prominence  when  viewing  things  in  a  larger 
way.  This  is  relief  from  double  taxation.  In  countries  similarly  placed  as  ours  with  a  large 
amount  of  export  commercial  products  like  tea,  rubber,  cocoanut,  pepper,  etc.,  carried  on  on  a 
large  scale,  for  example  in  Bengal,  Assam,  Ceylon  and  other  places,  there  is  provision,  for  what 
is  called  double  income-tax  relief.  What  I  mean  is.  there  are  foreign  companies  and  or  foreign 
individuals  carrying  on  cultivation  on  a  large  scale  here  as  well  as  in  Bengal,  Assam  or  Ceylon. 
As  long  as  the  control  of  the  business  is  from  another  country,  the  whole  profit  made  in  the 
State  becomes  liable  to  income-tax  in  such  foreign  country  while  these  states  also  charge  in¬ 
come-tax  on  them.  In  the  provisions  of  Income-tax  Acts  in  other  countries,  and  in  the 
existing  Income-tax  Act  of  this  country,  there  is  provision  for  relief  from  such  double  taxation 
by  two  countries,  by  means  of  a  reciprocal  arrangement  between  the  two  countries.  Allowance 
is  made  to  a  prescribed  extent  so  that  ultimately  the  man  who  produces  the  income  and  be¬ 
comes  liable  to  taxation,  becomes  liable  only  to  the  larger  of  the  two  amounts  of  income-taxea, 
which  is  divided  between  the  two  countries.  That  is  the  arrangement  made  in  the  Income- 
tax  Act  itself.  For  immediate  reference,  in  the  Bengal  Agricultural  Income-tax  Act,  which 
came  into  force  two  ye  !ars  ago,  a  definite  provision  is  made . 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tacopi :  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Is  a  detailed  reference 
to  the  legislation  in  another  State  allowable  at  this  stage.  Sir?  We  have  .been  tolerant 
enough. 

Mr.  S^stker  :  The  observations  to  he  made  by  the  Hon’ble  members  at  this  stage  of 
the  discussion  are  limited  by  two  conditions.  Firstly  they  can  discuss  the  principle  of  the 
Bill  and  secondly,  refer  to  the  general  provisions  of  the  Bill.  Details  can  be  discussed  to  the 
extent  they  are  relevant  and  necessary  for  explaining  the  principles.  I  have  not  been  able 
to  fmd,  though  the  speech  has  been  sufficiently  long,  any  observations  that  offered  against  these 

Sri.  V.  O.  Markos;  Sir,  T  he  great  Prime  Minister  of  India  has  been  inviting  foreigB 
capital  to  flow  into  this  country,  and  my  friends  must  be  aware  that  India  was  negotiating  wilth 
America  in  the  matter  of  double  taxation  relief  through  reciprocal  arrangements  between  the  two 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Under  the  rules,  such  mattei* 
concern  the  Centra' Government.  Could  they  be  discussed  here  ? 
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Mr.  Speaker:  Such  references  do  not  tantamount  to  discussion  or  criticism.  Actions  of 
the  Central  Government  and  their  policy  may  on  appropriate  occasions  be  referred  to  for  guidance 
if  a  member  so  desires. 

Sri.  V.  0.  Markos:  It  would  be  seen  that  this  country’s  revenue,  particularly,  from 
income-tax  and  now  from  agricultural  income-tax  too  is  largely  from  cultivation  of  commercial 
products.  In  several  cases,  such  developments  had  been  possible  on  account  of  the  foreign 
capital  that  was  invested  here.  If  this  country,  wKich  is  peculiarly  situated  and  which  has  a 
definite  position  in  the  matter  of  larger  plantations  were  to  adopt  a  policy  whereby  this  foreign 
capital,  against  the  desire  of  Indian  statesmen,  is  driven  out  of  the  country,  it  would  he  a  very  sad 
plight  for  this  country,  especially  because,  hereafter,  the  income  from  agricultural  income  tax 
will  be  one  of  the  main  items  of  revenue  for  the  State.  Therefore,  it  has  to  be  seen  too  that 
provisions  are  made  whereby  we  encourage  cultivation  of  our  et^ort  products. 

Again,  Sir,  the  Bill  before  the  House  has  not  made  provisions  similar  to  those  which  are 
found  in  the  Income-tax  Act  of  other  countries  for  hearing  appeals. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Niisdeanta  Pillai;  Sir,  another  point  of  order.  By  way  of  anaglogyin 
discussing  thlc  measure,  can  we  wander  over  the  whole  ground  of  the  agricultural  Income-tax  ol 
other  parts  of  the  world  also  ? 

'  Mr.  Speaker;  A  reference  to  income-tax  principles  cannot  be  said  to  be  out  of 
place. 

Sri.  V.  O.  Markos;  Sir,  from  the  observations  of  one  or  two  Hon’ble  members  of  this 
House  whether  by  way  of  questions  or  by  way  of  observations  made  yesterday  in  some  other 
connection,  there  seems  to  be  some  misunderstanding  with  regard  to  the  points  which  1  have 
been  raising  here.  May  I  assure  you.  Sir,  and  the  Hon’ble  members  of  this  House,^that  I  am 
aware  that  this  particular  tax  is  going  to  be  one  of  the  main  items  of  revenue  for  the  State.  In 
discussing  the  provisions  of  a  taxation  Act  like  this,  the  major  question  which  this  House  has  to 
consider  is  how  that  would  affect  in  the  long  run  the  revenues  of  the  State  and  ,the  general 
eeonomy  of  the  country.  That  has  been  the  basis  and  that  has  l^en  the  object  on  which 
1  have  been  discussing  this  Bill.  To  make  myself  more  clear,  it  was  definitely  pointed 


Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai;  May  1  know  whether  the  member’s  speech  is  not  based  on 

Sri.  V.  O.. Markos;  Definitely  not.  It  is  based  upon  what  a  law  like  this  should  be  in 
the  larger  Interests  of  this  country, 

Sri.  K.  P.  NUakanta  Pillai :  I  do  not  hear  It. 

Sri.  V.  0.  Markos:  I  do  not  yield.  It  was  specifically  pointed  out  in  His  Highness  the 
Rajpramukh’s  address  that  this  country  is  very  highly  deficit  in  the  matter  of  foodgralns. 

It  is  well  known  that  we  are  producing  only  about  a  third  of  our  requirements  and  frantic, 
efforts  are  being  made  by  Government,  by  spending  togs  ol  money,  for  increasing  the  output  of 
food  grains.  1  ask  why  is  that  being  done  ?  Because  for  the  safety  and  security,  especially 
economic  security  of  the  people  of  the  country,  we  have  to  step  up  our  production.  In  that 
matter  it  is  best  that  we  follow  a  policy  based  upon  the  larger  Interests  of  the  State  not  only  in 
the  case  of  foodgralns  but  also  for'  reasons  which  I  have  already  stated  for  ^  our  export 
commercial  products.  There  is  no  use  distributing  the  little  money  that  is  available  in  the 
country  between  a  larger  number  of  persons  or  families.  The  only  salvation  for  ibis  country,  as 
also  for  any  other  country,  is  that  money  should  come  from  other  countries,  for  which  we  have 
to  see  that  our  export  trade  balance  is  improved.  That  has  been  the  basis  on  which  this 
Government  has  been  shaping  its  taxation  and  budget  arrangements.  There  are  several  products 
available  in  this  country  which  could  be  exported  outside.  That  is  the  only  means  of  making 
money  from  outside  countries.  Therefore  In  the  matter  of  taxation  I  was  endeavouring  to  point 
out  that  we  have  to  follow  a  policy  based  upon  the  larger  economic  interests  of  the  State.  TTiat 
has  been  my  aim  all  along.  By  means  of  comparison  which  similar  taxation  obtaining  elsewhere 
I  was  trying  to  acquaint  the  House  with  the  defective  provisions  of  the  Bill  from  this  point  of 
view.  Looking  to  the  future  economic  improvement  ol  the  State  we  have  to  be  careful  to  make 
such  provisions  as  would  increase  production,  whether  of  food  grains  or  of  export  commercial 
products  of  the  Stale.  Such  a  programme  alone  would  save  the  country  from  an  economic 
state  of  paralysis.  Therefore  in  fixing  up  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  I  would  sound  a  note  of 
warning  on  this  basis.  We  have  heard  stories  of  killing  the  goose  that  laid  the  golden  egg  and 
of  riding  a  horse  to  death.  But  such  stories  are  given  as  warning  illustrations  of  imprudence  and 
unwisdom  and  not  as  examples  for  our  emulation.  1  only  want  to  warn  at  this  juncture  that  we 
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Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  I  was  surprised,  Sir,  really  to  find  member  after  member  of 
this  democratic  House  rising  up  to  oppose  the  Agricultural  Income-tax  Bill,  a  fiscal  measure 
which,  according  to  me,  satisfies  the  first  canon  oi  taxation.  Sir,  my  friend  Mr.  Marcos  rcferrea 
yesterday  to  the  canon  of  certanity  formulated  by  Adam  Smith.  But,  Sir,  the  first  cawn  he 
formulated  in  his  book  if  I  remember  correct  is  equity.  The  capacity  to  pay  must  be  the  first 
principle  on  which  taxation  proposal  has  to  be  based.  If  that  is  the  case  it  xs  a  tax  baaeil  upon 
income  level.  I  was  surprised  at  my  hon’ble  learned  friend  and  one  or  two  other  rnenos 
suggesting  a  reversal  back  to  the  old  system  of  land  revenue  and  advocating  it.  For  years  past 
it  was  a  common  cry  that  land  revenue  based  as  it  is,  whether  we  condder  it  as  tax  w  as  rei^ 
is  an  inequitable  taxation  wdiich  bears  heavily  on  the  agriculturists.  It  was  considered  as  unfair 
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and  even  illegal.  We  find  authoritative  statements  to  that  effect  namely  that  land  tax  or  rent 
whatever  you  call  it,  is  not  conducive  for  the  prosperity  of  the  agriculturists.  Sir,  there  was  a 
cry  here  that  land  tax  must  he  abolished  and  agricultural  income-tax  must  be  levied  to 
protect  the  poor  toiling  riot  of  the  country.  What  is  the  actual  condition  that  prevails  in  our 
country  to-day.  Looking  at  if  we  find  that  the  economic  survey  conducted  in  1940  or  so  along 
with  Census  discloses  the  fact  more  than  70  per  cent  of  the  holdings  are  uneconomic,  i.e.,  below 
■5  acres  in  extent.  If  that  is  a  fact  the  tax  proposed  to  be  levied  on  persons  who  are  earning 
more  than  3,000  rupees  is  not  going  to  affect  70  per  cent  of  the  land  owning  classes  and  that 
such  people  go  out  of  the  picture  automatically  because  the  economic  holding  is  less  than  70 
per  cent.  The  term  economic  holding  has  to  be  correctly  understood.  It  is  a  holding  bearing 
the  actual  agricultural  operations  and  giving  a  profit  tiiereof.  If  70  per  cent  of  the  holdings 
are  such  where  no  profits  can  be  made,  the  agricultural  income-tax  vrill  not  operate  on  the 
persons  who  hold  those  uneconomic  holdings.  So  70  per  cent  *1  the  land  owners  will  he 
exempt  from  taxation. 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  May  I  know  where  Is  that  figure  from  ? 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  The  economic  survey  conducted  by  Government  in  1940 
and  the  report  published  by  Government  may  be  referred  to.  Again,  in  the  recent  report 
published  by  the  Economic  Adviser  to  the  Madras  Government  in  1 949  gives  the  same  import. 
The.extent  of  uneconomic  holding  for  the  Madras  Presidency  is  put  at  78  per  cent.  Again 
there  is  need  for  putting  a  minimum  level  at  2,000  rupees.  Let  us  see  the  average  income  of 
an  Indian  citizen.  We  have  only  figures  for  All-feedlce  and  there  is  no  separate  figures  for 
Travancore.  It  has  been  variously  assessed. 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph  :  We  have  to  give  some  data. 

Sahib  Bahadur  K.  A.  Muhammed :  May  I  know  the  available  figure  in  respect 
of  that? 

Sri  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  The  figure  began  with  30  and  now  it  is  put  at  80  rupees.  ' 
But  Rs.  1 47  is  the  figure  published  by  research  workers  of  the  Eastern  Economist.  In  other 
words  the  Eastern-Economist  Research  branch  has  published  the  figure  at  147  per  annum. 
Now  we  are  exempting  people  who  are  getting  1 60  rupees  inco.me  per  mensem.  When  the 
average  income  of  the  average  citizen  is  1 47  per  annum  we  are  exempting  people  who  get 
Rs.  1 60  per  month  from  taxation.  This  as  a  matter  of  fact  the  taxation  proposal  of  imposing 
an  agricultural  income-taxis  the  most  fair  method  of  taxation.  If  1  may  be  permitted  to  quote 
a  sentence  from  the  Father  of  Economics  Adam  Smith  he  says  that  subjects  of  every  State 
ought  to  contribute  towards  the  support  of  Government  as  nearly  as  possible  In  proportion  to 
their  respective  abilities.  That  Is  in  proportion  to  the  income  which  they  reasonably  enjoy 
under  the  protection  of  the  State.  This  is  the  first  canon  of  equity  on  which  fiscal  or  taxation 
measures  have  to  be  approached  and  discussed.  It  is  the  ability  to  bear  that  ought  to  count; 
and  not  other  considerations. 


Sir,  the  progressive  administrative  machinery  of  this  Government  abolished  the 
property  tax  on  land  and  imposed  a  hind  of  basic  tax.  I  do  not  forget  the  fact  that 
in  a  portion  of  the  modern  Travancore  and  Cochin  there  is  still  in  existence  land  tax. 
I  for  one  would  urge  upon  the  Government  to  abolish  that  system  and  enforce  the  basic  tax 
instead.  _  That  would  be  the  progressive  method.  My  hon’ble  friend  Mr.  Markos  has  been 
contending  that  Income-tax  is  an  irregular  kind  of  taxation  and  he  has  been  very  vehement  in 
that  criticism.  In  that  connection  I  would  like  to  read  an  extract  from  Taxation  of  Income  in 


India  Mr.  V.  K.  R.  V.  Rao,  Dean  of  Economic  Faculty  in  the  University  of  Delhi  who  has 
made  a  special  study  of  the  subject  has  said  : 


“Taking  these  two  facts  into  consideration  together,  viz,,  that  incomes  from  land  pay 
land  revenue  and  that  agricultural  land  revenue  Is  of  the  nature  of  a  tax,  the  conclusion  is 
irresistible  that  agricultural  incomes  are  exempted  from  the  income-tax  in  order  that  they 
may  not  be  subjected  to  double  taxation . ” 


T^ere  is  land  tax  even  though  a  basic  tax  and  then  Income  on  land  so  much  so  there  is  a 
kind  of  double  taxation  He  goes  on  ; 

“Prima  facie,  such  an  exemption  is  of  course  entirely  justifiable  ;  but.  considering  the 
fact  that  non-agricultural  incomes  pay  income-tax.  the  exemption  of  agricultural  incomes 
cannot  be  justified  even  on  grounds  of  double  taxation,  unless  the  incidence  and  effects  of 
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the  land  tax,  for  paying  which  they  are  exempt,  are  similar  to  those  caused  by  thi  income- 
tax.  In  other  words,  the  pnnciple  of  ability  to  pay  must  be  the  guiding  factor  in  deter¬ 
mining  both  land  revenue  and  income-tax.  Applying  this  test  to  the  land  revenue  as  at 
present  assessed  on  temporarily  settled  lands,  we  find  the  following  divergences  from 
ability  to  pay . 


Krst,  a  large  number  of  persons,  holders  of  hopelessly  uneconomic  holdings,  has  to  pay 
to  the  state  a  considerable  amount  in  relation  to  dieir  income,  whereas  under  the  income- 
tax,  they  would  be  totally  exempted. 

Second,  owing  to  the  fallacious  theory  of  land  revenue  being  regarded  as  rent,  persons 
with  smaller  incomes  as  well  as  bigger  incomes  pay  at  the  same  rate;  whereas,  under 
the  income-tax,  these  -payments  will  be  based  on  ‘ability*  and  will  be  levied  on  a 
progressive  scale.” 

Sri.  V.  O.  Markos:  But  it  is  not  a  question  of  double  taxation.  I  referred  to  taxations 


Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  PiUai :  So  then.  Sir,  it  is  not  a  question  of  double  taxation  but 
of  two  Governments  exercising  jurisdiction  for  realising  tax  on  the  same  income.  If  so  it  is  a 
matter  to  be  gone  into  in  the  light  of  the  provisions  of  the  Bill.  I  am  only  at  the  general 
principles  of  this  Bill.  We  are  perfectly  justified  in  imposing  agricultural  income  tax  and  it 
offends  against  no  established  canons  of  fiscal  principles  and  conforms  to  the  most 
important  one,  viz.,  the  ability  to  pay.  That  being  the  criterion  by  which  to  enact  taxation 
measures,  then  the  imposition  of  agricultural  income-tax  is  the  only  measure  that  we  can  think 
of  and  no  ground  has  been  urged  on  the  floor  of  this  House  to  exempt  that  kind  of  taxation. 
I  was  trying  to  show  that  imposition  of  Agricultural  Income-tax  in  no  way  effects  double  taxa¬ 
tion  at  all.  Then,  Sir,  it  was  argued  that  unless  we  leave  sufficient  margin  of  profit  in  the 
matter  of  raising  money  crops,  there  will  be  no  export  and  we  will  not  be  aiding  the  production 
of  such  exportable  goods  to  make  our  economy  prosperous.  Sir,  that  argument,  I  can  under¬ 
stand.  I  am  one  of  those  who  believe  that  there  is  a  difference  brtween  money  crop  and  food 
crop.  The  two  stand  on  different  economic  footing.  Apart  from  that.  Sir,  are  we  to  go  back 
to  the  days  of  Free  Trade  which  does  not  fit  in  with  modern  conditions.  Now  it  is  an  economy, 
of  self-sufficiency,  and  India  will  have  to  depend  upon  her  production  for  her  needs  for  con¬ 
sumption.  That  is  the  position  in  which  we  stand  today.  TTiat  is  the  economic  basis  on  which 
we  have  to  produce  more  lor  our  consumption.  As  long  as  we  hold  the  monopoly  of  a  parti¬ 
cular  thing,  we  can  think  of  that.  But  monopolies  are  being  destroyed  by  the  advance  of 
modern  scientific  knowlege. 


Sri.P.  T.  Chacko:  Is  the  Hon'ble  Member  aware  that  even  in  the  blessed  year  of  1 949 
a  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Government  of  India  lor  the  promotion  ol  exports  and  that 
Committee  has  recommended  that  all  kinds  of  taxes  on  export  commodities  may  he  reduced? 


Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  PiUai:  Yes,  Sir,  I  did  have  the  privilege  of  reading  that  report  of 
the  Committee  and  that  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  Government  of  India  for  meeting  a 
particular  crisis  which  arose  on  account  of  the  locking  up  of  otir  sterling  balances  and  the 
enormous  prices  have  had  to  pay  on  the  food  stuffs  imported  from  the  dollar  area.  I  am  well 
aware  ol  its  recommendations  and  it  was  a  transitional  measure.  It  absolutely  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  economic  planning  of  our  State.  The  age  ol  exploitation  of  undeveloped  areas  has 
gone.  At  the  present  moment  excess  food  stuffs  are  available  from  the  western  hemisphae  and 
they  are  in  the  dollar  area.  Because  of  the  accident  of  our  monetary  system  being  hnked  up 
with  the  sterling  we  are  in  difficulty.  Indian  economy  was  built  up  on  our  tt^e  on  raw 
materials.  The  western  countries  were  taking  raw  materials  from  us  and  supplyii^  us  with 
manufactured  articles.  Now  we  have  to  think  of  production  of  goods  ^for  consumption  and  of 
measures  to  restrict  exports  from  India.  As  long  as  we  retain  the  monopoly  ol  “Pott  in  respect 
of  a  particular  commodity  we  must  see  that  its  production  should  be  encouraged  by  the  conjoint 
effort  of  the  Government  of  the  State  and  the  people  to  earn  foreign  exchange  especially  dollar 
currency.  The  State  has  to  maintain  itself.  That  is  the  quesbon  now.  It  has  to  enforce 
fiscal  measures  for  its  revenue.  What  is  the  way  for  it?  If  I  may  quote  a  well-known 
authority  says  "A  revenue  system  should  be  capable  of  increasing  autonratically  the  wealth  o' 

the  citizen . by  the  greater  expenditure  on  the  part  of  the  Government.  With  the 

advance  of  civilisation  and  the  standMd  of  life  of  the  citizen  the  increw  h  the  weato  of  the 
citizen  may  be  taxed.”  What  is  the  standard  upon  which  we  can  tax?  The  stadard  .should 
be  the  capacity  to  pay  the  tax.  We  are  here  thinking  of  people  who  ihave  an  income  above  a 
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certain  level.  The  limit  is  fixed  at  nearly  R».  1 70  per  year.  So,  there  is  nothing  unnatural. 
It  is  lair,  and  as  it  is  fair,  Government  should  enforce  this  measure  which  will  lay  the  burden 
of. the  State  equitably  on  the  shoulders  of  those  people  who  are  capable  of  bearing  it. 

Sir,  I  am  surprised  to  see  criticisms  emanating  from  those  quarters  of  th'e  House  which  1 
expected  would  support  the  measure.  Sir,  we  are  living  under  a  scherne  of  responsible  Gov¬ 
ernment.  A  party  runs  the  administration.  If  the  administration  is  not  fair  or  just,  the 
members  of  the  party  are  responsible  for  it.  It  ill  fits  the  members  of  the  party  to  say  that  the 
administration  is  not  fair  or  the  administration  is  not  run  on  correct  lines  and  is  swayed  by 
personal  considerations,  etc.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however  beneficial  a  measure  may  be,  in  the 
actual  working  of  it  there  may  be  difficulties.  Simply  because  a  set  of  officers  .are  not  icapable 
of  enforcing  rules  we  cannot  condemn  the  rules.  Here,  the  proposition  is  whether  the  Income- 
tax  Law  is  fair  and  equitable  on  economic  grounds.  Whether  the  administration  is  going  to 
be  corrupt  or  if  they  are  going  to  be  swayed  by  personal  consideration  in  its  functions,  these 
factors  cannot  be  a  valid  ground  against  this  measure.  It  Is  the  duty  of  every  member  of  this 
House  to  rectify  the  defects  in  the  provisions  of  this  Bill  and  see  that  the  Bill  is  worked  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  people. 

Then,  I  would  like  to  point  out  that  I  for  one  cannot  understand  why-  the  Government 
have  omitted  the  assessment  on  super-tax.  The  previous  Act  contained  the  provision  to  levy 
super-tax  on  that  portion  of  the  assessed  income  which  exceed  Rs.  20,000.  Now  this  Bill  does 
not  contain  a  provision  for  that.  I  for  one  cannot  see  the  justice  of  that  provision.  I  for  one 
cannot  believe  why  the  Finance  Minister  should  have  omitted  this.  What  justification  he  has 
to  offer  to  delete  super-tax  which  was  in  force  in  this  country. 

Then,  Sir,  there  were  some  criticism  made  in  this  House  about  assessing  undivided  Hindu 
families  and  companies  and  all  that.  In  this  connection,  my  Hon’ble  friend  Mr.  Markos  was 
referring  to  mithakshara  system  of  inheritance.  But  1  would  state.  Sir.  that  wherever  the  in¬ 
comes  are  higher  they  must  be  assessed.  There  may  be  inequalities  and  difficulties  but  in  the 
common  interest  of  the  country  those  who  can  afford  to  pay  must  pay.  Moreover,  we  have  also 
to  take_  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  taxable  income  is  fixed  at  a  figure  1 0  times  above 
normal  income  of  the  ordinary  citizen.  This  we  cannot  grudge  paying. 

Then  it  was  also  stated  that  there  will  he  no  incentive  to  work  or  enterprise.  But  what 
we  see  is  that  a  big  land  owner,  if  he  makes  a  profit  he  always  likes  to  have  the  whole  profit  and 
if  he  loses  in  cultivation  he  is  satisfied  with  his  lot.  In  any  case  no  land  owner  who  could 
afford  to  cultivate  would  leave  his  land  un-cultivated. 

Sxi.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tanspi:  What  about  the  industrious? 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataxaja  Pillai :  But  the  industrious  poor  who  are  toiling  day  and  night  are 
not  making  profits.  Sir,  1  have  said  at  the  very  beginning  that  70  per  cent  of  the  people  are 
not  affected  by  this  taxation.  It  is  the  capitalist  who  fears  that  a  portion  of  his  profit  is  going 
to  be  appropriated  by  the  State.  Sir,  we  were  hearing  this  very  often  from  every  section  of  this 
House.  We  hear  also  the  cry  for  economic  justice.  1  too  say.  Sir,  that  economic  justice  should 
be  done  by  setting  right  all  economic  maladjustments  and  inequalities.  Sir,  this  is  only  a 
measure  to  tax  income  above  a  certain  level.  And,  when  I  was  listening  to  the  speeches  made 
in  this  House  on  this  question  I  was  astonished  to  hear  criticisms  being  made  from  those 
quarters  which  normally  ought  to  have  supported  the  measure.  At  any  rate,  I  for  my  part 
welcome  this  measure  and  1  trust  that  the  Hon’ble  the  Finance  Minister  will  have  that 
steadiness  and  courage  to  see  this  measure  through. 

Siri.  A.  Thanu  PiBai :  Sir,  my  objection  to  this  measure  is  that  it  does  not  go  to  that 
adequate  extent  to  benefit  the  qotnmon  man.  I  don’t  think.  Sir,  it  necessary  at  this  time  of  the 
day  to  dwell  upon  the  general  principles  of  taxation,  when  it  has  been  more  or  less  recognised 
that  the  resources  of  the  State  should  be  available  as  far  as  possible  to  every  citizen  of  that  State 
until  the  entire  people  are  in  a  position  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  entire  production  of  the 
State  either  controlled  by  private  undertakings  or  directly  by  the  State. 

I  don’t  think  that  anybody  will  be  able  to  refute  that  position.  Yesterday  we  heard 
a  good  deal  about  communists  and  the  debate  made  it  clear  that  while  we  should  condemn 
violent  activities  on  the  one  hand  of  these  misguided  men,  we  should  at  the  same  time  recognise 
that  there  is  a  basic  justification  so  far  as  their  demands  and  aspirations  are  concerned  and  until 
we  we  able  to  satisfy  those  aspirations  and  meet  them  adequately  we  are  not  going  to  suppress 
their  movement.  What  Is  it  that  we  find  in  this  Bill.  Here  we  are  faced  with  a  measure  which

takes  away  even  the  opportunity  that  till  now  existed  of  satisfying  the  poorer  classes  to  a  certain 
‘  ®  "  taxation  have  been  reduced  from  those  that  have  been  obtaining 

till  now.  What  is  the  justification  I  ask  for  this  move.  Mr.  Nataraja  Filial  made  it  clear  that 
considering  the  normal  income  of  a  citizen  of  Travancore-Cochin,  the  limit  of  2,000  rupees  is 
"?o  00^0  uni'ormly.  Having  left  a  margin 

of  2,000  rupees,  of  which  Rs.  1 ,300  will  be  kept  untouched,  when  we  proceed  to  levy  the  lax, 
i  ask  where  is  the  justification  for  reducing  the  rates.  An  answer  may  be  advanced  that  in  India 
these  are  the  rates  prevailing.  I  would  only  say.  Sir,  that  the  whole  of  India  is  not  proceeding  on 
proper  lines.  If  they  are  not  proceeding  on  proper  lines,  is  it  the  reason  why  we  should  also 
follow  suit. 


Coming  to  super-tax.  Government  have  shown  what  they  are.  It  is  really  a  capitalist.  It  is 
unconscionably  a  capitalist  Government  that  has  brought  this  measure.  When  a  man’s  income 
goes  above  20,000  rupees,  what  is  the  harm  in  imposing  super*tax.  These  are  days  when  we 
are  abolishing_ monarchy,  royal  households,  zamindaries  and  all  kinds  of  economically  unjusti¬ 
fiable  Institutions.  When  that  is  the  spirit  of  the  times,  there  is  not  the  slightest  justification 
for  taking  away  super-tax.  The  amount  that  is  collected  as  super-lax  may  as  well  be  utilised 
for  the  amelioration  of  the  toiling  millions.  If  an  agriculturist  gets  one  lakh  of  rupees,  he  gets 
it  because  of  the  exertion  of  the  industrious.  I  think  Mr.  Tampi  will  not  be  favouring  the 
industrialists  as  against  the  industrious.  If  we  see  who  are  the  really  industrious  we  find  thgt 
they  are  the  millions  of  workers.  These  capita  lists,  because  of  their  brains,  because  of  the 
circumstances  in  which  they  are  placed  and  because  of  the  present  laws  in  the  country,  are  in 
a  position  to  make  a  huge  profit,  exploiting  the  labour.  Why  should  such  a  man  be  pitied  if  he 
has  to  part  with  a  portion  of  his  Income  to  the  State  for  filling  up  their  treasury.  Money  is 
very  badly  needed  for  various  good  causes.  I  warn  the  Government  and  theddinisteis  who  are 
on  the  Treasury  Benches  that  if  they  are  not  able  to  understand  the  Implications  of  what  they  are 
doing  and  if  they  are  not  able  to  grasp  the  realities  of  the. situation,  the  time  will  certainly  be 
made  nearer  and  nearer  when  the  whole  of  the  resources  of  the  State,  when  the  means  of 
production  and  distribution,  will  compulsorily  be  in  the  hands  of  the  community.  Not  that 
I  am  against  it,  but  1  think  some  gradualness  is  necessary.  You  will  only  be  depriving 
of  that  gradualness.  I  was  very  sadly  disappointed  to  see  that  super-tax  has  been 
taken  away  without  uttering  a  word  by  the  Finance  Minister.  Is  this  not  an  act 
of  Government  when  the  people  can  say  that  this  Government  is  controlled  by  influential 
capitalists.  It  is  high  time  that  Government  frees  itself  from  that  bondage.  .  If  the  Ministers 
cannot  liberate  themselves,  it  is  for  this  House  to  do  it.  This  is  an  occasion  when  we  are 
hankering  after  money.  Our  resources  of  revenue  have  become  limited.  The  Centre  has 
promised  to  recoup  us  for  some  years,  but  at  the  end  we  ^ve  to  find  our  own  level  What 
that  level  will  be  remains  to  be  seen.  Is  this  the  way  in  which  a  fiscal  measure  should  be  con¬ 
ceived  under  such  circumstances  ?  Therefore  I  hope  that  super-tax  will  be  re-imposed,  nay, 
continued  and  the  attempt  to  get  rid  of  it  will  not  succeed- 

Then,  Sir,  in  regard  to  rates.  I  fail  to  see  why  after  20,000  rupees  only  4  annas.  Is 
uniformly  fixed  as  tax.  Not  only  Is  super-tax  abolished,  but  there  is  no  slab  after  Rs.  20,000, 
V^y  all  this  softness  for  the  capitalist  who  earns  one  or  two  lakhs  ?  This  Government  shows 
that  it  Is  too  anxious  to  protect  the  poor  land  holder  and  real  cultivator  by  preventing  the 
execution  of  decrees  for  recovery  of  property.  I  may  own  only  two  acres  of  land.  I  may  be 
away  for  a  number  of  years,  making  out  my  livelihood  at  Nagpur.  I  might  have  leased  one 
acre  of  land  to  a  neighbour.  When  1  return,  this  Government  is  anxious  to  help  the  poor  and 
says  that  I  should  not  claim  back  the  property.  But  here  the  actual  tillers,  those  who  toil  by 
their  sweat,  are  prevented  from  getting  the  benefit  that  is  due  to  them  from  the  immense  profits 
the  capitalists  are  amassing. 


The  point  has  been  advanced  that  this  is  an  era  of  cultivation  and  we  must  produM  more 
and  encourage  export  The  Act  provides  for  allowances  of  cultivation  expenses,  his  interest 
charges,  money  for  purchasing  and  repairing  implements  and  allied  iterns  of  expenditure  con¬ 
nected  with  cultivation.  It  is  only  the  net  income  that  is  proposed  to  be  taxed.  Why  shoiUd 
there  be  any  compunction  to  tax  the  remainder  ?  Why  should  large  amounts  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  individuals  ?  Until  we  are  in  a  position  to  see  that  the  entire  resources  of  the  State 
are  owned  by  the  community,  which  is  the  consummatiOT  we  all  desire,  we  must  see  that  all 
surplus  amount  in  the  hands  of  private  persons  are  added  to  the  exchequer.  We  have  no 
amount  for  education,  for  paying  our  teachers.  We  have  to  spend  more  money  on  puw  mate

food  schemes.  We  have  to  supply  medicines  to  hospitals.  In  this  hour  there  is  absolutely  no 
justification  either  to  reduce  the  rates  or  to  give  up  super-tax.  We  must  see  whether  we  can 

Then  about  certain  other  minor  matters.  Even  now  I  find  a  persistency  in  the  old  ways. 
I  find  in  the  definition  reference  to  “Acts  of  Parliament”.  Perhaps  the  framers  of  the  Bill  have 
forgotten  that  when  we  say  ‘Parliament*  it  must  obviously  refer  to  our  Parliament  and  not  to  the 
Parliament  of  Great  Britain. 

Some  distinction  is  sought  to  be  made  between  companies  formed  under  the  laws  of  the 
Dominion  and  others.  I  do  not  see  why  any  distinction  be  made  between  one  foregin  company, 
say  a  German  Company,  and  another,  say  a  Canadian  Company.  We  are  still  clinging  to  old 

In  regard  to  the  Hindu  family,  Marumaltkathayam  tarwad,  etc.,  I  do  not  want  to  go  into 
details.  I  will  say  that  so  far  Ss  large  incomes  are  concerned,  it  is  the  interest  of  the  State  that 
we  should  tax  them  to  the  maxmum  possible  extent.  I  do  not  want  to  bother  myself  as  to  the 
niceties  of  difference  between  a  Mitakshara  family  and  a  Marumakkathayam  family  and  a 
Christian  family  holding  the  property  as  tenancies  in  common.  The  minimum  requisite  of  the 
producers  must  be  left  and  whatever  surplus  there  is  must  he  taken  over  by  the  State.  Any 
provision  in  the  Bill  which  will  secure  that  end  will  be  welcome  so  far  as  I  am  concerned. 

Then,  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  provisions  in  respect  of  the  administration.  Sir,  the  present 
Bill  says  there  will  be  four  classes  of  authorities  the  Commissioner,  Income-tax  Officer,  and  so 
on.  The  same  provisions  are  made  in  this  new  Bill  also.  But  I  should  like  to  see  that  more 
definite  arrangements  are  made.  What  are  the  functions  of  the  Board  of  Revenue,  the  Income- 
tax  Officer,  etc.  ?  _  There  is  absolutely  no  definition.  Everything  is  to  be  prescribed  by  rules. 
Then  the  rules,  it 'is  provided,  may  provide  for  reduction  of  rates,  exemption  of  certain  incomes, 
and  so  on.  In  regard  to  a  fiscal  tneasure  of  this  kind,  that  kind  of  legislation  should  be  a  thmg 
of  the  past.  Everything  relating  to  taxation,  from  the  rates  to  the  liabilities  of  the  subjects,  has 
to  be  prescribed.  They  should  be  detailed  in  the  Bill  itself,  except  certain  routine  things, 
Government  should  not  be  given  power  to  frame  rules  for  them,  except  certain  routine  things 
arising  from  the  Bill. 

Then,  Sir,  about  the  Board  of  Revenue.  Is  the  Board  of  Revenue  necessary?  What  are 
the  functions  of  the  Board  of  Revenue  ?  This  Bill  does  not  say.  In  the  present  Act,  there  is 
a  tribunal.  There  is  no  provision  in  this  Bill  for  that.  Why  has  this  been  given  up  ?  What 
are  the  functions  of  the  Board,  the  powers  of  the  Board  >  Nothing  is  stated  about  them.  All 
that  should  be  made  definite  in  the  Bill. 

In  regard  to.  the  power  to  make  rules,  very  many  things  are  to  be  provided  for  by  rules. 
The  deductions  to  be  made  in  the  computation  of  agricultural  Income,  the  manner  in  which  and 
the  procedure  by  which  the  agricultural  income  of  a  person  shall  be  computed,  the  powers  and 
duties  of  Income-tax  Officers  appointed  under  section  2,  the  relation  of  such  authorities  to  each 
other  and  the  conditions  of  service  of  such  authorities,  are.  all  matters  that  should  be  definitely 
laid  down,  because  the  party  should  know  where  they  stand  and  the  Government  should  not  he 
allowed  to  interfere.  What  attitude  the  Government  have  taken  in  regard  to  them,,  we  cap 
more  or  less  imagine. 

The  general  principles  have  been  dealt  with  by  my  friend,  Mr.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai,  and  I 
do  hot  want  to  go  over  the  same  ground  again.  Anyway,  I  wish  to  lay  emphasis  on  these  facts, 
namely,  that  the  larger  income  should  be  brought  under  taxation  and  this  kind  of  attitude  of 
Government  can  by  no  means  be  approved. 
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Sri.  P.  Palaklishnan  Tampi :  I  find  myself  in  a  very  unenviable  position  because  I 
think  it  is  a  very  unpleasant  experience  to  differ  from  a  gentleman  for  whom  I  have  great  respect 
—I  mean  Mr.  Tfaanu  Pillai.  It  is  not  very  pleasant  for  me  to  agree,  either,  with  another 
gentleman  with  whom  I  have  very  little  in  common,  bke  my  friend  Mr.  Markos.  But,  all  the 
same,  in  fairness,  I  have  to  say  that  the' imposition  of  the  income-tax  on  agriculturists  is  not  a 
very  benevolent  irieasure. 

Before  I  proceed  to  speak  specifically  about  the  evils  of  this  system,  1  want  to  make  it  plain 
to  this  House  that  I  do  not  represent  the  richer  classes  of  the  land.  Although  the  House  rnay 
not  be  Very  much  interested  in  any  utterance  of  mine  which  might  be  of  an  autobiographical 
nature,  1  want  to  assure  this  House  that  1  am  a  person  not  possessing  even  the  modest  acreage 
which  old  time  socialists  could  want,  viz.,  that  a  man  should  have  three  acres  md  a  <»w.  Y«, 
as  an  impartial  student  of  public  affairs,  and  also  of  the  economic  trends  of  the  land,  I  should 
say  that  I  am  inclined  to  support  the  view  taken  by  my  friend,  Mr.  Markos,  who  said  that  any 
surgii^  operation  on  that  or  for  extracting  some  of  the  costly  metal  would  end  in  its  death. 

I  congratulate  my  friend,  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  on  the  brilliant  address  which  however  sraadced 
of  an  election  manifesto.  When  freedom  everywhere  seems  to  be  in  fetters,  he  said  about 
socialism,  of  the  means  of  production  and  a  fair  distribution  of  wealth.  1  immensely  welcome 
those  things.  I  was  feeling  that  he  was  politically .  honeymooning  Oaughter)  but  I  can  assure 
my  friend,  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  that  it  is  now  my  turn  to  say  that  I  am  dso  a  student,  though  npt 
perhaps  to  the  extent  that  he  might  claim  to  be,  of  the  soil  chemistry  of  this  la^.  He  may  sow 
his  seeds  here,  and  they  may  sprout  for  a  time,  but  not  always,  for  they  may  thrive  for  the  tftne 
Ixing,  in  certain  crevices  of  hppalowpess  and  frustration  (laughter). 
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ISri.  P.  BalakrishnanTampi] 

Now,  Sir,  as  a  member  of  the  party  which  believes  in  an  equitable  redistribution  of  wealth, 
and  of  taxation,  and  whose  head  has  laid  down  that  India  is  not  going  to  pursue  the  academic 
ways  of  the  socialists  but  that  is  going  to  follow  the  policy  of  a  mixed' economy,  of  adopting 
principles  of  socialism,  so  as  to  remove  the  glaring  defects  of  what  is  popularly  known  as 
capitalism,  but  at  the  same  time  encourage  capitalism,  because  our  leaders  are  not  doctrinaire 
people  who  represent  Karl  Marx  or  repeat  the  street-cries  of  socialism  but  men  who  have 
studied,  who  have  been  in  the  hard  school  of  experience  and  who  have  come  to  the 
unequivocal  conclusion  that  the  only  path  for  the  prosperity  of  India  is  to  follow  the 
mixM  economy  system  in  the  sense  of  adopting  socialist  doctrines,  and  at  the  same 
time  they  have  unequivocally  stated  that  they  are  going  to  encourage  capitalism  to  the 
extent  they  can  without  prejudice  to  the  agreed  principles  they  have  always  advocated,  1  find 
that  even  my  leaders  right  here  are  not  willing  to  speak  out  with  the  sanfe  degree  of  unequivocal- 
ness  as  1  do  for  obvious  reasons.  Men  who  are  in  power,  who  have  a  responsibility  to  discharge, 
might  not  have  the  same  freedom  of  expression  as  a  responsible  member  of  the  back  benches 
very  often  has. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  May  I  ask,  is  it  on  account  of  heredity? 

Sri.  P.  Balakrisbnan  Tampi :  1  did  not  hear  the  point  though  1  am  interested  to 
answer  it.  If  it  is  relevant  and  if  the  Chair  would  permit  me  1  would  like  to  answer  it  after 
hearing  it  once  again.  1  will  talk  about  genetics  and  prenatal  conditions  if  only  the  Speaker  will 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  Hon’ble  Member  can  decline  to  answer  it  for  the  purpose  of  the  present 
discussion.  (Laughter). 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  Unfortunately  it  bifurcates  itself.  By  doing  so  it  will  lead  to 
unpleasantness.  That  apart,  1  feel  owing  to  bad  accoustics  of  the  House  I  may  be  pardoned  il 
I  am  repeating  some  of  the  wise  things  that  have  been  uttered  in  the  comprehensive  address  of 
my  Hon'ble  friends. 

Mr.  Speaker :  Incidental  references  may  be  allowed. 

Sri.  P.  Balakriahimn  Tampi :  One  thing.  Sir.  it  is  a  misconception  to  think  that  there 
was  an  equitable  taxation  on  agricultural  income  in  the  past.  Owing  to  exigencies  in  the 
country,  the  administrators  had  imposed  agricultural  income-tax  in  the  past.  The  settlement 
operations  meant  nothing  less  than  assessment  on  the  basis  of  agricultural  income. .  We  know 
that  lands  were  divided  into  different  grades  of  tharoms  and  on  that  basis  tax  was  imposed  in 
the  past.  It  had  its  advantages.  But  when  periodical  assessment  was  stopped,  when  land 
which  was  once  very  right  began  to  deteriorate  when  the  law  of  decreasing  returns  was  in  greater 
operation  and  when  certain  classes  of  industrious  people  began  to  make  riches  but  remained 
.without  paying  any  income  to  the  State,  it  was  thought  that  some  change  was  necessary.  1  have 
in  mind  particularly  the  coastal  areas  from  Quilon  to  Cochin  the. case  of  coconut  lands  which 
had  been  very  fertile  say  some  20  or  30  years  ago  and  which  now  do  not  yield  any  appreciable 
income.  But  even  for  those  lands  higher  land  tax  is  paid.  1  find  in  the  High  Range  areas, 
people  reclaim  lands  and  plant  them  with  money  crop  such  as  rubber,  tea,  pepper  and  the  like. 
They  have  not  paid  anything  to  the  State.  _  At  such  a  time  we  thought  that  the  imposition  of 
agricultural  income-tax  was  an  equitable  thing.  But  what  is  it  that  you  find  in  actual  practice 
today.  In  my  professional  career  1  had  come  to  know  of  cases  where  the  land  holders  had  to 
sell  their  properties  for  payment  of  income-tax  arbitrarily  imposed  by  the  income  tax  officials. 
'  My  objection  to  it  is  that  there  is  no  definitions.  There  is  no  certainty  about  the  incidence  of 
it  and  there  is  a  chance  of  a  petty  official  causing  the  greatest  trouble  and  loss  to  the 
agriculturists.  In  the  matter  of  calculation  also  in  practice  it  is  the  most  arhitrary  thing. 
Section  5  of  the  Act  is  the  point  1  am  at— 1  ask  the  House  how  many  agricul¬ 
turists  there  are  who  can  keep  accounts,  who  can  have  the  assistance  of  experts  in  book-keeping. 
How  many  are  there  who  can  really  take  advantage  of  the  benefit  given  under  sections  5  and  6 
of  the  Bill.  Then,  when  every  civilised  country  is  now  giving  up  the  encouragement  of  agri¬ 
culture,  this  subsidizing  of  agricultare,  is  it  really  justifiable  that  we  should  tax  the  industries  in 
the  manner  done.  Men  Involved  in  industry  had  got  riches  by  speculation  and  not  by  subscrib¬ 
ing  for  the  Derby  Sweep.  It.isas  a  result  of  years  of  toif  they  have  got  riches.  It  wa?  a 
case  of  death  for  them  on  account  of  malaria  or  by  the  attack  of  wild  animals.  Oijly  a.few 
have  survived  that  ordeal  and  that  after  years  of  labour  on  the.  hill  sides  combating  diseases  of 
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various  kinds  and  under  conditions  which  no  human  being  could  b=ar  In  the  midst 
of  mountain  sides  it  is  '  better  for  a  human  being  to  have  '  excellent  rubber 
plantations  and  the  like.  The  man  started  as  poor  and  became  rich  after  year* 
of  toil  and  such  a  man  now  goes  about  in  a  rich  automobile.  Is  it  any  reason  why  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  tax  him  for  his  industry.  Many  of  these  pioneering  p  eople  have  perished  in  the 
development  of  indu^stries  and  only  very  few  have  survived.  Though  it  is  not  a  parliamentary 
form  to  ask  the  binance  Minister  to  put  his  hand  on  his  breast  and  swear  that  this 
is  good,  I  am  not  going  to  do  it.  I  do  not  wish  to  embarrass  him  with  my  claims  and 
1  Hon  ble  Minirter^  who  introduced  the  Bill.  I  would  say  that  if  our  aim  is  to 
certainly  wani 
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range  policy.  Then  only  money  would  be  coming  into  the  State  from  foreign  lands.  That  is 
important  from  the  economic  point  of  view.  You  must  not  treat  with  contempt  the  man  who 
raises  tea,  rubber  or  cardamom  cultivation.  Perhaps  in  a  more  enduring  sense  he  is  doing 
greater  service -for  our  economy.  Another  ground  on  which  I  oppose  this  agricultural  income- 
tax  is  this.  I  am  aware  that  every  man  who  believes  in  democratic  form  of  Government  must 
•be  willing  to  tax  himself.  There  is  absolutely  no  objection  to  this  State  demanding  its  share 
from  any  class  of  citizens.  Therefore  my  suggestion  is  that  men  trained  in  it,  who  have 
experience,  should  be  deputed  to  study  the  question  in  all  its  bearing  and  send  up  a  proposal 
for  the  re-imposition  •  if  necessary  even  the  old  land  tax  after  a  fresh  settlement  and  with  pro¬ 
vision  for  periodical  re-assessment  as  in  the  past.  I  can  understand  that  no  State  can  carry 
without  taxes  and  I  am  also  aware  that  no  tax  is  popular.  We  endure  income  tax  as  much  as 
perhaps  our  death.  No  man  is  happy  for  payment  of  taxes.  It  is  the  natural  instinct  of  every 
man  to  evade  payment  of  taxes.  I  am  not  for  a  moment  saying  that  we  must  encourage  evasion 
of  tax.  We  must  certainly  have  all  resources  for  getting  money  for  the  State.  But  the  way  in 
which,  the  mode  in  which  it  is  sought  to  be  imposed,  the  same  amount  could  be  collected  by 
other  means.  As  an  Hon’ble  member  suggested,  if  the  same  amount  could  be  collected  with 
the  help  of  a  big  bureacracy — 

Sri.  N.  D.  Jose  :  What  are  the  other  means  which  the  Hon'ble  member  referred  to? 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  Re-imposition  of  land  tax  and  fresh  assessment. 


Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  If  this  suggestion  had  any  truth  it  is  embarrassing  to  me. 
Unfortunately  my  friend  has  not  the  same  aptitude  to  adhere  to  truthful  trend  of  things  as  is 
seen  in  the  clever  manner  in  which  he  has  heckled  me. 

Now  another  reason  is  that  there  is  land  tax  in  one  part  of  the  State.  It  was  found 
that  this  system  of  land  tax  was  workable  and  it  is  accepted  throughout  India.  _  The  Agri¬ 
cultural  Income  tax  is  not  adopted  throughout  India.  On  the  other  hand  land  tax  is  found  to 
be  in  vogue  throughout  India.

The  Hon’ble  Speaker  gave  the  ruling  that  the  resolution  could  not  be 
admitted  as  the  matter  is  under  investigation  by  Government,  when  the  Chief  Minister  told  the 
House  that  the  general  assault  alleged  in  the  adjournment  motion  is  a  matter  which  is  already 
engaging  the  attention  of  Government.  The  Chief  Minister  is  not  a  Judicial  Tribunal.  If,  I 
understand  your  ruling  correctly,  Sir,  I  am  to  thmk  that  the  Speaker  gave  the  ruling  under  the 
Impression  that  investigation  by  Government  constitutes  a  matter  subjudico.  Is  that  correct, 
I  want  this  Information  just  for  clarification. 

.  ,  Mr.  Speaker :  The  ruling  is  correct  and  does  not  stand  in  need  of  any  revision.  The 
subject  matter  of  the  adjournment  motion  relates  to  certain  alleged  acts  on  the  part  of  the 
Paravoor  Police  which,  if  proved,  will  constitute  an  ohfence  under  the  Penal  Law  of  the  land 
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The  Police  authorities  have  started  investigating  into  the  matter.  There  is  no  need  to  look  into 
the  nature  and  scope  of  that  investigation.  There  is  no  question  of  sub-juice  arising  in  this 
case.  There  are  no  facU  or  data  before  the  House  so  as  to  necessitate  or  justify  discussion.  The 
bpwker  thereiore,  m  the  exercise  of  his  right  to  admit  or  reject  the  motion,  having  rejected 
it  it  was  irregular  on  the  part  of  the  member  to  have  sought  to  revive  a  discussion  on  the 
matter. 

Sri.  A,  Nesamony :  May  1  submit  that  I  never  questioned  the  right  of  the  Speaker.  I 
wanted  only  a  clarification  for  future  guidance. 

Sri.  R.  K.  Ram :  Sir,  Is  it  in  order  for  a  Minister  to  sleep  in  the  open  House  when 
the  session  is  on  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  ;  Has  the  Hon’ble  Member  ascertained  and  verified  whether  the  Minister  is 
actually  sleeping  ?  Closed  eyes  do  not  always  indicate  sleeping.  (laughter) 

Now,  the  Finance  Minister  may  go  on  with  the  presentation,  of  the  budget, 

PRESENTATION  OF  THE  BUDGET 

Minister /or  Finance  and  Revenue  [Sri.  A.  J.  John]  : 

Sir,  I  rise  to  perform  the  pleasant  duty  of  presenting  before  the  House  the  Budget  for  the 
year  1950-51. 

2.  This  Budget  has  the  unique  feature  of  being  the  first  Budget  of  the  Travancore- 
Cochin  State  functioning  as  an  integral  unit  of  the  Republic  of  India,  'the  financial  integration 
of  the  State  with  the  Centre  under  the  new  Constitution  takes  effect  from  the  1st  April  1950. 
Federation  obviously  implies  two  distinct  spheres  of  administration  one  in  which  the  Centre  will 
function  and  the  other  in  which  the  State  will  perform  its  own  functions.  A  glance  at  the 
Budget  Estimates  placed  in  your  hands  will  show  how  this  difference  affects  the  finances  of  the 
State.  You  will  find  that  some  of  the  familiar  and  most  important  heads  of  revenue  and 
expenditure  like  Customs,  Income-tax  and  Central  Excise  on  the  one  hand,  and  Broadcasting, 
Currency,  etc.,  on  the  other,  do  not  find  a  place  in  the  Estimates  of  Revenue  and  Expenditure 
for  the  ensuing  year.  The  Departments  relating  to  these  items  will  be  taken  over  by  the 
Central  Government  from  the  1st  April  1950.  This  change-over  will  be  effected  under  the 
Agreement  of  Federal  Financial  Integration. 

3.  To  avoid  the  dislocation  caused  by  the  lifting  of  federal  revenue  and  federal  expen¬ 
diture,  the  Centre  will  make  good  to  the  State  the  difference  between  the  actual  federal  revenue 
lost  to  it  and  the  actual  federal  expenditure  saved  to  it.  This  reimbursement  will  be  made  in 
full  for  the  first  five  years  and  on  a  diminishing  scale  for  the  next  five  years.  In  the  matter  of 
sharing  divisible  sources  of  revenue  like  Income-tax,  the  State  will  be  in  the  same  position  as 
the  former  Provinces,  but  any  share  given  to  it  will  be  adjusted  against  the  grant  paid  to  cover 
the  federal  revenue  gap.  In  addition,  with  effect  from  the  dale  of  integration,  the  State  will 
become  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Centre  food  subsidy  at  the  enhanced  rate  of  75  per  cent, 
against  the  present  50  per  cent 

For  administrative  reasons  the  State  may  have  to  administer  some  of  the  federal  services 
on  an  agency  basis  even  after  the  financial  integration.  The  most  important  federal  department 
which  will  continue  to  be  administered  by  us  as  the  Agents  of  the  Government  of  India  is  the 
Anchal  Depari.rient.  At  the  time  of  the  discussions  which  we  had  with  the  Indian  Stales 
Finances  Enquiiy  Com.ui'.tee,  we  laid  particular  stress  on  the  necessity  of  continuing,  in  tact, 
our  preser.t  Anchal  systen  >  in  view  of  the  large  extent  of  rural  areas  served  by  it  and  its  relative 
cheapness.  We  drew  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  strength  of  the  popular  feeling 
against  the  curtailment  of  any  of  the  facilities  now  afforded  by  the  Anchal  Department.  I  am 
gittd  to  announce  that  our  representations  in  this  behalf  have  borne  fruit  and  that  this  Govern¬ 
ment  have  been  allowed  to  work  the  existing  Anchal  services,  with  its  wide  net  work  of  offices 
throughout  the  State,  on  an  agency  basis.  However,  for  financial  and  budgetary  control  pur¬ 
poses,  the  Anchal  will  be  treated  as  a  federal  subject. 

On  federal  financial  integration,  our  Currency  and  Mint  will  be  taken  over  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India.  The  Sirkar  Currency  will  not,  however,  be  demonetised  immediately.  It  will  in 
fact  continue  to  circulate  freely  and  will  be  accepted  at  all  Government  Treasuries  at  the  pretent 
rate  of  exchange.  From  1st  April  1950  the  Sirkar  currency  received  at  the  treasuries  will  not  be  re¬ 
issued,  Government  payments  being  made  in  the  Indian  Rupees  and  subsidiary  coins.  Arrangements 
have  already  been  made  for  an  adequate  supply  in  all  treasuries  a'^d  the  sub-treasuries  of  Indian 
coins  which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Reserve  Bank  of  India.  The  Sirkar  corns  will  coitinue  to  be 
legal  tender  to  the  same  extent  as  at  present  up  to  the  30th  September  1 950  inclusive,  after  which 
date  they  will  cease  to  be  legal  tender  except  at  treasuries  and  sub-treasuries  where  they  will  be 
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received  in  payment  of  Government  dues  until  further  notice.  The  loss  involved  In  demonetisation 
of  our  Currency  will  be  borne  entirelyjby  the  Government  of  India,  who  have  agreed  to  make  good 
to  us  the  difference  between  the  face  value  of  our  Currency  calculated  at  about  Rs.  73  lakhs  and 
its  bullion  or  metel  value  calculated  at  about  Rs.  20  lakhs. 

One  important  source  of  revenue  viz.,  the  Internal  customs  duties,  has  been  lost  to  this 
State,  not  so  much  as  a  result  of  federal  financial  integration  but  on  account  of  the  necessity  to 
Conform  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  Constitution.  Under  Article  301  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  there  shall  be  no  trade  barriers  within  the  Dominion  and  it  became  necessary,  in  consequence 
to  abolish  our  internal  custoins  duties.  This  was  done  soon  after  the  integration  of  Travancore 
and  Cochin,  with  effect  from  the  1 7th  September  1949.  The  resultant  loss,  which  is  of  the  order 
of  nearly  a  crore  of  rupees,  has  to  be  borne  entirely  by  us.  While  the  removal  of  these  customs 
barriers  has  conferred  great  benefit  on  our  people  by  encouraging  the  flow  of  exports  and  im¬ 
ports.  the  sudden  dislocation  caused  to  our  finances  could  not  be  met  without  some  substantial 
assistance  from  the  Centre.  Accordingly  we  made  strong  representations  and  as  a  result  of  our 
eSorts  the  Government  of  India  have  agreed  to  make  good  for  the  current  year  the  actual  loss 
sastained  by  us  on  this  account,  limited  however  to  our -net  revenue  deficit.  This  b“only  a  purely 
temporary  arrangement,  and  we  shall  continue  to  press  upon  the  Government  of  India  the  ut¬ 
most  necessity  of  reimbursing  this  loss.in  the  form  of  ad  hoc  grants,  at  least  as  a  transitional 
arrangement. 

The  scheme  of  integration  provides  also  for  the  assignment  of  capital  assets,  productive  and 
unproductive,  between  the  State  Government  and  the  Centre  on  a  functional  basis.  That  is  to 
say,  such  of  the  capital  assets  as  are  associated  with  federal  functions  will  go  to  the  Centre  while 
those  associated  with  Provincial  functions  will  remain  with  the  State,  It  further  provides  for  the 
apportionment  between  the  two  Governments,  of  the  excess  of  current  liabilities  over  current 
assets  in  the  proportion  of  the  booh  value  of  the  productive  capital  assets  allotted  to  each.  In 
addition,  each  Government  will  take  over  the  specific  debt  associated  with  the  capital  produc¬ 
tive  assets  to  be  taken  over  by  it  and  a  proportionate  share  of  the  remaining  public  debt. 

Enclaves 

4.  An  extent  of  643’25  acres  of  territory  which  formerly  formed  part  of  the  Madras  State 
has  merged  in  our: territories,  while  we  have  given  In  exchange  a  total  area  of  309T8  acres. The 
administration  of  these  enclaves  was  always  a  matter  of  difficulty  and  the  removal  of  these  iso¬ 
lated  pockets  by  their  merger  with  the  neighbouring  States  will  be  conducive  to  greater  adminis¬ 
trative  efficiency.  We  welcome  to  our  fold  the  people  of  the  enclaves  which  have  merged  with 
this  State  and  assure  them  of  our  greatest  consideration  in  all  matters  which  affect  their  well- 


Elections 

5.  One  other  matter  which  1  would  like  to  mention  is  the  holding  of  the  General  Elections 
under  the  new  Constitution,  A  Committee  has  been  appointed  for  the  delimitation  of  constituen¬ 
cies,  and  the  preparation  of  electoral  rolls  on  the  basis  of  adult  franchise  has  already  been  taken 
in  hand.  We  hope  to  arrange  for  the  publication  of  the  preliminary  electoral  rolls  by  the  1st 
July  and  to  complete  the  other  formalities  well  in  time  to  enable  the  elections  to  be  held  in 
1951.  A  total  gross  provision  of  Rs.  3'25  lakhs  is  made  to  cover  the  additional  expenditure  on 
the  preparation  of  electoral  rolls  and  the  conduct  of  elections. 

.  6.  With  these  Introductory  remarks,  I  shall,  in  pursuance  of  the  established  practice, 

address  myself  to  the  final  accounts  of  the  year  1 1 24  M.  E.,  the  deal  with  the  Revised 
Estimate  for  1 1 25  M.E.  and  finally  place  before  you  the  Budget  Estimate  for  1 950-5 1 . 

Actuals  for  1124  M.E. 

7.  The  amounts  for  1124  M.E.  show  that  the  ordinary  revenue  for  the  two  States  of 
Travancore  and  Cochin  together  came  to  Rs.  1278-58  lakhs,  while  the  expenditure  on  Revanila 
Account  including  Rs.  22739  lakhs  on  account  of  food  subsidy  amounted  to  Rs.  1375-09  lakhs 
leaving  a  deficit  of  Rs.  9&-51  lakhs.  As  a  result  of  the  withdrawals  from  the  earmarked  funds 
to  meet  expenditure  on  villap  uplift  measures,  industrial  development  and  postwar  recon¬ 
struction  schemes  and  horn  the  Reserve  Fund,  however,  the  Revenue  Account  actually  closed 
with  a  surplus  of  Rs.  63-52  lakhs.

While  framing  the  Budget  Estimate  of  1125,  the  ordinary  revenue  was  estimated  at 
Rs.  908-21  lakhs  excluding  a  withdrawal  of  Rs.  35-00  lakhs  from  the  Revenue  Reserve  Fund, 
The  estimate  of  ordinary  revenue  stands  revised  at  Rs.  89 1 '43  lakhs  i.e.,  a  fall  of 
Rs.  1 6-78  lakhs.  This  is  the  net  result  of  decreases  under  some  heads  partly  counter¬ 
balanced  by  increases  under  some  Other  heads..  Under  ‘Customs’  a  falUf  Rs.  10*65 
lalchs  is  anticipated  consequent  on  the  readjustment  due  to  the  abolition  of  land 
customs  and  due  to  reduced  receipts  from  the  Cochin  Harbour.  There  is  a  fall  of  Rs.  7'50  lakhs 
under  ‘Salt’  due  to  the  scheme  of  Nationalisation  of  Salt  not  having  been  given  effect  to  as 
originally  anticipated.  The  receipts  from  ‘Forest  and  Trimwaya’  also  show  a  decrease  of 
Rs.  2*41  lakhs  due  mainly  to  the  anticipated  fall  in  the  quantity  of  timber  removed  from  forests 
by  Government  agency  as  a  result  of  the  shortage  of  petrol  and  the  difficulty  caused  in  the 
transportation  of  timber  due  to  the  failure  of  the*monsoon.  Under  Income  Tax  an  improve¬ 
ment  of  revenue  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  7‘1 1  lakhs  is  anticipated  due  to  better  assessment  end 
'  collection  work.  Increased  receipts  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  9-53  lakhs  arc  anticipated  under  ‘Minor 
Departments*  while  an  increase  of  Rs.  4’15  lakhs  is  anticipated  under  ‘Interest  due  to  larger 
returns  from  capital  investments.  The  increase*  and  decreases  under  other  heads  are  too  small 
to'  require  explanation. 


Excluding  the  expenditure  on  food  subsidy  and  postwar  development  schemes,  the  Revised 
Estimate  of  ordinary  expenditure  stands  at  Rs.  836’64  lakhs  i.e.,  Rs.  5*26  lakhs  less  than  the 
Budget  Estimate.  This  decrease  in  expenditure  is  the  net  result  of  savings  under  certain  heads 
partly  offset  by  increases  under  some  others.  There  is  a  fall  of  Rs.  4  78  lakhs  under  ‘General 
Administration  due  to  retrenchment,  and  of  Rs.  8'94  lakhs  under  Army  (I.  S.  F.)  due  to  saving 
in  the  expenditure  on  contingencies  and  other  items.  A  decrease  is  also  anticipated  under 
Public  Works*.  The  expenditure  under  'Education  is  expected  to  rise  by  Rs.  6*64  lakhs  due 
to  payment  of  enhanced  grants-in-aid  to  primary  schools.  There  is  to  increase  of  Ra.  7*54  lakhs 
under  ‘Palace*.  This  is  due  to  .the  inclusion  of  Rs,  H'18  lakhs  on  account  of  tb« 
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allowance  for  the  members  of  the  Ruling  Families  of  Trayancore  and  fiochin,  partly  offset  by 
the  saving  of  Rs.  6’64  lakhs  in  the  provision  made  for  Privy  Purse  for  the  Maharaja  of  Cochin. 
The  variations  under  other  heads  are  trivial  and  do  not  require  explanation.

Salient  Features  of  the  Budget 

1 0.  It  is  usual  to  compare  the  estimate  for  the  coming  year  under  important  heads  with 
the  revised  estimate  for  the  ^rrent  year  and  to  give  a  brief  explanation  of  the  variations.  But 
I  do  not  propose  to  do  so  this  time  as  the  Revised  Estimate  for  the  current  year  covers  a  period 
of  7i  months  while  the  Budget  Estimate  for  the  next  year  covers  the  full  1 2  months.  1  shall 
however  set  out  the  important  features  of  the  budget  for  the  coming  year. 

Additional  Sources  of  Revenue 

11.  At  the  existing  level  of  taxation,  the  deficit  next  year  is  expected  to  stand  at  about 
Rs.  50  lakhs.  Government  have  explored  all  possibilities  of  covering  this  deficit,  and  though 
they  are  averse  to  increasing  the  burden  of  taxation  they  have  been  compelled  to  raise  the 
present  rates  of  taxes  under  two  heads.  The  licence  fee  for  foreign  liquor  shops  will  be  raised 
1 00  per  cent.  At  present  there  is  a  wide  disparity  between  the  rate  of  land  tax  in  Cochin  and 
in  Travancore.  The  question  of  imposing  a  uniform  system  of  taxation  for  the  whole  State  has 
been  referred  to  the  Land  Committee.  Pending  final  orders  on  the  question,  the  Government 
have  decided  as  a  temporary  measure  to  raise  the  existing  rate  of  basic  tax  in  Travancore  to  3 
pies  per  cent.  TTe  result  of  these  two  measures  of  additional  taxation  will  be  to  reduce  the 
Budget  deficit  to  Rs.  36-04  lakhs. 

.  Grant-in-aid  to  cover  Federal  Revenue  Gap 

f  J  1  actuals  of  1 123  M.E.  and  1 1 24  M.E.  which  are  the  basic  years  under 

the  Federal  Financial  Agreement  for  the  calculation  of  the  federal  revenue  gap,  it  has  been 
computed  that  the  amount  of  the  gap  to  be  made  good  by  the  Government  of  India  in  1950-51 
will  about  Ks.

Including  this  sum  of  Rs.  68'23  lakhs,  the  total  grant-in-aid  payable  by  the  Government 
of  India  in  1 950-5 1  will  come  to  about  Rs.  355  lakhs.  Any  computation  that  can  be  made^t 
this  stage  can  only  be  provisional,  as  a  number  of  adjustments  will  have  to  be  made  with 
reference  to  final  figures.  In  consultation  with  the  Government  of  India  a  credit  of  Rs.  320  00 
lakhs  (against  _Rs.  355’00  lakhs  mentioned  above)  has  been  taken  under  the  head  'Extra¬ 
ordinary  items.’ 

Centeral  Grant'in-aid  for  grow  more  Food  Schemes 

1 3.  Based  on  the  grant  made  by  the  Government  of  India  for  the  current  year,  the 
Budget  for  next  year  takes  credit  for  a  sum  of  Rs.  32'00  lakhs  on  account  of  the  grant  from  the 
Government  of  India  for  Grow  More  Food  Schemes.  Although  no  communication  has  yet 
been  received  from  them,  it  is  understood  that  the  Government  of  India  are  likely  to  give  us 
Rs.  50’00  lakhs  next  year. 

Prohibitian 

1 4.  The  Government  are  aware  that  public  opinion  in  the  State  has  been  urging  further 
implementation  of  the  policy  of  Prohibition.  After  giving  full  consideration  to  this  matter  and 
after  taking  into  account  the  Government  of  India's  advice  and  the  financial  needs  of  the  State, 
the  Government  have  decided  to  extend  prohibition  to  the  taluks  of  Palhanapuram  In 
Travancore  area  and  Cranganore  in  Cochin  area.  The  loss  of  revenue  is  estimated  at 
Rs.  3-90  lakhs. 

Food  Subsidy 

1 5.  The  expenditure  which  this  Government  incurred  on  account  of  food  subsidy  in 
respect  of  imported  rice  in  1124  was  Rs.  227'39  lakhs  while  that  anticipated  in  the  current  year 
is  Rs.  1 02  lakhs.  Against  3'46  lakhs  of  tons  of  food  grains  allotted  for  1 949  to  this  State,  the 
Government  of  India  have  allotted  3  lakhs  of  tons  for  1 950.  It  is  noticed  that  in  conformity 
with  their  policy  to  limit  the  overseas  purchase  of  food  grains,  the  Government  of  India  propose 
to  import  only  1 5  lakhs  of  tons  of  food  grains  in  1950  and  that  out  of  this,  rice  is  not  likely  to 
exceed  I  lakh  of  tons.  The  quota  allotted  to  this  State  will,  therefore,  have  to  come  mostly 
from  the  stocks  purchased  in  the  surplus  States  within  India  and  this  State  will  not  have  to 
incur  in  1950-51  any  large  expenditure  by  way  of  food  subsidy  on  account  of  rice  imported 
from  foreign  countries.  To  meet  any  unforeseen  contingency,  however,  a  sum  of  Rs.  25‘0O 
lakhs  has  been  included  in  the  Budget  under  food  subsidy. 

Integration  of  Services  surd  Unification  of  Pay  Scsdes 

1 6.  Owing  to  the  inherent  difficulties  involved,  the  Government  have  not  yet  been  able  to 
complete  the  Integration  of  the  services  of  the  two  States.  But  most  of  the  Departments  have 
already  been  unified,  and  the  Government  hope  to  be  able  to  complete  the  integration  soon. 
Even  after  the  integration  of  the  two  States  the  officials  of  the  former  Travancore  and  Cochin 
States  are  continuing  to  draw  pay  in  the  scales  in  force  in  their  respective  States.  In  certain 
cases  the  Travancore  scales  are  higher  and  in  others  the  Cochin  scales,  though  in  either  case, 
they  are  far  below  the  standards  set  by  tbe  Central  Pay  Commission.  Considering  the  finances 
of  the  State,  the  adoption  of  the  Central  Pay  scales  is  out  ol_  the  question. 
However,  a  homogeneous  pay  structure  has  to  be  introduced  immediately  in  order 
to  prevent  discontent  among  the  services.  The  adoption  of  uniform  scales  of  pay  for 
the  services  of  the  State  will  cause  a  considerable  drain  on  the  rewurces  of  ffie 
State.  The  Government,  however,  expect  that  a  part  of  the  extra  cost  wiU  be  offiiet  by 
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the  saving  which  would  result  from  the  reorganisation  of  the  departments.  A  total  provision  of 
about  Rs.  27  lakhs  distributed  over  the  several  Major  heads  has  been  made  in  the  Budget  for 
meeting  the  additional  expenditure  anticipated  on  account  of  the  unification  of  pay  scales  after 
allowing  for  the  saving  resulting  from  the  integration  of  services. 

Estimates  for  Federal  subjects 

1 7.  Although  the  revenues  pertaining  to  federal  departments  to  be  administered  by  this 
Government  on  an  agency  basis  will,  as  in  the  case  of  those  to  be  directly  administered  by  the 
Government  of  India,  accrue  to  them  direct,  the  expenditure  on  account  of  the  federal  (agency) 
departments  will  have  to  be  initially  debited  to  the  State  revenues  and  recouped  subsequently 
from  the  Central  revenues.  Our  Budget  for  next  year,  therefore,  includes  estimates  of  expendi¬ 
ture  for  such  federal  (agency)  departments  and  takes  necessary  Credit  for  the  recovery  to  be 
effected  from  the  Centre.  The  Government  of  India  will  directly  disburse  the  pay  and  allow¬ 
ances  of  staff  in  the  federal  departments  which  will  be  under  their  direct  administration.  But 

'  in  order  to  avoid  the  inconvenience  which  will  otherwise  arise  in  the  transition  period,  they  have 
asked  this  Government  to  arrange  to  disburse  the  salary  and  allowances  of  such  staff  due  for 
March  1950  but  payable  in  April  1950,  Our  Budget  for  next  year  accordingly  includes  one 
month’s  provision  on  account  of  their  pay  and  allowances  and  takes  credit  for  the  recovery  of 
this  amount. 

Police 

1 8.  It  Is  the  first  and  foremost  duty  of  every  State  to  maintain  internal  security  and  peace 
and  order,  without  which  no  development  propamme  can  effectively  be  executed.  .  Everybody 
is  aware  of  the  subversive  activities  that  are  going  on  in  various  places.  To  prevent  lawless¬ 
ness  and  disorder  and  cope  with  any  emergency  that  may  arise,  the  expansion  of  the  present 
Police  Force  has  been  considered  necessary.  The  Government  have  also  decided  to  raise  the 
present  scales  of  pay  of  the  Police.  An  additional  provision  of  about  Rs.  1 9'00  lakhs  has  been 
included  in  the_  Budget  for  these  purposes. 

Nation  Building  and  Socio-Economic  Activities  of  the  Government 

19.  Having  given  an  outline  of  the  special  features  of  the  next  year’s  Budget,  I  shall  now 
proceed  to  state  the  measures  which  this  Government  have  undertaken  or  propose  to  undertake 
for  the  economic  development  of  the  State  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  welfare  of  the  people. 

Food  production 

20.  The  one  single  factor  which  has  most  adversely  affected  India's  economy  in  recent 
years  is  her  large  overseas  purchase  of  food  grains.  During  the  period  from  July  1 948  to  June 
19  49  she  had  to  import  food  grains  worth  as  much  as  Rs.  137  crores,  constitutiug  21  percent 
of  the  total  imports  during  the  period.  With  her  limited  foreign  exchange  resources,  India  can 
ill  afford  to  procure  food  grains  from  abroad  on  any  large  scale.  She  has,  therefore,  resolved 
to  attain  self-sufficiency  in  food  and  to  cease  importing  food  grains  by  the  end  of  1951.  The 
problem  of  making  up  the  food  shortage  is  of  special  importance  to  this  State  which  is  deficit  to 
the  extent  of  over  50  per  cent  of  its  requirements.  It  has,  therefore,  devoted  special  attention 
to  this  problem  and  is  taking  all  possible  measures  to  step  up  food  production.  .  Towards  the 
end  of  January  1950,  a  Food  Production  Board  was  constituted  to  co-ordinate  and  to  push 
through  the  various  food  production  schemes. 

( a)  Extensive  cultivation.— A.n  extent  of  32,800  acres  of  land  (26,800  acres  of  forest 
lands  and  6,000  acres  of  revenue  lands)  was  additionally  brought  under  cultivation  during  1 949- 
50.  The  increase  in  the  production  of  food  crops  from  the  above  area  comes  to  8,000  tons  of 
paddy  and  3,000  tons  of  other  food  stuffs. 

An  additional  extend  of  51 ,300  acres  of  land  is  proposed  to  be  thrown  open  for  cultivation 
during  the  year  1 950-5 1  under  5  major  schemes,  viz.  The  Vandanmettu  Land  Colonisation 
Scheme,  the  Deviculam  Reclamation  Scheme,  the  Kunnathukal  Reclamation  Scheme,  the 
Vaisserlkandam  Reclamation  Scheme  and  the  Vembanad  Kayal  Reclamation  Scheme.  This  Is 
.expected  to  result  in  an  increased  production  of  about  a  lakh  of  tons  of  food  stuffs. 

(b)  Intensive  Cultivation. 

I.  Major  Irrigation  Schemes.  The  three  major  Irrigation  schemes  which  have  been 
already  taken  up  and  which  are  progressing  satisfactorily  at  present  are  the  Perunchani  project, 
the  Peechl  Irrigation  project  and  the  Chalakkudi  river  diversion  scheme.  The  total  outlay  on 
these  schemes  would  come  to  about  Rs.  340  lakhs.  The  schemes  when  completed  would 
benefit  over  1 ,50,000  acres  and  are  expected  to  function  before  the  end  of  1 95 1 .  It  is  also 
expected  that  ..at  least  3  5, 000  .  tons  of  paddy  could  be  additionally  ,  produced  from  the 
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The  scheme  for  the  putting  up  of  a  diversion  dam  across  the  Periyar  river  at 
Bhoothathankettu  near  Kothamangalam  has  already  been  investigated  at  a  cost  of  Rs.  70,000 
and  18  now  under  the  consJeration  of  Government.  The  total  outlay  on  the  scheme  is  esti¬ 
mated  at  Rs.  288  lakhs.  The  scheme  is  expected  to  benefit  64,000  acres.

II.  Lift  Inigalion  Schemes.  Thirteen  Lift  Irrigation  schemes  have  been  brought  into 
operation.  The  total  cost  involved  would  be  about  Rs.  16  lakhs.  The  above  schemes  give 
unfailing  supply  of  water  to  1 8,700  acres.  The  increased  production  is  estimated  at  8,000  tons 
of  paddy.  The  necessary  investigations  hive  been  completed  in  regard  to  certain  other  Lift 
Irrigation  schemes.  It  is  proposed  to  take  up  and  complete  1 7  more  schemes  during  the  next 
year.  These  schemes  would  cost  about  Rs.  15  lakhs.  The  estimated  increase  in  production  is 
10,000  tons  of  paddy. 

III.  Minor  Irrigation.  About  700  items  of  minor  irrigation  works  have  already  been 
taken  up  and  are  expected  to  be  completed  before  the  close  of  the  current  financial  year.  An 
equal  number  of  works  has  been  arranged  to  be  started  immediately  and  is  expected  to  be 
completed  before  June  ]950.  The  total  cost  involved  would  come  to  Rs.  35  lakhs.  These 
works  are  expected  to  give  unfailing  supply  of  water  over  an  area  of  100,000  acres  of  paddy 
lands,  thereby  preventing  crop  failure  on  account  ot  drought 

In  order  to  facilitate  the  speedy  execution  of  irrigation  works  under  theG.M.F.  schemes. 
Government  have  sanctioned  a  revised  memorandum  of  instructions  under  which  the 
Sub-division  Officers  have  been  empowered  to  sanction  estimates  up  to  Rs.  2,000,  the  Executive 
Engineers  up  to  Rs.  10,000  and  the  Chief  Engineer  up  to  Rs.  50,000. 

IV.  Intensive  Manuring.  Concentrated  manures  like  groundnut  cake,  bonemeal  and 
super  phosphate  were  issued  at  concession  rates  to  ryots  all  over  the  State.  From  the  1 7th 
August  1949  to  the  end  of  February  1950,  8,000  tons  of  concentrated  mmures  costing  about 
Rs.  24  lakhs  have  been  distributed.  The  subsidy  given  to  the  cultivators  amounts  to 

Rs.  8,60,000. 

V.  Compost.  The  Government  have  sanctioned  a  scheme  for  increasing  compost 
production.  The  essential  features  of  the  scheme  are  aid  to  Municipalities  to  enable  them  to 
purchase  lorries  for  transport  of  material  for  compost,  and  widespread  propaganda  all  over 
the  State  to  produce  the  maximum  amount  of  domestic  and  village  compost.  It  b  expected 
that  under  this  scheme  compost  production  will  be  considerably  augmented  during  the  next 
financial  year. 

VI.  Distribution  of  Improved  seeds.  Six  thousand  paras  of  selected  high  yielding  paddy 
seeds  were  distributed  in  the  Kuttanad  area  during  the  punja  season.  About  1 2  thousand  paras 
of  departmentally  tested  seeds  were  also  distributed  in  the  Trichur  Kole  area.  Vigorous 
attempts  are  now  made  to  collect  25,000  paras  of  high  yielding  Mundakan  paddy  seed  from  1 
and  II  Class  growers  for  distribution  during  the  _  next  season.  The  scheme  of  paddy  seed 
improvement  has  made  fair  progress  in  the  Trichur  District  where  30,000  acres  are  vQcUr 
improved  strains  and  satisfactory  progress  is  being  made  in  other  districts  also.  work  af 
multiplication  of  improved  strains  has  been  taken  up  in  two  more  centres  ttfx..  Always  and 
Puljyara.  The  Government  propose  to  extend  this  scheme  as  far  as  possible.

Besides,  the  Public  Works  Department  has  made  available  a  substantial  number  of  pump 
sets  to  the  ryots  in  Cochin  areas. 

As  another  item  of  drought  relief,  the  Agricultural  Department  has  also  started  work  on  the 
Well  Sinking  Scheme  approved  by  the  Government  of  India.  Under  this  scheme  the  ryots  are 
to  sink  new  wells  sufficient  to  irrigate  5  acres  each  and  the  Government  would  fix  a  subsidy  to 
the  extent  of  half  the  cost  or  Rs.  600,  whichever  is  lower.  A  special  staff  consisting  of  an 
Assistant  Engineer  and  three  Supervisors  has  been  appointed  in  the  Agricultural  Department  to 
expedite  this  work.  One  hundred  and  twenty  applications  have  been  already  received  especially 
from  South  Travancore,  Shencotta  and  Chitlur  Taluks.  Work  is  pushed  through  with  the 
utmost  vigour  so  as  to  complete  as  many  wells  as  possible  before  the  onset  of  the  southwest 
monsoon.  Besides  normal  activities  such  as  propaganda,  research,  and  control  of  plant  pests 
and  diseases,  the  Agriculture  department  is  now  concentrating  on  the  production  and  supply  of 
manure  ,  to  the  ryots  with  a  view  to  intensifying  the  drive  for  larger  food  production. 

Jute  production 

21.  With  the  partition  of  India,  jute  has  become  mostly  a  foreign  commodity.  Almost  60 
per  cent,  of  India’s  total  dollar  earnings  has  to  come  from  her  export  of  jute  manufactures  and 
the  bulk  of  India’s  food  and  other  imports  from  Canada  and  U.  S.  A.  has  to  be  paid  for  by  our 
jute  manufactures.  In  consideration  of  the  importance  of  this  industry  in  the  country’s  economy, 
it  has  become  imperative  to  make  every  effort  to  increase  the  production  of  jute  by  all 
possible  means;  A  scheme  to  augment  production  of  jute  in  India,  without  at  the 
same  time  encroaching  upon  areas  under  food  crops,  by  growir^  jute  in  waste  lands  and 
as  an  additional  crop  in  single  crop  paddy  lands  has  been  initiated  by  the  Government 
of  India  in  areas  where  favourable  soil  and  climatic  conditions  are  reported  to  be  available. 
Results  of  jute  cultivation  conducted  in  certain  parts  of  Central  Travancore  during  the 
last  cultivation  season  show  that  Capsularis  jute  (low  laid  jute)  can  be  successfully 
raised  in  certain  types  of  Punja  lands  during  the  period  from  February  to  May  when 
these  lands  are  left  fallow  after  the  harvest  of  the  usual  crop  of  paddy.  The  quality  of  fibre 
yielded  has  been  reported  to  be  excellent  by  the  Director,  Jute  Agricultural  Research,  Calcutta. 
There  is  great  scope  for  expanding  the  area  under  jute  and  increasing  its  produetion  in  the  State. 
In  view  of  the  growing  importance  of  this  commodity  in  the  national  economy  and  of  the  additional 
income  that  \villbe  available  to  the  cultivators,  the  Government  have  sanctioned  a  scheme  costing 
Rs,  2  lakhs  to  bring  under  jute  cultivation  a  larger  area  during  the  ensuing  season.  The  expenditure 
on  this  account  will  be  shared  in  equal  proportion  by  this  (Government  and  the  Government  of  India, 
and  the  jute  produced  will  be  purchased  from  the  cultivators  at  an  assured  price  and  utilised  In 
Indian  mills. 

Fisheiries 

22.  The  scope  of  the  Fisheries  Department  has  been  extended  with  a  view  to  enabling 
the  department  to  control  all  the  development  schemes  relating  to  fisheries.  Until  recently  the 
Fishery  Development  schemes  financed  jointly  by  the  Central  Government  and  this  Govern¬ 
ment  were  under  the  Director  of  Research.  Government  have  decided  that  these  should  come 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Fisheries  with  the  exception  of  the  Research 
Station  at  Ayiramthengu. '  Accordingly,  the  fish  curing  yards  at  Cape  Comorin  and  Vizhinjam, 
as  also  the  fish  farming  section  of  Ayiramthengu  scheme  and  the  M.  F.  V.  “Chandrika”  have 
been  brought  directly  under  the  control  of  the  Superintendent  of  Fisheries.  It  is  expected  that 
the  vessel. will  be  on  the  waters  in  the  course  of  another  fortnight.  With  the  aid  obtainable 
ferdm  the  Government  of  India,  the  Government  hope  to  complete  the  construction  of  the  fish 
curing  yard  at  Cape  Comorin.  Government  also  propose  to  extend  the  fish  farming  activities 
of  the  Department  in  Malipuram  in  the  North  and  Manakudi  in  the  South  and  to  utilise  the 
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Reservoir  at  Kundala  for  fish  rearing  purposes.  The  Biological  Research  work  ’.vill  continue  to 
be  attended  to  by  the  Research  Department  of  the  University. 

For  the  development  of  the  fish  industry  and  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the 
fisherfolk,  Government  have  under  consideration  certain  schemes  such  as  land  acquisition  for 
providing  house  sites,  opening  of  roads  connecting  coastal  villages,  and  supply  of  soft  wood  for 
Catamarans  and  vallams  from  convenient  timber  depots  witbin  easy  reach  of  the  fisherfolk. 
Government  have  decided  to  supply  salt  at  concessional  rates  at  the  various  fish  curing  yards 
and  a  provision  of  Rs.  50,000  has  been  made  in  the  Budget  for  this  purpose.  Government  also 
propose  to  make  available  through  proper  channels  liberal  supply  of  yarn  of  the  required  counts 
for  making  rfcts.  Government  are  Investigating  the  feasibility  of  mechanising  catamarans  with 
a  view  to  enabling  fisherfolk  to  go  into  the  off-shore  seas  by  themselves. 

Rural  Welfare  and  Advancement  of  Backward  Communities 

23.  ^  The  welfare  of  the  rural  population  including  the  Harijans  and  other  backward  com¬ 
munities  is  receiving  the  special  attention  of  Government.  A  provision  of  Rs.  1 4  lakhs  has  been 
made  for  improving  existing  communications,  construction  of  new  roads  and  bridges  and  sink¬ 
ing  of  wells.  In  addition,  the  budget  includes  a  special  provision  of  Rs.  8'00  lakhs  for  payment 
of  grants  to  Village  Panchayats  and  of  Rs.  5‘00  lakhs  for  the  improvement  of  rural  life.  A  sum 
of  Rs.  2'03  lakhs  is  also  included  for  payment  of  contributions  to  Panchayats. 

In  pursuance  of  a  10  year  plan  the  Government  have  been  setting  apart  a  sum  of  Rs.  3 
lakhs  every  year  for  the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  backward  communities.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  have  decided  that  the  policy  of  amelioration  should  be  pursued  more  vigorously  and  that 
larger  facilities  for  education  and  colonisation  should  be  given.  They  have  accordingly  pro¬ 
vided  a  total  sum  of  Rs.  1 2  lakhs  for  this  purpose  against  Rs.  5‘24  lakhs  incurred  in  1124 
and  Rs.  5'38  lakhs  provided  for  the  current  year. 

Medical  and  Public  Health 

24.  One  of  the  first  responsibilities  of  a  government  is  to  make  medical  aid  available  at 

nominal  cost  even  in  the  remotest  parts  of  the  country.  Conscious  of  the  importance  of  medi¬ 
cal  aid,  the  Government  have  been  taking  adequate  steps  to  protect  the  health  of  the  people,  pre¬ 
vent  the  occurrence  of  epidemics  and  provide  for  medical  relief.  Three  new  dispensaries  have  re¬ 
cently  been  opened  raising  the  total  number  of  medical  institutions  in  the  State  to  190  including  10 
special  hospitals.  They  have  also  under  consideration  the  question  of  converting  the  District  Hos¬ 
pitals  into  major  hospitals  with  modern  equipment  and  organising  the  various  dispensaries  and  other 
hospitals  and  private  medical  institutions  as  feeding  institutions  to  the  DisUict  Hospitals.  Te 
bring  the  dreadful  disease  of  tuberculosis  under  control,  the  B.C.G.  campaign  has  been  intensi¬ 
fied.  The  construction  of  a  T.  B.  Sanatorium  at  Mulakunnathukavu  and  of  a  T.  B.  Clinic  at 
Palluruthy  has  been  completed.  The  former  is  accepted  to  be  opened  in  2  or  3  months. 
Another  T.  B.  Clinic  has  already  been  started  in  Trivandrum.  Medical  Officers  are  regularly 
inspecting  students  in  educational  institutions  out  of  hospital  hours,  and  health  records  indlcat- 
ing  the  progress  of  health  are  maintained  for  each  student.  In  accordance  with  the  policy  of 
the  Government  to  provide  adequate  midwifery  aid  to  the  rural  population,  midwifery  classes 
have  been  opened  in  a  number  of  centres  and  over  100  girb  have  been  given  training  in  mid¬ 
wifery.  A  special  engineering  staff  is  working  in  the  Public  Health  Department  in  connection 
with  the  sinking  of  wells  in  rural  areas.  More  than  1 30  wells  have  been  sunk  so  far  and 
atrangeroents  are  in  progress  to  construct  50  more.  Grants  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  45,000  have 
also  l^en  made  to  Village  Unions  and  Panchayats  for  sinking  of  wells.  Next  year,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  propose  to  expand  thair  medical  and  public  health  activities  by  starting  a  Slate-wide 
scheme  of  malaria  control  by  D.  D.  T.  A  primary  Health  Ceritte  will  be  established  in  each 
district  where  combined  curative  and  preventive  work  will  be  carried  on  and  where  field  staff  will 
receive  training.  Additional  maternity  and  child  welfare  centr«  will  also  be  opened  at  important 
centres.  In  order  to  expedite  the  construction  of  the  Medical  College  building  a  provision  of 
Rs.  1 7  lakhs  has  been  made  for  next  year.  The  Budget  includes  also  a  provision  of  Rs.  2  lakhs 
for  equipping  the  Avittom  Thirunal  Hospital  which  has  a  bed  strength  of  350  and  which  is 
meant  to  cater  to  the  needs  of  women  and  children,  and  a  provision  of  Rs.  1  lakh  for  repairing 
medical  buildings  in  need  of  urgent  repairs.  The  Government  have  also  made  a  lump  stun 
provision  of  Rs.  15  lakhs  in  the  next  year’s  bu^et  for  the  improvement  of  the  condition  of 
hospitals  and  sanitation  generally  and  for  increasing  the  scale  of  diet  for  patients.  ■  ■ 
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Supply  of  Drinking  water 

23.  Government  are  deeply  concerned  over  the  problem  of  the  supply  of  drinking  water 
to  mofussil  areas  ranging  from  Chirayinkil  in  the  south  to  Cranganore  in  the  north,  the  low-lying 
and  water  logged  areas  of  Kuttanad,  and  several  villages  in  South  Travancore.  In  South 
Travancore  dug  wells  often  yield  copious  water  but  due  to  the  limestone  formation  of  the  sub¬ 
stratum,  water  is  brackish  and  unsuitable  for  drinking  purposes.  Source  of  water  has  therefore 
to  be  tapped  from  beds  of  rivers  and  streams  where  infiltration  galleries  and  collecting  wells 
have  to  be  constracted,  from  natural  springs  like  the  one  investigated  at  Aramboly  and  from 
infiltration  galleries  at  the  foot  of  hills  where  there  are  indications  of  subsoil  flow  as  at  Muttom. 
The  Mukkadal  Reservoir  is  one  with  large  potentiality.  It  has  solved  the  problem  of  water 


supply  at  Nagercoil  and  the  gravity  main  has  been  ta 
Bhoothapandy  and  Thittivila.  Government  propos 
Erachakulam,  Putheri,  Esanthimangalam,  etc.  next 
complete  the  water  supply  scheme  at  Muttom  durinj 
on  a  three-year  scheme  of  water  supply  in  Nanjinad.

have  also  decided  to  complete  two  tube  well  s  in  the  Kuttanad  area  experimentally  next  year. 
The  Department  has  now  only  one  boring  rig  which  is  working  at  Alamkadavu.  One  more 
boring  rig  will  be  made  available^  for  urgent  and  immediate  requirements  in  other  places. 
Casing  pipes,  well  pipes  and  strainers  have  to  be  obtained  in  sufficient  quantities,  and  Govern¬ 
ment  have  already  taken  up  the  matter  with  the  Government  of  India.  An  indent  for  a 
mechanised  drilling  equipment  has  been  placed  with  the  D.G.I.S.  of  the  Government  of  India, 
and  Government  propose  to  manufacture  here  two  more  sets  of  the  type  we  have. 

The  technical  view  seems  to  be  that  tube  wells  may  not  .be  successful  in  the  littoral  tracts 
of  Cochin.  A  well,  though  sunk  to  a  depth  of  650  ft.  in  Willingdon  Island,  failed  to  yield 
good  results,  while  the  well  that  is  being  sunk  at  Nayarambalam  has  irot  succeeded  so  far  In  yield¬ 
ing  potable  water.  The  alternative  seems  to  be  to  utilise  the  Alwaye  waters  for  supply  to  these 
areas.  Government  propose  to  make  a  detail  investigation  of  the  water  supply  scheme  from 
Alwaye  to  Pallipuram  via  Vadakkekara,  and,  if  possible,  to  commence  laying  pipes  during  this 
financial  year  itself.  Meanwhile  Government  propose  to  extend  the  pipe  line  from  Chellanam 
to  Pallithode  and  ultimately  to  extend  it  even  further  in  Shertallai  taluk. 

Transport  Department 


26.  The  activities  of  the  Department  during  the  year  1950— 51  will  be  confined  to  the 
Irnprovement  and  consolidation  of  the  services  already  taken  over.  The  Department  is  now 
faced  with  serious  difficulties  In  the  matter  of  adequate  quota  of  petrol,  facilities  for  the  servicing 
and  maintenance  of  vehicles. .  Seventy  vehicles  have  been  ordered,  forty  of  which  are  iesels. 
These  vehicles  when  ready  for  service  will  supplement  the  existing  fleet.  This  year  has  hem 
an  year  of  preparation.

Sri.  A.  yohn :  A  new  garage  has  almost  been  completed  in  Alleppey.  Extensions  to 
the  garage  at  Quilon  and  Kottayam  are  also  being  completed  and  similar  improvements  are 
being  effected  in  all  districts.  The  new  Workshopat  Nemam  is  almost  complete  and  a  portion 
of  the  Central  Workshops  has  already  been  transferred  to  the  new  building.  Work  on  renovation 
of  old  vehicles  has  been  started  there  and  an  engineer  posted  for  effectively  carrying  out  the 
supervisory  work.  This  will  accelerate  the  rate  of  overhaul  of  the  buses  in  service.  It  is  expected 
that  the  efficiency  of  the  services  will  be  enhanced  by  these  steps.  Provision  for  the  purchase, 
of  additional  vehicles  for  replacing  those  that  have  completely  depreciated  has  also  been  made 
in  the  Budget  for  the  next  year. 
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,,  - . O”  fuel  “Sts  and  to  overrome  the  difficulty  due  to  the  restrictions  in  the 

allotment  or  petrol  quota,  the  use  of  alternative  fuels  ha*  already  been  resorted  to.  About 
fifteen  buses  are  now  running  on  gas  and  ^O  more  will  be  in  service  shortly.  A  start  haa 
ffiready  been  made  in  the  use  of  Power  Alcohol  which  is  now  available  in  limited  quantities. 
The  ma}or  step  m  this  direction  will  shortly- be  taken  when  the  Diesel  Engine  vehicles  now  on 
order  are  received  and  put  into  operation.  The  use  of  diesel  oil  instead  of  petrol  will  result  in 
substantial  savings  in  fuel  costs  also. 

The  Government  are  fully  aware  of  the  absence  of  adequate  conveniences  for  the  travelling 
public  due  to  excessive  overloading  in  buses  and  the  absence  of  proper  waiting  accommodation 
at  terminal  stations.  The  solution  to  overloading  is  obviously  to  put  more  buses  on  the  routes, 
for  which,  as  already  stated,  arrangements  are  in  hand.  The  seventy  vehicles  nowon  order 
together  with  the  accelerated  rate  of  overhaul  of  the  buses  will  definitely  enable  the  Department 
to  maintain  correct  schedules  of  services  and  restrict  overloading.  The  Department  will  con¬ 
centrate  on  this  programme  eft  rehabilitation  before  any  further  expansion  is  undertaken.  It  may 
be  mentioned  in  this  connection  that  the  programme  of  rehabilltaiion  has  already  been  started 
in  the  Trivandrum— Quilon  route,  where,  from  1  st  March  1 950,  the  number  of  services  has 
been  increased  and  standing  accommodation  restricted  to  50  psr  cent  of  seating  capacity.  This 
will  be  extended  to  other  routes  one  by  one  in  the  near  future.  In  the  meantime,  congestion  in 
other  lines  Is  being  eased  by  thg  introduction  of  new  shuttle  services. 

In  some  of  the  important  terminal  stations,  work  is  in  progress  for  the  provision  of  waiting 
sheds  for  passengers  as  well  as  increased  accomodation  for  vehicles.  At  other  places,  more  land 
has  been  acquired  or  is  being  acquired  for  the  purpose.  Before  the  close  of  the  financial 
year  1950 — 51,  Government  expect  that  the  Transport  Department  will  be  completely 
systematised  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  travelling  public  and  of  its  employees. 

As  the  Transport  Department  is  the  biggest  user  of  the  main  roads,  the  Department  has 
decided  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  the  better  up-keep  of  the  roads. 

Housing 

27.  A  scheme  for  the  construction  of  houses  for  the  working  classes  has  been  approved 
and  a  special  officer  appointed  for  this  work.  Ten  centres  have  been  selected  at  Colachel, 
Cape  Comorin,  Trivandrum,  Quilon,  Punalur,  Alleppey,  Kumarakam,  Alwaye,  Irinjalakkuda 
and  Thevara  for  the  purpose  of  house  construction  and  the  work  is  in  progress.  A  sum  of 
Rs.  4*6  lakhs  has  been  provided  in  the  Budget  for  this  purpose.  It  is  roughly  estimated  that 
about  five  hundred  houses  will  be  completed  within  the  course  of  the  next  year.  These  houses 
will  be  mostly  for  fishermen,  factory  labourers  and  agricultural  labourers. 

Industries 

28.  The  prosperity  of  this  State  depends  to  a  very  large  extent  upon  pl^ed  and 

systematic  industrialisation,  Government  have  always  devoted  their  earnest  attention  to  the 
fostering  of  industrial  enterprises.  In  all,  about  18  big  manufacturmg  concerns  have  been 
sponsored  and  assisted  by  the  Government.  Some  of  them  like  the  Fertilisers  Md  Qiemicals, 
Alwaye,  and  the  Indian  Aluminium  Company,  Alwaye,  are  of  great  national  importance  and 
have  already  attained  a  considerable  measure  of  growth.  During  this  year  sevCTal  new  indu- 
•"stries  have  commenced  production.  Among  these,  I  wish  to  mention  particularly  the  Travan- 
core  Cement  Factory,  Kottayam,  which  has  a  productive  capacity  of  5,000  tons  of  cement  per 
mensem  and  the  Travancore  Rayons  Ltd.,  which  was  opened  by  the  Hon’ble  the  Chief  Minister 
in  January  this  year.  The  Rayons  Company  has  now  started  the  production  of  '  transparent 
paper  and  is  expected  to  commence  production  of  rayon  yarn  in  a  short  time.  The  Travancore 
Aluminium  Factory  at  Kundara,  the  Travancore  Enamels,  the  Electrical  and  Allied  Industries 
and  the  Cochin  Malleables,  Trichur,  have  also  started  production  on  a  large  scale.  The 
Travancore  Rubber  Works,  Trivandrum,  and  the  Travancore  Minerals,  Chavara,  which  have 
been  taken  over  by  the  Government  have  great  possibilities  of  development  and  their  working 
during  the  past  few  months  has  justified  our  expectations.  ^ 

In  order  to  stimulate  the  industrialisation  of  the  country  still  further,  Govemmentteve 
decided  to  encourage  the  starting  of  a  few  major  industries  in  the  course  of  the  next  year. 
are;  the  Monazite  Factory  wihich  tvill  be  located  at  Alwaye,  the  Motor  Car  Assemblmg  Factory, 
the  Caustic  Soda  Plant,  the  Ball  Thread  Manufacturing  Factory,  the  Electric  Meters  Jactory 
and  the  Tyre  Factory.  The  Monazite  factory  will  be  set  up  in  collaboratu 
ment  of  India  and  will  put  to  effeedve  use  the  monazite  i 
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our  coast.  The  secondary  industries  likely  to  result  therefrom  cannot  even  be  forecast 
now.  The  caustic  soda  plant  is  intended  to  supply  the  caustic  soda  and  hydro-chloric  acid 
necessary  for  processing  the  monazite  sands.  The  automobile  factory  will,  besides  pro- 
ducing  a  small  type  and  a  big  type  car,  manufacture  diesel  trucb,  coaches,  tractors  and 
agricultural  implements.  There  is  no  large  scale  sewing  thread  factory  in  India  and  the  factory 
now  proposed  will  virtually  meet  the  whole  of  India’s  requirements.  Similarly  there  is  practi¬ 
cally  no  production  of  electric  meters  in  the  East  and  considerable  foreign  exchange  will  be 
saved  by  the  installation  of  the  proposed  factory.  The  tyre  factory  will  not  only  consume 
locally  produced  rubber,  but  ensure  the  cheap  supply  of  tyres  to  our  automobile  factory  and  the 
’Transport  Department.  When  these  factories  are  in  full  production,  they  will  employ  more 
than  50,000  to  60,000  workers. 

The  Government  of  India  have  recently  announced  the  setting  up  of  a  National  Planning 
Commission  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  industrial  expansion.  We  have  decided  to 
co-operate  fully  with  this  Commission  and  we  trust  that  its  advice  and  assistance  will 
be  available  to  us  in  developing  still  further  the  industrial  resources  of  the  State  in  a  planned 
and  systematic  manner.  To  implement  this  decision,  the  Government  have  set  up  a  Planning 
Board  consisting  of  the  Chief  Secretary  as  Chairman  and  five  Industrialists  as  Members.  This 
Board  will  be  responsible  for  furnishing  information  required  by  the  Central  planning  Com¬ 
mission  and  for  evolving  a  suitable  plan  for  the  Industrialisation  of  this  State. 

During  the  war  years  many  cottage  industries  were  thriving  in  the  State.  Unfortunately 
soon  after  the  war  there  was  a  set  back  in  trade  and  consequently  in  these  industries.  The 
cottage  industries  to  suffer  most  are  the  coir  and  the  handloom  industries.  Export  of  coir  to 
many  of  our  usual  markets  was  impeded  by  import  restrictions  at  the  other  end.  The  Government 
however  made  various  representations  to  the  Government  of  India  and  owing  to  their  good 
offices  many  of  these  restrictions  have  been  withdrawn  or  softened  down.  To  give  further 
assistance  to  the  coir  industry,  the  Government  propose  to  organise  the  industry  on  a  co-operative 
basis  and  have  appointed  a  special  officer  for  the  work.  A  sum  of  Rs.  one  lakh  has  been  provided 
in  the  budget  for  this  purpose.  The  Government  have  also  succeeded  in  .securing  from  the 
Government  of  India  orders  for  about  Rs.l  0  lakhs  worth  of  handloom  goods  so  as  to  facilitate  the 
liquidation  of  stocks.  A  sum  of  Rs.  two  lakhs  has  been  provided  in  the  budget  for  the 
reorganisation  of  cottage  Industries  on  co-operative  lines.  To  study  cottage  industries  generally 
and  submit  proposals  for  their  proper  and  efficient  conduct,  the  Government  have  set  up  a 
Cottage  Industries  Committee  with  Dr.  P.  J.  Thomas  as  Chairman. 

Labour 

.  29.  The  two  former  States  of  Travancore  and  Cochin  had  already  introduced  several 
measures  for  securing  to  labour  reasonable,  terms  and  conditions  of  work  and  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  labour  welfare.  Working  hours  in  factories  have  been  reduced  to  eight  and  for  the  first 
time  labour  has  been  granted  holidays  with  pay.  Besides,  the  Factories  Act  provides  for  the 
maintenance  of  healthy  and  sanitary  working  conditions  in  all  factories.  Women  workers  are 
guaranteed  maternity  benefits  for  the  period  of  their  confinement.  There  is  provision  for  pay¬ 
ment  of  compensation  for  injuries  sustained  by  workers  in  the  course  of  their  employment  and 
in  the  case  of  fatal  accidents  the  dependants  of  the  deceased  workers  are  granted  due 
compensation.  Besides  guaranteeing  to  labour  fair  and  reasonable  working  conditions,  it  has 
always  been  the  earnest  endeavour  of  the  Government  to  maintain  industrial  peace  by  providing 
the  necessary  machinery,  both  voluntary  and  statutory,  for  the  resolution  of  all  differences  that 
may  crop  up  between  employers  and  their  workmen  from  time  to  time.  With  this  end  in  view. 
Works  Conunlttees  and  Industrial  Relations  Committees  consisting  of  representatives  of 
employers  and  workmen  are  being  set  up.  The  services  of  the  Labour  Commissioner,  the 
Assistant  Labour  Commissioners  and  their  welfare  staff  are  always  there  for  composing  industrial 
disputes.  On  failure  of  efforts  at  conciliation,  the  disputes  are  sought  to  be  settled  by 
adjudication.  Quite  recently  the  Travancore-Cochin  Industrial  Disputes  Ordinance  1950  was 
promulgated  for  reorganising  the  inachinery  for  adjudication  of  Industrial  disputes.  The  whole 
State  is  now  divided  into  three  divisions  each  under  a  separate  industrial  tribunal  for  the 
adjudication  of  disputes  with  their,  headquarters  at  Trivandrum,  Alleppey  and  Ernalculam. 

1  am  gratified  to  note  that  both  labour  and  management  have  been  m^ing  the  fullest  use 
of  the  above  machinery  for  the  conciliation,  arbitration  and  adjudication  of  trade  disputes  and 
that  there  have  been  very  few  cases  of  actual  stoppage  of  work  due  to  trade  disputes. 
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Generally  speaking  the  relation  between  Capital  and  Labour  during  the  period  under  review  has 
been  cordial. 

The  Government  have  approved  a  housing  plan  for  the  workers  engaged  in  the  planting 
estate.  The  planters  in  the -State  have  accepted  this  plan  and  have  started  constructiob  ol  houses 
for  their  workers  according  to  the  approved  plan. 

Specialattentionhasbeengiventopromotethe  health  and  safety  of  the  workmen.  An 
officer  of  the  Public  Health  Department  was  trained  m  industrial  hygiene  in  the  U.  K.  and  in 
U.S.A.,  and  on  his  return  was  appointed  as  Industrial  Hygiene  Officer  in  the  Labour  Depart¬ 
ment.  He  is  now  engaged  in  carrying  on  a  state-wide  industrial  hygiene  survey. 


•  year  a  large  proportion  of  its  revenue  on  the  pro¬ 

vision  of  educational  facilities,  and  is  occupying  the  foremost  place  in  literacy  in  India.  A  basic 
training  centre  for  the  training  of  the  teachers  for  our  fulure  schools  is  being  start^,  and  before 
long,  it  shou'd  be  possible  to  open  basic  schoolsiin  different  parts.  Notwithstanding  the  high 
expendititfe  already  incurred,  the  Budget  for  next  year  includes  a  special  provision  of  Rs.  25 
lakhs  mainly  to  improve  the  lot  of  teachers  in  primary  and  secondary  schools.  It  includes 
Rs.  1 1 2  lakhs  for  primary  education,  Rs.  2  lakhs  for  the  renovation  of  the  primary  school  build¬ 
ings,  Rs.  0'50  lakh  for  the  opening  of  a  school  for  the  deaf,  the  blind  and  the  dumb  and  Rs.  5 
lakhs  for  midday  feeding  of  school  children.  Sufficient  funds  have  also  been  included  for 
aiding  the  library  movement,  the  formation  of  the  National  Cadet  Corps,  and  aid  to  or¬ 
phanages. 

Postwar  Development 

31 .  Notwithstanding  the  strain  on  the  finances  of  the  State,  this  Government  are  forging 
ahead  with  their  postwar  development  schemes.  The  Budget-for  next  year  includes  Rs. 
lakhs  for  the  continuance  of  compulsory  primary  education,  Rs.  0'88  lakhs  for  conductir 
search  in  the  preparation  of  essential  oils,  breeding  of  superior  varieties  of  le

.  32.  The  Public  Works  Department  also  is  going  ahead  with  its  programme  for  construc¬ 

tion  of  buildings  and  roads .  and  for  their  better  maintenance.  Against  the  expenditure  of 
Rs.  1 50*65  lakhs  incurred  in  1124  the  Budget  for  next  year  indudes  a  provision  of  Rs.  16570 
lakhs  under  ‘Public  Works’.  New  works  costing  as  much  as  Rs.  35’2-3  lakhs  will  be  taken  up  in 


The  present  methods  of  repairing  and  maintaining  qlir  main  roads  have  been  found  not 
satisfactory  due  to  the  Heavy  traffic  that  these  roadi  have  to  bear;  Government  W  decided  on 
a  progranirhe  b'f  concreting  of  roads  last  year,.and  it  was.ex^cled  that  a  .su^tantial  portion  of 
the' reserve  with.  Government  wtuld  be- utilised  for  .this  purpose.,  out  in  view  of  the  need  foi 
evolvlng  a  more  economical  method  of  cenient  surfacing.  Government  sanctioned  the  adoption 
of  colcreting  process  as  an  experiment.-  One  mile  was  cold-eted,  and  the  Department  was 
studying  the  effect  of  heavy  traffic  on  this  portion.  .Government  also  sanctioned  four  and  a 
half  miles  to  be  colcreted  or  concreted  with  varying  cbmposition  of  cement  grout  and  in  varying 
specifications.  A  Sub  Division  Officer  was  posted  on  .  special  duly,  for  this  purpose  and  a 
rationalised  organisation  for  this  kind  of  departmental  work  has  been  created  by  him.  Work 
■  in  this  line  is  progressing.  A  lump  sum  allotment  of  Rs.  1 5*00  laldis  is  made  in  the  budget 
for  continuing  the  programme  of  cement  surfacing- of  the  main-road. 

In  furtherance  of  the  object  of  improving  the  main  roads.  Government  .have  decided  to 
,  sanction  a  scheme  of  special  surfacing  of  the  main  roads  of  the  State  from  Trivandrum  to 
Shoranur,  Trivandrum  to  Cochin  and  Alwaye  to  Munnar.  '  It  is  proposed  to  finance  the  scheme 
partly  from  the  Maintenance  grants  of  these  roads,  partly  by  a  contribution  from  the  Transport 
Department  to  which  the  exclusive  monopoly  of  Public  Bus  Service  on  .a  major  portion  of  the 
main  roads  is  granted  and  partly  from  the  allotment  made  for  social  metalling.^  under  Com¬ 
munications  in  the  P.W.D.  budget.  It  is  proposed  to  tarcrete  6r  semi-grout  with  asphalt  the 
LA  V-4 
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roads  in  question.  It  is  estimated  that  with  the  money  pooled  from  the  three  sources  above 
mentioned,  thirty  miles  can  be  so  treated  every  year. 

Government  have  been  seriously  considering  the  formulation  of  a  plan  for  developmetit  of 
ryots,  and  village  roads.  They  propose  to  publish  shortly  a  new  set  of  rules  for  their 
development  and  have  decided  to  have  a  survey  of  the  village  roads  now  maintained  by  them 
and  requiring  improvements,  roads  opened  hy  the  ryots  in  different  taluks  but  not  taken  over 
for  maintenance  and  roads  proposed  by  ryols  to  be  opened.  An  Assistant  Engineer  with  the 
necessary  staff  assisted  by  a  Supervisor  in  each  of  the  Revenue  Divisions  of  the  State  will  be 
appointed  on  special  duty.  He  will  make  out  a  list  of  such  roads  in  all  the  taluks  and  work  out 
the  approximate  cost  and  prepare  the  necessary  estimates,  plans  and  statements.  This  prelimi¬ 
nary  work  is  expected  to  be  completed  within  6  months.  After  the  report  of  the  special  officer 
is  received,  the  Government  will,  in  consultation  with  the  Standing  Advisory  Committee,  evolve 
a  five-year  plan  for  the  development  of  village  communications. 

Electricity 

33.  The  out-put  of  power  from  Pallivasal  was  raised  from  1 7500  K.W.  to  22500  K.W.  during 
this  financiah year.  Generation  increased  from  77  million  units  to  90  million  units.  It  is  expected 
that  even  without  any  additional  projects  coming  Into  operation  it  might  be  possible  to  generate 
1 00  million  units  in  the  coming  year.  This  is  made  possible  by  efficient  utilisation  of  available 
water  power  and  also  additional  plant  Installed  at  Pallivasal.  _  The  Sengulam  project  is  well 
under  way  and  the  power  house  machinery  is  expected  at  site  by  the  beginning  of  1951. 
Power  from  Sengulam  will  thus  be  available  from  1952.  We  will  then  be  having  1 2000  K.W. 
firm  power  and  another  1 2000  K.W.  seasonal  power.  During  the  last  months  26  new  distribution 
centres  were  opened  and  it  is  expected  that  supply  to  another  5 1  new  distribution  centres  could 
be  made  in  the  year  1950-1951.  It  is  the  fervent  hope  of  Government  that  electricity  can  be 
made  available  to  as  large  a  section  of  the  public  as  possible.  Up  to  now  we  have  incurred 
a  capital  expenditure  of  fe.  795  lakhs  on  electrical  development  and  distribution  and  within  the 
next  4  years  according  to  the  present  programme  we  have  to  incur  another  Rs.  875  lakhs  as 
capital  expenditure.  Our  annual  revenue  from  this  source  in  1 954  is  expected  to  rise  above 
Rs.  160  lakhs.  ■  . 

Capital  Expenditure 

34.  As  I  have  meritibned  earlier,  the  Government  of  India  are,  under  the  federal  financial 
integration  scheme,  liable  to  bear  a  proportionate  share  of  the  excess  of  current  liabilities  over 
current  assets  and  of  the  public  debt.  Pending  the  final  settlement  of  accounts,  the  Government 
of  India’s  share  has  been  taken  at  Rs.  200'00  lakhs,  and  with  their  concurrence,  credit  for  this 
amount  has  been  taken  as  capital  receipts  in  the  next  year’s  Budget. 

On  the  expenditure  lide,  a  provision  of  Rs.  31 0‘09  lakht  has  been  included  to  finance 
;  important  capital  works,  most  of  which  arc  works  in  progress  and  are  of  considerable  utility 
from  the  point  of  view  of  food  production.  Of  this  amount,  Rs.  I62’50  lakhs  relate  to  Hydro- 
Electric  Works,  mainly,  the  Poringalkuthu  and  the  Pallivasal  schemes.  The  Peechi  Irrigation 
Scheme  accounts  for  Rs,  50  36  lakhs  and  the  Chalakudi  River  Diversion  Scheme  for 
Rs;  39‘26  lakhs.  A  provision  of  Rs.  15'30  lakhs  has  been  made  for  works  connected  with 
se.veral  water  works  installations,  Rs.  3'86  lakhs  for  Trivandrum  Drainage  Work;  Rs.  5'30  lakhs 
for  development  of  new  Workshop  at  Trivandrum;  and  R3.  0’93  lakh  for  Trivandrum  Town 
Planning,  j  in  addition  a  provision  of  Rs.  40'00  lakhs  has  been  made  for  purchase  of  .shares  of 

The  grant  of  a  loan  of  Rs.  200‘00  lakhs  this  year  by  the  Government  of  India  for  financing 
The-  Poringalkuthu  and  Peechi  Schemes  hasgone  a  lon'g  way  to  ease  the  ways  and  means  position  of 
thlsGovernment.  With  a  further  credit  of  R8._200  00  lakhs  next  year  due  under  the  federal  financial 
integration,  this  Government  will  be  able  to  implement  their  heavy  capital  programme  without  a 
serious  strain  on  their  general  resources. 

Closing  Balance 

35.  The  accounts  for  1124  M.E.  closed  with  a  cash  balance  of  Rs.  44'62  lakhs.  The 

transactions  of  the  Government  In  the  current  year  under  the  Revenue  and  Capital  Accounts  and 
the -Debt  Heads  as  a  whole  are  expected  to  result  in  a  net  surplus  of  Rs.  80’85  lakhs.  Thus 
the.accounts  for  the  year  endipg. March  1950  would  close  with  acash  balance  of  Rs.  125'47 
lakhs.  According  to  the.  Budget  as  now  framed,  the  year  1950-51  is  expected  to  close  with  a 
'cash  balance, of  Rs.  84  38  lakhs.  , 
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Debt  Position 


Emails  of  the  assets  and  liabilities  are  given  in  Appendix  I  attached  to  the  Budget 
n  -fooD.of’i  i?""

Rs.  2979  84  lakhs,  excluding  Rs.  391-54  lakhs  under  the  Postwar  Reconstruction  Fund  which 
was  built  up  from  tm  revenue  surpluses  of  previous  years  and  which  is  not  a  specific  Fund  to 
finance  any  meafic  class  of  schemes.  Our  giltedged  securities  and  investment  in  Banks  come 
to  Rs.  747  82  lakhs  while  our  public  debt  including  Rs.  200  lakhs  received  this  year  from  the 
Government  of  India  is  Rs.  809-12  lakhs. 

a  ^  provision  of  Rs,  85  lakhs  has  been  included  in  the  next  year's  Budget  in  the  Revenu® 
Account  for  payment  to  the  Sinking  Fund  constituted  for  the  amortisation  of  loans  and,  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  invest  this  amount  in  Government  Securities  and  specifically  assign  them  to  the  SiiJcing 
Fund.  Similarly  the  Government  propose  to  invest  the  contribution  which  will  be  made  next 
year  from  the  current  revenues  to  the  Depreciation  Funds  of  the  Electricity  and  Transport 
Departments,  so  that  these  funds  may  have-liquid  ass-ets  of  their  own. 


37.  The  preparation  of  the  Budget  is  a  laborious  task  and  it  has  been  specially  so  this 
year,  when  the  Budgets  of  Travancore  and  Cochin  have  had  to  be  integrated  and  the  changes 
due  to  the  federal  financial  integration  taken  into  account.  I  wish  to  phce  on  record  Govern¬ 
ment’s  appreciation  of  the  sincerity  and  efficiency  with  which  Sri.  G.  K.  Gopalaswami,  the 
Additional  Finance  Secretary  and  his  Assistants  performed  their  duties  in  this  connection.

The  Hon  ble  member  for  Kunnamkulam,  Mr.  lyyu,  sitting  opposite  expressed  some  views  to 
which  I  cannot  subscribe  myself.  But  I  can  say  this  much,  that  if  a  Bill  of  this  kind  is  going 
to  be  passed  and  if  its  provisions  are  to  be  applied  to  the  Cochin  Area,  I  am  afraid,  this  .will 
create  an  agitation  serious  and  revolutionary  in  nature.  I  am  sure,  Sir,  that  it  will  go  a  long 
way  in  creating  a  lot  of  discontent  and  dissatisfaction  in  the  Cochin  Area.  Sir,  in  the  State¬ 
ment  of  Objects  and  Reasons  the  Hon‘ble  Minister  for  Finance  has  stated  that  the  introduction 
of  this  measure  was  found  necessary  to  reimburse  the  loss  sustained  in  the  revenue 
due  to  the^  low  rate  of  land  tax  of  4  cash,  per  cent.,  that  is  levied  in  the  Travancore 
area.  But  in  the  Statement  of  Objects  and  Reasons  of  a  similar  Bill  introduced  in  Cochin  .it  was 
clearly  stated  by  the  then  Financial  Minister  of  Cochin  that  the  Agricultural  Income-tax  although 
justifiable  from  the  economic  point  r  f  view  was  found  necessary,  just  to  find  enough  funds  to 
embark  upon  such  capital  schemes  like  the  Peechi  and  Peringalkuthu.  Thus  it  was  purely  a 
temporary  measure  But  in  the  Statement  of  Objects  and  Reasons  of  this  Bill  it  is  made  clear 
as  day  light  that  this  Bill  although  temporary  is  going  to  be  a  permanent  enactment. 
Though  I  cannot  agree  with  my  Hon'ble  friend  Mr.  Ambookan  who  said  that  we  have  lest  much 
of  our  self-  respect  as  the  result  of  integration,  I  am  constrained  to  say  that  this  integration  has 
affected  to  a  very  large  extent  the  purse,  the  thin  purseof  the  common  man  in  Co^in.  Sir, 
I  would  in  this  coimection,  cite  an  Instance  to  illustrate  the  repercussions  on  these  measures 
will  have  on  Cochin  people.  Just  after  integration  when  these  chowkeys  were  established,  we, 
the  representatives  of  the  people  had  to  go  about  telling  that  it  was  only  a  temporary 
measure  and  that  Government  would  abolish  the  system  of  those  chowkeys.  My  Hon’ble  friend 
Mr.  lyyu  was  correct  in  saying  that  we  the  Cochinites  would  have  to  pay  enhanced  rate  of 
taxation,  i  cannot  for  a  moment  think  that  the  Hon’ble  Member  for  Finance  may  say  that  we 
have  set  up  a  Land  Committee  to  go  into  the  question  of  land  tax.  But  what  about  the 
operation  of  the  Agricultural  Income-tax  in  Cochin  till  the  submission  of  the  report  of  the 
Committee.  If  the  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister  can  give  an  assurance  on  the  floor  of  this  House 
that  the  moment  a  decision  has  been  arrived  at,  any  amount  that  has  been  realised  in  excess 
from  Cochin  will  be  refunded  to  them.  I  will  certainly  welcome  it.  But  I  would  pla:e  before 
him  another  alternative.  According  to  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  the  gross  income  is  fjxecl. 
But  I  would  suggest  that  in  the  Cochin  area  the  amount  that  is  being  paid  as  land  tax  should 
be  deducted  from  the  incom-tax  assessed  instead  of  the  gross  income.  That  will  give  some 
relief  to  the  agriculturists.  If  the  Hon’ble  Minis  er  finds  it  impossible  to  agree  to  cither  of 
these  two  alternatives  I  would  suggest  a  third  one.  As  the  Hon’ble  Member  for  Thovdupuzha, 
Mr.  P.  M.  Varghese  suggested,  why  not  have  a  progressive  land  tax  throughout  the  Travancore- 
Cochin  State?  But  all  the  same,  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  land  tax  now  proposed  is  only 
3  pies  per  cent  of  land.  But  that  will  not  touch  the  fringes  of  the  problem  of  the  agriculturist. 
In  the  light  of  these  observations  and  the  other  observations  made  by  some  Cechin  members 
on  simflar  lines,  I  hope  the  Hon’ble  Minister  in  charge  of  this  Bill  will  see  his  way  to  give 
some  relief  to  the  Agriculturists  there  who  are  already  overburdened  with  taxation.  I  leave  this 
to  his  fairness  &d  generosity. 
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Sri.  K.  S  :  Listening  to  iny  erstwhile  leader,  Mr.  Thanu  Plllai's  speech,  attading 

the  Capitalists  of  Travancore,  1  was  reminded  of  an  amusing  anecdote.  It  is  reported  that  one 
day  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswami  Ayyar  broadcast  on  the  great  and  wonderful  help  given  to  the  British 
Government  in  time  of  war  and  it  is  also  reported  that  Hitler's  radio  broadcast  said  that  the 
“blighter  is  tallung  of  a  pnneipality  in  which  the  smallest  coin  in  the  whole  world  exists”.  That 
com  which  enriched  the  English  language  is  the  word  “cash”. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  has  been  attacking  the  landed  capitalists  of  this  country  where,  1  repeat, 
the  smallest  coin  in  the  whole  world  exists.  That  shows  the  truth . 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  May  I  know  how  long  that  coin  will  continue  to  exist? 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph  t  That  is  another  question.  At  present,  we  are  still  counting  in  terms 
of  the  cash.  Let  me  ask  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai,  how  many  capitalists  there  are  in  this  poor  country. 
How  many  people  there  are  here  owniag  more  than  lOO  acres  of  land?  Sir,  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai 
attacked  the  level  of  income-tax  assessment  at  Rs.  2,000.  May  I  suggest  to  him  that  a 
labourer’s  family  consisting  of  a  father,  and  two  adult  sons,  can,  working  for  300  days  in  the 
year,  rade  Rs.  1,800.  If  a  small  proprietor  who  owns  5  to  10  acres  of  land  makes  Rs.  .2,000, 
how  is  it  superior  to  that  of  three  labourers  making  Rs.  1,800?  He  has  to  pay  his  land  tax. 
He  has  to  keep  the  property  Intact.  He  has  got  to  fence  his  land  on  all  sides,  and  he  has  got

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  I  will  say  definitely  without  the  least  doubt  that  the  'kTishikaran'  is 
much  too  poorly  off  for  the  reason  that  I  will  give  presently. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether  my  friend  will  be  prepared  to  exchange 
the  agriculturist’s  position  of  getting  Rs.  1,500  income  with  the  labourer  who  gets  Rs.  1,500? 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  If  my  learned  friend  will  look  back  into  the  years  from  1 1 08  to  1 1 1 4* 
without  my  telling  him,  he  will  be  able  to  say  that  there  were  many  who  are  willing  to  do  that' 
During  the  years  1108  to  1114,  there  were  people  who  threw  away  their  land  for  a  song. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  May  I  know  whether  that  argument  is  based  on  the  tact 
that  every  labourer  in  the  State  is  having  an  income  of  nearly  Rs.  2,000  per  annum? 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  Yes.  I  have  said  that  where  there  are  three  adult  members  of  the 
family,  they  can  make  nearly  Rs.  1,800  per  annum. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai:  May  1  know  whether,  with  reference  to  any  published  or 
Unpublished  report,  my  friend  is.in  a  position  to  enlighten  the  House  on  the  income  of  a  family 
in  the  State  and  the  income  of  an  individual  in  the  State  per  annum? 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  That  does  not  arise  under  the  present  circumstances.  1  suppose  this 
country  is  made  up  as  much  of  families  as  of  individuals,  and  when  we  talk  of  incomes,  the 
income  we  can  talk  of  is  that  of  families  as  well  as  incomes  of  individuals.  I  suppose  my  learned 
friend  understands  what  I  said. 

Now,  Sir,  an  agriculturist  or  the  peasant  proprietor  in  this  country,  if  he  has  got  tvm  sons 
to  send  to  the  college,  will  have  to  spend  a  minimum  ef  Rs.  600  per  head,  and  that  will  take 
away  from  his  income  Rs.  1,200.  Wiat  will  he  live  upon  then  ?  Therefore,  I  submit  that  this 
Rs.  2,000  limit  is  much  too  low  for  an  ordinary  iwasant  proprietor  of  this  countoy.  I  slkmU 
be  very  happy  if  the  Finance  Minister  would  consider  the  question  of  raising  this  level  at  least 
to  Rs.  3,000.  If  he  thinks  it  is  difficult,  as  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  suggested  to  raise  it  to 
Rs.  1,500. 

Sri.  D.  Gnanasigamoni:  Am  I  right  in  thinking  that  the  Hon’ble  Member  is  in  favour  of 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  How  can  the  supertax  arise  here  ?  How  many  capitalists  are  Am  in 
this  country  owning  above  1 00  acres  of -land  ?  I  would  fike  to  know  that.  If  you  can  tax  th^m, 
are  you  going  to  hang  on  those  few  people  ?  Are  you  going  to  raise  a  great  pillar  of  honour  for 
those  four  or  five  people  ?  1  want  the  Finance  Minister  to  tell  us  how  many  big  people  there  ,tfe 
in  this  State  owning  more  than  1O0  acres.  How  many  there  are  owning  over  50  acres  of  land? 
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[Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph] 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  PHlai:  May  I  knovv,  Sir,  if  it  is  the  position  of  my  fjon’ble 
triend,  if  the  Bill  is  going  to  afiect,  if  at  all,  only  one  or  two  wjry  not  the  BjlF  be  paased  j 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  Personally,  I  do  not  object.  But  I  am  saylng,‘ you  are  running  after 
sornething  which  does  hot  exist.  Persohally,'  I  do  not  object  to  supertax  for  those  who  own 
more  than  100  acres.  But  1  am  only  saying  that  you  are  only  talking  of  a  few  persons  or  so. 
It  is  not  going  to  solve  the  problem.  ^ 

This'  land  is  a  land  of  peawnt  proprietors  and  it  is  they  who  are  going  to  bp  harassed  by 
ibis  tax.  Sir.  'this  tax  is  terrible  for  B'ts  yagueness.  Some  years  ago,  the  peasant  proprietor 
of  this  country  considered  two  things  as  his  bane:  one  is  the  settlement  proclamation,  and  the 
other,  the  payment  of  tax  in  hind.  Unfortunately,  we  are  having  both  these  now.  T'hough 
there  is  no  payment  of  tax  in  kind,  we  have  the  procurement  on  the  one  side  arid  the  agricul¬ 
tural  income-tax  on  the  other.  These  are  the  traps  on  which  the  poor  peasant,  proprietor  has 
to  flounder.  He  has  nobody  to  save  him  from  the  clutches  of  this  ruthless  weapon,  and  that  is 
why,  I  say.  Sir,  I  dislike  this  tax..  If  Government  cin  find  out  some  method  by  which. there 
will  be  definiteness  about  the  tax,  ‘  1  would  be  happy:  _  For  my  part  I  would  personally  welcome 
the  basic  tax,  to  be  increased  from  three  pies  to  six  pies.  There  is  definiteness  about  it.  The 
peasant  will  not  bother,  will  not  trouble. 

Sri.  P.  K.  Dewer :  It  does  not  affect  the  pooTpeopIe  1 
.  Sri.  K.  S  Joseph :  I  4“  not  understand.  Will  you  please  explain?  I  said  it  is  the 
vagueness  that  is  the  terror  of  the  peasant  proprietor  and  if  Government  could  do  well  to  take 
A  statistics  of  the  peasant  proprietors  who  earn  Rs.  2,000  or  roundabouts,,  and  also  a  statistics 
of  the  number  of  persons  who  earn  over  Rs.  20,000,  you  will  understand  the  figure. 

Sir,  what  happens  today  under  the  agricultural  incometax  collections  scheme  is  this.  The 
rich  man  whom  my  friend  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  wants  to  tax  heavily  escapes  and  the  poor  fellow 
who  has  got  income  round  about  Rs.  2,000  is  taxed  to  make  rip  for  what  is  lost  through  the 
richer  man.  It  is  this  slate  of  affairs  Sir,  that  I  now  want  to  change,  arid  it  is  for  that  purpose 
that  I  ask  again  to  embark  on  a  definite  tax  in  which  the  poor  peasant  will  have  no  harassment 
froiri  the  richer  classes  and  the  authorities.  I  say  this  land  is  a  land  of  peasant  proprietors,  not  that 
of  labourers  even.  If  we  take  the  number  of  people  who_  own  land,  we  will  find  that  there  are  as 
much  people  without  land  as  those  who  own  land.  It  is  on  their  behalf  that  I  plead  and  it  is 
they  that  I  represent.  I  come  from  a  constituency  where  there  are  only  peasant  proprietors.  Ido 
not  know  anyone  in  my  constituency  except  one  family  of  a  Raja  who  has  got  more  than 
100  acres. 

Mr.  Speaker :  Is  the  member  closing  ?  I  have  to  point  out  that  the  member  has  repeated 
the  question  of  average  acreage  and  income  a  number  of  times. . 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph  :  I  only  said  1  come  from  a  constituency  in  which  there  is  npbody  who 
got  more  than  100  acres.  One  point  is  this.  1  do  not  want  this  tax  to  harass  the  poor  peasant 
proprietor.  I  should  be  very  happy  if  you  can  find  some  method  to  make  it  definite. 

The  next  point  is  this:  In  assessing  tax,  the  income  from  industrial  and  business  sources 
is  so  adjusted  as  to  allow  for  sinking  funds,  depreciation  fund,  etc.  We  do  not  find  any  such 
reduction  in  the  case  of  the  poor  peasant.  It  can  also  be  found  that  he  is  not  given  a  reduction 
for  ordinary  expenditure  op  maintenance  of  his  land,  such  as  fencing,  levelling,  etc..  Take 
the  paddy  lands  In .  the  valleys  of  the  hills  that  abound  in  north  and  eastern  parts  of  the 
country.  It  very  often  happens  that  during  heavy  monsoons  flood  water  causes  heavy  damage. 
There  is  the  bursting  of  dams  and  bunds  and  all  the  mud,  silt,  gravel,  pebble  etc.,  going  into 
the  paddy  fields  and  makes  them  unfit.  The  peasant  has  to  spend  a  large  sum  of  money, to 
remove  all  that  and  make  the  lands  fit  for  cultivation.  Not  a  pie  of  what  is  spent  by  the 
peasant  is  remitted  by  the  authorities.  Such  heavy  expenses  have  to  be  reckoned  with  in 
assessing  tfre  income  of  a  peasant  proprietor.  As  1  said  if  the  Government  would  find  some 
method  by  which  there  is  definitness  for  tax,  I  would  he  happy  in  welcoming  it.

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Sri.  K.  Sivarama  Pillai :  This  is  the  first  budget  of  the  Travancore-Cochin  State  as  an 
integral  part  of  India.  I  can  well  understand  the  difficulties  and  obstacles  that  stood  in  the 
way  of  the  Hon’ble  the  Finance  Minister  in  the  preparation  of  this  budget:  Our  resources  are 
very  limited:  many  of  our  taxes  are  taken  away  from  us  by  the  Centre.  I  see  beneath  the 
speech  of  the  Hon'ble  the  Finance  Minister  a  tone  of  utter  helplessness.  Sir,  I  feel  I  must 
side  with  the  Finance  Minister  that  we  are  in  the  position  of  a  Municipality.  The  entire  blame 
must  be  taken  by  the  Government.  We  on  this  side,  who  were  not  even  consulted,  can  only 
but  sympathise  with  the  Hon’ble  the  Minister  for  Finance. 

Sir,  even  with  the  limited  resources  at  our  disposal,  I  expected  a  clear,  intelligent  and 
definite  budget,  a  budget  that  would  open  ways  for  stopping  the  deterioration  of  and  rehabilita¬ 
ting  the  economy  of  the  country.  Here  I  am  very  much  disappointed.  Sir.  this  budget  doe* 
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not  disclose  any  future  plan  or  programme  worth  discussing  on  the  floor  of  this  House.  It 
contains  just  a  report  of  the  past  and  some  figures  for  the  future  which  are,  if  1  may  be  permitted 
to  say  so,  indefinite,  vague,  sometimes  incorrect  and  misleading.  I  would  in  support,  mention 
four  instances  :  the  receipts  under  the  Capital  Expenditure  ;  the  receipts  on  account  of  Specific 
Debt,  the  receipt  from  Railways  and  also  fhe  Grant-in-aid  for  the  Grow  More  Food  Campaign. 

Sir,  when  we  come  to  the  receipts  under  the  Capital-Expenditure,  the  Budget  and  the 
Budget  Memorandum  are  silent  about  it.  When  we  come  to  the  total  receipts  under  Debt 
Heads,  the  total  of  Debt  Heads  is  Rs.  67  crores  while  the  total  of  receipts  is  Rs.  69  crores. 
I  searched  throughout  the  365  pages  of  the  Budget  and  also  the  Budget  Memorandum,  but  no 
figures  are  available  as  to  how  the  2  crores  came  in  there.  Then  at  last,  when  the  speech  of 
the  Hon’ble  the  Finance  Minister  was  referred  to,  I  found  in  paragraph  34  of  the  ^eech  : 
“  As  I  have  mentioned  earlier,  the  Government  of  India  are,  under  the  Federal  Financial 
Integration  Scheme,  liable  to  bear  a  proportionate  share  of  the  excess  of  current  liabilities  over 
current  assets  and  of  the  Public  Debt.  Pending  the  final  settlement  of  accounts,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India's  share  has  been  taken  at  Rs.  200’00  lakhs,  and,  with  their  concurrence,  credit 
for  this  amount  has  been  taken  as  capital  receipts  in  the  next  year’s  budget.  "  Evidently  this 
musthavebeenunder  Article  15  of  the  Agreement  that  is  entered  Into  between  His  Highness 
the  Rajapramukh  and  the  President  of  India.  Article  15  reads:  "  A  considerable  part  of  the 
investments,  shares  in  commercial  concerns  and  loans  and  advances  referred  to  in  statement  4 
both  in  Travancore  and  Cochin  at  the  end  of  the. ..  .of  the  second  report  is  required  to  be 
revalued  and  if  upon  this  being  done  on  proper  principles  it  should  transpire  that  the  current 
liabilities  of  the  State  owing  to  outsiders  exceed  the  current  and  liquid  assets  of  the  State  as  on 
3 1st  March  1950,  Government  of  India  will  bear  this  share  ”.  This  makes  out  that  the  Go¬ 
vernment  of  India  is  not  prepared  to  accept  the  assets  and  liabilities  statement  of  this  State.  In 
spite  of  the  fact  that  our  precocious  Finance  Minister  Including  the  present  Finance  Minister  are 
saying  that  our  finances  ate  sound,  as  for  the  assets  and  liabilities  statement,  , it  was  not  found 
acceptable  to  the  Government  of  India.  They  say  it  has  to  be  revalued  on  proper  principles 
and  after  revaluation  if  the  liability  of  outsiders  exceed  the  current  and  liquid  cash,  then  only 
they  will  give  their  share.  Have  this  Government  after  integration,  valued  our  liabilities  and 
assets  on  proper  principles  ?  If  so,  what  is  the  excess  of  our  liabilities  over  the  assets  ? 
What  is  the  share  which  the  Government  of  India  will  give  and  what  can  be  reasonably  expect¬ 
ed  ?  For  all  these  things  no  data  are  furnished  to  the  House.  Simply  a  vague  statement  that 
we  expect  2  crores  of  rupees,  is  given.  Even  there  Sir,  if  the  expression  of  Section  15  of  the 
agreement  is  taken,  it  will  be  seen  that  only  a  portion  of  the  liability  [will  be  given.  Thus  our 
liabilities  will  only  be  decreased.  No  cash  will  be  given  to  us.  So  I  do  not  see  any  justifi¬ 
cation  whatsoever  for  the  Hon'ble  the  Finance  Minister  to  include  that  amount  as  Capital 


Next,  Sir,  I  shall  deal  with  the  amount  that  is  due  from  us  as  Specific  Debt.  Sir,  nowhere 
in  the  Budget  speech  or  in  the  Budget  Memorandum  or  in  the  Budget  do  we  find  what  our 
specific  debts  will  be.  In  going  through  the  Agreement,  I  find  as  per  clause  14  of  the  Agree¬ 
ment  that  so  fat  as  telephone  is  concerned,  the  entire  telephone  system  will  be  taken  by  the 
Government  of  India  on  the  1st  April  1 950.  Government  of  India  will  accept  our  book  figures 
and  they  will  be  paying  that.  In  the  assets  statement  appended  along  with  the  Budget  Memo- 
rahdum,  we  find  that  52'l  5  lakhs  is  our  book  assets  at  the  end  of  March  1 950.  So,  thinking 
that  we  take  the  assets  as  52' 15  lakhs,  then  we  can  reasonably  expect  that  a  portion  of  the 
public  debt  will  be  taken  by  them-.  Instead  of  that,  on  the  expenditure  account  in  item  No.  12 
Tnterest’,  the  Government  have  deducted  a  sum  of  Rs.  4,20,000  saying  that  this  is  the  amount 
of  interest  on  specific  debt  due  from  us.  It  is  clear  from  Article  1 4  that  they  will  be  taking 
only  a  portion  of  our  public  debt.  Even  if  that  is  accepted  for  argument’s  sake,  they  will  not 
be  paying  us  more  than  the  interest,  the  maximum  interest  we  are  paying  on  public  debt.  Sir, 
here  we  have  credited  R&  4,20,000  and  even  if  that  be  so  any  one  of  us  will  find  it  equitable 
to  take  Re.  1  crore  as  our  specific  debt.  But  on  the  other  hand,  we  find  only  52  lakhs  as  the 
specific  debt,  specifically  taken  by  them  and  that  figure  is  misleading. 

Then  I  come  to  Railways.  Sir,  In  the  Receipts  column  of  1950-51  we  find  that  a  sum  of 
Rs.  20  lakhs  has  been  eiitered  there  as  our  receipts  from  railways.  But  page  22  of  the  Budget 
.Memorandum  would  clearly  show  that  this  source  of  revenue  will  go  to  the  Centre  from 
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Ut  April  1950.  And  then  they  would  say  that  they  will  get  a  share  from  the  Railway  Admini¬ 
stration.  I  find  absolutely  no  clause  in  the  agreement  entered  into  betw  ^en  His  Highness  the 
Rajapramukh  and  the  President  of  India  regarding  income  from  Railways,  and  the  Budget 
Memorandum  does  not  tell  us  whether  there  is  any  private  agreement  between  this  Government 
and  the  Government  of  India. 

Then,  coming  to  the  Grantdn-aid  from  the  Government  of  India  for  the  Grow  More  Food 
Compaign,  we  find  delferent  versions  in  the  speech  of  the  Hon'ble  the  Finance  Minister.  The 
Budget  Memorandum  and  the  Budget  differ.  Sir,  I  would  just  refer  to  the  speech  of  the 
Hon'ble  the  Finance  Minister.  Paragraph  13  ot  the  Budget  speech  reads.— 

"  Based  on  the  grant  made  by  the  Government  of  India  for  the  current  year,  the  Budget 
for  next  year  takes  credit  for  a  sum  of  Rs.  32'00  lakhs  on  account  of  the  grant  from  the 
Government  of  India  for  Grow  More  Food  Schemes. " 

Two  things  are  clear.  A  grant  has  already  been  made  hy  the  Government  of  India.  On  that 
grant  the  Hon'ble  the  Finance  Minister  calculated  and  roughly  his  estimate  is  Rs.  30  lakhs  for 
the  coming  year.  The  Budget  Memorandum  at  page  74  says. — 

“The  revised  estimate  1949-50  is  increased  mainly  by  anHcipating  larger  expenditure 
on  Irrigation  works  (Rs.  7  lakhs),  subsidised  sale  of  manure  (Rs.  1 5  lakhs),  lift  irrigation 
works  (Rs.  1 1  '7  lakhs)  and  certain  other  new  items  such  as  scheme  for  reclamation  of 
grass  lands  in  Vandanmade  (Rs.-3  lakhs)  and  green  manuring  with  Daincha  in  paddy  lands. 
It  also  takes  credit  for  about  Rs.  21  '5  lakhs  on  account  of  the  subsidy  anticipated  from  the 
Government  of  India.  The  budget  for  1950-51  is  generally  based  on  the  revised  estimate 
and  includes  additional  provision  for  payment  of  commission  on  sale  of  manure  (Rs.  I  lakh), 
scheme  for  sinking  of  wells  (Rs.  4  lakhs),  payment  of  subsidy  to  Kuttanad  cultivators  and 
takes  credit  for  an  amount  of  Rs.  42'6  lakhs  by  way  of  subsidy  anticipated  from  the 
Government  of  India."  , 

Whereas  the  Hon'ble  the  Finance  Minister  is  definite  that  he  has  received  a  grant  and  that 
on  that  grant  he  has  made  calculations  for  the  future,  the  Budget  Memorandum  explains  it,  and 
our  Budget  takes  credit  for  about  Rs.  3  '5  lakhs  from  the  subsidy  anticipated  from  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India.  Then  again,  the  Hon'ble  the  Finance  Minister  would  say  that  he  has  taken 
credit  only  32  lakhs  for  1950-51  and  that  alone  he  has  budgeted.  But  the  Budget  Memorandum 
would  chow  that  he  has  budgeted  for  Rs.  43’5  lakhs.  The  figures  given  by  the  Hon'ble  the 
Finance  Minister  in  the  Memorandum  .and  the  actual  .figures  do  not  tally  and  these  figures  do 
not  tally  with  the  figures  given  by  the  Hon'ble  Mr.  Phillpose  here.  When  asked  what  the 
subsidy  given  by  the  (Government  of  India  for  G.M.F.  Campaign,  he  was  kind  enough  to  tel!  us 
that  it  was  Rs.  32  lakhs.  Even  how,  my  friend  Mr.  Philipose  accepts  that  Rs.  32  lakhs  has  been 
provided  under  “4  Grow  More  Food  Campaign".  I  find  only  Rs.  2 1 '5  lakhs  budgeted.  The 
rest,  where  it  has  gone,  God  alone  knows. 

Then  Sir,  leaving  specific  instances.  I  would  say  generally  that  a  Budget  is  understood  by 
all  as  a  complete  document.  When  we  go  through  it  we  should  know  all  the  details.  But  more 
of  blank  pages  would  be  found  in  this  Budget  than  anything  else.  I  want  to  bring  only  one 
instance  to  your  notice.  That  is  page  109 — “Government  Secretariat".  For  nearly  100 
officers,  without  giving  any  account  under  sub  heads,  a  lumpsum  amount  has  been  asked;  and 
even  there  the  pay  of  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government  is  Rs.  450-750  and  a  foot  note 
includes  provision  for  the  personal  pay  of  the  present  incumbent.  What  the  personal  pay  Is,  is 
also  not  given.  All  these  should  find  a  place  in  the  Budget.  If  the  Hon'ble  the  Finance 
Minister  was  not  in  a  . position  to  furnish  this  information  in  the  Budget,  it  would  be  a  great  gain 
if  he  had  merely  give.n  one  sheet  of  paper  showing  that  for  the  Administrative  Dept.  Ha 
wants  so  many  lakhs  of  rupees  and  for  other  Departments  so  many  lakhs  of  rupees.  He  need 
not  have  wasted  so  much  amount  on  these  papers.  And  finally  we  find  that  Rs.  27  lakhs  have 
been  put  as  a  lumpsum  allotment  saying  .that  this  is  for  the  integration  of  services  and  Unification 
of  pay  scales.  Sir,  may  I  ask  what  that  plan  is?  Who  is  going  to  be  benefited  by  this?  About 
these  the  Budget  speech  and  the  Budget  are  silent.' 

Now,  Sir,  with  this  I  will  just  have  a  survey  of  the  actuals  of  1 1 24,  Sir,  you  will  find  In 
the  Budget — the  Hon'ble  the  Finance  Minister  himself  admits  it — that  we  are  in  a  deficit  to  the 
extent  of  Rs.  96  lakhs.  But  in  the  same  breath  he  says  that  he  has  taken  very  great  paint  for 
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malting  certain  adjustments  on  this  side  and  on  the  other  side  and  converted  the  96  lakhs  deficit 
into  a  surplus  of  Rs.  63  lakhs.  Sir,  a  reference  to  page  6  of  the  budget  would  show  that  on  the 
revenue  side  he  has  drawn  amounts  from  various  funds  to- the  extent  of  Rs.  99  lakhs  to  increase 
the  revenue,  that  on  the  expenditure  side  he  has  deducted  and  adjusted  an  amount  of  Rs.  60 
lakhs  and  thus  he  has  shown  a  surplus  of  Rs.  63  lakhs.  In  the  first  place,  even  if  you  are  in 
possession  of  funds,  the  place  to  adjust  it  and  to  enter  it  is  not  the  revenue  account.  The 
revenue  account  is  there  only  to  show  the  actual  revenue  received  by  Government  and  the  actual 
expenditure.  But  here  it  is  said  that  these  amounts  were  drawn  from  various  funds.  If  we 
refer  to  the  Assets  and  Liabilities  Statement  of  the  previous  years,  these  will  find  no  existence 
in  the  assets  column  and  their  existence  will  only  be  in  the  liabilities  column.  I  ask  the 


Mr.  Speaker  :  You  have  already  exceeded  your  time. 
Sri.  K.  Sivarama  Pillai :  I  request  the  Chair  to  give 
Mr.  Speaker :  Yes.  I  give  you  some  time  more. 


Sri.K.Sivarama  Pillai  s  So  far  as  the  actuals  for  1124  is  concerned,  the  adjustment  is 
qui^e  out  of  place  and  does  not  show  the  real  situation.  Coming  to  the  Budget  Estimate  for 
1950-51,  Sir,  out  of  the  total  income  of  Rs.  1 4  crores,  Rs.  320  lakhs  is  being  given  to  us  as 
grant-in-aid  by  the  Government  of  India.  Certain  omissions  are  made  which  I  shall  point  out 
to  the  Hon*ble  the  Finance  Minister.  Though  all  the  Kandukrishi  lands  have  been  given  by 
His  Highness  to  Government,  either  in  the  previous  year  or  in  this  year,  I  d©  not  find  any  entry 
of  this  kind  in  the  income  side.  Only  in  the  expenditure  side  we  find  a  provision  for  expendi¬ 
ture  incurred  upon  that.  So  far  as  Saics-tax  is  concerned,  though  fortunately  die  President  _  of 
India  has  passed  an  Ordinance  under  Article  286  (2),  this  Government  s^ms  to  ignore  Article 
286  (1)  and  (3).  These  two  clauses,  if  they  are  enforced,  will  considerably^  diminish  our 
revenue.  The  Government  of  India  are  justified  In  exempting  sales-tax  on  essentials,  which  will 
lead  to  the  reduction  of  prices  and  the  cost  of  living.  On  the  other  hand,  you  like  to  raise  it 
and  thereby  the  Government  of  India  and  the  local  Government  are  pulling  on  either  ways. 


Sir,  it  is  usual  for  the  Government  to  give  in  the  Budget,  the  ways  and  means  budget.  That  is 
a  very  important  thing  which  only  wllljshow  how  far  the  Government  Is  in  a  position  to  run  the  day 
to  day  administration.  In  all  budgets  it  is  given.  Unfortunately  this  year  it  is  ^  not  given, 
except  for  a  statement  in  the  Finance  Minister’s  speech  that  our  financial  position  is  sound  and 
by^the  end  of  next  year  we  will  be  having  Rs  80  lakhs.  But  I  ask  the  Hon'ble  the  Finance 
Minister,  if  the  budget  estimates  are  taken  away,  whether  we  will  have  80  lakhs  as  cash  balance, 
And  for  the  reference  of  the  Hon’ble  the  Finance  Minister,  I  bring  to  his  notice  that  at  the  end 
of  1950  we  will  have  -99  lakhs  and  by  the  end  of  March  1 951  we  will  have  219  lakhs  deficit. 
Sir,  the  assets  and  liabilities  statement  and  the  ways  and  means. budget  clearly  show  that  day  by 
day  our  economy  is  deteriorating  and  the  Hon’ble  the  Finance  Minister  seems  to  have  absolutely 
no  conaderation  for  these  things.  No  doubt  law  and  order  have  to  be  maintained.  But,  instead 
of  53  liJths  which  is  the  actuals  in  1  124,  83  lakhs  has  been  asked  now  for  maintaining  law  and 
order.  There  is  an  increase  of  65  per  cent  in  one  year.  If  in  the  very  process  of  giving 
security  to  property  and  life,  the  very  best  of  our  economy  is  destroyed;  then  I  ask  the  Hon’ble 
Minister  what  is  the  use  of  increasing  the  expenditure  on  this  item  Sir,  the  real  causes  of  our 
deteriorating  economy  have  not  been  really  understood  by  Government.  There  are  various  acts 
of  omission  and  commission  on  their  part.  Perhaps  many  of  their  acts’ will  not  be  of  their  own 
making  ;  but  cert^nly  I  can  point  out  definite  acts  of  omission  which  I  assume  has  resulted 


I  want  to  bring  to  your  notice,  Sir,  that  the  cost  of  Civil  Administration  is  unbearable. 
Though  the  Hon  ble  the  Finance  Minister  would  say  that  he  has  effected  certain  deductions, 
1  would  just  bring  to  his  notice  a  comparison  of  the  figures  of  1 124  and  the  present  year.  Sir, 
T_r  1  Travancore  the  income  is  Rs.  7  crores,  they  had  to  spend  28  per  cent  on 

establishment  charges,  office  contingencies,  etc. 
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But  here  when  the  income  is  Rs.  14  crores,  we  have  to  spend  40  per  cent  on  establishment 
charges.  Day  by  day  we  see  a  number  of  press  communiques  and  speeches  of  the  Hon’ble 
Ministers  about  the  retrenchment  of  staff.  In  spite  of  the  retrenchment  ?that  is  being  promised 
to  us  day  in  and  day  out,  we  see  no  indi-ation  of  that  either  in  the  Budget  or  in  the  speech  of 
the  Hon’ble  the  Finance  Minister.  Even  though  a  press  communique  issued  by  the  Finance 
Department  lays  down  the  policy  of  Government,  a  new  Department  is  going  to  be  created  in 
the  name  of  economy.  Yet,  that  does  not  find  a  place  in  the  Budget.  I  think  that  this 
Government  is  not  willing  to  take  this  House  into  ^confidence.  They  want  to  do  things 
in  a  most  undemocratic  manner. 

Sir,  coming  to  the  Grow  More  Food  Campaign,  I  wdl  say  one  word  about  that.  The 
result  is  really  very  disappointing.  Sir,  in  spite  of  our  continuing  the  Grow  More  Food 
Campaign  for  the  last  five  years,  not  a  grain  of  paddy  has  been  increased,  as  may  be  seem  from 
the  reports  for  the  years  1 1 21 ,  1 1 22,  1 1 23  and  1 1 24. 

The  other  day  a  reference  was  made  'to  the  Chairmari  of  the  Food  Production  Board.  I 
would  just  refer  you  to  page  221  of  the  Budget.  This  is  what  the  President  of  the  Food 
Production  Board  costs  to  us.  Sir,  there  it  is  stated  that  Rs.  24,400  only  is  the  expenditure  for 
the  Board  over  and  above  the  Travelling  allowance  and  the  Daily  allowance  which  the  Hon'ble 
Member  is  entitled  to  receive. 

Mr.  Speaker:  It  is  time.

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GENERAL  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET  I'cont.J 

Sri.  K.  Sivarama  Pillai  :  Before  lunch,  I  was  mentioning  the  acts  of  omission  on  the 
part  of  this  Government  There  are  various  acts  of  commission,  of  which  the  most  important 
it  the  thread  of  nationalisation.  Sir,  when  the  Congress  leaders  were  fighting  for  tb»  freedom 
of  the  country,  they  committed  themselves  to  the  policy  of  the  nationalisation  ofTiey  industries. 
When  our  leaders  assumed  power  and  began  to  run  the  Government,  they  reafisesf  the 
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realities  of  the  situation  and  even  the  greatest  realist  among  the  congress  leaders, 
Sardar  Patel,  has  stated  that  the  time  is  notripe  for  nationalisation  or  at  least  the  policy 
has  to  be  modified  substantially.  Yet  our  Government  took  to  nationalisation  of  salt  last  year. 
An  amount  of  three  lakhs  of  rupees  was  budgeted  for  this  purpose  and  1  find  from  the  Budget 
that  they  have  spent  nearly  two  lakhs  of  rupees.  But  there  is  no  indication  as  to  whether  any 
single  pie  has  been  received  by  them  on  this  venture.  The  Hon’ble  the  Finance  M-nister  seems 
to  think  that  Government  have  not  spent  any  amount  on  nationalisation,  but  f  would  refer  Kim 
to  the  expenditure  on  salt,  wherein  for  nationalisation  they  have  put  in  two  lakhs  of  rupees,  as 
the  revised  estimate  for  1  949—1 950.  For  next  year  no  amount  has  beenbudgeted  for  nationalis¬ 
ation.  Evidently  they  have  given  up  the  nationalisation  scheme.  ^  It  is  not  nationalisation 
that  is  required  at  the  present  moment.  With  the  existing  pattern^  of  economy, 
Government  must  encourage  individual  enterprles  and  see  that  the  general  national  income  of 
the  country  is  raised. 

In  passing  I  want  to  refer  to  two  or  three  points  more.  On  the  Revenue  side  there  is  an  Increase 
of  75  per  cent  on  basic  tax.  We  heard  from  the-Deputy  Speaker  that  even  if  it  is  raised  to  one 
anna,  it  will  not  compare  with  the  Cochin  level.  May  I  bring  to  his  notice  that  the  whole 
revenue  from  Travancore  is  63  lakhs,  whereas  it  is  only  12  lakhs  from  the  CocKiri  area.  I  would 
remind  the  Hon’ble  Member  that  in  Cochin  only  paddy  fields  and  property  yielding  income 
are  taxed  and  there  are  tax-free  lands.  It  is  reasonable  to  hope  that  if  basic  tax  is  introduced 
in  Cochin  area  as  well  and  tax  is  levied  uniformly  on  all  lands,  the  present  1  2  lakhs  of  rupees 
will  be  realised. 

Next  I  wish  to  speak  about  prohibition.  We  are  committed  to  the  policy  of  prohibition 
though  for  economic  reasons  Government  are  adopting  a  go-slow  policy.  If  this  policy  is 
continued,  I  am  afraid  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  complete  the  programme  because  the 
general  revenue  of  the  State  is  diminishing  year  by  year.  It  is  better  therefore  that  we 
introduce  prohibition  all  at  once  throughout  the  State  and  adjust  ourselves  to  level  of  income 


The  Budget  for  Education  is  really  very  disappointing.  In  1125,  a  grant  of  42i  lakhs  of 
rupees  is  made  to  the  University  and  2^  lakhs  for  the  Pre-University  College.  Now.  the 
Pre-University  course  has  been  abolished  end  instead  of  45  Ukhs,  only  25  lakhs  has  been 
allotted  to  the  University.  On  the  other  hand  we  find  an  increase  of  35  lakhs 

for  Primary  Education.  This  sum  is  nearly  U  times  the  grant  to  the  _  University. 

It  is  intended  to  please  the  management  of  aided  schools,  who  stood  in  the  way 
of  extension  of  primary  education.  To  reduce  the  grant  to  the  University  and  increase  the 
expenditure  under  primary  education  is  certainly  not  desirable.-  Another  amount  of  25  lakhs  is 
allotted  for  any  probable  expenses  for  educational  activities.  What  those  activities  are,  is  not 
mentioned.  We.  find  that  sum  is  over  and  above  what  is  allotted  to  the  University.  This  State 

claims  to  be  the  premier  State  in  the  whole  of  India  in  point  of  literacy  and  it  is  really  a 

disgrace  that  Government  have  thought  it  fit  to  cut  the  grant  to  the  University  by  50  per  cent 
Sir,  it  is  high  time  that  Government  took  stock  of  the  situation.  The  grant  we  are  going 
to  receive  from  the  Central  Government  is  likely  to  be  reduced  year  after  ye^ar  and  finally  we 
will  be  thrown  on  our  own  resources.  It  is  but  meet  that  we  should  look  ahead  and  see  whether 
we  can  stand  on  our  own  legs  in  the  long  run.  If  that  is  not  possible,  instead  of  falling  from 
the  frying  pan  to  the  fire,  the  earlier  we  merge  into  the  nelglibouring  State  the  better  for  us. 


Sri.  A.  Thanu  PiUai  :  Mr.  Speaker,  Sir.  Within  the  short  time  at  my  disposal,  I  wish 
to  make  8  few  general  observations  with  regard  to  the  Budget.  The  first  thing  that  strikes  one 
while  going  through  the  Budget  is  the  attempt  or  proposal  to  increase  land  revenue  by  raising 
the  baMc  tax.  The  Finance  Minister  says  that  he  anticipates  a  deficit  of  fifty  lakhs  and  in  order 
to  bring  it  down  to  30  lakhs,  he  has  raised  the  basic  tax  and  also  raised  the  license  fee  for 
foreign  liquor.  The  amount  on  account  of  the  latter  proposal  is  likely  to  be  small  and  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  somewhere  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Rs,  40,000.  So  the  whole  20  lakhs  for 
reducing  the  supposed  deficit  comes  from  Increased  basic  tax.  Sir,  I  wish  to  lay  great  emphasis 
on  tlie  definitely  bad,  unsound  and  highly  objectionable  policy  Government  have  after  all 
thought  fit  to  adopt*  Why  was  this  basic  tax  introduced?  It  was  not  because  the  Government 
had  a  plethora  of  money.  It  was  really  intended  to  benefit  the  poor  cultivator.  It  was  in  re¬ 
cognition  of  the  well-known  principle  that  taxation  of  a  person  can  only  be  according  to  his 
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capacity.  Now  there  are  various^  means  of  making  money.  I  do  not  see  why  a  man  who 
makes  money  by  a  particular  avocation  be  alone  penalised?  If  a  person  works  on  the  land  and 
produces  an  amount  comparable  to  what  his  neighbour  earns  by  following  a  profession,  why 
should  he  alone  be  asked  to  contribute  to  the  exchequer?  There  is  absolutely  no  justification 
now,  whatever  may  be  the  state  of  affairs  50  years  ago,  to  make  a  poor  cultivator  who  makes  50 
or  100  rupees, out  of  land  pay  anything  more  than  a  minimum  .basic  tax.  Since  Government 
have  to  keep  the  necessary  registers  for  showing  ownership  and  conduct  periodical  survey,  a 
nominal  tax  can  be  justified  and  the  present  rate  of  4  cash  per  cent  is  not  much.  It  was  in 
recognition  of  this  basic  principle  that  reform  was  introduced  and  there  were  lands  in  the  country 
on  which  4  chs.  per  cent  were  imposed.  Now  what  is  it  that  this  Government  are  trying  to  do? 
Are  they  prompted  merely  by  considerations  of  pure  arithmetic  without  regard  to  any  of  the 
canons  of  taxarion?  Finance  does  not  consist  in  mere  arithmetic.  There  is  a  human  element  in 
it.  In  fact  there  is  a  human  element  in  everything.  My  friends  must  have  read  the  Prime 
Minister’s  speech  where  he  lays  emphasis  on  the  human  factor  on  all  dealings  of  the  State  and 
its  activities.  That  aspect  of  the  matter  has  been  completely  forgotten  by  the  Finance  Minister. 
Iii  the  Preamble  to  tbe  Proclamation  which  did  away  with  land-tax  we  find  that  “Whereas  it  is 
necessary  and  expedient,  in  supersession  and  modification  of  existing  statutes  relating  to  the 
assignment  and  collection  of  land  revenue,  to  enact  a  law  empowering  that  a  urniform  rate  of 

basic  tax  shall  be  charged  and  levied  on  all  lands . 

This  was  considered  to  be  a  permanent  affair,  so  far  as  the  Government  were  concerned  and  this 
was  not  meant  to  be  lightly  Interefered  with. 

I  do  not  know  what  steps  the  Government  are  going  to  take  really  to  bring  about  this 
change.  .Here  is  a  law.  I  do  not  find  any  Finance  Bill  introduced  in  the  House  to  make  the 
change.  The  Finance  Minister  said  very  boldly  that  the  Government  have  decided  to  increase 
the  tax.  I  do  not  know  how  they  are  going  to  do  it.  Will  they  do  it  by  an  executive  order? 
Or,  is  there  any  law  that  it  should  be  brought  in?  They  are  left  in  doubt.  If  a  Finance  Bill 
is  introduced,  then  there  will  be  time  to  talk  about  the  matter  fully.  If  a  Finance  Bill  is 
introduced,  Government  will  not  be  in  a  position  to  levy  this  tax.  But  they  have  not  given  any 
indication  whatsoever.  Probably  they  think  that  an  executive  order  will  suffice,  as  in  the  case 
of  many  other  things.  If  the  Bill  comes  before  the  House,  there  will  be  time  to  deal  with  this 
matter  fully,  and  my  own  impression  is  that  this  House  will  not  permit  this.  ^  The  Finance 
Minister  says  this  is  with  a  view  to  bring  about  uniformity  between  the  taxation  in  Cochin  and 
Travancore.  Why  so  nervous  about  uniformity,  Sir,  I  ask. 


Now,  there  is  the  Land  Committee,  The  Land  Committee  is  to  report  upon  permanent 
arrangements  which  should  be  made  in  regard  to  taxation.  Why  this  hurry?  If  you  want  to 
bring  about  .unifonnity,  is  an  increase  always  the  only  course?  Whenever  this  Government 
attempted  to  bring  about  some  uniformity,  they  raised  the  existing  rate.  If  in  Cochin,  there 
were  higher  rates,  they  raised  the  Travancore  rates,  and  if  higher  rates  were  found  in 
Travancore,  they  raised  the  Cochin  rates.  Of  course,  there  is  this  revere  process  also  which 
this  Government  evidently  is  aware  of.  This  time  last  year,  they  increased  the  anchal  rates; 
they  increased  the  stamp  duty;  they  Increased  the  registration  duty;  they  raised  the  transport 
duty;  wherever  they  wanted  to  make  any  change  for  the  purpose  of  uniformity,  always  the 
figures  went  up.  Now  also,  they  go  up.  Why  not  give  some  relief  to  the  Cochin  cultivator, 
I  ask.  If  it  is  the  question  of  uniformity,  and  if  you  want  to  bridge  the  gulf  a  bit,  why  not 
bring  down  the  rates  In  Cochin?  Where  is  the  objection,  I  ask.  That  never  struck  the  Finance 


Minister.  Sir,  they  are  cutting  at  the  very  root  of  th< 
country  should  resolutely  set  its  face  against.  Whatever 
party  and  the  Ministerialist  party  in  fundamental  matt! 
eye  to  eye.  When  we  were  discussing  the  Agricultui 
evidently  by  persons  who  are  interested  in  great  capitalis 
this  agricultural  incometax;  we  can  increase  the  land  ti 
number  of  times,  double,  treble,  fourfold.  We  would  be 
of  the  rich  man,  because  he  would"  go  scot-free  if  income 
of  the  revenue  will  come  from  the  poor  workers.  This  ' 
gestion,  or  demand,  or  command,  I  may  say,  and  that  is 
Sir,  Government  will  take  this  to  heart  and  refrain  from

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Then,  Sir,  I  wish  to  examine  whether  there  is  any  real  necessity  for  this  tax.  I  am 
not  at  all  convinced  that  there  is  any  necessity  for  increased  taxation  now.  The  contribution 
from  th'»  Centre  according  to  the  calculations  based  upon  the  terms  of  agreement  between  the  two 
Governments,  as  the  Finance  Minister  says,  is  Rs.  350  lakhs  Adjustments  will  have  to  be 
made,  and  therefore,  he  would  put  down  the  figure  at  Rs.  320  lakhs.  Sir,  while  adjustments 
may  ’go  either  way,  why  should  a  flat  adjustment  work  to  our  detriment?  Why  should  the 
^.350  lakhs  that  can  be  expected  from  the  Centre  be  cut  down  to  Rs.320  lakhs?  Why  should  not 
leave  it  as  it  is  until  the  exact  figures  are  known?  Why  should  this  Finance  Minister  go  to  the 
extent  of  cutting,  before  the  final  figures  are  arrived  at,  the  expected  sum  of  Rs.  350  lakhs? 
Is  it  sound  finance?  Is  it  this  attitude  that  the  Government  should  take?  Because  of  national 
arrangements,  because  of  certain  arrangements  made  by  the  Central  Government,  we  have  to 
lose  many  items  of  revenue.  There  is  an  agreement  between  the  Central  Government  and  our 
Government.  Based  upon  that  agreement,  calculations  were  made  on  the  actuals  of  1124,  as 
the  Finance  Minister  says.  But  why  should  he  say,  “I  expect  only  Rs,  320  lakhs”.  Why  not 
he  expect  Rs.  400  lakhs  to  come  from  there,  I  ask.  Anyway,  the  figure  may  be  left  as  it  is. 
Why  should  .he  cut  it  down?  That  is  my  position.  Then,  what  arc  the  other  arrangements 
mads  by  the  Finance  Minister?  A  large  number  of  lump  sum  provisions  in  the  budget  have 
been  made.  How  these  amounts  are  going  to  be  spent,  nothing  is  said.  There  is  the  amount-^ 
Rs.  25  lakhs  for  some  contingency  that  may  arise.  That  is  what  I  find  in  the  official  statement. 
Rs.  25  lakhs  under  the  Education  Demand  is  mentioned.  Evidently,  it  is  for  the  Education 
Minister  to  play  with.  Now,  what  is  that  amount  for?  Is  there  any  real  need  for  it?  How  is  he 
going  to  spend  it?  Is  he  to  spend  Rs.  25  lakhs  as  he  likes?  Where  is  the  proposal?  Absolutely 
nothing.  There  are  again  other  provisions  for  equalisation  of  pay  between  the  Cochin  and 
Travancore  officials.  Over  and  above  that  Rs.  25  lakhs,  a  lump  sum  provision  is  made.  Why 
all  this?  If  there  is  a  real  necessity,  the  Finance  Minister  should  come  to  this  House  and 
explain  the  matters  and  get  the  amounts  sanctioned.  As  things  stand  at  present,  there  Is 
absolutely  no  reason  why  Rs.  25  lakhs  should  be  provided  for  that.  Similarly,  In  other  depart¬ 
ments.  Take  the  case  of  the  police,  for  instance.  A  sum  of  Rs.  20  lakhs  for  meeting  the 
armed  reserve  is  provided  for.  What  are  the  proposals?  How  are  they  going  to  spend  it?  Is 
it  necessary?  Who  has  to  consider  it?  Rs.  25  and  30  lakhs  are  nothing  for  these  Ministers. 


Then,  in  the  case  of  industries,  Rs.  40  lakhs  have  been  provided  obviously  for 
the  Industries  Minister  to  play  whh.  ’.What  are  these  industries?  How  are  they  to  be 
run?  Who  takes  the  responsibility  *for  running  them  aright?  Absolutely  no  mention  of 
anything  is  made.  The  Finance  Minister’s  speech  which  covers  tens  of  pages  has  nothing 


to  say  about  these  points.  It  only  gives  a  glowing  account  of  all  the  finfe  things  that  exist  in 
the  Travancore  area:  “We  have  got  the  Pampa  River,  Perlyar  River,  and  we  have  got  the 
•  Vembanad  lake”.  All  these  things  are  there,  no  doubt.  But  nothing  about  the  way  in 
which  these  allotments  are  to  be  spent  is  mentioned.  Why  should  they  make  a  provision  like 
this?  .In  regard  to  the  purchase  of  shares  in  cer  aln  industries,  what  is  the. policy  to  be  pursued? 


How  are  we  going  to  spend  this  money?  There  is  absolutely  no  indication  of  it.  After  making 
such  unnecessary,  highly  objectionable,  lump  sum  provisions  in  the  budget,  the  Finance  Minister 
says  there  is  a  deficit,  without  taking  into  account  the  entire  money  that  we  can  legitimately 
expect.  Regarding  equalisation  of  pay  between  Cochin  and  Travancore,  of  course,  the  Finance 
Minister  himself  says  Rs.  27  lakhs  is  reqmred  This  is  additional  expenditure. 

We  hear  a  good  deal  about  retrenchment.  What  about  this  retrenchment?  Is  if  to  result 


in  any  real  retrenchment?  No  diminution  in  expenditure  Is  insight.  It  is  all  increase  again. 
That  is  how  the  budget  goes.  I  am  definitely  of  the  view  that  there  is  absolutely  no  justifica¬ 
tion  for  Increased  taxation.  This  proposal  must  go.  I  think  that  when  the  Finance  Minister 
brings  forward  a  Finance  Bill  in  this  House,  it  will  be  thrown  out. 


Then,  Sir,  this  is  a  very  retrograde  step  that  this  Government  are  taking  in  regard  to  cer¬ 
tain  other  matters,  and  they  have  absolutely  no  hesitation  in  goine  backward.  One  or  two  things 
have  already  been  mentioned  by  my  friend,  Mr.  Sivarama  Piiiai,' regarding  education  and  pro¬ 
hibition.  Sir,  there  is  the  great  question  of  food.  Along  with  that,  there  are  questions  relat¬ 
ing  to  our  moral  and  intellectual  advancement.  These  are  days  of  democracy.  We  must  have 
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universal  education,  throughout  the  State  and  in  as  short  a  time  as  possible.  That  was  why 
the  compulsory  education  system  was  introduced.  The  preamble  to  that  Act  says  that  in  the 
course  of  ten  years,  Government  hope  to  bring  to  our  State  the  full  benefits  of  the  compulsory 
education  system.  So  far  as  time  is  concerned,  we  have  proceeded  half  way  but 
so  far  as  progress  is  concerned,  we  have  not  proceeded  even  one-fourth,  and  we 
are  at  present  standing  where  we  stood  two  years  ago.  Last  year,  we  introduced  the  system 
of  compulsory  primary  education  to  one  or  two  taluks,  and  then,  this  year  the  Education  Minister 
says,  “we  have  no  money.”  It  is  not  a  matter  in  regard  to  which  Governrnent  can  say,  “We 
have  no  money  and  so  we  do  not  proceed.”  This  is  a  matter  in  regard  to  which  Government 
should  proceed  and  should  find  the  money.  That  is  what  I  have  to  tell  them.  This  is  not  a 
matter  that  can  be  made  to  depend  upon  the  money  available.  This  is  a  matter  for  which  money 
has  to  be  found.  There  was  a  well-considered,  clear-cut  programme  and  policy  in  regard  to  it. 
The  present  Education  Minister  has  thrown  that  to  the  winds.  This  morning  he  gave  me  an 
answer  that  what  the  past  administrations  did  was  all  wrong.  All  those  were  stupid  men.  This 
is  the  kind  of  policy  under  which  all  the  institutions  were  ^  to  come  under  the  State.  Here  is  a 
wise  man  who  found  out  the  mistake  and  says  the  old  policies  were  bad!  ^  This,  Sir,  is  a  matter 
involving  questions  of  policy  which  have  to  be  considered  in  detail  in  this  House.  He  had  the 
temerity  to  tell  me  that  he  would  take  up  the  matter  and  deal  with  it  and  dispose  of  it  in  any 
manner  he  liked  with  a  stroke  of  his  pen.  I  should  like  to  make  him  understand  that  it  is  not 
a  small  matter  which  he  can  deal  with  in  any  way  he  likes.  That  is  a  matter  of  deep  policy 
affecting  the  future  of  the  State,  affecting  the  will  of  the  people  of  the  State,  affecting  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  the  State  as  a  whole.  That  is  a  matter  which  has  to  be  dealt  with  by  this  House  as  a 
whole  and  not  by  an  individual  Minister  as  he  likes.  What  is  the  principle  involved  in  that? 
The  Government  then  said:  we  want  compulsory  primary  education,  all  the  money  should  be 
spent  by  the  State;  we  will  do  it;  we  will  find  the  money;  all  the  schools  should  be  taken  over  by 
Government  and  run  at  Government  cost.”  Then  certain  sections  said  that  because  of  religious 
instruction,,  they  should  be  allowed  to  see  that  their  children  were  educated  ia  their  own  schools, 
in  schools  which  had  an  atmosphere  suited  to  their  own  children.  So,  there  is  the  question  of 
that  atmosphere  which  we  cannot  forget.  Evidently,  the  present  Minister  for  Education  does 
not  know  it.  Then  Government  ultimately  said;  “AH  right.  You  may  run  your  own  schools. 
Only  you  should  not  come  into  clash  with  the  general  scheme  of  things.  You  say  your  children 
should  be  taught  in  schools  with  a  particular  atmosphere.  You  are  allowed  to  do  so,  bat  we 
cannot  meet  the  cost.”  Finally,  the  Government  agreed  to  give  a  grant.  So,  for  these  so-called 
denominational  schools  or  concession  schools,  schools  in  respect  of  which  the  concession  was 
made  by  the  Government,  deviating  fi-om  their  general  policy,  the  Government  allowed 
them  to  run.  The  present  Minister^  fof  Education  now  says  that  it  is  wrong  policy, 
that  the  working  of  those  schools  will  vitiate  the  atmosphere  and  that  its  doings  will  disrupt  the 
unity  that  exists  and  so  forth.  I  may  tell  him  that  he  is  grossly  mistaken.  Such  denominational 
schools  are  schools  run  by  agencies  with  a  particular  airn  who  claim  to  have  a  particular 
atmosphere  for  tuition  purposes.  According  to  the  Minister  it  is  such  schools  that  will  disrupt 
the  unity  of  the  different  sections  of  the  people  in  the  State.  But  such  schools  were  recognised 
even  by  the  party  that  now  runs  the  administrationof  the  State  and  on  various  occasions  in  various 
places  this  has  been  stated.  By  the  attempt  of  the  Minister  I  mean  the  polity  is  being  reversed. 
I  ask,  is  this  the  way  to  progress?  Already  there  is  a  lot  of  disrupting  influence  In  the  Sute. 
I  have  nqt  got  the  time  to  deal  with  all  of  them.  But  I  wish  to  correct  my  honble  friend 
Mr.  Govinda  Menon  that  he  is  making  a  serious  mistake  when  he  takes  the  view  which  he  does: 
This  matter  should  receive  fuller  consideration  at  his  hands,  at  the  hands  of  the  present 
Ministers  and  the  House,  Then  we  should  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  State  should  run  all 
these  schools,  ^at  do  we  find  in  regard  to  the  secondary  schools?  In  answer  to  a  question 
the  Minister  said  that  the  demands  of  the  teachers  in  aided  secondary  schools  if  conceded  will 
affect  the  State  treasury.  Wherever  money  is  concerned  for  purposes  of  education,  it  should  be 
spent.  Wherever  there  are  advantages  and  wherever  money  can  he  made  available,  then  the 
managements  come  forward  to  run  the  schools.  That  fact  should  be  realised.  Formerly  there 
was  a  craze  for  getting  permission  to  run  middle  schools  because  they  were  paying.  Now 
nobody  wants  middle  schools  but  only  secondary  schools.  The  policy  of  the  Government 
should  be  to  take  over  as  far  as  possible  all  educational  institutions  in  the  State.  If  it  is  not 
today  it  will  have  to  be  done  some  time  in  the  future.  At  any  rate  steps  should  be  taken 
towards  that  end  from  now  on.  Nothing  should  be  done  that  will  militate  against  that  policy. 
Whatever  schools  are  run  the  State's  ■  only  concern  i«  about  the  buildings.  If  we  can  ipcrid

2i  crores  annually  on  education  for  payment  of  teachers  and  so  forth  can  they  not  also  spend 
10  lahhs  for  a  period  of  10  years  for  school  buildings?  That  is  the  question  I  have  to  put  to 
the  Minister  at  this  juncture.  When  you  spend  2i  crores  on  education  in  the  State  why  not 
spend  10  lakhs  out  of  that  annually  for  building  purposes?  We  do  not  want  costly  buildings 
either.  We  want  today,  to  teach  our  children  under  shelter.  Therefore  I  say  the  whole 
educational  policy  has  to  be  reviewed  and  revised.  The  old  order  of  things  should  be  brought 
back.  It  must  be  invigorated  and  improved. 

In  regard  to  prohibition,  it  was  introduced  as  early  as  the  popular  ministry  came  Into  being. 
But  when  we  introduced  prohibition,  as  a  set  ofT  against  loss  of  revenue  we  introduced  sales-tax 
which  affects  the  poor  man.  The  justification  was  that  the  poor  man  must  pay  for  the  education 
of  his  children.  What  do  we  find  now?  We  introduced  prohibition  in  6  talukS  to  begin  with. 
In  the  next  year  the  present  Ministry  introduced  it  in  3  taluks.  This  year  in  the  Tr^ancore 
part  they  are  introducing  it  in  one  taluk  and  in  the  Cochin  part  in  another  taluk.  In  Travan- 
core  it  is  a  taluk  which  is  one  of  the  most  poorly  inhabited,  not  an  advanced  taluk  like 
Thiruvella,  or  Quilon  or  Trivandrum.  Palhanapuram  taluk  is  known  as  Kattu  Pathanapuram. 
(Laughteri  All  right.  Again  it  is  said  that  the  measure  was  introduced  taking  into  account  the 
Government  of  India’s  views  and  taking  into  account  also  existing  things.  Why  all  this  round- 
about-way  of  things,  I  ask.  If  Jawaharlal  Nehru  says  so,  why  should  that  come  into  our  picture? 
If  this  Government  say  that  they  are  introducing  prohibition  it  is  a  good  thing.  Let  us 
be  honest  in  our  doings.  For,  what  the  instructions  of  the  Government  of  India  are,  the 
Finance  Minister  did  not  tell  us.  If  annually  it  is  introduced  in  4  or  5  taluks  in  this  State  the 
whole  programme  could  be  covered  in  3  or  4  years  or  including  Cochin  which  contains  about 
10  to  12  taluks,  in  about  8  years  time.  I  should  say  that  this  kind  of  tardiness  or  reluctance 


With  your  permission.  Sir,  I  would  next  deal  with  the  question  of  food  production.  I  will 
place  a  few  facts.  One  who  reads  the  budget  would  be  in  a  wilderness  In  regard  to  this.  Looking 
at  the  aspect  of  adjustment  I  want  to  say  this.  The  Government  of  India  were  giving  us  a 
quota  of  3*4  lakhs  tons.  I  think  I  am  right.  Now  they  have  reduced  it  by  39  thousand  tons 
or  so,  evidently  because  some  of  our  Ministers  went  about  blurting . 

A  Minister:  No,  no. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  :  Some  of  our  Ministers  went  about  saying  that  they  were  going 
to  produce  very  large  stocks  from  the  additional-  acreage  brought  under  cultivation.  The 
Hon’ble  Minister  Mr.  Daulat  Ram,  must  have  known  it  for  an  exaggeration,  and  could  not  have 
accepted  that  in  full.  This  should  have  induced  him  to  reduce  about  39  thousand  tons.  He 
was  evidently  misled  while  production  here  is  nothing.  As  a  result  of  the  Minister's  statement 
one  tenth  of  the  quota  allowed  to  us  was  reduced.  That  is  how  I  understand  the  matter.  This 
Government  might  have  said  that  they  will  produce  larger  quantities  as  a  result  of  the  lift 
irrigation  having  been  introduced  in  33  thousand  acres  of  lands.  When  a  reduction  was  made 
to  the  extent  of  one  tenth  quota,  we  find  that  the  increase  of  lands  put  under  cultivation  is  one 
fifth.  I  should  tell  this  Government  not.to  mislead  the  Central  Government.  What  is  it  that 
we  find  in  this  year’s  budget?  There  again  some  of  our  Ministers  have  to  learn  elementary 
arithmetic.  Last  year  about  33  thousand  acres  produced  about  8  thousand  tons  of  paddy 
and  3  thousand  tons  of  other  foodstuffs  which  works  out  to  one  third  ton  per  acre  of  land. 
Not  that  I  accept  the  calculation.  They  are  all  Imaginary  figures  floating  in  the  air  in  the 
mental  vision  of  the  Ministers.  Now  this  year  Government  are  going  to  cultivate  about  50 
thousand  acres  wherefrom  they  hope  to  produce  one  lakh  tons  which  works  at  2  tons  per  acre. 
What  was  one  third  ton  last  year  Is  2  tons  this  year.  Is  it  not  wrong  statistics.  It  may 
not  be  deliberate  of  course.  But  it  is  calculated  to  be  mischievous.  I  am  not  sure  about 
these.  But  one  thing  is  clear.  Nothing  like  that  is  .going  to  happen.  People  who  read  the 
budget  tinnk  that  everything  is  going  on  well,  every  pie  is  sought  to  be  spent  on  food 
pr^uction.  But  how  is  it  possible  to  produce  so  much?  It  means  that  from  an  equal  acreage 
ifierent  quantises  can  be  gathered  at  different  times.  After  all  from  this  Periyaf  area  I  do  not 
know  how  W  It  IS  going  to  produce.  Probably  for  a  season  it  may.  though  much  of  it  will  not 
produce  paddy  at  all.  Then  it  will  be  planted  with  other  crops.  Of  course  our  forests  may  be 
denuded  for  that  purpose  and  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  wise.  The  Conservator  who  does 
not  stem  to  have  very  definite  ideas  about  forests  may  say  once  that  it  may  be  d^afforested  and 
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at  other  tires  say  otherwise.  As  regards  tKe  50  thousand  acres  which  is  sought  to  be  denuded 
it  comes  to  about  80  thousand  sq.  miles  of  territory  and  the  results  of  such  denudation  who 
knows  ?  I  do  not  know  whether  anybody  has  examined  it.  I  do  not  know  whether  he  is 
ranahle  of  examining  it  and  even  if  he  is  going  to  give  a  report  it  will  be  a  true 


report  to  Government.  There  is  so  much  about  it.  These  things  must  be  gone  into. 
All  these  sound  well,  viz.,  8  thousand  acres  brought  under  cultivation.  Here  are  some  wonder¬ 


ful  things  the  Ministry  is  doing.  What  is  the  effect  produced  on  the  Hon’hle  Food  Member 
When  the  Hon’ble  Daulat  Ram  comes  to  know  of  it  he  will  think  that  if  a  lakh  of  tons  is  not  pro¬ 
duced  at  least  50  thousand  will  be  produced.  Then  he  will  cut  down  our  quota  by  another  50 
thousand  when  there  will  be  entire  starvation  throughout  the  country.  Such  gloating  accounts, 
facts  and  figures  are  detrimental  to  our  country.  If  facts  and  figures  are  not  properly  ascer¬ 
tained,  disastrous  will  be  ibe  result.  It  has  been  the  practice  here  that  no  correct  statements

communist  trouble.  The  police  need  not  be  glorified  for  combating  them.  It  need  not  be  saidth 
the  Police  are  everything  in  the  State  and  Government  nothing;  _  That  is  the  kind  of  feeling  ih 
is  now  being  engendered  in  the  police  of  our  country.  There  is  universal  fear  throughout  tl 
State.  Every  day  we  get  reports,  letters  of  people  about  police  misdeeds.  I  ask  how  are  tf 
Government  going  to  check  it.  Not  that  communism  should  be  encouraged.  Not  that  tl 
present  ways  of  the  .communists  should  be  tolerated.  I  am  one  of  those  who  from  the  ve: 
start  referred  to  the  violent  activities  of  the  State  by  the  communists.  At  that  time  the  membe 
of  this  Government  were  against  me  for  condemning  their  atrocities.  Now  they  find  what  it : 
The  Government  can  give  them  their  due  but  not  beyond  a  limit.  It  is  about  20  lakhs  are 
set  off  for  this  purpose.  There  again,  no  detail  is  given.  If  Government  are  not  going  to  < 
it,  nobody  knows  whether  it  is  not  for  reorganizing  the  Armed  Reserve.  Anyway  this  is 
dangerous  attitude. 


I  turn  to  certain  other  matters.  With  the  freedom  of  the  Press  and  civil  liberties  curtailed 
the  Government  are  raising  the  status  of  the  police  to  the  skies.  This  should  not  bs.  We  are 
a  growing  democracy  and  the  growth  of  democracy  in  Travancore  and  Cochin  which  are  the 
best  educated  parts  of  India  should  be  proof  positive  of  the  future  success  of  democracy  for  the 
whole  of  India.  What  are  the  facts  ?  f  ask,  are  we  following  the  constitutional  laws  of  debate?. 
When  we  were  discussing  Hjs  Hfghness  the  Rajpramukh*s  Address  I  made  a  statement  about 
the  Food  Production  Board  and  its  President  No  doubt  a  lot  of  vilification  was  thrown  against 
line,  1  am  not  afraid  of -it.  But  facts  are  facts.  Under  the  Constitution,  there  is  a  provision 
that  a  person  who  holds  an  office  of  profit  should  not  be  a  member  of  this  House.  How  can 
this  Government  make  a  member  of  this  House  the  holder  of  an  office  of  profit,  I  mean  the  Pre¬ 
sidentship.  Is  it  not  an  office  of  profit.  I  ask?  You  know,  Sir,  in  the  Central  Govemmeiit, 
there  are  Deputy  Ministers  and  Ministers  of  State.  It  was  doubted  whether  they  could  sit  m 
Parliament  because  they  are  holders  of  office  of  profit.  A  law  had  to  be  introduced  to  allow 
them  to  sit  in  Parliament  while  continuing  as  Ministers  of  State.  That  is  how  the  Constitution 
Is  viewed  by  enlightened  minds.  I  ask  what  is  it  our  Government  is  doing.  They  have  appointed 
a  member  of  this  House  on  a  particular  pay  to  be  the  President  of  the  Board.  Surely  it  is  an 
office  of  profit.  I  seriously  put  the  question,  why  should  we  violate  the  Constitut  on  ?  A 
dignitary  who  ought  to  command  the  respect  of  80  lakhs  of  people  in  viola  ion  of  Statutes  en¬ 
acted  by  this  very  same  Government  has  been  appointed.  Is  that  the  way  we  work  the  Consti¬ 
tution  ?  We  are  to  bow  our  heads  before  the  Constitution. 


Do  you  respect  the  Constitution,  I  ask.  Now  these  things  should  not  be  done.  If  there 
is  no  argument  to  meet  argument  and  no  facts  to  meet  facts  in  this  House  representing  the 
people  of  the  State  it  cuts  at  the  very  root  of  democracy  on  which  the  Government  is  supposed 
to  function.  This  would  not  affect  me  as  an  Individual  but  it  would  affect  the  State  and  affect 
the  people  as  a  whole.  Sir,  I  am  thankful  to  you  for  the  indulgence  that  you  have  shown  to 
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me  in  giving  me  time  and  chance  to  ventilate  my  views.  I  hope  to  say  more  when  the  demands 
for  grants  come  up  for  discussion.  Thanking  you  again.  Sir,  I  resume  my  seat. 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph  :  Sir,  after  reading  through  very  carefully  the  speech  of  the  Finance 
Minister  and  after  listening  to  the  speeches  made  by  opposition  members,  1  thmk  that  I  must 
congratulate  the  Finance  Minister  for  having  been  able  to  wade  through  the  difficulties  of  this 
transitional  period  and  produce  a  budget  with  a  surplus.  We  have  had  constant  changes  during 
the  last  year  on  account  of  the  integration  of  States  and  integration  with  the  Union. 

Sir,  I  heard  the  Hon’ble  Leader  of  the  Democratic  Socialist  Party  blaming  Government  for 
railing  the  tax  on  land  by  a  few  cash.  The  reason  which  the  Hon’ble  Member  gave  for  reduc¬ 
ing  the  basic  land  tax  was  that  it  is  based  on  the  principle  that  in  modern  economics  that  land 
tax  does  not  find  a  place.  And  so,  the  tax  was  made  as  low  as  possible.  ^  Of  course,  the  word 
low,  was  put  there  in  the  preamble.  If  I  remember  right^  when  introducing  the  taX  Sir.  C.  P. 
said  that  the  land  belonged  to  Government  and  as  such  it  was  a  royalty  and  everybody  who 
owned  land  had  to  pay  tax.  That  was  distinctly  said  by  Sir  C.  P.  The  whole  system  of  re¬ 
settlement  was  long  overdue  and  he  thought  that  the  re-settlement  would  cost  a  good  sum  of 
money.  He  hit  upon  a  very  nice  plan  of  introducing  a  flat  rate  of  4  cash  per  cent  and  at  the 
same  time  introduced  the  Agricultural  Income  Tax,  a  tax  which  was  not  at  all  justified  because  at 
that  time  the  agriculturists  had  not  turned  the  corner  after  10  years  of  difficulties  and  privations. 
This  shows  that  the  main  object  of  reducing  the  land  tax  was  to  introduce  the  Agricultural 

Then,  Sir,  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  has  attacked  Government  saying  that  there  was  no  necessity 
for  raising  the  land  tax.  To  substantiate  his  statement  he  pointed  out  the  lump  sum  provision  In 
the  budget  earmarked  for  various  items  of  expenditure.  It  was  clearly  explained  by  the  Finance 
Minister  that  these  lump  sum  provisions  were  necessary  for  the  re-organisation  of  the  Depart¬ 
ments.  So  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai’s  contention  may  be  ignored. 

_  The  next  point  of  attack  was  for  the  provision  of  Rs.  40  lakhs  for  Industries.  For  my  part 
I  think  that  this  provision  of  Rs.  40  lakhs  is  in  insufficient  even  to  touch  the  fringes  of  the 
problem  of  industrialising  the  State.  Moreover,  Sir,  I  was  sorely  disappointed  to  hear  a  speech 
attacking  Government  for  financing  4  or  5  industries  whose  main  function  was  to  raise  the 
material  well-being  of  the  people.  With  your  permission.  Sir,  1  would  read  4  or  5  lines  from  the 
speech  of  the  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister  to  show  that  these  criticisms  are  most  undeserving:— 

‘  The  automobile  factory  will,  besides  producing  a  small  type  and  big  type  car,  manufacture 
diesel  trucks,  coaches,  tractors  and  agricultural  implements.  There  is_'no  large  scale  sewing  thread 
factory  in  India  and  the  factory  now  proposed  will  virtually  meet  the  whole  of  India’s  require¬ 
ments.  Similarly  there  is  practically  no  production  of  electric  meters  in  the  East  and  consider¬ 
able  foreign  exchange  will  be  saved  by  the  installation  of  the  proposed  factory.  The  tyre 
factory  will  not  only  consume  locally  produced  rubber,  but  ensure  the  cheap  supply  of  tyres  to 
our  automobile  factory  and  the  Transport  Department.  When  these  factories  are  in  full, 
production,  they  will  employ  more  than  50,000  to  60,000  workers  ”. 

Sir,  with  this  plan  in  view  this  Government  has  set  apart  40  lakhs  of  rupees.  I  am  surprised 
that  the  leader  of  the  Democratic  Socialist  Party  finds  it  convenient  to  criticise  Gjvernment 
even  for  providin:  this  amount. 

The  next  point  which  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  took  up  was  in  respect  of  the  provision  made  for 
Education.  He  attacked  Government  lor  not  extending  Primary  Education  Scheme  by  taking 
up  the  existing  nrivate  schools.  Let  me  ask  my  hon’ble  friend  a  very  plain  question.  Does  he 


Sri.  D  Gnanasigamoni :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  Is  it 
a  question  to  another  member  who  is  not  present  in  the  House  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  :  Strictly  S)  eaking  it  is  more’  a  remark  tha 
member  whose  speech  gave  rise  to  the  remark  in  question  is  e: 
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Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak:  Sir,  is  it  in  order  for  one  member  of  the  House  to  seize 
the  words  from  the  mouth  of  the  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister  and  answer  the  charges  levelled  on 
the  Finance  Minister  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  doubt  raised  by  the  Hon’ble  Member  does  not  refer  to  any  specific 
instance.  The  members  are  at  liberty  to  shape  their  arguments  in  the  manner  they  deem  best 
irrespective  of  the  question  whether  the  charges  against  a  Minister  are  thereby  answered 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  It  is  more  easily  said  than  done.  I  thought,  as  one  wlio  was  at  the 
head  of  the  administration  for  some  time,  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  would  be  careful  In  levelling  such 
charges.  At  the  same  time,  Sir,  he  also  attacked  a  section  of  the  people  of  this  country  who 
insist  on  a  proper  atmosphere  in  which  their  children  should  be  taught.  Sir,  probably  as  a 
Socialist,  he  may  not  believe  in  religion.  Fortunately  or  unfortunately,  I  am  one  who  believes 
In  religion.  I  think  that  relegion  is  a  necessary  basis,  it  does  not  matter  to  which  particular 
religion  one  belongs.  Education  without  religion  loses  its  moral,  ethical  and  spiritual  values. 
And  every  section  of  the  people  of  this  country  which  believes  in  religion  says  that  there  must 
be  an  atmosphere  of  religion  behind  the  education  of  their  children;  that  is  exactly  the  view  taken 
by  Dr.  Radhakrishnan  as  Chairman  of  the  University  Education  Commission.  Therefore,  Sir,  a 
moral  atmosphere  is  necessary  for  education  and  this  atmosphere  can  only  be  created  by  religion, 
if  it  be  otherwise  It  will  land  us  in  communism.  In  fact,  the  methods  and  activities  of  the 
communists  have  no  real  moral  basis.  They  would  resort  to  any  means  to  achieve  their^  ends. 
I  hope  that  my  Hon’ble  friend,  would  not  like  to  see  such  conditions  prevailing  in  the 
Travancore-Cochin  State. 

The  other  point  of  attack  of  my  Hon’ble  friend  was  prohibition.  He  suggested  that  we 
should  extend  prohibition  to  3  or  4  more  taluks  in  spite  of  the  Central  Government.  ^  I  am  not 
surprised  at  the  opposition  he  raised.  Certainly,  he  should  not  make  any  irresponsible  state¬ 
ment  in  View  of  his  once  having  had  the  chance  of  being  at  the  helm  of  the  Administration. 

I  would  not  be  far  wrong  if  I  say  that  the  people  at  the  Centre  have  had  more  experiences  with 
regard  to  the  working  of  the  prohibition  scheme.  ^  What_  the  Union  Government 
suggested  was  that  we  should  not  go  further  with  prohibition  if  our  revenues  would  be 
very  much  affected.  What  they  meant  was  that  after  extending  prohibition  they  should  not 
run  after  the  central  Government  for  loans  and  doles.  They  have  never  advised  this  Government 
to  give  up  entiriey  the  most  cherished  ideal  of  Mahatma  Gandhi.  I  congratulate  the  Finance 
Minister  for  being  able  to  extend  prohibition  at  least  to  two  taluks.  The  next  point  of  attack 
was  on  food  production.  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  seems  to  be  quite  unaware  of  the  potential  yield 
to  our  lands  so  far  as  hill  paddy  cultivation  is  concerned.  If  it  is  properly  cultivated  at  the 

proper  time  an  acre  of  land  can  yield  100  to  150  paras . 

Sri.  K.  P.  NiUkanta  Pillai :  In  which  taluk  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  Hon'ble  Member  is  not  expected  to  take  note  of  a  question  unless 
be  is  prepared  to  yield. 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph  :  For  informatl 
per  time  you  can  expect  100  to  200  p 
in  the  wrong  time  you  won’t  get  even  50 

Now,  Sir,  regarding  Police  administration,  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  stated  that  the  police  are  not 
to  be  attached  in  season  and  out  of  season.  The  Police,  I  may  say,  are  now  the  peoples’  police. 
There  should  be  better  understanding  between  the  public  and  the  police  now.  We,  in  this 
house  should  not  attack  those  in  the  Police  who  are  not  able  to  come  here  and  defend  them¬ 
selves.  I  am  glad  that  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  has  recognised  the  need  to  increase  the  strength  of 
the  Police  Force  at  this  juncture. 

Sir,  I  have  a  suggestion  to  make  about  the  Industrial  Department.  Phere  is  Director  as 
head  of  the  administration  and  under  him  there  is  a  Textile  Inspector  and  two  other  officers. 
This  Textile  Inspector  who  is  on  the  scale  of  Rs.  100  to  150  is  doing  nothing  except  looking 
after  half  a  dozen  schools.  I  suggest  Sir,  that  this  officer  should  be  put  in  charge  of  one  or 
Handloom  Weaving  and  cottage  industries.  As  it  is,  he  is  practically  doing  nothing,  he  may, 
along  with  his  Assistants,  be  In  charge  of  Cottage  Industries  including  handloom  weaving, 
Rattan  work  coir  yarn. 


on,  I  may  say  that  if  cultivated  properly  at  the  pro- 
aras  from  one  acre  of  paddy  land.  If  it  is  cultivated 
paras.  What  I  stated  is  not  a  fabulous  figure. 
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Now,  Sir,  a  word  about  the  Agricultural  Department.  This  Department  should  be  made 
responsible  for  collecting  statistical  figures  of  production,  and  also  responsible  for  the  working 
of  the  grow  more  food  scheme.  This  Department  should  be  made  useful  to  the  public  in  giving 
fertilizers  and  ordinary  manures  to  the  ryots.  (Speaker’s  Bell). 

Sir,  any  more  time  for  me  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  :  This  is  the  secoed  time  I  am  calling  your  attention  to  end  your  speech- 

Sri;  A.  K.  George :  Sir,  I  find  much  improvement  in  the  Financial  position  of  the 
state  when  comparing  the  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister's  speech  when  he  introduced  budget  last 
time  and  the  speech  delivered  two  days  back.  But  I  am  surprised  that  Hon’ble  Member 
Mr.  Sivarama  Pillai  characterised  the  budget  as  one  which  lacked  in  schems  and  programmes 
for  the  future.  Well,  Sir,  a  cursory  glance  through  the  budget .  speech  would  convince  us  that 
the  statement  made  by  Hon’ble  Member  Mr.  Sivarama  Pillai  is  rather  far  from  the  fact  because 
this  Budget  definitely  envisages  certain  plans  and  programmes  for  the  future  progress  of  the 
Travancore-G)chin  State.  The  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister  has  stated  that  Govarnment  have 
already  taken  steps  for  setting  up  a  Planning  Commission  under  the  Chairmanship  of  the  Chief 
Secretary  to  co-ordinate  with  the  work  of  the  National  Planning,  Commission  ot  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India.  Again,  the  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister  has  planned  certain  schemes  to  amelior¬ 
ate  the  present  conditions  of  the  fisher-folk  living  along  the  coastal  area.  Sir,  when  such 
definite  schemes  and  plans  have  been  envisaged  In  the  Budget,  it  is  very  unkind  and  unchari¬ 
table  for  Hon’ble  Member  Mr.  Sivarama  Pillai  to  state  that  the  budget  is  bereft  of  programmes 
for  the  future. 

Sir,  I  agree  with  the  remarks  made  by  the  Hon’ble  Deputy  Speaker,  Mr.  Kochukuttan. 
Even  after  so  many  months  have  elapsed  after  integration,  it  is  rather  very  pitiable  that  the 
integration  of  services-  has  not  been  completed.  This  unpardonable  delay  in  standardizing 
the  different  scales  of  Pay  of  the  services  of  the  erstwhile  two  states  never  adds  credit  to  the 
Govemmeirt.  In  the  light  of  what  the  Hon'ble  Finance  Minister  has  stated  in  his  speech  that 
steps  have  been  taken  to  integrate  the  services  as  speedily  as  possible  I  would  suggest,  Sir,  that 
these  steps  should  be  such  as  to  cause  least  heart-buring  to  those  who  are  now  already  in 
service.  Again,  Sir,  I  was  equally  surprised  to  hear  from  the  Hon’ble  Leader  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Socialist  Party  expressing  anxiety  over  the  enhanced  rate  of  basic  taxation.  But  I  would 
just  ask  the  Hon’ble  to  turn  his  attention  to  the  Cochin  area  where  the  land  tax  is  very  very 
high.  Compared  with  what  the  Cochlnites  are  paying  this  enhancement  is  only  a  token 


It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  the  Budget  Speech  of  the  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister,  reference 
has  been  made  to  the  Land  Committee  set  up  for  formulating  the  land  policy  of  the  State.  Sir, 
I  am  one  of  those  who  have  very  little  faith  in  the  work  of  such  Committees.  To  put  faith  on 
the  Land  Committee  and  to  wait  endlessly  for  the  decision  of  the  Committee  will  be  doing  great 
hardship  to  the  people  hailing  from  that  unfortunate  part  of  Travancore-Cochin. 

Sir.  I  want  to  speak  about  the  Secretariat.  Very  often  we  have  heard  in  such  assemblies 
as  this  criticisms  about  delay.  Soon  after  integration.  Government  took  steps  to  get  down  ex¬ 
perienced  and  competent  officers  to  minimise  the  delay  of  redaptism  in  the  Secretariat,  but  sadly 
enough  much  of  that  delay  still  remains.  The  paper  that  gets  into  the  Secretariat  has  a  journey 
like  a  shuttle  trmn,  which  stops  at  every  way-side  station  I  appeal  to  Government  that  all  care 
must  be  taken  to  see  that  the  l^st  delay  is  caused  and  that  papers  are  rushed  through  with  a 
speed  of  which  we  can  take  pride. 

I  am  surprised  that  in  the  general  discussion  of  the  Budget  so  far  no  mention  has  been 
made  about  the  Transport  Department.  It  is  the  declared  policy  of  the  Government  of  India 
that  the  State  Government  must  speed  up  the  policy  of  nationalisation  Let  us  look  how  nation- 
alisatlon  works  in  Ike  Slate.  Tr^port  is  the  chief  venture  in  this  scheme.  It  not  only  caters 
to  a  pubhc  need  but  does  also  fill  tha  Government  exchequer.  But  I  ask  the  Minister  of  Trans- 
port  whether  nationalisation  has  increased  public  convenience!  The  naturalisations  ol  transport 
as  >t  works  to-day,  «  uever  a  c^pliment  to  the  Government.  It  is  time,  when  the  Budget 
IS  before  us,  to  see  whether  this  pokey  is  satisfactory  and  should  be  continued. 
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About  the  housing  scheme,  although  I  congratulate  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Finance,  1 
cannot  but  bling  one  matter  to  the  notice  of  the  House.  According  to  the  scheme,  the  houses 
are  mainly  intended  for  working  classes.  As  a  result  of  integration  many  of  our  officers  who  have 
migrated  from  Ernakulam  to  Trivandrum  and  those  who  have  gone  to  Ernakulam  are  cut  off 
from  their  family.  They  are  unable  to  establish  themselves  in  the  respective  places.  Therefore 
I  will  urge  that  the  housing  scheme  should  cover  such  people  as  well,  so  that  they  can  settle 
down  in  these  places  with  their  families. 

Sir,  I  am  not  against  the  setting  up  of  a  Food  Production  Board.  As  one  who  is  a  member 
of  a  Taluk  Commitiee,  and  a  Division  Committee  I  wish  to  say  that  there  is  very  little  co¬ 
ordination  between  all  these  Committees.  Let  me  put  to  the  Hon'ble  Minister  for  Agriculture 
as  to  how  many  works  proposed  by  these  various  Committees  scattered  through  the  State  of 
Travancore  and  Cochin  are  already  implemented.  I  am  afraid  that  the  President  of  the  Food 
Production  Committee,  whatever  may  be  his  sincerity  of  purpose,  is  not  vested  with  the  neces¬ 
sary  powers  to  sanction  schemes.  Unless  he  is  given  definite  powers,  nothing  good  is  likely  to 
emerge  from  the  constitution  of  the  Committee.  In  the  matter  of  procurement  also,  as  the 
Hon’ble  Deputy  Speaker  pointed  out,  the  Cochin  scheme  is  more  perfect  and  must  he  copied  in 
.  Travancore  as  well.  1  am  gratified  to  note  that  some  of  those  Officers  are  coming  to  Travancore 
area  and  more  effective  steps  are  likely  to  be  taken  in  this  field. 

In  the  matter  of  education  as  well,  although  I  am  not  an  educationist  myself,  I  am  compel¬ 
led  to  say  that  unless  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Education  takes  up  a  definite  attitude  and 
adumbrates  the  policy  to  he  followed  on  the  different  aspects  of  education,  there  is  bound  to  be 
no  progress.  Let  us  make  it  clear  what  is  our  policy  with  regard  to  Primary  education  in  the 
State,  is  Government  committed  to  the  policy  of  primary  education  being  entrusted  to  private 
agencies  or  will  it  be  the  function  of  the  State  and  thus  all  private  agencies  will  be  eliminated 
from  the  field?  Let  us  say  in  definite  terms  what  our  policy  is  with  regard  to  secondary 
education.  No  amount  of  prevarication  is  going  to  help  us.  Let  us  state  precisely  what  is  our 
policy  in  educational  matters.  Only  that  will  ensure  progeess. 

With  these  words,  although  I  cannot  agree  with  the  remark  of  the  Hon’ble  Member  who 
said  that  the  Budget  lacks  in  schemes,  I  appeal  to  Government  to  bestow  their  attention  on  the 
matters  I  have  brought  to  their  notice.

Sri.  A.  L.  Jacob:  Sir,  although  the  budget  is  not  a  fully  balanced  one,  I  must 
congratulate  the  Finance  Minister  for  his  successful  financial  negotiations  with  the  Central 
Government  and  for  obtaining  from  them  a  large  part  of  the  collections  under  the  Central  items 
of  revenue.  I  do  hope  that  a  larger  part  of  these  revenue  will  be  carved  out  for  the  State,  and 
1  find  justification  for  this.  Take  for  instance  customs  revenue.  Many  of  the  heads  under 
which  this  revenue  is  collected  are  peculiar  for  this  State.  I  mean  our  export  staples  like  coir 
yam  and  matting.  Coconut  oil.  pepper,  cashewnut,  lemongrass  oil,  cardamoms  etc.,  ate  found 
only  on  this  coast  and  most  of  these  products  depend  solely  on  the  attention  paid  to  them  by 
this  State. 
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From  now  on,  a  sJt^mtion  will  arise  in  which  revenue  will  go  to  the  Centre  but  the  fostering 
of  the  revenue  assets  will  have  to  be  done  by  the  State.  I  fear  that  this  will  affect  the  interests 
of  our  agriculturists  and  traders  substantially,  fhe  Central  Government  will  do  very  little  for 
our  pepper  or  cashenuts  and  nothing  for  our  lemon  grass  oil.  In  these  circumstances,  I  find 
justification  for  the  State  obtaining  a  substantial  portion  of  the  customs  revenue  from  the  Centre 
and  concessions  similar  to  those.  Sir,  given  to  Bengal  and  Assam  Governments  in  respect  of  jute 
and  tea  exports  must  he  extended  to  this  State  also. 


I  said  that  the  Centre  is  not  fostering  our  export  staples.  But,  is  our  State  fostering  them- 
I  fear  that  very  little  has  been  done  in  this  matter  by  the  State,  Take  for  instance  pepper 
^  There  was  lately  a  great  chance  for  making  capital  of  our  pepper  exports  and  thus  benefiting 
'  our  traders  and  culivators  alike  but  Sir,  nothing  was  done  and  actually  the  profits  from  the  pepper 
were  pocketted  by  Bombay  trading  firms,  fdad  more  money  come  into  the  State,  not  oly  would 
our  people  have  henefitted  but  our  Government,  would  have  also  obtained  more  revenue.  But 
I.  fear,  Sir,  our  Government  has  little  interest  in  wealth  productions  in  the  State.  All  that  .we 
are  interested  in  is  revenue  collection.  This  is  a  short  sighted  policy. 


I  find  that  our  Government  have  decided  on  appointing  a  Planning  Board,  to  work  in 
conjunction  with  the  National  Planning  Commission  set  up  in  the  Centre,  d  note  that  the 
Finance  Minister  thinks  that  this  Central  Planning  Commission  is  concerned  solely  with  problems 
of  industrial  expansion.  So  far  as  1  know,  the  object  of  this  commission  is  much  more  com. 
prehensive  one,  it  will  deal  with  the  proper  ordering  of  our  economic  resources  so  as  to 
maximising  production  and  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  common  people.  This  I  believe 
is  what  is  meant  by  planning.  In  these  circumstances,  there  is  little  point  in  this  State  dissi¬ 
pating  its  energies  by  appointing  unconnected  committees.  A  committee  has  been  appointed  to 
go  into  the  question  of  factory  industries,  another  into  cottage  industries  and  I  wonder  if  the 
rapid  industrialisation  of  the  State  can  be  carved  out  by  such  uncoordinated  activities.  I  am 
very  much  surprised  Sir,  at  the  composition  of  the  Planning  Board.  The  Prime  Minister  of 
India  is  the  Chairman  of  the  National  Planning  Committee  and  experienced  Public  men  and 
economists  who  have  no  axe  to  grind  and  who  have  the  general  interest  of  the  country  are 
members.  Here  I  find  that  the  Board  is  composed  solely  of  industrialists.  .  • 

1  suggest  that  as  in  the  Centre,  a  Planning  Board  of  Committee  be  appointed  of  competent 
men  with  experiTOce  in  these  matters.  The  Chief  Minister  may  be  the  permanent  Chai  man  of 
the  Board.  Chairman  of  . the  Land  Policy  Committee,  Food  Production  Committee  and  Cottager 
Industries  Committee  should  be  members.  Not  more  than  one  industrialist  should  be  member. 
In  this  way  Planning  work  can  be  coordinated  and  made  effective. 

Finally  I  would  appeal  to  our  Government  to  utilize  businessmen  more  fully  in  their 
counsels,  as  in  these  days  we  are  concerned  most  with  economic  matters.  Members  of  Govern¬ 
ment  even  at  the  top  lack  experience  in  business  matters.  Hence  the  need  for  bringing 
practical  business  men  more  into  touch  with  Government  work  by  taking  advice  from  them  and 
by  utilizing  the  resources  whatever  way  possible. 

I  would  once  again  congratulate  the  Finance  Minister  for  his  able  Budget  speech.

SPEECH  OF  THE  CHIEF  SECRETARY  TO  GOVERNMENT 

62.  [34]  Srii  P.  S.  Nalaraja  Pillai:  Will  the  Hon’ble  the  Chief  Minister  be 

(a)  whether  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government  made  any  reference  to  the  activities  of 
the  members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  in  a  speech  delivered  on  the  3rd  March  1950  at  the 
University  Second  Grade  College  day  celebrations;  and 

(J)  if  so  the  exact  nature  of  the  reference  or  the  words  he  used? 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai: 

(u)No. 

(h)  Does  not  arise. 

Ruling  on  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Sri.  A.  Nesamony  on  8th  March  1950 
regarding  the  validity  of  the  Rules  and  Standing  Orders  adapted 
by  the  Speaker: 

Mr.  Speaker:  In  regard  to  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Nesamony  regarding  the 
validity  of  the  present  Rules  and  Standing  Orders  a  final  ruling  from  the  Chair  is  due 
as  promised. 

The  point  raised  by  Sri.  Nesamony  is  that  the  Rules  and  Standing  Orders  modified  and 
adapted'by  the  SpeaW  being  ultra  vires  cannot  be  acted  upon.  It  is  contended  that  Ordinance 
No.  Vll!  of  1124  under  which  the  Rules  and  Standing  Orders  were  in  force  prior  to  the 
conunencement  of  the  constitution  having  expired  on  27th  January  1950.  Rules  and  Standing 
Orders  modified  and  adapted  by  the  Speaker  on  1  st  March  1950  cannot  be  valid.  Reference  is 
made  to  Article  208(2)  read  with  Article  238  clause  (11)  and  Explanation  III  to 
Article  372. 

The  fundamental  mistake  involved  in  the  position  taken  up  by  Sri.  Nesamony  seems  to  be 
in  the  assumption  that  the  Speaker’s  authority  to  modify  and  adapt  the  Rules  and  Standing 
Orders  stands  or  falls  with  the  Ordinance  which  expired  on  27th  January  1950.  But  it  is 
evident  from  Article  208  (2)  read  with  Article  238  (I  I )  that  the  Rules  and  Standing  Orders 
though  brought  into  existence  under  the  Ordinance  acquired  their  continuing  validity  from  the 
Constitution  which  specifically  provided  that  those  rules  were  to  remaln  in  force  as  such  Until 
modified  and  adapted  by  the  Speaker.  This  provision  of  the  Constitution  came  into  force  on 
26th  January  1950  and  therefore  the  old  rules  in  existence  commenced  their  operation  under 
the  Constitution  from  26th  January  1950  and  continued  till  they  were  duly  modified  and 
adapted  by  the  Speaker  on  1st  March  1950.  ^planation  ^III  to  Article  372  has  really  no 

therefore  hold  that  my  previous  ruling  that  the  Rules  and  Standing  Orders  as  adapted  by  the 
Speaker  are  valid  is  correct  and  stands  in  need  of  no  revision. 
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The  House  adjourned  Jor  lunch  at  I -00  p,m.  and  reassembled  at  2-00  p.m.  with  Mr.  Speal^tt 
in  the  chair. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanla  Pillai :  Sir,  when  called  upon  to  make  a  few  observations  on  the 
Budget  estimate  presented  to  this  House,  supported  by  the  speech  of  the  Hon’ble  the  Minister 
for  Knance,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  member  to  go  through  the  pages  of  the  Budget  to  under¬ 
stand  something  of  its  contents  before  he  proceeds  to  shower  his  congratulations  or 
condemnations.  Therefore,  Sir,  I  have  not  got  any  ready-made  congratulations  to  be  given  to 
the  Minister  for  Finance.  Sir,  last  year  when  the  budget  was  introduced  and  some  members 
proceeded  in  a  hurry  to  congratulate  the  Finance  Minister,  he  said  “Do  not  congratulate  me 
now;  but  watch  the  results”.  Therefore,  after  having  known  what  are  the  results  of  the 
financial  transactions  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  will  be  time  for  us  to  congratulate  or  contlemn 
him.  Sir,  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  if  we  just  make  an  attempt  to  review  the  financial  position 
of  the  State  for  the  year  1124  and  for  the  7i  months  (1949-50)  and  also  the  present  financial 
position  of  the  State. 

Sir,  I  don’t  want  to  tire  the  House  with  figures.  But,  Sir,  the  learned  Hon’ble  Members' 
Hon’bie  Members  on  the  other  side,  seem  to  have  some  misunderstanding  about  the  figures  we 
give.  Therefore,  my  request  is— I  mean  Hon’ble  Mr.  George--iusUo  let  us  know  the  figures 
so  that  hereafter  we  may  not  give  an  occasion  for  him  to  say  "After-all  these  figures  are 

Sir,  in  the  year  1124,  the  Finance  Minister  estimated  for  a  revenue  of  Rs.  903’7  lakhs 
and  an  expenditure  of  Rs.839"62  lakhsso  far  as^Travancore  is  concerned,  and  a  sum  ofRs.394'21 
lakhs  and  Rs.  369'78  lakhs  for  receipts  and  expenditure  respectively  for  Cochin.  Thus  he 
provided  for  a  surplus  of  Rs.  1,49,000.  But  he  spent  according  to  the  actuals  Rs.  1,278-58 
lakhs  and  ultimately  we  came  to  the  position  of  96-5 1  lakhs— deficit.  The  expenditure  went  up 
to  Rs.  1,375-09  lakhs,  i-.e.,  we  over-spent  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  167-61  lakhs  of  rupees.  And  for 
this  purpose,  we  appropriated  from  the  Revenue  Reserve  Accounts  to  the  extent  of  Rs_.  59-78 
lakhs  and  including  that  the  amount  that  we  overspent  was  Rs.  227-39  lakhs;  i.e.,  appraximately 
21  ctores  of  rupees.  That  is  the  result  of  the  transactions  for  the  year  1 1 24.  When  he 
presented  the  budget  he  told  us  that  he  is  going  to  produce  a  surplus  of  1-49  lakhs,  but  the 
transactions  of  the  year  ended  in  spending  Rs.  21  crores  more.*  Thus  he  has  produced  a  deficit 
budget.  And  how  even  this  deficit  budget  was  arrived  at,  it  is  very  interesting  to  note.  Sir. 
He  made  appropriations  from  the  Revenue  Fund  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  1 59-78  lakhs  and  from 
Village  Uplift  Fund  he  appropriated  certain  amounts .  Then  from  Industrial  Development 
Fund,  he  made  savings ,-  from  Post  War  Reconstruction  Fund,  he  made  savings :  that  is  to  say, 
by  starving  all  the  nation-building  activities  of  the  State  he  effected  savings  but  spent  Rs.  21 
crores  and  then  produced  a  deficit  budget.  That  is  the  result  of  the  transactions  for.  the  year 
1 1 24.  Then  let  us  come  to  the  transactions  for  the  7J  monhts  (1 949-50).  'There,  according  to 
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the  estimate,  he  estimated  for  a  revenue  of  Rs.  943*21  lakhs  and  for  an  expenditure  of 
Rs.  891*43  lakhs.  And  also  he  hoped  to  produce  a  surplus  of  Rs.  3*51  lakhs.  Sir,  I  would 
request  the  Hon’ble  Members  to  take  page  5  of  the  Budget.  There  you  will  see  how  ultimately 
the  budget  figures  were  manipulated  and  in  spite  of  the  manipulations  and  the  wonderful 
methods  adopted  by  the  Finance  Minister  to  mislead  the  public  and  the  members 
of  . this  House,  the  tr^sactions  resulted  ultimately  in  a  deficit  of  Rs.  34'21  lakhs.  Here 
again,  you  will  find,  Sir,  that  over  and  above  the  ordinary  revenue  we  took  Rs.  35*00  lakhs 
from  Revenue  Reserve  Fund,  and  another  Rs.  67*00  lakhs  from  Post  War  Reconstruction 
Fund,  and  yet  another  Rs.  13  and  odd  lakhs  from  Village  Uplift  Fund.  Thus  after 
overspending  all  these  amounts  and  appropriating  all  these  amounts  the  ultimate  result 
was  a  budget  deficit  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  34  and  odd  lakhs,  I  would  invite  the 
attention  of  the  Hon*bleMembers  to  wbat  he  said  when  he  presented  the  Budget  for  1949 — 50. 
He  said,  Sir,  that  he  has  been  budgeting  for  a  surplus  of  Rs.  3*51  lakhs;  this  small  surplus 
has  been  made  possible  as  a  result  of  certain  fresh  proposals  to  which  I  shall  presently  refer. 
“It  has  been  a  matter  of  anxious  concern  for  Government  to  finance  developing  departments”. . 

. .  Then  Re  said  I  do  not  find  the  exact  sentence— that  it  has  been  a  matter  for 

congratulation  because  he  has  been  able  to  produce  a  surplus  budget  when  we  have  been  con¬ 
fronted  with  deficit  budgets  for  the  preceding  two  years  in  succession.  That  is  what  he  said 
when  he  made  the  Budget  Speech  last  time.  Then  the  Hon’ble  Members  will  also  kindly 
understand  that  when  he  introduced  that  Budget,  he  put  the  blame  upon  his  predecessor,  the 
then  Finance  Minister.  This  was  done  because  he  had  not  included  in  the  budget  a  sum  of 
Rs.  166  lakhs  which  he  should  have  included  for  subsidy  for  foodgrains.  I  again  invite  the 
attention  of  the  members  to  the  fact  that  he  has  made  a  special  provision  for  1 02  lakhs  for 
foodstuffs  subsidy  for  1 1 25  over  and  above  the  provision  of  85  lakhs  in  the  Budget  Estimate. 

I  am  now  bringing  these  things  to  the  notice  of  the  House  simply  to  convince  the  House  that 
for  three  years  consecutively  we  budgeted  for  surplus  but  it  ended  in  heavy  deficits,  embarr¬ 
assing  the  finances  of  the  State.  Therefore  Mr.  George  was  in  a  way  right  when  he  said  that 
Mr.  Sivarama  Pillai  should  not  have  taken  the  trouble  to  find  these  figures.  These  figures  are 
nothing,  Sir.  We  can  proceed  even  without  these  figures.  We  can  provide  the  finances  even 
without  these  figures.  The  transactions  of  the  two  years,  1 124  and  the  7^  months  of  1949- — 
1950,  disclose  a  riot  of  spending,  and  a  rake’s  progress,  of  unbridled  expenditure.  Sir,  I  must 
n^lf  the  question  even  though  the  present  Budget  Speech  contains  some  aspects  which  may  be 
important  and  however  we  may  look  upon  these  aspects,  if  the  Government  are  not  prepared  to 
utilise  those  funds  for  purposes  for  which  they  are  earmarked,  are  not  you  hurrying  up  to  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Finance  Minister  because  the  transactions  for  the  two  years  reveal  that  the 
important  provisions  for  several  nation  building  activities  are  not  properly  utilised.  That  Is 
the  only  thing  that  these  figures  show.  Therefore  I  can  igriore  the  figures  there  and  I  can  even 
say  that  these  figures  are  not  very  material  for  us.  There  is  no  necessity  to  understand  these 
figures,  because  without  the  figures  we  can  proceed.  Now  when  we  come  to  the  accounts, 

I  wish  to  convince  the  members  of  this  House  how  irregular,  how  imperfect,  how  faulty  and 
how  bad  the  budget  is,  because  you  do  not  find  the  pay  of  so  many  officers  on  the  pages  of 
the  budget.  The  officers  are  there,  the  pay  of  them  do  not  find  a  place  among  the  figures  of 
the  Budget.  That  I  shall  reserve  for  a  subsequent  occasion. 

Now,  member  after  member  congratulates  the  Hon’ble  the  Finance  Minister  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  the  Budget.  I  have  no  quarrel.  Sir,  one  member  said  when  he  supported  the 
Budget.  Mr.  George  said,  “After  all  there  is  no  co-ordination_and  co-relation  between  the  <»m- 
mittces  appointed  by  this  Ministry.  Therefore  nothing  is  going  to  be  achieved  by  this.  The 
Learned  Member,  the  Hon’ble  Deputy  President,  when  he  congratulated  the  Finance  Minister 
also  pointed  out  that  the  Financial  integration  was  not  properly  done.  And^it  is  evident  from 
the  pages  of  the  Budget-that  so  many  things  which  ought  to  have  been  provided  in  the  Budget 
were  not  provided. 

Sir,  another  speaker  when  he  congratulated  the  Finance  Minister  said  that  the  demands  of 
the  Industries  have  been  thwarted  and  nothing  has  been  provided  to  develop  the  Industries 
Yet  another  Speaker  said  that  in  the  matter  of  food  production,  the  Department  concerned  is 
doing  nothing  for  want  of  finance  and  it  would  be  better  to  end  this  Department, 

Sri.  A.  K,  George  j  These  congratulations  were  not  unqualified, 
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Sri,  K.  P.  NUakanta  Pillai :  That  is  wliat  I  say.  Sir,  here  I  am  reminded  ot  whal , 
country  gentleman  said  when  he  came  out  after  hearing  the^  debates  in  the  British  Parliaments. 
“Well  I  never  fancy  us  being  governed  by  such  a  set  of  ordinary  looking  fellows.  A  lot  of  bald 
heads  and  ordinary  talking.  I  am  disappointed’*.  When  he  made  the  remark  about  the  baldness  of 
the  head  I  do  not  know  whether  he  meant -the  inferior  quality  of  the  heads  both  externally 
and  internally.  In  the  same  way.  Sir.  I  am  disappointed  on  what  is  contained  in  the  Budget 
and  the  Speech  delivered  by  the  Learned  Finance  Minister. 

Coming  to  the  facts,  Sir,  what  do  we  see  in  the  country?^  National  difficulties  ara 
multiplying.  Food  production  is  quite  unsatisfactory,  unemployment  is  rampant,  cost  of  living 
has  risen  abnormally  high  and  to  crown  all  Law  and  Order  in  the  State  is  increasingly  violated. 
The  Council  of  Ministers  who  have  been  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  promoting  the 
welfare  of  the  common  man  are  preoccupied  move  with  party  manoeuvres  than  with  matteri 
pertaining  to  protection  and  preservation  of  the  fundamental  rigKts  of  the  citizens  by 
implementing  the  Directive  Principle  contained  in  the  Constitution.  No  effective  measures  are 
placed  before  this  House  for  our  consideration.  That  is  my  point,  Sir*  The  Hon'ble  Finance 
Minister  has  stated  in  his  speech  that  we  are  now  part  of  the  Republic  of  India  and  are  working 
a  democratic  organisation  and  that  we  must  feel  that  responsibility.  But  may  I  ask  blm,  Sir, 
whether  he  has  read  the  Constitution  and  realised  those  responsibilities.  Has  he  implemented 
the  Directive  Principles  contained  in  the  Constitution  when  he  framed  this  budget?  Has  he 
understood  the  implications  of  Articles  36  to  51  of  the  Constitution?  Has  he  envisaged  any 
scheme  whereby  the  material  resources  of  the  land  can  be  brought  under  control  of  the 
State  instead  of  allowing  to  concentrate  wealth  in  the  hands  of  a  few  to  the  detriment  of 
the  common  man?  Has  he  got  any  provision  made  for  assistance  to  the  aged  and  the  sick  or  the 
unemployed  and  the  disable?  Has  he  provided  anything  for  free  compulsory  education  of  all 
children  below  the  age  of  14  ?  These  are  the  directive  principles  and  .policies  contained  in  the 
constitution  and  these  have  been  Ignored  by  a  responsible  Individual  as  the  Hon’ble  Finance 
Minister  when  he  framed  this  budget.  Without  any  exaggeration  I  can  say,  Sir.  that  theee 
budget  proposals  are  empty  and  insipid.  Sir,  I  am  prepared  to  substantiate  each  of  these  points, 
which  1  have  referred  to. 

Sir,  there  are  some  aspects  of  the  budget  which  I  feel  the  members  on  the  other 
side  of  the  House  however  much  they  support  and  debate  upon  them,  would  produce  no 
material  effect  in  relation  to  economic  and  political  side  of  our  finance.  What  is  the  politic^ 
side?  The  Hon*ble  Finance  Minister  has  done  nothing  good  to  the  common  man.  Thatu 
the  political  aspect.  Now  let  as  see  why  the  strength  of  the  Ministry  was  reduced  from  9  to  5, 
On  what  principle  the  Chief  Minister  did  that  ?  The  country  cannot  understand  why  this  wai 
done.  Mr.  Abdulla,  a  Minister  among  the  9,  and  who  was  the  Chairman  of  a  committw 
appointed  to  go  into  the  question  of  Education  in  the  State  was  thrown  out  of  the  Ministry. 
A  lady  member  of  the  former  Ministry  was  also  thrown  out.  But  what  was  the  reason  for  Aelr 
dismissal  ?  The  country  is  unable  to  understand.  Sir,  this  action  of  the  Chief  Minister 
reminds  me  of  what  Hitler  said  to  his  Socialist  friends  when  a  majority  of  441  voted  for  tbe 
resolution  to  invest  him  with  ultimate  power.  When  he  was  assured  of  his  success  he  tamed 
to  his  Socialist  friends  and  said  “I  have  no  further  use  of  you”.  This  is  the  political  side  of 
the  budgetary  aspect.  How  can  a  Ministry,  I  ask  Sir,  do  anything  good  to  the  common  man 
when  they  are  always  looking  around  to  find  out  ways  and  means  to  make  their  position  secure  ? 
And,  for  this  they  have  to  support  the  capitalists  without  whose  support  tKey  would  not  be  able 
to  get  on.  Cm  this  House  do  anything  to  set  matters  right?'  No,  Sir,  this  House  ii 
powerless.  Sir,  as  I  have  observed  on  previous  occa«ons,  this  House  has  survived  its  usefulneis. 
Every  measure  that  comes  before  this  House  for  its  sanction  has  to  be  first  approved  by  the 
party  in  power  and-the  members  of  the  party  have  no  freedom  of 'debate  in  this  House.  The 
function  of  this  House  has  degenerated  to  the  registering  of  party  decisions.  Personal  jealousies 
and  unscrupulous  methods  are  in  full  play  and  are  fully  exploited.  For  this  purpose  the 
Ministers  are  always  on  tour  presiding  over,  anniversaries  of  petty  associations  and  clubs  and 
opening  of  primary  schools  and  reading  rooms.  Sir,  they  visit  these  places  in  the  midst  of  their 
multifwious  administrative  duties  simply  to  gain  their  own  ends.  In  the  Democracy  of  England 
the  Ministers  do  not  undertake  so  many  tours.  And,  when  they  are  out,  the  people  are  not 
concerned  about  their  presence.  Moreover,  Sir,  the  Ministers  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  day 
to  day  administration  of  Departments.  They  must  see  that  no  political  matters  interfere  with 
admmistaaPon  of  the  country.  That  is  the  cardinal  principle  of  democracy.  Here,  sometime  back 

the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government  gave  Utterance  to  something  that  he  felt  as  an  impediment

Sri.  C.  L.  Joseph  :  Sir,  I  would  like  to  deal  with  the  general  situation  obtaining  here  at 
the  present  time.  We  have  sojemnly  resolved  to  work  under  the  new  Constitution  which  aims 
at  equality,  liberty,  freedom  of  speech,  freedom  of  thought  and^  all  the  rest  of  it.  Socially 
and  politically  we  are  given  the  same  status  under  the  Constitution.  The  system  of  adult 
franchise  is  in  vogue.  1  am  a  member  of  the  independent  party  and  as  such  I  have  no  ill 
feeling  with  any  party.  We  are  only  at  the  experimental  stage  of  the  working  of  the  constitution 
and  it  is  left  to  us  to  work  it  as  best  as  one  can. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pllai :  Sir,  it  has  become  a  common  feature  that  every  member 
seems  to  deliver  prepared  speeches,  probably  the  one  prepared  by  somebody  else. 

Sri.  C.  L.  Joseph :  This  is  the  speech  that  I  wrote  and  as  it  may  be  done  in  shorter 
time  I  would  read  it. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pllai :  It  is  not  a  question  of  time,  Sir. 

Sri.  C.  L  Joseph:  As  long  as  we  have  types  of  leaders  like  Jawaharlal,  Patel  etc.,  it  is 
alright.  That  is  only  at  the  Centre.  But  looking  down  what  do  we  find.  The  condition  of  affairt 
is  deplorable.  We  are  not  having  the  men  of  that  status  and  regard.  The  personnel  here  Is 
not  the  same  as  that  obtaining  at  the  Centre.  That  does  not  mean  that  I  am  against  the  Congress 
party  continuing  in  power  for  any  length  of  time.  By  that  I  mean  and  wish  to  request  that  what¬ 
ever  they  enjoy  in  the  State  should  be  the  natural  result  of  their  doings  for  the  welfare  of  the 
people  at  large.  Whatever  they  do  should  be  for  the  entire  good  of  the  State.  Principles  are 
not  being  adhered  to  in  the  manner  in  which  they  ought  to  be.  In  the  working  of  the  principles 
we  find  the  efficiency  of  Government  suffers  and  thereby  the  efficiency  of  the  State  suffers.  The 
congress  party  members  should  not  think  that  they  sacrifice  for  the  State  and  as  such  they  all 
should  be  rewarded  lor  those  sacrifices.  If  they  have  sacrificed  it  is  for  the  State  they  have  so 
done.  After  having  got  freedom  they  think  that  they  should  b'e  the  recipient  of  all  benefits.  They 
even  go  to  the  esrtent  of  saying  that  they  should  get  them  at  the  expense  of  other  Interests.  They 
thus  think  of  taking  away  the  cream  alone  without  at  the  same  time  doing  any  sacrifice  worth 
the  name.  That  state  of  affairs  should  not  be. 

The  country  is  full  of  troubles  everywhere.  There  is  the  communist  rising  from  unexpected 
quarters.  All  the  world  over  conditions  are  heading  towards  it.  This  is  a  matter  which  cannot 
be  denied.  Such  a  tendency  has  to  be  checked.  Unless  it  is  checked  early  enough,  chaos  will 
be  the  result.  Now^a-days  the  socialists  are  coming  up  and  it  is  premature  to  state  the  results 
of  their  doings.  They  aim  at  the  utilization  of  all  resources  available  in  the  country  and  sharing 
it  among  the  populace.  Whether  such  a  sharing  in  equal  parts  is  feasible  or  not  remain  to  k 
seen.  They  are  now  engaged  in  the  work  of  social  amelioration  and  are  fairly  progressing  in 
the  line.  Therefore  the  responsibility  of  the  Congress  party  has  considerably  Increased  because 
of  these  circumstances  and  I  hope  the  leaders  will  realise  their  position  and  see  to  the  proper 
running  of  the  country.  As  I  am  not  in  the  inner  circle  of  the  working  of  the  party  I  ■  cannot 
say  for  certain  what  their  idea  is.  But  one  thing  is  visible  namely  that  the  prestige  of  the 
congress  party  is  going  down  because  of  the  bickerings  within  the  members  of  the  party.  There 
is  always  some  fight  inside  the  party.  Unless  there  is  discipline  in  the  rank  and  file,  the  prestige 
of  the  party  is  bound  to  disappear.  Nothing  effective  can  be  transacted.  Unless  the  evil  forces 
within  the  party  are  weeded  out,  no  good  results  can  he  achieved.  The  Centre  should  be  strong 
or  appear  to  be  strong.  Even  that  is  lacking.  This  is  because  of  the  ^bt  iii  the  internal  work¬ 
ing  of  the  party.  I  would  therefore  appeal  whether  the  Government  should  not  put  their  House 
ill  order.  The  fight  within  reflects  discredit  upon  the  House.  There  is  a  sort  of  artificial  leader¬ 
ship  which  is  aimed  at  by  the  leaders  of  the  party.  From  experience  I  find  the  leaders  sacrifice 
their  self  respect,  and  do  things  detrimental  to  their  cause.  This  is  all  done  with  a  view  to  see 
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against  the  evil  doer,  the  prestige  of  Government  is  enhanced.  Nothing  in  such  direction  is 
done  by  the  present  Government.  The  result  of  that  is  demoralisation  in  the  services  and  the 
lowering  of  the  prestige  of  Government.  Judged  from  the  experience  of  the  last  two  years  it  is 
high  time  that  Government  should  take  strong  measures  against  the  really  wrong  doers.  The 
position' of  highly  placed  officers  has  become  very  precarious  in  this  State.  For  example  the 
Judges  of  the  High  Com  t.  We  want  justice  done  by  them.  Instead  the  Judges  fee!  their  posi¬ 
tion  not  secure.  A  citizen  is  not  in  a  position  to  get  adequte  justice  from  the  highest  court  in 
the  land.  At  least  let  them  be  left  alone  without  bickerings  of  any  kind.  We  want  an  upright 
judge  at  the  seat  of  authority.  On  the  other  hand  a  judge  is  trembling  in  his  office.  The  sim¬ 
ple  thing  is  he  feels  his  position  is  not  secure  there  and  Government  does  not  seem  to  give  that 
kind  of  stability.  It  is  a  shame.  The  highest  court  in  the  land,  the  High  Court  has  become  a 
by-word.  The  honour  of  the  court  and  the  judiciary  is  rocking  so  to  say.  A  high  authority  in 
the  State  feels  that  he  has  no  confidence  in  the  office  he  holds.  Considering  all  these  things  1 
fervently  trust  that  Government  would  stop  their  hunt  for  the  wrong  age  of  officers.  There  are 
civilized  methods  of  finding  remedies  for  it.  The  really  corrupt  persons  should  be  punished  by 
Government.  Without  such  publicity  as  being  evidenced  in  the  case  of  wrong  doers,  maltetj 
covld  he  proceeded  with.  From  the  highest  officer  to  the  lowest,  the  procedure  adopted  by 
Government  requires  a  constitutional  method.  It  is  in  such  directions  a  Government  worth  the 
name  should  work. 

Sir,  as  a  Medical  man  myself,  I  may  be  permitted  to  make  a  few  remarks  about  the  medical 
institutions  of  the  State.  Our  .General  Hospital  may  be  taken  as  a  sample.  It  is  an  improperly 
run  medical  institution.  When  asked  wheather  they  do  not  sweep  the  hospital  floor,  the 
staff  is  supposed  to  have  replied  that  there  is  no  space  for  sweeping.  All  available  space  is 
occupied  by  patients.  Then  how  can  you  sweep  the  floor?  Imagine,  Sir  that  your  houK  has 
not  been  swept.  No  scientific  man  can  close  his  eyes  to  it.  We  have  been  preaching  universal 
fraternity.  But  that  is  not  to  be  found  in  beneficial  institutions  like  hospitals.  There  the 
patients  do  not  get  proper  dressing;  they  do  not  get  proper  space  for  living;  they  are  given 
soiled  and  old  mats;  they  do  not  get  properly  dressed  or  cleansed;  no  person  gets  a  bath;  no 
person  gets  a  change  of  dress.  Obviously,  the  staff  will  be  put  to  blame.  The  staff  is  only 
50  per  cent  of  what  it  ought  to  be.  But  when  you  increase  the  admission  to  200  per  cent  or  in 
and^with  the  same  staff,  the  efficiency  of  the  staff  will  become  20  per  cent.  You  expect  one 
nurse  and  one  doctor  to  look  after  some  25  patients,  whereas  the  maximum  number  of  patients 
that  a  nurse  can  attend  to  properly  is  said  to  be  only  5.  I  cannot  blame  a  nurse  for  not  doing 
her  work  properly.  It  looks  like  an  actual  pretence.  Look  at  the  manner  of  treatment  in  a 
hospital.  Is  it  humanity?  Is  it  brotherhood?  If  you  can  open  your  eyes  to  these  injustice, 
at  least  something  can  be  done  to  the  poor  people. 

Not  only  that.  I  saw  two  persons  actually  using  one  pillow  and  that  also  vtilhout 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  May  I  know  to  which  hospital  the  Hon'ble  Member  is  referring  to? 

Dr.  C.  L.  Joseph  :  I  am  referring  to  the  General  Hospital  here.  Sir,  I  have  no  time  to 
go  into  the  details  of  the  sufferings  in  a  hospital.  But  there  is  one  redeeming  feature  in  that 
there  was  only  one  sex  lying  in  the  same  line.  Can  any  one,  if  you  have  equanimity,  think  of 
this  sort  of  condition?  If  it  is  popularity,  God  save  us  from  that  popularity.  I  am  asking  this. 
Will  you  permit  your  people — your  own  children — to  be  treated  like  this  in  a  hospital?  We  have 
to  maintain  our  self-respect.  If  you  cannot  serve  them  properly,  the  best  thing  would  be  not 
to  aggravate.their  grievances  by  such  misdeeds. 

Sir,  a  word  about  Grow  More  Food  Campaign.  One  Hon’ble  Member  said  that  when  the 
Government  of  Cochin  started  this  Campaign,  it  cost  them  Rs.  3 — 8  as.  for  a  para  of  paddy. 
It  is  wrong.  For  one  lakh  of  paras  of  paddy  it  cost  about  Rs.  8i  lakhs.  It  works  to  about 
Rs.  8i  per  para  of  paddy.  We  are  having  this  Campai^  for  years  now.  What  has  happenai 
to  you?  We  have  been  simply  spending  money.  Nothing  comes  back  in  the  shape  of  paddy 
or  foodgrains.  Grow  More  Food,  Grow  More  Food,  everywhere.  But  what  really  happens  a 
that  we  have  to  pay  more  for  food.  After  they  have  started  the  Grow  More  Food  Campaign 
we  have  been  paying  more  and  more  for  food,  and  the  ration  is  becoming  thinner  and  thinner. 
Under  the  circumstances,  would  not  one  ask  let  us  have  a  ‘Grow  Less  Food  Cam¬ 
paign  ?  (Laughter).  Conversely,  It  may  reduce  the  price  of  paddy  and  our  ration  may  also  ba 
greater.  What  we  want  is  foodgrains.  Will  we  be  able  to  get  it? 
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Sir,  i  want  to  sound  a  note  of  warning  to  those  who  fiddle  with  the  idea  of  having  a  Medi¬ 
cal  College  for  the  State  at  the  present  junclure.  It  is  a  vital  idea.  I  am  not  saying  that  a 
Medical  College  is  not  a  necessity.  What  I  say  Is  that  it  is  only  a  waste.  Considering  the 
fact  that  we  are  far  ahead  of  other  Indian  States,  our  present  needfof  medical  men  can  be  met 
with  by  persons  trained  '  elsewhere  outside  the  State.  A  Medical  College  where  we  can  train 
students  not  only  for  our  use  but  for  the  use  of  the  entire  India  is  of  course  very  useful.  But 
the  only  thing  is  that  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  finance  for  that .  You  pay  the  students  who 
are  sent  for  medical  training  outside  good  capitation  fees.  That  will  be  much  better  and 
profitable  when  compared  with  what  you  have  to  spend  for  a  Medical  College.  1  can  under¬ 
stand  the  need  for  medical  men.  But  it  is  not  the  way  to  meet  it.  It  would  be  advisable  to 
give  up  that  idea  at  present. 

Sri.  Ittlera  Ambookan:  By  starting  a  Medical  College  will  not  we  be  able  to  get  Doctors 
at  cheap  rates  ? 

Sri.  C.  L.  Joseph :  You  are  mistaken.  You  don’t  get  a  large  number  of  Doctors.'  It  is 
very  very  expensive  to  have  medical  education.  A  student  has  to  spend  a  lot  of  money.  With¬ 
out  at  least  Rs.  7,000  you  cannot  complete  your  medical  education. 

If  you  want  efficiency,  useful,  scientific  service,  you  must  go  to  proper  education.  I  don’t 
think  that  by  having  a  Medical  College  for  the  State  we  will  be  able  to  get  Doctors  at  cheap 
rates.  I  don’t  ffiink  so. 

Sir,  1  have  taken  much  time.  You  are  already  tired.  And  so  I  do  not  propose  to  utilise 
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[Sri.  Gabriel  N.(Iar] 

Government  Kave  been  very  seriously  pested  with  questions  regarding  the  allotment  o(  lands  in 
the  four  southern  taluhs,  the  Tamilnad  area.  Not  a  single  acre  has  been  allotted  in  those  taluks 
from  the  reserved  forests.  There  may  be  differences  of  opinion  between  the  two  parties,  hut  in 
the  very  important  matter  of  increased  food  production,  1  request  that  this  ill-feeling  between 
the  parties  should  not  be  made  to  have  a  play. 

Then,  Sir,  for  a  certain  co-operative  society,  lands  have  been  allotted  in  Vilavancode  taluk. 
The  society  is  supposed  to  be  constituted  of  members  from  the  group  of  ex-servicemen.  The 
President  of  the  Society  is  a  person  from  somewhere  in  the  north — Shertallai  or  so.  He  has 
come  there  to  exploit  a  situation  and  he  has  registered  a  co-operative  society  and  on  this  name 
about  500  acres  of  forest  lands  have  been  given.  It  is  reported  and  reliably  known  that  out  of 
the  500  acres  that  were  given  under  the  name  of  that  plot,  there  are  not  more  than  150  acre). 
What  has  happened  to  the  remaining  350  acres,  nobody  knows.  Even  out  of  the  150  acres, 
the  co-operative  society  has  not  yet  attempted  to  make  any  cultivation.  The  lands  were  after¬ 
wards  given  to  some  other  local  men  who  have  effected  the  cultivation  in  about  20  acres.  At 
the  time  of  the  harvest  the  co-operative  society's  President  has  once  again  appeared  on  the 
scene  and  tried  to  influence  the  Government  to  confiscate  the  full  harvest.  That,  Sir,  is  the 
position  of  grow  more  food.  As  per  the  present  arrangements  made  or  followed  by  Government, 
more  food  cannot  be  produced,  and  they  do  not  intend  also  to  produce  more  food.  We  are 
given  to  understand  that  the  Government  of  India  have  reduced  the  allotment  of  foodgraliu 
because  they  honestly  feel  that  out  of  the  programmes  that  have  been  launched  by  this 
Government,  more  food  has  actually  been  produced.  If  this  kind  of  policy  goes  on,  the 
Government  of  India  will  be  held  to  feel  that  we  are  actually  producing  more  food  and  they 
will  be  successively  reducing  our  allotment,  so  that  we  will  he  put  to  very  serious  handicap. 

Sir,  rice  being  the  only  staple  food  on  which  we  are  living,  because  of  the  policy  adopted 
by  this  Government,  we  would  be  landed  in  a  very  sad  predicament.  We  are  having  a  large 
number  of  other  kinds  of  foods  such  as  cereals,  tapioca,  jack-fruit  and  other  kinds  ojf  fruit. 
These  commodities  are  available  near  the  hills.  For  getting  them  transported  to  the  interior 
places  or  to  the  coastal  places,  we  require  the  agency  of  roads.  Now,  by  a  recent  order  froth 
Government  of  India,  they  say  they  have  taken  the  policy  of  not  paying  so  much  attention  on 
the  improvement  of  roads,  culverts,  bridges,  etc.  This  seriously  handicaps  the  easy  movement 
of  the  food  products.  For  connecting  the  coast  with  the  interior,  there  are  no  proper  road). 
Recently,  a  road  called  Puthenthurai  road  has  been  opened  by  the  Hon'ble  Minister  for  Public 
Works.  aThat  road  must  have  been  taken  up  by  the  P.  W.  D.  more  than  20  years  ago.  The 
Government  did  not  pay  any  heed  to  the  various  representations  made  by  the  people  on  this  behalf. 
At  last.because  of  the  focal  efforts  that  road  has  been  constructed  and  opened.  Governinent  have 
recently  opened  that  road.  A  similar  road  has  been  asked  to  be  opened  by  the  Public  Work) 
Department  connecting  Kurumpanai  Thurai  with  Karungal.  Karungal  is  a  very  important 
market-place  and  Kurumpanai  thurai  is  a  coastal  village.  The  distance  of  about  1  i  mile) 
cannot  be  made  use  of  by  the  fisherfolk  with  their  headloads,  on  account  of  the  lack  of  a  road 
connecting  those  places.  This  question  has  been  mooted  before  this  Government  many  a  time, 
but  they  have  never  paid  any  heed  to  open  this  road,  except  making  a  survey  some  ten  years 
back. 

We  are  speaking  so  much  of  food  production,  but  recently,  when  the  drought  was  serlouily 
affecting  cultivation  the  people  approached  Government  for  the  supply  of  pumps.  They  said 
there  were  the  Government  publications  and  all  that,  but  the  pumps  were  not  given,  at  any  rate 
to  the  ryots.  The  Food  Production  Committee  of  Vilavancode  "raluk  passed  certain  reaolutions 
requesting  the  Government  to  immediately  supply  the  required  pumps.  The  Government 
replied  that  they  had  no  pumps;  but  the  ryots  afterwards  approached  the  department) 
and  at  very  heavy  cost,  pumps  were  made  available  and  a  few  paddy  fields  were 
saved  on  that  score.  Now,  the  Government  are  very  hard  on  those  agriculturists  who  evidently 
incurred  the  cost  of  cultivation,  not  only  the  cost  of  cultivation,  but  for  having  saved  the  crop), 
they  had  to  pay  an  additional  penalty  of  giving  the  paddy  to  Government.  Sir,  I  bring  home 
to  this  House  that  a.  cultivator  may  have  small  bits  of  paddy  lands  in  four  or  five  elas.  One  of 
such  elas  might  have  some  harvest  and  for  the  procurement  department  immediately  to  trouble 
the  peasant  for  having  got  a  small  portion  of  the  field  harvested,  is  rather  too  hard  and,  I  request 
the  Government  that  they  should  not  pursue  such  a"policy. 
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Sir,  I  have  to  make  some  observations  regar<ling  the  procedure  Government  are  adopting 
In  respect  of  the  arrangement  of  works  with  the  Public  Works  Department.  Now,  the  P.W.D, 
is  taking  up  all  works  connected  with  the  improvement  of  roads,  communications,  buildings,  etc. 
For  all  this,  especially,  with  regard  to  the  communication  and  irrigation  purposes,  there  are  two 
committees,  the  Public  Works  Committee  and  the  Food  Production  Committee,  constituted  in 
every  taluk.  Thousands  of  petitions  reach  Government  and  all  those  petitions  are  immediately 
forwarded  to  the  Executive  Engineer,  and  from  there  to  the  Sub-divisonal  Officer  and  then  to 
the  Section  Officer  for  remarks.  Thus  a  Section  Officer  has  been  pested  with  so  many 
Government  references  and  after  having  answered  all  these  questions,  the  taking  up  of  the  works 
comes  to  the  Food  Production  Committee  or  the  Public  Works  Committee  for  thejr  ^ing  the 
priority.  If  they  do  not  include  such  works  in  the  priority  list,  all  the  work  done  by  the 
Department  goes  to  waste.  We  can  now  find  in  the  departmental  files,  thousands 
of  estimates  prepared  and  sanctioned  by  Government  but  could  not  be  worked  out 
for  want  of  sanction  by  the  respective  committees.  Hence,  I  suggest  that  if  all  such 
applications  are  directed  to  be  given,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  respective  committees 
for  their  consideration,  and  if  they  agree  and  include  such  works  in  their 
priority  lists,  then  alone  the  Public  Works  Department  need  consider  -those  questions, 
80  that  much  of  the  pressure  of  work  in  the  department  can  be  avoided.  This  is  the  case  both 
in  the  Food  Production  Committee  and  the  Public  Works  Committee.  (Speaker’s  Bell).  These 
two  committees  are  very  essential  and  the  work  done  by  these  committees,  if  properly  directed  by 
a  press  note,  will  very  highly  help  running  the -departments  and  minimise  the  work  of  the 

One  point  more  I  have  to  stress,  that  is,  with  regard  to  the  preparation  of  bills,  in  the 
Internal  affairs  of  the  department.  In  the  assignment  of  duties  of  the  P.  W.  D.  officers,  the 
Section  Officer  or  the  Supervisor  has  to  supervise  the  works  that  have  been  executed.  Now,  as 
it  stands,  the  Supervisor  has  to  measure  up  the  works  done,  prepare  the  Bill  in  quadruplicate, 
and  send  them  to  the  Sub-di  visional  Officer  with  the  measurements  book  for  checking.  The 
Sub-divisional  Officer  makes  the  check  and  some  times  with  some  corrections.  To  rectify  the 
bill  as  per  the  corrections,  the  bill  together  with  the  measurement  book,  goes  back  to  the  Section 
Officer.  After  the  corrections  have  been  made,  once  again  it  comes  to  the  Sub-divisional  Officer. 
Thereupon,  it  is  checked  again,  and  goes  to  the  Division  Officer  for  further  checking.  The 
Division  Officer,  for  the  sake  of  at  least  noting  that,  he  has  effected  the  cheeky  makes  a  few 
corrections  here  and  there.  They  may  be  even  nominal,  but  even  then,  the  bills,  together  with 
the  measurement  book,  have  once  again  to  go  to  the  Section  Officer  or  to  the  Sub-divisional 
Officer.  Thus,  in  the  preparation  of  the  bill,  a.  lot  of  time  and  paper  are  being  wasted.'  What 
I  suggest  is  that  the  Section  Officer,  after  having  measured  the  work,  may  submit  the  measure¬ 
ment  book  to  the  Sub-divisional  Officerj  who  after  checking  them,  should  prepare  the  Bill,  and 
send  it  on  to  the  Division  Officer.  The  Division  Officer  having  checked  the  bill,  if  he  has  got 
any  dpubt  with  regard  to  any  measurement,  can  directly  visit  the  work-site  for  casual  checking. 
This  is  what  has  been  suggested  by  Mr.  Venkatakrishnan  during  his  tenure  as  Chief  Engineer. 
This  system  was  called  the  centralised  system.  Although  the  centralised  system  has  sometimes 
been  understood  as  a  system  that  can  be  worked  only  at  places  where  the  Sub-division,  Section 
and  Division  Offices  are  clustered  together,  it  can  be  worked  even  when  the  Division  Office, 
Sub-division  Office  and  the  Section  Office  are  situated  at  distant  places. 

Mr.  Speaker  s  The  Hon’ble  Member  has  exceeded  his  time. 

Sri.  Gabriel  Nadar  ;  Then  I  shall  deal  in  more  detail  when  the  respective  demands  come 
up  for  consideration. 

Sri,  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  Sir,  it  is  a  distressing  thought  that  the  more  the  things 
change  they  remain  the  same.  This  is  particularly  true  of  the  Budget.  A  Budget  whether 
prepared  and  presented  by  sun  dried  bureaucrat  under  an  autocracy  or  by  the  popular  leader 
under  a  democracy  retains  the  same  characteristic  of  unreality  about  it  in  this  country.  It  does 
not  attempt  to  reflect  .the  economic  condition  of  the  people  they  rule  or  govern.  It  is  a  bald 
statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  disbursement  and  expenditure.  The  human  factor  behind- 
this  Rs.  annas  pice,  the  human  effort  to  produce  wealth  is  ignored  and  the  lifeless  figures  assume 
all  the  importance.  Our  people's  respresentative  who  introduced  the  Budget  had  not  a  word 
to  say  about  the  people  and  their  life  problems.  The  abnormal  rise  in  the  cost  of  living,  the 
chronic  deficit  in  food  and  clothing,  the  increasing  unemployment  and  the  consequentj  unrest 
are  all  matters  of  no  consequence  to  him.  He  lives  in  a  World  of  his  own  as  did  his  predecessors 
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Now  Sir,  even  if  we  take  the  budget  as  a  statement  of  accounts  of  the  present  Govern¬ 
ment,  it  is  a  revealing  document.  Sir,  the  accounts  for  1 948 — 49  closed  with  a  revenue  surplus 
of  Rs.  63-52  lakhs.  But  the  year  1949-50  closes  with  a  deficit  of  Rs.  34-20  lakhs.  That 
means  this  Government  incurred  an  expenditure  of  Rs.  97-72  lakhs,  nearly  a  crore  over  the 
receipts  last  year.  Where  did  they  find  the  money  to  meet  it.  This  Government  secured  a 
loan  of  2  crore  of  rupees  from  the  Central  Government.  Hon’ble  members  may  perhaps 
remember  the  announcements  made  by  the  Hon’ble  Ministers  and  the  Press  that  a  loan  for  capital 
work  ear-marked  for  Peechi  scheme.  They  got  the  money  and  diverted  it  for  the  normal 
running-  of  the  Government  machinery  and  to  meet  this  deficit.  But  they  have  spent  only  24’49 
lakhs  on  the  scheme.  Again,  Sir,  what  are  the  future  prospects.  The  year  1950—51  is 
expected  to  close  with  a  cash  balance  of  only  84-37  lakhs  thus  reducing  the  cash  balance  now 
available  by  41-09  lakhs,  ^ey  have  budgetted  for  a  ificit  of  Rs.  36'03  for  the  next  year  after 
taking  credit  for  320  lakhs  as  extraordinary  item  and^  200  lakhs  as  capital  receipt  from  the 
Central  Government;  From  these  figures  it  will  be  quite  clear  that  this  Government  is  running 
their  administration  on  borrowings  and  on  ear-marked  advances  for  capital  works.  In  ordinary 
financial  transactions, or  commercial  concerns  this  will  be  called  a  fraud.  I  do  not  know  how 

Then,  Sir,  in  this  Budget  an  innovation  has  been  made.  The  usual  statement  of  assets  and 
liabilities  and  the  section  on  ways  and  means  have  been  omitted  from  the  Budget  and  the 
memorandum  that'  accompanies  it.  There  is  no  reasonable  explanation  for  it  except  this  Govern¬ 
ment  wants  to  hide  its  liabilities  and  its  inability  to  formulate  ways  and  means,  a  fundamental 


When  the  finances  of  our  country  was  enquired  into  by  that  competent  committee  for  the 
purpose  of  integration  it  came  to  the  definite  conclusion  that  our  liquid  assets,  the  only  asset 
that  count,  do  not  cover  .  our  liabilities.  The  liability  was  assessed  as  648  lakhs  over  our  liquid 
realisable  real  assets.  Now  this  Government  has  increased  it  by  200  lakhs.  That  moans  we 
are  debtors  to  the  tune  of  848  or  8i  crores.  Consider  along  with  this  the  administrative 
machinery  devised  and  run  by  this  Government  which  results  annually  in  a  deficit  of  34  to  36 
lakhs.  To  repay  to  this  debt  of  8i  crores  and  to  bear  the  burden  of  this  costly  machinery  we 
have  as  assets  8  million  people  and  this  poor  country.  Are  we  not  well  served  by  our  popular 
leaders  ? .  Are  they  not  acting  in  the  best  interest  of  the  toiling  man  ? 

Yes.  Sir.  the  Budget  has  to  be  examined  not  by  its  surplus  or  deficit,  but  by  its  provisions 
for  development  and  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  the  people.  Well  they  have  provided 
Rs.  30-79  for  unification  for  scales  of  pay.  They  have  a  lump  provision  for  40  lakhs  to  pur¬ 
chase  shares  in  cornmercial  concerns.  Another  22  lakhs  on  transport  and  plywood.  Nearly 
a  crore  on  these  things.  Will  these  provisions  help  the  common  man  to  secure  his  food,  cloth¬ 
ing  and  shelter  ?  How  essential  these  services  are.  Think  of  that,  transport,  plywood,  shares 
in  commercial  concerns  and  pay  to  services.  If  these  will  not  satisfy  a  citizen  of  happy  Travan- 
core  then  he  must  be  a  discontented  agitator  who  is  out  to  decry  the  great  benefaaors  of  the 

Sir,  may  I  in  all  earnestness  sound  a  note  of  warning.  The  strength  of  a  Stale  depends 
on  its  financial  structure.  Sound  finances  is  the  index  of  a  sound  administration.  This 
prodigious  waste  must  be  controlled,  economy  must  be  enforced  and  the  temptation  to  be 
Spectacular  must  be  avoided. 

People  are  disconteiited.  Their  life  is  unhappy.  Tax  burden  is  already  too  heavy.  Tax 
relief  is  an  urgent  necessity.  If  we  proceed  on  those  line  it  will  lead  to  disaster. 

DISCUSSION  UNDER  RULE  26 

Re:  Diversion  of  Funds  and  Summoning  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee 
for  1124 

Sri.  P,  S..Nataraja  Pillai :  Sir,  under  Rule  26  1  have  a  motion. 
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Mir.  Speaker :  Unc3er  Rule  26  tkere  is  a  motlon'given  notice  of  by  Sri.  P.  S.  Nalaraja 
Filial.  It  is  in  respect  of  answer  to  Question  No.  31  given  on  the  9th  March  1950  regarding 
diversion  of  funds  and  summoning  of  the^Public  Accounts  Committee  for  1124.  Under  Rule  26, 
the  Speaker  shall  allot  half  an  hour  from  4-30  p.  m.  to  5  p.  m.  on  two  days  a  week,  namely 
Wednesday  and  Friday,  for  raising  discussion  on  a  matter  of  sufficient  public  importance  which 
has  been  the  subject  of  a  Question  in  the  House.  Due  notice  of  the  motion  has  been  given. 

Rule  26  also  says;  ‘'If  two  or  more  notices  for  a  day  Kave  been  received  and  accepted 
by  the  Speaker  the  Secretary  shall  hold  a  ballot  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  which  notice  shall 
have  preference  for  the  day.  Provided  that  if  any  matter  put  down  for  discussion  on  a  partcular 
day  is  not  disposed  of  on  that  day  it  shall  not  be  set  down  for  any  further  day,  unless  the 
member  so  desires,  in  which  case,  it  shall  be  included  in  the  ballot  for  the  next  available  day”. 

“There  shall  be  no  formal  motion  before  the  House  for  voting-  The  member  who  has 
given  notice  may  make  a  short  statement  and  the  Minister  concernsd  §hall  give  a  brief  reply. 
Any  member  who  has  previously  intimated  to  the  Speaker  may  be  permitted  to  put  a  question 
for  the  purpose  of  further  elucidating  any  matter  of  fact”, 

the  matter. 

Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai  will  now  take  up  the  discussion. 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai  x  The  Hon’ble  Member  for  Finance  on  the  9th  March  while 
answering  Question  No.  31  on  Diversion  of  Funds  said  that  the  Public  Accounts  Committee 
constituted  for  1 1  24  never  met  and  that  it  was  not  summoned  to  meet. .  It  is  highly  irregular 
and  reveals  dereliction  of  duty.  The  Public  Accounts  Committee  is  a  Committee  constituted  by 
this  House  under  the  Rules  of  this  House.  The  device  by  which  the  legislature  has  sought  to 
control  expenditure  in  the  Parliamentary  system  in  England  on  which  our  own  irsUtutions  are 
modelled,  is  by  the  establishment  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee.  The  Public  Accounts 
Committee  if  it  functions  effectively  can  investigate  not  only  the  legality  of  every  item  of  expendi¬ 
ture  and  see  whether  it  conforms  to  the  spirit  of  the  grant  but  also  expose  the  element  of 
waste  in  the  Public. funds.  A  regular  continuous  examination  after  the  Audit  staff  had  completed 
their  check  of  expenditure,  ensures  to  avoid  such  irregularity  as  excess  spending  uncovered  by 
supplementary  estimates  or  use  of  grants  for  purposes  other  than  those  for  which  they  were 
intended.  Now  this  right  of  the  House  to  know  how  funds  sanctioned  were  utilised  has  been 
denied  by  not  summoning  the  Public  Accounts  Committee. 

Under  the  rules,  a  new  committee  will  have  to  be  constituted  for  the  new  Financial  year. 
Thus  the  Committee  constituted  for  1 1 24  will  cease  to  exist  with  the  constitution  of  the  new 
Committee.  .The  result  will  be  the  accounts  and  audit  for  1123  wilf  escape  examination  by  this 
House.  This  ‘  is  due  to  the  failure  of  the  Government  to  prepare  the  Audit  Report 
in  time  and  to  summon  the  Committee  in  time.  This  is  a  serious  matter. 

Though  the  Committee  for  11 24  was  constituted  under  the  rules  then  in  existence,  this 
House  being  the  body  that  elected  it,  though  functioning  under  a  new  Constltuhon  has  a  right 
to  control  and  examine  the  work  of  its  Committee.  This  Hon'ble  Finance  Minister  gave  no 
valid  explanation  for  this  failure  to  summon  the  Committee.  This  House  would  be  interested- 
to  know  how  this  failure  of  duty  occui;red,  who  is  responsible  for  that  and  how  it  is  going  to  be 
rectified. 

Mr.  Speaker:  Before  the  reply  of  the Honbie  Minister,  the  procedure  followed  in  the 
House  of  Commons  may  be  referred  to  for  the  guidance  of  the  Hon’ble  Members.  A  member 
who  is  not  satisfied  with  the  answer  “goes  to  the  Speaker’s  Office  and  puts  down  a  request  for 
an  opportunity  of  raising  the  matter  on  the  motion  for  the  Adjournment  of  the  House  when 
normal  business  is  over,  seven  or  more  days  hence-  Probably  several  other  Members  have  put 
down  similar  requests,  and  a  ballot  is  drawn  daily  to  decide  who  shall  have  the  Adjournment 
half-hour.  This  ballot  is  always  drawn  seven  days  ahead,  and  if  a  Member  is  unsuccessful  he 
goes  on  putting  his  name  down  every  day  until  at  last  he  chances  to  be  lucky. 

■ 'When  that  happens,  he  takes  care  to  be  in  his  place  on  the  appointed  day._  The  moment 
the  business  of  the  day  comes  to  an  end,  no  matter  what  the  time  may  be,  he  rises  m  his  place 
and  the  Speaker  calls  him.  He  then  makes  a  speech  of  about  fifteen  minutes  on  the  subject  in 
question  on  which  the  Minister’s  answ'er  failed  to  satisfy  him.  Another  Member  may  second 
this  in  a  brief  statement  of  a  minute  or  two,  and  then  the  Minister  or  his  Parliamentaiy

GENERAl  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  BUDGET- rcon(.; 

Mr.  Speaker :  Now  we  proceed  to  the  general  discussion  of  the  Budget.  Last  day  Mr; 
P.  S.  Nataraja  Filial  was  speaking.  The  Hon’ble  Member  is  not  present.  He  must  have  finished 
his  speech.  Mr.  Nesamony  may  speak.  Before  that  I  want  to  inform  the  House  that  in  view 
of  the  fact  that-  a  large  number  of  members  from  all  parties  haye  expressed  their  desire  to  take 
part  in  the  discussion,  1  hope  the  House  will  be  agreeable  to  my  proposal  to  reduce  the  time 
for  each  member  to  10  minutes  from  15,  so  as  to  enable  as  many  of  the  members  as  possible  to 
take  part  in  the  discussion.  .  .  - 
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Sflhib  Bhadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak;  Sir,  instead  of  dividing  available  time  between  the 
several  members  it  would  be  more  advantageous  to  divide  the  time  between  the  various  parties 
of  this  House. 

Mr.  Speaker :  That  matter  was  taken  into  consideration  while  allotting  time  to  the 
Hon  ble  Members.  The  only  feasible  course  will  be  to  limit  the  time  for  each  member  to 

Sri.  A.  Nesamony :  Sir,  In  a”  few  days’  time  we  would  be  celebrating  the  second 
anniversary  of  this  People’s  Govepment.  And  during  this  period  we  had  three  Budgets 
presented  for  the  consideration  of  this  House.  ,  It  is  worthwhile  considering  the  taxation  policy 
that  underlies  the  three  Budgets  that  have  been  presented  to  us.  The  first  Budget  of  the 
Popular  Government  that  was  presented  to  us  was  incomplete  and  imperfect.  And 
its  Imperfectness  and  incompleteness  was  attributed  to  the  misdeeds  of  a  past  autocratic  Dewan. 
The  Prohibition  Policy  enunciated  by  that  Government  was  acclaimed  througout  the  State  and 
the  loss  of  revenue  on  that  account  was  proposed  to  be  compensated  by  the  levy  of  a  sales-tax. 
■the  Bill  was  introduced  by  the  then  Ministry  in  power.  The  Second  Budget  for  7i  months 
was  introduced  after  the  integration  of  the  two  States.  And  enhancement  of  taxation  was 
resorted  t'o  on  various  grounds.  And  this  is  the  third  Budget  which  also  proposes  enhancement 
of  taxation  on  two  grounds.  Every  citizen  of  the  State  now  begins  to  consider  within  himself 
and  ask  within  himself  ‘‘how  much  am  I  now  paying  to  maintain  a  popular  government  over  and 
above  wbat  I  have  been  paying  to  support  an  autocratic  government  of  a  foreign  Diwan".  In 
Rs.  As.  Ps.  when  it  is  calculated  it  amounts  to  Rs.  4,  As.  4  per  head,  Sir.  I  would  just  like  to 
detail  the  various  heads  under  which  fresh  taxation  has  been  resorted  to  and  the  amount  of 
money  that  is  being  collected  from  us  as  fresh  taxation  by  this  Popular  Government  over  and 
above  what  the  people  of  this  State  have  been  paying  before  the  Popular  Government  assumed 
office.  142  lakhs  by  way  of  sales-tax;  24  lakhs  on  stamps;  7  lakhs  on  registration;  7  lakhs  on 
Anchal;  40  lakhs  on  tobacco;  8i  lakhs  on  vehicle  tax;  1 6  lakhs  on  Land  Tax;  62^  lakhs  on 
Agricultural  Income  tax  and  1  3  lakhs  on  the  increase  of  passenger  fares.  That  makes  up  a  total 
of  Rs.  320  lakhs.  During  this  period  of  two  years,  Sir,  the  citizens  of  the  State  have  been 
called  upon  to  increase  their  payment  of  tax  by  Rs.  4,  As.  4  per  head. 

Naturally  then,  he  turns  round  and  asks  the  question  what  I  have  got  in 
return” — His  ability  to  pay  has  been  fully  exploited.  What  he  now  gets  in  return  is 
reduction  in  his  ration,  starvation,  a  tightening  of  controls,  nakedness  and  police-raj,  and  his 
life,  liberty  and  property  is  at  stake.  That  is  what  he  gets  in  return  for  the  320  lakhs  additional 
tax  that  has  been  imposed.  Sir,  it  has  been  urged  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
that  this  State  cannot  function  as  an  economic  unit.  The  Hon’ble  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai 
has  pointed  out  that  our  liabilities  exceed  our  assets.  We  are  now  living  on 
Urrowed  capital  and  bow  long  we  can  continue  to  borrow  is  a  matter  of  speculation. 
The  perusal  of  the  pages  of  the  Budget  and  the  speech  of  the  Hon  ble  the  Finance 
Minister  reveal  that  he  has  at  times  become  a  wizard  and  with  his  magic  wand  he  touches  the 
depleted  funds  and  reseiA'es  and  gets  a  plethora  of  money.  That  is  how  in  the  last  7^  months 
he  has  sought  to  justify  the  financial  condition  of  the  State.  Naturally  one  is  inclined  to  ask 
how  long  could  this  go  and  how  long  the  citizen  of  the  State  is  going  to  bear  the  enhanced  tax  ? 
The  simple  question  is  if  we  cannot  manage  our  affairs  without  borrowed  capital,  without 
enhanced  taxation  and  if  our  liabilities  are  exceeding  our  assets  day  by  day.  how  should  we  solve 
it?  The  only  solution  seems  to  me  to  join  an  economic  unit  in  such  a  way  that  hirlber 
taxation  may  be  avoided  and  the  normal  functions  of  the  State  can  be  carried  on  without  any 
peril.  That  would  be  the  only  way  out  of  this  tangle.  Independent  and  decerning  citizens 
would  have  to  bestir  themselves  and  think  the  right  course  at  this  juncture:  They  have  to  cry 
halt  to  the  financial  policy  of  this  parly  Government  and  say  to  them  Gewd  Lords,  you  have 
served  us  well  in  your  time,  it  is  better  we  seek  our  salvation  elsewhere.  Therein  lies  the  hope 
tor^  this  State  and  not  in  its  continuance  as  an  entity  by  itself  banking  on  its  slender  and 
dwindling  financial  resources.  ' 

ItVno  wonder  that  the  Party  in  power  and  the  members  who  advocated  this  enhancement 
of  basic  tax,  is  opposed  to  agricultural  income-tax.  The  Hon'ble  Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph 

the  other  day  said  that  this  tax  was  introduced,  it  was  only  as  a  symbol  of  the  sover^gnty  of  the 
&vereigii  and  not. as  a  tax  by  itself,  I  should  like  to  refer  to  the  speech  of  the  ex-Diwan,  once 

before  the  tax  was  introduced  and  subsequently  after  the  tax  was  introduced. 
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[Sri  A.  Ncumony] 

In  hia  speech  to  the  Joint  Session  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in  1 945,  he  stated.— 

■'Land  revenue  has  ceased  to  be  what  it  was  in  Travancore  long  ago.  It  is  not  one  of  out 
mainstays.  It  is  one  of  the  items  of  revenue  equal  to  receipts  from  forests  or  registration  and 
not  a  pivot  of  the  Administration  where  the  Proverthicar  formed  what  may  be  called  the  hinge, 
and  the  Thasildar  and  Peishltar,  who  at  one  time  was  the  Dewan  Peishkar,  being  what  may  be 
called  the  viceregent  of  the  Sovereign  in  a^particular  locality.  Now,  then,  what  is  the  alternative) 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  mode  of  assessment  for  paddy  lands  is  to  estimate  the  gron 
produce  for  any  land  and  deduct  for  seed  and  expenses  for  cultivation.  From  the  remainder, 
one-third  is  deducted  for  the  cultivators'  share  and  the  remaining  two-thirds  divided  in  the 
proportion  of  6/10  to  Government  and  4/10  to  the  landholder.  As  I  have  already  said  wet 
lands  were  divided  into  1 3  classes.  There  was  a  difference  between  the  North  and  South,  u 
much  so,  that  the  Nanjinad  cultivators  suffered.  They  complained  that  they  were  heavily 
taxed,  which  was  found  to  be  justified.  In  regard  to  Shencottah  also,  the  same  was  the  case. 
So  for  those  two  tracts  special  remissions  were  made.  We  do  not  know  how  the  inequalititi 
were  met  with  in  the  North.  We  did  not  know  how  much  was  paid  and  how  much  had  to  he 
paid.  The  whole  thing  had  therefore  to  be  gone  over  again.  Therefore  it  struck  Government 
that  a  via  media  may  be  made  ready  in  consonance  with  the  available  demands  and  canons  of 
taxation.  All  tax  is  based  upon  the  theory  that  a  person  is  to  pay  only  to  the  extent  to  which 
he  is  able  to  pay.  To  that  extent  alone  he  should  be  ashed  to  pay.  Therefore  the  question 
of  land  revenue  is  divorced  from  all  incidence  of  taxation  and  history  maybe  approached  from  the 
point  of  universal  taxation  principles." 

In  1 946,  when  opposition  was  voiced  in  many  quarters  to  the  system  of  basic  tax  and  the 
introduction  of  agricultural  income-tax,  he  justified  the  position  by  a  statement  made  to  the 
Joint  Sesiion  of  the  Legislatures  thus; 

'T  do  not  propose  to  say  anything  more  on  the  land  revenue  policy  of  this  Government 
excepting  this,  that  if  a  tesurvey  and  reesttleraent  had  been  made,  there  is  no  manner  of  douht 
that,  practically  from  Quilon  up  to  the  frontier  of  the  State,  the  assessment  would  have  been 
many  times  the  present  assessment.  Government  were  advised  that  if  there  was  a  resettlement 
and  resurvey  made,  the  resurvey  naturally  preceding  the  resettlement,  there  would  be  certain  loa 
in  the  southern  parts,  but  that  there  would  be  an  overwhelming  gain  in  the  northern  diatricts^  that 
we  would  get  double  or  treble  the  present  land  revenue.  But  His  Highness  the  Maharaji, 
solicitous,  as  1  have  said,  as  he  always  is  in  favour  of  the  under-dog  and  the  small  man,  com¬ 
manded  that  steps  should  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  the  burden  of  tbe  small  holder 
and  laying  that  burden  where  it  could  be  borne,  on  the  richer  man.  These  things  should  be  home 
in  mind  when  passing  judgment  on  the  land  revenue  policy  and  assessement  scheme  of  Govern¬ 
ment.  Under  the  new  scheme,  there  is  no  difference  between  one  kind  of  land  and  another. 
There  are  at  present  1 3  or  14  tharams  of  land,  with  all  harassing  details  of  complicated  tenures, 
A  basic  tax  of  4  cash  percent  has  been  regarded  as  moderate,  in  fact,  in  some  quarters  over 
moderate,  but  it  was  decided  that  the  small  landholder  who  is  the  mainitay  of  Travancore's 
agricultural  enterprise  should  pay  a  definite,  ascertained  sum,  and  a  small  sum  only,  in  token 
of  his  allegiance  to  the  Sovereign  and  as  a  token  of  his  holding  the  land  under  the  Sovereign.” 

At  a.  time  when  this  tax  was  Introduced  in  some  places  it  was  thought  that  it  imposed  cent 
per  cent  increase.  There  is  in  vogue  a  tenure  called  Kudijenmom,  under  which  land  was  very 
favourably  assessed  far  below  any  preyaihng  rate  of  tax.  So  this  basic  tax  itself  was  thought 
to  be  a  cent  per  cent  increase  and  that  is  why  it  was  stated  in  some  places  as  "over-moderate." 
Oppressive  procurement,  the  high  cost  of  living  and  the  incidence  of  taxation  is  breaking  the 
back  of  the  poor  peasant.  Probably  this  is  the  last  straw  that  will  break  the  camel's  back.  I 
can  now  understand  perfectly  well  why  my  Hon'ble  friend  Mr.  K.  S.  Joseph  and  others  of  his 
like  are  strongly  opposing  the  introduction  of  r^^ricultural  Income-tax.  It  is  a  tax  that  will  hit 
the  rich  and  not  the  poor.  In  all  earnestness  I  may  tell  the  Present  Ministry  that  this  enhance¬ 
ment  of  basic  tax  is  absolutely  unwarranted  and  that  it  ill  serves  the  peasant  population  of  the 
State. 

All  n^ner  of  ways  are  adopted  and  devised  to  divert  funds  and  fill  up  the  deficit  in  the 
Budget.  The  Finance  Minister  has  given  a  bit  of  his  mind  when  he  said  that  regarding  the 
Revised  Estimates  there  is  a  possibilty  of  saving  in  Public  Works.  It  is  true  that  he  has  saved 
a  good  dea]  from  Public  Works.  I  know  of  cases  where  not  a  single  pie  has  been  spent  out  of 
the  last  Budget  for  works  for. which  amounts  were  provided.  No  work  of  importance  has  been 
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Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko  :  My  point  is  regarding  the  constitutionality  of  Honljle  Member, 
Mr.  Ikkanda  Warrier,  continuing  as  a  member  of  this  Legislature.  Under  article  191  "A  perr 
son  shall  be  disqualified  for  being  chosen  as,  and  for  being,  a  member  of  the  Legislative 
Assembly  or  Legislative  Council  of  a  State,  if  he  holds  any  office  of  profit  under  the  Govern¬ 
ment  of  India  or  the  Government  of  any  State  specified  in  the  First  Schedule,  other  than  an 
office  declared  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  by  law  not  to  disqualify  its  holder”.  For  the 
purposes  of  this  Article,  a  person  shall  not  be  deemed  to  hold  an  office  of  profit  under  the 
Government  of  India  or  the  Government  of  any  State  specified  in  the  First  Schedule  by  reason 
only  that  he  is  a  Minister  either  for  the  Union  or  for  such  State.  So  under  article  191,  only 
persons  who  hold  office  as  Ministers  are  exempted.  Hon’ble  Mr.  Ihlcanda  Warrier,  is  now 
appointed  as  the  President  of  the  Food  production  Board  of  this  State.  The  President  of  the 
Food  Production  Board,  I  understand,  is  given  an  allowance  and  he  is  also  given  a  car  by  the 
Government.  1  may  be  allowed  to  refer  to  the  discussion  in  Parliament  when  a  Bill  to  allow 
Deputy  Ministers  and  Parliamentary  Secretaries  to  continue  as  Members  of  the  Legislature  was 
introduced  In  the  Parliament.  From  the  discussion  It  is  clear  that  Members  of  the  Legislature 
who  are  on  Committees  appointed  by  the  members  are  also  disqualified. 

Mr.  Speaker :  The  member  may  directly  come  to  the  point  of  order  on  which  a  ruling 
is  asked  for  instead  of  making  a  long  speech. 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko :  Now  Sir,  my  point  of  order  Is  this.  Hon'ble  Mr.  Ikkanda  Warrier  is 
now  holding  an  office  of  profit  under  the  Government  of  Travancore-Cochin  State.  He  is  given 
an  allowance  and  he  is  also  given  some  other  emoluments.  Therefore  my  contention  is  that 
under  Article  191  (I)  he  is  disqualified  to  be  a  member  of  this  Legislature.  He  becomes  dis¬ 
qualified  at  the  moment  he  accepted  that  office,  which  is  an  office  of  profit,-  and 
diat  is  an  office  which  has  not  been  declared  by  this  Legislature  or  by  Parliament  not  to  dis¬ 
qualify  its  holder. 


So  I  want  a  ruling  on  this  point,  I  may  also  refer  to  Article  195,  where  Members  of  this 
House  alone  are,  under  the  provision  of  that  Article,  allowed  to  draw  salaries  or  other  allow¬ 
ances,  It  Is  made  clear  that  even  members  of  the  Committees  appointed  not  by  any  l^isla- 
ture,  but  by  the  Government,  who  are  drawing  allowances  or  other  emoluments  from 
Government,  have  also  becomft  disqualified.  Therefore,  I  want  a  ruling  on  this  point:  Whether 
the  Hon  ble  Mr:  Ikkanda  Warrier  can  continue  ns  a  member  of  this  Legislature  after  having 
accepted  the  office  of  the  Presidentship  of  the  Food  Production  Board. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  I  shall  go  into  this  matter  and  give  a  considered  ruling.  The  rime  taken 
up  for  this  discussion  will  not  be  allowed  to  encroach  upon  the  period  of  time  allotted  for  general 
discussion  of  the  Budget.  Time  for  that  discussion  will  be  extended  to  the  extent  necessary. 
In  the  meantime  I  would  like  to  know  what  the  Government  have  to  say  on  the  question  raised 
by  Mr.  Chacko.  '  • 


Sri.  Panampilly  Govinda  Menon,:  The  matter  may  be  discussed  tomorrow. 


Mr.  Speaker :  Yes;  the  matter  may  be  taken  up  tomorrow. 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Thampi :  May  I  suggest  that  the  Advocate-General  also  may  be 
consulted?  ,  . 

Mr.  Speaker :  Yes.  He  has  a  right  to  take  part  in  the  discussion. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai:  Government  have  already  made  arrangemenu 

with  him  that  he  should  be  present  when  the  Assembly  wants  him. 

Mr.  Speaker :  f  think  his  services  have  to  be  made  available  when  required. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  PUIai:  He  has  _  a  right  to  be  present  here.  But 

he  is  not  found  here.  „  ,  „  ,  . 

Mr.  Speaker  :  I  think  in  a  matter  like  this  the  Speaker  can  call  upon  the  Advocate- 
General  for  his  views. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai!  Of  course,  it  the  Hon’ble  Speaker  wants  his  presence, 
certainly  he  will  be  present. 

Mr.  Speaker:  '  In  regard  to  the  question  raised  I  shall  first  hear  the  Advocate-General- 
In  the  meantime,  Mr.  Warrier  may  continue. 

Sri.  Ikkanda  Warrier  :  I  do  not  want  to  speak— to  exercise  any  of  the  privileges  of  s 
Member — till  the  question  is  decided. 
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Sri.  P.  Balakrisbnan  Thampi :  Sir,  this  year  also  I  rise,  more  by  sheer  force  of  habit,  on 
this  annual  occasion.  I  am  also  not  unaware  of  the  fact  that  round-about  the  street  corner, 
there  is  the  election  of  the  next  year  and  therefore  my  temptation  is  also  to  say  something  about 
the  poor  man  or  the  poor  Karshaka,  whose  interests  have  not  been  safeguarded  and  about  the 
petty  tradesman,  whom  the  Government  should  not  sacrifice.  But  unfortunately  when  1  look 
through  the  budget  I  find  there  is  very  little  scope  for  such  observations.  It  is  definitely  a 
better  document  than  those  presented  in  any  other  State  or  in  the  Centre.  This  is  the  Budget 
Season  now  and  1  challenge  any  Hon'ble  Member  to  point  out  whether  they  could  find  a  better 
Budget  for  the  next  year.  Therefore  I  have  no  hesitation,  in  spite  of  the  speeches  of  the 
opposition  and  the  more  embarassing  speeches  from  the  members  of  the  Ministerial  patty,  in 
congratulating  the  Finance  Minister  on  the  very  able  manner  in  which  he  has  prepar^  the 
Budget.  Last  year  was  a  year  of  unexceptional  difficulties  when  two  Slates,  with  different 
history,  with  different  historical  developments  and  different  systems  of  Finance  have  been  inte¬ 
grated.  This  is  no  doubt  a  very  difficult  process  and  without  much  dislocation,  things  have 
been  managed  very  well.  Therefore  the  congratulations  of  the  whole  House  should  be 
unstintingly  bestowed  on  the  Finance  Minister.  After  all,  I  do  not  forget  that  our  financial 
venture,  at  any  rate,  for  the  next  year  depends  on  the  disposition  of  the  two  Johns,  the  John  of 
the  Central  Government  and  our  own  old  John.  Certainly  I  am  afraid  of  both  the  Johns.  If  only 
they  are  enabled  to  bring  into  operation  the  very  many  ambitious  schemes  they  have  planned, 
there  is  a  bright  future  for  us.  There  is  nothing  to  blush  for  in  the  Budget  if  we  are  able  to 
put  into  operation  the  many  schemes  envisaged  in  it.  My  friend,  Mr.  Korah,  was  talking  about 
the  Food  Scheme  of  the  next  year.  Here  I  may  be  permitted  to  repeat  what  I  stated  some 
eight  of  ten  years  ago  in  the  Legislative  Council,  that  I  do  not  hope  that  very  much  would  come 
about  if  we  adhere  to  well-recognised  methods.  We  have  to  imagine  that  we  are  on  the  bare 
footing  in  this  matter  and  improvise  rough  and  ready  methods  to  meet  the  situation.  No  doubt 
the  right  man  Mr.  Warrier,  has  been  put  on  the  top.  But  if  there  is  going  to  be  those  periodi¬ 
cal  checks,  the  inevitable  concomitants  of  democracy,  namely  red  tapism  and  delay,  our_  antici¬ 
pations  will  be  disappointed.  There  are  certain  inherent  difficulties  in  the  system,  which  ate 
very  difficult  to  overcome.  Lands  have  to  be  surveyed,  priorities  have  to  be  settled^  and  the 
claims  of  various  people,  like  ex-service  men  and  politicals  looked  into.  The  best  way  would 
be  to  choose  the  right  man  and  having  chosen  the  right  man  to  take  him  into  complete  conB- 
dence.  We  must  put  into  his  hands  10  to  1 5  lakhs  of  rupees  and  give  him  all  facilities  to 
carry  on  his  work  unhampered  according  to  his  discretion.  By  that  means  alone  production 
could  be  increased.  My  friend  Mr.  Korah,  who  always  grows  a  little  rehtorical  when  he  speaks 
about  that  abstract  entity,  the  Karshakan,  was  speaking  with  no  sense  of  responsibility,  which 
should  be  the  characteristic  of  an  ex-number,  I  mean  an  Ex-Minister,  especially  one  who  held 
the  same  portfolio  in  office.  He  speaks  about  crores  of  rupees  being  wasted  on  Grow  More  Fi^ 
Campai^.  Does  he  mean  to  say  that  all  money  spent  for  the  production  of  manure  or  for 
purchaising  lift-irrigation  pumps  or  on  minor  and  maior  irrigation,  is  mere  waste  ?  Having 
been  once  a  Minister  himself  and  directed  these  activities,  now  to  turn  round  and  say  that  all 

this  IS  waste  is  something  which  this  House  could  not  understand  and  we  want  some  reason . 

Let  us  stop  with  that  incomplete  sentence  and  dismiss  the  matter  there. 
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Now  1  want  to  speak  a  few  words  about  the  Planning  Commission, 
i  that  this  Government  have  appointed  a  Commission  to  correlate  its  acl 
Centre.  I  am  afraid  however  that  by  appointing  an  over-busy  officer 
ing  only  industrialists  in  the  Committee,  whether,  the  purpose  could 
.Id  have  been  better  if  any  other  person  with  greater  leisure  has  heen  app 
among  the  members  there  are  not  only  industrialists  hut  also  agriculturis 
ither  branches  of  economic  life. 

If  all  of  them  had  been  represented  on  the  Committee,  it  would  have  be 
y  is  that  1  have  nothing  but  appreciation  for  the  Government.  I  do  nc 
ashamed  of  it. 

As  regards  the  criticism  that  came  from  the  opposite  side,  I  am  or 
iaker's  Bell)  as  long  as  this  (Congress)  party  remains  much  too  strong  : 
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programmes  the  Hon*hle  Finance  Minister  has  envisaged  in  his  Budget  speech.  Sir,  I  have 
read  that  document  with  care  it  deserves.  He  has  given  us  a  glowing  picture  showing  the 
shape  of  things  to  come  in  the  year  of  grace  1950-51,  Like  a  painted  woman  it  may  have  a 
tremendous  appeal  to  men  looking  from  at  a  distance.  But  on  a  closer  examination  they  pale 
into  pure  moon-shine.  Sir,  after  having  read  the  document  to  the  end  I  felt  that  the  caption 
"Nation-building  and  Socio-Economic  activities’’  was  only  a  mis-caption  for  "Party  Planning 
and  Ministry  Strengthening  Activities  of. Government”,  I  shall,  tharefore,  refer  in  brief  to  some 
of  the  sides  of  the  painted  programme,  I  shall  first  deal  with  the  arrangements  that  are  said  to 
be  taken  for  the  coming  election  in  1951.  The  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister  talks  in  ecstasy  of 
the  arrangements  that  arc  in  full  swing  for  the  general  election.  Firstly,  a  Delimitation 
Committee  has  been  formed.  But  how?  The  Committee  was  sppointed  behind  the  back  of 
this  House  with  rank  reactionaries  of  the  country.  I  shall  better  confine  to  my  own  limits.  It 
is  a  well  known  fact  Sir  that  the  Tamils  have  been  for  sometime  now  in  open  revolt  against 
slavery  and  oppression  to  which  they  were  yoked  by  an  Imperial  Act.  Designs  and  more 
designs  are  employed  for  the  suppression  of  their  civil  liberties,  for  the  usurpation  of  their 
rights  and  properties  and  for  the  annihilation  of  their  political  future.  And  now  in  the 
Delimitation  Committee,  an  arch-quisling,  who  was  discredited  during  the  last  general 
election  to  the  worst  extent  of  losing  his  deposit  amount  has  been  let  into  the  committee 
particularly  for  the  purpose  of  drawing  the  arterial  lines  of  political  representation  of  the 
Tamils.  This  is  the  nature  of  the  Delimitation  Committee  and  this  is  the  way  of  the 
arrangements  that  are  being  made  for  the  election  in  1950-51. 

Sir,  then,  I  come  to  the  question  of  education.  This  important  but  ill-fated  portfolio  has 
been  committed  to  the  care  of  a  very  able  man,  of  course,  gifted  with  a  glib  tongue.  The 
Hon’ble  Minister  for  Education  is  reported  to  have  said  that  the  Universal  Compulsory  Primary 
Education  Scheme  and  the  system  of  privately  managed  schools  are  not  mutually  incompatible 
factors.  In  his  opinion  they  can  go  hand  in  hand,  and  that  the  government  are  as  much  attached 
to  the  scheme  of  compulsory  primary  education  as  they  were  ever  before. 

But  on  a  very  close  study  ®f  the  budget  it  is  evidently  clear  that  on  and  from  1950, 
universal  compulsory  primary  education  is  to  be  given  the  go-by.  The  question  therefore  I  ask 
the  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister  is  whether  this  Government  is  prepared  to  undertake  universal 
compulsory  primary  education  as  a  primary  responsibility  resting  with  this  Government.  Hat 
in  fact  is  the  stark  question  that  faces  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Education. 

Then  I  come  to  those  mass-fooling  committees  that  are  formed,  almost  invariably  every 
week.  Here  I  shall  not  refer  to  the  Food  Production  Board  lest  I  should  be  adding  insult  to 
injury.  I  shall  also  not  refer  to  the  Planning  Board  consisting  of  the  Chief  Secretary  to 
Government  and  a  few  other  industrialists,  but  I  shall  refer  to  the  Cottage  Industries  Committee 
with  Dr.  P.  J.  Thomas,  that  new-found  pilot  of  Aikya-Kerala,  as  chairman.  I  shall  refer  to 
the  constitution  of  three  Industrial  Tribunals  in  the  State.  Here  I  must  refer  to  the  inclusion 
of  one  individual,  my  friend  Mr.  K.  N.  Kunjukrishna  Pillai.  Of  all  persons  in  the  Slate,  he 
U  the  one  person  who  wanted  to  celebrate  the  birthday  of  the  Hon’ble  Sri  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai. 
i  ere  is  the  reward  very  well  paid  to  him  by  his  being  allowed  to  be  a  member  of  the  Industrial 
Tribunal.  I  would  in  this  connection  urge  upon  the  House  to  consider,  if  this  be  the  native 
of  the  persons  included  in  the  Industrial  Tribunals,  if  these  are  the  rather  stalwart  reactionaries 
who  find  their  way  into  these  Tribunals,  one  can  very  well  imagine  how  well  the*  tender  rights 
of  Trade  Unions  could  be  asserted  in  the  land. 

Next  1  may  briefly  refer  to  Food  and  Police.  Last  time,  when  the  Hon’ble  Finance 
Minister  came  with  the  Budget  for  7  months  and  15  days,  he  was  dictating  to  the  common 
man  to  tighten  his  belt  without  protest  and  without  murmer.  Now  Sir,  he  has  actually 
performed,  what  is  technically  called  frog’s  Jeap,  in  inviting  the  tragedy  that  Calcutta  had 
seen  during  1 942  to  1 943 .  Even  supposing  that  it  is  possible  to  perform  the  wonderful  miracle 
of  producing  1 00  thousand  tons  in  50,000  acres,  as  against  the  present  rate  of  1 1 .000  tons  in 
33,000  acres,  where  is  the  guarantee  that  there  will  be  no  food  scarcity.  Where  is  the 
guarantee  that  the  heavy  expenditure  on  food  will  cease  ?  There  Is  none.  It  is  only  the  idle 
wish  of  the  Central  Government  that  imports  will  stop  from  1951.  There  is  one  other  aspect 
which  I  would  briefly  mention  here.  Whereas  In  Madras,  which  is  a  surplus  Province,  and 
if  my  information  is  correct,  more  than  a  crore  of  rupees  is  set  apart  to  meet  any  unforseen 
contingencies,  only  25  lakhs  is  set  apart  in  this  proverbially  reputed  deficit  area.  That  means 
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the  Hon  ble  Finance  Minister  is  throwing  the  door  wide  open  for  "the  famine  monster  of 
Calcutta  to  creep  in  safely  here.  (Bell) 

I  seek  also  the  indulgence  of  the  Chair  to  speak  about  the  Police  here.  An  additional 
amount  of  ^  lakhs  is  sought  to  be  expended  on  the  Police.  My  friend,  the  Hon’ble 
Mr.  Pattom  Thanu  Pillai  was  wondering  the  other  day  as  to  why  the  Government  should  extol 
the  police  so  much.  Obviously  he  was  wanting  a  comparison,  which  I  would  supply.  That 
decision  of  Government  is  the  tale  of  the  undersexed  husband  w;oefully  surrendering  himself 
to  the  masculine  wife  for  the  purpose  of  appeasing  her.  Sir,  in  this  State,  as  has  been 
represented  by  my  friend  Mr.  Mohidecn  Kunju,  there  are  numerous  enemies  for  the  present 
state  of  affairs  shouldered  by  the  Finance  Minister.  Practically  every  house  ho'ds  enemies  for 
this  Government.  When  my  Hon'ble  friends  from  the  other  side  said  that  the  present  force 
will  not  be  of  any  avail  to  cope  with  the  situation  that  is  arising  in  the  country,  I  am  perfectly 
one  with  lum.  The  enemies  of  Government  are  too  numerous.  What  is  called  for  on  such 
occasions  is  the  Police  action  that  Hyderabad  has  seen  sometime  back.  Therefore  application 
of  section  352  of  the  Gonstitution  is  the  one  that  is  required  in  the  present  occasion.  But  the 
application  of  such  a  i  article  would  mean  the  taking  away  of  the  administration  bv  the  Centre. 
The  Hon’ble  Minister  and  his  colleagues  cannot  he  willing  for  such  a  course.  Therefore  the 
Hon’ble  Finance  Minister  has  come  forward  to  say  that  he  would  meet  the  situation  by  spending 
more  than  four  times  the  amount  that  was  actually  spent  by  the  two  Diwans  for  the  purpose  of 
maintaining  law  and  order  In  the  two  integrated  States  during  the  year  1120.  That  Sir.  is  the 
keynote  of  the  budget.  Therefore  Sir,  I  may  be  permitted  to  characterise  the  Hon’ble  Finance 
Minister  by  employing  the  language  of  Lloyd  George  In  his  reference  to  the  German  dealings 
during  the  war  from  1914-18.  ‘Like  a  fradulent  bankrupt,  the  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister 
has,  throughout  the  course  of  the  Budget,  simply  perjured  his  way  through  difficulties.”

Statement  regarding  Donations  to  the  Travancore  University 
by  Alagappa  Chettiar 

I.  Dr.  Alagappa  Chettior  offered  to  tbe  University  an  endowment  of  I  Rs.  1,00.001  o” 
24th  Vrischigam  11 19  for  the  institution  of  a  Tamil  Chair  in  the  University  styled  Dr.  to 
Alagappa  Chettier  Chair  for  Tamil.  The  endowment  yields  ati  annual  interest  of  1.  Rs.  3,0W 
at  3  per  cent  per  annum.  Under  this  endowment  a  Professorship  in  Tamil  on  an  honorarium 
of  Rs.  250  per  mensem  was  created  in  the  Department  of  Tamil  under  the  University  and  to 
Sahib  M,  Raghava  Aiyengar  was  appointed  as  Professor  for  a  period  of  three  years  with  e#«t 
from  29lh  Thulam  1 120  in  the  first  Instance.  The  honorarium  was  later  revised,  and  fired  at 
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Rs.  296 — 24 — 9  per  mensem  with  effect  froth  1st  Chingam  1121.  The  services  of  Sri.  Raghava 
Aiyangar  have  been  extended  for  a  period  of  another  three  years  from  29th  Thulam  1123. 

2;  Dr.  Alagappa  Chettiar  also  offered  to  the  University  an  endowment  of  Rs.  1,50,000 
for  the  institution  of  a  Chair  in  Mineral  Research  in  the  University  on  condition  that  Govern¬ 
ment  contributed  an  equal  amount  for  the  purpose.  Government  have  already  paid  one  1  rith 
towards  their  share  of  contribution  to  this  fimd.  The  amount  so  far  received  from  Dr.  Chettiar 
comes  to  I.  Rs.  33,333— 5— 4  (vide  details  given  below).  The  balance  amount  has  not  yet  been 
paid  by  him.  The  whole  amount  had  been  invested  in  the  Trivandrum  Divisional  Treasury 
at  2i  per  cent  per  annum.

POINT  OF  ORDER 

RE.  MEMBERSHIP  OF  SRI.  IKKANDA  WARRIER 

Mr.  Speaker:  Before  we  proceed  further  with  the  business  in  the  Agenda,  I  would  like 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  P.  T.  Chacko. 
Mr.  Chacko  may  briefly  raise  the  points  on  which  he  asb  for  a  ruling.  _  . 

Sri  P.  T.  Chacko :  Sir,  the  question  which  I  raised  is  as  regards  the  constitutionality 
of  Sri.  Ikbnda  Warrier  continuing  as  a  member  of  this  house  and  taking  part  in  the  delibera¬ 
tions  of  this  House.  My  contention  is  that  Hon'ble  Mr.  Ikhanda  Warrier  ceased  to  be  a 
member  of  this  House  when  he  accepted  the  presidentship  of  the  Food  Production  Board  and 
his  seat  has  become  vacant.  I  rely  upon  Articles  190  and  191  of  the  Indian  Constitution. 
Article  190  (3)  says.— 

“(3)  if  a  member  of  a  House  of  the  Legislature  of  a  State— 

(u)  becomes  subject  to  any  of  the  disqualifications  mentioned  in  clause  (1)  of 
article  191  :  or 

(h)  resigns  his  seat  by  writing  under  his  hand  addressed  to  the  Speaker  or  the  Churman, 


shall  thereupon  become  vaci 
-dele  191  is  as  follows. — 

‘A  person  shall  be  disqualified  for  being  chose 


. .  _ _ _  „„  _  _j>  and  for  being,  a  member  of  the 

Legislative  Assembly  or  Legislative  Council  of  a  State— 

(o)  if  he  holds  any  othce  of  profit  under  the  Government  of  India  or  the  Government  of 
any  State  specified  in  the  First  Schedule,  other  than  an  office  declared  by  the  Legislature 
of  the  Stateby  law  not  to  chsqualify  its  holder;”.  It  is  very  clear  that  when  a  Member 
of  the  Legislature  accepts  an  office  of  profit  under  the  Government  of  the  Travancore-Cochin 
State  or  any  other  Government  mentioned  therein,  he  ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  Legislature 
and  his  teat  thereupon  becomes  vacant.  1  may  be  permitted  to  point  out  Sir.  certain  ramarb 
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made  by  Hon’ble  Dr.  Ambedkar  in  the  Indian  Parliament  in  the  course  of  a  debate  on  a  Bill 
regarding  the  disqualification  of  members  of  the  Legislature. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  Is  it  a  long  quotation  ? 

Sri.P.  T.  Chacko:  No,  Sir.  Only  a  part  of  the  remarks  made  by  Dr.  Ambedkar  is 
necessary  now.  He  remarked  that  “in  his  opinion  membership  of  Committees  or  Commissions 
Constituted  by  a  resolution  of  parliament  would  not  involve  disqualifications.^  But  where  the 
members  were  appointed  by  the  Government  he  had  a  certain  amount  of  doubt  . 

Sri.P.  Balakrithnan Tampi :  Sir,  is  the  Hon^ble  Member  in  order  to  read  from 
a  document  which  is  not  in  possession  of  the  House  ?  - 

Mr.  Speaker;  The  member  may  make  reference  to  relevant  portions  of  such 
documents.  ... 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko :  Sir,  Dr.  Ambedkar  said. — “It  is  possible  to  say  that  appointment 
to  a  statutory  body  like  the  Delhi  Transport  authority  though  made  by  the  Government  the 
remuneration  is  prid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  authority  and  not  by  the  Government.  But  I 
personally  think  it  would  involve  a  disqualification.’*  He  continued  that  “he  was  doubtful  in 
regard  to  the  membership  of  advisory  councils  and  committees  appointed  by  or  under  an  act. 
of  parliament  by  a  statutory  corporation.  ' 'He  was  also  doubtful  in  regard  to  the  membership 
of  conimittees  or  similar  bodies  constituted  by  the  Government  for  specific  purposes  by 
resolution  or  order  like  the  Fiscal  Commission,,  or  the  State  Trading  Committee.  The  same 
might  also  apply  to  the  Membership  of  delegations  being  sent  to  the  United  Nations”. 

Mr.  Spealter :  What  the  Hon’ble  Member  refers  to  must  be  made  known  to  the  other 
members  who  may  be  called  upon  to  speak  on  'the  matter. 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi !  Sir,. the  Hon’ble  Member  is  only  repeating  the  doubts 
expressed  by  Dr.  Ambedkar.  Will  it  in  any  way  help  the  discussion  ? 

Sri  P.  T.  Chacko ;  He  only  said  that  he  had  same  doubts  whether  members  of  certaia 
committees  would  be  disqualified.  Sir,  the  point  that  1  want  to  raise  is  this.  Hon’ble  Member 
Mr.  Ikkanda  Warrier  is  not  only  a  member  of  a  Committee  but  the  President  of  a  Board  that 
functions  in  lieu  of  an  office  that  has  been  ^  abolished,  and  he  is  now  a«ing  as  the  ^  hwd  of  a 
Department.  'The  entire  office  is  under  his  control.  There  is  an  Assistant  Commissioner  of 
food  production  who  is  working  under  him.  Hence  I  contend  that  he  is  holding  an  office  of 
profit  In  fairness  I  may  point  out  that  section  192  states  that  “If  any  question  arises  as  to 
whether  a  member  of  a  House  of  the  Legislature  of  a  State  has  become  subject  to  any  of  the 
disqualifications  mentioned . 

Mr.  Speaker  :  That  is  about  the  procedure  to  be  followed. 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko :  Then  Sir,  I  want  a  ruling  from  the  Chair  as  to  whether  Hon’ble 
Sri.  Ikkanda  Wanier  who  has  accepted  an  office  of  profit  can  remain  in  this  House  and  take  part 
in  the  deliberations  of  the  House. 

3ri.  Ittieta  Ambookan :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  Yesterday  it  was  promised  by  the 
Chair  that  we  also  will  be  given  a  chance  to  clarify  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr.  Chacko. 

Mr.  Speaker:  That  is  not  a  point  of  order,  but  only  a  request  which  will  be  duly 
considered.  Now  let  us  hear  what  the  Advocate-General  has  to  say  on  this  matter. 

Sri.  Taikad  Suhramama  Ayyar  {Advocafe-General)  i  Sir,  before  1  go  into  the  qu^ion 
as  to  whether  the  particular  appointment  of  the  Hon’ble  Member,  Sri.  Ikkanda  Warner,  is  an 
office  of  .profit  or  not,  I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  to  one  or  two  portions  from  the  Indian 
Constitution  Act  which  to  my  mind  will  throw  considerable  light  on  the  question  posed  for 
the  determination  of  the  House.  The  Hon'ble  mover  referred  the  House  to  Articles  190^ 
191  of  the  Constitution  and  pointed  out  that  by  acceptance  of  an  office  of  profit  the  membership 
will  cease  to  exist  and  that  the  seat  will  become  vacant.  There  is  a  question  that  is  even  more 
prrilminary  to  that,  Sir,  that  is  as  to  the  jurisdiction  of  this  House  to  canvas  the  merits  of  that 
question.  1  would  invite  the  kind  atteiition  of  the  House  to  Article  192  not  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  the  course  of  action  that  should  be  adopted  in  'the  event  that  the  motion-  has  bcM 
carried  but  for  a  different  purpose  altogether.  Under  Article  192,  the  question  shall  be  roferw 
for  thfe  decision  of  the  Governor,  but  in  this  case,  the  I^jpramukh,  and  his  decision  shall  w 
final.  And,  Article  192  (2)  says  that  “Before  giving  any  decision  on  any  such  question, 
Governor  (in  this  case  the  Rajpramukh)  shall  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  Election  Commission 
and  shall  act  according  to  such  opinion*'.  It  may  be  necessary  to  point  out  that  the  question  of 
the  formation  or  function  of  the  Election  Commission  with  respect  to  the  Legislature 
Centre  or  in  the  States  is  a  matter  that  is  exclusively  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Union.  The. 
States  and  the  Provinces'  have  no  function  at  all  regarding  that  matter.  If  they  dare 
o^'nion,  they  will  be  transgressing  the  limits  which  have  been  placed  upon  them  by  .Statutes ; 
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I  invite  tlie  attention  of  the  House  to  Clause  72  of  the  Union  List  which  reads  thus ;  ‘'Elections 
to  Parliament,  to  the  Legislatures  of  States . ’’ 

Sri.  Aj  Thanu  Pillai  i  Sir,  I  wish  to  point  out  one  thing.  Personally  I  was  not  here 
when  the  point  of  order  was  raised  by  Mr.  Chacko.  I  heard  him  to-day  only.  From  what  I 
was  able  to  unde  stand  there  is  no  motion  before  this  House.  It  is  only  a  point  of  order.  The 
learned  Advocate-General  is  proceeding  on  wrong  lines  on  the  assumption  that  there  is  a  motion 
before  the  House  for  decision. 

Mr.  Si^aker:  The  Advocate-General  may  enlighten  the  House  as  to  whetherthis  is  a 
matter  on  which  a  question  can  be  deemed  to  have  been  raised,  and  if  so  a^ut  the  procedure 
to  be  followed.  There  is  no  motion  before  the  House  for  discussion.  The  Advocate-General's 
opinion  is  sought  in  the  matter.  We  are  only  at  that  point. 

Sri.  Taikad  N.  Subramaaia  Ayyar:  Sir,  I  am  very  thankful  to  you  for  having  drawn 
my  attention  and  also  to  the  Hon  ble  Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  for  having  tried  to  focus  the  point 
But  with  great  respect,  I  may  point  out  that  1  was_  aware  of  the  distinction  and  was  trying, 
perhaps  not  in  such  direct  manner,  to  clarify  the  position.  The  point  1  wish  to  state  is  that, 
whether  this  be  a  point  of  order  or  a  motion,  the  question  as  to  the  competence  of  the  House  to 
go  into  the  question  of  the  qualification  or  disqualification  of  a  member  to  continue  as  a  member 
is  a  matter  exclusively  within  the  jurisdiction  of  some  other  authority. 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Advocate-General  thinks  that  if  a  stranger 
enters  the  House  and  occupies  the  seat,  the  Speaker  can  do  nothing  ? 

Sri.  Taikad  N.  Subramania  Ayyar :  The  question  as  to  whether  a  man  is  a  stranger  or 
not  is  a  matter  tor  some  other  authority  to  decide.  If  the  derision  is  rendered  and  the  question 
is  answered  in  the  negative,  then  the  function  of  the  President  undoubtedly  comes  in  and 
the  stranger  will  find  himself  out  in  no  minute. 

Sri.  A.  Nesamoni :  Is  it  the  position  of  the  Advocate-General,  now  that  the  point  of 
order  has  been  raised,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Speaker  to  put  it  before  the  Rajpramukh  and  not 
place  it  before  the  House  for  discussion  ? 

Sri.  Taikad  N.  Subramania  Ayyar:  The  Hon’ble  Member  has  perhaps  anticipated  a 
portion  of  the  argument  1  was  going  to  submit. 

The  point  1  wish  to  state  is  this.  The  Authority  to  decide  whether  a  Member  should 
continue  or  not  is  the  Rajpramukh.  In  arriving  at^that  decision,  the  Rajpramukh  has  to  be 
helped  by  a  Tribunal  or  Election  Commission,  the  formation  of  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
Union  Parliamenr.  In  these  circumstances  whether  this  is  a  question  in  our  interest  and  whether 
that  could  form  the  subject  of  either  a  motion  or  point  of  order,  is  a  matter  to  be  decided 
in  the  light  of  the  provisions  in  the  constitution  by  the  Speaker.  It  is  for  you,  Sir,  to  consider 


how  far  article  192  and  Clause  72  of  the  Schedule  bear  upon  this  matter. - 

One  other  matter,  which  perhaps  is  not  so  technical,  is  this.  What  is  an  ‘Office  of  Profit' 
is  a  question  to  be  necessarily  considered.  On  that  point  I  must  invite  the  attention  of  the 
House  to  the  definition  of  that  in  the  Dictionary.  I  am  referring  to  Vol.  IV  of  Roland 
Burrows’ “Words  and  Phrases"  Judicially  Defined".  On  Page  37,  it '  has  been  stated: — “An 
Office  of  Profit  is  not  a  thing  particularly  easy  to  define.  Everybody,  1  think,  has  an  idea  of 
what  it  means,  but  certainlv  it  is  not  easy  of  exact  definition.  It  is  of-course  and  must  be  an 


office  and  no-doubt  it  must  be  an  office  to  which  remunaration  is  in  some  way  or  other 
attached.  You  cannot  have  an  office  of  profit  unless  you  have  got  remuneration  attached 


The  emphasis  is  of  course  on  the  fact  that  it  must  be  an  Office  and  remuneration  must  be 
attached  to  that  Office.  ■  i  •  .  i_  tj 

It  may  also  be  mentioned  here  that  the  point  arose  for  consideration  in  the  H 
Commons  in  the  course  of  a  Debate.  The  particular  passage  I  have  in  mind  occurs  in 
—1943—34  Parliamentary  Debates  at  column  1355.  The  very  short  discussion  i 
matter,  which  is  contained  in  that  passage,  may  throw  some  light  on  this  question. 

“Mr.  Braken:  I  find  that  since  the  establishment  of  the  Ministry,  te 
been  paid  to  1 3  Members  of  Parliament  who  have  supplied  feature  articles,  sen; 
such  like  for  publication.  The  Ministry  has  been  advised  that  in  such  ca

Sir  A.  Southby :  Could  my  right  hon'ble  friend  say  whether  the  articles  in 
Service  Papers  are  arranged  for  by  his  Ministry  and,  if  so,  who  selects  the  writers  ? 
Are  any  members  of  Parliament  among  them,  are  they  paid  and,  if  so  how 
much  ? 
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Mr.  Bracken:  I  think  the  Service  papers  get  their  material  from  the  War  Office, 
but  I  cannot  ansv/er  my  hon’ble  and  gallant  Friend’s  question  because  I  have  no 

Sir  A.  Southby :  Have  Members  of  Parliament  in  fact  been  paid  by  my  right 
hon’ble  Friend’s  Department  for  writing  articles  for  papers  ? 

Mr,  Bracken  :  Yes.  Sir. 

Mr.  Granville  :  In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  could  not  hear  the  original  answer, 
may  I  ask  whether  the  right  hon’ble  Gentleman  said  he  intended  to  publish  the  names 
in  the  Official  Report. 

Mr.  Bracken  :  I  am  quite  willing. 

Mr.  George  Griffiths :  Has  the  Hon'ble  Member  for  Wood  Green  (Mr.  Baxter) 
received  any  payment  from  the  source 

Sir  H.  Williams  :  Surely  an  Hon’ble  Member  who  writes  for  this  Ministry 
has  a  contract  with  the  Ministry,  and  accordingly  the  Disqualification  Act  must 

Mr.  Brocken  :  I  have  been  fortified  by  legal  advice  which  I  have  read  to  the 

Mr.  Shenwellj  Shall  we  be  permitted  to  inquire  into  the  source  of  income  of 
hon’ble  Members  opposite  . 

That  is  a  case  where  a  particular  script  or  article  was  vffitten  and  remuneration  therefor 
was  received  by  Hon’ble  Members  of  Parliament.  The  question  whether  any  kind  of  income 
for  any  kind  of  work  done  will  come  within  the  definition  of  ‘‘Office  of  profit”  is  the  point  to  be 
considered.  If  incidental  payments  such  as  travelling  allowances,  conveyance  aUowance  and 
such  other  payments,  which  are  mainly  intended  for  the  proper  functioning  of  a  particular  job, 
are  received,  that  Office  will  not  be  an  Office  of  Profit.  ‘  If,  on  the  other  hand,  an  Office  Is  such 
that  the  moment  a  person  enters  that  Office,  the  rules  fix  any  definite  grade  of  remuneration, 
that  will  be  an  office  of  profit.  In  this  connection  I  beg  leave  to  point  out  to  the  Rules  in  the 
Travancore  and  Cochin  Service  Reflations  in  this  regard. 


In  the  Travancore  Service  Regulations  (llZO^itlort)  at  Page  135,  Article  418  says: 
“Travelling  allowance  is  given  to  an  Officer  to  cover  the  actual  travelling  expenses^  incurred  by 
him  in  travelling  in  the  interests  of  public  service.  It  is  a  fundamental  principle  that  the 
allowance  is  not  to  be  a  source  of  profit  and  no  allowances  ate  granted  to  mert  the  expenses  of 

families . ”  The  same  is  the  rule  in  the  Cochin  Service  Regulations,  Article  279. 

“Travelling  allowance  is  given  to  an  Officer  to  cover  the  actual  travelling  expenses  incurred  by 
him  in  travelling  in  the  interests  of  public  service.  It  is  a  fundamental  principle  that  the 


allowance  is  not  a  source  of  profit.’’ 

It  may  be  seen  in  the  light  of  the  above  that  the  Hon’ble  Member,  who  is  drawing  only 
travelling  allowances,  under  the  terms  of  his  appointment,  is  not  holding  ,an  office  of  profit. 
For  the  efficient  and  satisfactory  conduct,  of  the  business  of  office,  with  which  he  is  entrusted,  he 
has  to  move  about  and  if  he  received  only  travelling  allowance,  it  is  not  a  source  of  profit 
according  to  the  above  definition.  A  fortiori  it  is  not  an  Office  of  profit. 

Let  me  refer  to  the  Government  order  under  which  the  Hon  ble  Sri.  E,  Ikkanda  Warrier  is 
appoint^.  The  Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the  Council  of  Ministers  held  on  19th  January  1950, 
in  whiclii  Government  decided  that  he  should  take  over  that  work,  reads  thus:  “The  F<«d 
Production  Commissioner’s  post  will  be  abolished  and  will  be  replaced  by  the  Food  Production 
Board,  of  which  Sri.  E.  Ikkanda  Warrier,  will  be  the  Chairman.  The  Present  Office  of  the  Food 
Production  Commissioner  will  be  under  the  Chairman.  Sri.  E.  Ikkanda  Warrier  will  be  givens 
10  H.  P.  Car  and  full  T.  A.  as  for  the  Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly.  He  will  have  the 
right  of  communicating  direct  with  the  Ministers  and  his  head-quartfers  will  be  at  Trichur. 
So,  the  only  point  is  that  he  gets  full  T.  A.  on  a  par  with  the  Members  of  the  Legislature. 

Sri.  A.  Nesamony;  Is  that  the  Press  Note? 

Sri.Taikad  N.  Subramania  Ayyar:  This  is  the  Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
Mmiiters,  which  through  the  kindness  of  the  Council,  I  have  the  authority  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  the  House. 

Sri.  A.  Tbanu  Pillai:  Has  the  Advocate'^Ceneral  read  it  in  full? 

Sri.  Taikad  N.  Subramania  Ayyar:  I  have  read  the  whole  thing. 

Sri.  C.  V.  lyyu :  May  I  know  what  is  meant  by  T.  A.  Is  it  1 50  Rupees  ? 

Sri.  Taikad  N.  Subramania  Ayyar :  It  means  travelling  allowance  as  for  Member*  or  the 
Legislature.  If  the  receipt  of  travelling  Jlowance  is  deemed  to  be  a  source  of  profit,  1  am 
afraid  that  there  will  not  be  one  member,  who  is  outside  that  definition.

The  House  aijoarned  at  12-30  p.m.  and  reassemhied  with  Mr.  Speaker  in  theChair. 

Mr.  Speaker:  It  is  possible  that  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  subiect  the  discussion 
thereon  may  take  some  time.  1  therefore  think  we  had  better  take  up  the  voting  of  demands  for 
grants,  the  first  of  which  relates  to  Land  Revenue  for  which  the  time  allotted  is  two  hours. 
The  consideration  of  the  question  involved  in  the  point  of  order  may  be  adjourned  to  this 
evening,  preferably  after  4-30  p.m.  that  is  after  finishing  the  discussion  of  a  motion  under  Rule 
26.  Thereafter  this  may  be  taken  up  by  about  4-45  p.m.  when  the  Advocate-General  may  be 
called  upon  to  continue  his  speech. 

Sri.  P.  BalakrUhnan  Tampi:  May  I  suggest  that  this  subject  may  be  continued  on  the 
day  allotted  for  official  business,  so  that  the  valuable  time  allotted  for  budget  discussion,  1  mean, 
the  discussion  of  demands  for  grants,  may  not  be  lost  to  the  House. 

Sri.  A.  Nesamony :  May  1  suggest  that  the  Advocate-General  ’may  be  asked  to  finish 
his  elucidation  of  the  matter  before  the  Speaker  makes  up  his  mind  to  adjourn  the  further 
proceedings  on  the  matter.  Now  that  the  Advocate-General  is  in  the  midst  of  his  speech,  he 
may  be  requested  to  finish  it 

Mr.  Speaker :  I  think  the  better  course  is  to  ask  the  Advocate-General  to  continue  his 
speech  by  about  4-45  p.m.  as  already  suggested. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai;  May  I  make  one  submission  in  regard  to  this  work  after  the 
regular  hours  of  the  Assembly?  Of  course,  1  know  the  Speaker  has  to  be  here  all  along— either 


the  Speaker  or  the  Deputy  Speaker.  But  I  may  submit  there  are  members  of  various 
classes  in  the  House — I  mean  no  disparagement  to  anybody — some  of  whom  may  feel  it  their 
duty  to  be  here  throughout,  and  some  who  can  coiiie  and  go  as  they  like,  for  example,  the 
Hon'ble  Ministers.  I  am  one  of  those  who  consider  it  their  duty  to  be  here  from  1 1  a.m.  to 
the  end  of  the  proceedings.  But  for  such  members,  it  would  be  really  tiresome  if  the  sitting  is 
extended.  There  are  members — young  men  and  old  men,  and  young  women  and  old  women 
ffaughferjin  different  degreesof  health  and  all  that.  So  any  departure  from  normality  must 
he  only  for  very  special  reasons,  and  very  rare.  Of  course,  I  may  bring  to  your  notice 
that  my  observations  may  apply  to  the  chair  as  well,  but  you  have  got  another  substitute 
which  the  other  members  situated  here  have  not  got.  That  may  be  borne  in  mind  whenever 
we  decide  upon  sitting  after  regular  hours. 

Mr.  Speaker :  Generally,  the  normal  period  during  the  voting  of  the  budget  is  till  5 
O’clock.  It  is  not  the  practice  to  extend  the  time  except  In  cases  of  some  urgency  and  that 
only  after  consulting  the  House.  ' 

Sri.  A.  Nesamoni :  We  want  to  ascertain  the  wish  of  the  House.  A  formal  proposition 
may  be  put,  to  ascertain  whether  the  Advocate-General  should  continue  his  speech  or  not. 

Mr.  Speaker :  The  general  sense  of  the  House,  as  1  have  already  expressed  is  to  post¬ 
pone  the  further  observations  by  the  Advocate-General  to  the  end  of  the  day,  so  that,  in  the 
meantime,  voting  of  demands  may  be  taken  up.  No  formal  voting  appears  to  be  necessary  to 
decide  this  matter.  The  House  will  now  proceed  to  the  voting  of  demands.

Demand  1-^Land  Revenue 

Sri.  K.  A.  Achuthan :  My  motion  is  to  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Rs.  35,48.000 
under  Demand  I.  But  there  is  another  motion— Motion  No.  3— which  is  for  the  reduction  of 
the  whole  amount  under  “Direction”.  If  that  motion  is  moved  and  carried,  there  will  be  no 
need  for  my  motion.  So,  with  your  permission,  I  would  suggest  that  motion  No.  3  may  be 
moved  first. ' 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko  :  May  I  know,  because  of  this  change,  whether  precedence  will  be 
given  to  move,  motions  for  the  reduction  of  total  allotment  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  :  No  ,  not  necessarily. 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai ;  I  move :  “  To  omit  the  allotment  of  Rs.  53,509  for  pay  of 
Officers,  Board  of  Revenue”. 

Sir.  my  ground  for  this  motion  is  that  the  Board  of  Revenue,  as  it  is  functioning  today, 
is  an  anomalous  body.  Some  days  ago,  we  had  occasion  to  hear  in  this  House  when  a  member 
asked  for  the  financial  implication  of  the  Act  under  which  the  Board  of  Revenue  was  going  to 
function,  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Finance  said  he  was  not  in  a  position  to  give  an  answer. 
At  any  rate,  he  has  now  come  up  with  a  demand  for  the  Board  of  Revenue  which  is  clearly  a 
charge  arising  out  of  the  measure  that  is  now  under  the  consideration  of  this  House. 

Sir,  in  the  new  set-up,  I  may  say  that  when  legislative  measures  are  being  taken  up  for 
consideration,  it  will  be  better  in  the  interests  of  every  one,  to  have  the  financial  implications 
considered  along  with  the  Bill  itself.  Whatever  that  may  be,  the  provision  here  is  now  for  a 
Board  of  Revenue,  and  an  amount  of  Rs.  53,500  is  asked  as  the  expenditure  for  it.  The  Board 
is  both  an  appellate  body  and  an  executive  body.  To  constitute  a  Board  which  will  sit  in 
jud^ent  over  its  own  decisions  is,  to  say  the  least,  unheard  of  in  the  procedure  of  adminis¬ 
trations.  To  grant  money  for  the  continuance  of  such  a  Board  is  most  inappropriate  aiid  dan¬ 
gerous.  We  have  heard  of  Revenue  Boards  in  other  States  of  India.  The  Madras  Revenue 
Board  has  absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  the  one  we  have  here,  and  its  functions  do  not  bear 
any  resemblance  to  the  functions  that  are  being  conferred  by  the  Bill  on  the  Board  here.  In 
the  same  way,  in  the  Revenue  Board  which  came  recently  into  existence  in  Bihar  by  a  Statute, 
the  provisions  are  such  as  bear  no  resemblance  to  the  provisions  under  which  the  Revenue 
Board  is  functioning  here,  today. 

There  are  material  differences  between  the  functions  of  the  Board  under  the  Bill  here  and 
the  functions  performed  by  the  Revenue  Board  elsewhere  in  India,  and  I  shall  deal  with  them 
when  the  proper  time  comes.  Sir,  the  fundamental  idea  lying  bekind  the  creation  of  a 
Revenue  Board  seems  to  me  is  to  take  away  -the  final  right  of  disposal  of  certain 
decisions  from  statutory  the  political  heads.  In  other  words  a  definite  recommen¬ 
dation  made  by  people  competent  is  that  in  the  new  coiiditions,  final  _  deci¬ 
sions  on  Statutes  should  be  taken  away  from  the  Political  Chiefs  who  function  a» 
Ministers;  Statutory  decisions  are  to  be  taken  by  a  body  who  will  not  be  changed  by  public 
opinion  or  who  do  not  depend  upon  public  support.  That  means  that  final  and  appellate  de¬ 
cisions  are  to  be  taken  by  the  Board  of  Revenue  composed  of  permenant  civilians.  Sit,  when 
we  are  deding  with  land  revenue  as  a  department,  in  the  Interests  of  better  administration  md 
efficiency  it,  will  be  better  to  make  one  individual,  one  civil  servant  of  competence  responsible 
for  the  functioning  of  that  department.  We  have  heard  so  much  of  the  difficulties  and  InefS- 
ciency  of  the  land  revenue  administration  of  the  State.  It  is  due  to  the  want  of  a  competent, 
upright  and  honest  revenue  officer.  For  controlling  the  activities  of  the  Land  Revenue  depart¬ 
ment  a  certain  amount  of  experience,  a  certain  amount  of  knowledge  with  the  actual  land 
revenue  system  that  is  in  vogue  is  required.  The  difficulties  that  face  Government  in  the 
collection  or  revenue,  with  regard  to  matters  relating  to  registration,  land  conseivancy,  poram- 
boke  and  other  allied  matters  are  all  matters  that  require  careful  handling.  These  are  matters 
in  which  officers  gain  experience  after  actual  working  of  the  department.  A  body  called  the 
Revenue  Board  is  now  set  up,  made  up  of  two  officers,  one  member  of  that  board  being  respon¬ 
sible  for  ffie  administration  of  particular  departments  and  the  other  for  the  remaining  depart- 
inents.  This  is  quite  anomalous.  Here  provision  is  made  for  two  members  and  it  they  are 
divided  m  their  opinion  how  they  will  Valise  is  a  matter  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand.  Even 
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jfter  throwing  lots  for  deciding  issues,  they  will  differ,  at  any  rate,  among  themselves.  That  is 
what  will  result  out  of  the  working  of  the  Board.  Whether  it  is  the  intention  of  Government 
to  arrive  at  decisions  like  that  is  another  point.  Then  according  to  the  budget  there  is  a  staff 
consisting  of  one  Secretary,  two  Assistant  Secretaries,  4  Superintendents,  1  Sales-tax  Assistant, 
etc.  Evidently  my  inference  is  that  it  is  in  the  minds  of  the  Treasury  Benches  that  a  Sales-tax 
Tribunal  may  have  to  be  created  in  the  near  future  and  the  function  of  that  Tribunal  will  be 
^ercised  by  the  Board  of  Revenue  as  well.  That  seems  to  be  the  justification  for  putting  a 
Sales-tax  Assistant  there.  The  function  that  will  have  to  be  done  by  this  Board  is  to  administer 
departments  as  Land  Revenue,  Excise,  Sales-tax,  etc.  They  have  to  control  the  destinies  of  4 
or  5  departments  jointly  and  responsibility  is  not  fixed  upon  a  single  individual  who  can  be  held 
responsible  for  omission  or  commission.  Therefore  my  point  is  that  this  is  the  most  indefinite 


and  unreasonable  way  of  andministering  the  departments.  The  Board  cannot  function  effectively 
bath  as  an  executive  arid  appellate  body.  Therefore  I  would  request  the  House  to  vote 


down  this  item  so  that  Government  could  think  of  a  better  method  of  controlling  the  Land' 
Revenue  arid  Excise  Departments.  I  may  also  say  in  this  connection  that  voting  down  this 
item  will  not  necessarily  mean  that  there  will  be  no  officer,  to  control  the  destinies  of  the  de¬ 


partments  which  are  to  come  under  this  Board.  It  will  be  in  the  interest  of  the  country  that 
land  revenue  administration  is  administered  on  proper  lines  so  that  the  benefit  derived  thereby 
may  be  shared  by  the  general  public  in  great  measure.  With  these  words  I  move  the  motion 
for  the  consideration  of  the  House. 


Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Filial ;  Sir,  I  second  it.  I  have  sent  a  similar  cut  motion  but  I 
will  second  the  cut  motion  of  my  friend  and  make  a  few  observations.  My  point  is  there  is  no 
necessity  whatever  for  the  creation. and  much  less  for  the  functioning  of  the  Revenue  Board  as 
at  present  constituted.  Even  before  integration  took  place  during  the  preliminary  work  of 
Mr.  Buch  he  made  a  suggestion  that  the  creation  of  a  board  is  a  matter  which  ought  to  be 
thought  over  by  this  Government.  Before  taking  a  decision  evidently  he  thought  from  his  vast 
experience  of  revenue  administration  in  other  parts  of  India  that  so  far  as  administration  of 
revenue  department  of  this  State  is  concerned,  this  could  wait.  The  tevenue  department  was 
functioning  before  the  mtroduction  of  the  Board  on  sound  lines.  At  least  there  was  some  sort 
of  order  in  the  running  of  the  department.  There  is  absolutely  no  necessity  for  creation  of  a 
Board  like  this  though  it  is  found  elsewhere.  On  a  comparison  of  revenue  laws  obtaining  in 
other  advanced  parts  of  Indian  Provinces,  the  Revenue  Department  here  was  functioning  effi¬ 
ciently.  All  branches  of  the  revenue  administration  were  kept  in  good  order_  and  the  working 
thereof  was  sound.  With  the  constitution  of  a  Board  like  the  present  one.  things  have  become 
muddy.  AH  that  I  can  at  present  say  is  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  creation  of  a  Revenue 
Board  for  this  country.  I  ask,  is  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  at  large.  I  am  sure  the  House, 
will  soon  come  to  know  of  that.  Two  members  constitute  the  Board.  One  is  called  member 
No.  1  and  the  other  member  No.  2.  No.  1  member  is  having  charge  of  excise,  customs  and 
like  departments  and  No.  2  member  has  land  revenue  and  like  subjects.  Virtually  the  Excise 
Commissioner  and  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  whom  we  have,  both  are  put  together  and 
they  are  called  a  Board  which  is  a  misnomer.  According  to  the  Bill  that  is  proposed  to  be  in¬ 
troduced  the  Board  is  constituted  by  two  individuals  who  are  the  Administrative  Heads  of 
Departments  under  them.  The  Land  Revenue  Departrrient  is  under  the  absolute  control  of 
No.  2  member  and  excise  and  other  allied  departments  under  the  administrarive  control  of 
No,  1  member.  It  iS  true  that  the  administration  of  the  respective  departments  is  being  carried 
«n  by  these  members.  We  can  understand  differences  arising  in  the  nature  of  tbelr  work  as  a 
result  of  the  working  of  the  departments  in  their  respective  sphere.  Government  reserve  to 
themselves  the  right  of  appellate  and  revisional  powers.  Every  decision  by  the  Board  need  not 
he  put  on  trial.  Only  when  there  is  difference  of  opinion  that  has  to  be  appealed  against.  The . 
Bill  says  ultimately  Government  has  the  power  to  revise  every  and  any  order  of_  the  Board. 

I  am  asking  the  simple  question  whether  there  is  any  difference  regarding  the  administration  of 
the  Land  Revenue  and  Excise  departments  even  after  the  formation  of  the  board.  It  is  the  heads 
of  these  two  departments  that  constitute  the  Board.  The  orders  passed  by  the  members  of  the 
beard  In  their  capacity  as  heads  of  the  respective  departinents  are  to  he  revised  by  theni  as 
rocmbers  of  the  Boald.  So  I  am  asking  the  question  what  is  the  purpose  served  by  the  constitu¬ 
tion  of  such  a  board.  There  is  no  provision  in  the  bill  making  its  obligatorythatthe  board- 
with  the  two.  members  sitting  together  should  hear  and  dispose  of  appellate  matters.  5o  the 
ward  is  not  to  function  as  a  board.  That  is  why  1  say  that  a  Revenue  Board  ai  contemplated 
by  this  bill  is  unnecessary  for  this  State. 
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ISri.  K.  P.  NiUkanta  Pillai] 

Clause  7  says  that  the  board  shall  be  the  administrative  head  of  the  departments  mentioned 
in  Schedule  two  and  shall  have  powers  of  supervision  over  the  departments  mentioned  In 
Schedule  three.  Has  the  hoard  anything  to  do  with  food  production  ?  Has  the  board  anything 
to  do  with  shaping  the  land  policy  or  taxation  ?  No.  It  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  agriculture  or  grow  more  food.  There  is  a  host  of  odlcers  like  the  President  oftheFood 
Production  Board,  Director  of  Agriculture,  Land  Commissioner,  etc.,  to  look  into  these  matters. 
So  there  is  no  justification  whatever  for  the  creation  of  an  expensive  board  here.  What  is  the 
nature  of  the  supervision  that  the  board  is  to  have  over  co-operative  and  other  departments  we 
do  not  know.  There  are  only  two  members  in  the  board,  not  three.  When  they  come  to  a  fix, 
how  the  matter  is  to  be  decided  and  how  the  matter  was  decided  now  there  is  no  knowing.  So 
there  is  absolutely  no  justification  of  this  type  of  a  revenue  board  here.  So  it  may  be  dissolved, 
the  sooner  the  better.  With  these  words  I  second  the  motion.

Sri.  P.  Balabrishnan  Tampi :  SIr»  I  wanted  to  move  a  cut  motion,  a  desperate  cut 
motion  for  the  reduction  of  the  total  amount.  ^  As  it  is  not  allowed  I  want  to  speak  a  worii  on 
this  motion.^  Speaking  about  the  merits  of  this  motion,  I  believe  this  matter  has  come  up  before 
this  House  in  some  shape  or  other  several  times  even  during  this  session.  ^  This  Revenue  Board 
is  a  statutory  body  constituted  as  a  result  of  an  enactment.  This  House  is  bound  to  vote  for  an 
expenditure  on  this  Board  because  the  expenditure  is  one  of  necessity  as  the  Body  is  the  result- 
ant  of  an  Act.  Then  about  the  merits  of  the  whole  question,  niy  friend  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta 
Pillai  suggested  that  the  constitution  of  the  Revenue  Board  is  something  like  a  blue  litmus  test 
of  our  administration  in  an  advanced  State  like  Travancore-Cochin  he  does  not  find  the  necessity 
for  having  a  body  like  the  Revenue  Board  but  at  tbe  same  time,  I  believe,  that  he  could  view 
with  sympathy  if  a  Board  of  Revenue  was  constituted  in  an  undeveloped^  area. 

I  am  at  a  loss  to  appreciate  the  logic  of  it.  From  the  administrative  point  of  viwv 
I  think,  the  Board  of  Revenue  solves  many  problems  that  were  causing  headache  to  Government 
in  the  past.  Nowy  for  revenue  administration  it  was  found  that  some  sort  of  central  control  and 
direction  was  necessary.  Under  the  old  system  of  Land  Revenue  Commissioner,  there  wu 
centralised  control.  But  after  some  time,  the  post- was  abolished,  and  revenue  authoritiei  in 
the  different  Districts  were  allowed  to  have  direct  correspondence  with  Government. 
Government  however  by  experience  found  the  necessity  for  a  co-ordinating  and  supervising 
authority  in  revenue  matters,  and  the  post  of  the  Land  Commissioner  was  revived.  That  is 
main  reason  why  this  House  should  view  with  favour  the  constitution  of  the  Revenue  Board- 

Secondly,  in  these  days  of  democracy  and  Government  run  by  the  people,  it  is  likely  that 
people  who  have  no  technical  experience  of  administration  may  be  raised  to  the  helm,  because 
of  their  other  virtues  and  popular  appeal.  I  am  not  speaking  in  disparagement  of  our  present 
Ministers  who  are  all  University  men  of  distinction  and  members  of  that  very  learned 
profession  of  law.  '  But  there  is  the  eventuality  of  the  ranks  of  Treasury  Benches  being  filled  by 
popular  heroes,  who  may  not  have  any  experience  in  administration.  It  is  then  that  a  body  lib 
the  Revenue  Board  becomes  absolutely  essential.  A  body  of  experts,  competent  to  advise 
Government  will  always  be  an  advantage.  There  is  no  reason  to  be  anxious  that  political 
influence  will  be  brought  to  bear  in  the  appointment  of  the  Members  of  the  Board.  Tbe 
statute  lays  down  that  only  officers  who  have  experience  for  a  certain  number  of  yt 
eligible  for  appointment  as  Members  of  the  Board.  That  is  a  protection  aj 
fluence  being  weilded  in  the  appointment  of  the  Members. 

From  another  point  of  view  also,  the  -  constitution  of  the  Board  of  Revenue  has  to  be 
justified.  When  the  Board  of  Revenue  is  formed,  economy  is  effected  in  many  DepartmentSi 

for,  instead  of  having  four  or  five  Heads  of  Departments  independent  of  each  other  and  witn 

no  agency  for  co-operation,  the  Board  will  be  able  to  supervise  the  work  of  several  important 
and  unimportant  Departments.  Every  Department,  with  separate  staff  and  presided  over  by 
a  Head  of  the  Department  will  cost  Government  much  higher  than  the  present  arrangement, 

Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai,  presumably  with  his  unerring  instinct  for  criticism  referred  to  the  Act 
of  Bihar  and  said  that  ours  was  quite  different,  I  do  not  want  to  be  disrespectful  to  thott 
distant  friends  from  Bihar,  who  have  never  pretended  that  their  legislation  is  going  to  he  w 
model  for  every  other  Indian  State.  Bihar,  1  have  heard,  is  the  birthplace  of  the  First  Preiident 
of  the  Republic,  It  is  also  an  important  place  of  pilgrimage  for  Hindus,  hut  never  have  I  ncara 
Bihar  being  held  up  for  skill  in  legal  draftsmanship  and  administration.  .  . 

Another  friend  suggested  that  our  Board  is  much  unlike  the  Board  of  Revenue  of 
Madr^.  All  that  I  can  say,  Sir,  is  that  our  leaders,  after  studying  our  own  particular 
conditions,  have  devised  a  Board  suited  to  our  genius.  They  have  not  copied  what  is  m 
vogue  in  Bihar  or  in  the  near  Madras.  With  these  words,  I  oppose  the  motion  moved  by 
Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai  for  the  abolition  of  the  Board  of  Revenue.  .  .  .

SfL  P.  S.  Natataja  Pillai :  Sir;  while  speaking  on  this  cut  motion  I  would  confine  my 
remarks  to  the  direction  given  from  the  Chair.  It  is  absolutely  wrong  on  the  part  of  Govern¬ 
ment  in  not  having  provided  for  at  least  some  50  prohibition  officers  for  doing  work  in  all  the 
taluks  of  the  State.  My  objection  is  that  the  provision  made  in  the  budget  for  prohibition 
assistanla  is  Inadequate.  The_  Government  ought  to  have  increased  the  staff  of  prohibition 
assistants  and  enforced  prohibition  throughout  the  State.  By  the  enforcemsnt  of  sales  tax  the 
State  gets  a  revenue  of  li  crores.  Already  people  are  groaning  under  heavy  taxation.  Tax 
hw  been  increased  on  stamps,  registration,  essential  services  and  so  on.  Sales  tax  was  enforced 
with  the  great  object  of  introducing  prohibition  and  ameliorating  the  poor  people  who  have 
been  adicted  to  drink  evil,  for  a  long  time  past.  To  redeem  them  from  their  evil  habits. 
Government  had  to  enforce  compulsion  and  Introduce  prohibition.  The  money  that  was  spent 
on  drink  could  be  diverted  to  be  utilised  for  necessaries  of  life  and  such  money  in  circulation 
for  the  purchase  of  food  materials  and  other  essential  goods  could  be  subjected  to  sales  tax. 
That  is  the  fundamental  Idea  behind  the  sales  tax  in  this  country.  The  sales  to  as  apart  from 
prohibition  is  unjustifiable,  especially  so  when  the  cost  of  living  has  gone  high  these^  days. 
When  there  Is  no  prohibition  it  is  the  prime  duty  of  this  Government  to  enforce  reduction  in 
sales  to  to  give  rdief  to  people  by  collecting  sales  to  at  one  point. 

Sir,  We  are  groaning  under  taxation.  This  Government  ought  to  have  enforced  a  reduction 
in  sales-tax.  To  give  relief  to  the  people,  they  ought  to  have  reduced  sales_-tax  at  least  to  one 
poiiit.  If  they  have  enforced  prohibition  throughout  the  State  by  appointing  a  number  of 
Assistants — Prohibition  Assistants — then  we  can  justify  sales-tax.  But  under  the  particular 
demand  here  which  we  are  now  discussing,  they  have  provided  for  only  one  Prohibition 
Assistant.  This  is  not  justifiable.  The  policy  ought  to  have  been  to  Increase  the  number  of 
Prohibition  Assistants  and  to  enforce  Prohibition  throughout  the  State;  or  else  there  is  no  normal 
justification  to  this  Government  to  enforce  sales-tax  at  multiple  points  and  realise  one  crore  of 
rupees  to  be  squandered.  People  are  being  taxed  heavily.  By  that  taxation  the  general  public 
IS  entitled  to  get  complete  prohibition— enforcement  of  prohibition  throughout  the  State.  But 
that  is  denied  as  will  be  evident  from  the  Budget  which  they  have  now  introduced.  As  far  as 
we  are  able  to  understand  from  the  speech  of  the  Hon’ble  Finance  Minister,  prohibition  is 
to  be  introduced  only  in  two  taluks  during  the  next  year,  and  the  rest  of  the  State  is  to  continue 
wet.  One  of  my  Honourable  friends  said,  if  we  want  to  educate  our  children  we  must  drink. 
Have  we  really  come  to  that  pause  ?  Are  we  at  that  stand  today  ?  Are  we  to  drmk  to  educate 
our  children  ?  ,  , 

Sir,  we  were  able  to  provide  lakhs  and  lakhs  of  rupees  and  increase  the  figures  under 
Education  in  the  Budget;  that  too  without  any  additional  taxation,  and  that  after  giving  rehef  in 
Wd  tax.  But  on  the  other  hand,  what  little  relief  we  had  on  land  tax  haa  been  taken 
away  and  the  special  tax  which  was  introduced  to  meet  the  loss  in  revenue  on  account  oi

POINT  OF  ORDER  RE.  MEMBERSHIP  OF  SRI.  IKKANDA  WARRIER-contd. 
Sri.  Talked  N.  Subramania  Ayyar:  Sir,  I  do  not  like  to  take  much  of  the  time  of 
this  Honourable  House;  but  one  or  two  points,  I  may  be  permitted,  Sir,  with  your  leave  to 
submit.  Earlier,  in  the  course  of  the  day,  I  submitted  the  implications  of  Article  1 92(2)  and 
Section  72  of  the  First  Schedule.  1  request  the  House,  Sir,  to  compare  the  provision  in  this 
behalf  in  the  Ckmstitutlon  with  what  has  been  provided  in  the  Government  of  India  Act  of 
1935.  1  am  merely  mentioning  that  the  corresponding  articles  a 
ment  of  India  Act  of  1935.  Under  Section  69,  in  the  provision 
quah’lication  of  a  sitting  Member  it  has  been  stated  thus: 

“A  person  shall  be  disqualified  for  being  chosen  as;  and  for  being,  a  member  of  a 

Prorincial  Legislative  Assembly  or  Legislative  Council— 

(a)  If  he  holds  any  office  of  profit  under  the  Crown  in  India,  other^^than  an  office 

declared  by  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legislature  not  to  disqualify  its  holder 
That  corresponds  to  Article  191.  But  when  you  come  to  the  agency  which  has  to  deter¬ 
mine  on  the  points  of  disqualification  the  difference  is  very  remarkable.  Section  29  of  the 
Government  of  India  Act  says  that  .  '  . 

"In  so  far  as  provision  with  respect  to  the  matters.hereinafter  mentioned  is  not  made 

by  this  Act  a  provision  may  be  made  by  Act  with  resp«t  to  those  mitter^etc. 

The  point  to  which  I  would  invite  the  attention  of  the  House  is  this;  While  there  hw 
been  a  departure  in  respect  of  the  agencies  to  determine  the  poinis  of  disqualification,  the 
Government  of  India  Act  vested  that  power  in  the  House  itself  and  tte  functions  by  providing 
in  certain  Acts,  Statutes  or  bye-Iaws  whatever  they  are,  so  that,  the  ultimate  authority  to  decide 
upon  the  question  will  be  such  an  authority  as  is  deputed  or  authorised,  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Legislature  itself.  The  Constitution  Act  has  made  a  departure  and  it  is  for  the  House  to  con¬ 
sider  whether  that  departure  is  a  matter  of  substance  or  matter  of  form.  There  are  just  one  or 
two  matters  to  which  1  would  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  House.  In  Law  Dictionary, 
the  word  'office'  has  been  defined  as  employment.  Employment  may  be  of  several  descriptions. 
It  may  be  judicial,  civil,  military  or  eccleslaitic.  The  common  feature  of  these  employmf-*- 
is  that  a  certoin  amount  of  power  Is  vested  by  the  appointing  power  m  that  perse 
persons  to  function  within  the  limits  of  certain  powers  that  has  been  delegated  lo  uicin.  n 
person  deputed  to  preside  over  a  Committee  or  to  sit  as  a  member  in  a  Committee  tor  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  drafting  a  statute  or  go  into  a  question  whether  a.  LegisIaUve  enactment  B  necessary  or 
called  for  in  public  interest,  it  appears  to  be  cannot  be  said  as  holding  im  office  of  profit.  Now, 
the  question  Is  what  Is  an  office  of  profit.  In  Section  1 95  of  the  Constitution,  it  may  be  kindly 
noticed  that  it  Is  provided  that  "Members  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  or  Ugislative  Uuncil  of 
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a  State  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  such  salaries  or  allowances  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
determined  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  by  law  and,  until  provision  In  that  respect  is  so 
made,  salaries  and  allowances- at  such  rates  and  upon  such  conditions  as  were  Immediately  be¬ 
fore  the  cominencement  of  this  Constitution  applicable  in  the  case  of  members  of  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Assembly  of  the  corresponding  Province."  When  you  therefore  use  the  words  "salaries" 
and  "allowances”  in  the  same  sentence  and  in  the  same  provision  of  the  Statute  you  cannot 
seperate.  the  question  of  salaries  from  the  question  of  allowance.  Ari  allowance  by  itself  does 
not  amount  to  a  salary.  Under  the  practice  obtaining  in  the  House  of  Commons  which  has 
been  classified  and  stated  bv  May  in  his  "Parliamentary  Practice",  there  were  several  appoint¬ 
ments  to  which  this  disqualification  appertained.  In  the  first  place,  those  appointments  are 
employments,  if  I  may  use  the  expression  loosely,  which  are  of  a  political  nature.  Heads  of 
Departments  are  political  appointments.  But  regarding  the  appointment  of  judges,  civill 
servants  and  others  this  disqualification  completely  and  absolutely  applies.  Then  there  is  a 
c'ass  comprised  of  appointments  in  the  Army  and  in  the  Navy.  Under  the  '  rule  obtaining  In 
the  House  of  Commons  these  appointments  will  not  entail  a  forfeiture  of  the  Membership  of 
the  House  of  Commons,  the  reason  being  that  the  primary  object  of  entering  such  activities  is 
not  with  a  profit-taking  motive  but  with  the  primary  idea  of  entering  a  service. 

If  I  may  be  humbly  permitted  to  slate,  Members  of  the  House  who  offers  to  serve  in  a 
Committee,  who  offers  to  serve  as  Chairman  of  any  Public  Body  constituted  by  the  House  or 
-Government,  must  be  ptima  facie  deemed  to  have  been  actuated  more  by  s  desire,  urge  or 
earnestness  to  place  their  services  to  the  extent  possible  before  the  country.  That  -is  a  rnatter 
which  must  be  borne  in  mind  in  considering  the  facts  of  this  particular  case.  It  appears  to  me 
therefore  that,  viewing  the  whole  question  in  its  larger  aspect  and  taking  an  overall  picture  of  the 
entire  constitutional  position,  merely  because  a  Member  of  this  House  earns  something,  which  is. 
remotely  analogous  to  salary  and  which  merely  enables  him  to  render  some'  service  of  a  formal 
and  informal  sort  by  accepting  bis  conveyance  charges,  it  cannot  be  said  that.be  is  enjoyljig'an 
■office  of  profit.-  Therefore  it  is  for  the  House  to  consider,  both  the  preliminary  point 'I  have 
humbly  placed  before  them  and  the  iothet  aspects  of  the  question  and  come  to  a  decision.  I 
do  riot  assert  for  the  moment  that  the  conclusions  1  have  come  to  is  the  last  word  on  the  subject. 
’It. Is  with  all  humility  and  responsibllty  I  have  attempted  to  place  before  the  House  what  1  feel

Sri.  A.  P.  Udayabhanu:  Sir,  the  Advocate-General  raised  two  points.  The  first' is 
that  this  House  was  not  competent  to  go  into  the  question . 

Mr.  Speaker:  It  is  for  the -House  to  determine  what  the  procedure  will  be.  In  the 
first  place  we  have  to  decide  whether  there  is  a  "question"  that  calls  for  discussion  and  decision. 

Sri  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Sir.  I  wish  to  know  if  the  Advocate-General .  is  in  a  position  to 
give  us  full  facts  about  the  remuneration  that  the  Member  in  question  has  to  receive  on  accost 
of  this  office.  Is  it  all  the  Advocate-General  read  to  us  in  the  morning  or  is  he* also  piling 
anything  more  by  way  of  allowance  or  remuneration  ?  Can  the  Advocate-General  enlighten  m 
in  regard  to  that  fact.  .  .  .ii 

Mr.  Speaker  :  It  is  better  that  the  question  is  put  to  the  Hon’ble  Minister,  who  will 
certainly  be  in  a  position  to  give  us  all  the  facts  that-  are  available. 

Sri.  Thanu  Pillai  :1  wanted  to  put  the  question  to  the  Advocate-General,-  because  I 
thought  bis  opinion  is  based  on  the  facts.

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  rise  to  another  point  of  order,  namely  whether  a 
preliminary  enquiry  of  this  nature  is  contemplated  by  the  Constitution. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  All  the  facts  relevant  and  .  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  of  the 
point  of  order  raised  will  be  relevant  and  necessary  and  ascertainment  of  those  facts  is  what  is 
being  done  here. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  May  I  get  some  more  information.  Is  the  Member  in  question 
given  a  Government  car  for  use  ?

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Are  not  major  repairs  attended  to  by  Government  ? 

Sri.  T.K.  Narayana  Pillai:  No. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  PUlai  :  May  I  know  whether  he  is  given  free  accommodation  ?  , . 

Sri.  T.  K.  Naayana  Pillai :  No.  ,  ■  c  i 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  I  wish  to  know  whether  he  is  paid  allowance  for  every  day  or  for  the 
days  on  which  he  works.  ,  ,  ,  , 

Sri. -T.K.  Narayana  Pillai:  Only  for  the  days  on  which  he  works. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Is  there  any  rule  as  to  the  number  of  days  he  should  work. 

Sri.  T.K.  Narayana  Pll'ai:  There  is  no  rule.  ,,  j  v  .  a  ir  j 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai:  Sir.  I  find  on  page  22  of  the  Budpt  under  the  head  Fwd 
Production  Board,  Pay  of  Officers,  a  provision  of  Rs.  15,900  of  which  Rs.  14,300  is  provided 
for  the  ^refary  to  the  Board,  in  the  scale  of  Rs.  275— 10— 325.  There  is  also  Demess 
Allowance  of  Rs.  1 ,600,  which  cannot  be  the  Dearness  Allowance  to  the  Secretary  a  one.  There 
is  a  provision  of  Rs.  6.500  under  Travelling  Allowance.  A  sum  of  Rs,  3,000  would  have  h«n 
enough  for  the  Secretary;  Am  I  to  understand  that  the  excess  of  Rs.  12,000  is  provided  for 
theMember?  What.is  this  amount  meant  for?  If  what  the  Minister  says  is  true,  is  he  not 
trying  to  play  a  fraud  upon  the  House.  I  deliberately  put  the  question.  Let  me  get  honert 
answers  from  Treasury  Benches,  Let  us  not  be  defrauded,  let  us  not  be  made  fools  of  and 
hoodwinked.  That  is  not  the  way  in  which  Government  should  face  a  Legislature  of  the  State. 
1  want  to  get  definite  answers  in  regard  to  this.  _  i  •  j 

Mr..Speaker :  -  We  are  not  at  the  Budget  Discussion  now.  That  nuatter  may  be  raised 
when  the  Budget  is  discussed.  Has  the  Hon’ble  Member  who  has  raised  the  point  of  order

..  Sri.  T.K.  Narayana  Pillai:  Sir,  there  were  very  serious  allegations  made  on  the  floor 
of  the  House  and  Government  must  be  given  an  opportunity  to  defend  themselves.  Allegations 
of  fraud  and  irresponsible  statements  were  made  by  the  Hon  ble  Member .  , 

Mr.  Speaker  :  I  hope  the  Hon’ble  Member  will  please  realise  that  the  Speaker  is  now 

"'Ti?Hon’ble  Sri.  T.K.  Narayana  PiUw:  1  beg  your  parden.  Sir, 
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Mt.  Speaker :  I  propose  to  ask  the  Hon’ble  Member  who  has  raised  the  point  of  order 
whether  he  has  anything  to  say.  There  are  two  points  raised  by  the  Advocate-General,  namely, 
that  it  is  not  an  office  of  profit  and  secondly  that  even  if  it  is  an  office  of  profit,  the  question 
has  to  be  dealt  with  by  a  different  authority.  If  the  Member  (Mr.  Cbacko)  has  anything  to 
add  to  what  he  has  already  said  on  the  merits,  he  may  do  so. 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillaj :  I  wish  to  submit  that  I  like  to  offer  a  few  remarks  on  the 
point  of  order  raised,  before  be  sums  up  the  whole  thing. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  I  have  already  asked  Mr.  Chacko  to  speak  if  he  so  desires.  Let  us  hear 
him.

Sri.  K.  A.  Mathew :  May  I  take  it  that  your  ruling  is  that  the  expression  "Fraud" .is 

Mr.  Speaker  :  I  understood  the  member  as  having  asked  whether  the  minister’s  answers 
will  not  amount  to  a  fraud. 

Sri.  K.  A.  Mathew  :  The  member  in  question  said,  "fraud  on  the  House". 

Mr.  Speaker  s  If  the  member  has  said  that  another  member  has  committed  an  act  of 
fraud  on  the  House  that  is  certainly  wrong. 

Sri.  K.  A  Mathew :  That  is  not  parliamentary  ? 

Mr.  Speaker :  No. 

Sri.  K.  A.  Mathew :  If  it  is  not  'parliamentary  may  I  know  whether  the  Chair  would 
ask  him  to  withdraw  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  s  That  matter  will  be  taken  up  a  little  later. 

Si.  P.  T.  Chacko  .  Sir,  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  a  few  words  in  explanation  to  the 
point  of  order  which  I  have  raised,  and  also  to  meet  one  or  two  arguments  advanced  by  tlie 
learned  Advocate-General.  The  main  contention  he  brought  before  the  House  Is  that 
Sri.  Ikkanda  Warrier  is  not  holding  an  office  of  profit.  He  gave  some  definitions  regarding  the 
words  ’office  of  profit."  I  may  be  permitted  to  point  out  that  the  word  "office"  means, 
according  to  a  well-known  dictionary,  by  FUNK  AND  WANGALS  "a  particular  .duty  or 
charge  or  trust  as  one  conferred  by  a  public  authority".  So,  I  contend  that  as  the  Advocate- 
General  stated,  it  Is  not  necessary  that  the  person  should  be  under  a  certain  employer  so  that 
be  mav  become  the  bolder  of  an  office.  It  only  means  that  the  incumbent  will  have  some  duty 
to  perform  and  as  a  particular  duty  or  charge  or  trust  as  one  entrusted  by  any  public  authority. 
It  is  clear  that  the  Presidentship  of  the  Food  Production  Board  is  an  office. 

Then  what  is  profit?  The  same  dictionary  gives  the  meaning  of  the  word  "profit"  as  “to 
better  oneself,  or  his  condition  or  advantaee  of  any  kind,  material,  spiritual  or  anything”.  So, 
in  the  light  of  these  I  submit  that  the  Hon'bU  Sri.  Ikkanda  Warrier  is  bolding  an  office  of  pro¬ 
fit  because  it  is  very  clear  from  the  statement  made  by  the  learned  Advocate-General  himself 
and  from  the  proceedings  of  the  Cabinet  which  he  read  before  this  House  that  Sri.  Ikkanda 
Warrier  is  holding  an  office,  and  that  office  is  an  office  of  profit,  because  some  advantage  is 
attached  to  that  office.  He  is  having  a  car.  His  driver  is  being  paid  by  Government  and  he 
is  given  a  handsome  allowance  batta  and  T.  A.  So,  some  material  advantage  is  being  enjoyed 
by  Sri.  Ikkanda  Warrier  by  the  fact  that  he  is  employed  in  this  office  under  this  Government, 

Then  again.  I  may  be  permitted  to  refer  to  one  sentence  given  in  STROUD’S  Judiriil 
Dictionary  regarding  the  "term  office  of  profit”.  It  is  stated  there  that  an  office  of  profit 
does  not  connote  that  its  incumbent ’actually  makes  a  profit  from  it.  If  it  might  reMon" 
ably  be  expected  that  the  man  would  make  a  profit  of  it,  it  must  be  considered  an  offia 
of  profit.  Therefore,  even  if,  as  the  Advocate-General  stated,  Sri."  Ikkanda  Warrier.  i* 
getting  only  an  allowance,  in  any  form  it  dees  not  mean  that  it  is  not  an  office  of 
profit.  1  may  also  refer  to  May’s  Parliamentary  Practice — page  213  of  the  14th  Edifion,  Itia 
stated  in  it  that  ‘/What  constitutes  an  office  or  place  of  profit  is  often  a  question  of  difficulty  as 
well  as  urgency  in  view  of  the  heavy  penalties  which  a  common  informer  might  obtain  against  a 
member,  who  inadvertently  speaks  while  holding  a  disqualifying  office.  Offices  without  sajary 
are  by  no  means  necessarily  exempt  from  the  disqualifications  affecting  offices  of  profit.  ’  I 
want  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  this  portion,  particularly  because  towards  the  latttf 
portion  of  his  argument,  the  learned  Advocate-General  tried  to  distinguish  salary  from  allow¬ 
ances,  and  he  argued  that  if  only  Sri.  Ikkanda  Warrier  was  taking  a  salary,  it  could  be  said  that 

he  is  having  an  office  of  profit.  It  is  clearly  stated  here  that . 

Mr.  Speaker ;  That  question  need  not  he  gone  into  at  greater  length.  - 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko:  I  may  then  refer  to  another  case  that  is  reported  on  page.  2)  3 

itself.  That  is  the  case  of  one  Mr.  A.  Jenkins.

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacho  :  It  is  stated  that  even  if  an  incumbent  of  an  office  is  not  drawing 
any  salary  or  allowarice  and  even  if  no  allowance  is  permissible,  if  any  advantage  could  be 
obtained,  it  may  become  an  office  of  profit.  In  this  case,  Mr.  Jenkins  never  took  any  allowance. 
He  could  draw,  Just  like  the  case  here,  a  small  allowance. 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  hon’ble  member  is  only  trying  to  show  that  even  the  provision  ol  an 
allowance  for  an  appointment  will  constitute  it  an  office  of  profit.  That  point  need  not  be 
further  stressed. 

Sri.  P.  T.  Cbacko  :  If  it  is  not  allowed  to  be  referred  to  I  have  some  more  points  to 
advance.  1  would  also  refer  this  House  to  the  discussion  to  which  I  referred  this  momii^ 
which  took  place  in  the  Indian  Parliament  a  week  ago. 

Mr.  Speaker:  Order,  order.  The  attempt  till  now  has  been  to  find  out  whether  the 
Hon'ble  member  is  holding  an  office  of  profit  or  not.  Article  192  says,  "If  any  question  arises

My  pomt  is  that  a  point  of  order 
could  be  raised  only  regarding  the  procedure  of  this  House;  not  regarding  the  interpreation  of 
the  Constitution,  and  anything  which  relates  to  the  duties  and  the  rights  of  other  authoritiw  or 
the  Constitution  cannot  be  raised  here  under  a  point  of  order.  No  decision  should  be  given, 
no  order  should  be  given  on  a  point  j^raised  on  such  a  matter  which  does  not  refer  to  the  pro¬ 
cedure  of  his  House.  I  may  very  respectfully  submit  that  it  would  be  violation  of  the 
constitution. 

Mr,  Speaker :  That  is  not  a  correct  position.  It  is  open  to  the  members  of  the  House  to 
point  out  that  a  particular  member  has  lost  his  right  to  continue  as  a  member  end  that  the 
House  is  for  that  reason  not  properly  constituted  and  to  suggest  that  such  steps  as  are  newssaiy 
may  be  taken  to  have  the  defect  cured.  In  fact  that  is  all  that  has  been  done  and  there  is 
nothing  irregular  or  illegal  for  a  member  to  raise  the  point  nor  for  the  House  to  consider  it. 

Sri.  K.  A.  Mathew :  I  want  to  know  from  the  Chair  whether  the  expression  used  by 
Mr.  Thanu  Piilai— “fraud” — is  parliamentary  or  not  ?

Sri.  A.  Nesamohy:  As  regards  what  the  member  said,  may  I  ask,  is  it  a  fraud  on  the 
te  he  referred  to  or  fraud  on  the  public  which  are  two  -distinct  technical  terms  ? 
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Mr.  Speaker :  It  is  the  context  that  often  determines  whether  the  expressions  fraud, 
dishonesty,  etc.,  become  parliamentary  or  unparliamentary. 

Sri.  A.  Nesamony:  The  Hon  ble  member  after  all  made  a  comment  on  the  budget 
figures  and  the  member  in  referring  to  the  figures  pointed  out  that  it  is  a  fraud  on  the  House. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  That  may  not  be  obiectionable. 

^  Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  also  suggest  that  in  the  light  of  the  rhetorical  meaning 
which  could  be  ascribed  it  can  be  called  fraud.  But  if  there  is  a  case  of  misrepresentatiesj  ot 
an  attempt  to  mislead,  then . 

Mr.  Speaker  :  To  say  that  a  member  is  deliberately  misleading  the  House  is  unparli¬ 
amentary. 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko:  Sir,  the  Chief  Minister  was  saying  that  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  has  used 
all  words  in  the  English  language  which  he  has  not  done.  Thereby  the  statement  made  by  the 
Hon'ble  Chief  Minister  is  not  true.  I  do  not  say  it  is  false  hecause  it  is  ruled  as  unparlia¬ 
mentary  here.  Such  being  the  case  I  want  to  know  whether  the  member  is  entitled  to  make  a 
statement  which  is,  I  do  not  say  false,  which  could  be  called  a  terminological  inexactitude. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  Before  I  decide  the  point  I  would  like  to  hear  the  member  as  to  what  be 
said  and  what  he  intended  to  convey  by  his  statement. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  :  If  you  want  me  to  say  anything  about  it  what  I  said  was  this. 
On  page  221  of  the  Budget  I  find  a  provision  for  one  member  about  Rs.  13  thousand  and  that 
one  member  is  the  person  concerned  in  the  debate  here. .  From  Government  side  we  were  told 
that  there  was  absolutely  no  expenditure  like  that.  I  said  this  with  reference  to  the  figures  and 
that  I  said  was  this  amounts  to  a  fraud  oir  the  House.  If  this  is  not  expended  this  provision  is 
fraud.  I  do  not  think  there  is  anything  for  me  to  withdraw.  ^  But  if  you  think  there  is  a  cle« 
case  for  withdrawal  I  do  not  think  I  could  go  against  that  ruling.  This  is  the  position.  I  did 
not  say  that  any  member  played  false  on  the  House._  With  reference  to  the  figures  I  said  that 
amounts  to  a  fraud  on  the  House  and  that  is  a  technical  expression  fraud  which  does  not  mean 
that  somebody  trying  to  get  money  by  making  provision  and  all  that. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  As  to  what  the  Hon’ble  Member  said  and  what  he  _  intended  to  convey 
by  the  expressions  he  used  I  am  prepared  to  accept  the  version  given  by  him.

They  jointly  submitted  a  report  by  which  they  recommended  to 
Government  that  owing  to  the  fact  that  Peringalkuthh  machinery  which  was  ordered  towards  the 
end  of  1948  and  which  was  to  be  delivered  by  1951  and  also  the  turbines  which  form  an  essen¬ 
tial  part  of  the  Peringalkuthu  installation  machinery  were  to  be  delivered  only  in  1952,  it  was 
considered  that  it  would  be  more  feasible  and  practicable  and  useful  to  push  forward  the  Chen¬ 
golem  project  where  the  machinery  would  be  available  at  the  end  of  1950.  That  was  the  basis 
on  which  these  two  engineers  submitted  a  joint  report.  It  is  on  that  basis,  on  the  availabibty 
of  machinery,  that  the  construction  programme  of  these  two  projects  was  adjusted,  and  it  was 
purely  on  account  of  that  and  nothing  else. 

SrL  A.  K.  George:  Is  it  true  that  the  scheme  lies  idle  now? 

Sri.  E.  John  Philipose  :  Because  the  machinery  at  Peringalkuthu  is  expected  to  arrwe 
here  only  towards  the  end  of  1 952,  and  there  is  sufficient  time,  and  therefore,  the  work  is  being 
concentrated  at  Peringalkuthu  on  the  tunnel  construction.

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Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Sir,  1  wish  to  make  a  submission  in  regard  to  that.  I  am  surprised 
that  a  member  of  the  ministerial  party  comes  forward  with  a  si^gestion  of  this  kind.  This 
session  of  the  House  has  been  convened  with  a  view  to  have  a  satisfactory  consideration  of  the 
whole  budget.  There  is  provision,  Sir,  in  the  ‘Constitution’  to  allow  as  much  time  as  is  needed 
for  a  full  consideration  of  the  entire  budget.  Unfortunately,  the  provisions  in  the  ‘Constitution’ 
which  enable  this  House  to  do  it  have  hot  been  taken  advantage  of.  You  will  see,  Sir,  there  is 
a  provision  for  granting  provisional  allotments  for  the  expenditure  during  the  early  months  of 
the  financial  year  if  it  becomes  necessary  in  order  to  enable  full  discussion  of  the  budget.  That 
Is  to  say,  I  think  that  some  provision  or  a  provisional  allotment  could  be  made  so  that  even  if 
the  discussion  of  the  budget  is  not  over  and  even  if  the  financial  year  has  commenced,  the 
Budget  Session  may  go  on  and  the  administration  may  also  go  on  with  the  full  sanction  of  this 
Legislature.  It  was  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  come  forward_  with  a  proposal  and  lake 
advantage  of  this  provision,  as  well  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  bring  forwad  thii  budget  in 
sufficient  time  to  enable  the  House  to  have  full  discussion.  Even  that  has  not  been  done.  Now, 
Sir,  only  8  days  have  been  allotted  to  deal  with  the  demands  even  after  the  new  ‘Constitution’. 
Anyway,  there  we  stand.  We  must  utilise  the  time  available  in  the  best  manner  possible.  I 
am  only  surprised  bow  a  leading  member  of  a  ministerial  party  could  come  forward  with  a  pro¬ 
posal  of  this  kind.  He  wanted  to  have  his  proposal  carried  out  even  at  the  risk  of  violating  the 
rules.  Sir,  Rule  No.  49  (3)  of  the  Assembly  Rules  says  that  “When  several  motions  relating 
to  the  same  demand  are  offered  they  shall  be  discussed  in  the  order  in  which  the  heads  to  which 
they  relate,  appear  in  the  Budget”.  That  has  been  explained  further  by  the  directions  issued 
by  you.  Therefore,  there  is  absolutely  no  point  in  the  suggestion  made.  In  regard  to  this  first 
demani  we  must  directly  begin  with  direction.  Whatever  is  to  be  properly  discussed  will  be 
discussed  there.  But  then,  Sir,  I  would  also  make  one  more  suggestion.  Now  what  is  propsrly 
relevant  to  a  motion  alone  need  be  allowed  to  be  discussed,  say,  if  the  question  of  pay  of  officers 
would  relevantly  come  under  that  discussion  then  that  question  alone  need  be  allowed  to  be 
discussed.  Moreover,  Sir,  I  would  also  suggest  that  actual  cuts  should  be  allowed  to  be  moved 
first.  Then  only  token  cuts  need  be  allowed.  No  deviation  should  be  made,  from  the  rules  »s 
the  practice  would  create  a  very  bad  precedent.  The  House  should  not  sway  to  the  inclinations 
of  a  particular  member  or  a  particular  parly  and  deviate  from  the  rules.  Sir,  we  have  to  build 
up  a  traition  that  will  stand  for  ever.  Until  these  rules  are  modified  we  must  follow  them.  1 
have  nothing  more  to  say. 

Sri.  P.  Balakrisbnan  Tampi;  Sir,  nothing  good  comes  out  of  Nazareth.  That  is  the 
way  how  the  mind  of  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  is  working  out.  Sir,  according  to  the  spirit  of  the  rules, 
according  to  the  letter  of  the  rules  the  total  demands  must  come  first.  But  according  to  the 
geometrical  proposition  all  the  parts  are  included  in  the  whole.  Mr.  Ra.-nakrishna  Pillai,  by  his 
suggestion  meant  that  if  the  opposition  members  move  cut  motions  other  menabers  would  get  an 
opportunity  to  speak  on  the  motion  focussing  their  observations  on  the  particular  motion  they 
have  sent.  Therefore,  in  the  order  in  which  these  motions  are  printed  they  may  be  moved  and 
discussed.  But  due  consideration  should  be  had  to  convenience  and  logic  in  that  the  motions 
for  the  omission  of  tl  e  whole  allotment  should  get  priority.  I  do  not  for  a  moment  say  that  you 
should  change  or  do  violence  to  the  rules.  But  we  should  adopt  a  course  which  will  enable  the 
members  to  speak  on  different  aspects  of  the  question.  It  was  with  this  view  that  Mr.  Rama- 
krishna  Pillai  moved  his  proposal. 

Mr.  Speaker:  As  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  has  pointed  out  the  rule  is  clear  that  the  discussion 
has  to  go  on  in  the  order  in  which  the  heads  appear  in  the  Budget.  There  is  no  doubt  that  is 
the  rule.  But  for  the  sake  of  convenience  of  discussion  of  the  matters  involved  in  the  various 
cut  motions,  the  suggestions  now  made  appears  to  be  that  motions  for  the  reduction  of  the  total 
allotment  under  Demand  V  may  be  discussed  first,  and  in  that  discussion  other  Hon’ble  membefs 
who  have  sent  in  cut  motions,  may  also  take  part.  That  seems  to  be  the  suggestion  made  by 
the  Hon’ble  member  Mr.  K.  Ramakrishna  Pillai  and  supported  by  Mr.  Tampi,  If  the  House 
is  in  general  agreement  with  this  suggestion  that  may  perhaps  be  accepted.  I  should  like  to  hear 
what  Mr.  Nesamony  has  to  say  regarding  this  suggestion. 

Sri.  A.  Nesamony :  For  my  part,  Sir,  I  am  a  little  bit  indifferent  in  this  matter.  You 
were  pleased  lo  give  certain  instructions  regarding  this  last  time.  The  actual  discussion  is  to  go 
on  total  cuts.  And,  we  have  sent  in  cut  motions  on  total  grants  withdut  reference  to  rules,  and 
by  the  procedure  followed  yesterday,  they  are  likely  to  be  talked  out.  It  is  rarely  we  gel 
a  chance  of  having  a  full  discussioii.  One  thing  I  will  mention.  It  would  be  better  if  we  go 
according  to  rules.

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  Sir,  my  motion  is  for  a  cut  of  Rs-  5,400.  ^  That  is  how  it 
is  understood  in  parliamentary  language.  We  thoi^ht  that  as  a  result  of  this  intc^abon  we 
would  be  avoiding  multiplication  of  unnecessary  administrative  agencies.  Sardar  Patel  has  said 
that  the  reduction  of  administrative  agencies  was  one  of  the  most  important  benefits  which  an 
integrated  State  would  derive.  But  here  it  is  attempted  to  multiply  the  existing  agencies  of 
administration.  Sir,  as  the  result  of  integration  any  reasonable  man  would  expect  that  fora 
Department  one  head  would  be  enough.  I  want  to  know  from  the  Treasury  Benches  or  from 
the  Hon  ble  Minister  in  charge  of  Forests  what  exactly  is  the  different  functions  of  these 
different  Conservators.  What  is  the  function  of  this  other  Conservator?^  There  are  already 
9  Deputy  Conservators,  two  Assistant  Conservators  and  one  Personal  Assistant.  It  would  be 
a  pity  if  the  House  cannot  understand  the  implications  of  these  things.  It  is  a  sheer  waste  of 
public  money.  We  want  only  a  single  efficient  Conservator  to  administer  the  Forest  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Union  Territory.  Let  us  be  satisfied  with  one  man.  Let  the  other  go  anywhere 
he  pieties.  Why  should  he  come  in  here.  If  th^e  two  heads  are  to  remain  in  the  Department 
there  will  always  be  conflict  of  opinions  and  decision  not  only  in  matters  or  policy  and  direction 
but  even  in  routine  matters.  Instead  of  helping  the  administration,  they  will  only  hinder  it. 
With  these  words  I  place  this  motion  for  the  acceptance  of  this  House. 
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Sri.  A.  Aehuthan!  Sir,  [  second  the  motion  moved  by  my  hon’ble  friend  Sri.  K.  P. 
Nilakanta  Pillai :  The  cutmotion  tabled  in  my  name  is  also  an  identical  one,  that  is,  to  reduce 
the  allotment  of  Rs.  30,900  for  pay  of  officers  by  Rs.  9,600  representing  the  total  amount  of 
pay  of  one  Conservator  and  his  allowances.  Now,  Sir,  there  are  two  Conservators  provided  in 
the  Budget  and  I  suppose  at  least  one  of  them  is  getting  a  salary  of  Rs.  750  per  month.  The 
total  comes  to  Rs.  9,000  plus  Rs.  600  by  way  of  allowances.  The  post  of  the  Conservator, 
I  understand,  is  for  a  definite  purpose,  that  is,  to  conserve  or  preserve  our  Forests.  But  here, 
instead  of  looking  after  the  work  of  conserving  our  forests  they  attend  to  their  destruction.  If 
the  number  of  Conservators  increases  the  pace  of  destruction  will  also  increase.  Sir,  the  Forests 
form,  as  is  the  case  everywhere  in  the  world,  the  national  wealth  of  the  State._  It  is  on  account 
of  that  we  Insist  upon  its  preservation.  Forests  are  not  only  the  source  of  immediate  wealth 
but  a  source  of  future  wealth.  For  instance  the  fertility  of  the  soil  is  increased  on  account  of 
forest  humus.  I  want  to  emphasise  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  destroying  our  forests  with  the 
help  of  two  Conservators. 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  wish  to  support  the  cut  motion  but  for  very  different 
reasons.  I  do  not  for  a  moment  suggest  that  two  Conservators,  of  Forests,  the  Chief  Conservator 
and  Conservator  would  be  superfluous  when  we  consider  the  large  acreage  of  forests.  My  only 
regret  is  that  there  is  no  provision  for  one  or  two  Coiiservators  more,  so  that  the  forests  in  every 
District  may  have  the  advantage  of  supervision  by  trained  people.  I  also  do  not  for  the  moment 
wish  to  suggest  that  these  Conservators  are  not  doing  their  work  properly.  I  am  not  unaware 
of  the  fact  that  these  people  are  men,  whose  services  might  at  any  lime  be  required  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India  and  other  State  Government  in  order  to  give  a  re-orientation  to  their  Forest 
policies,  because  forest  policy  was  completely  absent  m  the  past  and  the  whole  of  India  is  now 


I  support  the  demand  for  another  reason.  Travancore  and  Cochin  are  the  States  which 
followed  the  lead  of  the  Government  of  India  in  the  matter  of  Conservation  of  Fork's.  Till 
100  years  ago/  people  did  not  know  anything  about  the  advantages  of  conserving  the  forests. 
These  Forest  Departments  in  the  past  have  been  very  careful  and  jealous  in  guarding  the  forests 
from  the  attacks  of  politicians  and  political  interests.  .  But  I  am  afraid  that  the  present  Con¬ 
servator  is  slowly  yielding  to  political  pressure.  Nothing  more  dangerous  can  I  think  of  for 
the  future  of  the  State,  Those  who  live  near  the  forests  want  to  encorach  upon  the  foreSs 
under  one  pretext  or  another. , 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  PUlai  :  Sir,  Is  that  the  way  in  which  discussion  is  carried  on  heyond 
the  scope  of  the  cut  motion  ? 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi:  Am  I  bound  by  the  high  authority  and  experience  of 
the  member  or  the  Chair  ?  I  feel  I  am  not  as  irrelevant  as  my  Hon'ble  friend  Mr,  Nilakanta 

Mr.  Speaker  :  There  was  nothing  irrelevant  in  the  member's  Statements  except  probably 
in  his  answering  the  objection.

Sir,  during  the  question  hour  this  morning,  a  question  was  put  to  the  Hon'ble  Minister  for 
Industries  about  this  particular  industry.  Although  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Industries 
answering  the  question  was  found  reluctant  to  place  before  this  House  certain  facts  and  figures 
about  this  industry,  in  the  public  interests,  on  going  through  the  receipts  at  page  17  of  the 


budget,  I  find  that  only  about  Rs.  12  lakhs  have  been  put  as  receipts  from  the  plywood  industry 
and  radio-cabinet  manufacturing.  As  one  who  had  an  opportunity  to  have  a  glance  at  the 
cabinit  manufacturing  section,  I  find  that  although  it  is  a  veiy  lucrative  busiiiess.  unfortunately, 
the  radio-cabinets  now  manufactured  do  not  appear  to  be  cabinets  of  the  specifications  prescribe 
by  the  company  with  which  the  Government  have  a  contract.  Sir,  I  wish  to  point  out  to  this 


House  that  more  technical  skill  must  be  made  available  for  this  industry  and  I  am  sure  that  if  more 


attention  is  paid  to  this  branch  of  the  industry  this  indurtry  will  provea  more  lucrative  busines  and 

assembling  of  radio  parts  and  radio-cabinets  along  with  the  parts  now  assembled.  It  will  then 
be  rnore  prosperous  for  this  industry.  Although  it  can  be  found  that  only  Rs.  4  jalchs  are  net 
receipts  from  this  industry,  when  a  supplementary  question  was  put  to  the  Hon'ble  Minister, 
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to-day,  he  was  heard  to  say  that  at  this  stage  no  definite  figure  has  been  received  from  the  radio- 
.  cabinet  manufacturing  branch.  At  this  rale,  I  doubt  how  far  the  people  will  be  able  to  beiieve 
in  the  goodness  of  this  industry  and  how  far  this  amount  will  be  made  good  by  the  end  of  195], 
So,  I  move  this  cut -motion  mere  to  focus  the  attrition  of  the  House  than  any  thing  else  on  this 
branch  of  the  industry  and  to  plead  that  more  attention  with  regard  to  the  technical  skilfthat 
can  be  made  available  to  the  cabinet-making  branch  of  this  industry  should  be  paid.  Sir,  I

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  PiUai  :  Sir.  I  move; 

“To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  1,26,400  for  dlreclion  by  Rs.  10". 

Sir,  1  wanted  to  speak  under  this  cut  motion  and  warn  the  Government  that  the  policy  that 
they  have  adopted  in  destroying  the  forests  indiscriminately  in  the  name  of  Grow  More  Food 
Campaign  and  Food  Production,  is  a  very  dangerous  policy,  which  may  affect  not  only  the 
present  generation  but  also  the  generation  to  come.  They  are  exploiting  the  forests.  I  have 
been  listening  to  some  of  the  speeches  made  on  the  other  side  of  the  House.  Accoring  to  the 
public  opinion,  according  to_  the  opinion  of  some  committees  and  officers,  the  forests  are  indis¬ 
criminately  destroyed  and  given  for  cultivation  independently  -  of  the  opinion  of  the  Department 
or  the  experts.  The  public  opinion  is  not  the  opinion  of  the  land  mongers  of  the  country. 
The  public  opinion  in  the  matter  should  not  be  allowed  to  prevail,  because  forest  conservation 
is  a  very  important  matter  and  has  to  be  done  only  according  to  expert  opinion  and  after 
considering  the  different  aspects. 

Sir,  recently,  if  I  reflect  public  opinion.  1  may  just  tell  the  House  that  the  whole  country 
is  being  annoyed  in  the  way  in  which  this  deforestation  is  being  done  and  forest  lands  thrown 
open  in  the  name  of  cultivation  and  Grow  More  Food.  Sir,  I  am  not  an  expert  in  this  matter. 
Bub  I  would  only  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  departmental  Head,  if  he  is  an  expert,  the  matter 
just  to  refresh  his  mind  or  memory  with  what  took  place  in  North  Africa,  Central  Asia,  Near 
East  China,  Volga,  Dow  banks  and  the  German  Sand  Hills,  these  are  standing  examples  of  the 
result  of  indiscriminate  destruction  of  forests.  They  have  been  converted  into  practically  deserts. 
These  places  were  thick  forest  regions.  By  Indiscriminate  destruction  of  forests  these  areas 
becagie  practically  deserts.  That  is  history.  Therefore,  1  wanted  not  only  to  put  these  examples  in 
the  eyes  of  the  Conservator  of  Forests  but  also  to  inform  him  that  indiscriminate  destruction 
of  forests,  especially  in  Travancore  is  veiy  dangerous  and  that  he  must  take  into  consideration 
what  effect  it  would  have  so  far  as  the  Kuttanad  area,  and  other  low  places  of  this  Stale  are 
concerned.  I  do  not  want  to  develop  the  elementary  theories  of  cut  off,  run  off  and  fly  off. 
They  would  be  adversely  affected  by  the  indiscriminate  destruction  of  Forests.  It  is  Imown  to  all 
that  if  .  forests  have  been  indiscriminately  cleared,  erosin  may  take  place  on  a  giganHc  scale 
and  the  rivers  may  be  flooded  with  the  result  that  the  now  very  nice  paddy  fields  in  the  lower 
regions  will  be  flooded.  The  consequences  would  be  very  dangerous  and  disastrous.  It  is  this 
aspect  which  I  wanted  to  stress  in  supporting  the  motion,  Sir. 

I  can  understand  that  more  land  is  needed  for  cultivation.  If  cultivable  land  is  available, 
after  considering  the  other  aspects  of  the  general  good  of  the  country,  more  lands  can  be  thrown 
out  of  the  forests.  Now  we  understand  that  about  50,000  areas  of  land  in  Vandanmade  area  is 
about  to  be  thrown  out  for  cultivation.  I  ask  the  question  to  the  Conservator,  I  ask  him  whether 
the  eastern  half  of  the  abo.e  land.  25,000  acres  of  hills  whether  that  area  is  good  for  cultivation 
of  paddy  or  wheat?  If  not  what  is  the  justification  on  the  part  of  the  Department  to  express 
its  opinion  favourably  in  throwing  out  this  area  for  cultivation  ?  We  want  food  crop.  Is  that 
region  fit  for  cultivation  of  any  food  crop — paddy  or  wheat  ?  You  may  agree  that  potato  and 
onion  are  grown  in  the  Vattavada  Agricultural  Farm.  I  do  not  want  to  enter  into  that 

What  about  the  other  half  of  the  area— another  25,000  acres  on  the  Periyar  valley  ?  I  aMiu 
ask  whether  it  is  good  for  cultivation  ?'  You  are  going  to  cut  down  very  thick  forests.  The 
soil  is  very  marshy.  I  think  for  a  moment  to  challenge  the  Conservator  .f  Forests  who  says  that 
the  forest  is  good  for  cultivation,  very  good  for  cultivation  of  paddy,  of  course  paddy  could 
be  raised  but  I  think  it  is  more  fit  for  other  money  crops  like  pepper,  rubber  and  other  things 
.1  am,  from  the  experience  in  this  line,  sure  that  now  the  whole  forest  will  be  thrown  out  for 
cultivation,  the  whole  will  be  cleared  and  all  sorts  of  smuggling  will  be  committed;  to  the  gam 
of  the  Government  or  to  the  loss  of  the  Government,  on  the  sole  justification  that  the  area  is 


thrown  open  for  cultivation  of  paddy.  Cultivation  of  n 
That  area  will  be  good  for  cultivation  of  money-crops  like 


the  intention  of  the  Government  and  the  Department  that  this  area  is  to  be  utilUed  for  growing 
paddy  and  other  necessary  food  crops,  there  may  be  some  justification.  Even  in  the  case  of  the 
Periar  Valley  Scheme,  the  danger  is  if  the  whole  region  is  to  be  cleared  and  if  the  Periar  gets 
flooded,  to  prevent  the  erosion  that  would  be  caused  by  the  clearance  of  that  area  would  be 
very  difficult.  That  will  cause  very  serious  consequences  to  the  nation.  ■ 
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tSri.  K.  P.  Nilakimla  Pillai] 

In  this  connection,  I  also  want  to  tell  one  word  to  the  Conservator  of  Forests.  Now  I 
heard  from  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Forests;  that  two  Conservators  are  appointed  to  conserve 
the  forests.  If  this  is  the  kind  of  forest  conservation  which  is  going  to  take  place,  I  cannot  get 
myself  satisfied.  1  may  subject  to  correction — point  out  that  when  the  Conservator  of  Forests 
was  asked  whether  a  particular  area  could  be  registered,  he  once  expressed  his  opinion  that  it 
could  not  be  registered.  But  subsequently,  he  recommends  that  it  may  be  registered.  There¬ 
fore,  this  is  a  matter  which  according  to  what  I  say,  changing  opinion  to  such  persons  and 
occasions.  You  must  have  some  definite  opinion.  Are  you  a  native  of  this  place?  .  I  presume 
I  do  not  know.  He  need  not  he  a  member  of  the  House.  Therefore,  1  am  asking  whether  he 
belongs  to  this  place;  if  he  belongs  to  this  place  whether  his  wife  and  children  are  here;  if  he  has 
got  any  stake  here.  Do  not  express  your  opinion  indiscriminately  and  allow  forest  to  be  exploited. 
You  are  the  custodian  of  the  forests.  People  will  turn  and  ask;  “You  are  put  in  charge  of  the 
Department.  What  have  you  done  by  way  of  conservation  of  forests  ?  On  the  other  hand, 
you  have  recommended  indiscriminate  destruction  of  forests.”  Therefore,  you  will  be  made 
to  answer  for  this  irresponsibility.  That  is  all  I  have  to  say.

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai ;  Sir  I  move: 

“To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  78,000  for  Pay  of  Officers  by  Rs.  10". 

My  main  purpose  in  making  this  motion  is  to  censure  Government  on  the  way  in  which 
they  are  acting  in  defiance  of  the  Constitution  and  the  law.  It  is  well-known  that  we  are  begin¬ 
ning  a  chapter  in  the  constitutional  history  of  our  own  country,  and  it  is  expected  that  every 
citizen  and  much  more  than  every  citizen,  every  Government  in  thi6_  country  conforms  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  the  law  in  whatever  they  do;  particularly  in  regard  to  public 
affairs.  My  point  is  that  this  Government  has  consistently  violated  the  provisions  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  the  law.  I  wish  to  refer  to  just  a  few  matters  under  this  head.  Let  us  consider 
first  the  way  in  which  this  Government  have  been  issuing  ordinances.  There  is  a  provision  in 
the  Constitution— Article  213— which  invests  the  Rajpramukh  with  the  power  to  issue 
ordinances.  My  contention  is  that  that  provision  is  being  grossly  abused  by  this  Government. 
Article  213  says  that  if  the  Rajpramukh  is  satisfied  when  the  Legislature  is  not  in  session  that  a 
situation  has  arisen  or  when  circumstances  exist  which  render  it  necessary  for  him  to  take  im¬ 
mediate  action,  then  he  may  issue  an  ordinance  to  meet  that  situation.  Now,  Siri  how  was 
this  Government  been  making  use  of  that  provision?  I  say  that  this  Government  is  making  a 
very  bad  use  of  that  provision,  absolutely  unworthy  of  any  Government  which  calls  itself 
responsible.  Let  us  take  a  few  instances— instances  are  many  but  I  shall  take  only  a  few  for 
want  of  time.  Take  the  Hindu  Relgious  Endowments  Ordinance.  The  Hindu  Religious 
Endowments  Ordinance  was  issued  soon  after  the  integration,  and  it  was  come  into  force  oil  the 
1st  August  1949.  That  was  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  Covenant.  So,  it  inust  have 
been  promulgated  earlier  than  1st  August,  because  as  it  was  then,  it  could  not  come  into  force 
on  1st  August.  But  now  that  ordinance  was  issued.  It  would  be  in  force  for  a  period  of  sue 
months.  As  I  have  already  stated:  on  more  than  one  occasion  on  the  floor  of  this  House,  that 
provision  was  put  in  In  the  Covenant  with  a  view  to  enable  this  Government  to  meet  certain 
difficulties  what  might  arise  from  the  existence  of  different  laws  in  Travancore  and  Cochin. 
On  the  1st  July,  the  States  integrated.  Then  there  was  necessity  for  a  common  law  in  respect 
of  many  matters  and  the  laws  were  different.  There  was  no  time  for  the  Legislature  to  act. 
Therefore,  a  provision  was  put  in  that  the  Rajpramukh  may  issue  an  ordinance  to  meet  such 
situations.  Now  that  provision  was  taken  undue  advantage  of  by  the  Government.  Anyway, 
the  ordinance  was  issued  dealing  with  the  Hindu  Religious  Endowments,  That  was  to  be  in  force 
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{or  six  months.  The  idea  is  that  before  the  expiry  of  six  months,  normally,  a  Bill  should  he 
brought  into  this  House  discussed  dealt  with,  and  finally  passed  or  rejected  as  the  case  may  he. 
So,  normally,  legislation  must  come  into  force  before  the  expiry  of  six  months.  What  did  this 
Government  do?  They  did  nothing.  They  should  have  introduced  a  Bill.  They  had  full  six 
months  from  the  1st  of  August  up  to  the  26th  January.  Even  after  that,  they  had  time.  But 
what  they  did  was,  when  the  ordinance  was  to  expire  on  the  1st  of  February,  1950,  they  never 
took  advantage  of  the  six  months  they  had,  but  on  the  1st  February,  they  took  advantage  of  the 
provisions  of  the  new  constitution  and  issued  another  ordinance.  Is  it  the  way  in  which  a  demo¬ 
cratic  government  should  function?  The  constitution  provides  under  Article  213  that  if  it  is 
found  that,  when  the  legislature  is  not  in  session,  circumstances  exist  which  make  it  necessary 
for  the  promulgation  of  the  law,  then  the  Rajpramukh  could  issue  an  ordinance.  Should  they 
not  have,  as  responsible  ministers,  taken  advantage  of  that  provision  for  this  purpose?  But  on 
the  I  St  February,  after  the  new  constitution  came  into  force,  they  took  advantage  of  the  provision 
in  the  constitution,  and  issued  an  ordinance.,  which  is  to  be  in  force  for  six  months.  Why  did 
they  not  take  advantage  of  the  six  months  they  had  before  them? 

Thf  re  is  something  more  behind  this  move.  They  issued  an  ordinance  on  the  plea  that 
the  Legislature  was  not  in  session  on  the  I  st  February.  But  the  Legislature  was  in  session  till 
the  25th  January.  I  ask,  is  it  responsible  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  popular  ministers?  Why 
did  they  not  bring  in  a  Bill  and  dispose  of  it  in  this  House  on  the  25th  January?  The  House 
was  in  session  on  the  25th  January.  They,  instead,  slept  too  long,  and  after  the  House 
adjourned,  issued  an  ordinance  on  the  1  st  February,  a  very  bad  advice  was  given  to  the 
Rajpramukh.  That  is  how  the  ordinance-making  power  is  made  use  of  by  this  Government. 
I  say  it  is  unconstitutional.  The  Ministers  were  theinselves  responsible  for  the  non-sitting  of 
the  Legislature  on  the  1  st  February.  They  were  responsible  for  bringing  about  a  situation  in 
which  an  ordinance  was  necessary.  They  ought  to  have  brought  in  legislation  before  then.  Of 
course,  they  have  got  the  majority.  They  may  do  anything,  but  is  it  the  way  to  dral  with  the 
Legislature  and  the  country?  So,  they  are  violating  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  the 
law.  There  have  been  instances  in  which  an  ordinance  for  six  months  expired,  and  in  which 
without  any  promulgation  of  the  law.  they  brought  forward  another  ordinance.  I  say  this  was 
quite  wrong  and  they  ought  to  bring  bills  for  normal  legislation  in  this  House  whenever 

1  next  come  to  another  instance  where  there  has  been  violation  of  the  Constitution  and  of 
the  law.  1  refer  to  the  appointment  of  the  Chief  Justice.  With  regard  to  this.  I  hope  1  can 
get  definite  answers  from  the  Government  benches  justifying  their  conduct  in  this  matter.  To 
be  brief,  the  present  Chief  Justice  was  formerly  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Service 
Commission. 

Sri.  A.  M.  Thomas :  Is  it  proper.  Sir  to  raise  this  matter  here  when  it  is  pending 
decision  in  the  Hon'ble  High  Court?' 

Sri.  .A.  Thanu  Pillai:  1  am  not  concerned  with  it.  Is  it  Us  pendens?  Anyway,  what  I 
say  is,  the  Ministers  are  bound  to  give  us  an  answer.  There  was  the  Public  Service  Commission 
OrdinanceVlof  1124. 

Sri.  A.  M.  Thomas:  Is  it  not  sab  jadice  ?  The  question  of  competency  of  the  present 
Chief  Justice  to  preside  over  the  High  Court  is  pending  decision  of  the  High  Court.  Is.it 
proper  for  my  friend  to  refer  to  his  competency  now?  A  petition  is  also  posted  for  heating 
next  Monday. 

Mr.  Speaker :  Is  it  so  ? 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai :  Yes;  it  is  likely  to  be  taken  to  the  Supreme 
Court  also. 

Sri.  A.  Thann  Pillai:  I  have  no  idea. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai :  That  is  why  necessary  information  is  supplied.  The 
matter  is  whether  the  appointment  of  the  Chief  Justice  was  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  and  whether  it  was  a  constitutionally  and  validly  constituted  High 
Comt  that  is  functioning  now,  and  whether  the  appointment  that  was  made  in  regard  to  the 
Chief  Justice  could  be  said  to  be  legal. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  question  pending  before  the  High  Court  is  in  respect  of  the  legality 
or  otherwise  of  the  appointment  of  the  Chief  Justice,  and  as  such,  whether  he  can  validity 
function  as  Chief  Justice  or  not  is  sub  jadice.

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Wa  do  not  know  what  it  is.  The  information  supplied  to  the 
House  is  that  the  matter  is  pending  before  jhe  High  Court.  It  is  therefore  sub  judice.

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai :  The  Government  have  got  a  notice  about  it,  and  I  have  got 
a  copy  of  the  petition.  The  Anvocate-General  also  has  got  a  copy  of  that  petition. 

Speake^ :  Government’s  interest  in  the  matter  is  not  the  test  to  determine  the 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  ;  1  have  to  submit  to  your  ruling,  but  then,  what  I  am  concerned 
with  is  the  conduct  of  the  ministry.  I  can  deal  with  this  matter  so  far  as  the  conduct  of  this 
ministry  is  concerned.  After  all,  we  are  not  concerned  with  the  facts  of  the  case  now  said  to  be 
pending  in  the  High  Court.  How  it  arose,^  between  what  parties— all  these  we  do  not  know. 
They  merely  now  say  that  somebody  has  raised  a  question.  Are  we,  therefore,  precluded  from 


Mr.  Speaker  :  If  the  Hon'ble  Member  does  not  propose  to  question  the  legality  of  the 
appointment  of  the  Chief  Justice  or  the  validity  ol  any  older  that  may  be  passed  by  Wm  there 
is  no  objection  to  the  Hon’ble  Member’s  speaking  on  the  subject. 

Sri  A.  Thanu  Pillai  :  My  purpose  in  referring  to  it  is  that  it  is  well-known  that  it  is  a 
clear  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  of  the  Constitution. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  That  cannot  be  discussed. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  :  Then  let  the  matter  go.  So  the  Ministers  escape  condemnation. 
By  the  act  of  some  party  the  Hon’ble  Ministers  escape  condemnation  for  the  time  being. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai:  The  member  escapes  and  the  Ministers  do  not  come  into 
the  picture. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  That  is  only  for  the  time.  But  there  are  very  many  instances  of 
such  kind.  There  is  the  appointment  of  another  Judge  which  I  do  not  think  is  also  under 
question.  Anyway  there  is  this  fact  that  the  Ministers  here  are  responsible  for  a  petition  being 
presented  btfore  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  State  of  Travancore  and  Cochin  questioning 
die  very  right  and  authority  of  that  Chief  Justice  to  sit  in  the  highest  court  in  the  land.  That 
is  the  situation  which  the  Hon’ble  Ministers,  I  mean  responsible  Ministers,  have  brought  about. 
Very  good  for  the  time.  Now,  in  regard  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Gangadhara  Menon, 
another  Judge  of  the  High  Court  I  can  very  briefly  refer.  That  appointmant  was  on  the  25th 
January. 

Mr.  Speaker :  The  time  is  up.  .  ,  .  .  ,  ,  •  . 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai:  Sir,  a  lot  of  my  time  was  taken  up  m  these  interruptions  of  which 
I  had  no  notice.  I  am  therefore  not  responsible  for  it.  If  the  Hon’ble  Minister  had  referred 
to  that  earlier  I  would  not  have  entered  into  the  topic. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai :  As  for  that  I  stated  at  the  earliest  opportunity  that  there 
is  a  petition  pending- before  Government  and  the  High  Court. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  But  then  it  is  a  very  important  matter. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  member  can  have  two  minutes  more.  Other  matters  referred  to  can 
he  raised  when  the  other  Demands  come  up  for  discussion. 


Sri.  A.  ’Thanu  Pillai  :  Two  minutes  is  nothing.  All  the  same  what  I  want  to  say  is 
this.  He  was  appointed  on  the  25th  January  but  he  took  charge  on  the  30th.  When  the 
Judge’s  appointment  rests  with  the  President,  what  was  the  hurry  in  making  the  appointment 
before  the  26th  January  by  this  Government.  For  the  aUeged  case  of  comuption  or  some  other 
matter  an  appointment  was  held  up  and  this  person  was  put  instead.  Where  was  the  need  tor 
bringing  about  such  a  state  of  affairs.  I  askPFrom  the  26th  onward  the  matter  was  with  the 


I  askPFrom  the  26th  onward  the  matter  was  with  the 
President.  Now  here  is  an  officer  appointed  on  the  25th  but  he  takes  charge  on  the  30th.1.  e  , 
four  days  after  he  was  appointed  to  that  particular  office.  There  are  also  several  matters  m 


four  days  after  he  was  appointed  to  that  particular  omce.  ineie  aic  aisu  aeveiai  imneis  lu 
which  this  Government  has  been  consistently  defying  the  law  of  the  Constitution.  Yesterday 
an  instance  came  up  before  the  House.  A  member  of  the  Ministerial  benches  raised  as  to  the 
competency  of  a  gentleman  to  sit  in  this  House  which  i^estion  arose  out  of  the  conduct  or  the 
Mbistry.  That  is  a  matter  relating  to  an  office  of  profit  the  acceptmee  of  which  disqualifia  a 
member.  Anyway  after  the  present  Constitution  came  into  force,  this  Ministry  was  responsible 
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for  appointing  a  member  of  this  House  for  an  office  of  profit.  Now  the  matler  is  pending  de¬ 
cision.  The  significant  fact  is  a  member  of  this  House  should  not  be  under  any  obligation  to 
Government.  That  is  the  principle  underlying  the  matter.  Therefore  if  they  put  one  member 
here  under  their  obligation  when  members  are  normally  expected  to  function  according  to  their 
conscience  independently  of  the  wishes  of  Government,  I  say  that  principle  is  violated.  That  is 
highly  wrong  on  the  part  of  Government.  There  are  also  other  instances.  The  question  of 
the  Devaswam  Board  members  is  another  in  point.  Their  working  may  also  be  touched  upon. 
That  should  not  be.  Therefore  Government  should  do  well  to  see  that  members  of  this  legls. 
lature  are  allowed  to  function  as  members  for  a  normal  period  of  life  of  the  legislature  without 
being  interfered  with.  So  also  the  elected  members  of  the  legislature  should  remain  without 
being  uninterrupted.  Mr.  Gangadhara  Menon’s  case  is  one  in  point.  There  are  other  cases  as 
well.  I  will  deal  with  more  Instances  when  the  voting  under  various  demands  comes  up  for 
consideration.  Therefore  I  am  definitely  of  the  view  that  the  Ministers  are  ^  responsible  deli¬ 
berately  for  the  absolutely  unjustifiable  defying  of  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.

Sri.  D.  Gnanasigamoni :  Sir,  In  respect  of  one  of  the  matters  raised  by  Hon  bk 
Mr.  Thanu  Plllai,  I  would  like  to  refer  to  a  Notification  issued  by  the  Government,  under  the 
signature  of*the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government.  On  16th  February  1950,  this  Government, 
under  the  signature  of  the  Chief  Secretary  to  Government,  issued  a  Notification  which  statedi 
"In  modification  of  the  Notification,  of.  even  number,  dated  25th  January  I9j0,  stating 
that  the  confirmation  of  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court  will  take  effect  from  26th  January 

1950 . ” 

1  want  to  point  out  that  on  I6tb  February  this  Government  had  no  power  vested  In  it  to  issue 
a  Notification  of  this  kind.  This  is  a  matter  lelating  to  the  High  Court  Judges,  regarding  the 
appointment  of  High  Court  Judges.  What  actually  transpired  with  respect  of  this  notincatwn 
is  that  in  an  earlier  notification  they  said  the  confirmation  of  High  Court  Judges  would  take 
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effect  from  the  26th  January.  According  to  our  Constitution,  a  Judge  can  continue  as  a  Judge 
of  the  High  Court  only  if  he  is  permanent  on  the  25th  day  of  January.  In  their  earlier 
Notification,  It  was  stated  that  they  wil  be  permanent  only  from  the  26th  January.  It  is 
to  rectify  that  mistake  that  they  published  a  second  notification,  and  that  on  the  16th  February 
1950,  that  26th  may  be  read  as  25th.  So.  naturally  as  the  Hon'ble  the  Chief  Minister  pointed 
out,  the  question  has  now  arisen  whether  any  of  the  present  Judges  can  continue,  if  he  is  not 
a  permanent  Judge  on  the  25th  January.  By  their  Notification  they  said  that  26th  J..naary 
may  be  read  as  25th.  They  made  them  permanent  only  on  the  26th  January.  So  naturally 
the  question  has  already  arisen  as  to  whether  the  High  Court  has  been  properly  constituted. 
The  amount  of  uneasiness  and  anxiety  that  has  caused  among  the  litigant  public  and  the 
members  of  the  Bar .

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi :  I  am  supporting  the  motion  of  my  friend.  Mr.  Kalathil 
Velayudhan  Nayar,  just  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  some  points.  Before  doing  so. 
I  for  one  am  only  greteful  to  any  man,  official  or  non-official,  who  would  enable  us  to  see 
ourselves  as  others  see  us.  Sir,  this  is  an  endemic  disease  not  only  in  this  Stale  but  all  over 
India  where  they  say  a  new  democratic  experiment  has  begun.  Members  of  the  Legislature 
do  not  know  to  differentiate  their  functions.  It  is  true  that  Mr.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  is  a  friend 
of  mine,  but  as  a  member,  I  ought  to  know  that  as  Hon’ble  Sri.  "T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai,  1  should 
not  take  greater  freedom  with  him  than  any  other  citizen  of  the  State.  Therefore,  if  the  Chief 
Secretary  said  certain  things,  lam  only  thankful  to  him.  I  wish  that  he  could  study  the 
problem  in  greater  detail  and  give  a  series  of  lectures  under  the  auspices  of  the  University  of 
Travancore,  say,  in  the  Department  of  Politics  and  Public  Administration,  so  that  members  of 
the' Legislature  might  listen  to  them  and  confine  themselves  to  normal  legislative  duties.  Ido 
not  feel  perturbed  at  all.  Anyway,  when  my  tall,  gaunt,  Indian  knight  has  spoken  in  this 
House  in  the  way  he  did,  I  admire  his  courage  and  I  am  thankful  to  him. 

The  next  point  that  I  wish  to  advance  is  about  the  talking  compaign  about  the  Ministers. 
It  is  inevitable  in  the  new  set  up  that  the  Ministers  should  educate  the  people,  by  going  to  open 
humble  institutions  as  well  as  big  gatherings.  The  one  complaint  before  August  1 947  was  that 
the  Government  was  out  of  the  reach  to  the  public.  Now,  it  is  their  duty  to  educate  the  people, 
to  go  among  the  people  to  a  greater  extent  and  give  opportunities  to  the  people  to  meet  the 
1  Ministers.  But  in  that  matter,  there  is  a  conflict  in  every  man.  When  I  say  that,  I  do  not 

f  mean  to  say  that  1  do  not  admire,  say,  a  person  like  the  Hon’ble  Mr.  John  who  thinks  that 

silence  is  golden.  But  he  cannot,  under  a  democratic  set  up.  sit  still  and  say  “sQp^iriu  ^ ^ 

I  want  the  Ministers  to  make  it  perfectly  plain  that  after  26th  January,  1950,  there  is  absolutely 
nothing  like  what  they  call  ^Qjn^iriu  I  do  not  understand  the  meaning  of  s^Qp^iriu  iS  p 
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except  in  relation  to  depressed  classes.  I  can  understand  that  for  the  next  ten  years  some 
consideration  is  to  be  shown  to  depressed  classes,  and  some  kind  of  as  1  call  it, 

being  done  to  them.  But  this  Government  is  mainly  based — I  would  not  shove  the 
responsibility  to  the  present  Ministry  but  to  all  the  most  respected  members  of  this  House— 
upon  the  unspoken,  but  at  the  same  time,  very  real  foundation  on  which  this  administration  is 
built  up.  This  is  something  like  an  alliance,  a  federation  of  two  or  three  socio-religious  groups. 
I  am  glad  to  find  myself  in  agreement  with  some  of  the  Tamilnad  friends  on  this  aspect.  When¬ 
ever  an  appointment  is  made,  even  when  nominations  are  being  made  to  committees  and  confer¬ 
ences,  they  are  very  particular  of  having,  say,  two  Nayars.  two  Eihuvas  and  two  Syrian  Christians. 
Unless  this  sort  of  mentality  is  completely^schewed,  unless  they  make  an  honest  attempt  to 
study  the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  new  constitution  1  am  afraid  it  would  be  a  bad  day  for  our 
Union. 

Then,  about  the  Public  Service  Commission.  Now,  after  the  new  Constitution  is 
published,  1  do  not  know  how  the  Public  Service  Commission  could  function  in  the  old  ways. 
They  have  to  be  definitely  told  that  this  House  would  not  view  with  alarm  if  two  or  three 
officials  of  a  particular  grade  happen  to  be  of  the  same  socio-religious  group. 

Ancther  matter  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  Government  is  as  regards  the  attendance  at 
All-India  Committees.  When  the  Hon'ble  Ministers  attend  All-India  Committees,  they  must 
make  it  a  point  to  take  an  experienced  and  youngish  officer  with  them  so  that  the  experience 
gained  may  be  retained  for  Government.  Under  the  political  changes  taking  place  the  Minister 
goes  to  Delhi  to  attend  All-India  Conferences  such  as  the  Educational  Conference,  Agricultural 
Conference  and  the  like.  In  such  conferences  the  Ministers  who  have  attended  might  find 
themselves  in  the  back  benches  tomorrow  when  the  experiences  gained  is  lost  to  Government. 
So  Government  should  make  it  a  point  not  to  depute  the  seniormost  man,  but  youngish  Intelligent 
man  so  that  be  may  prepare  a  report  of  the  happenings  at  such  conference  so  that  they  may  be 
available  in  future  for  information  of  Government. 

1  want  to  speak  about  certain  appointments.  I  would  refer  to  the  attitude  of  Government 
to  the  Tamil  Nad.  It  is  true  that  Tamil  Nad  has  allowed  themselves  an  occasio.'.al  phrase  or 
idiem  in  certain  happenings  which  has  sometimes  upset  Government.  But  this  Government 
must  understand  that  area  cannot  appear  to  have  been  neglected.  1  do  not  for  a  moment 
say  it  has  been  neglected  nor  that  they  do  not  take  any  attempt  not  to  neglect  it 
in  spite  of  .the  agitation  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  I  may  therefore  say  that  they 
have  not  been  neglected.  1  find  in  appointments  especially  what  they  call  big  appointments 
in  the  State  which  after  all  comes  to  Rs.  700  or  so  Tamil  Nad  interests  are  not  well 
served.  What  I  find  is  recently  Government  do  not  find  their  way  to  appoint  a  Tamiliar  as  a 
judge  of  the  High  Court.  We  experienced  lawyers  find  difficulty  on  that  score.  It  is  distress¬ 
ing  to  find  that  Tamil  records  and  other  literature  cannot  bo  fully  appreciated  in  the  manner  in 
which  they  ought  to  be.  Even  if  there  Is  no  justification  It  must  be  part  of  state-craft  to  make 
it  appear  though  the  Government  will  be  going  a  little  out  of  the  way  to  please  the  Tamil  Nad 
people  by  appointing  a  Tamilian  as  Judge.  The  South  Travancore  Tamil  Nad  people  are 
misled  occasionally  by  the  agitation  of  what  is  called  the  Tamil  Nad  Congress  Committees.  I 
want  to  assure  the  House  that  the  organisation  composed  of  leaders  like  Mr.  Slvarama  Plllai 
and  all  his  colleagues  is  nice  and  unexceptional  In  character.  But  in  spite  of  them  the  leaders 
have  to  put  forth  their  views  on  the  general  conditions  prevailing  in  the  land  which  may  some¬ 
times  be  not  palatable  for  Government  to  taste.  That  apart  the  people  of  the  South  are  a 
'  simple  laudable  people  who  have  stood  by  the  State  all  along,  defending  the  frontiers  of  this 
country  and  in  adding  to  the  economic  development  of  the  country.  They  have  never  been 
behind  any  other  set  of  people.  Therefore  my  suggestion  to  the  Government  is  that  they  must 
show  by  administrative  acts  as  in  any  other  matter  by  appointing  persons  from  their  ranks  when 
occasions  arise  to  show  that  the  Government  are  very  keen  to  promote  their  interests.  I  do  not 
,  for  a  moment  suggest  that  this  is  a  difficult  thing.  The  Government  must  be  just  not  only  that 
I  they  must  make  it  appear  also  as  just.  Therefore  if  something  is  done  to  the  crying  children 
that  would  be  highly  appreciated  in  that  part  of  Travancore.  I  do  not  wish  to  say  anything 
more  about  the  political  atmosphere  but  1  would  indirectly  suggest  much  of  their  agitation  of 
separatian  would  not  find  fruitful  soil  if  some  such  administrative  measure  is  undertaken.

of  the  State.  Not  a  pie  has  to  be  got  from  the  Public  Fund  of  the  State.  With  the  Consolidated 
Fund  of  the  State  is  all  the  revenue  of  the  State.  The  amount  we  get  on  the  revenue  side  or 
from  the  capital  side,  along  with  the  public  debt  raised  and  the  money  raised  by  means  of  loam, 
form  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  the  State.  From  that  alone  our  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Finance 
is  entitled  to  ash  for  demands  by  appropriation. 

Sir,  here  he  has  budgeted  Rs.  1 4  crores  on  the  revenue  side  and  Rs.  2  crores  on  the  capital 
aide;  in  all  Rs.  1 6  crores.  From  this  the  Finance  Minister  goes  on  saying  that  he  wanted  18

eated.  And  if  such  a  contingent  fund  is 


to  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Rajpraroukh.  Here,  for  such  a  fund,  they  have  provided  a  sura  of 
Rs.  25  lakhs  and  that  is  meant  for  a  lump  sum  allotment  for  the  unification  of  pay  scales,  and 
not  for  any  probable  expenses  that  may  be  Incurred  on  Education,  P.  W.  D.,  etc.  Sir,  if  sucli 
a  fund  is  necessary,  and  a  sum  of  Rs.  25  lakhs  has  to  be  provided  as  a  contingent  fund  of  the 
State,  it  has  to  be  done  with  the  permission  of  the  Rajpramukh  ;  not  a  single  cash  can  be  spent 
without  his  permission. 

Another  Article  goes  to  say  that  if  due  to  Government  services  or  multifarious  activities  of 
Government  it  cannot  be  clearly  mentioned  in  the  budget,  then  they  can  ask  for  a  lump  sum 
amo  nt.  Such  a  lump  sum  amount  they  have  asked,  for  the  unification  of  scales  of  pay.  It  is 
a  specific  sum  and  it  is  for  a  specific  purpose  for  which  this  House  should — will  have  to— grant 
it.  It  is  also  against  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Sir,  during  the  general  discussion,  when  I  brought  home  to  the  Hon’ble  Minister  fat 
Finance  that  our  finances  are  dwindling  and  that  a  time  will  come  when  we  should  merge  in 
Madras,  the  Hon’ble  Minister  told  us  that  the  financial  position  of  Madras  was  not  better.  He 
will  begin  to  say  that  our  resources  are  far  far  better  than  any  of  the  budgets,  at  least  that  of 
Madras.  I  ask  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Finance  whether  he  has  referred  to  the  Madras  Budget, 
If  he  had  seen  the  Madras  Budget  he  would  not  say  that  our  budget  is  far  better.  Though 
there  are  5  crores  of  people,  the  taxation  there — direct  and  indirect  taxation— is  only  Rs,  55 
crores.  The  per  head  taxation  of  Madras  is  only  Rs.  1 1 .  In  U.  P.  the  per  head  rate  of  taxation 
is  Rs.  9i  :  in  Bihar  it  is  Rs.  7J  ;  whereas  if  we  come  to  Travancore  the  per  head  taxation  ii 
exactly  Rs.  20.  It  is  higher  than  that  obtaining  in  any  other  State  in  India.  And  Sir,  you  will 
find  that  our  rate  of  taxation  was  the  lowest  by  the  time  this  Government  came  into  power,  and 
after  it  has  assumed  power  it  has  become  the  highest.  The  Madras  Budget  is  also  not  deficit 
to  the  extent  of  our  budget.  Madras  is  spending  Rs.  145  lakhs  in  addition  to  Rs.  162  lakhs 
for  well  subsidy.  So  lar  as  we  are  concerned,  it  is  only  a  fifth  of  that.  Though  Madras  is  not 
such  a  deficit  area  as  our  State,  they  have  spent  crores  of  rupees  on  Grow  More  Food.  So 
far  as  our  Government  are  concerned,  we  are  deficit  to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent  and  we 
spend  only  Rs.  57  lakhs  and  that  by  giving  manure  and  such  other  things  to  a  few  faVbured 
persons  and  places. 

Sic,  in  this  connection,  1  also  wish  to  bring  to  your  notice  that  so  far  as  our  finances  on  the 
expenditure  side  Is  concerned,  for  collecting  land  revenue,  Madras  is  spending  _Rs.  56  lakhs, 
wheneas  we  are  spending  Rs.  36  lakhs.  Even  though  Madras  is  seven  times  greater  in  population 
and  17  times  larger  in  extent  than  our  State,  we  are  spending  nearly  half  of  what  Madras  B 
spending. 

Sir,  taking  education,  they  are  spending  Rs.  20  crores  and  l/5th  of  the  revenue  is  taken; 
while  we  are  spending  only  14  to  15  per  cent  even  though  we  claim  to  be  the  premier  State  lu 
the  whole  of  India.  Then,  Sir,  the  rudimentary  principles  of  budgeting  have  been  forgotten  by 
our  departinem.  Only  the  revenues  can  he  entered  in  the  revenue  account.  Any  receipt  by 
way  of  Capital  should  not  find  a  place  in  the  revenue  account.  That  is  the  fundamental  principle 
of  budgeting.  Here,  we  find  that  the  amounts  obtained  by  sale  of  property  are  also  includ^ 
Also  armaunis  are  drawn  from  accumulated  surplus  of  previous  years.  Thus  they  have  ignore 
the  fundamental  principles  of  budgeting,  namely,  that  revenues  should  only  be  credited  on  the 
revenue  side  and  not  on  the  capital  side. 
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Sir,  certain  explanations  were  given  by  the  Hon'ble  Minister  for  Finance  the  other  day 
when  I  raised  the  point  that  receipts  from  Kuthagapattam  lands  were  not  included  in  the  revenue 
column.  He  said  that^  I  have  to  go  and  see  the  Land  Revenue  accounts  for  the  amount.  Sir, 
Kandukrishi  pattern  is  exempted  from  the  ordinary  revenue  under  the  Land  Revenue 
Proclamation.  But  the  Hon  ble  Minister  says  that  the  receipts  are  included  in  the  Land  Revenue 
account.  Sir,  on  the  expenditure  side  we  have  Kandukrishi  expenditure.  On  the  revenue 
side  we  have  not  got  it.  To  say  it  is  included  in  the  Land  Revenue  account  is  wrong,  as  it  is 
exempted  from  land  revenue  under  the  Land  Revenue  Proclamation. 

So  far  as  our  Finance  Department  is  concerned  we  have  to  look  to  the  last  year’s  budget. 
Sir,  it  h  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  budgeting  that  s5  far  as  estimates  are  concerned 
they  have  to  be  accurate.  If  the  estimates  are  not  accurate,  then  they  merely  degenerate  into 
chaos.  Sir,  when  we  refer  to  the  amounts  of  supplementary  grants,  we  will  see  that  for  more 
than  35  per  cent  of  our  expenditure  for  7^  months  we  have  passed  a  supplementary  grant  last 
year.  That  is  the  accuracy  with  which  our  Department  estimates  our  revenue. 

Sir,  one  thing  more  and  I  shall  finish.  So  far  as  our  services  in  the  State  are  concernod, 
there  are  different  grades  here.  So  far  as  Cochin  is  concerned  they  have  confirmed  their  acting 
officers.  But  in  Travancore  officers  are  not  confirnr.ed.  They  are  acting  for  a  long  time  and 
many  of  them  ought  also  to  retire  soon.  There  is  a  heart  burn  among  the  officers,  because, 
unless  their  acting  services  are  not  considered  then  they  will  be  much  affected.  Therefore,  1 
appeal,  as  is  done  in  Madras,  that  at  least  those  persons  acting  for  more  than  5  years  should 
»d  and  suitable  redress  be  g'

Sir,  being  an  aged  man  I  may  be  excused  if  I  show  some  grace  to  old  things  and  I  was 
very  much  surprised  when  my  Hon’ble  friend  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  and  the  new  enterprising 
friend  Mr.  Sivarama  Pillai  referred  to  figures  on  the  model  of  old  Watcha  who  tried  to  impress 
the  House  with  reference  to  figures.  Unfortunately,  Sir.  people  of  this  world  of  the  Modern 
Legislature  are  not  going  in  a  way  in  which  I  wish  to  move.  These  figures  are  impressing  in 
a  way.  In  the  old  way  they  arc  very  helpful  to  the  Account  Department  by  referring  to  figures. 

I  am  glad  that  my  friends  are  persisting  in  the  old  manner. 

Sir,  before  1  state  why  I  support  the  motion.  I  wish  to  dispel  the  impression  created  by 
my  speech  my  friend  Mr.  Nilakanta  Filial.  I.  for  one.  would  wish  that  the 
Finance  Secretariat  had  been  larger  enough  than  it  Is  at  present.  This  Secretariat  has 
often  to  take  up  and  deal  with  matters  ranging  from  the  seni<irity  question  of  an 
Excise  Guard  or  a  clerk  of  the  Legislative  Department  to  questions  of  policy  and 
advice  to  Government  regarding  the  possibilities  of  raising  the  income  and  prudent  expenditure 
of  public  money.  The  Financial  Secretariat  has  also  f)  attend  to  matters  involving  huge  sums 
of  money  m'z.p  the  State’s  commercial  ventures  and  the  working  of  public  limited  companies 
where  Government  have  invested  much  money.  In  th's  connection,  I  may  say  that  I  was  glad 
to  read  from  papers  that  the  Financial  Secretariat  was  successful  in  negotiating  loans  at  low 
rates.  If  it  is  a  fact,  it  is  something  to  their  credit. 

Sri.  A.  Nesamoay :  May  I  know  the  amount  of  loan  that  was  raised  ? 

SrL  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampl :  To  answer  this,  I  want  information  from  Government. 
How  easily  they  have  negotiated  some  loan  from  the  Imperial  Bank.  I  do  not  know  whether  I 
am  correct.  But  Sir,  I  am  afraid  that  it  may  not  be  in  public  interest  to  discuss  these  matters 
here.  The  charges  made  by  that  Industrious  Member  from  the  South,  Mr.  K.  Sivarama  Pillai 
who  found  fault  with  me  for  saying  that  our  Budget  is  not  comparatively  bad  were  that  there 
were  fundamental  errors  found  in  the  Budget.  But  I  would  refer  the  Hon'ble  Members  of  this 
House  to  para  3  of  page  4  of  the  Budget  Memorandum.  There  it  is  stated  that  "As  soon  as 
may  be  after  the  grants  have  been  made  by  the  Legislature,  a  Bill  has  to  be  introduced  in  the 
Legislature  providing  for  the  appropriation  out  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  all  moneys  required 
to  meet  the  grants  made  by  the  Legislature  and  the  expenditure  charged  on  the  Corisolidated 
Fund  but  not  exceeding  In  any  case  the  amount  shown  in  the  statement  previously  laid  before 
the  Legislature.”  ^  ^  , 

Sri.  K.  Sivarama  Pillai :  Has  my  friend  any  idea  of  the  Consolidated  Fund  of  the 
Travancore-Cochin  State  ? 

Srif  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  If  my  Hon’ble  Friend  would  refer  to  the  Budget  he 
could  have  some  idea  of  the  Consolidated  Fund.  Sir,  I  was  referring  to  the  legal  obligations 
of  this  Government  to  make  appropriations  from  the  Consolidated  Fund.  Being  a  member  of

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the  opposition  and  an  industrious  new  man  in  the  Legislature — I  do  not  want  to  he  harsh  on 
Mr.  SivaramaPillai— he  was  using  the  Budgetary  figures  Wacha— like  to  illustrate  a  point.  I 
was  like  the  rest,  in  this  House  charitably  disposed  to  the  new  member  who  naturally  traced  to 
sweep  clean  the  budgetary  figures.  I  am  also  inclined  to  suggest  it  would  not  be  the  height  of 
folly,  if  the  Finance  Minister  had  gone  wrong  to  take  instructions  from  the  Hon'ble  Member. 

Sii.  A.  Nesainony :  Would  you  kindly  recommend  your  party  to  take  advice  from  us 

Sri.P.  BalakrishnanTampi:  1  cannot  answer  that  question,  Sir,  as  I  am  conscious 
of  the  indulgence  which  I  should  show  to  a  numerical  minority  party.  With  these  words,  1  am 
supporting  the  motion  moved  by  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai. 
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retrenchment.  Here  is  a  case  where  they  can  cut  down  expenditure.  Without  telling  much 
lime  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  o(  this  House  the  patent  fact,  which  will  have  to  be  explained 
by  the  Finance  Minister.  In  1 124,  provision  was  made  for  expenditure  under  three  sub'heads, 
namely  Finance  Department— 93  thousand.  Accounts  and  Audit  6-24  lakhs  and  Local  Fund 
37,000.  In  all  the  expenditure  come  to  nearly  7i  lakhs.  I  think  this  provision  is  for  expendi' 
ture  to  meet  the  salaries  and  allowance  of  the  employees  of  the  Finance  Department,  whose 
main  function  is  to  keep  watch,  guide  and  control  the  financial  policy  of  this  State.  This  year, 
no  provision  is  made  for  the  Accounts  Department.  Probably  the  Finance  Minister  thinks  that 
the  Accounts  Department  is  a  charge  on  the  Centre.  What  then  is  the  necessity  for  a  sum  of 
one  lakh  and  80  thousand.  I  ask.  If  the  Accounts  Department  goes  under  the  control  of  the 
Central  Government,  it  means  so  much  work  less  for  the  Finance  Department.  The  Auditor- 
General  of  India  will  certainly  control  them,  and  make  his  own  arrangements  for  it.  Should  we 
then  have  two  Finance  Secretaries.  Should  not  one  officer  be  able  to  cope  with  the  work.  It 
was  stated  that  there  was  the  Integration  of  two  States  and  hence  a  lot  of  work.  But  after  all 
whst  is  it  that  we  find  in  the  Budget.  They  have  merely  added  up  the  existing  number  of 
clerks  in  Cochin  and  Travancore  and  provided  for  their  total  expenditure.  There  is  no  attempt 
to  go  deep.  The  work  could  very  easily  be  attended  to  by  one  Finance  Secretary.  I  do  not  know 
what  strange  explanation  is  in  the  offing  for  retaining  these  two  Secretaries.  If  it  is  a  fact  that  the 
Central  Government  wants  an  officer  from  a  Province  to  be  here  ;  let  the  Government  say  that. 
Let  them  say  that  we  are  helpless.  Even  then  it  is  not  so  easy ;  for  we  on  this  side,  would  say 
that  the  Government  must  resist  such  a  move  on  the  part  of  the  Central  Government.  If  the 
Government  say  that  their  Finance  Secretary  is  unfit,  let  him  be  sent  to  some  other  Department 
suitable  to  his  capacity.  Or  let  him  be  even  sent  home.  There  is  absolutely  no  objection  to 
that  procedure.  At  least  let  there  be  no  duplication  of  officers. 

Since  under  this  head,  there  are  certain  officers  of  the  Secretariat,  I  should  like  to  make  a 
few  observations,  1  want  to  say  that  this  Finance  Department  has  not  been  paying  proper  at¬ 
tention  to  the  work  of  safeguarding  the  finances  of  our  Slate.  In  regard  to  Financial  integration, 
I  ask  whether  they  have  put  forward  their  best  efforts  to  get  the  maximum  advant^e  for  our 
State,  or  have  they  merely  accepted  what  the  Krishnamachari  report  has  stated  ?  This  Govern¬ 
ment  seems  powerless  as  against  the  Central  Government  and  that  is  where  we  stand. 

As  for  tne  budget,  there  are  certain  matters  in  regard  to  which  this  Government  ought  to 
take  bolder  steps.  Take  for  instance,  the  land  customs.  If  the  agreement  is  for  the  next  five 
years,  we  should  not  be  allowed  to  suffer  at  all  financially.  Why  not  adequate  compensation  be 
given  for  that  ?  The  Finance  Minister  says  these  are  only  up  to  1  st  April,  and  that  we  get  some 
amount  and  later  on  we  are  trying  to  get  something  more.  That  would  not  do.  The  Central 
Government  must  be  made  to  agree  to  our  demand  and  we  must  get  it.  Otherwise,  how  can 
our  administration  go  on  ?  This  arrangement  has  been  come  to  all  of  a  sudden.  One  crore  of 
rupees  cannot  be  lightly  parted  with  that  way.  Let  the  Government  make  use  of  this  non¬ 
official  members’  opinion  in  this  House  in  their  case  with  the  Centra!  Government,  It  is  not 
only  the  Government’s  view  but  it  is  the  definite  view  of  the  people  of  this  State  that  we  should 
not  at  any  rate  be  made  to  lose  anyffiing  substantial  because  we  stand  to  lose  by  the  agreement. 
We  cannot  carry  on  the  adniinistration  without  doing  such  things  as  are  really  necessary.  Of 
course,  for  the  next  five  years,  we  are  going  to  lose  heavily,  and  at  the  end  of  ten  years,  I  do  not 
know  where  we  will  be.  The  Finance  Minister  has  no  suggestions,  to  make  up  the  substantial 
loss.  Probably  he  will  say  that  the  question  does  not  arise  immediately.  Anyway,  it  will  arise 
sooner  or  later.  It  must  be  made  dear  to  the  Central  Government  that  they  must  give  this 
Rs.  1  crore  to  us  annually. 

Another  matter  is  with  regard  to  the  assets  belonging  to  the  subjects  that  are  now  taken 
over  by  the  Centre.  The  whole  adjustment  is  made  on  a  functional  basis,  they  say,  but  we 
have  got  our  debts.  We  can  meet  only  such  debts  as  are  clearly  related  to  the  assets  which  they 
have  taken  over. We  were  carrying  on  our  administration  only  with  this  in  view.  We  are,  how¬ 
ever,  practically  bound  financially.  We  have  borrowed  money,  invested  them  in  our  own  State, 
and.  running  our  business.  If,  therefore,  you  can  prove  to  the  Government  of  India  that  for  the 
aerodrome  and  such  other  works,  you  have  borrowed  so  much  amount,  they  may  understand  the 
position.  Yesterday,  the  Finance  Minister  told  me  that  the  fact  that  we  have  got  something  in 
respect  of  the  harbour,  makes  little  difference.  I  may  submit  that  in  respect  of  money.  It  makes 
much  difference.  (Beil). 

A  few  points  more.  Sir.  I  see  that  the  Finance  Department  does  not  care  much  about 
profits.  For  instance,  a  statement  was  made  here  recently  by  the  Chief  Minister  that  the 
Government  have  to  pay  R§.  13,000  to.Hia  Lordship,  Mr.  Mathew  Mpricken,  because  he  has

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Sri.  Eajpen  Arakkal  :  In  supporting  this  motion,  I  may  be  permitted  to  give  some 
suggestions  about  the  Police.  It  is  true  that  of-late  there  has  been  a  rise  in  the  terrorist  acti¬ 
vities  in  the  State.  The  communists  have  come  out  with  a  deliberate  policy  of  disturbing  the 
tranquillity  of  the  country,  to  create  commotmn  and  to  sow  seeds  of  discontent  among  the  masses. 
They  believe  that  by  committing  such  atrocities  and  violence  they  can  win  power  and  rule  the 
country  as  they  wish.  Their  ostensible  object  is  to  create  confusion  and  chaos,  so  that  out  of 
the  chaos  will  ultimately  emerge  a  new  order.  It  is  the  duty  of  Government  to  see  that  all 
these  subversive  activities  are  nipped,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  very  bud  itself.  We  know  that 
it  is  not  possible  to  suppress  these  activities  all  on  a  sudden.  We  also  realise  that  any  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  police  will  be  of  no  avail  unless  the  hidden  causes  are  removed  by  a  more 
constructive  course  of  action.  But  I  may  just  be  permitted  to  point  out  that  while  the  Pro¬ 
vinces  outside  and  the  Central  Government  have  adopted  stern  measures  to  ^  combat  this  evil, 
our  Government  have  not  taken  that  degree  of  care  and  caution  to  grapple  with  this  danger.  If 
my  information  is  correct,  I  am  told  that  in  Madras  there  is  a  special  Department,  a  department 
working  under  the  D.  I.  G.  with  three  of  four  District  Superintendents,  each  in  charge  of  anti- 
corruption,  anti-communist,  anti-blackmarketing  activities,  etc.  They  are  concentrating  all  their 
energies  and  attention  on  the  detection  of  all  the  communist  plans  to  disturb  peace  and  order 
in  the  country.  May  I  ask  our  Government  whether  they  have  made  any  such  organised  attempt 
to  deal  with  the  communist  activities.  I  am  told  that  there  was  an  attempt  at  retrenchment  in 
the  ranks  of  the  police.  While  I  can  appreciate  all  steps  taken  with  a  view  to  retrenchment,  I 
am  against  depleting  the  ranks  of  the  Police.  There  was  an  A.  I,  G.  and  13  or  14  Inspectors 
of  Police  working  under  the  C.  I.  D.  All  on  a  sudden,  I  understand,  7  Inspectors  of  the  staff 
have  been  reduced.  If  this  is  correct,  it  is  no  wonder  that  subversive  actitvities  are  on  the 

In  view  of  the  grave  menace  to  society  caused  by  the  communists,  there  must  be  a  sepwate 
branch  in  the  State  Police  to  deal  solely  with  the  communist  problems.  It  rnust  concern  itself 
with  the  deletion  of  the  secret  underground  activities  of  the  communists  both  inside  and  outside 
the  State. 

We  were  reading  in  the  newspapers  the  other  day  that  somewhere  in  Alwaye  about  1,000 
electric  bulbs  have  been  excavated  from  underground,  and  that  it  is  alleged  ? that  they  were  to 
be  filled  with  acid  to  be  thrown  at  the  people  in  order  to  bring  about  immediate  confusion. 
We  also  read  in  the  newspapers  that  information  detected  from  the  communists  who  have 
been  arrested  by  the  police.  It  is  also  learnt  that  their  idea  was  to  attack  all  police  stations, 
especially  where  the  communists  are  strong  in  numbers,  throughout  the  West  Coast,  and  take 
the  police  by  storm.  We  have  had  experience  of  these  things  since  the  beginning  of  1 950. 
What  took  place  in  Alleppey  and  Edappalli  are  vivid  in  our  memory,  so  that  every  Hon  ble 
member  of  this  House  is  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  communists  are  really  attempting  to 
overthrow  constituted  authority.  If  that  be  so,  my  honest  suggestion  to  the  Government  will 
be  that  there  must  be  a  separate  staff . 

Sri,  R.  K.  Ram:  Who  are  the  communists? 

Sri.  Eapen  Arackal:  My  friend  will  better  define  that.  (Bell).  Just  a  few  words  more, 
Sir.  There  is  also  another  aspect  to  this  question.  The  police  are  now  armed  with  curiam 
powers  to  curb  this  communist  menace.  In  doing  so,  there  might  ^^be  some  excesses.  There 
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was  indeed  a  time  when  the  conduct  of  the  police  was  not  a  creditable  one.  We  were  com¬ 
plaining  against  the  high  handedness  of  the  police,  and  even  censuring  them  on  the  floor  of  this 
House,  but  now,  I  have  to  modestly  tel!  the  Hon’ble  members  of  this  House  that  there  may  be 
shown  some  indulgence  to  the  police  constables  guilty  of  excesses.  We  cannot  say  that  the 
policemen  are  extraordinary  men.  They  are  selected  from  among  the  masses,  with  not  so  much 
education  as,  say,  the  Inspector  of  Police  has,  who  perhaps  is  a  graduate.  The  police  constable, 
therefore,  may  not  possess  that  level  of  culture  and  refinement  as  the  graduate  Inspectors  of 
Police,  Naturally,  he  may  not  possess  the  same  degree  of  polish  in  his  behaviour  towards 
others.  In  suppressing  the  communist  activities  and  wanton  terrorism,  the  policemen  might 
really  go  to  an  extent  which  may  perhaps  be  not  in  strict  conformity  with  the  needs  of  the 
situation  and  which  may  not  be  therefore  justifiable.  But  to  take  advantage  of  this  position, 
and  say  both  in  the  papers  and  here  that  the  policemen  are  really  guilty  of  excesses  is  not 
correct.  The  policeman  thinks  to  a  certain  extent  that  he  is  powerful.  He  really  thinks  that 
he  is  the  custodian  of  peace  and  of  power,  because  he  is  rightly  entrusted  with  the  power  to 
suppress  terrorism.  But  if  he  really  commits  atrocities  and  excesses,  it  is  open  to  us  ;o  take  up 
individual  cases  and  get  the  concerned  person  booked  and  do  whatever  is  necessary.  We  should 
not  say  that  sirnply  because  a  particular  policemen  transgresses  the  rules,  the  policemen  as  a 
class  are  committing  excesses  and  are  guilty.  We  must  be  cautious.  Otherwise,  our  words  or 
expressions  will  really  demoralize  the  police.  If  you  give  them  proper  encouragement  (Bell)— 
if  the  public  really  express  good  words  about  the  policemen,  the  policemen  will  do  the  duty 
which  they  are  expected  to  do. 
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Sri.  P.  Kochuteshna  Pillai:  I  am  not  unaware  of  the  tragic  cases  in  which  policemen 
had  to  lay  down  their  lives  while  encountering  unruly  mobs.  I  request  the  Government  to 
be  generous  in  such  cases  and  render  adequate  financial  help  to  their  wives  and  children.  But 
I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  in  such  cases  policemen  have  fallen  an  easy  victim  to  the 
miscreants  dueto  the  lack  of  co-operation  from  the  public.  It  is  very  unfortunate  and  amounts  to 
an  ill-augury  that  the  Police  has  estranged  the  sympathy  of  the  public  by  thir  bestial  acts  against 
women  and  women  detenus.  .They  have  incurred  a  very  bad  name  and  are  held  low  in  the  eyes 
of  the  public.  ^  1  don’t  intend  to  cite  instances.  To  them,  the  severest  punishments  have  to  be 
meted  out.  Sir,  attacks  on  men  by  words  or  deeds  may  be  easily  put  up  with,  but  mere  abusive 
languages  if  against  those  in  our  houses,  by  which  I  mean  our  mothers,  wives  and  sisters,  cannot 
at  all  be  endured.  Thus  the  unkind  and  almost  bestial  acts  of  the  police  against  women  have 
given  them  a  very  bad  name  indeed. 

I  request  the  members  of  the  Treasury  Benches  to  avoid  this  danger.  Sir,  I  am  not  sure 
that  in  the  police  training  school,  they  are  taught  physiology.  If  it  is  by  mere  chance  that  their 
bnds  fall  only  on  the  vital  parts  of  the  human  body,  I  request  the  Government  to  teach  them 
physiology,  so  that  their  hands  may  not  fall  on  those  parts  of  the  body.  A  man  handled  by 
a  police  turns  out  to  be  a  physical  wreck  throughout  his  life.  Innocent  men  falling  into 
their  hands  are  also  dealt  with  in  the  same  manner.  Not  only  their  relatjyes  but  their  friends 
as  well  as  mere  casual  observers  feel  ill  about  the  policemen.  Finally,  Sir,  while  recruiting 
policemen,  1  wish  the  Government  not  to  ignore  real  character.  Mere'height,  girth  and  weight 
are  useless  if  men  have  no  regard  for  character.  Increase  in  the  number  of  police  is  no  use  at 
all  in  the  teeth  of  non-cooperation  from  the  public. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  It  is  rather  a  difficult  situation  Sir,  that  we  have  to  deal  with. 
1  do  not  propose  to  go  into  the  larger  question  as  to  how  far  the  use  of  the  police  alone  can  be 
effective  in  countering  the  activities  such  as  those  of  the  communists.  We  are  for  the  time 
being  concerned  with  the  police  and  their  activities  and  the  extent  to  which  they  can  be  expected 
to  he  successful  in  dealing  with  the  situation  and  the  ways  in  which  they  go  out  of  the  way  and 
abuse  their  position. 

Gjnfining  myself  within  these  limits,  I  should  say  it  is  a  very  deplorable  situation  in  which 
we  find  ourselves.  There  are  certain  people  who  want  to  create  trouble  by  resort  to  violence. 
1  am  definitely  of  the  view.  Sir,  that  the  use  of  violence  to  bring  about  a  change  in  the  existing 
order  or  to  put  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  Government,  should  be  definitely  condemned.  But 
the  situation  is  there.  Tire  use  of  tbemolice  alone  will,  by  no  means,  be  enough,  nor  will  it 
be,  in  am  way,  a  satisfactory  method.  But,  as  I  said,  I  do  not  want  to  go  into  that  aspect 
now.  The  police  have  to  be  used  for  the  time  being.  But  what  is  it  that  we  find.  Sir  ?  Re¬ 
cently  there  have  been  a  rather  large  number  of  instances  in  which  people  resorted  to  violence 
and  also  a  rather  large  number  of  instances  in  which  the  police  clearly  misbehaved.  As  was 
mentioned  by  a  friend  of  mine  yesterday,  I  had  occasion  to  go  to  Paravur.  I  wanted  to  see 
what  happened  there  as  much  as  possible  myself.  I  met  a  number  of  persons  who  are  alleged 
to  have  been  ill-treated  by  the  police.  I  went  into  some  houses.  The  impression  1  got  there 
was,  Sir,  that  the  police  clearly  went  out  of  their  way.  Of  course,  when  I  make  a  statement  of 
this  kind  after  meeting  some  persons  and  also  after  interviewing  them  and  getting  into  some 
houses  and  asking- the  inmates  there,  as  to  the  situation,  there  may  be  certmn  limitations  to  its 
acceptance.  But  subject  to  that,  I  am  clearly  of  the  impression  that  the  police  went  out  of  their 
way.  They  went  far  out  of  their  way.  They  got  into  certain  houses  at  midnight  which  are 
occupied  by  people  who,  according  to  all  accepted  standards,  ought  to  be  considered  respectable, 
occupying  good  positions  in  life.  Without  giving  notice,  without,  so  far  as  the  results  go,  any 
sufficient  justification,  they  entered  those  houses.  Not  only  that.  They  belaboured  the 
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inmates  and  in  some  cases  on  mere  provocation.  The  inmates  have  asked  the  police ;  “Have  you 
got  a  warrant?’*  The  policemen  seem  to  have  replied,  “Oh,  you  fellow,  you  want  a  warrant”, 
and  have  given  them  a  slap.  These  are  well-known  police  methods  so  far  as  our  State  is  con¬ 
cerned,  and  prohably  all  over  India,  but  that  is  what  happened  there,  Some  persons  were 
belaboured.  One  gentlemen  told  me  that  he  was  about  to  get  into  his  house  at  about  12  mii 
night.  Then,  some  policeman  asked  him  to  stop.  He  stopped.  What  happened  next  was  that 
he  got  some  blows  on  his  forehead,  stomach,  and  so  on.  _He  was  in  a  neighbouring  private 
hospital  for  a  number  of  days.  How  can  you  justify  such  things  ?  I  can  understand  if  some 
communists  have  to  be  arrested  and  the  police  enter  a  house  for  that  purpose.  Certainly  police¬ 
men  can  arrest  them.  Even  if  it  is  midnight,  if  the  policemen  have  a  suspicion,  normally  the 
policemen  may  see  that  nobody  escapes  from  the  house  or  get  into  it.  If  that  is  not  possible, 
he  may  get  into  the  house  and  then  deal  with  the  inmates  as  reasonable  people.  On  the  other 
hand,  he  belaboured  them.  If  this  kind  of  thing  has  happened— I  believe  that  is  what  happened 
T-that  is  a  matter  in  which  the  Government  should  carefully  look  into.  I  would  suggest 
that  it  is  a  case  in  which  an  enquiry  may  be  held,  and  the  facts  found  out,  and  the  real  culprits 
punished.  What  happened  was  that  the  policemen  had  masked  their  faces  with  some  doth 
around  the  forehead  and  the  chin,  so  that  they  could  not  Ije  identified.  If  they  are  able 
policemen,  and  had  gone  there  on  duty,  why  not  they  do  so  openly?  Now,  nobody  can  say 
who  the  man  was.  It  may  even  be  alleged;  ^‘Oh,  you  do  not  know,  then  how  can  you  identify 
the  man;  the  man  may  not  have  been  a  policeman  at-  all”;  There  is  that  kind  of  difficulty. 
I  do  not  think  it  was  a  courageous  or  in  any  way  a  justifiable  action  on  the  part  of  the  policemen. 

One  more  point,  Sir.  The  inmates  of  one  house  who,  according  to  ordinary  standards, 
were  respectable  men,  told  me  that  the  policemen  there  were  their  friends.  Then,  why  did  not 
the  Inspector  of  Police  come  to  that  house,  especially  at  midnight,  if  he  had  suspicion.  If  you 
do  an  act  in  exceptional  circumstances,  the  highest  officer  possible  should  be  prepared  to  take 
up  the  responsibility,  instead,  of  sending  irresponsible  policemen  to  get  into  the  houses  at  such 
times.  The  Inspector  must  at  least  have  accompanied  the  policemen.  But  that  is  not  the 
way  in  which  the  police  behaved.  It  is  not  an  isolated  instance.  Before  I  mention  anything 
of  that  kind,  I  wanted  to  make  sure  that  I  stood  on  strong  grounds.  I  have  got  many  instances 

It  is  now  notorious  that  a  person  of  the  rank  of  an  Assistant  Engineer  was  belaboured 
rather  brutally.  Such  things  we  cannot  condone.  We  have  heard  a  good  deal  said  here  alwut 
the  way  in  which  the  policemen  are  recruited.  We  know  our  police  have  a  rather  had  tradition. 
Even  recruitment  goes  not  on  any  scientific  lines.  Of  course,  particularly  in  regard  to  the 
enlistment  to  the  police  (Bell),  the  training  is  practically  nil  here.  Any  man  is  recruited  to  the 
police,  and  I  don’t  find,  much  less  in  Travancore,  any  methods  relating  to  the  psychology 
necessary  for  policemen.-  But  1  can  say  that  even  higher  officers — we  cannot  say  all  of  them  are 
above  board — fall  short  in  their  duty  towards  the  public.  The  whole  atmosphere  is  really 
vitiated,  and  what  we  can  expect  of  such  officers  is  doubtful. 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnao  Tanapi  :  May  I  ask  the  hon  hie  member  whether  Premier  Thanu 
Pillai  spoke  about  the  very  high  traditions  of  the  police  a  few  months  ago  ?  • 

Sri,  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Not  with  reference  to  such  matters.  Certainly  not.  This  kind  of 
sneaky  questioning  does  not  help  us  and  leads  nowhere.  Fortunately  or  imfortunately  if  one  was 
Premier  for  some  time,  but  does  it  mean  that  he  must  shut  his  mouth,  close  his  eyes  and  not  do 
anything  in  regard  to  public  affairs  ?  I  am  not  all  efisturbed  by  that  questioning.  It  leads 
us  nowhere. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  I  would  request  the  hon’ble  member  not  to  be  disturbed.  (Laughter). 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  I  am  not,  Sir.  There  is  no  point  in  raising  such  questions. 
That  is  what  I  said.  Mr.  Tampi  is  an  old  Parliamentarian.  He  certainly  ought  to 
know  better. 

Whenever  the  Police  act,  I  must  insist  that  the  rules  ought  to  be  observed  as  far  as 
possible,  that  no  room  for  complaint  by  the  public  is  given,  that  no  harassment  is  caused,  and 
that  no  jaw  is  violated.  One  point  that  all  of  us  ought  to  remember  is  that — I  say  that  because 
I  went  into  the  houses  of  people  who,  according  to  accepted  standards,  are  really  respectable 
and  their  words  can  be  accepted — and  I  also  went  to  the  houses  occupied  by  the  poor  whose 
words  may  not  be  accepted  even’  though  they  may  he  true  to  the  same  extent  as  in  other  cases— 
the  words  must  be  accepted  wherever  there  is  no  reason  for  doubt,  in  dealing  with  matters  of 
this  kind.  There  has  been  a  case  where  a  policeman  went  to  the  house  of  a  factory  worker. 
There  might  be  some  suspicion  that  somebody  else  is  there.  In  the  absence  of  the  factory 
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worlter  his  father  might  be  there.  He  may  not  have  anything  to  do  with  the  case.  But 
police  go  there  and  molest  the  father,  ash  him  about  his  sou  ;  the  father  gets  frightened  : 
police  tell  him,  “Oh,  you  do  not  know  where  he  has  gone  ?  How  can  it  be  ?”  And  then 
hands  of  the  police  go  up  against  the  man's  face.  These  are  matters  in  which  the  p 
uninfluential  people  are  likely  to  be  very  largely  affected.  Now,  Sir,  (belli  I  would  like  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  necessity  for  such  cases  to  be  enquired  into  so  that  the 
police  may  be  enabled  to  know  what  their  conduct  should  be.  There  should  be  better  attention 
paid  to  the  work  and  conduct  of  policemen.  This  should  be  taken  to  heart  by  the

Demand  XL— State  Transport  Scheme 
Sri.  E.  John  Philipose ; 

I  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs.  1 ,04,47,600  under  Demand  XL— State  Transport  Scheme  under 
Budget  Account  Head  30. 

Sri.  N.  Konjuraman:  I  second  it. 

Sri.  Eapen  Arakkal :  Sir,  I  move: 

‘■To  reduce  the  allotment  ot  Rs.  19,000  for  pay  of  officers  by  Rs.  5". 

(To  speak  on  the  necessity  of  introducing  more  buses  in  all  transport  lines  so  as  to  en¬ 
sure  more  convenient  travel  facilities  to  the  public). 

I  have  moved  this  motion  to  speak  on  a  statement  of  assurance  given  by  the  Hon’ble  Minister 
in  charge  of  this  portfolio  that  all  facilities  for  travel  will  be  available  in  the  course  of  the  next 
two  or  three  months.  In  spite  of  that  assurance,  the  importance  of  the  subject  is  such  that 
however  much  we  may  discuss  the  matter,  my  modest  view  is  that  it  will  never  be  too  much. 
There  is  a  hue  and  cry  from  all  parts  of  the  Stale  where  transport  lines  are  working  that  we  are 
not  having  sufficient  number  of  buses;  that  there  is  so  much  trouble  in  travelling,  that  people 
are  not  in  a  position  to  get  buses  at  all,  especially  when  they  want  to  board  buses  in  the  interme¬ 
diate  stations.  On  the  whole,  the  cry  is  that  travelling  is  never  convenient,  much  less  comfort¬ 
able.  From  the  nature  of  the  discussions  that  have  been  going  on  on  the  floor  of  this  House 
for  the  last  so  many  days,  it  may  be  seen  that  one  main  cause  is  that  the  number  of  buses  plying 
in  the  lines  is  not  sufficient  to  cope  with  the  large  number  of  passengers  who  come  to  travel.  It 
Is  true  that  the  number  of  buses  has  to  be  enhanced  but  of  late,  as  the  Hon’ble  Minister  himself 
stated  in  this  House,  there  has  been  another  trouble,  namely,  the  scarcity  of  petrol.  This  scarcity, 
coupled  with  the  scarcity  in  the  number  of  buses,  has  been  responsible  to  a  very  great  extent  for 
the  difficulties  that  have  been  brought  about  In  the  matter  of  travel.  Now,  since  much  has  been 
said,  already,  I  want  only  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  certain  aspects  of  this  matter. 
Even  granting,  as  the  Hon’ble  Minister  assured  us,  that  sufficient  number  of  buses  would  be 
available  in  the  course  of  the  next  three  months,  I  say  that  even  this  assurance  has  to  be  taken 
with  a  certain  degree  of  reserve,  because  in  my  modest  reading,  those  assurances  were  being 
given  even  before  when  Hon’ble  Members  of  this  House  made  a  loud  protest  against  the  incon¬ 
venience  experien^d  by  passengers  not  only  in  this  session  but  In  the  previous  sessions  also, 
ever  since  the  beginning  of  this  House  and  ever  since  this  transport  scheme  was  taken  up  by 
Government.  I  think  the  Hon'ble  Members  of  the  House  have  brought  home  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  the  immediate  necessity  of  taking  all  steps  for  convenient  travel,  and  I  may  say  that  this 
is  one  of  the  departments  in  which  there  is  chance,  there  was  chance,  and  there  will  be  chance  for 
censumg  the  (government.  Apart  from  the  department  of  food  in  which  there  is  scarcity  of  food 
there  is  no  other  department  in  which  discontent  and  dissatisfaction  among  the  masses  than  in  the 
State  Transport  because  travelling  in  buses,  waiting  in  bus  stands,  waiting  for  buses  in  intermediate 
stations  everywhere,  and  all  difficult  are  it  is  really  a  very  miserable  situation.  Hence  there  is  much 
protest  against  the  Government.  When  the  private  agencies  were  doing  this  work,  the  public 
was  very  aimous  that  Government  should  take  up  the  service.  There  was  indeed  a  hue  and  cry 
for  nationalization  of  transport.  But.  actually,  when  the  Government  took  up  the  service,  the 
itory  is  otherwise.  We  who  happen  to  travel  in  the  buses  or  happen  to  wait  In  the  bus  stands 
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are  put  very  many  questions — very  abusive  questions,  I  may  say.  When  an  MLA  gets  into  the 
bus,  the  first  remark  is,  “You  are  an  MLA,  and  so  you  ought  to  stand".  It  is  not  a  sort  of  jokh 
in  which  they  indulge.  It  is  really  a  pungent  attach  that  comes  from  the  heart  of  the  people. 
It  is  our  chance  now  to  bring  that  matter  home  to  the  Government.  We  hope  and  believe  that 
there  will  be  some  improvement  within  the  next  three  or  four  months. 

Though  there  may  he  so  many  buses,  one  difficulty  is  that  many  of  them,  as  has  been  pointed 
out,  are  having  breakdowns  often.  The  cause  of  this  must  be_ investigated  by  an  expert  com¬ 
mittee.  I  may  point  out  that  many  buses  ate  lying  idle  in  the  workshops  under  repair, 
^perience  shows  that  the  buses  coming  into  the  workshop  call  for  speedy  repair.  Because 
there  are  not  insufficient  number  of  buses,  they  have  to  see  that  the  buses  which  are.out  to 
travel  are  repaired  within  ten  to  twelve  hours  of  their  arrival  in  the  workshop.  In  fact,  the 
buses  go  out  of  order  within  a  week  or  so,  and  the  result  is  a  breakdown.  It  is  a  very  common 
sight.  I  may  point  out  to  the  Government  that  we  see  so  many  buses  lying  in  a  breakdown 
condition  at  distances  of  two  or  thre.e  miles  on  each  road  of  the  transport  line. 

There  is  also  another  aspect  to  this  picture.  I  do  not  know  how  far  it  is  correct.  It  is 
for  the  Hon’ble  Minister  to  tell  me.  There  is  not  sufficient  number  of  conductors  and  drivers 
on  the  line;  in  fact,  the  number  of  drivers  and  conductors  is  so  small  that  though  the  buses  are 
ready,  because  of  the  scarcity  of  conductors  and  drivers,  the  buses  are  not  in  a  position  to  start 
at  the  scheduled  timings.  My  submission  is  that  there  must  be  buses  starting  at  every  half  ah 
hour  if  not  every  fifteen  minutes.  In  that  case,  overloading  could  be  avoided.  Now,  if  a  bus 
Is  to  start,  they  want  it  to  be  overloaded.  What  I  say  is,  even  if  a  bus  is  scarcely  full,  let  it 
start;  because  a  large  number  of  people  can  be  expected  in  the  intermediate  stations.  As  it 
is.  It  is  really  a  matter  of  immense  difficulty  for  the  passengers  to  catch  a  bus  in  the  inter¬ 
mediate  stations. 

Then,  about  the  overtime  allowances.  What  happens  In  some  the  lines  is  that  the 
conductors  and  drivers  are  given  overtime  allowance.  Even  then,  they  are  not  available  at  all 
times  when  we  need  a  bus  to  be  started.  In  this  connection,  I  may  say  that  the  salary  and  the 
encouragement  given  to  the  staff  are  not  perhaps  what  they  ought  to  be.  I  am  not  here  advos 
eating  their  cause  unduly,  but  the  goodwill,  sympathy  and  co-operation  on  their  part  are  matters 
of  absolute  necessity  for  the  smooth  working  of  the  department.  'From  the  conductor  up  to  ffie 
Director,  the  transport  staff  has  to  be  paid  substantially,  because  it  is  a  department  in  which 
its  distinct  from  other  departments,  much  profit  is  accruing  to  Government.  It  is  a  department 
in  which  there  Is  much  scope  for  collection.  So.  why  don't  we  pay  the  staff  adequately?  I  have 
been  told  directly  by  some  of  the  subordinates  at  their  salaries  and  allowances  are  too  low,  and 
that  they  are  asked  to  work  .'overtime.  I  do  not  know  how  a  bus  conductor  who  has  been  on 
duty  in  a  bus  right  from  the  early  morning  till  late  in  the  night  could  be  asked  to  go  about  in 
the  bus  because  there  is  not  sufficient  ntimber  of  conductors.  Therefore,  unless  they  are 
encouraged,  there  will  be  a  repulsive  protest. 

Now.  1  may  just  say  that  in  such  cases  to  avoid  discontent  and  dissatisfaction  these  con-i 
ductors  and  drivers  may  be  paid  at  least  ,  a  little  more  just  to  show  a  gesture  that  we,  are 
taking  a  sympathetic  view  towards  these  drivers  and  conductors  in  the  matter  of  paymentand 
all  that  ; 

Sir,  One  aspect  also  I  want  to  bring  to  your  notice-  breakdowns  of  buses— because  that  is 
also  a  matter  which  has  to  be  very  seriously  considered.  Very  often  it  appears  that  the  break¬ 
downs  are  due  to  the  careless  handling  of  the  buses. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  member  has  referred  to  it  already. 

Sri.  Eapen  Arakkal:  Sir.  I  am  not  repeating.  With  reference  to  that  1  want  to  say  one  thing. 
Suppose  a  driver  is  entrusted  with  one  or  two  buses.  Generally  It  must  be  the  policy  of  the 
department  to  see  that  particular  buses  are  entrusted  to  the  particular  drivers.  It  must  be  noted 
whether  the  buses  entrusted  to  a  particular  drivers  are  running  for  the  maximum  length  or 
■ffistance  or  maximum  period.  Then  we  can  understand  whether  the  buses  are  being- properht 
handled.  Thus  there  is  a  chance  for  seeing  whether  the  buses  are  being  properly  handled. 
If  the  buses  ate  handled  carelessly  by  the  drivers,  such  buses  naturally  go  out  of  order  in  a  very 
short  time.  If  a  bus  Is  entrusted  to  a  particular  driver  and  if  when  watched  we  note  that  those 
buses  are  in  a  position  to  run  for.  a  longer  distance,  we  may  encourage  the  driver  and  conductor. 
Thereby  we  can  have  control  over  the  careful  handling  of  the  buses. ,  If  you  can  really 
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Sri.  N.  Daniel  Jose  :  Mr.  Speaker,  Sir,  if  the  argtiment  that  there  is  overcrowding  in  the 
buses  is  used  against  the  policy  of  nationalisation,  I  feel  I  must  oppose  that  type  of  argument. 
I  am  one  of  those  who  believe  that  there  should  be  no  going  back  on  the  policy  of  nationalis¬ 
ation.  It  is  quite  true  that  there  is  a  good  deal  of  overcrowding  in  the  Transport  Buses,  but  I 
must  also  point  o-jt  to  the  votaries  of  the  private  system  of  bus  running  that  there  is  equally 
great  amount  of  overcrowding  in  the  buses  run  by  private  agencies  in  the  smaller  routes.  I  have 
travelled  in  these  buses  and  in  the  Transport  buses.  I  can  say  that  the  services  offered  by  the 
Transport  Department  are  definitely  better  and  superior.  1  therefore  argue  that  more  lines  m 
the  State  should  be  nationalised.  But  I  definitely  agree  that  services  should  afford  the 
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maximum  convenience  to  the  people  and  overcrowding  should  be  definitely  eliminated. 
Sufficient  number  of  buses  should  be  made  available.  Occasionally  these  buses  are  diverted 
from  the  main  line  and  run  for  festival  purposes.  Again,  as  has  been  pointed,  there  are  a 
number  of  cases  of  breakdown.  I  would  suggest  that  every  bus  should  be  equipped  with  small 
tools  for  necessary  adjustments  on  the  way.  Even  if  there  is  a  petrol  block,  travellers  are 
unable  to  adjust  the  same  for  want  of  the  instruments. 

I  also  agree  with  the  suggestion  made  by  the  Hon’ble  Member  that  these  buses  should  be 
entrusted  to  particular  drivers  and  in  case  those  drivers  are  found  to  keep  the  machines  in  tact 
and  in  order  for  a  particular  period,  they  should  be  encouraged  by  giving  some  bonus.

Sri.  N.  Daniel  Jose  :  Let  each  bus  be  entrusted  to  two  drivers.  In  that  case  it  is  a  question 
of  joint  responsibility.  My  argument  is  that  there  should  be  some  sense  of  responsibility  for  the 
drivers  and  vehicles  must  be  looked  after  well. 

Then  there  was  an  argument  that  nationalism  in  a  democratic  State  is  similar  to  State 
capitalism.  I  think  I  should  oppose  jt. 

Sri.  Ponnara  G.  Sreedhar :  I  should  like  to  know  the  member  who  has  said  that  ? 

Sri.  N.  Daniel  j[ose :  1  should  say  that  the  Hon’ble  Member  who  questions  me  has  himself 
said  that  nationalisation  will  mean  State  capitalism,  if  it  is  not  run  efficiently. 

Sri.  Ponnara  G.  Sreedhar  :  My  friend  has  misunderstood  what  1  have  said. 

Sri.  N.  Daniel  Jose  :  He  slated  that  Government  are  making  a  profit  and  at  the  same  time 
it  is  not  run  efficiently. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  No  private  conversation  like  this  between  the  members  is  allowed. 

Sri.  N.  Dainel  Jose:  I  only  wish  to  say  that  if  Government  are  making  large  profits,  that 
fact  alone  will  not  amount  to  State  capitalism,  1  should  say  that  whether  it  is  State  capitalism  or 
not  will  depend  on  the  character  of  the  State,  whether  it  is  democracy  or  not.  If  profits  are 
made  by  the  State  Transport  Department  to-day,  that  profit  goes  back  to  the  people  in  another 
form.  So  it  is  the  character  of  the  Government  that  determines  whe  her  it  is  State  capitalism

Sri.  N.  Daniel  Jose :  It  has  never  been  established  it  is  a  loss.  Even  if  it  should  result  in  a 
loss,  it  can  never  become  State  capitalism. 

I  would  even  go  the  extent  of  saying  that  even  wa'er  transport  should  be  nationalised. 

One  other  point  that  I  wish  to  point  out  is  that  Government  have  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  the  Transport  Union.  The  Transport  Union  say  that  the  terms  of  the  agreement  are  not 
implemented  as  yet.  I  would  appeal  to  the  Hon’ble  Minister  to  take  steps  to  implement  them 
immediately. 

1  would  point  out  in  this  connection  to  the  particular  need  of  the  Neyyattinkara-Trlvandrum 
travellers.  As  there  are  no  other  means  of  transport  in  this  line  and  as  perhaps  the  amount  of 
traffic  is  highest  in  this  line,  I  would  submit  that  the  Hon'ble  Minister  will  provide  more  buses 
for  ffiis  route.

Sri.  K.  Sivarama  Pillai:  Though  commercial  undertakings  are  not  included  as  primary 
functions  of  Government,  because  we  are  committed  to  a  policy  of  nationalisation,  we  have 
begun  the  nationalisation  of  road  transport.  But  we  must  have  a  clear  idea  of  what  nationalis¬ 
ation  is.  It  is  not  enough  if  we  think  that  nationalisation  is  an  end  in  itself.  It  is  only  a  means 
to  an  end.  We  have  nationalised  transport  with  the  idea  that  better  amenities  and  better  conve¬ 
nience  will  be  provided  to  the  travelling  public.  No  doubt,  we  have  profit.  We  don’t  grudge 
that.  Any  Government,  especially  at  this  time  will  only  welcome  profit.  From  the  very 
inception  of  this  Department  several  criticisms  have  been  levelled  at  its  working  on  the  floor  of 
the  Legislature.  Yet  our  Government  have  not  gone  into  the  root  cause  that  led  t:)  these 
things.  There  is  a  history  behind  the  working  of  this  Department  from  Its  very  inception  up 
till  now.  The  Government  appointed  a  teacher  as  the  first  head  of  the  Department.  Then 
when  the  question  of  discipline  came  up  a  D.S.P.  who  knew  little  of  such  undertakings  as  the 
Transport  was  appointed.  But  what  we  wanted  was  a  man  who  was  sufficiently  qualified  to 
undertake  a  big  undertaking  like  the  Transport  Department.  The  Department  can  be  developed 
on  right  lines  only  if  such  a  man  is  appointed  as  its  head. 

Then,  Sir,  about  the  nationalisation  of  all  the  routes.  There  has  been  an  uniform  complaint 
made  on  the  floor  of  this  House  about  over-crowding  and  scarcity  of  buses. 

Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak:  Has  the  Hon'ble  Member  any  objection  in  bringing 
this  Department  under  the  management  of  one  Hon^ble  Member  of  this  House,  say, 
Mr.  Elankafli  ? 

Sri  K,  Sivaraxna  Pillai :  Sir,  I  think  that  Hon’ble  Member  Mr.  Eiankath  has  got  suffi¬ 
cient  qualification  to  run  an  undertaking  like  this  and  I  don*t  see  any  reason  why  it  could  not  be 

entrusted  to  him. 

Mr.  Speaker ;  But  he  has  to  be  consulted  in  the  matter. 

Sri.  K.  Sivarama  Pillai:  Now,  Sir,  one  of  the  arguments  advanced  by  the  Hon’ble 
Minister  in  charge  of  Transport  for  scarcity  of  running  buses  is  that  we  have  not  got  sufficient 
petrol,  But  v.h?it  I  say  is,  that  with  the  number  of  buses  we  have  we  must  have  the  idea  of 
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service  to  be  rendered.  It  will  not  be  efficient  or  economical  to  attempt  to  nationalise  all  the 
routes  without  regard  to  our  ability  to  supply  service.  Until  our  econonric  position  improves 
•and  until  we  get  a  sufficient  number  of  buses,  let  us  not  go  on  nationalising  all  the  routes.  li 
we  do  that,  surely  it  will  end  in  failure.  This  overloading  of  transport  buses  has  spread  into 
the  private  buses  like  a  contagion.  If  we  avoid  overloading  and  if  we  obey  law  we  can  also 
make  others  adhere  to  rules  and  laws. 

Sri.  E.  John  Philipose  :  Sir,  as  I  listened  to  the  serious  complaints.  legitimate 
complaints,  about  the  manner  in  which  the  Transport  Department  is  at  present  functioning, 

I  cannot  help  being  reminded  of  that  tremendous  volley  of  criticism  that  was  launched  against 
the  Railway  Administration  when,  one  by  one,  the  Railways  were  taken  over  by  the  Government 
of  India  from  the  respective  Companies.  Sir,  1  distinctly  remember  when  in  1948  the  Railway 
Budget  was  presented  in  Delhi,  the  criticism,  practically  of  the  same  manner  and  type  which  it 
was  levelled  here,  which  was  levelled  against  the  Railway  Administration  would  not  even  stand 
comparison  with  the  vehemence  shown  here.  There  also  was  the  problem^  of  each  railway 
compartment  being  stacked  and  over-crowded  when  local  trains  were  not  running  for  entire  days 
and  months  and  when  no  train  that  was  scheduled  to  arrive  in  Delhi  arrived  there  in  time. 
And  every  member  of  the'  House  in  Delhi  was  up  against  the  Administration  that  could 
not  improve  upon  that.  All  the  time  the  Government  of  India  felt  the  need  for  tackling  this 
problem  at  the  very  root  though  they  were  aware  that  they  will  have  to  stand  a  tremendous 
volley  of  criticism  for  sometime.  In  the  same  way.  Sir,  as  has  been  pointed  out  in  this  House, 
this  Transport  Department  has  developed  in  a  rather  haphazard  manner.  Sir.  I  can  agree  with 
the  view  that  the  progress  in  servicing  and  organisation  has  not  been  up  to  the  mark.  Govern¬ 
ment  felt  that,  and  as  a  result  they  have  purchased  something  like  130  vehicles  and  though  it 
is  only  two  years  since  those  vehicles  have  been  purchased,  about  30  of  them  became  immobi¬ 
lized  owing  to  either  over-use  or  to  the  lack  of  care  in  maintenance  and  servicing.  It  was  a 
very  anxious  thought  for  Government  that  they  would  immediately  have  to  incur  heavy  capital 
outlay  and  buy  more  buses  and  put  them  on  the  route  and  at  the  same  time  to  see  them  out  of 
the  route  in  so  short  a  space  of  time.  Government  felt  slowly  and  steadily  all  the  aspects  of 
the  Department.  And  1  must,  in  passing  mention  that  during  the  last  7i  years  Government 
on  its  side  has  been  devoting  their  attention  to  certain  aspects  of  the  Department  which 
naturally  would  not  be  so  obviously  seen  by  the  ordinary  traveller. 

In  Nagercoil  nothing  much  has  been  done  except  that  a  waiting  shed  and  a  Time  Keeper’s 
office  was  constmcted  in  a  convenient  place  for  the  town  service  but  the  Government  felt  that 
the  Nagercoil  District  Garage  ought  to  be  expanded.  It  was  easy  to  find  a  place.  There  was 
a  tank  nearby  which  was  in  the  possession  of  the  Municipality  and  the  Transport  Department 
has  taken  over  the  tank  and  Government  to  provide  better  facilities  and  amenities  in 
Nagercoil. 

In  Trivandrum,  knowing  full  well  that  if  the  Transport  Department  is  to  improve  at  all 
the  workshop  would  naturally  be  the  nerve  centre  of  the  organisation.  Government  have  almost 
completed  the  workshop  at  Neraom.  That  work  is  practically  complete  and  all  that  remains  is 
the  construction  of  canteen  and  various  sanitary  arrangements  to  be  fitted  up.  Electrical  instal¬ 
lations  are  now  in  progress  and  overhead  tanks  for  the  distribution  of  water  are  almost  over. 
Government  hope  that  within  the  next  two  months,  these  works  would  be  completed  and  the 
Central  Workshop  will  be  ready.  Government  hope  to  transfer  the  entire  workshop 
personnel  there.  Government  have  also  placed  orders  for  a  newer  and  latest  type  of  repairing 
equipments,  which  are  expected  to  arrive  shortly.  In  passing,  I  may  tell  my  hon’ble  friend 
Mr.  Gangadharan  Nayar  that  there  is  not  the  remotest  idea  to  transfer  the  workshop  into  the 
hands  of  an  agency  at  all.  TTe  Transport  Department  will  be  in  charge  of  the  workshop  an  I 
the  Transport  Department  will  to  that  extent  be  considerably  benefited. 

In  Trivandrum,  as  the  Members  are  aware,  there  is  a  tremendous  amount  of  overcrowding 
of  vehicles  on  the  roadside.  That  leads  to  the  other  problem  of  want  of  facilities  for  main¬ 
tenance  and  Servicing.  It  has  been  stated  by  some  in  this  House  and  by  many  outside  that 
most  of  the  breakdown  is  due  to  the  carelessness  and  lack  of  attention  of  the  Transport 
employees.  I  must  say,  after  the  experience  of  last  months,  that  the  Transport  employees 
comparatively  have  a  better  standard  than  any  other' employees.  They  cannot  be  blamed  alto¬ 
gether.  There  are  certain  elements  that  are  not  up  to  the  standard  but  taken  by  and  large  and 
as  a  whole  the  Transport  employees  are  anxious  as  anybody  else  to  see  that  the  vehicles  are  kept 
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in  trim.  They  have  not  got  the  facilities.  You  loolc  at  the  road  in  front  of  the  Railway  Station 
where  the  vehicles  are  parked  on  both  sides  of  the  road.  You  have  to  fetch  water  and  wash  it. 
it  is  not  possible  for  strict  supervision  under  such  circumstances  and  servicing  and  maintenance 
have  suffered.  Therefore  it  has  been  decided  by  Government  that  the  City  Service  should 
be  taken  out  of  the  Trivandrum  Central  Depot.  The  Central  Depot  and  Central  Garage 
at  the  Railway  Station  would  be  nothing  but  Trivandrum  District  Garage.  The  City  Service 
Vehicles  will  be  transferred  shortly  to  the  Panivagai  Maramath  Buildings,  where  also  Govern¬ 
ment  propose  to  have  a  body-building  site.  I  must  say  here  that  my  hon’ble  Friend 
Mr.  Sreedhar  seems  to  have  stated  that  Government  has  an  idea  of  transferring  the  bus  body 
building  section  from  the  Transport  to  the  P.W.D.  Department.  To  a  certon  extent  he  was 
correrS.  Government  have  been  advised  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  the  Bus  Body 
Building  Section  separate  from  the  Transport  Department,  on  the  basis  that  the  latter  should 
devote  its  attention  exclusively  to  the  operational  and  mechanical  sides  of  the  vehicles.  But 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  there  are  a  number  of  skilled  personnel  at  present  working 
in  the  Bus  Body  Building  Section,  Government  have  finally  decided  that  the  bus  body  building 
should  continue  as  part  of  the  Transport  Department  but  that  the  Section  should  he  transferred 
to  the  larger  and  more  spacious  building  in  the  Panivagai  Maramath  Palace,  But  there  also 
Government  have  decided  that  there  should  be  less  congestion  and  sufficient  space  not  only 
lor  the  servicing  and  maintenance  of  vehicles  but  provide  resthouses  to  the  personnel 
working  in  the  operating  and  mechanical  branches  in  these  places.  It  has  been  the  standing 
complaint  of  the  Transport  employees  that  when  they  Come  after  work,  there  is  noplace  where 
they  could  sit  and  spend  some  time  leisurely.  Government  have  decided  that  this  is 
a  legitimate  demand  and  it  should  be  met.  Goverenment  are  therefore  making  provision  to  see 
that  rest  houses  are  provided  for  employees  so  that  they  can  spend  their  leisure  hours  profitably 
and  well. 

In  Quilon  the  work  on  the  garage  has  been  practically  completed.  It  has  exceedingly 
sufficient  space.  An  automatic  press  office  and  sanitary  arrangements  are  being  completed.  A 
well  is  being  sunk  and  the  overhead  tank  will  probably  go  up  in  two  weeks’  time.  We  have 
provided  increasing  facilities  for  the  mechanical  and  operational  staff.  Automatic  mechanised 
washers  are  supplied.  Under  expert  advice,  we  have  placed  orders  for  the  immediate  delivery 
of  compressors  for  greasing,  lubrication  and  so  on.  With  power  driver  compressors  for  lubri¬ 
cation,  automatically  propelled  washers  and  equipments  like  that,  the  'buses  can  be  kept  clean 
and  in  order.  The  tremendous  accumulation  of  vehicles  iii  a  particular  garage  has  been  the 
main  reason  for  the  lack  of  attention  and  mechanical  efficiency.  It  is  but  natural  that  the 
ordinary  man.  without  fully  realising  the  implications,  would  turn  round  and  say  [that  it  is  all 
due  to  the  fault  of  the  employees.  I  am  sure  .and  I  find  from  my  own  experience  recently, 
that  when  once  the  garage  is  rehabilitated,  we  find  prompt  attention  is  paid,  the  vehicles  are 
washed  as  they  come  in  the  necessary  lubricants  are  applied  and  other  servicing  attended  to. 
During  the  last  2 1  days,  there  has  been  only  one  breakdown  and  even  that  was  not  a  serious 
breakdown  at  all.  In  Quilon,  I  think,  practically  all  the  equipments  are  coming  in,  but  as  far 
constructional  side  of  the  work  is  concerned,  it  has  been  more  or  less  completed. 

In  Alleppey,  which  is  also  a  very  big  Centre,  the  Transport  Office  is  at  present  hous^  in 
a  rented  place  with  very  small  space  for  housing  vehicles,  so  much  so  practically  all  the  vehicles 
are  parked  outside.  Certain  poromboke  lands  which  were  lying  under  water  has  been  reclaimed 
by  Government  with  the  help  of  a  dredger,  and  one  wing  has  already  gone  up  housing  waiting 
rooms.  Ticket-issuing  rooms  and  also  with  centre  space  garagmg  certain  vehicles.  Another  wing 
is  under  construction  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  two  months.  PetroUanks,  overhand 
tank  and  things  like  that  are  arranged.  In  each  District  the  garage  is  being  improved  and  we 
are  trying  to  see  theat  the  necessary  tools,  and  equipment  are  made  available. 

Government  have,  imder  technical  advice,  placed  orders  for  a  large  number  of  tools. 
Government  hope  that  each  vehicle  will  be  supplied  with  sufficient  tools  necessary  for  accidents, 
and  simple  repairs,  while  garages  will  be  completed  equipped  with  the  necessary  implements  for 
major  repairs  and  maintenance.  I  can  understand  the  impatience  of  the  Members  of  the  House 
on  the  tardy  manner  in  which  even  these  things  are  done.  The  only  thing  I  can  say  is  that 
these  things  are  being  done  well  and  will  continue  to  be  done.  There  must  be  occasional  delays, 
which  are  inevitable,  not  only  as  far  as  Government  Departments  are  concerned,  but  even  in 
respect  of  private  operators.

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Sri.  E.  John  Philipose  :  I  know  that  as  far  as  Nedumangad  is  concerned,  it  is  in  the 
schedule  of  programme  for  next  year  for  the  construction  of  waiting  rooms  and  garage. 

I  have  been  saying  all  these  things  to  give  the  House  an  idea  of  the  measures  taken  hy 
Government  for  rehabilitation.  Now  as  the  Hon ’ble  Member  has  stated,  my  time  is  over,  and 
all  that  I  wish  to  say  is  that  Government  have  a  definite  programme  of  rehabilitation  of  garages. 
There  has  been  a  complaint  that  the  Trivandrum — Quilon  line  was  taken  up  first.  It  was  taken 
up  first  deliberately  because  there  was  the  railway  to  be  quite  frank— which  can  taken  up  a  lot 
of  passengers  and  we  thought  that  the  first  experiment  should  be  there.  We  have  assigned  the 
necessary  number  of  vehicles,  assigned  the  necessary  person  el  to  make  up  the  schedule. 
Up  to  now  it  has  been  a  success.  There  were  a  number  of  engines  for  reconditioning  and  we 
have  sent  up  nearly  30  of  them  for  reconditioning  at  Madras.  They  are  expected  in  a  week. 
From  the  1st  of  April,  we  will  be  able  progressively  to  eliminate  overcrowding  in  the  various 
routes.  I  expect  that  by  the  middle  of  June  throughout  Travancore_  wherever  the  Transport 
buses  are  run,  the  problem  of  overloading  will  be  solved  and  buses  will  be  plying  regularly  and 
catering  to  the  increased  convenience  of  the  public  from  Cape-Comorin  to  Parur.

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Sri.  E.  John  Philipose  :  Yes ;  there  was  a  reduction  of  the  minimum  fare  to  two  annas. 
That  has  considerably  encouraged  the  people  to  travel  by  bus,  and  I  personally  do  not  regret  it, 
though  it  has  aggravated  the  problem  of  overloading.  But  that  is  a  matter  that  _  is  being  taken 
up  in  the  programme  of  rehabilitation  that  the  Transport  Department  is  initiating  from  the 
1st  March.

Demand  XXXIII— Miscellaneous  Political  Expenditure 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  PiUai :  Sir,  I  move  that  a  sum  of  Rs,  7, 1 2,300  be  granted  under 
Demand  XXXIII — Miscellaneous  Political  Expenditure. 

Sri.  A.  J.  John  !  1  second  it. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  PiUai:  I  suggest  that  I  may  be  given  preference  to  move  the 
motion  under  the  ‘reduction  of  total  grant’.  That  is  a  substantive  motion. 

Mr.  Speaker:  Yes. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  PiUai  I  move; 

“To  omit  the  allotment  of  Rs.  2.51.700  for  Other  Charges  by  Re.  1” 

Sir,  at  the  outset,  I  do  not  find  any  justification  for  this  big  sum  to  be  provided  under 
that  head.  A  reference  to  the  budget  for  the  year  1 1 24  will  reveal  the  following  facts.  For 
the  State  Guests  Department,  Rs.  2'9  lakhs  were  provided  and  for  The  Guest  House  Depart¬ 
ment,  only  '9  lakhs  was  provided,  and  the  other  charges  came  to  Rs.  5'2  lakhs.  According  to 
the  revised  estimates  for  the  year,  for  the  State  Guests  Department,  the  amount  came  to  Rs.  3'7 
lakhs,  and  for  the  Guest  House  Department,  '8  lakhs,  and  other  charges  to  Rs.'_  2'3  lakhs. 
The  actuals  for  the  year  were  Rs.  3'6  lakhs.  If  you  add  what  was  spent  in  Cochin,  it  may 
come  to  Rs.  7i  lakhs  in  all.  But.  Sir,  I  want  an  explanation  either  from  the  Minister  in  charge 
of  this  Department  or  the  Finance  Minister  how  the  actual  figures  for  the  year  1 1 24  came  to 
Rs.  12' 17  lakhs. 

Next,  for  the  year  1125,  I  do  not  enumerate  the  different  heads  under  which  various 
amounts  are  provided,  but  would  only  tell  the  House  that  the  total  expenditure  came  to  Rs.  6'4 
lakhs  under  this  head.  According  to  the  revised  estimate  for  the  year  1 1 25,  the  amount  pro¬ 
vided  for  other  charges  got  reduced  by  Rs.  1 5,000,  thereby  reducing  the  total  allotment  for  this 


VOTING  OF  DEMANDS  FOR  GRANTS 


Miscellaneous  Political  Expenditure  to  Rs.  5*1  lakhs.  For  the  current  year,  the  State  Guests 
Department  has  a  provision  of  Rs.  3*7  lakhs  which  means  a  reduction  of  Rs.  84  lakhs.  Then, 
according  to  the  revised  estimate  for  1 125,  for  this  particular  item,  we  have  a  reduced  amount 
of  Rs.  84  lakhs.  There  is  an  Increase  for  the  current  year,  of  an  amount  of  Rs.  20,000  for 
the  State  Guests  Department,  and  the  other  charges  also  have  increased  by  Re.  1  lakh.  While 
the  provision  for  the  previous  year,  1 949—50,  was  only  Rs.  1  and  odd  lakh,  I  want  to  Imow 
what  the  circumstances  are  which  necessitated  the  increase  in  this  item.  The  total  is  Rs.  7*1 2 
lakhs.  Therefore,  when  compared  to  the  year  1 124,  this  years  provision  is  far  greater  and  it 
requires  an  explanation.  When  compared  to  the  year  1949 — 50;  we  have  provided  for  a  greater 
amount  for  the  current  year.  What  justification  has  this  additional  amount  ?  That  is  the 
question.  Sir. 

I  would  like  to  know  why,  when  the  State  Guests  Department  and  the  Government  Houses 
are  properly  provided  for,  these  other  charges  are  required.  For  what  particular  expenses  are 
these  other  charges  provided  for?  That  is  what  I  want  to  know  directly  from  the  Minister  in 
charge  of  the  Department.  I  do  not  want  to  depend  upon  what  I  hear  to  advance  in  this  house 
an  argument.  Sir,  if  there  is  the  United  State  of  Travancore  and  Cochin,  that  ought  to  be 
reallsedby  the  Government  of  Travancore-Cochin.  In  the  case  of  every  department,  we  see  a 
fight  between  two  personalities.  Take,  for  instance,  the  Forest  Department  in  which  a 
fight  has  been  going  on  between  the  Conservators  of  Forests,  In  another  case,  one  wants  his 
head-quarters  in  Trivandrum,  his  office  in  Cochin,  etc.  Therefore,  there  seems  to  be  some 
dirty  fight  between  the  departmental  heads.  There  is  fight  for  offices  there  and  offices  here. 
In  this  Department  also,  I  understand  there  are  two  heads  of  departments  with  a  State  Guest 
Department’s  Branch  at  Ernakulam  or  Cochin  and  the  head-quarters  at  Trivandrum,  thereby 
incurring  unnecessary  expenditure.  When  we  spent  for  the  year  1124  only  Rs.  3  lakhs  under 
this  item,  the  Cochin  area  spent  Rs.  4  and  odd  lakhs.  Two  sections  are  working,  one  at  Cochin 
and  another  at  Trivandrum,  so  far  as  the  Guest  House  Department  is  concerned.  Is  it  not 
unnecessary— I  am  asking  the  question. 

Then,  Sir,  it  is  reported  in  the  newspapers  that  this  amount  has  been  provided  for  to  meet 
other  expenses  for  a  different  purpose.  Recently,  it  is  reported  in  the  papers — I  'do  not  know 
whether  it  has  been  contradicted — that  there  was  some  Aikya  Kerala  Conference  conducted 
somewhere,  and  with  some  ulterior  objective  on  the  part  of  the  promoters  of  the  Conference, 
the  Trichur  Municipality  incurred  some  expenditure  on  this  score  and  that  therefore,  a  sum  of 
Rs.  5,000  was  granted  to  that  Municipality  from  this  Fund.  I  am  subject  to  correction.  That 
is  what  I  read  in  the  newspapers.  If  there  is  any  Information  ■  Department  for  this  Govern¬ 
ment,  that  ought  to  have  been  contradicted.  It  has  not  been  contradicted. 

Then,  about  the  way  in  which  guests  are  recognized  and  treated  here.  It  is  done  rather 
very  badly.  When  I  sent  in  an  interpellation  for  a  list  of  the  guests  treated  in  this  State  for  a 
]Mrtica]ar  period,  I  did  not  get  an  answer,  but  at  the  same  time,  the  Chief  Minister  ^has  been 
kind  enough  to  tell  me  that  there  are  no  rules  and  orders  controlling  this  subject.  Obviously,  it 
is  left  to  the  whims  and  fancies  of  the  Head  of_Department  to  treat  somebod3^as  a  State  Guest 

I  also  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  a  fact  that  came  to  be  criticised  very  harshly  on  all 
hands.  I  mean  the  dancer  Mrinalini  Sarabhai  who  has  been  treated  as  a  State  Guest.  Of- 
.  course,  she  has  to  her  credit  the  accomplishment  of  dancing,  but  there  are  other  fellows  who 
are  nothing,  but  who  are  treated  as  state  guests  here. 

Sri.C.  V.Iyyu:  May  I  know  whether  the  Hon’ble  Member  is  aware  that  Mrinalini  is  the 
sister  of  Col.  Lakshmi? 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  PUlai;  I  do  not  generally  probe  into  these  matters.  I  do  not  enter 
into  the  private  relations  of  such  people  and  I  am  not  concerned  with  them(Laaghtet).  We 
were  very  harsh  against  such  persons  being  treated  as  state  guests.  In  fact,  every  train  that 
came  from  Madras  brought  10  cr  12  people  who  were  to  be  treated  as  state  guests  during 
Sir.  C.  P.  Ramaswami  Ayyar  s  time,  and  we  were  condemning  that  practice,  I  would  request 
the  Hon’ble  Ministers  to  refresh  their  memory  and  see  whether  they  are  not  now  following  the 
foot-steps  of  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswami  Ayyar.  All  sorts  of  fellows— I  don’t  want  to  mention  the 
names— but  according  to  me,  men  who  do  not  deserve  to  be^treated  as  sUte  guests— whom  even 
I  am  not  prepared  to  receive  as  guest  in  my  house  {Laughter) — such  fellows  have  been  received 
as  state  guests  and  this  amount  is  paid  for  that.  I  do  protest  against  such  methods. 
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“(c)  Other  cAar^es. — To  this  head  are  debited  the  expenses  in  connection  with  the  visits  of 
distinguished  personages  such  as  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General,  H.  H.  The  Maharaja  of 
Mysore  etc.,  expenditure  in  connection  with  H.  H.  The  Maharaja’s  Birthday  celebrations, 
expenditure  on  State  ceremonies  and  other  miscellaneous  items  of  expenditure  of  a  political 
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Sri.  A.  K.  George :  Sir,  I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion  moved  by 
ray  Hon’ble  friend  Mr.  Udayabhanu.  I  agree  with  him  that  in  order  to  afract  tourists  who 
visit  our  country  facilities  for  travelling  and  lodging  must  be  provided.  I  take  this  opportunity 
to  place  before  the  House  a  few  suggestions.  Sir,  1  feel  that  in  order  to  attract  the  tourists  to 
places  of  interest  in  our  State  luxury  coaches  must  be  run  not  only  to  Cape  Comorin  but  to 
places  like  Kovalam,  Padmanabhapuram  and  Vattakottai.  If  all  possible  proper  facilities  are 
given  many  tourists  not  only  from  different  parts  of  India  but  from  other  countries  outside 
India  will  be  attracted  to  our  State  to  see  and  enjoy  its  beauties.  It  is  rather  unfortunate  that 
many  of  the  places  of  interest  in  our  State  are  not  properly  kept.  No  one  who  visits  those 
places  would  get  any  means  to  know  the  history  behind  those  places.  For  instance  by  visiting 
the  Vattakottai,  a  place  of  very  great  historical  Importance  entrusted  to  a  superanuated  old  man 
to  serve  as  a  guide  you  can’t  get  at  any  information.  So,  I  would  suggest  that  informative  leaf¬ 
lets  are  printed  and  distributed  at  these  places.  I  agree  with  my  hon’ble  friend  Mr.  Udayabhanu 
in  another  point  also.  Sir,  for  the  sake  of  these  tourists  we  can  relax  the  rigour  of  prohibition 
for  a  while  and  I  got  a  step  further  and  say  that  from  places  like  Cape  Comorin  and 
Trivandrum  prohibition  must  be  entirely  lifted.  ,  In  this  connection  1  would  like  to  draw  the 
attention  of  Government  that  though  there  is  a  very  good  hotel  at  the  Cape  we  don't  get  electric  • 
light  and  good  water  for  drinking.  If  such  facilities  are  afforded,  the  sandy  beaches  of  the  Cape 
will,  I  am  sure,  attract  larger  number  of  people,  and  among  whom  you  can- find  a  philosopher, 
a  bachelor  or  a  spinister  etc.  We  hav .  a  beautiful  Cape  and  a  very  charming  Kovalam  which 
are  ideal  spots  for  spending  honeymoon  and  honeymooners  especially  Mr.  lyyu  who  is  having  a 
perpetual  honeymoon  will  be  attracted  in  large  numbers  to  those  places  provided  proper  facili¬ 
ties  are  given.  1  commend  these  suggestions  to  the  Government. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion  moved  by  my  hon'ble  friend  Mr. 

K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  He  seeks  to  omit  the  allotment  under  the  Head  Other  Charges.  Here, 
we  find  three  things.  For  development  of  tourist  traffic  one  lakh  is  provided,  for  Miscellaneous 
Rs.  1600,  and  for  Special  Political  Expenditure  Rs.  1,50,000  have  been  provided.  He  also  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  way  in  which  the  State  Guests  Department  is  being  maintained.  In  regard  to  that 
Sir,  1  may  say  that  there  Is  still  considerable  scope  for  reduction  of  expenditure  under  State 
Guests  Department.  Now,  It  has  been  the  practice  here  to  be  very  generous  in  regard  to  en¬ 
tertaining  people  coming  from  outside,  and  hew  far  we  can  afford  to  be  generous  in  spending 
cur  public  funds  is  a  matter  for  serious  consideration.  I  have  always  held  that  we  have  been 
spenifing  too  much.  If  any  officer  from  outside  comes  here  we  treat  him  as  a  State  guest,  a 
car.  is  placed  at  his  disposal,  and  if  he  is  addicted  to^  something  '  else  we  supply  that  something 
to  him.  As  Minister  I  had  occasion  to  go  to  Delhi  but '  I  was  never  treated  as  a  State  guest 
there.  I  was  given  accommodation,  but  I  had  to  pay.  That  was  the  kind  of  treatment  that  the 
Government  of  India  mete  out  to  our  officers  and  Ministers  who  happen  to  go  to  Delhi.  I  do 
not  know  whether  any  change  has  come  recently.  But  if  there  Is  any  special  reason  to  treat  our 
Ministers  as  State  guests,  that  is,  if  the  Government  of  India  wants  to  gain  something,  they  may 
be  treated  as  such.  Probably  when  these  Ministers  went  to  Delhi  they  might  have  showed  some 
concessions  evidently  they  wanted  integration  to  come  off  as  quickly  as  possible.  Asa  general 
rule  they  give  no  consideration.  We  must  also  try  to  make  a  change  in  our  procedure.  We 
must  make  the  Delhi  authorities  understand  that  our  Government  also  deserves  as  much  respect 
and  consideration  according  to  the  Constitution  as  any  other  Government  except  the  Central 
Government  Any  way,  I  am  not  spending  money  on  such  things.  We  will  be  over-doing 
things  if  large  numbers  of  non-official  -visitors  are  taken  as  State  guests.  There  is  considerable 
•cope  for  reduction  of  expenditure  on  this  head. 
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Then  Sir,  regarding  the  amount  allotted  for  the  development  of  tourists’  traffic,  I  do  not 
know  in  what  ways  this  development  is  to  take  place.  We  are  not  given  any  definite  idea.  I 
do  not  know  whether  Government  have  got  a  scheme  to  spend  this  one  lakh  of  rupees.  If  they 
have  got  any  such  scheme  let  the  House  know  it.  Then  it  Is  time  for  the  House  to  consider 
whether  this  one  lakh  of  rupees  is  to  be  granted.  Sir,  one  lakh  of  rupees  is  not  a  small  amount. 

Thirdly,  comes;  Sit,  Rs.  1,600  as  expenditure  for  miscellaneous  items.  That  does  not 
matter.  But  there  is  a  special  political  expenditure  for  which  H  lakhs  have  been  allotted.  In 
regard  to  that  1  have  very,  very,  serious  objection.  Formerly,  Diwans  used  to  spend  money  on 
all  manner  of  things. .  '^en  a  journalist  comes  from  Madras  and  if  the  Diwan  wmts  some 
articles  to  be  published  for  him  he  used  to  give  him  four  or  five  thousand  rupees.  That  goes 
under  this  Special  Political  Expenditure.  It  was  a  means  of  getting  a  kind  of  support  which 
legally  and  constitutionally  we  cannot  recognise.  It  was  for  such  purposes  that  this  amount  was 
spent  in  the  old  days.  I  too  know  a  little  of  administration.  If  you  want  to  do  a  thing,  do  it 
openly  in  the  way  all  modem  Governments  do.  So,  Sir,  there  is  practically  no  necessity  for  a 
provision  in  the  Budget  like  the  Special  Political  Expenditure. 

Sir,  I  am  positively  opposed  to  that  kind  of  expenditure.  That  item  of  expenditure  was 
non-votable  under  the  old  order  of  things.  Last  year  when  the  Budget  was  presented,  it  was 
an  item  of  non-votable  expenditure,  I  pointed  out  that  if  this  was  not  made  votable,  further 
issues  will  be  raised.  Then  when  I  was  at  Delhi,  Government  seemed  to  have  brought  forward 
a  motion  making  a  demand  for  it  and  got  the  sanction  of  this  House.  Thus  they  did  not  at 
first  agree  with  me,  later  on  it  was  made  votable.  We  do  not  know  how  1 ,50,000  rupees  is 
spent.  It  is  spent  by  the  Ministers,  particularly  the  Chief  Minister,  as  he  likes.  That  was  the 
practice  when  the  Dewan  made  use  of  this  amount.  There  may  be  a  chit  from  the  Dewan’s 
Office  to  pay  10,000  rupees  and  payment  would  be  made  accordingly.  There  may  be  a  receipt 
and  there  may  not  be  a  receipt.  I  expected  the  Chief  Minister  to  give  us  details  as  how  a  sum 
of  Rs.  1,41,000  was  spent  during  the  last  months.  What  is  the  land  of  political  secret 
•  expenditure  they  have  incurred.  I  may  be  a  bit  blunt  and  tell  the  House,  for  what  it  is  worth, 
that  in  these  circumstances  it  is  but  natural  that  people  believe  that  this  money  is  being  used 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  support  for  the  party  in  power.  -I  speak  subject  to  correction  and  if 
the  Chief  Minister  can  give  us  details  as  to  how  this  sum  was  spent  for  the  last  7i  months  that 
will  be  very  useful  information  to  refute  our  misapprehensions.  It  may  be  that  some  Congress¬ 
men  went  to  Delhi  and  money  is  found  out  of  this  for  his  expenditure.  Some  influential  man 
who  can  give  support  to  the  Party  and  somebody  who  would  speak  against  the  Party  has  to  be 
silenced  and  money  is  found  for  such  purpose  from  this.  Any  way  I  do  not  find  any  necessity 
for  a  provision  like  this  in  the  Budget.  If  it  is  for  countering  communisim  or  for  police  work, 
ample  funds  are  otherwise  available.  If  it  is  for  publicity,  funds  are  again  provided  under  that 
head.  Then  why  want  this  item,  particularly  when  we  are  dealing  public  money.  Let  things 
be  done  openly.  My  friend  read  the  items  comprising  under  the  head  ‘other  charges’  in  the 
Budget  Memorandum.  Th^t  relates  to  expenditure  on  account  of  festivals,  the  visit  of  some 
high  personages,  the  Birthday  Celebrations  and  other  State  Ceremonies.  Therefore  any 
provision  for  Special  Political  Expenditure  is  practically  unnecessary  in  this  Budget.  I  support 
Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai's  motion. 
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Demand  No.  XXVI— Industries 

Sri.  N.  Kunjuraman:  Sir,  1  move  for  a  grant  of  Rs.  44,08,600  under  Demand  XXVI — 
Industries. 

Sri.  A.  J.  John:  I  second  it. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Filial:  Sir,  I  move  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Ra.  19,300 
provided  under  the  Head  'Pay  of  Officers'  by  Rs.  3,600. 

The  object  of  the  motion  is  to  reduce  the  number  of  Directors  by  one.  Again  we  are  in 
the  very  same  difficulty.  Sir.  Now  we  find  the  Industries  Department  have  two  Directors,  one 
on  a  salary  of  Rs.  450-750  and  another  on  a  salary  of  Rs.  300-400.  Now  I  wanted  evidently 
to  reduce  the  salary  of  one  director.  I  thought  that  onePirector  is  over  the  other  Director  as  a 
superior,  and  the  second  Director  is  inferior.  The  Department  should  have  a  Director.  There¬ 
fore,  1  wanted  to  cut  away  the  salary  of  the  Inferior  Director — Rs.  300  per  mensem  for  12 
months  Rs.  3,600.  That  is  how  I  arrived  at  the  figure.  Sir.  And  I  am  at  a  loss  to  understand 
how  two  Directors  can  function  in  a  particular  Department.  The  very’ same  difficulty,  of  course, 
may  be  explained  in  so  many  ways.  But  no  amount  of  explanation  can  remove  that  doubt  as 
to  how  a  Department  can  be  ruled  by  two  Directors.  We  do  not  find  from  the  Budget  Speech 
or  from  anywhere  else,  that  there  Is  any  division  of  functions  between  these  Directors  and  a 
particular  man  has  been  put  In  charge  of  a  particular  portion  of  the  Industries  Department  and 
another  man  is  to  function  as  the  Head  of  the  Department.  Nothing  of  the  hind  is  made  known 
to  us.  We  are  In  the  dark  as  regards  the  functions  of  these  two  Directors.  I  cannot  escape 
saying  that  this  is  another  result  of  the  ‘stupid’  policy  of  Integration.  The  word  'stupid'  may 
be  objected  to.  But  I  may  ask  in  more  earnestness:  “Is  it  not  stupid"?  Under  the  integration, 
we  are,  it  Is  said,  bound  to  provide  for  the  pay  of  all  the  existing  officers.  Then  how  is  it 
possible  to  effect  any  retrenchment,  if  we  are  asked  to  do  such  things?  My  humble  submission 
is,  in  the  preparatiou  of  the  Budget  this  must  have  been  taken  note  of  by  the  authors  of  the 
Budget.  Instead  of  providing  two  Directors  for  a  particular  Department,  they  must  have  found 
some  other  job  for  the  incumbent.  If  they  can  find  no  other  job,  let  him  go  to  the  museum 
every  morning  and  count  all  the  roses  that  blossom  there.  We  can  understand  it.  There  must 
be  some  work  for  him.  Or  he  may  direct  the  cutting  of  the  bunches  with  the  scissors  of  4i 
millimetres  in  length  and  so  on.  They  have  provided  for  two  Directors.  We  do  not  know 
what  the  work  of  these  gentlemen  are.  I  have  never  found  such  anomalous  provisions  in  any 
budget  anjwhere  placed  before  a  Popular  Assembly.  Two  Directors  for  a  Department  without 
any  definition  of  functions,  without  any  division  of  work,  without  any  knowledge  as  to  what  are 
the  functions  of  the  Department.  That  is  the  reason  why  I  asked  them  to  consult  us  before 
they  put  all  these  things  so  that  we  can  point  out  these  mistakes.  Then  they  may  gpve  some 
sort  of  explanation.  They  know  it  Is  untenable.  But  they  have  got  the  strength  behind  them. 
Therefore,  any  kind  of  explanation  is  tolerated  by  the  responsible  House.  Therefore  that  pro¬ 
vision  is  made.  We  are  dealing  with  the  figures  of  the  Departments  and  offices.  When  a 
Director  is  to  be  in  charge  of  a  Department,  the  country  is  to  understand  that  he  has  cert^ 
functions  to  do  and  the  Department  has  to  be  administered  by  the  Officer.  Two  Directors  to 
adminster  a  particular  Department!  No  explanation  has  been  offeijed  either  by  the  Hon’ble 
Minister  for  Finance,  who  produced  this  very  nice  budget,  or  any  other  Member. 

Now  I  want  a  ruling  by  the  Chair,  whether  when  this  particular  motion  is  taken  I  may 
discuss  the  general  policy  of  the  department.  "The  only  object  of  the  present  motion  is  to 
reduce  the  amounts  for  one  director  from  the  amount  provided  for  two  directors.  Such  motions 
are  made  use  of  by  other  members  for  discussing  the  whole  policy  of  the  department.  Therefore 
1  want  a  ruling  whether  I  am  permitted  to  ffiscuss  the  policy  of  the  Department 
mlcpjdi.  6)cu,'oj.(, §1  (Bti!oticuS(r)"ltj!)fflg). 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Fillai :  Thanh  you,  Sir.  Then  1  Have  only  this  much  to  say 
about  the  particular  motion.  Therefore,  my  object  is  this.  One  of  the  two  Directors  may  go. 
Let  the  Hon’ble  Minister  come  forward  and  say  that  this  Director  is  to  be  utilised  somewhere 
else,  anyhow  away  from  this  department.  Thereby  we  can  save  money. 

Sri.  K.  I.  Velayudhan :  Sir,  1  move  “To  reduce  the  allottment  of  Rs.  1 9,300  for  Pay  of 
Officers  by  Re.  I  ’’. 

(To  discuss  the  urgent  necessity  of  nationalising  Sitaram  Spinning  and  Weaving  Mills) 
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It  has  b«n  already  pointed  out  that  there  should  he  marketing  facilities.  Recently  our 
Ambassador  in  Switzerland  pointed  out  the  scope  for  sales  in  Switzerland,  ^th  in  India  and 
outside,  there  should  be  proper  sajes  facilities  for  our  goods. 

I  would  also  point  out  that  Government  should  see  that  the  existing  resources  in  the 
country  are  tapped  to  the  full.  For  instance,  there  is  the  shark  liver  oil  industry  and  the  fish 
canning  industof.  Government  can  make  use  of  the  existing  resources  in  these  fields  and 
promote  these  industries. 

One  word  more  about  industrial  education  in  this  country.  There  should  be  a  planning 
for  evetjthing.  There  should  be  an  economic  planning.  In  that  economic  plarming,  due 
emphasis  must  be  given  to  industrial  education,  so  that  for  the  industries  we  want  to  build  up, 
su^ent  pwsonnej  might  be  available  after  training.  Therefore  Goveirnment  should  see  to  it 
that  in  the  industrial  regeneration  of  the  country,  according  to  a  five-year  or  ten-year  plan, 
all  the  existing  resources  in  this  country  are  utilised  for  the  prosperity  of  the  people 
and  the  State.

Monozite  Factory  suggested  where  it  should  be  established  and  how  it  should  be  conducted. 
Now,  when  they  were  in  Travancore  they  inspected  various  centres  where  monozite  was  found 
in  abundance.  So  far  as  my  information  goes,  I  learn  that  they  recommended  that  a  Factory 
should  be  established  at  Manavalakurichi  in  view  of  the  large  percentage  of  monozite  found 
there  compared  to  other  places.  ^  When  that  question  was  raised  on  the  floor  of  this  House  on  a 
previous  occasion,  the  Chief  Minister  said  that  the  Expert  Committee  wanted  the  factory  esta¬ 
blished  at  Bombay  and  it  was  due  to  the  great  pressure  put  on  this  Committee  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  that  they  finally  said  that  it  should  be  located  at  Alwaye.  To  me  it  appears  that  this 
Government  is  still  following  the  policy  of  discrimination  and  if  they  have  finally  chosen  Alwaye 
for  establishing  the  factory  they  have  not  the  well-being  of  the  country  as  a  whole  atleasL 
Sir,  this  factory  was  existing  in  Manavalakurichi  for  a  considerable  period.  One  of  the  reasons 
as  stated  by  the  Chief  Minister,  for  the  Expert  Committee  to  recommend  Alwaye  was  that  suiir 
able  labour  could  be  had  o.rly  at  Alwaye.  So  far  as  I  am  aware  for  the  mineral,  factory  at ' 
Chavara  labour  was  taken  from  Manavalakurichi,  because  labourers  there  alone  knew  the  job. 
Sir,  skilled  labour  is  not  the  heritage  or  the  monopoly  of  Alwaye.  That  labour  could  be  had 
from  any  part  of  Travancore.  If  that  is  the  reason  for  the  establishment  of  the  factory  at 
Alwaye,  I  cannot  but  state  that  an  entirely  wrong  advice  was  given  by  the  Directors  concerned 
to  the  Expert  Committee  which  visited  Travancore.  Sir,  this  unfriendly  attitude  on  the  part 
of  the  Government  in  not  opening  new  factories  in  the  South  or  continuing  the  old  is  quite  patent. 
Linguistic  considerations  seem  to  play  a  Urge  part  still.  Sir,  another  reason  why  Alwaye  is  not 
suitable  for  establishing  a  factory  of  this  type,  is  that  the  cost  of  transport  of  sands  from  the 
coastal  areas  will  be  heavy.  Suppose  we  think  of  establishing  a  coir  factory  at  Aramboly  or 
somewhere  far  away  from  places  where  we  could  get  coir  will  it  not  look  rather  foolish  ?  On 
the  whole,  it  appears  to  me  that  it  is  incumbent  upon  this  Government  to  reconsider  the  question 
and  place  all  the  materials  before  the  Government  of  India  in  respect  of  this  matter  and  see 
that  the  factory  is  established  at  Manavalakurichi,  where  alone  it  could  be  worked  with  aT

pr.ovisions  are  made  for  certain  works  so  far  as  the  department  of  Public  Works  Is  concerned. 
In  these  affairs  self  complacency  has  not  proved  effective.  We  have  been  very  disappointed  to  see 
that  the  execution  of  the  works  is  not  carried  out  as  provided  for.  Another  thing  is  about  the 

They  choose  their  own  way  of  budgeting — making  provisions  whenever  they  choose  and 
dropping  out  items  which  were  once  provided  for.  I  submit  that  there  is  neither  rhime  nor 
reason  about  the  way  they  do  things. 

Sir,  I  wish  to  point  out  one  or  two  examples.  In  the  Travancore  Budget  for  1 1 20,  certain 
work— item  No.  198— was  provided  for.  and  work  was  begun  in  1122  and  Rs.  5,000  spent  on 
it.  In  1 1 23  Rs.  5,000  was  budgeted  on  it.  In  1 1  24  it  came  down  to  Rs.  1 .500;  in  1 1 25  it 
disappeared  from  the  budget.  Similarly  in  the  Budget  for  1  122  a  sura  of  Rs.  3.000  was  pro¬ 
vided  for  and  the  work  was  begun.  For  1 123  a  sum  of  Rs.  7,000  was  provided;  in  1 124  the 
Budget  provision  came  dawn  to  Rs,  1,0C0;  and  in  1125  and  in  this  budget  it  disappears. 

Secondly,  Sir,  I  want  to  refer  to  a  work  sanctioned  in  1943  and  taken  up  in  1943.  That 
is  the  work  of  a  bridge.  The  work  of  driving  piles  was  almost  finished  and  what  remains  Is  the 
work  of  providing  decking  and  side  rails  etc.  It  has  beon  left  in  the  condition  for  the  last  5  years. 

Sr.  A.  K.  George:  Which  is  that  bridge. 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph  :  The  name  of  the  bridge  does  not  matter  much.  1  amreferring  to 
the  bridge. 

Then,  Sir,  there  are  miles  and  miles  of  roads  constructed  by  the  ryots  across  their  own 
lands  for  which  they  still  pay  tax ;  constructed  at  their  own  expense  and  then  handed  over  to 
Government  at  the  nominal  cost  of  1  chuckram  for  the  whole  land.  Such  roads  which  were 
constructed  thirty  years  or  25  years  ago  are  still  lying  not  cared  for  and  they  have  not  been 
taken  up  for  maintenance.  If  you  will  refer  to  this  year’s  budget— I  am  refering  to  Part  II,  305, 
306,309,315  and  317 — you  will  find  provisions  for  opening  of  new  roads.  I  would  like  to 
know  from  the  Department  or  the  Hon’ble  Minister  in  charge  of  the  Department  whether  they 
are  going  to  kelp  those  people  who  try  to  help  themselves  or  they  would  go  out  of  their  way  and 
do  not  care  to  help  them. 


Sir,  1  am  afraid  that  the  Departmental  officers  are  not  very  careful  about  spending  the  money 
that  IB  set  apart  for  the  Department.  They  are  anxious  about  spending  the  money;  but  not 
spending  on  the  various  works  for  which  they  are  assigned.  It  is  not  unusual,  or  ralher  it  is  a 
common  thing,  to  find  that  items  for  which  provision  has  been  made  in  the  Budget  arc  left 
without  giving  the  detailed  estimate  for  years  together  and  finally  dropped.  I  wish  that  Gov¬ 
ernment  will  look  into  these  things  carefully  and  see  that  all  works  that  are  once  taken  up  and 
put  in  Part  I  Budget  are  completed.

Therefore,  I  would  like 
the  Honble  Minister  to  look  Into  these  things,  and  see  that  where  works  were  provided  for  in 
Part  I  of  the  Budget  the  works  are  in  progress.  They  should  not,  on  any  account,  be  dropped 
for  next  year.  1  hey  should  not  give  disappointment  to  the  poor  people  who  construct  roads  at 
their  own  cost.

Sri.  E.  John  Philipose  :  As  far  as  Mallapalli  bridge  is  concerned,  there  are  two  factions 
fighting  for  the  specific  location  of  the  Bridge.  It  has  been  Invesliga'ed  and  year  before  last  it 
was  decided  by  the  technical  experts  concerned  and  by  the  Engineering  Department  that  it  shall 
be  located  at  a  particular  place.  That  work  is  being  attempted  to  be  frustrated  and  another 
location  is  being  suggested  But  as  far  as  the  Department  is  concerned'  the  Department  is  very 
definite  that  a  bridge  is  possible  and  the  place  they  have  chosen  is  the  best  suited.  It  was  a 
matter  decided  upon  tong  before  I  took  charge. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  May  I  know  the  respective  cost  of  the  two  bridges  ? 

Sri.  E.  John  Philipose :  I  cannot  be  too  sure  now.  I  shall  supply  the  Information  later 
if  the  Hon’ble  member  is  particular  in  having  the  information.

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  In  supporting  this  motion,  I  would  like  to  make  a  few 
observations.  I  think  there  must  be  some  definite  policy  to  be  pursued  by  the  Public  Works 
Department.  I  was  urying  with  regard  to  other  departments  to  see  whether  it  is  possible  tp 
curtail  expenditure  without  affecting  efficiency,  or  by  reducing  hands  among  officers,  but  that 
policy  failed.  Now,  I  w'ould  go  along  with  the  department,  and  support  all  the  provisions  made 
in  the  budget  for  high'-paid  officers.  What  you  find  at  page  261  of  the  budget  is:  one  Chief 
Engineer,  one  Deputy  Chief  Engineer,  one  Joint  Chief  Engineer,  and  so  on.  Let  all  these 
people  thrive  in  the  department!  But,  Sir,  I  would  invite  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the 
budget  estimate  for  the  year  1949-50.  that  is,  to  the  provision  of  Rs.  1  29  lakhs  and  odd. 
According  to  the  revised  estimate,  it  has  come  down  to  Rs.  109  lakhs  and  odd, 
thereby  saving  clearly  a  sum  of  Rs.  20  lakhs  and  odd  In  the  Public  Works  Department.  This 
aspect  of  the  question,  I  stressed  during  my  budget  discussion;  it  is  because  the  deficit  was  re^ 
duced  in  this  way  that  what  ought  to  have  been  a  greater  deficit  has  been  reduced  by  starving 
nation-building  activities  and  by  saving  from  provisions  made  in  the  Public  Works  Department-^ 
a  highly  objectionable  feature  of  the  department.  I  ask  the  question,  why  is  this  so?  That 
saving  has  been  ejected  in  spite  of  ihe  fact  that  you  have  a  long  array  of  officers  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  Any  amount  provided  for  this  department  should  not  be  allowed  to  lapse,  and  not  a  pie 
should  be  surrendered,  if  there  has  really  been  some  nation-building  activity  in  the  depart¬ 
ment.  But  that  is  not  the  case.  From  different  sides  of  the  House  we  have  heard  different 
lamentations  that  this  work  is  not  attended  to,  that  work  is  not  attended  to,  there  is  staff,  there 
is  provision,  but  that  nothing  is  attended  to,  and  so  on.  How  could  there  be  a  saving  and  a 
surrender?  That  policy  should  be  given  up  by  the  department.  ^  ' 

Secondly,  Sir,  I  want  to  tell  the  House  they  should  have  some  definite  notions  about  tltf 
working  of  the  Public  Works  Department.  Recently,  it  is  the  feature  of  the  present  administra¬ 
tion  to  appoint  committees  for  everything.  For  controlling  the  work  of  the  Public  Works 
Department,  there  is  a  taluk  committee,  and  a  division  committee  and  a  central  committee.  I 
have  no  quarrel  with  the  appointment  of  these  committees,  _  but,  Sir,  if  the  committees  do  not 
serve  any  useful  purpose,  why  should  they  be  allowed  to  exist?  They  can  be  dissolved  at  the 
earliest  moment,  if  the  department  wants  to  pursue  a  different  policy  as  has  been  pursued  so  far.  ' 
Now,  there  is  a  taluk  committee.  My  hon’ble  friend  Mr.  P.  Nanoo  is  not  here.  We  made 
certain  recommendations  to  be  given  effect  to  in  the  order  of  priority.  Either  that  recommen¬ 
dation  is  ignored  or  not  accepted  by  the  Central  Committee.  Therefore,  last  time,  when  that 
committee  met,  my  hon’ble  friend,  who  is  the  President  of  that  committee  threatened  to  resign 
from  the  committee.  I  said  to  him:  “You  are  the  President  of  the  taluk  committee,  though 
I  am  a  rebel  and  can  do  anything.  Please  wait  for  some  more  time  before^  you  resign.”  This 
is  so,  Sir,  because  he  feels  injured;  Having  been  put  in  a  responsible  position,  having  made  to 
do  a  lot  of  work,  when  we  submitted  a  list  in  the  order  of  priority,  that  is  ignored.  If  that  be 
the  purpose  for  which  these  committees  are  constituted,  I  request  the  Government  to  dissolve 
the  committees  and  go  on  without  them.  For  example,  I  would  invite  the  attention  of  the  de¬ 
partment  to  one  bridge  near  the  KiKmanur  junction.  Even  though  it  is  in  Chirayinkil  taluk, 
we  refer  to  It  not  because  it  is  in  our  constituency,  but  because  of  its  importance.  '  It  lies  on 
the  M.C.  road  from  Trivandrum  to  Kottayam.  It  is  in  a  very  dangerous  condition.  Every 
Chief  Engineer,  Minister  and  other  high  dignitaries  must  have  passed  at  least  a  hundred  -  times 
through  that  narrow  bridge  over  a  river,  which  is  always  in  a  very  dangerous  condition.  We 
made  recommendation  giving  priority  to  that  bridge,  because  it  is  not  a  Chirayinkil  bridge — 
our  constituency  bridge — but  is  a  most  important  bridge  of  the  Travancore-Cochin  State  lying 
on  the  main  central  road.  That  is  ignored. 

Then  there  is  another  point.  1  refer  again  to  a  bridge— I  am^  not  ventilating  local 
grievances,  but  am  trying  to  evolve  some  principle  so  as  to  avoid  the  existing  chaos  in  the  de¬ 
partment.  From  within  1 8th  mile  of  the  Trivandrum-Quilon  road,  there  is  a  road  branching 
off  from  it  to  Chirayinkil.  It  was  completed  1 2  years  ago.  There  is  a  bridge  to  be  constructed 
•  on  it.  We  gave  priority  to  it.  It  could  not  be  used,  because,  for  connecting  the  either  side  of 
the  road,  there  is  the  bridge  to  be  constructed.  Our  recommendation  has  been  ignored.  Now 
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Isay:  When  you  take  up  a  work,  you  please  complete  it.  Here,  a  long  road  o(  five  miles  hu 
teen  completed  12  long  years  ago,  but  it  remains  unusable  because  a  bridge  that  is 
necessary  on  the  _  road  is  not  built.  A  culvert  that  is  necessary  is  not  built.  (Bell). 
In  regard  to  irrigation  works  it  has  been  found  that  attempts  have  been  made  to  complete  halt 
a  dozen  tanks  but  the  sluices  are  left  neglected.  That  is  the  present  condition  of  tanks.  There¬ 
fore  99  per  Cent  of  the  amount  allotted  for  a  particular  work  is  spent  but  no  work  is  complete 
so  to  say.  In  effect  it  is  spent  in  a  useless  way  in  that  if  a  tank  Is  completed  without  a  sluice, 
what  Is  the  benefit  of  that.  In  the  case  of  big  works  one  can  understand  that  the  money  ear 
naarked  being  distributed  to  be  spent  for  several  years.  But  here  is  a  road  completed  without 
a  culvert,,  an  irrigation  tank  without  a  sluice.  What  is  the  good  of  such  works.  Therefore 
what  1  want  to  stress  is  the  principle  that  if  ever  a  work  is  started,  it  should  be  completed  in 
all  aspects  so  that  the  work  may  serve  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended.  If  that  is  the 
intention  of  the  department  and  committees  who  have  been  entrusted  with  such  works,  it  is 
good  day  for  us.  By  neglecting  such  works  the  purpose  of  the  provision  is  defeated  in  very 
many  instances.  That  should  never  happen  in  future.  These  are  some  of  the  basic  principles 
which  ought  to  be  kept  in  mind  by  the  Ministers  and  the  Departmental  Heads  concerned  in  the 
execution  of  works  in  the  P.W.D.  and  other  allied  departments.

Sri.  Eapen  Arakkal !  Sir,  a  sum  to  the  extent  of  3  crores  and  over  is  set  apart  to  be 
spent  for  this  Department.  This  is  one  which  is  expected  to  do  a  lot  for  the  good  of  the 
general  public  in  the  matter  of  communications  both  by  road  and  water.  I  may  say  that  in  the 
matter  of  communications  very  many  major  towns  in  the  State  are  well  served  in  comparison 
with  certain  others.  I  will  illustrate.  Looking  at  the  mileage  of  roads  improved,  Alleppej 
town  is  neglected  comparatively.  Comparing  the  length  of  roads  tarred  there  with  those  in 
other  parts,  the  mileage  for  Alleppey  is  less.  But  in  point  of  importance  and  size,  it  stani 
in  the  top  rank.  I  think  I  am  correct  when  I  refer  to  that  matter.  The  length  of  roads 
tarred  there  is  only  at  a  minimum.  The  other  day  1  pointed  this  fact  to  the  Minister  and  he 
was  good  enough  to  state  that  the  matter  will  be  looked  into.  But  nothing  has  happened  in  the 

Sahib  B^adur  T.  A.  Abdulla :  Was  that  specifically  mentioned  by  the  Hon'ble 
Minister  ? 

Sri.  Eapeu  Arakkal :  Just  a  month  ago  I  drew  the  pointed  attention  of  the  Miiuster 
to  this  particular  matter.  I  remember  it  was  during  the  party  meeting  held  at  Alleppey  some 
time  back.  In  the  nature  of  an  informal  conversation  the  matter  was  raised  and  I  suggested 
that  such  a  work  would  bring  great  relief  to  the  town  folk.  From  experience  I  find  that  all 
roads  in  and  around  Alleppey  are  producing  dust  nuisance  to  the  maximum  extent  and  I  am 
not  far  wrong  when  1  say  that  physicians  of  the  locality  have  stated  that  contagious  diseases  ia 
the  town  are  due  to-that  dust  nuisance.  Even  tuberculosis  is  rampant  in  that  part  of  the  town. 
In  the  circumstances  it  will  be  really  helpful  to  the  Inhabitants  that  the  tarring  of  the  roads  is 
taken  in  hand  to  some  more  mileage. 

If  only  the  Hon'ble  Minister  or  any  of  us  go  there  and  examine  the  actual  surrounifcgs, 
we  will  be  able  to  see  how  filthy,  how  nasty,  how  stinging  smell  is  there,  how  people  are  living 
in  the  most  Congested  areas.

Sri.  Eapen  Arakkal .  That  is  another  thing  of  course.  Well,  if  only  we  look  on  these 
matters,  we  will  be  able  to  see  the  primitive  state  of  living  men— men  living  just  like  animals. 
Such  is  the.  state  of  affairs.  There  are  no  arrangements  for  easing  oneself  and  all  that.  There¬ 
fore,  my  submission  to  Government  is  that  that  matter  has  also  to  be  borne  in  mind  by  Govern¬ 
ment,  especially  in  the  case  of  Alleppey.  Of  course  there  are  several  other  roads  also  which 
are  kept  in  a  very  unsanitary  condition.  Therefore  my  submission  is  that  Governmeiit  will 
please  take  into  consideration  the  importance  of  Alleppey  as  an  important  town  and  do  justice 
to  the  town  in  the  manner  in  which  the  importance  of  it  deserves. 

Another  matter  also  has  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  Government.  As  distinct  from  the  other 
roads  of  the  Travancore-Cochin  State,  the  roads  on  the  western  side  of  Vembanad  lake,  the  facilities 
in  this  aide  are  far  from  being  satisfactory,  as  distinct  from  the  communication  facilities  available 
on  the  other,  side  because  of  the  presence  of  hard  surface.  Here  it  is  loose  sand  and  naturally 
we  cannot  have  faclllties'for  travel  on  these  roads.  The  matter  is  entirely  different.  It  is  only 
a  question  of  making  a  road  by  some  spade-work.  But  the  coat  of  maintaining  a  road  is  far 
more  and  the  difficulties  Involved  are  higher  when  compared  with  the  difficulties  involved  by  the 
people  in  making  roads  in  places  east  of  the  Vembanad  lake. 

Therefore  I  may  hero  say  that  the  facilities  in  the  western  side,  Ambalapuzha  and  Shertallat 
have  to  be  seen  to  anyhow.  There  has  been  introduced  certain  mileage  of  roads.  I  am  not 
unware  of  that.  But  what  about  the  condition  of  the  roads  ?  Some  of  the  roads  are  lying  in 
a  state  wherein  we  cannot  have  motor  traffic  at  all.  What  is  the  use  of  laying  on  roads  of  so 
many  miles,  separated  by  canals  and  small  rivers  ?  Will  we  be  able  to  enter  into  that  road  ? 
Can  we  have  access  to  that  ?  TbIk  the  road  from  Shertallai  to  Quilon,  from  Shertallai  to 
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At  this  stage  (4-30  p.  m.)Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair, 

Sri.  N.  D.  Jose :  Sir,  there  is  a  question  to  be  discussed  at  4-30.

DISCUSSION  UNDER  RULE  26. 

Notice  given  by  Sri  N.  D.  Jose  to  raise  discussion  on  a  matter  of  public  importance 
which  arose"  out  of  the  answers  to  supplementaries  in  respect  of  starred  question  No.  (3)  on  the 
1 4th  March  1950  regarding  teachers'  strike. 

Sri.  N.  D.  Jose:  Sir,  I  am  thankful  to  you,  for  having  permitted  the  use  of  this  hour  for 
a  discussion  of  a  problem  of  very  great  importance.  Sir,  the  question  of  salary  to  teachers  has 
been  agitating  the  minds  of  very  many  public  men  both  inside  and  outside  the  State. 

Sri.  K.  P.  NUakanta  Filial:  May  1  know.  Sir,  so  that  we  may  follow  the  discussion 
with  advantage,  what  was  the  interpellation  and  what  was  the  answer. 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  Hon'ble  Member  might  have  been  absent  at  the  time  the  question 
was  asked  and  answered.  Hon’ble  Member,  Mr.  Jose  will  refer  to  that  also. 

Sri.  N.  D.  Jose:  Sir,  I  am  sorry.  1  thought  that  the  Hon’ble  members  were  aware  of 
the  question.  The  question  centred  round  a  token  strike  staged  by  teachers.  It  was  asked  on 
March  1 4th.  The  Hon’ble  Minister  who  answered  that  question  stated  that  the  teachers' 
demands  are  before  the  Government  and  has  pointed  out  that  Government  were  considering  the 
question.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  the  matter,  it  would  be  useful  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Government  and  this  House  the  state  of  affairs  prevailing  as  far  as  the  public  is  concerned. 
Therefore,  in  considering  the  question  of  salary  and  security  of  service  etc.,  of  Private  School 
Teachers,  I  felt  it  would  not  be  out  of  point  to  mention  the  salary  of  teachers  in  general.  At 
every  gathering  of  educationists,  this  question  has  been  discussed  and  no  satisfactory  answer  was 
available  from  Government  or  those  in  charge  of  Public  Instruction.  The  School  Teachers 
Association  demanded  that  they  should  have  equal  status  with  the  teachers  of  Government 
schools.  The  Association  formulated  these  demands  in  October  1 949  and  after  that  they  have 
waited  on  deputation  before  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  Education  more  than  four  times.  And, 
uptill  now  Government  have  been  unable  to  take  any  definite  decision  in  the  matter.  Therefore, 
the  Association  met  together  and  decided  to  organise  a  strike  on  February  8  and  accordingly  a 
strike  of  the  Private  School  Teachers  was  st^ed  successfully.  On  February  8,  there  was  a 
conference  with  the  Hon’ble  Education  Minister  and  certain  terms  were  agreed  to  tei^iatively 
but  later  on  it  seems,  that  they  were  net  satisfied  with  the  speed  with  which  the  promises  made 
at  that  conference  have  been  implemented.  Therefore,  I  would  plead  earnestly  to  Govern¬ 
ment,  as  this  is  a  matter  of  primary  importance,  to  settle  this  question  without  any  delay.  Sir, 
as  I  pointed  out  earlier,  the  demands  of  the  Teachers’  Association  are  very  moderate  and  just. 
They  have  only  asked  for  party  with  the  Departmental  school  teachers  in  the  matter  of  salary, 
allowances  and  other  rights  and  privileges  such  leave,  security  of  tenure  etc.  It  appears  that 
Government  has  also  agreed  as  to  the  age  of  retirement  i.e.,  60.  I  am  not  concerned  with  the 
question  whether  the  Government  would  pay  the  entire  pensionary  contribution  and  salary  or 
whether  the  Government  would  pursuade  the  management  to  pay  them.  All  that  I  want  to 
plead  to  the  Hon’ble  Members  of  this  House  and  the  Government  is  this:  The  demands  of 
the  School  Teachers’  Association  in  so  far  as  they  are  just  and  reasonable  would  be  meted 

Minister  for  Education,  Labour  and  CbJil  Supplies:  (Sri.  Panampilli  Govinda  Menon  ): 
Sir,  the  question  raised  by  the  Hon’ble  Member  was  with  respect  to  the  salary  of  teachers  in  private 
secondary  schools.  I  entirely  agree  with  the  Hon’ble  Memberand  I  entirely  agree  with  the  extract 
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read  from  an  editorial  of  a  leading  paper  that  the  teachers  must  he  paid  properly. 
But  having  agreed  on  that  question,  1  would  humbly  submit  before  the  House  that  there  are 
points  on  this  matter  which  the  Government  have  anxiously  to  consider  before  they  come  to  a 
final  decision.  The  employees  of  these  teachers  are  managers  of  the  schools  concerned. 
Government  at  present  have  no  direct  responsibility  in  the  matter  of  payment  to  these  teachers. 
If  it  were  simply  an  action  of  laying  down  scales  of  salary  for  private  school  teachers  it  would  be 
an  easy  matter.  It  is  absolutely  easy  for  Government  to  say  that  salary  of  teachers  in  private 
schools  shall  he  the  same  as  the  salary  of  teachers  in  the  Slrkar  schools,  there  is  no  difficulty 
about  that.  But  the  representatives  of  teachers  who  met  me  made  one  fuither  point  and  that 
Was  this:  The  Government  should  undertake  to  pay  to  the  private  secondary  school  teachers 
the  same  salaries  that  they  have  laid  down  for  the  departmental  secondary  school  teachers.  But 
before  Government  take  up  that  responsibility  they  have  to  consider  the  implications  of  that 
responsibility.  These  are  the  reasons  for  the  delay.  There  is  absolutely  no  controversy  in  the 
matter.  The  teachers  in  our  schools  must  be  properly  paid  and  I  can  assure  this  House  and 
the  Hon’ble  Member  who  raised  this  Debate  that  the  Government  are  anxiously  considering  this 
question  and  1  hope  the  House  will  agree  with  me  that  there  has  been  no  great  delay  in  "deciding 
this  question,  as  the  matter  has  been  raised  only  very  recently.  The  matter  was  not  long  before 
the  Government.  In  a  matter  of  such  far-reaching  consequence,  if  a  decision  could  not  be 
reached  by  Government  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks,  I  humbly  submit  before  this  House  that 
it  is  excusable.  Sit,  I  have  already  stated  all  these  things  in  answer  to  the  interpellation  made 
by  the  Hon’ble  Member.  I  have  nothing  further  to  add  except  thl',  that  the  matter  is 
engaging  the  sympathetic  attention  of  the  Government.

because  the  Rajpramukh,  when  he  promulgated  that  Ordinance,  in  variance  with  the  terms  o{ 
the  Bill,  has  in  effect  declared  what  is  the  real  opinion  of  the  people,  apart  from  the  opinion  of 
this  House,  when  they  passed  the  Bill.  The  Rajprmukh  thought  that  the  House  was  hasty, 
and  premature  in  including  within  the  scope  of  the  Bill  Ottis  and  Kanaras.  If  the  Ordinance! 
according  to  the  Rajpramukh,  represtnted  the  will  of  the  people,  it  follows  that  this  House  wai 
wrong  and  did  not  express  the  opinion  of  the  people  when  they  passed  the  Act. 

Now  that  Ordinance  of  the  Rajpramukh  comes  again  in  the  shape  of  a  Bill,  which  has  to  be 
passed  by  the  House  into  an  Act.  Again  the  question  arises  as  to  whose  rpinion  it  represents, 
who  wanted  this  Bill  ?  The  House  wanted  it  in  one  way.  The  Rajpramukh  wanted  it  in  a 
different  way. 

The  House  has  expressed  itself  definitely  in  a  particular  way.  Now.  the  Treasury  Benches 
would  say:  ‘‘All  right,  swallow  what  you  said.  i‘’‘ass  this  measure.”  This  is  all  to  protect  the 
interests  and  safeguard  the  rights  of  the  poor,  houseless  people !  That  is  there  in  the  air. 

I  am  asking  the  question,  Sir,  what  is  your  opinion  today  ?  If  this  is  your  opinion  today, 
then,  what  is  the  value  of  your  opinion  you  expressed  definitely  and  acted  upon  yesterday  ? 
We  must  be  more  careful  in  the  matter  of  legislation.  If  you  do  not  bestow  proper  attention 
to  legislative  measures,  the  country  would  get  into  grief.  So  have  eminent  men  said.  Probably 
all  these  things  are  not  of  much  value  so  far  as  this  Government  is  concerned.  Anyhow  matters 
that  ought  to  be  told,  must  be  told,  whatever  may  be  the  result,  Sir.  Now,  having  passed  over 
that  matter,  1  ask  the  question:  Whether  the  present  Bill  is  a  piece  pf  advice,  well-considered 
and  perfect  ?  Of  course  there  may  be  imperfections  in  every  Bill,  but  even  then,  have  you 
bestowed  any  attention  to  the  present  Bill?  Have  you  taken  into  conslderaticn  what  have 
happened  in  the  meanwhile,  after  integration  ?  This  Bill  is  intended  to  be  inappllcale  to  that 
portion  (Cochin)  of  the  union  called  Travancore-Cochin  territory,  becaue  the  Bill  says,  “it 
extends  to  the  whole  of  Travancorc.*’  Now  Sir,  the  first  objection  with  regard  to  that  is,  the 
promoters  of  the  Bill  forgot  the  fact  that  Travancore  as  such  has  disappeared  and  that  there  Is 
now  only  a  United  State  of  Travancore  and  Cochin.  Of  course  I  may  be  answered  that  the 
matter  may  be  made  all  right  in  the  Select  Committee.  That  is  the  way  in  which  they  would 
see  things.  But  the  present  motion  Is  that  the  Bill  need  not  go  to  the  Select  Committee  even. 
Even  then  Sir,  I  am  asking  the  question:  after  integration,  is  it  not  an  ill-advised  piece  of 
legislation  to  legislate  for  a  portion  of  the  State— the  union  territory.  I  may  be  answered  that 
there  is  a  law  there  similar  to  this  or  dissimilar  to  this,  but  anyway,  even- if  there  is  a  law, 
similar  or  dissimilar,  permitting  this  thing,  are  we  not  entitled  to  know  it  ?  Why  not  you 
legislate  a  law  in  this  matter  so  that  it  might  be  applicable  to  tho  whole  of  the  United  State  of 
Travancore  and  Cochin  ?  The  present  promoters  of  the  Bill  forgot  that  fact.  I  want  to  tell 
this  House,  there  is  one  more  idiotic  thing  (laughter)  which  is  appaient  on  the  face  of  the  Bill. 
(Interruption).  It  is  perfectly  parliamentary.  Why  should  I  offend  anybody  without  any 
necessity  ?  There  is  an  error  which  is  apparent  on  the  face  of  it. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  enclaves.  Anjengo,  Thangaserry  and  part  of  Panagudi  are  now 
part  of  the  Travancore-CochIn  State.  That  fact  is  there.  A  press  note  has  been  published  to 
that  effect.  We  know  the  effect  of  press  notes  in  the  matter  of  legislation.  Therefore,  will 
this  legislation  apply  to  those  parts  ?  Can  it  be  put  into  operation  so  far  as  Anjengo,  Thanga¬ 
serry  and  Panagudi  are  concerned  ?  What  should  be  the  law  then  ?  What  is  the  particular 
law  which  should  govern  the  relations  between  the  tenant  and  the  jenmi  in  Panagudi,  Anjengo 
and  Thang^erry  ?  Can  you  legislate  ?  Will  this  piece  of  leg’slation  apply  to  those  areas 
which  rre  now  part  of  the  Travancorc-Cochln  State  ?  There  is  nothing  stated  in  this  Bill  about 
them.  I  say  this  will  not  apply  to  them,  and  you  have  no  authority  to  do  that,  because 
by  a  press  note,  you  cannot  bring  in  part  of  the  territory  and  without  proper  legislation  you 
cannot  put  this  law  into  operation  so  far  as  the  former  enclaves  are  concerned.  That  Is  an 
error  which  I  wanted  to  point  out  on  the  face  of  this  Bill. 

Sir,  apart  from  all  these  things,  let  U'  come  to  more  substantial  portions  of  the  argument ; 
what  is  the  use  of  this  Bill.  A  legislation  is  intended  for  some  useful  purpose.  According 
to  the  promoters  of  the  Bill,  this  Bill  is  to  help  the  poor  people  who  deserve  help.  For  that 
object  we  enacted  a  measure  asking  courts  to  stay  delivery  of  possession  of  immovable  proper^ 
for  one  year.  On  the  expiry  of  that  period  an  ordinance  was  promulgated  extending  the 
period  for  a  further  period  by  six  months.  The  second  ordinance  extends  it  to  another  six 
weeks.  If  this  act  has  to  be  passed  before  the  expiry  of  this  six  weeks.  Otherwise,  the 
country  would  go  to  dogs !  I  am  asking  the  question,  Sir,  is  it  notan  indefinite  legislation  to 
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extend  this  agony  for  another  period  of  one  year  ?  The  people  must  be  made  to  know  what  is 
the  intention  of  the  Government  in  adopting  such  a  measure.  For  two  years,  they  were 
attempting  to  define  this  piece  of  legislation  that  affect  tenants  and  landlords.  There  is  now 
nothing  definite  to  place  before  the  House.  They  say  they  have  appointed  a  Land  Committee 
somewhere  at  Trichur.  They  have  given  directions  to  the  Committee  to  make  the  report. 
Then  they  will  consider  the  report  and  settle  this  question.  Therefore  they  seem  to  say,  "in 
ie  meanwhile,  you  pass  it,  and  extend  this  period  for  another  year."  What  is  the  necessity  for 
suchir  measure,  I  ask.  In  the  meanwhile,  you  are  creating  a  lot  of  trouble  to  peaceloving 
citizens.  If  you  want  to  file  suits  to  get  delivery  of  property,  you  are  asked  to  go  and  file  suits, 
spend  money,  because^  the  Government  want  money,  by  way  of  court-fee,  stamps,  etc.  But 
Ae  property  must  be  in  the  hands  of  the  man  who  has  possession.  You  are  allowed  to  file 
suits  and  get  the  decree,  and  put  it  iij  a  safe,  and  keep  quiet  till  the  legislation  comes.  How 
to  make  use  of  that  paper,  after  spending  money  for  it,  nohody  knows.  For  eviction,  disposses" 
sion  get  a  decree  !  Keep  it  in  your  house!  You  will  get  no  delivery!  Why  not  you  say. 
Sir,  you  need  not  file  any  suit,  because  even  the  period  during  which  this  Act  is  in  force  could 
be  exempted  from  limitation  by  some  provisions  in  the  Bill.  During  the  period  that  this  Act 
is  in  force,  that  period  will  be  given  credit,  so  that,  limitation  may  not  apply,  and  if  legislation 
for  a  particular  suit  for  eviction  ends  today,  why  not  that  period  be  made  available  to  the 
litigant  till  finally  this  matter  is  settled?  That  is  also  not  done. 

Then  Sir,  when  we  come  to  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  we  see  that  when  a  poor  man  comes 
into  possession  of  the  property,  he  should  not  be  evicted  from  the  property.  That  was  the 
original  basis  on  which  you  wanted  to  proceed.  Now,  you  have  lost  sight  of  that  object.  By  a 
process  of  elimination,  you  have  taken  otti,  kanam  and  other  rights,  and  you  have  confined 
them  to  leasehold;  you  have  even  taken  the  right  over  every  other  permanent  structure  and  by 
a  process  of  elimination,  you  have  forgotten  the  object  for  which  this  Bill  was  originally 
intended.  If  this  is  not  a  political  stunt — this  is  not  by  any  means  an  innocent  piece  of 
legislation — but  a  mischievous  piece  of  legislation.  The  landlord  will  sit  quiet.  The  tenant 
will  keep  quiet.  Even  though  he  may  be  an  industrious  man,  he  will  not  do  any  more  work, 
to  improve  the  property  because  things  are  left  uncertain.  Therefore,  the  landlord  will  not  pay 
any  interest  to  get  possession  of  the  property,  and  the  tenant  would  not  take  any  Interest  in 
improving  the  property,  either.  Thus,  in  a  state  of  stalemate,  yau  want  to  create  an  indefinite, 
indecisive,  useless,  purposeless  piece  of  legislation.  Is  that  what  is  intended?  That  is  the 
reason  why  I  say,  this  Bill  cannot  be  proceeded  with,  and  be  considered  clause  by  clause  now- 
If  you  see  the  Bill  in  an  impartial  way,  there  are  some  reason'in  justification  of  sending  this 
Bill  to  a  Select  Committee.  Then,  you  please  send  it  to  a  Select  Committee.  Let  us  see 
whether  we  can  extend  the  scope  of  this  Bill,  so  that  it  may  extend  to  the  Cochin  area,  Anjengo 
Thangasserry,  Panagudi  and  other  places.  What  is  the  reason  for  making  it  apply 
to  a  part  of  the  union  territory  and  to  exclude  another  part  ?  It  is  all  imperfect.  It  is 
unprincipled. 

Therefore,  my  point  is,  on  account  of  these  defects  and  these  reasons,  their  is  no  use  of 
burring  through  with  this  measure  here.  Once  we  attempted  to  do  it,  and  now  we  have  seen  the 
consequences.  Let  us  not  hasten  with  this  Bill  and  proceed  to  adopt  this  as  an  Act  to  day.  Let 
this  Bill  go  to  a  Select  Commitee,  Let  them  consider  whether  it  can  be  improved  as  much  as  pos¬ 
sible  at  the  Select  Committee  stage.  If  it  is  intended  as  a  piece  of  legislation  which  should  really 
benefit  the  poor  people,  let  us  make  an  honest  attempt  to  do  it  all  right  in  the  _  Select 
commiitee.  With  these  words,  I  move  the  amendment  to  the  motion  of  the  Chief  Minister. 

SrL  K.  Sivarama  Pillai :  I  second  the  motion  of  Mr.  fC  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  Originally 
this  Bill  was  sought  to  be  passed  in  a  hasty  manner  which  is  not,  in  anyway,  beneficial  to  the 
persons  whom  it  is  intended  to  benefit.  Now,  the  scope  has  become  very  limited.  Section  2 — 
the  interpretation  clause — says  that  only  to  the  leasehold  right  created  by  a  single  transaction, 
excluding  varam  and  pathivaram,  this  Act  applies.  Recently,  I  had  an  occasion  to  appear  in  a 
ca:e  where  for  the  leasehold  right,  marayam  was  also  paid.  As  per  a  ruling  of  the  former 
Travancore  High  Court,  if  for  the  security  of  the  payment  of  lease,  marayam  is  also  paid,  the 
transaction  assumes  the  nature  of  an  otii  and  so  this  Act  is  not  applicable.  So,  even  in  lease¬ 
holds,  if  for  the  due  payment  of  the  lease  marayam  is  taken,  that  is  also  taken  away  from  the 
scope  of  this  Bill.  Marayam  generally  is  demanded  of  persons  whom  we  cannot  rely  and  for 
persons  in  whom  we  have  no  absolute  confidence.  So,  it  is  from  the  poor  lessees  that  maraifm  is 
taken.  That  is  also  excluded  from  the  purview  of  this  Bill.  So,  it  now  comes  to  this  vizt 
only  to  those  lessees  who  are  really  rich  and  in  whose  harids  properties  remain  as  leases,  to  help 
diem,  this  Bill  is  applicable. 
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[Sri.  K.  Sivarama  Pillai.] 

Then  again,  in  giving  the  exemption  for  Srlpandaravakai  property  and  KandukrisKi 
property,  I  have  a  few  words  to  say.  Sripandaravakai  property  though  originally  it  was  the 
property  belonging  to  the  Sri  Padmanabhaswami  temple,  was  really  leased  to  the  people.  There 
is  absolutely  no  difference  between  the  Sripandaravakai  and  Pandaravakai  lands.  ITie  proper¬ 
ties  may  also  be  with  the  landlords.  ^  It  is  transferable.  It  is  heritable.  There  is  absolutely 
no  difference.  The  only  difference  is  we  have  to  pay  to  the  Government  a  basic  tax  so  far  as 
the  Pandaravakai  property  _  is  concerned.  So  far  as  Sripandaravakai  properly  is  concerned,  we 
have  to  pay  tax  to  the  Sri  Padmanabhaswami  temple.  Excepting  that,  there  is  absolutely  no 
difference.  But  these  properties  are  exempted  by  this  Bill.  There  is  no  necessity  for  that. 

.  So  then  the  property  so  settled  is  transfenable  and  heritable  from  the  owners.  There  is  no 
difference  in  that,  the  only  difference  being  that  basic  tax  has  to  be  paid  to  Government  so  far 
as  pandaravakai  lands  are  concerned  and  for  Sripandaravakai  also  tax  has  to  be  paid  to  them. 
This  bill  makes  a  provision  for  exempting  such  kind  of  properties.  As  regards  kandukrishi 
lands,  it  was  the  pr  operfy  of  the  Highness  and  leases  were  granted  by  him.  Such  lands  should 
not  come  under  the  mischief  of  the  Act.  Now  when  kandukrishi  is  handed  over  to  Government 
and  they  are  the  lessor,  the  Government  would  say  that  so  far  as  leases  granted  by  them  are 
concerned  this  bill  should  come  into  operation.  That  cannot  be  conceded.  If  the  Government 
is  to  act  as  lessor,  if  their  rights  should  not  be  affected,  private  owners  who  happen  to  be  lessors 
should  be  given  the  same  privileges.  Their  rights  should  not  be  taken  away  by  provisions  in 
the  bill  So  far  as  paddy  fields  are  concerned,  leases  are  granted  from  year  to  year.  The  only 
thing  that  prompts  the  lessees  is  by  cultivating  the  paddy  fields  properly  and  manuring  them  at 
proper  times  because  their  fear  being  that  if  that  is  not  properly  attended  to,  there  may  arise 
change  of  ownership.  Thus  the  lessees  will  continue  to  manure  lands  and  look  to  cultivation  of 
the  fields  efficiently,  and  thereby  take  the  yield.  If  there  is  any  default  in  the  payment  of  kistto 
Government  or  otherwise  committing  waste  on  the  property  by  not  properly  manuring  and  so 
forth,  then  there  should  he  provision  to  get  delivery  of  the  property  from  the  owners.  In  this 
position,  there  will  not  be  any  objection  to  file  a  suit.  What  is  the  meaning  of  fifing  a  suit  and 
obtaining  a  decree  when  the  property  could  not  be  taken  delivery  of  is  another  point  in 
question.  So  far  as  the  suit  is  concerned,  whether  it  will  be  barred  by  limitation  or  otherwise 
can  be  solved.  So  on  a  reading  of  the  provisions  it  Is  seen  that  this  Act  insists  that  a  person 
should  file  a  suit  for  other  remeies.  Only  after  a  decree  Is  obtained  the  question  of  possession 
of  property  can  be  seen  through.  Till  the  property  is  taken  delivery  of  we  have  to  remain  quiet 
because  delivery  could  not  be  ordered  by  the  ovmers.  I  happened  to  appear  recently  In  a  case 
of  this  kind.  It  was  seen  that  a  lessor  could  not  be  able  to  get  delivery  of  the  property.  For 
the  appointment  of  a  receiver  there  is  no  objection  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  ^  In  very 
many  cases  receivers  have  been  appointed  for  the  looking  after  of  properties.  Neither  the 
lessor  nor  the  lessee  will  be  in  a  position  to  enjoy  such  properties  when  such  is  the  case.  This 
Government  Is  aware  that  when  a  property  is  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver,  the  benefit  of  the  pro¬ 
perty  could  not  be  utilised  for  the  food  campaign  now  in  force.  These  are  the  defects  to  be 
remedied  in  the  bill  now  before  us.  Another  thing  I  want  to  mention  in  this  connection  is  this. 
This  bill  was  passed  in  a  hasty  manner  during  the  previous  time.  This  time  I  think  it  is  better 
that  the  provisions  be  gone  into  thoroughly  at  the  Select  Committee.  There  is  the  question  of 
varam  and  pathivaram  and  granting  of  exemptions  therefor.  If  one  category  of  peoplp  is  sought 
to.  be  exempted,  the  other  category  should  not  be  missed,  the  principle  being  that  properly  is 
not  transferred.  It  Is  deemed  to  be  with  the  lessor  and  the  lessee  is  given  permission  to  raise 
crops  on  those  paddy  fields.  That  is  why  pathivaram  Is  exempted.  So  far  as  paddy  fields  arc 
concerned  if  pathiyaram  is  exempted  as  per  lease  given  for  fixed  amount,  it  only  gives  permis¬ 
sion  to  raise  crop  on  such  properties.  There  is  no  difference  between  fixed  rent  and  pathivaram 
rent.  I  do  not  see  the  reason  why  exemption  should  be  given  for  one  set  of  lands  and  not. 
panted  for  another  set  of  lands.  If  the  bill  is  to  be  passed  as  it  is,  the  scope  of  it  is  veiy 
limited.  It  only  helps  big  lessees  who  are  really  rich.  The  properties  of  the  neighbouring 
owners  are  poor  in  contact  to  this.  Our  aim  is  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  poor  and  not 
the  rich  at  the  expense  of  the  poor.  These  are  the  points  to  be  considered  at  the  Select 
Committee. 

Sri.  C.  V.  lyyus  Sir,  I  want  to  oppose  this  motion. 

Mt.  S]^aker  s  We  are  only  concerned  with  the  amendment  that  the  Bill  be  referred  to  a 
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Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai;  Sir,  in  regard  to  a  matter  ot  this  kind,  even  if  the  Member  accepts 
the  motion  for  reference  to  the  Select  Committee,  that  does  not  mean  that  discussion  of  the 
Bill  at  this  stage  is  ended.  There  must  be  occasion  for  expressing  the  views  of  the  members 
before  this  House. 

Mk.  Speakers  Yes.  That  will  be  allowed.

Mr.  Speaker:  Now,  the  general  principles  of  the  Bill  may  be  discussed.  But  in  doing  so 
the  Hon’ble  Membem  wilUake  into  consideration  the  circumstance  that  there  has  already  been

Sri.  P.  _S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  Sir,  the  history  of  this  Bill  Is  very  revealing.  Sir,  an  Act 
came  Into  existence  enacted  by  the  representatives  of  the  people.  There  clause  3  contained 
certain  provisions.  Thai  was  substantially  for  different  from  the  one  in  the  present  Bill.  The 
right  of  otti  was  included  in  the  legislation  passed  by  the  legislative  House.  Then  by  an  ord¬ 
nance  an  ^ecutive  Adt,  that  was  changed.  Now  the  same  matter  comes  up  before  the  House. 
Whether  the  change  of  principle  adopted  by  the  executive  is  going  to  he  acceptable  to  this 
House  is  a  matter  for  consideration. 

Sir,  according  to  me,  after  the  26fh  January  1950  there  is  substantial  difference  in  the 
political  status  of  Indian  States.  Sir,  can  this  House  legislate  for  one  portion  of  the  territory? 
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[P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillm] 

Is  there  a  Travancore  today,  in  law?  Can  this  House  pass  Civil  Laws  to  be  enforced  in  a-parti- 
cular  pakuthl  in  distinction  to  the  other  parts  of  the  country.  _  Sir,  Article  1 4  prohibits  discri¬ 
mination  on  the  ground  of  territory.  Can  one  set  of  laws  be  Introduced  in  one  portion  of  the 
country?  After  all  today  Travancore|-Cochin  Is  an  integral  unit.  Here  our  Law  Department 
and  our  Ministry  has  come  forward  with  a  proposition  that  we  are  still  two  countries;  two  States 
as  if  it  were.  I  absolutely  refuse  to  accept  it  and  act  on  it.  We  are  today  one  integral  unit 
Can  we  now  make  Civil  Laws  of  a  particular  type  applicable  to  a  particular  portion  of  the 
country? 

Sri.  Panampilli  Goyinda  M««on  :  May  I  draw  the  attention  of  the  Hon’ble  Member 
to  the  following  provision  in  Article  245  of  the  Constitution.  It  reads  as  follows;  “Subiect  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  Parliament  may  make  laws  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the 
territory  of  India,  and  the  Legislature  of  a  State  may  make  laws  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of 
the  State”. 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Plllai :  I  know  that  article.  Even  if  1  accept  that  position,  Sir,  it 
will  not  help  us  to  enact  discriminating  laws  in  one  portion  of  the  State.  For  other  Civil  law 
and  Procedure  comes  as  a  concurrent  subject,  wherein  decree  is  defined  and  the  execution  of 
decree  is  a  process  under  it.  In  the  concurrent  List,  item  No.  1 3  “Civil  Procedure,  including 
all  matters  included  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  at  the  commencement  of  this  Constitution, 
limitation  and  arbitration”.  In  a  matter  like  this,  it  is  In  the  concurrent  jurisdiction,  can  we 
go  in  conflict  to  the  provisions  of  the  Indian  Civil  Procedure  Code.  Can  Cochin  Civil  Procedure 
Code  or  Travancore  Civil  Procedure  Code  be  substantially  different  to  that  after  January  26th? 
I  fully  realise  my  own  limitations  in  the  matter.  Sir,  I  am  not  an  expert  in  Constitutional  law 
or  in  any  law  as  my  friends  on  the  other  side.  But  whatever  that  may  be,  as  a  student  studying 
the  problem,  I  find  there  are  difficulties.  After  all  in  law  can  we  enforce  a  provision  of  law  on 
the  subjects  enumerated  in  the  Concurrent  List  that  is  against  the  law  of  the  Centre?  Will  it 
be  valid?  It  is  that  position  we  have  to  think  of,  Sir.  Then,  an  element  of  discrimination  is 
being  imposed  on  one  section  of  the  people;  a  law  imposed  on  one  section  of  the  people.  When 
a  law  contains  an  element  of  discrimination,  will  it  be  valid?  That  is  another  question  for 
consideration. 

Sir,  I  have  had  experience  of  the  Constitutional  wisdom  of  the  Treasury  Benches.  They 
passed  so  many  Acts  and  they  were  ultimately  found  to  be  wrong..  That  1  know.  There  was  an 
occasion  when  constitutional  expert  of  the  Ministry  propounded  theories  and  argued  with  favour 
and  at  the  last  moment  they  were  found  not  valid.  We  had  experience  in  this  House  of  this 
hasty,  ill-considered,  decision  on  vital  questions.  For  example,  I  may  be  allowed  to  illustrate 
it.  The  Ministry  took  up  the  responsibility  of  advising  the  Head  of  the  State  to  validate  a 
.particular  law  by  a  Gazette  Extraordinary— by  a  Proclamation.  That  Proclamation  had  no  vali¬ 
dity  in  law.  It  had  to  be  validated  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature.  That  was  what  they  did  from 
the  experience  of  the  wrong  untenable  position  very  often  taken  up  by  our  friend#  on  the 
.Treasury.  We  must  he  more  careful  in  these  matters.  I  think  these  are  all  matters  which  must 
be  seriously  considered.  It  may  be  alright  for  the  Government  to  enact  a  measure  with  their 
strength  in  the  Assembly  as  they  want.  But  later  on,  you  find  out  that  strength  is  of  no  use. 
:For  example,  Sir,  Article  3  of  the  previous  Bill  may  be  taken,  wherein  in  spite  of  the  opposi¬ 
tion  they  passed  it  but  they  came  out  with  an  Executive  Act  to  amend  it.  They  do  not  had 
the  criticism.  Their  votirig  strength  makes  them  perverse.  Now  they  come  with  the  same 
attitude  here  again,  for  having  this  law  enacted.  Therefore,  Sir,  there  are  very  serious  matters 
for  the  consideration  of  the  Select  Committee.  How  far  the  Select  Committee  will  be.  able  to 
do—  I  am  also  to  be  there— how  far  we  will  be  able  to  do  in  a  matter  like  this  in  so  short  a  time 
is  another  matter. 

Here  in  the  Objects  and  Reasons  it  is  stated  “The  Land  Committee  appointed  to  consider 

and  report  on  the  agrarian  problem . They  have  appointed  a  Committee  to  study  and 

report  on  the  agrarian  problem.  They  want  time.  Till  that  they  want  to  stay  the  execution 
proceedings  of  decrees  and  avoid  changing  of  land  from.the  tenant  to  thi  land-holder. 

•  If  that  be  so,  Sir,  they  will  have  to  provide  exceptions  to  Clause  3  which  takes  away  the 
•  whole  merit  of  it.  What  is  the  agrarian  problem  that  they  have  to  face.  Is  it  the  nationalisation 
.  of  lahd  or  is  it  the  question  of  private  property  being  recognised  as  a  consolidated  economic 
holding  in  the  possession  of  the  actual  cultivator.  Is  it  the  abolition  of  the  right  of  privats 
ownership  and  the  land  being  converted  into  a  national  asset  or  owned  by  co-operative  workers? 
Or,  is  it  the  creation  of  economic  holdings  alone  ?  Without  even  thinking  over  these  problems 
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er  formulating  any  (lefinite  ideas  they  come  in  to  obstruct  the  ordinary  operarion  of  the  laws  of 
the  State.  Is  it  in  the  interests  of  the  country  to  dispose  of  the  existing  civil  rights  in  such 
easy  manner.  They  have  not  thought  out  the  matter  and  come  to  any  conclusion.  It  seems 
that  those  who  are  responsible  for  this  Bill  have  only  a  very  hazy  notion  of  the  problem.  By 
tinkering  with  certain  ideas  they  can  never  expect  to  effect  any  real  agrarian  reform.  Simply 
to  implement  these  hazy  notions  if  you  resort  to  any  legislation  it  is  a  very  dangerous  step.  I 
should  therefore  implore  the  Members  of  the  Select  Committee  when  the  Bill  is  referred  to  them 
to  seriously  consider  all  the  problems  and  if  they  want  time,  they  can  come  to  the  House  ask 
for  it.  Simply  because  an  ordinance  has  been  enacted  under  the  executive  authority,  the 
^ecutive  Authority  has  gone  beyond  their  rights  and  they  bring  forward  a  measure  like  this  and 
ask  us  to  prss  it  before  the  ordinance  expires.  This  House  should  not  validate  it  by  passing 
of  this  legislation.  For  the  mistake  committed  by  the  Ministry,  the  substantial  rights  of  the 
people,  and  the  prestige  of  this  House  should  not  be  sacrificed.  This  House  should  consider  the 
matter  in  a  cool  atmosphere.  They  should  not  be  swayed  by  the  impasse  that  has  been  created 
by  lapse  of  time  on  account  of  the  mistake  committed  by  the  Executive.  That  is  no  ground  to 
bring  forward  a  measure  like  this.  We,  in  this  House  are  to  enact  legislature  measure  which 
should  administer  justice.  We  must  enact  laws  which  should  stand  the  test  of  reason  and  render 
justice  to  the  people.  Therefore,  Sir,  the  whole  thing  bristles  with  difficulties.  It  will  be 
in  the  interests  cf  the  country  if  this  measure  is  considered  in  a  cool  and  deliberate  manner. 
Tbe  prestige  of  somebody  should  not  stand  in  the  way  of  rendering  even  justice.  , 

Sii.  N.  V.  Chacko  :  Sir,  I  wish  to  speak  a  few  words  on  this  Bill.  There  are  properties 
particularly  in  North  Travancore,  which  are  being  enjoyed  by  tenants  under  jenmies.  They  are 
enjoyed  under  usufructuary  mortgages  with  peculiar  incidence  and  are  termed  Panayams,  Patta 
Panayam,  Kanam,  etc.  They  possess  a  good  many  of  the  characteristics  of  Kanam  since  there 
may  not  be  provision  for  renewal  fees  or  may  not  relate  to  Jenman  lands.  ^  They  are  irredeem¬ 
able  for  all  practical  purposes  though  not  technically.  They  have  been  enjoyed  for  long  periods 
for  even  more  than  50  years  though  referred  to  partition  deeds,  etc.  They  are  not  mortgages 
for  securities.  They  were  executed  by  rich  jenmies  for  small  considerations  in  favour  of  poor 
tenants  for  agricultural  purposes.  People  have  been  agitating  for  a  long  time  to  make  such  pro¬ 
perties  irredeemable.  They  possess  all  the  features  of  simple  lease  and  lease  with  premium  ; 
and  are  very  much  more  than  such  leases.  It  would  be  highly  unfair,  unjust  and  inequitable  if 
such  tenants  are  dispossessed  of  their  properties  in  execution  of  decrees.  Simple  lessees  cannot 
be  so  dispossessed.  I  would  therefore  request  the  Select  Committee  and  the  House  to  include 
such  tenancy  for  agricultural  purposes  also  within  the  protection  of  this  bill.  The  hon  ble 
member  Sri.  Thanu  Pillai  may  have  bad  I  believe,  some  such  idea  when  he  proposed  certain 
amendments. 

Sri.  V.  O.  Markos  :  Sir,  I  support  the  principle  of  this  Bill  in  its  entirety.  But,  Sir, 
certain  alterations  and  additions  have  necessarily  to  be  made  in  this  Bill  when  passed  into  law 
may  not  defeat  its  owm  purpose.  Sir,  to  cite  an  instance,  in  regard  to  the  properties  in  the 
possession  of  a  Administratoi'-General  or  a  Receiver,  the  wording  contained  in  the  relevant 
provision  of  the  Bill  will  militate  against  the  intention  of  the  bill  itself.  Sir,  I  may  explain 
further.  As  I  could  understand  it,  if  the  property  in  the  possession  of  the  Administrator- 
General  or  Receiver  on  behalf  a  lessor  was  one  that  had  been  leased  out  and  the  lessee  was 

for  go  the  enjoyment  of  the  property  as  the  Administrator-General  or  Receiver  is  only  tempor¬ 
arily  holding  possession  of  the  property  for  the  lessor  who  would  get  in  back  from  the  Receiver 
or  expiry  of  the  receivement.  The  Receiver  cannot  be  allowed  to  have  a  larger  right  than  the 
person  on  whose  behalf  he  is  temporarily  in  possession  of  the  property .  Therefore  if  the  people  on 
whose  behalf  such  properties  are  in  the  possession  of  the  Administrators-General  or  Receivers,  are 
also  constructively  excluded  from  the  purview  of  the  provision,  it  will  ultimately  militate  against 
the  intention  of  the  Act  itself.  In  the  process  of  litigation  for  eviction  it  may  happen  that  the 
property  may  fall  in  the  possession  of  the  Receiver.  Then  the  lessee  can  be  evicted.  Whereas, 
the  intention  of  the  Bill  is  that  the  rights  of  possession  must  be  protected.  Therefore,  that 
.particular  sub-section  need  a  Iteration.  The  rights  created  by  the  Administrator-General  or  the 
Receiver  will  have  to  be  considered  there. 

Then,  again,  in  the  definition  of  holding  there  are  other  rights  also  to  be  included.  All 
those  holdings  which  have  monied  transactions  as  basis  must  be  excluded.  There  are  certain 
kinds  of  ottles  which  are  not  of  the  nature  of  a  monied  transaction.  A  person  who  has  a  small 
amount  of  money  for  cultivation  may  invest  his  money  in  a  small  holding  of  5  or  10  cents  of 
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[Sri.  V.  Markoa.]

Sri.  V.  O.  Markos :  Strictly  legally,  it  is. 

Sri.  Mannar  Gopalan  Nair  :  What  is  the  method  of  distinguishing  the  two  transac- 


Sri.  V.  O.  Markos :  I  can  easily  suggest.  Any  property  held  on  otti  by  a  person  who 
resides  in  that  property  and  holds  no  other  property  of  his  own,  that  may  be  included. 

Then,  Sir,  in  Northern  Parts  there  is  what  is  called  Vachupakuthi  Dehannam.  The 
arrangement  is,  that  a  land  holder  gives  5  or  1 0  acres  of  land  to  another  man  for  cultivating  and 
improving  the  land.  After  the  stipulated  period  of  10  or  15  years,  half  of  the  land  so  improved 
and  cultivated  goes  to  the  man  who  has  actually  cultivated  and  made  the  improvements. 

So  also  in  the  definition  of  the  term  holding  "Vechupakuthi  Dehannam”  should  also  be 

Sri.  K.  F.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  In  reversing  the  case  suppose  a  man  has  parted  with  his 
only  plot  of  land  to  another  landless  man.  Then  who  should  get  justice  and  protection  ? 

Sri.  V.  O.  Markos :  Yes,  in  soine  cases  where  the  landowner  has  given  possession  of  the 
land  to  another  whether  as  debtor  or  Kanamdar,  he  may  have  no  other  land  at  all.  In  that 
case,  he  himself  requires  protection. 

Similarly  the  exclusion  of  lands  belonging  to  Devaswoms,  may  work  hardship  in  many 
cases.  There  are  a  number  of  such  leases  and  they  are  not  like  lands  held  by  Government, 
That  matter  requires  the  consideration  of  the  Select  Committee. 

Then  again  the  proviso  to  Clause  4,  which  empowers  the  Court  to  grant  relief  in  deserving 
cases,  has  to  he  gone  into  by  the  Select  Committee  for  safeguarding  the  objects  of  the 

Bill. 


I  therefore  suggest  that  these  matters  may  be  considered  by  the.Select  Committee. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  When  we  A'scuss  this  Bill  we  are  in  the  position  of  a  traveller, 
who  does  not  know  his  destination.  Very  Important  issues  are  involved  in  this  Bill.  After  all 
we  do  not  know  what  is  the  basis  on  which  the  whole  matter  has  to  be  dealt  with.  The  mover 
of  the  Bill  has  not  told  us  what  is  the  real  objective  behind  this  Bill.  When  the  Bill  came  to 
this  House  and  became  law,  it  was  only  lor  six  months.  The  Ministers  then  thought  that  they 
wonted  only  six  months  to  arrive  at  final  conclusions  as  to  what  should  be  done  in  regard  to 
leasehold  property.  Six  months  have  passed  by.  Nothing  was  done.  That  law  lapsed. 
After  the  lapsing  of  law,  a  very  unusual  procedure  was  adopted,  namely  the  provisions  of  the 
law  enacted  by  the  Legislature  were  subsequently  re-enacted  by  an  Ordinance.  That  oppor¬ 
tunity  cams  simply  because  of  the  Covenant  providing  for  the  integration  of  the  two  States. 
When  the  Ordinance  was  passed,  as  my  friend  here  stated,  the  provisions  of  the  Act  passed  by 
the  Legislature  were  ignored  and  new  provisions  were  included.  The  decision  of  the  Legislature 
was  thrown  to  the  winds  and  the  Ministers  took  into  their  heads  to  pass  an  Ordinance,  That 
Ordinance  was  only  for  six  months  and  therefore  the  Ministers  have  now  come  to  this  House 
again  and  say  that  they  want  a  provisional  law.  As  I  have  said  at  the  very  beginning,  more 
than  a  year  ago,  when  the.Bill  was  introduced,  not  only  do  they  want  this  to  become  provisional 
law  for  a  period  but  they  want  it  to  be  passed  at  a  moment's  notice  without  titne  for  adequate 
consideration.  As  matters  stand,  they  do  not  give  time  to  this  House  lor  consideration.  Were 
they  sleeping  all  this  time.  01-course  when  I  put  a  question,  some  answer  may  be  hurled  at 
me,  but  answers  should  be  reasonable.  Here  is  a  vital  measure  affecting  the  interests  of  the 
people.  They  are  not  in  a  position  to  tell  us  clearly  the  issues  involved,  why  they  want  this 
measure  for  a  year,  what  harm  has  been  suffered  for  want  of  this  Bill  and  what  further  harm 
has  to  be  avoided,  We  naturally  expected  the  mover  of  the  Bill  to  say  something  on  these 
matters.  He  has  absolutely  nothing  to  say.  'We  want  to  pass  it  into  law  during  this  session 
that  is  all  he  says.  He  is  silent  as  to  the  necessity  for  such  urgent  legislation  and  what  are  the 
kinds  of  lands  affected  by  it.  There  Is  absolutely  no  opinion  expressed  as  to  what  categories  of 
tenants  and  landowners  will  be  affected  by  this.  It  seems  that  the  Ministers  will  get  up  and 
say  something  within  their  reach,  without  any  attempt  to  study  the  question  and  clarify  the 
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issues.  Is  that  the  way  in  which  a  very  important  thing  has  to  be  dealt  with  ?  Is  this  Bill 
brouglit  forward  in  the  mterest  of  the  man  who  tills  the  soil.  Let  me  know  what  is  behind 
this  Bill.  Is  it  intended  to  prevent  the  accurnulatlon  of  lands  in  particular  hands?  Is  it  for 
the  purpose  of  belter  distribution  of  land  or  is  It  for  affording  better  facilities  for  the  cultivator  ? 
If  there  is  any  basis,  what  are  the  different  provisions  that  go  to  implement  it. 

Now  it  has  been  simply  stated  that  all  leasehold  should  not  be  recovered.  It  is  not 
known  what  kind  of  leaseholds  are  affected  by  it.  Supposing  a  very  poorman  had  leased  half  an 
acre  of  land,  which  is  all  his  property,  when  he  left  the  place  for  some  business  for  some  months- 
When  he  comes  back,  do  you  mean  to  say  that  he  connot  get  back  his  property.  What  is  the 
justification  for  it?  There  may  be  on  the  other  hand  a  person  who  owns  500  acres. 
He  may  be  a  leaseholder  and  may  have  in  his  possesssion  the  property  of  a  poor 
neighbour  having  only  3  acres  of  land.  Can  you  say  that  proceedings  for  recovery 
should  be  stayed  in  such  cases  ?  This  is  a  matter  that  has  to  be  considered  very  deeply 
in  all  its  aspects.^  What  are  the  kinds  of  lands  we  ought  to  legislate  for  ? 
Of-course  I  find  smiles  on  the  face  of  the  members  of  the  Treasury  Benches.  After 
prolonged  sleep,  one  is  inclined  to  smile,  but  smiles  are  no  answers  to  these  things.  I  would 
suggest  that  now  at  least  the  Select  Committee  should  see  that  provisions  are  made,  which 
would  give  relief  to  those  that  really  stand  in. need  of  relief,  namely  the  poor  landholders  of 
land.  They  must  be  enabled  to  recover  possession  of  their  lands.  Provision  also  should  be 
included  to  prevent  big  landholders  from  retaining  possession  of  lands  of  poor  cultivators.  Why 
not  we  provide  that  a  person  who  does  not  hold  3  acres  of  land,  Including  the  holding  he  seeks 
to  redeem,  may  be  entitled  to  redeem.  Persons  who  liave^  In  their  possession  more  than  five 
acres  of  land  should  not  be  allowed  to  retain  possession  against  the  will  of  the  owner.  All  these 
matters  have  to  be  considered  by  the  Select  Committee. 

Then  again,  I  do  not  ^see  why  Devaswcm  lands  and  Pandaravagai  and  Sree  Padam  and 
Kandukrishi  lands  should  be  exempted.  Formerly  this  Legislature  had  no  power  to  deal  with 
such  type  of  lands.  Now  if  we  legislate,  we  can  legislate  for  all  those  lands  as  well.  I  do 
not  know  what  is  the  policy  and  what  is  the  purpose  behind  such  exemption.  Are  we  going  to 
conserve  Government  land  as  Government  land  or  are  we  to  see  thg*  Government  lands  are  culti¬ 
vated  in  whatever  hands.  If  Government  land  is  in  the  possession  of  a  poor  tenant,  why  should 
it  be  allowed  to  be  recovered  ?  Why  not,  for  one  year.  Government  land  be  allowed  to  remain 
in  the  hands  of  the  tenant.  When  we  are  likely  to  make  a  final  decision  in  regard  to  land  why 
disturb  the  poor  landholder. 

Then  as  was  mentioned  here,  there  is  no  reason  why  property  administered  by  the  Admini  ■ 
stfatoi  'General  or  Official  Receiver,  should  not  be  treated  in  the  same  way  as  other  lands. 


If  the  idea  is  as  we  find  from  Clause  3  (g)  that  lands  leased  for  permanent  cultivation 
alone  should  be  affected  by  this,  why  beat  about  the  bush  with  all  cumbersome  expressions. 
Why  not  specifically  say  that  "  lands  leased  for  permanent  cultivation”  alone  should  be  affected. 
Why  not  lawyers  and  courts  understand  what  we  mean. 

Then  it  has  been  stated  that  it  extends  only  to  the  whole  Travancore.  Apart  from  the 
question  whether  it  is  not  advisable  to  have  a  uniform  law  for  the  entire  State,  the  expression 
”  Travancore"  is  misleading  hereafter.  We  have  got  other  parts,  such  as  Anjengo  and 
Thangassery,  which  were  formerly  not  part  of  the  State  of  Travancore. 

Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak  :  May  1  suggest  that  they  form  a  third  State. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Any  way  we  must  be  precise  and  definite  when  we  legislate. 

What  is  going  to  be  the  outcome  of  the  land  committee  remains  to  be  seen.  1  am  more  or 
less  sure  that  nothing  is  going  to  be  done  within  a  period  of-  one  year.  Why  should  we  then 
have  purposeless  provisions.  All  these  matters  have  to  be  gone  into  by  the  Select  Committee. 

Sri.  V.  O.  Markos :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether  any  exception  is  necessary 
in  regard  to  paddy  lands  of  fairly  large  areas,  which  are  leased  out  for  cultivation  from  year 
to  year.  It  may  happen  that  a  tenant  is  unable  to  cultivate  large  acres  leased  to  him  for  culti' 
vation.  If  that  is  not  taken  back  next  year,  that  will  affect  production  in  the  country. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  That  is  a  question  involving  law,  fact,  acreage,  etc.,  which  I 


Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai :  I  request  that  the  question  be  now  put. 
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The  question  that  the  Bill  be  rejerred  to  the  Select  Committee  consisting  oj  the  members  named 
above,  was  put  and  carried.

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  PiUai :  This  is  a  demand  for  3 1 5  lakhs  of  rupees,  of  which  I  find 
there  is  slightly  over  150  lakhs  ear-marked  for  capital  works.  So  for  the  P.  W.  D.  proper, 
there  is  only  something  like  1 65  lakhs.  I  shall  confine  my  attention  to  the  maintenance  and 
repairs  of  the  communications  branch.  The  criticisms  levelled  on  the  floor  of  this  House  from 
all  sections  go  to  show  that  the  condition  of  the  roads  in^  Travancore  is  disgraceful.  We  had  a 
reputation  for  having  the  best  roads  in  the  Madras  Presidency.  Somehow  or  other  during  the 
last  three  or  four  years,  the  roads  have  progressively  deteriorated  and  to-day  we  have  reached  a 
stage  when  we  have  to  re-make  our  roads,  because  maintenance  works  have  not  been  done 
properly  for  the  last  three  or  four  years.  If  we  examine  the  budget  provisions  in  the  light  of 
the  present  condition  of  the  roads  and  in  the  light  of  the  demands  from  the  public,  they  are 
disappointing.  Sir,  in  1 948-49  we  have  incurred  an  acmal  expenditure  of  43  lakhs.  We  find 
now  a  provision  of  49’97  lakhs,  which  means  an  additional  sum  of  6’97  lakhs  over  the  actuals. 
In  Travancore  we  have  nearly  5,000  miles  of  road.  I  may  say  here  that  the  latest  administration 
reports  are  not  available  to  us  and  hence  it  is  not  possible  to  correctly  gauge  the  working  of  the 
department.  Out  of  this  year’s  allotment,  a  sum  of  Rs.  1 5  lakhs  is  ear-marked  for  cemeiit 
surfacing.  That  means  for  the  maintenance  and  repairs  of  roads,  only  a  sum  of  Rs.  35  lakhs  is 
available,  which  is  nearly  8  lakhs  less  than  the  actuals  for  1948-49.  How  can  we  maintain  the 
existing  roads  adequately  with  this  sum,  when  even  in  1 948-49,  more  money  was  spent  with 
no  appreciable  result  for  such  a  purpose.  True,  there  is  a  provision  of  1 50  lakhs  for  capital 
works.  After  all  it  is  a  lump  sum  provision  in  the  bndget,  made  with  a  view  to  announce  to 
the  world  that  the  P.  W.  D.  works  come  to  nearly  3' 15  crores.  The  material  welfare  of  the 
country  and  Its  development  largely  depends  on  the  efficiency  of  the  communications.  To  make 
a  provision  for  this  year,  which  is  nearly  8  lakhs  less  than  the  actuals  for-l  948-49,  Is  really  not 
conducive  to  the  better  management  of  the  roads.  If  the  Treasury  Benches  care  for  the  welfare 
of  the  people,  they  would  have  allotted  more  money  to  maintain  the  roads  and  make  it  useful  to

Sri.  T.  Kochukrishna  Pillai :  Sir.  by  way  of  mentioning  a  redeeming  feature  which  has 
ped  the  notice  of  some  of  my  friends,  1  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  that  provision 
oeen  made  in  the  budget  for  the  construction  of  certain  bathing  ghats  in  the  southern  taluk 
t  probably  this  has  been  Included  in  pursuance  of  a  most  uncomplimentary  reference  of  the 
rict  Congress  President  about  the  Tamilians  that  the  Tamllians  have  begun  to  take  baths  in 
emulation  of  the  Malayalies.  Another  matter  which !  want  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House 
is  that  it  is  not  correct  to  say  that  pumps  supplied  to  the  southern  taluks  went  out  of  order  tor 
the  simple  reason  that  they  were  already  out  of  order.  Certain  pumps  could  not  be  worked  due 
to  the  non-availability  of  pipes  of  sufficient  length  for  the  purposes.  Sir,  regarding  the  water 
supply  scheme  for  which  a  sum  of  Rs.  63,000  or  so  is  provided  for  Muttam  1  will  put  in 
a  constmctive  suggestion.  The  Muttam  channel  is  allowed  to  drop  down  at  3  places  to  i 
height  of  over  30  feet.  If  the  bed  of  the  channel  is  raised  to  this  height  1  feel  sure  that  water 
can  be  led  on  to  Muttam.  There  are  about  600  acres  of  pcremboke  land  lying  waste.  This 
together  with  private  lands  will  come  to  1 .500  acres  and  these  can  be  put  under  the  plough  and 
further  waste  lands  belonging  to  the  neighburing  places  can  be  converted  into  wet  lands. 
Sir,  thus  the  production  of  paddy  can  be  increased  to  a  considerable  extent.  Sir,  South 
Travancore  is  the  place  for  paddy.  And  I  request  the  Government  to  make  necessary  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  supply  of  water  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Water  scarcity  is  very  keenly  felt  at  Muttam.  When  the  lorry  supplying  water  went  out  of 
order,  the  people  actually  starved  though  they  had  their  rationed  rice  with  them.  Sir,  in  making 
out  this  fact,  1  feel  that  the  Government  in  order  to  save  ration  rice,  may  not  supply  water.  This 
work  nnust  be  done  positively  this  year.  Further,  the  pme  supplies  water  only  for 

over  2,000  acres  can  easily  be  achieved.  And  at  the  same  time  the  other  purpose  simultaneously 
gets  solved.  In  making  this  suggestion.  I  entreat  the  Government  not  to  take  llladvantage  oi 
the  suggestion  and  drop  the  water  supply  scheme.  I  wish  to  make  mention  of  a  Marukal  diversion. 
There  is  an  unfailing  flow  of  a  copious  streem  of  water  running  as  waste  into  the  sea.  If  by  a 
diversion  scheme  it  is  made  available  for  agricultural  purposes,  it  will  he  highly  useful.  Then 
about  the  irrjprovement  of  water  supply  at  Rajakkamangalam  for  which  a  sum  of  Rs.  500  is  provided 
in  the  Budget.  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  that  this  work  need  not  be 
done.  If  a  cross  pipe  is  laid  good  water  can  be  made  available  for  the  people.  If  Rs.  500  is 
spent  for  improving  the  well  at  Rajakkamangalam,  it  Is  of  no  use.  The  water  is  not  fit  even  for 
gargling  purposes  for  it  is  so  brakish.  Then  a  word  about  Mambalathurai.  This  has  been 
recommended  by  the  then  Chief  Engineer  Mr.  Horsely  who  has  recommended  seven  minor 
reservoirs  including  Perinchani.  Sir.  a  river  takes  its  source  from  this  place.  Several 
breaches  that  take  place  6n  Valliyar  banks  could  be  avoided  by  this  scheme  and  E.  K.  Kal  can  be 
fed  regularly.  (Bell)

Sri.  K.  Sivarama  PUlai :  Sir,  this  is  one  of  our  major  items  of  expenditure  and 
budget  does  not  give  any  idea  as  to  the  activities  of  this  Department.  Knowing  as  I  do  I 
well,  the  Hon^le  Minister  for  Public  Works.  I  expect  is  to  give  a  short  review  of  the  activ 
of  the  Department  during  the  current  year  and  what  he  proposes  for  the  future  year, 
example  I  would  show.  The  budget  is  very  misleading  so  far  as  the  Muttom  water  su 
works  are  concerned.  Every  year,  a  sum  of  Rs.  40  thousand  or  Rs.  50  thousand  is  budge 
Revised  estimate  also  give  us  a  proportionate  amount  to  be  spent.  But  the  actuals  t 
different  story.  In  1121  Rs.  12  was  spent  and  in  1123  Rs.  19  was  spent,  and  for  1 124 
given  as  minus  5,000  rupees.  In  1124  we  see  that  nothing  has  been  spent  on  that  work. 

1 125  Rs.  50,000  is  likely  to  he  spent  under  the  revised  estimate.  Till  the  beginning  of 
budget  session  not  a  single  pie  has  been  spent  and  I  am  not  confident  that  the  Hon’ble  Mia 
would  spend  this  Rs.  40,000.  I  hope  at  least  when  they  move  a  demand,  the  Ho]

Sri.  K.  Sivarania  Pillai :  On  a  point  of  order.  Can  a  member  protest  against  the 
ruling  of  the  Chair  and  walk  away  like  this  ? 

Mr.  Deputy  Speaker :  It  can  be  considered  later. 

Sri.  E.  John  Philipose :  The  time  at  my  disposal  is  so  short  that  I  don’t  want  to  divert 
to  other  topics.  As  I  said,  listening  to  the  various  speeches,  it  has  brought  forth  the  immensity 
of  the  task  that  is  before  the  Public  Works  Department.  AU  that  I  can  say  daring  the  very 
short  time  at  my  disposal  is  that—it  will  not  be  naturally  possible  for  me  to  deal  with  all  the 
hems  that  have  been  mentioned  here,  particularly  in  respect  of  local  works  and  local  needs — 
Government  are  conscious  of  their  duty  in  the  matter  and  will  do  all  that  is  possible.  If,  as  my 
Hon*ble  friend,  Mr,  Thanu  Pillai  said,  all  the  items  of  work  that  have  been  recommended  at 
various  stages,  in  various  years  by  the  various  taluk  committees  are  clubbed  together  and  an 
estimate  prepared,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  amount  involved  will  he  so  huge  that  the 
best  way  in  which  the  Government  can  tackle  this  problem  is  first,  to  understand  the  real  finan¬ 
cial  implications  and  the  total  commitments  that,  may  be  involved  in  such  expansion  of  village 
communications  and  village  amenities,  in  various  fields  of  public  works  activities.  It  is  with  a 
view  to  getting  the  correct  data  for  these  things  that  the  Government  decided,  particularly  as  far 
as  village  communications  are  concerned,  and  as  the  Finance  Minister  has  announced  in  his 
budget  speech,  to  appoint  a  sub-divisional  officer  with  a  supervisor  in  each  of  the  divisions  to 
collect  together  the  various  data  in  respect  of  tlie  various  local  communications  and  local  needs 
and  to  submit  to  Government  an  estimate  of  works  particularly  of  roads  that  have  been  taken 
over  by  Government  but  not  improved,  of  roads  that  have  not  been  taken  over  but  have  been 
constructed  by  ryots  and  wait  to  be  taken  over  and  of  roads  that  need  to  be  constructed  at  the 
instance  of  the  ryots.  Once  this  is  done,  Government  will  be  able  to  realise  the  financial  implica¬ 
tions  of  such  undertakings  and  the  Government  propose  to  come  to  this  House  at  a  later  stage  with  a 
supplementary  demand  to  create,  as  the  Government  propose  to  call,  a  Village  Developinent  Fund, 
which  will  be  a  non-lapsable  fund,  to  be  utilised  exclusively  for  the  development  of  village  com¬ 
munications.  That  is  the  definite  idea  and  the  policy  of  Government.  _W:th  that  in  view 
the  preliminary  steps  were  suggested  in  the  budget  speech  of  the  Finance  Minister. 

Sahib  Bahadur  K.  A.  Muhammed :  Where  is  the  money  to  constitute  that  Fund  ? 

Sri.  E.  John  Philipose:  That  is  what  I  said.  Money  will  be  found,  and  that  is  for  the 
Finance  Minister  to  do.  We  will  somehow  or  other  raise  the  necessary  funds.  It  will  be  the 
endeavour  of  the  Government  to  find  the  funds  for  them.  But  the  ultimate  policy  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  is  to  see  that  as  far  as  possible,  local  needs  such  as  for  communications  are  met.  Now  that 
the  Panchayat  Act  has  been  passed,  when  the  Panchayats  have  been  formed,  it  may  take  some 
time,  each  Panchayat  may  claim  from  the  Village  Development  Fund  a  share  for  the  development 
and  for  the  maintenance  of  those  village  communications.  That  is  a  clear-cut  policy  which  I 
wish  to  reiterate  on  behalf  of  Government  at  this  stage. 

Dealing  generally  with  the  various  other  aspects,  I  might  straightaway  come  to  the  manner 
of  budgeting,  so  far  as  the  Public  Works  Department  is  concerned.  As  bas  been  pointed  out 
by  various  members  of  this  House,  it  is  a  fact  that  In  the  budget,  various  items  are  included 
which  really  do  not  have  provision  for  actual  execution.  It  Has  been  an  unfortunate  practice, 
particularly  of  the  Government  of  Travancore,  to  have  these  numerous  items  shown  in  the 
budget  so  that  each  locality  or  each  group  may  have  the  feeling  that  at  least  they  have  been  able 
to  put  one  item  in  the  budget,  even  if  it  does  not  fructify. 

I  regret  very  much  and  I  admit  that  that  has  been  continued  this  year  also.  But  I  should  say 
in  this  House  that  Government  have  resolved  and  the  Standing  Advisory  Committee  also  1^3 
made  their  decision,  that  hereafter  the  manner  of  budgeting  shall  be  changed,  so  that,  as  has 
been  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Sivarama  Pillai,  only  works  for  which  estimates  have  been  prepared 
are  included  in  the  budget.  There  may  be  very  urgent  cases  no  doubt  when  they  also  will  be 
included.  As  a  general  rule  it  will  be  the  practice  of  this  department  for  budgeting  that  only 
works  which  have  got  adequate  provision  will  find  place  in  the  budget.  This  has  been  the  case 
more  or  less  in  Cochin  Government.  They  have  been  following  a  policy  by  which  they  select 
certain  items  for  which  estimates  have  been  prepared.  This  is  a  departure  from  the  budgeting 
manner  adopted  in  Travancore.  Therefore  on  behalf  of  Government  I  wish  to  state  here,  from 
next  budget  onwards,  the  policy  will  be  so  adjusted  in  the  manner  I  have  now  stated.

members  of  this  House  would  appreciate  that  when  dealing  with  a  technical  department  like  the 
Engineering  department,  it  will  not  be  right  and  proper  for  non-technical  men  to  intrude  with 
their  amateurish  ideas  into  the  reorganisation  of  the  department.  But  it  is  a  fact  that  the  de¬ 
partment  stands  in  need  of  reorganisation,  stands  in  need  of  complete  nationalisation  and  the 
manner  in  which  if  is  worked  particularly  in  relation  to  the  method  of  accounting.  As  has  been 
mentioned  In  this  House  and  as  I  know  from  my  own  experience,  it  has  been  the  practice  of  diis 
department  to  some  how  or  other  to  keep  a  load  of  bills  pending  for  years  and  years  toge^er  so 
that  even  for  works  completed  payment  may  fall  due,  years  after  they  have  been  completed. 
That  kind  of  thing  has  got  to  he  stopped  and  it  has  to  be  put  in  a  systematic  manner.  With 
that  end 'In  view  Government  have  been  having  certain  consultations  with  experienced  engineers 
both  in  Travancore  and  Cochin  and  the  Government  propose  to  have  a  committee  of  experts  in 
the  course  of  next  week  consisting  of  a  retired  Chief  Engineer  and  3  retired  executive  Engineers 
of  this  State  to  go  into  this  question  and  report  to  Government  within  the  course  of  three 
months.  After  that  report  is  obtained  Government  hope  to  see  to  the  nationalisation  and  reor¬ 
ganisation  of  this  department. 

Coming  to  the  more  detailed  aspects  of  the  suggestions  put  forward  by  the  members,  the 
most  Important  I  consider  is  the  question  of  supply  of  drinking  water.  That  has  been  a  per- 
petual  need  and  perpetual  cry  for  a  long  time  past  from  places  where  that  is  denied  by  nature. 
I  am  sure  members  of  this  House  will  accept,  that  it  will  not  be  possible  for  Government  to 
achieve  this  within  a  short  time,  and  to  satisfy  all  people  in  various  localities.  But  Government 
have  decided  on  having  a  very  definite  policy  in  this  matter  and  they  are  studying  the  question 
in  respect  of  various  tracts  and  places.  Government  propose  to  have  a  5  or  6  year  plan  as  the 
case  may  be.  With  that  end  in  view  it  has  been  stated  in  the  budget  speech  itself  that  taking 
South  Travancore,  I  can  assure  the  members  that  Muttam  water  supply  whatever  may  be  its 
past  history  will  be  completed  in  the  year  1 950-5 1 .  and  the  villages  that  have  been  mentioned 
like  Erachakutam,  Putheri  and  Esanthimangalatn  will  get  water  from  Mukkadal  reservoir.  Again 
there  is  the  question  of  extension  of  pipe  line  right  up  to  Cape  Comorin.  1  hope  members  will 
realise  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  take  up  too  many  things  and  then  do  nothing.  So  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  decided  that  as  far  as  extension  of  pipe  line  up  to  the  Cape,  going  through  Su- 
chindram  and  feeding  the  villages  near  by.  Government  should  have  a  definite  scheme  by  which 
it  would  be  in  a  position  to. complete  that  work  during  a  short  period  of  years.  With  that  end 
in  view  the  Executive  Engineer  for  Water  Works  has  already  been  ordered  to  complete  the  Investl' 
gation  relating  to  that  scheme. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai:  May  I  remind  the  Minister  that  there  is  already  a 
scheme,  and  estimates  have  been  made  ready  long  long  ago  from  the  Cape  along  the  coastal 

Sri.  E.  John  Philipose  :  I  know  that.  _  That  is  why  I  am  saying  there  are  so  many 
estimates  and  when  they  are  actually  brought  into  execution  we  find  that  the  cost  outweighs  tlk 
estimated  expenditure  so  that  when  a  work  is  definitely  to  be  undertaken  it  is  best  to  have  a 
correct  estimate  of  expenditure  that  may  be  involved  in  it.  In  any  case  the  Water  Works  Exe¬ 
cutive  Engineer  has  been  directed  to  put  forward  a  scheme  in  the  light  of  the  investigations  that 
have  already  been  conducted ;  and  also  to  recommend  a  scheme  in  the  light  of  his  own  expe¬ 
rience.  As  far  as  coastal  areas  are  concerned  it  has  been  stated  by  the  Finance  Minister  that 
the  only  solution  is  to  have  tube  wells  in  the  areas  from  Chirayinkll  up  to  Alleppey.  Here  also 
Government  have  stated  and  they  stand  by  that  statement  and  hope  to  see  that  it  is  carried  out 
during  the  year  1 950-5 1  and  that  a  minimum  of  8  tube  wells  shall  he  constructed  in  these  areas, 
and  with  the  addition  probably  of  another  2  or  3  tube  wells  that  coastal  area  particularly  from 
Quilon  to  Alleppey  will  have  one  tube  well  for  every  3  miles  or  so.  I  am  not  omitting  Kutta- 
nad.  As  far  as  that  is  concerned  I  am  told  that  the  experiment  of  tube  wells  has  not  been 
much  of  a  success.  Nevertheless  that  is  the  only  way  by  which  we  can  guarantee  supply  of 
good  water  to  Kuttanad.  Therefore  it  has  been  decided  to  take  up  two  tube  wells  and  the 
scheme  completed  soon.

Sri.  E.  John  PhJlipose  :  Government  Eave  decided  that  there  shall  be  2  tube  w, 
Kuttanad  area,  and  the  place  having  been  decided  upon  the  department  will  go  ahead.  Ci 


to  the  northern  part,  it  has  been  stated  that  there  will  be  an  extension  of  the  present  pipe  line 
from  Mattancheri  as  far  as  Vypeen,  etc.  They  are  places  which  are  badly  in  need  of  good 
drinlcing  water  and  the  method  adopted  in  Soutii  Travancore  will  have  to  be  put  in  hand. 
Government  feel  that  this  is  a  big  scheme  to  be  taken  up  in  the  interest  of  those  people  and 
that  it  should  be  done  more  efficiently  by  means  of  extension  of  pipe  lines  from  Always  through 
Vadakkekara  to  places  like  Cherayil,  etc.  With  that  end  in  view  Government  hope  to  acquire 
the  pipe  system  that  was  installed  there  by  the  Defence  department  of  the  Government  of  India 
and  to  complete  the  Investigation  of  that  line,  and  if  possible  with  the  money  that  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  improvement  of  the  one  water  works  system  there. 

The  other  important  thing  I  want  to  say,  because  it  has  been  very  keenly  felt  all  over,  is 
the  condition  particularly  of  our  main  roads  not  to  speak  of  our  village  roads.  As  far  as  main 
roads  are  concerned  it  has  Keen  stated  that  our  roads  were  very  excellent  in  the  old  days,  that 
they  have  deteriorated  considerably  more.  But  the  honourable  member  will  also  realise,  that 
this  country  has  been  progressing  rapidly  in  motor  transport. '  Many  vehicles,  lorries  and  buses 
are  now  plying  in  large  numbers  on  these  roads,  and  we  have  practically  gone  beyond  the  stage 
of  mecadamised  road.  A  metalled  road  would  no  longer  suit  us.  Therefore,  Government  has, 
as  has  been  stated  already  decided  on  a  steadily  progressive  policy  of  tarring  wherever  possible, 
of  concreting  wherever  possible  and  colcreting  wherever  possible.  For  that  Government  have 
also  decided  that  it  will  draw  upon  the  Transport  Department  for  a  definite  contribution  for 
the  maintenance — for  the  tarring— of  the  roads  In  relation  to  the  routes  that  are  covered  by  them. 
That  is  a  thing  about  which  Government  have  mide  up  its  mind.  But  its  results  can  only 
come  through  a  steady  period  of  years,  anyhow  during  the  next  coming  years,  as  has  been  stated 
in  this  House  before,  during  the  year  1950-5)  in  the  various  parts  of  our  trunk  arterial  roads. 
Government  will  definitely  See  to  it  that  a  minimum  of  30  miles  at  least  is  tarred  and  a  minimum 
of  10  miles  concreted  or  colcreted.  This  is  all  that  I  need  say  on  this  demand.  I  hope  the 
Members  of  this  House  will  also  realise  that  considering  the  immensity  of  our  requirements,  it 
requires  time. 

I  am  Sorry;  I  Have  got  to  say  one  thing  more.  With  the  indulgence  of  the  Speaker  I  shall 
just  take  two  minutes  more  to  talk  about  the  Works  Committee,  the  Standing  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee.  Jt  is  a  fact  that  the  Works  Committees  have  taken  considerable  pains  to  travel  all  over 
the  Taluks,  find  out  the  various  local  needs,  assess  the  importance  and  recommend  to  Govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  also  a  fact  that  in  many  cases  their  labour  and  toil  have  been  in  vain.  And  it  is 
unnatural  that  there  should  be  a  sense  of  revulsion  towards  that  sort  of  thing.  It  is  mainly 
because,  in  the  very  nature  of  things  it  may  not  be  possible  for  Government  to  take  up  the  whole 
work.  But  the  complaint  is  that  even  works  for  which  priority  has  been  given  have  not  been 
taken  up.  This  is  also  a  matter  that  will  require  the  anxious  consideration  of  this  House.  I 
would  like  to  mention  that  Government  would  be  issuing  orders;  and  I  think  that  when  the 
new  survey  of  these  roads  are  being  made  by  the  Special  Officer  and  the  special  staff,  it  will  be 
possible  for  them  to  contact  the  members  of  the  Taluk  Committees,  so  that  they  may  have  an 
Idea  of  the  roads  that  exist  in  each  locality,  so  that  estimates  may  be  prepared;  and  in  preparing 
those  estimates  a  statement  may  also  be  made  with  regard  to  the  importance— the  relative  im¬ 
portance — and  the  relative  priority  which  such  works  may  have.  In  that  case,  when  the  Village. 
Development  Fund  is  available,  it  will  be  possible  for  Government,  to  see  that  funds  are 
allocated. 

Then  also,  Government  have  an  idea  of  asking  the  Advisory  Committee  to  undertake  In 
general  certain  supervision  of  the  works  that  are  to  be  taken  and  completed  in  a  year.  The  list 
vdll  be  conveyed  to  the  respective  Sub-Division  Officers  so  that  the  members  may  be  called  to 
the  Works  Committee  and  may  keep  in  touch  with  the  progress  of  the  work  as  far  as  each  work 
is  concerned.  But  it  will  not  be  possible—I  must  most  regretfully  make  it  clear  that  it  may  not 
be  possible — for  Government  to  take  up  new  works  which  the  members  may  be  anxious  to  see 
executed.  But  it  might  be  possible  to  give  priority  to  such  works  when  the  actual  Village  De¬ 
velopment  Fund  is  put  in  operation  and  used. 

Now,  Sir,  I  move  that  the  cut  motions  be  rejected  and  the  grant  allowed.

Sri.  E.  John  Philipose :  I  would  definitely  tell  the  hon’ble  member  that  if  there  is  any 
instance  of  corruption  that  has  come  before  him  and  if  he  puts  it  before  me,  immediate  action 
will  be  taken.  But  I  must  say  that  there  is  an  all-round  measure  for  preventing  corruption.  It 
is  not  possible  tor  Government  to  take  action  against  anybody,  unless  some  kind  of  evidence  is 
given  and  some  members  of  this  House  or  some  members  of  the  public  make  specific  complaints 
alleging  specific  acts.  Otherwise  it  is  only  a  case  of  generalisation.

Detnand  No.  XIV — Education 

Sri.  Panampilli  Govinda  Menon :  Sir,  I  move  that  an  amount  of  Rs.  3,0 1,81 ,600  be 
granted  for  Education. 

Sri.  A.  J.  John:  1  second  it. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  I  would  like  to  know  whether  the  cut  motions  given  notice  of  by 
me  were  not  received  in  the  office  or  were  received  late.  They  have  not  been  Included  in 
the  list. 

At  this  stage  Mr.  Speaker  resumed  the  Chair. 

Sri.  C.  V  lyyu  :  Sir,  May  I  move  my  cut  motion  ? 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  I  wanted  to  know,  Sir,  whether  the  cut  motions  I  gave  notice  of 
were  not  received  or  received  late.  Why  they  are  not  entered  in  the  list  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  :  All  the  cut  motions  received  in  time  were  admitted.  I  may  inform  the 
Hon’ble  Member  that  the  cut  motions  sent  by  the  Member  were  received  here  at  4-45  p.m. 
on  2 1  St  March  1950.  As  such  they  have  not  been  admitted. 

Sri.  N.  Daniel  Jose  :  Mr.  Speaker,  Sir,  in  moving  this  cut  motion  to  reduce  the  allotment 
of  Rs.  21,00,000  for  Grant  to  the  Travancore  University  by  Re.  1  I  would  like  to  place  a  few 
observations  before  the  Hon’ble  Minister  and  this  House  for  consideration.  As  a  general 
observation,  I  would  wy  that  University  Education  has  to  be  reorganised  in  this  State.  The 
reorganisation  of  University  education  should,  Sir,  1  would  think,  begin  from  the  secondary 
stage  itself.  I  would  plead  for  the  reorganisation  of  secondary  education  on  the  basis  that 
secondary  education  would  mainly  be  occupational.  After  the  primary  stage  of  education,  I 
would  plead  that  those  who  have  qualifiied  for  intellectual  work  should  be  allowed  to  go  for 
higher  education  and  those  who  have  more  qualified  for  technical  education  may  be  permitted 
to  pursue  their  studies  in  that  line. 

_  Sir,  having  said  this.  I  would  point  out  the  necessity  of  more  technical  colleges  in  the 
University  stage  also.  For  instance,  I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the 
building  up  of  or  to  the  starting  of  an  agricultural  college  in  this  State.  Sir,  it  is  stated  that 
the  Government  has  decided  to  have  a  first  grade  women’s  college  here.  There  al;o,  Sir,  I 
would  bring  one  point  to  the  notice  of  Government.  That  is  regarding  co-education.  Sir,  1 
feel  that  co-educatjon  would  be  a  salutary  principle  to  be  followed  in  the  University  st^e.  I 
would  plead  that  no  education  which  was  begun  in  the  primary  stage  would  be  given  up  in  the 
secondary  stage  and  recontinued  during  the  college  stage.  This  is  what  the  Radhakrishnan 
Coirtmlttee  has  to  say  on  this  issue.  "The  modern  trend  is  for  equality  of  opportunity  for 
women  in  all  spheres  and  it  cannot  be  arrested.  There  should  be  no  distinction  of  any  kind 
of  women  from  men  after  the  matriculation  stage".  Again,  so  far  as  I  believe  co-education 
instilutlqns  should  be  encouraged  at  the  degree  level.  Sir,  it  is  all  I  have  got  to  mention  about 
education,  as  far  as  women  are  concerned.  Sir,  I  point  out  that  there  should  be  more  techni¬ 
cal  colleges. 

Sir,  as  far  as  education  is  concerned,  the  lecturers  and  teachers  of  this  State  are  given  very 
low  salaries.  Sir,  I  would  plead  that  they  ahould  be  given  higher  scales  of  pay.  But,  of 
course  the  question  will  be  railed;  “wh«e  shall  we  find  money?"  It  may  be  suggested  that 
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there  are  better  ways  of  providing  money  for  better  education.  Sir,  I  would  suggest  educational 
cess  should  be  levied  on  a  moderate  scale. 

Sir,  there  is  another  point  also  which  I  would  like  to  mention,  as  far  as  University  educa¬ 
tion  is  concerned.  There  was  an  application  put  forward  by  certain  society  for  the  opening  of 
a  Law  College  in  Trivandrum.  1  do  not  see  any  reason  why  a  Law  College  should  not  he 
nnened  in  Trivandrum.  Perhaps  it  may  so  happen  that  the  Law  College  at  Ernahulam  may 
not  function  as  well  as  it  is  doing  now,  if  a  Law  College  is  opened  at  T  rivandrum.  Whatever 
it  is.  Sir,  there  should  be  no  hesitation  in  granting  permission  to  open  a  Law  College  at 
Trivandrum. 

Sir,  there  are  a  few  other  points  I  would  like  to  place  before  the  Hon’ble  Minister  for  his 
consideration.  That  is  concerning  the  employees  of  the  University,  I  am  of  the  view  that  the 
University  should  be  as  ^  autonomous  a  body  as  possible.  Sometime  back  a  G.  0.  was 
issued.  Sir,  in  the  University  there  is  a  ratio  between  non-gradu5tes  and  graduates 
in  appointment.  The  ratio  is  3:  1.  _  Later  on  by  a  G,  0.  it  was  to  be  1;  1  between 
graduates  and  non-graduates.  Sometime  back  a  G.  0.  was  sent  by  Government  stating  that 
from  1st  Edavam  1120  there  should  be  a  revision  of  posts.  Sir,  I  want  to  point  out  that  this 
has  been  a  subject  of  arbitrarily  fixing  the  scale  of  pay.  I  would  press  the  Government  to 
look  into  the  matter  and  see  that  justice  is  done.  Sir,  these  are _  some  of  the  things  which  I 
wanted  to  place  before  Government  as  far  as  University  education  is  concerned. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Sir,  I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  way  in  which  the 
University  is  functioning  and  also  the  way  in  which  the  University  is  being  interfered  with  by  the 
Government.  Sir,  it  is  a  very  well  known  principle  that  a  body  like  a  University  should  be,  so 
far  as  its  academic  functions  are  concerned,  an  autonomous  body.  In  the  existing  circumstances 
in  India,  Universities  are  no  doubt  largely  financed  by  Governments,  And,  unless  Govern¬ 
ments  given  financial  support,  no  University  practically  will  be  able  to  run  under  the  existing 
conditions  in  India.  But  that  does  not  mean  that  the  amount  of  autonomy  that  a  University 
should  enjoy  should  be  interfered  with  on  the  ground  that  the  Government  or  the  Legislature 
may  have  power  to  deal  with  the  University  with  funds.  Sir,  this  Government  has  been  very 
guilty  in  regard  to  this  matter:  That  is  why  I  wish  to  refer  to  it. 

Sir,  the  Radhakrishnan  Committee  report  clearly  states  that  the  Universities  should  have 
freedom  of  action,  and  there  should  be  practically  no  interference  either  from  the  local  Govern¬ 
ments,  or  from  the  Central  Government,  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  the  Central 
Government  has  a  good  deal  of  power  in  respect  of  standards  to  be  set  in  regard  to  University 

Subject  to  that  only,  can  a  State  deal  with  its  educational  problems.  There,  again,  it  is 
said  that  a  University  while  being  fully  supported  financially  by  Government  should  also  be  left 
to  function  with  as  little  interference  as  possible.  The  Radhakrishnan  Committee  has  recom¬ 
mend  that  there  should  be  a  Degree  Course  for  three  years  preceded  by  an  year  of  preliminary 
study  to  prepare  students  for  the  University.  If  we  look  into  this  suggestion  it  will  be  seen  that 
12  years  study  in  a  school  should  precede  the  three  years  Decgree  Course  in  a  University.  That 
is  what  the  Radhakrishnan  Committee  has  recommended  and  that  was  exactly  what  obtained  in 
Travancore  till  two  years  ago.  But  this  Government  without  any  justification,  all  on  a  sudden 
interfered  with  that  arrangement  and  gave  up  that  system.  It  was  absolutely  unjustifiable  for 
the  Government  to  interfere  with  the  affairs  of  the  University  which  were  purely  of  an  academic 
nature.  It  is  the  function  of  the  Senate  to  prescribe  courses  of  study  and  fiix  the  period  which 
a  student  will  have  to  spend  for  study  in  the  University.  And,  this  Government  interfered  with 
that  function  of  the  University  in  an  arbitrary  manner  and  the  UnlversitV  was  not  strong  enough 
to  resist.  The  then  Vice  Chanceller  with  whom  I  had  an  occasion  to  talk  on  the  subject  was 
definitely  of  the  view  that  the  system  then  obtaining  should  continue.  But  when  the  new 
Ministry  was  formed  the  first  thing  they  did  was  to  to  change  the  system. 

Then,  again,  Sir,  regarding  shifting  of  the  Law  College  to  Ernakulam,  I  wish  to  say  a  few 
words.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Senate  of  the  University,  complaints  were  raised  by  members 
against  the  change  effected  in  the  Degree  Course  and  about  the  shifting  of  the  Law  College  to 
Ernakulam,  about  which  the  Senate  was  never  consulted.  Even  though  the  Government  have 
the  power  to  give  or  not  to  give  financial  aid  to  the  University,  this  is  not  the  way  in  which  the 
University  should  be  dealt  with.  Sir,  I  want  to  make  one  thing  plain.  Politics  should  not  have 
anything  to  do  with  education.  If  it  were  to  interfere  with  the  education  of  the  country  then 
the  countpi'  would  not  prosper.  If  politics  are  brought  within  the  scheme  of  things  in  relation 
^education  there  will  be  no  educational  progress  in  the  country  and  no  growth  of  culture. 
The  University  should  have  an  atmosphere  of  its  own.  That  atmosphere  should  be  developed 
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[Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai] 

independent  of  outside  non-official,  non-tec'hnical  control.  Now  we  have  got  a  Vice-Chancellor 
I  don’t  want  to  say  anything  about  the  appointment  of  this  Vice  Chancellor.  The  fedhalcrishnan 
Committiee  recommends  that  the  Vice-Chancellor  should  be  appointed  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  Executive  Body  of  the  University.  That  Executive  Body  would  necessarily  be  a  highly 
qualified  body  to  express  opinion  as  to  the  fitness  or  otherwise  of  the  persons  who  are  to  control 
the  affairs  of  the  University.  In  that  atmosphere  our  University  should  grow.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  Colleges  of  Cochin  are  still  under  the  administrative  control  of  the  Government  and  have 
not  yet  been  handed  over  to  the  University.  I  find  from  the  budget  a  distinction  made  bet¬ 
ween  the  colleges  In  Travancore  and  those  of  Cochin.  I  hope  the  Hon'ble  Minister  will  explain 
why  all  these  colleges  have  not  been  put  on  the  same  level.  Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  take  more  of 
your  time.  1  should  only  urge  again  that  the  Government  should  give  up  the  idea  of  inter¬ 
ference  in  University  matters.  I  well  remember  a  few  days  ago  a  number  of  questions  were 
put  here  in  regard  to  certain  appointments  that  were  made  in  the  University.  When  these 
questions  were  put,  I  had  also  occasion  to  ash  a  supplementary  question  as  to  which  was  the 
authority  to  make  these  appointments,  (and  the  Hon’ble  Minister  told  me  that 
for  appointments)  carrying  a  salary  of  over  Rs.  350  sanction  of  Government  was 
necessary  and  for  those  carrying  salaries  less  than  Rs,  350  the  University  was  competent. 
For  appointments  on  Rs.  175  it  was  within  the  competence  of  the  Vice-Chancellor.  'That  is, 
appointments  between  Rs.  125  and  Rs.  350  the  Senate  Is  competent  to  make. 

Sri.  Panampilli  Govinda  Menon  :  The  Syndicate,  not  the  Senate. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  It  makes  little  difference.  Any  way.  Government  can  concern 
itself  only  with  appointments  carrying  a  salary  of  over  Rs.  350.  Even  then,  the  recommend¬ 
ations  made  by  the  University  should  be  accepted,  because^  they  are  the  real  body  qualified  to 
judge  the  merits  of  an  officer  to  be  employed  under  the  University.  The  Government  should 
sanction  as  a  matter  of  routine.  Now  they  have  got  a  new  Vice-Chancellor.  The  Government 
should  give  him  the  fullest  support  and  see  that  he  functions  effectively.  The  Government 
should  exercise  only  a  kind  of  outside  supervision  over  the  way  In  which  the  University  dis¬ 
charges  its  functions.

Sri.  L.  M.  Pylee :  Sir,  it  Is  very  disKeartening  to  note  that  the  grant  to  the  University 
has  been  cut  by  nearly  one  crore  of  rupees.  In  the  case  of  Travancore  University,  there  are 
very  many  items  of  work  that  have  to  be  carried  out  by  the  University,  which  in  other  States, 
are  done  by  Government,  I  shall  exemplify  my  point  by  saying  that  unlike  Madras,  Bombay 
or  Calcutta  Universities,  the  University  of  Travancore  maintains  fi\e  Colleges,  besides  the  Engi¬ 
neering  College  and  Textile  Technology  Institute.  The  five  Colleges  are,  as  you  know,  the 
University  College,  Trivandrum,  the  Intermediate  College,  the  Women’s  College,  the  Training 
College  and  the  Law  College,  which  alone  costs  Rs.  14,15,120.  The  Engineering  College 
and  the  Textile  Technology  course  costs  nearly  5  lakhs.  When  thus,  out  of  the  grant, 
the  University  is  spending  several  lakhs  for  maintaining  Colleges  and  Institutions,  I  think  there 
is  no  justification  for  restricting  the  grant  this  year.  As  I_  have  mentioned  before  in  the  case  of 
other  Universities,  they  are  not  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  any  Colleges. 
For  example  the  Presidency  College  in  Madras  is  a  Government  institution.  In  other  places 
Colleges  are  run  by  Government  and  not  by  the  University.  I  do  not  object  to  that  system  by 
which  University  runs  Colleges.  Perhaps  it  may  be  a  beneficial  movement.  What  I  am  saying 
is  that  if  these  Colleges  have  to  be  run  by  the  University,  funds  must  be  provided  for  that. 
Similarly  we  find  that  hostels  are  run  by  the  University  out  of  funds  granted  to  the  University. 
We  have  the  Maharaja’s  College  Hostel  in  Trivandrum  and  a  separate  hostel  for  women  stu¬ 
dents.  In  Madras  the  Victoria  Hostel  is  run  at  the  expense  of  Government.  Several  lakhs  are 
spent  by  the  University,  which  expenditure  is  borne  by  Government  elsewhere.  If  we  are  going 
to  ask  the  University  to  perform  those  items  of  work,  certainly  no  curtailment  of  the  grant 
should  be  made. 

Then  about  the  Research  Department.  We  have  granted  nearly  7  lakhs  of  rupees  to  the  Research 
Department.  I  wish  to  point  out  that  the  major  part  of  the  money  is  spent  upon  what  is  called 
routine  services  to  the  Government  and  the  public.  It  is  not  the  case  in  other  Universities.  For 
example,  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  for  which  the  University  Is  spending  Rs.  1 ,40,000  is 
engaged  in  preparing  cholera,  small-pox,  antl-rabic  vacclnces.  These  vacclnces  are  given  free  to 
the  hospitals  in  Travancore.  In  Madras,  this  is  done  by  the  Pasteur  Institute,  maintained  by 
Government.  Then  again  in  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  clinical  diagnosis,  sputum  examln- 

Madras  at  the  Guindy  Institute,  at  the  expense  of  Government.  Therefore  we  find  that  out  o 
the  six  or  seven  lakhs  of  grant,  a  major  portion  is  spent  for  rendering  routine  services  to  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  Public,  which  expenditure  legitimately  ought  to  be  incurred  by  Government. 

I  can  say  one  instance  in  the  case  of  applied  chemistry.  That  also  comes  under  Research.  We 
have  got  a  Water  Analyst,  an  Agricultural  Chemistry  Section,  an  Industrial  Chemistry  Action 
and  a  Soil  Survey  Section.  These  are  all  meant  for  the  public  and  does  not  really  form  part  of 
the  University  service.  So  also  the  Marine  Biology  Section  of  the  University  maintains  an 
aquarium.  The  University  may  as  well  be  asked  to  maintain  the  Zoo  and  Museum.  Then 
again  the  Diploma  Course  in  Hygiene  and  Public  Health,  for  which  money  is  spent  by  the 
Univ^ity,  provides  trained  personnel  for  Public  Health  service  in  the  State. 

Then  I  come  to  reorganisation.  Many  Hon’ble  Members  of  the  opposition  men^oned  about 
the  autonomy  of  the  University.  On  a  former  occasion  I  mentioned  that  because  our  University  is 
U  XIV-4 
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the  creation  of  an  autocratic  Government,  it  has  certain  tragic  features.  The  recommendations  of 
the  Senate  and  the  Syndicate  are  vetoed  by  Government.  This  is  unheard  of  in  the  case  of  any 
other  University  in  the  world.  All  over  the  world,  freedom  and  autonorny  are  the  essential 
feature  of  University  system  and  the  British  example  stands  supreme  in  this  respect.  We  hear 
that  Colleges  to  be  started  are  recommended  by  the  University  but  Government  must  approve 
of  them.  In  the  case  of  the  Madras  University,  as  in  the  case  of  any  other  University,  if 
Government  want  to  start  a  College,  they  must  ask  the  permission  of  the  University. 

I  do  not  wish  to  enter  into  the  reorganisation  of  the  academic  courses,  which  is  too  much 
controversial.  I  hope  when  the  reorganisation  takes  place  it  will  be  on  the  lines  of  the  Radha- 
krishnan  Committee. 

1  next  ask  why  this  House  is  not  yet  represented  on  the  Senate.  This  House  is  granting 
money  to  the  University  and  has  a  right  to  be  represented  in  the  Senate.  An  Orihnance  could 
have  been  issued  and  the  whole  matter  set  right.  If  there  is  any  technical  flaw,  that  could  be 
rectified  by  proper  legislation  or  Ordinance,  if  necessary.  This  Legislature  consists  of  members 
of  both  the  States  and  therefore  there  is  no  meaning  in  saying  that  simply  because  it  is  the 
Travancore  University  this  House  should  not  be  represented  in  it. 

Certainly,  the  reorganisation  of  the  University  will  take  place  very  soon.  That  reoiganisa- 
tion  must  be  on  sound,  solid  basis,  and  steps  must  be  taken  that  in  the  matter  of  reorganisation. 
University  matters  are  kept  outside  party  politics.  Let  not  politics  vitiate  our  University 
matters.  University  administration  and  University  courses  of  study.  Free  from  that,  the 
University  must  be  allowed  to  function  as  an  autonomous  body,  and  reorganisation  must  be 
without  any  political  consideration  whatever.  I  hope  that  instead  of  the  authorities  sleeping 
over  the  matter,  this  reor^nisation  will  be  effected  in  the  near  future  and  attempts  will  be 
made  to  bring  our  University  to  the  level  of  an  up-to-date  modern  University  in  other 

'^'^^Abo.ve  all-1  think  I  need  not  stress  this  matter— the  University  must  take  the  necessary 
steps  to  keep  discipline  and  to  keep  up  standards.  Unfortunately  our  standards  of  education 
are  fast  going  down.  If  we  want  to  face  the  future  with  confidence,  our  standards  of  education 
should  he  raised  considerably.  We  should  be  cautious  that  our  standards,  which  are  going 
down  day  by  day,  are  arrested  betimes  and  toned  up  so  that  the  graduates  emerging  from  our 
University  are  really  efficient  men  in  their  spheres  of  study  and  capable  of  contributing  to  the 
welfare  of  the  country  and  the  people.

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai:  Sir,  1  apoligize  witK  regret  my  absence  when  my  name 
was  called.  Sir,  the  University  is  not  only  an  examining  body  but  it  is  a  centre  of  learning 
and  culture  as  well.  The  facilities  for  research  is  one  indispensable  aspect  of  the  University. 
The  University  ought  to  provide  and  encourage  research  in  real  knowledge.  [  was  saying.  Sir, 
that  the  University  is  not  only  an  examining  body  but  it  is  as  well  ^  a  centre  of  learning  and 
culture.  The  facilities  for  research  must  be  afforded  in  any  University.  It  is  a  matter  for  con¬ 
gratulation  for  Travancore  that  the  Travancore  University  has,  in  a  very  short  time  secured  re¬ 
cognition  as  a  very  good  University  and  its  Degrees  are  recognised  by  the  sister  Universities  of 
India.  But,  Sir,  in  the  field  of  research  the  work  turned  out  in  this  University  is  not  encourag¬ 
ing  and  does  reflect  credit  on  that  branch.  The  University  must  actually  encourage  research 
work  and  every  possible  facilities  should  be  afforded  for  that.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  recognised 
all  over  the  world  that  it  is  not  merely  an  institute  men  with  a  degree  that  is  wanted  at  the 
present  day,  but  an  University  to  train  men  of  character  and  to  equip  them  with  real  knowledge. 
In  the  field  of  knowledge  the  research  plays  a  very  important  part.  Therefore,  I  would  urge 
that  the  research  branch  of  the  University  should  be  strengthened  and  more  opportunities  must 
be  given  for  research. 

Then,  Sir,  the  question  of  the  University  being  an  autonomous  body  was  reiterated  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  by  several  members.  And  at  the  «ame  time  it  was  urged  that  as  long  as  the 
University  is  getting  financial  help  from  the  Government,  Government  control  must  also  be 
exercised  to  a  very  great  extent.  That  contention,  I  think.  Sir,  is  Inconsistent.  All  the  func¬ 
tions  of  the  University  relating  to  academic  questions,  viz.,  courses  of  study,  provision  for 
teaching,  appointment  of  staff,  etc.,  must  be  discharged  by  the  University  itself  and  the 
Government’s  function  must  only  be  in  the  matter  of  auditing  and  general  supervision  of  the 
funds  granted  to  the  University.  It  was  said  that  the  finance  must  be  under  the  review  and 
control  of  the  Finance  Minister.  1  accept  that  provided  that  the  University  applies  to  Govern¬ 
ment  to  review  and  audit  their  finance.  When  a  lump  grant  is  made  to  an  autonomous  body, 
that  autonomous  body  will  have  to  direct  and  utilise  that  fund  in  its  best  interest  without 
any  other  consideration,  political  or  otherwise.  Any  control  over  the  University  must  he  exer¬ 
cised  from  the  stand  point  of  educational  development  or  from  the  academic  stand  point  and 
not  from  any  political  or  any  popularity  stand-point.  That  being  so,  the  control  that  ought  to 
be  exercised  by  a  popular  party  Government  must  be  very  limited  in  character  and  should  not 
go  to  deter  or  fetter  the  natural  development  of  this  autonomous  body.  Yet,  Sir.  on  the  question 
of  the  colleges  being  conducted  by  the  University,  I  have  to  say  a  tvord.  I  am  one  of  those 
who  believe  that  the  University  ought  to  be  divested  of  that  responsibility.  It  is  the  Government 
that  should  conduct  colleges.  The  research  branch  or  the  Post  Graduate  Section  must  he  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  University.  There  is  no  purpose  in  having  those  collegestackedonlotheUm- 
versity  and  then  to  use  it  as  a  means  to  exercise  control  in  a  way  which  will  hamper  the  free  activi 
ties  of  the  University  itself.  The  research,  the  publication  and  other  branches  of  that  activity  must 
be  under  the  direct  supervision  and  control  of  the  University  itself.  But  I  think  the  University 
could  give  grants  to  colleges.  Then  Sir,  we  all  know  that  the  present  system  of  education  have 
produced  a  class  of  men  who  is  not  equiped  to  develop  the  material  resources  of  our  country. 
Already  the  literary  emphasis  given  to  education  has  produced  a  class  of  people  whose  know¬ 
ledge  is  not  much  to  help  to  develop  the  wealth  of  our  country.  The  emphasis  should  therefore 
be  more  on  technical  study.  The  need  to  develop  the  wealth  of  the  country  is  a  more  urgent 
necessity  than  the  spreading  of  knowledge  in  Arts  by  means  of  a  large  number  of  Arts  colleges. 
Rightly  or  wrongly.  Sir,  there  is  an  insistent  demand  for  increasing  the  number  of  colleges.

Sir,  in  this  connection,  I  will  go  to  the 
Ltcnt  of  saying  that  it  was  unfortunate  that  without  serious  and  adequate  consideration,  the 
University  courses  were  tampered  with  by  a  popular  party  Government,  without  talcing  sufficient 
advice  from  the  academic  authorities.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  Sir,  I  oppose  the  cut  motion  moved  by  my  Hon’ble  Friend 
Mr  N.  D.  Jose.  Sir,  it  was  said  here  that  the  University  is  an  autonomous  body.  But  in 
practice  it  is  a  Body  presided  over  by  a  Vice-Chancellor  and  a  Registrar,  who,  I  may  say  is  an 
additional  Vice-Chancellor.  The  Syndicate  is  made  up  of  Principals  of  irnportant  colleges  that 
are  at  present  directly  controlled  by  the  University.  That  is  why,  the  University,  of  late,  has 
been  Instead  of  being  an  autonomous  body  an  autocratic  body.  Sir,  I  ani  of  opinion  that  the 
Syndicate  ought  to  be  elected  by  the  various  faculties.  I  mean  to  say.  Sir,  the  Faculty  of  Law 
should  be  represented  in  the  University  by  a  member  elected  from  among  the  advocates  of  the 
country.  Similarly,  a  medical  man  should  be  one  elected  by  the  Medical  Council.  The 
Engineering  Faculty  should  be  represented  by  a  gentleman  who  is  an  engineer.  Now,  Sir,  the 
University  College,  the  Engineering  College,  the  Law  College  are  all  tun  under  the  auspices  of 
ihe  University,  with  the  result  that  these  are  directly  under  the  Vice-Chancellor.  ^  The  natural 
result  is  that  whatever  the  Vice-Chancellor  or  the  Registrar  suggests  is  law.  This,  I  should 
say,  is  a  very  bad  state  of  affairs.  Therefore,  I  would  suggest,  as  some  of  my  honourable 
Friends  suggested  here  that  the  Colleges  which  were  till  recently  directly  controlled  by  the 
Government  should  be  taken  back  from  the  administrative  control  of  the  University  and  brought 
under  an  officer  who  will  be  directly  responsible  to  Government.  If  that  is  done,  much  of  the 
trouble  that  we  are  now  having  in  the  University  will  cease.  Today,  we  hear  a  lot  of  nepotism 
and  favouritism  prevalent  among  the  University  authorities  in  the  matter  of  appointments.  Sir, 
only  recently,  I  had  sent  a  motion  to  this  House  to  raise  a  discussion  about  the  salaries  of  Junior 
Lecturers  in  the  Women’s  College.  If  my  information  is  correct,  Sir,  they  are  drawing  a  scale  ■ 
of  Pay  of  Rs.  40-80. 

Sri.  Panampilli  Govinda  Menon:  No,  Rs.  80- 1 00. 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph :  That  is  exactly  what  raw  graduate  would  get  in  the  Education 
Department  That  scale  of  pay  was  given  to  the  Junior  Lecturers  in  the  Women’s  College. 
That  was  made  possible  because  there  was  nobody  responsible  in  the  University.^ 

I  therefore  very  strongly  suggest  that  Government  should  take  back  all  institutions  which 
are  managed  now  by  the  University.  The  University  College,  the  Engineering  College,  the 
Women’s  College  etc.,  should  come  under  Government.  An  Officer  like  the  Director  of  Public 
Instruction  should  be  made  directly  responsible  under  Government  to  manage  these 
institutions.  He  will  submit  to  Government  for  orders  all  matters  regarding  promotion, 


be  within  the  province  of  the  University.  Again,  as  my  friend  Mr.  ^  _  .  .  ..  . _ 

charge^  of  the  accounts,  should  not  be  under  the  University  and  should  be  responsible  for 
managing  all  financial  transactions.  I  think,  as  in  the  case  of  the  Municipalities,  the  accounts  of 
the  University  must  be  scrutinised  by  Government. 

Messrs.  Thanu  Pillai  and  Nataraja  Pillai  questioned  the  wisdom  of  Government  In  inter¬ 
fering  with  the  academic  freedom  of  the  University  by  stopping  the  Pre-University  Class.  They 
stated  that  the  Radhakrishnan  Committee  had  suggested  that  such  a  course  Is  better  than  the 
one  we  have  at  present.  I  should  like  to  remind  Mr.  Thanu  Pillai  that  when  the  Government 
interfered,  nothing  was  said  about  the  goodness  or  badness  of  the  Pre-University  Course.  A 
large  number  of  representations  were  made  against  the  system.  However  good  it  may  be 
mffinsically,  so  long  as  there  was  not  a  similar  course  anywhere  else  in  India,  it  was  very 
difficult  for  youngmen  who  go  out  of  our  University  to  enrol  themselves  in  other  Universities. 
That  was  the  main  reason  why  Government  interfered  and  did  away  with  a  course  which  was 
not  :n  vogue  in  any  other  University  in  India.  If  today  all  the  Universities  in  India  adopt  the 
rre-University  Course,  we  can  also  follow  that  policy.

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  1  have  given  notice  of  an  amendment  that  the  Bill  be  re 
mitted  to  the  Select  Committee,  vdth  the  direction  that  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  b 
in  the  light  of  the  Preventive  Detention  Act,  1  950,  of  the  Indian  Parliament. 

Mr.  Speaker :  Yes ;  it  can  be  movei 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  Sir,  1  move  that  the  Bill  be  recommitted  to  the  Select  Com. 
mittee  with  the  direction  that  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  be  examined  in  the  light  of  the  Preventive 
Detention  Act,  1 950  of  the  Indian  Parliament. 

Sri.  K.  S.  Joseph  :  A  point  of  order.  Can  a  member  of  the  Select  Committee  move  for 
a  recommittal  of  the  Bill  ?  _ 

Mr.  Speaker :  Yes.  His  membership  of  the  Select  Committee  does  not  necessarily  pre¬ 
vent  him  from  making  the  motion.  . 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  Not  only  that.  1  signed  the  Select  Committee  Report  on  the 
21st  January  1950,  that  is,  five  days  before  the  new  Constitution  came  into  force.  Another  fact 
also  came  in,  in  the  meantime.  That  is,  the  Preventive  Detention  Act  was  adopted  by  tb- 
Indian  Parliament  on  the  25th  February.  So,  when  this  measure  came  up  before  the  Select 
Committee,  the  Select  Committee  had  not  the  opportunity  of  examining  the  Bill  in  the  light  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  India  and  in  the  light  of  the  Preventive  Detention  Act  of 
Parliament.  The  Preventive  Detention  Act  itself  is  based  on  the  Constitution,  Article  22.  The 
Indian  Parliarnent  has  now  enacted  a  measure  by  which  alone  people  carl  be  detained  under 
certain  conditions  under  the  Preventive  Detention  Act.  In  the  Act  it  is  said  that  it  extends  to 
the  whole  of  India  provided  that  it  shall  not  apply  to  the  State  of  Jammu  and  Kashmir  except 
the  extent  to  which  the  provisions  of  this  Act  relate  to  preventive  detention  for  reasons  con- 
nected  with  the  defence,  foreign  affairs  or  the  security  of  India. 

The  Act  now  adopted  by  the  Indian  Parliament  is  in  force  in  Travancore  today.  We 
could  not  make  any  provision  which  will  be  repugnant  to  the  provisions  of  that  Act.  When 
there  is  an  Act  of  Parliament  the  State  legislature  is  limited  in  enacting  any  provision  which  will 
go  counter  to  the  provisions  of  that  Parliamentarv  Act.  So  the  clauses  appearing  in  the  Bill  re¬ 
vised  by  the  Select  Committe  will  have  to  be  re-examined.  I  find  in  the  agenda  that  the  Chief 
Minister  himself  has  given  notice  to  omit  certain  provisions  which  are  in  the  Bill  as  revised  by 
Select  Committee.  As  such  we  have  to  infer  that  Parliamentary  Act  has  more  force  and  validity 
and  that  fact  is  well  recognised  by  ibis  Government  as  well.  It  is  on  that  ground  the  Govern¬ 
ment  thought  it  fitxto  give  notice  to  delete  clauses  32  to  36  of  the  Preventive  Detention  Act 
The  other  factor  that  strikes  me  is  that  if  5  or  6  clauses  are  to  be  omitted  from  the  original  Bill 
the  other  clauses  necessarily  require  re-examination.  In  what  way  the  other  provisions  vdll 
react  on  each  other  there  is  no  knowing.  This  is  not  a  matter  wnich  could  be  judged  offhand. 
It  is  a  matter  that  has  to  be  examined  in  the  light  of  the  changes  effected.  When  the  Govern¬ 
ment  themselves  want  to  omit  certain  clauses  of  Preventive  Detention  portion  from  the  Public 
Safety  Bill  what  remains  is  not  Public  Safely  Bill.  What  remains  is  control  of  essential  com¬ 
modities.  Then  under  the  Chapter  public  safety  there  is  the  right  of  association  beginning  from 
clauses  24  to  31.  This  right  of  free  association  is  a  fundamental  right  after  the  26th  January 
and  is  covered  by  Article  XIX  of  the  Indian  Constitution  which  says  that  all  citizens  shall  have 
the  right  to  form  associations  or  unions.  1  would  just  invite  the  attention  of  this  House  to  the 
provision  now  contained  in  the  Bill  [In  respect  of  this  matter.  Clause  24  of  the  Bill  may  also 
be  perused  in  this  connection.  Proviso  4  of  Article  1  9  of  the  Indian  Constitution  says  as  fol¬ 
lows  ;  "  prevent  the  State  from  making  any  law  imposing,  in  the  interests  of  public  order  or 
morality  reasonable  restrictions  on  the  excercise  of  the  right  conferred  by  tbe  said  sub-clause.” 
In  the  light  of  that  you  can  only  impose  reasonable  restriction  in  the  interest  of  public  order 
and  morality  and  nothing  more  than  that.  I  ask  in  all  earnestness  whether  these  provisions 
were  correctly  thought  of  and  discussed  in  the  Select  Committee.  Conditions  were  totally  dif¬ 
ferent.  The  major  portion  of  this  Bill  contains  practically  the  emergency  provisions  framed 
during  the  war.  They  have  been  copied  in  the  present  bill.  Whether  the  restrictions  imposed 
are  reasonable  and  whether  they  can  fit  in  with  the  the  proviso  of  Article  19  of  the  Constitution 


nght  under  Article  XIX  of  the  Constitution. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  member  is  trying  to  substantiate  the  amendment  moved  by  him  name-  ^ 
ly  to  recommit  the  Bill  for  consideration  by  the  Select  Committee.  From  the  dissenting  minute 
of  the  hon'ble  member  it  could  be  seen  that  mention  was  therein  made  to  omit  clauses  49  to  76 
of  Chapter  IV,  and  that  was  the  only  dissenting  _  recommendation  made  by  him  as  a  member  of 
the  Committee.  That  may  be  borne  in  mind  in  speaking  in  support  of  the  present  motion 


SrLP.  S.  Nataraja  Fillai  :  I  began  my  speech  by  saying  that  I  signed  on  2 1st  January 
and  the  Constitution  came  into  force  on  the  26th.  The  Bill  as  it  is  today  contains  3  different 
chapters,  one  dealing  with  control  of  essential  commodities,  another  dealing  with  public  safety 
measures  and  another  of  miscellaneous  category.  Under  the  public  safety  there  are  3  different 
parts,  preventive  detention,  the  right  of  association,  the  right  of  public  meeting  and  procession. 
Then  there  are  provisions  about  the  carrying  of  arms  and  explosives  and  those  provisions  are 
sought  to  be  modified  by  Government.  Government  is  also  a  party  for  the  select  committee 
report  They  have  now  given  notice  to  drop  a  good  portions  of  this  measure  and  thus  radically 
change  the  principles  contained  in  it.  There  are  other  clauses  which  Government  propose  to 
drop  from  the  purview  of  this  bill.  The  bill  in  its  present  form  as  sought  to  be  modified  by 
Government  is  not  the  one  that  was  approved  at  the  committee.  Now  Government  themselves 
admit  that  the  bill  requires  radical  changes.  My  suggestion  is  that  without  going  at  random 
and  moving  amendments  for  vital  davises  here  and  there  it  is  belter  the  bill  itself  is  re-examined 
by  a  Select  Committee.  With  great  deference  to  the  Chair  I  submit  that  a  difference  has  been 
brought  after  the  26th  January  and  a  change  of  wording  is  necessitated  by  that. 

I  was  saying  about  freedom  of  speech  which  is  curtailed  by  clauses  37  to  40  of  the  bill 
before  us.  Under  fundamental  right  that  can  be  no  longer  justified.  A  perusal  of  clause  37  in 
the  bill  will  clearly  show  that.  Then  what  is  meant  by  prejudical  act  is  another  point  for  con¬ 
sideration.  Can  any  subject  be  brought  under  this.  The  proviso  to  Article  1 9  controlls  the 
whole  matter.  I  can  understand  the  necessity  for  the  control  of  essential  commodities.  We 
want  a  law  to  control  that.  In  the  present  set  of  circumstances  prevailing  in  the  [country  con¬ 
trol  of  food  stuffs  may  be  necessary.  It  affects  the  necessaries  of  life.  I  appreciate  that.  It 
must  be  done  in  the  form  in  which  it  can  reasonably  be  done  without  entrenching  on  the  rights 
of  the  citizen.  We  are  living  in  a  free  India  where  fundamental  right  is  guaranteed  by  the 
Constitution.  We  cannot  brush  away  those  sacred  rights  by  a  law  passed  in  this  House, 
hfcasures  which  fundamentally,  affect  the  rights  of  the  people  cannot  be  justified.  The  present 
bill  is  for  public  safety.  As  such  the  provisions  should  be  for  that  purpose  and  no  other. 

Then  Sir  they  would  like  to  declare  certain  associations^illegal.  They  take  it  under  public 
safety  and  would  like  to  control  the  press,  for  the  pr  ovisions  are  more  stringent  than  the  Press 
Act  we  had  before. 


Sir,  there  is  a  provision  which  goes  counter  to  the  first  canons  of  journalism.  They  can 
ask  the  press  to  reveal  the  name  of  any  contributor.  All  accepted  canons  of  journalism  are 
i^alnst  that.  When  it  was  put  in  the  Constitution  that  all  citizens  shall  have  the  right  to 
freedom  of  speech  and  expression,  that  includes  the  freedom  of  the  press  also.  So,  Sir,  these 
are  very  important  factors.  The  present  Bill  in  the  present  form,  as  reported  by  the  Select 
Committee,  is  defective  and  since  the  defective  nature  has  been  conceded  b5r  the  (Treasury 
Benches  who  have  sponsered  the  Bill  and  since  some  of  the  provisions  so  flagrantly  go  counter  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Indian  Constitution,  I,  in  all  earnestness,  request  this  House  to  take 
seriously  the  matter  and  to  support  me  and  recommit  the  Bill  to  the  Select  Committee. 

Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak:  Sir,  with  great  pleasure  I  support  the  view  of^iny 
Honble  friend  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai,  Except  for  two  individuals,  Sir,  the  Select  ^Committee 
Consisted  of  persons  who  have  made  it  their  function  in  life  is  simply  to  dash  the  ‘T’-s  and  dot 
the  ‘T-s  of  the  Hon*bIe  the  Chief  Minister.  As  the  result  of  that,  the  Bill  as  reported  by^the 
Select  Committee,  is  as  re-actionary,  as  blank  as  the  Bill  originally  conceived  by  the  Hon’ble 
the  Chief  Minister.  While  supporting  the  views  advanced  by  my  Hon’ble  friend  Mr-  Nataraja 
Pillai,  I  would  also  like  to  point  out  one  or  two  reasons  for  the  recommittal. 
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[Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaah] 

Sir,  if  this  Bill  comes  to  be  enacted  it  would  be  in  the  nature  of  the  Bill  of  Attainder  inflicting 
punishment  without  judicial  trial.  Sir.  with  the  approval  of  the  advisory  board  which  this 
Government  can  always  cow  down,  any  undesirable  person  in  the  way  of  the  Hon'ble  the  Chief 
'Minister  can  be  detained  in  custody  for  any  length  of  time  and  put  to  the  most  inhuman 
tortures  that  prison  life  means  these  days. 

Sri.  P'  T.  Chacko:  Sir,  one  question. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  Member  may  proceed. 

Sa^ib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak:  1  would  be  glad  to  answer  any  question. 

The  pain  of  detention  and  the  humiliating  treatment  afforded  in  custody  before  a  person 
•detained  is  brought  before  a  Court,  would  itself  be  more  than  a  penal  servitude  ordinarily 
inflicted  by  the  Court  of  Law. 

Then,  Sir,  secondly,  a  surruptitious  effect  it  has  is  to  take  the  idetenues  from  penal 
servitude.  The  most  dangerous  and  most  torturous  principle  of  ex-post  facto  criminal  laws  is 
sought  to  be  introduced,  notwithstanding  the  prohibition  offered  under  Article  20  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  of  India.  I  may,  in  this  connection,  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  Article 
20,  clause  (1)  which  reads  thus;  — 

“No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  any  offence  except  for  vlolatlon_  of  a  law  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  commission  of  the  act  charged  as  an  offence,  nor  b :  subjected  to  a  penalty  greater 
than  that  which  might  have  been  inflicted  under  the  law  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  Commission 
of  the  offence.”  So,  Sir,  for  purposes  of  convenience,  we  shall  not  now  take  into  consideration 
the  facts  of  the  future  victims  of  the  Hon'ble  the  Chief  Minister.  We  would  do  well  to  con¬ 
sider  only  the  detenues  who  number,  as  has  already  been  admitted  by  the  Hon’ble  Chief 
Minister  on  the  floor  of  the  House,  about  1 44. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillal:  It  is  an  incorrect  statement. 

Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak:  Then,  I  would  like  to  know  the  actual  number. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai;  The  number  of  persons  under  detention  is  only  20. 

Sai  C.  V.  lyyu  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Government  is  paying  any  allowance  to  the 
dependants  of  the  detenues? 

Mr.  Speaker  That  is  a  different  matter. 

Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razak:  1  take  the  Hon’ble  the  Chief  Minister  at  his  words, 
Sir  There  are  already  20  persons  under  detention.  Perhaps  they  were  arrested  for  oflences  for 
which  there  is  no  warrant  in  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code. 

Sri.  T.  K.  Narayana  Pillai:  Sir,  that  is  a  wrong  statement. 

Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak:  They  are  detained  for  offences  in  the  imagination  of 
the  Hon’ble  the  Chief  Minister.  But  Sir,  if  this  Bill  comes  to  be  enacted,  these  imaginary  offences 
will  be  real  and  vigorous  offences  in  terms  of  clause  78  of  the  Bill.  In  that  case.  Sir,  that  will 
be  a  clear  introduction  of  the  most  discredited  principle  of  ex-post  facto  criminal  law  and  the 
clear  violation  of  the  Constitution  of  India.  For  clarity’s  sake  I  would  in  this  connection  read 
one  illustration  sentence  of  Justice  Chase  in  Gaidar  Vs.  Bull.  "I  do  not  consider  any  law 
ex-post  facto  within  the  prohibition  that  mollifies  the  rigour  of  the  criminal  law;  but  only  those 
that  create  or  aggravate  the  crime  or  increase  the  punishment  or  chaiige  the  rules  of  evidence 
for  the  purpose  of  conviction.”  Sir,  these  are  factors  which  have  not  been  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  by  the  Select  Committee. 

Sri.  P.  T.  Chacko:  May  I  point  out  that  the  detenues  are  not  convicted? 

Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak:  And  whoever  says  that. 

By  the  time  •  the  Bill  conies  into  force  these  detenues  are  destined  to  be  convicted  for 
offences  which  practically  do  not  exist  to-day.  That  is  the  point.  I  don’t  say  that  they  are 
convicted.  They  are  under  detention  to  be  convicted. 

These  are  some  of  the  dangerously  inhuman  eflects  of  the  Bill  which  the  Select  Committee 
has  not  taken  into  consideration.  As  such,  I  am  strongly  of  the  view  that  the  Bill  stands  to  be 
recommitted  to  the  Select  Committee. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  May  I  move  my  amendment  ? 

Mr.  Speaker  :  That  amendment  is  the  same  as  that  of  Mr.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Sir,  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai  is  for  recommittal  for 
a  specific  purpose. 

.  Mr.  Speaker  :  The  amendment  moved  is  for  recommittal. 
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Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai  :  What  I  say  is,  suppose  some  answer  is  forthcoming  in  respect  of 
the  specific  motion,  I  may  not  be  able  to  put  forth  my  arguments.  My  .motion  is  that  the  Bill 

may  be  recommitted  to  the  Select  Committee  generally. 

Now,  Sir,  here  the  Bill  before  us  seeks  to  enact  provisions  of  law  which  are  of  an  extra- 
orfinary  character.  It  proceeds  on  the  assumption  that  the  normal  provisions  of  the  Criminal 
Law  are  not  enough  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  situation  that  now  exists.  Therefore,  really 
are  sought  to  be  made,  deviating  from  the  normal  provisions  and 
know  it.  So  great  care  has  to  be  taken.  No  doubt  there  was  an 
before.  That  came  into  being  at  the  time  of  the  war.  That  was 
continued,  t  he  existence  of  that  law  which  came  into  force  at  the  time  of  the  war  was  taken 
tdyantage  of  for  continuing  the  stringent  provisions  of  it  even  after  the  conclusion  of  the  war 
tsd  Ae  ground  alleged,  which  could  to  some  extent  be  considered  justifiable,  was  the  shortage 
of  food  and  other  essential  commodities.  There  was  shortage  of  food,  shortage  of  clothing, 
there  was  shortage  of  other  essential  things  also.  Therefore  a  law  had  to  be  passed  for  con¬ 
trolling  the  movement,  procurement,  sale  availability,  disposal,  and  so  on,  of  these  essential  things. 
That  was  the  only  justification  for  the  continuance  of  that  measure  after  the  war  was  over.  Now 
t  similar  law  is  made  here  somehow,  that  ceases  to  be  in  force  and  then  an  Ordinance  has 

^r,  my  point  is  this.  Provisions  were  also  sought  to  be  made  at  a  time  when  Fundamental 
Rights  had  not  been  declared  by  the  Constitution  or  any  law  in  the  land.  There  were  certain 
basic  principles  of  law  that  we  also  adopted  and  provisions  of  law  were  made  in  our  Penal  Code. 
Now  a  radical  change  has  come  about  that  situation.  After  this  Bill  was  introduced,  the 
Indian  Constitution  has  come  into  force  where  there  is  a  clear  declaration  of  the  Fundamental 
Rights.  My  first  point  is  that  the  Select  Committee  did  not  try  to  take  into  account  the  fact  ■ 
that  the  Fundamental  Rights  have  been  declared  by  the  Constitution  and  they  did  not  try  to 
see  whether  the  provisions  here  are  in  consonance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution 
relating  to  Fundamental  Rights.  I  shall  be  able  to  substantiate  that.  And  if  I  succeed  in 
showing  that  the  Select  Committee  did  not  care  to  consider  this  aspect,  of  the  question,  to  see 
whether  the  provisions  here  are  in  accordance  with  the  Fundamental  Rights  as  they  have  been 
delated  in  the  Constitution,  then.  Sir,  it  is  clear  that  the  Bill  must  go  back  to  the  Select 
■Committee  for  a  consideration  of  these  aspects  of  the  matter.  Now  that  the  Fundamental  Rights 
■have  been  declared  we  should  not  in  any  way  act  derogatory  to  the  provisions  relating 
■to  them. 

Then  again.  Sir,  we  should  not  enact  any  law  which  is  to  any  extent  not  m  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  That  is  one  thing.  Sir.  Then,  secondly,  as  Mr.  Nataraja 
fflai  pointed  out,  very  important  provisions  of  this  Bill,  have  now  been  dealt  with  by  the 
Central  Government.  In  regard  to  certain  matters  relating  to  preventive  detention,  it  is  only  the 
■Centra!  Government  that  can  legislate  and  they  have  now  legislated  generally  in  regard  to  pre¬ 
ventive  detention.  Now,  when  they  have  passed  a  law,  even  that  in  regard  to  certain  Mpects  of 
preventive  detention,  the  State  Legislature  also  may  have  the  power  to  legislate.  Even  in  respect 
of  these  aspects,  since  the  Central  Legislature  has  enacted  a  law,  the  Preventive  Detention  Act— 
certainly  out  legislation  is  pointless.  And  in  regard  to  certain  aspects,  it  is  only  the  Central 
■Government  that  has  the  power  to  legislate. 

Sir,  I  refer  to  article  22,  Clause  7.  It  reads  thus  : 

'  Parliament  may  by  law  prescribe — ■ 

(a)  the  circumstances  under  which,  arid  the  class  or  classes  of  cases  in  which, -a  person 
may  he  detained  for  a  period  longer  than  three  months  under  any  law  providing  for  preventive 
iletefition  without  obtaining  the  opinion  of  an-Advisory  Board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  sub-clause  (a)  of  clause  (4) ; 

(i)  the  maximum  period  for  which  any  person  may  in  any  class  or  classes  of  cases  be 

detained  under  any  law  providing  for  preventive  detention;  and 

Ic)  the  procedure  to  be  followed  by  an  Advisory  Board  in  an  inquiry  under  sub-clause 
(a)  of  clause  (4).” 

This  power  of  legislation  relating  to  these  matters  is  confined  to  the  Central  Parliament  and  we 
have  no  power  to  deal  with  that  matter.  Idas  that  matter  been  considered  by  the  Select 
Committee  >  Clearly  not.  The  provisions  of  the  Bill,  as  reported  by  the  Select  Committee,  go 
counter  to  these  provisions.  I  want  particu  larly  .to  point  out  that  the  Select  Committee  com¬ 
pletely  ignorged  the  existence  of  the  Constitution,  when  they  settled  the  provisions  .of 
this  Bill,  • 
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Sahib  Bahadur  A.  Abdul  Razaak:  Is  the  Hon’ble  Member  aware  that  the  Constitution  of 
India  was  not  in  force  at  that  time  ? 

Sri.  A.  Tbanu  PUlai:  I  am  not  sure.  Sir,  I  wish  to  be  excused  if  my  statements  have 
in  any  w'ay  indicated  any  reflection  on  the  Select  Committee.  I  never  meant  to  make  anv 
reflection  of  the  Select  Committee.  The  Select  Committee  reported  on  the  25th  January.  The 
Constitution  came  into  force  on  the  26th.  Anyhow,  they  never  troubled  themselves  to  look  into 
the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  to  see  how  this  Bill  can  be  dealt  v^rith  by  this  House.  So 
without  any  reference  to  the  Constitution  they  have  settled  these  provisions.  After  the  ^led 
Committte  reported  the  Central  Government  dealt  with  the  most  important  part — at  any  rate 
one  of  the  roost  important  parts — of  this  Bill. 

In  these  circumstances,  Sir,  is  it  not  our  duty  to  see  that  the  Bill  is  considered  by  the 
Select  Committee  with  reference  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution,  in  the  light  of  the 
Preventive  Detention  Act  that  the  Central  Legislature  has  now  passed,  before  this  House 
deals  with  it  > 

Now  in  regard  to  the  matters  that  I  have  stated,  Sir,  I  want  to  say  a  few  words.  In  regard 
to  ihe  question  of  Fundamental  Rights,  Article  1 9  is  clear;  ‘‘All  citizens  have  the  right  to  free¬ 
dom  of  speech  and  expression ;  to.  assemble  peaceably  and  without  arms :  to  form  associations  or 
unions ;  to  move  freely  throughout  the  territory  of  India;  and  so  on.  Now  in  regard  to  these, 
certain  conditions  are  laid  down  under  which  we  may  restrict  freed  )m  of  speech  and  expression. 
It  is  for  us  to  see  whether  this  provision  “All  citizens  shall  have  the  right  to  freedom  of  speech 
and  expression”  has  been  considered  by  the  Select  Committee  when  the  fundamental  provision 
is  sought  to  be  replaced  by  the  provision  that  that  right  can  be  curtailed. 

Clause  (2)  to  Article  19  says;  “Nothing  in  sub-clause  (a)  of  clause  (1)  shall  aflect  the 
operation  of  any  existing  law  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to.  or  prevent  the  State  from  making  any  law 
relating  to;  libel,  slander,  defamation,  contempt  of  court  or  any  matter  which  offends  agrinst 
decency  or  morality  or  which  undermines  the  security  of,  or  tends  to  overthrow,  the  State.” 
Therse  are  the  only  conditions  under  which  this  fandamental  right  of  freedom  of  speech  and 
expression  can  to  any  extent  be  curtailed.  Has  the  Select  Committee  kept  in  view  this  restri¬ 
cted  scope  for  the  curtailment  of  the  freedom  of  speech  and  expression  when  they  considered 
these  provisions?  Now,  Sir,  I  shall  refer  to  one  or  two  matters.  I  can  definitely  show  .that 
^ey  never  had  this  in  mind  when  they  dealt  with  the  provisions,  because,  here  under  clause  2, 
sub-clause  18  (/)  of  the  Bill,  a  prejudicial  act  would  be  to  disseminate  false  rumour,  report  or 
information.  Under  this  Bill  a  prejudicial  act  is  any  act  which  is  likely  to  disseminate  false 
rumour,  report  or  information.  If  a  prejudicial  act  is  committed,  a  journal  can  be  proceeded 
against;  an  individual  can  be  proceeded  against.  Now  can  a  journal  be  proceeded  against  on  this 
ground?  Will  it  not  be  a  violation  of  tlie  fundamental  right  of  freedom  of  speech' and 
expression  ?  Simply  because  a  paper  disseminates  a  false  report  or  a  paper  contains 
some  false  information,  can  that  paper  be  suppressed  in  the  light  of  the  declaration 
of  the  fundamental  rights,  simply  because  the  present  Bill  contains  provisions  for 
that  ?  There  are  other  provisions  also  which  include  any  act  which  is  intended  or  is  likely 
to  promote  feelings  of  enmity  or  hatred  between  different  classes  of  persons  in  the  State  of 
Travancore-Cochin  as  prejudicial  act.  Can  a  paper  be  suppressed  on  that  account  ?  How  does 
it  look  ?  Can  freedom  of  speech  and  expression  be  suppressed  simply  because  somebody 
writes  something  that  is  likely  to  promote  hatred  between  different  classes  of  people.  These  are 
only  just  a  few  examples.  Now  any  number  of  examples  like  this  can  be  cited.  We  enact  this 
if  this  is  to  be  enacted — over  and  above  the  provisions  of  the  Penal  Code,  under  which  any 
person  who  creates  class  hatred  commits  an  offence.  The  Fundamental  Rights  had  not  been 
declared  then.  Now  it  is  for  us  to  see  whether  the  laws  are  in  conformity  with  the  declaration 
in  the  Constitution.  Has  the  Select  Committee  considered  all  that  ? 

Not  only  that,  Sir.  Let  us  consider  the  question  of  associations — unlawful  associations. 
Under  Section  19  of  the  Constitution  the  right  to  form  associations  or  unions  has  been 
declared.  In  sub  section  (4)  “Nothing  in  sub  clause  (c)  of  the  said  clause  shall  affect  die 
operation  of  any  existing  law  in  so  far  as  it  imposes,  or  prevent  the  State  from  making  any  law 
imposing,  in  the  interest  of  public  order  or  morality,  reasonable  restrictions  on  the  exercise  of 
the  rights  conferred  by  the  said  sub-clause.”  The  right  to  form  associations  and  unions  can 
be  curtailed  only  on  these  conditions  in  the  Interest  of  public  order  or  morality.  Now  here  any 
association  is  deemed  to  have  committed  a  prejudicial  act  “if  the  Government  are  of  opinion 
that  any  association  interferes  with  or  has  for  its  object  interference  with  the  administration 
of  the  law  or  with  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order,  or  that  it  constitutes  a  danger  to  the 
public  peace,  or  that  it  resists  or  encourages  of  incites  resistance  to  any  law  or  legal  process’ 
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XTjinTltii'ns  on  which  an  association  can  be  declared  to  bs  unlawful  But  an  association  can 
,  jgclareJ  to  be  unlawful  under  the  Constitution  only  in  the  interest  of  public  order  or 
nvjrality.  My  whether  the  Select  Committee  has  considered  these  things. 

Mr.  Speaker :  That  has  been  already  referred  to  by  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai. 

Sri  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Then  take  clause  48  in  regard  to  the  press.  Of  course  such 
(tringent  provisions  we  do  not  expect  in  any  civilized  country,  Sir.  Clause  43  reads.— 

“(1)  Whenever  it  appears  to  the  Government  that  any  printing-press  in  respect  of  which  ■ 
any  Security  has  been  ordered  to  be  deposited  under  Section  47  is  used  for  the  purpose  of 
printing  or  publishing  any  newspaper,  book  or  other  document  containing  any  words,  signs  or 
^ble  representations  which : 

(a)  are  of  the  nature  described  in  Section  1 17  of  the  Travancore  Penal  Code,  or  Section 
120  of  the  Cochin  Penal  Code,  as  the  case  may  be,  or 

{h)  are  of  a  scandalous,  or  defamatory  nature,  or  of  an  indecent,  obscene,  scurrilous, 
ikeatcning  or  grossly  offensive  character,  or 

(c)  incite  to  or  encourage,  or  tend  to  incite  to  or  to  encourage  the  commiss'on  of  any 
offence  of  murder  or  any  cognizable  offence  involving  violence,  or 

(J)  directly  or  indirectly  express  approval  or  _  admiration  of  any  such  offence,  or  of 
any  person,  real  or  fictitious,  who  has  committed  or  is  alleged  or  represented  t)  have  com- 
mitted  any  such  offence,

Mr.  Speaker:  That  was  also  referred  to  by  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  What  I  say  is,  we  are  not  concerned  with  honourable 
journalism;  we  are  concerned  only  with  the  fundamental  rights  of  freedom  of  speech  and 
expression.  With  reference  to  that,  the  Bill  violates  the  provision  of  the  Consti  ution  to  which 
the  members  of  the  Select  Committee  could  not  possibly  have  made  any  reference.  It  was 
stated  that  the  Constitution  was  not  in  force  at  that  time.  What  I  want  to  point  out  is  that  this 
is  a  measure  by  which  we  are  going  to  curtail  the  liberty  of  persons  and  the  liberty  of  unions 
or  associations.  I  am  only  referring  to  tbe  fundamental  rights.  We  are  going  to  curtail  the 
freedom  of  speech  and  expression. 

And  so  we  must  enact  any  law  only  with  reference  to  the  provisions  In  the  Constitution 
regarding  the  conditions  under  which  this  right  can  be  curtailed.  The  Select  Committee^  had 
no  occasion  to  apply  its  mind  to  this  and  therefore  it  must  go  back  to  the  Select  Commltlee. 
Ohcourse  many  of  the  provisions  are  really  draconian.  Probably  that  may  not  be  a  ground  for 
urging  that  the  Bill  should  be  recommitted;  but  the  fact  that  the  Select  Committee  did  not 
apply  its  mind  to  the  Fundamental  Rights  and  the  conditions  under  which  those  rights  can  be 
curtailed  and  that  in  regard  to  the  important  provisions  regarding  preventive  detention  the 
Centra!  Legisla'ure  has  already  enacted  a  law,  are  sufficient  justification  for  recommitting  this 
Bill.  The  whole  Bill  has  to  be  reconsidered  and  reviewed  and  It  is  therefore  better  that  It 
should  be  sent  back  to  the  Select  Committee.  The  Ministers  may  say  that  we  have  only 
one  or  two  days,  but  I  have  no  objection  in  the  Bill  being  reconsidered  and  brought  up 
immediately.  When  we  are  dealing  with  a  Bill,  especially  of  this  nature  where  person^ 
liberties  are  concerned  and  the  Fundamental  Rights  adumbrated  in  the  Constitution  are 
sought  to  be  limited,  no  haste  is  excusable.  The  Fundamental  Rights  form  the  very  c^re  of 
the  Constitution  and  when  those  rights  are  sought  to  be  detracted,  we  have  to  be  very 
oareM.  I  think  we  are  passing  legislation  affecting  those  rights  for  the  first  time.  Let  ua 
not  be  rash.  Let  us  not  be  hasty.  There  is  no  harm  in  referring  to  the  Select  Committee 
and  taking  it  up  after  they  have  applied  their  minds  to  this. 

Sri.  D.  Gaanasigamoni  :  In  support  of  the  motion  for  recommittal,  I  want  to  refer  to 
only  ont  matter,  namely,  that  this  Bill  as  originally  drafted  was  intended  to  be  a  permanent  Act. 
Now  Actions  32  to  36  relate  to  Preventive  Detention  and  an  Act  governing  it  has  been  already 
passed  by  the  Parliament.  Sub-dause  3  of  Clause  1  says  that  it  shall  cease  to  have  effect  on 
the  1st  day  of  April  1 951,  save  in  respect  of  things  done  or  omitted  to  be  done  before  that  date. 
Sothe  provisions  of  articles  32  to  36,  which  relate  to  preventive  detention  and  which  were 
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as  of  this  Bill,  have

expire  on  the  Lst  day  of  April  Ixji.  rms  aspect  ot  tne  matter  nas  never  Been  considered  by 
the  Select  Committee,  1  am  referring  this  particularly  because  the  Travancore  Defence  Act, 
under  which  the  provisions  of  this  are  based,  was  a  temporary  Act.  In  fact  the  Defence  o'f 
Travancore  Act  expired  on  the  30th  September  1 946.  On  that  day  the  Emergency  Powers  Act 
was  promulgated.  That  was  in  force  for  two  years.  It  was  extended  for  another  year  and  it 
expired  on  the  30th  September  1 949.  It  was  then  that  this  Ordinance  was  promulgated.  All 
these  were  only  temporary  provisions.  I  am  referring  to  this  because  the  Public  Safety 
Measures  Act  in  all  Provinces  was  only  a  temporary  Act.  In  Madras  it  was  enacted  for  a  period 
of  two  years.  Recently  in  Bombay  this  Act  has  been  passed  and  extended  it  for 
three  years.  I  wish  to  say  that  these  Acts  are  never  meant  to  be  permanent  on  the  Statute 
book.  This  aspect  of  the  matter  seems  to  have  been  lost  sight  of  by  the  Select  Committee 
when  they  considered  the  matter.  If  the  provisions  of  the  preventive  Detention  Act  passed  by 
the  Government  of  India  are  only  temporary,  and  which  provisions  have  been  made.-  Per- 
manent  in  the  Original  Bill  and  which  are  now  sought  to  be  deleted  on  the  passing  of  the 
preventive  Detention  Act,  I  ask  why  should  the  other  provisions  he  made  permanent  ?  The 
very  reason  that  led  the  Government  to  delete  these  provisions  must  apply  with  equal  force  to 
make  this  also  a  temporary  Act  like  the  Preventive  Detention  Act.  My  submission  therefore 
■  ’  "  hould  be  considered  afresh  by  the  Select  Committee

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This  Bill  is  necessitated  by  the  emergency  that  exists  in  the  country  to-day.  Gontrolol 
essential  commodities  is  not  a  normal  feature  of  our  life.  The  normal  life  is  bound  to  come 
sooner  or  later.  Now,  Government  of  India  have  notified  that  by  the  end  of  1951,  food  shortage 
in  the  country  should  be  made  good  and  that  there  should  be  no  food  shortage  after  that  perW 
We  can  reasonably  expect  that  if  Government  are  sincere  in  implementing  their  decision,  there 
will  be  no  food  shortage  after  1951.  So,  the  control  of  essential  commodities  and  the 
necessaries  of  life  especially  food  and  clothing,  is  a  passing  phase  in  our  industrial  and  agri¬ 
cultural  life.  Therefore,  a  permanent  law,  in  the  statute  hook,  giving  the  right  to  the  executive 
to  control  and  order  the  normal  life  of  this  State,  will  be  an  extraordinary  measure.  We  ar« 
legislating  to  meet  the  existing  conditions  to-day  and  from  the  declarations  we  are  able  to  know 
also  how  long  those  conditions  will  continue.  According  to  the  declaration,  the  present 
conditions  are  expected  to  continue  only  for  one  year.  Therefore  it  will  be  right  and  logical  fa 
the  House  to  put  a  time  limit  to  the  exceptional  law  to  be  in  force.  I  am  fortified  in  Ais  view 
by  the  provision  contained  in  the  Preventive  Detention  Act  recently  passed  by  the  Parliament. 
That  Act  is  put  in  force  for  only  one  year,  that  Is,  till  the  end  of  the  1st  day  of  April  1951, 
That  provision  was  accepted  after  due  deliberations.  Since  the  Parliament  has  thought  it  right 
to  enact  a  measure  which  will  be  in  force  only  for  a  specified  period  and  when  we  are  also 
enacting  an  extraordinary  measure  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  times,  we  should  also  limit  it  for 
a  periom  According  to  me  that  period  should  be  the  1  st  day  of  April  1951.  With  these 
words,  1  move  the  motion.  %

(a)  All  drivers  have  the  responsibility  to  see  to  the  safety  and  proper  use  of  the  vehicle 
while  it  is  in  his  charge.  If  the  break  down  of  the  bus  is  of  a  minor  nature  which  the  driver 
can  rectify  without  much  difficulty  and  without  the  aid  of  special  implements  he  is  expected 


(S)  Due  to  the  presence  of  departmental  garages  in  most  of  the  important  stations 
nKoute  such  delay  is  not  caused  in  getting  immediate  assistance  of  mechanics  from  the  nearest 
garage.  Sometimes  delay  may  occur  depending  upon  the  seriousness  of  the  defect. 

(c)  Usually,  private  concerns  with  a  small  number  of  vehicles  entrust  the  drivers  with 
the  duty  of  attending  to  the  repairs  of  the  vehicles  also  but  in  a  large  organisation  this  is  not 
possible  and  as  long  as  separate  functions  are  assigned  to  drivers  and  mechanics  it  is  not  desirable 
for  one  to  carry  out  the  function  of  the  other.

not  only  not  pursued  but  it  was  given  up  for  a  different  policy.  Sir,  we  have  had  to  spend 
nearly  3  crores  of  rupees  for  education  in  the  State  and  we  have  been  making  ample  provUioni 
for  pushing  on  the  scheme  of  compulsory  primary  education,  but  in  this  year’s  budget  ,  the  pro- 
vision  made  for  building  up  primary  school  buildings  is  only  Rs.  2  lakhs.  Sir,  I  am  again  asking 
the  question,  whatever  may  have  been  th-^  confusion  made  in  the  educational  policy,  after,  the 
constitution  came  into  operation,  whether  the  Educational  Authorities  or  the  -Government 
thought  it  fit  to  revise  the  educational  policy  of  the  State  so  that  it  may  fit  in  with  the  directive 
policy  enunciated  in  the  Constitution.  Sir,  in  the  Constitution  it  is  said  that  “The  State  shaU 
endeavour  to  provide,  within  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the  commencement  of  this  Constitution 
for  free  and  compulsory  education  for  all  children  until  they  complete  the  age  of  fourteen  years*’. 
Sir,  I  am  reading  Article  45  of  the  Constitution.  Is  the  Minister  in  Charge  of  Education  aware 
of  this  Article?  Has  he  bestowed  a  moment’s  thought  over  it?  And,  if  so,  what  has  he  done 
in  the  furtherance  of  this  policy?  Does  the  budget  allotment  justify  the  Constitution  wii 
reference  to  the  provision  made?  I  am  sorry  to  observe,  Sir,  that  nothing  has  been 
done  in  the  furtherance  of  this  policy  laid  down  in  the  Constitution.  On  the  other 
hand,  as  I  observed,  this  Government,  by  carrying  on  a  policy  in  this  respect  for  the  last  two 
years  have  been  going  away  from  the  Directive  given  in  the  Constitution.  In  this  connection, 
Sir,  I  should  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Minister  in  Charge  to  the  recommendations  that 
were  made  in  the  Buch  Committee  Report.  This  is  what  the  Report  says. — 

‘nrhere  are  wide  variations  in  the  two  States  in  the  matter  of  Pay  Structures,  Syllabuses 
and  text  books,  Grand-in-aid  system,  etc.  So  we  recommend  (1)  a  common  head  for  the 
United  States,  (2)  A  number  of  expert  committees  should  be  appointed  report  on  the  various 
aspects  of  the  Educational  Policy  and  Problems  connected  with  integration,  (3)  for  the  present 
the  organisational  set  up  and  the  salary  structure  in  both  States  should  remain  unaltered.” 

.  Therefore,  the  Committee  recommended  that  there  should  be  a  common  head  for  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  in  the  United  State  and  a  number  of  expert  committees 
should  be  appointed  to  report  on  the  various  aspects  of  the  Educational  policy  and  problems 
connected  with  the  integration  of  the  two  States  and  for  the  present  the  organisational  set  up 
and  the  salary  structure  for  both  the  States  should  remain  unaltered.  I  am  placing  these  facts 
before  the  House,  Sir,  to  impress  upon  the  Hon’ble  members  and  the  Government,  that  the 
Government  have  not  considered  any  of  these  things  so  far  as  the  budget  provisions  go  for  the 
coming  year.  Sir,  as  I  observed  already  with  reference  to  the  policy  that  has  been  in  vogue  for 
the  last  two -years,  the  object  of  introducing  the  compulsory  education  scheme  was  to  have  the 
scheme  throughout  the  State  within  a  limited  period.  But  as  soon  as  the  present  Ministry 
came  in  there  was  some  agitation  by  teachers  for  the  revision  of  their  salary  and  from  some 
other  quarter  for  giving  up  the  shift  system  which  was  then  prevailing.  The  Ministry  did  not 
understand  exactly  what  was  at  the  bottom  of  those  agitations.  I  don’t  for  a  moment  say  that 
the  salary  of  the  teachers  should  not  be  enhanced.  I  do  not  say  that  the  Government  were 
wrong  in  abandoning  the  shift  system.  The  point  is  that  they  have  not  bestowed  sufficient 
thought  or  attention  to  the  original  object  of  the  compulsory  primary  education  scheme  and  they 
should  have  thought  twice  before  they  changed  the  shift  system.  A  Committee  was  appointed 
to  go  through  the  question  with  Mr.  Abdulla  as  President.  The  Committee  sat  for  a  few 
rrionths  and  an  amount  of  Rs.  9,000  was  spent.  Though  that  Committee  was  appointed  for  a 
particular  purpose,  subsequently  that  Committee  wished  to  enter  the  whole  subject  of  edu¬ 
cational  policy  of -the  State.  They  issued  a  questionnaire  and  we  were  asked  to  answer  their 
questions,  and  before  the  questions  were  answer -‘d  and  considered  that  Committee  was  dissolved 
and  Mr.  Abdulla  was  made  an  Hon’ble  Minister  and  we  do  not  know  anything  further  about 
the  findings  of  this  Committee  except  that  we  learnt  that  the  shift  system  was  given  up.  The 
original  idea  in  constituting  the  Committee  was  to  find  out  how  the  scheme  of  compulsory 
primary  education  could  be  given  effect  to. 

Sir,  it  is  very  interesting  to  see  how  this  shift  system  was  abolished.  We  were  of  the  view 
that  a  school,  a  prima^  school  should  have  three  teachers  provided  there  is  shift  systern.  Before 
this  shift  system  was  introduced  there  was  some  agitation  on  the  part  of  the  teachers  that  they 
were  not  getting  proper  pay  and  they  were  prepared  to  work  for  more  hours  if  they  are  better 
paid.  Accepting  that  the  shift  system  was  introduced  and  they  were  made  to  work  for  6' hours 
^nd  better  pay  was  made  available  to  them.  Then  the  managers  of  the  Grant-in-aid  Schools 
thought  that  if  a  school  had  only  3  teachers  their  grant  will  be  proportionately  reduced  and 
thereby  they  will  be  losers.  In  order  to  satisfy  that  section  of  the  people  the  shift  system  was 
abolished  and  simultaneously  dynamatized  the  policy  of  compulsory  primary  education.  That 
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is,  to  tell  things  very  plainly,  very  bad.  That  Committee  which  recommended  the  abolition  of 
shift  system  did  not  contain  a  single  individual  who  could  be  called  an  expert  on  edurational 
matters.  Some  lay  men  were  brought  together  to  form  that  committee  and  they  recommended 
c^ain  things  affecting  the  Statens  educational  policy  on  the  whole.  It  was  a  short  sighted 
policy  of  the  Government,  and  it  was  not  good  for  them  to  act  upon  the  report  of  that

Sri.  Ittiera  Ambookan :  Sir,  on  a  point  of  order.  It  has  come  to  the  notice  of  the 
members  on  this  side  of  the  House  that  a  case  has  been  registered  with  the  High  Court  in 
respect  of  the  legality  of  your  continuance  as  Speaker  of  this  Legislature.

Sri.  Ittiera  Ambookan :  In  this  state  of  uncertainty  who  will  be  held  responsible  for 
the  money  that  is  spent  7 

Mr.  Speaker :  There  is  absolutely  no  uncertainty  for  the  House  to  reckon  with.  The 
Hon'ble-  Member  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  will  continue  his  speech. 

'  Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai :  Sir,  I  was  dealing  with  question  as  to  how  the 
shift  system  was  changed.  I  ask  the  question,  now,  Sir,  was  it  in  any  way  advisable 
after  the  Government  had  incurred  Rs.  3  lakhs  for  appointing  teachers  in  the  primary 
schools  to  put  a  stop  to  the  shift  system  ?  And,  I  may  state  that  the  rest  of  India 
was  attracted  by  the  shift  system  adopted  in  our  State  as  is  evidenced  by  the  opinion 
expressed  by  an  ex-Educatlon  Minister  of  Madras  Mr.  Avnasalingom  Chettiar.  Mr.  Chettiar 
said  when  he  came  here  that  in  an  over-populited  area  alike  Travancore  in  imple¬ 
menting  compulsory  primary  education,  the  shift  system  was  absolutely  necessary.  Now,  Sir,  I 
ask  again  whether  the  compulsory  primary  education  pohey  is  in  force  today,  and  whether  the 
Compulsory  Primary  Education  Bill  is  in  force  ?  And,  I  ask  whether  as  contemplated  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Compulsory  Primary  Education  Bill,  Attendance  Committees  have  been 
formed  and  arc  functioning,  and  whether  arrangements  have  been  made  for  taking  the  census  of 
school-gomg  children.  These  are  the  questions  on  which  I  should  like  to  get  answers.  Sir,  I 
knew  the  answers  will  be  negative.  You  will  find.  Sir,  that  the  Post-war  Education  Fund  to  the 
tune  of  25  lakhs  was  provided  to  implement  the  Compulsory  Education  Scheme  according  to 
the  budget  for  1  125  and  that  has  been  enhanced  to  37^  lakhs  according  to  the  revised '  budget 
and  for  the  coming  year  aho  a  provision  of  37  and  odd  lakhs  has  been  provided.  Sir,  I  wish  to 
know  how  the  amount  of  Rs.  37  lakhs  was  spent  during  the  current  year  if  the  Compulsory 
Primary  Act  was  not  enforced.  It  is  a  pity,  Sir,  when  we  were  bound  to  implement  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Act,  the  whole  scheme  was  given  up.  Now  we  find,  Sir,  that  for  the  year  1 1 24  we 
spent  nearly  14  lakhs.  For  1 125,  accorcing  to  the  budget  estimates  25  lakhs  was  provided  and 
the  revised  estimates  went  up  to  30  lakhs.  This  year  we  have  provided  Rs.  45  lakhs  plus 
25  lakhs  and  a  lump  sum  of  37'1 2  lakhs  under  Postwar  Re-construction  fund.  We  do  not  know 
whether  these  amounts  have  been  spent.  And,  without  having  any  idea  about  the  future  policy 
of  the  State  in  regard  to  education,  how  can  we  vote  money  fer  this  demand.  In  this  connec-. 
tlon- 1  should  like  to  tell  the  Minister  in  Charge  and  the  Government  that  they  should  stop  here 
wltho.ut  going  further.  As  has  been  recommended  by  the  Buch  Committee  you  must  get  down 
the  reports  of  various  expert  committees  which  will  have  gone  into  the  subject  of  education  and 
then  only  you  can  effect  any  change.  Without  these  things  it  would  not  be  advisable  to  change 
the  whole  system  of  Education  in  the  State  according  to  exigencies.  By  giving  up  the  scheme 
of  compulsory  primary  education,  .you  have  betrayed  the  country  s  interesls,  the  interests  of 
children  who  are  of  school  going  age  and  you  are  betraying  the  future  generations  as  well.  With 
these  words,  Sir,  I  place  this  motion  before  the  House. 

Sri.  K.  Sivarama  Pillai :  Regarding  the  University,  I  would  submit  that  the  grant  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  coming  year  is  nearly  50  per  cent  of  what  was  provided  for  1 1 24.  Not  even  that, 
there  is  a  difference  between  the  University  and  our  budget.  When  cur  Government  says  that 
they  are  going  to  give  the  University  a  grant  of  21  lakhs,  the  University  says  that  they  expect 
a  grant  of  32  lakhs.  There  is  absolutely  no  co-ordination  between  the  Uriiversily  and  the 
Government  so  far  as  the  question  of  grant  is  concerned.^  Then  also  we  find  that  even  though 
the  Maharaja’s  College  of  Cochin  have  come  under  the  University  yet  it  Las  been  given  a  separate 
treatment,  There  is  also  another  College  in  Cochm  which  is  also  given  a.separate  treatment

,  Sri  P.BalakrishnanTampi:  Sir,  I  am  supporting  the  motion  to  bring  to  the  notice 
ot  the  House_  certain  vital  aspects  of  University  education  in  our  country.  Sir,  I  am  one  o{ 
those  who  believe  that  Government  should  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  University  except  in  the 
matter  of  giving  grants.  As  is  the  practice  in  the  case  of  all  other  Universities,  Government  of 
a  state  is  not  to  interfere  with  the  details  of  the  administrative  function  of  the  University  like 
recruitment  of  staff,  etc.,  ff  a  Government  is  to  interfere,  there  is  the  risk  of  their  «ercising 
undue  influence  over  the  University.  A  university,  if  it  is  to  function  well,  should  not  be 
affected  by  political  influence  one  way  or  the  other. 

Sir,  I  was  told  that  some  announcement  was  made  that  hereafter  the  appointments  in  the 
University  would  be  made  by  the  Public  Service  Commissioner.  I  do  not  want  to  dispar^e  the 
ablHly  of  the  talented  members  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  yet  I  was  visualising  to 


-  - . .ited  members  of  the  Public  Service  Commission,  ™t  I  was  visualising  to 

myself  of  a  Professor  of  Applied  Psychology  and  Genetics  ot  a  Professor  Specidised  in  Atoimc 
Energy  as  competing  candidates  before  these  three  learned  men  who  form  the  Public  Service 
Commission.  Sir,  it  is  ridiculous  to  believe  that  these  men  will  be  able  to  make  proper 
selections  because  they  do  not  possess  the  requisite  training  or  expenence  tor  that,  it  we 
turn  the  pages  of  the  masterly  report  of  the  Indian  University  Commission  presided  over  by 
Dr.  Radhakrishnan  we  find  that  the  Commission  has  unanimously  recomm^ded,  that  appoint¬ 
ments  should  be  made  by  the  executive  of  the  University  and  a  permanent  Committee  should  be 
made  from  among  the  faculties  of  Law  and  other  faculties  for  this  purpose.  But  to  say  lhat 
the  Government  of  the  Tfavancore-Cochin  State  could  make  appointments  mthe  Universities  or 
that  such  appointments  should  be  made  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  ot  our  otate  u  to 
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betray  deplorable  ignorance.  Sir,  I  resist  the  temptation  to  make  sarcastic  references  to 
those  people.

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  I  have  not  had  a  chance  of  having  a  portfolio  in 
Madras  and  so  I  am  not  able  to  say.  I  would  say,  Sir;  that  this  Government  is  veryun- 
fortunate  in  their  relations  with  the  University.  Again,  Sir.  I  resist  the  temptation  to  say 
anything  about  the  new  Vice-Chancellor. 

Sri.  P.  Kunjukrishnan :  One  more  question. 

Sri.  P.  Balakrishnan  Tampi  :  I  don’t  yield.  I  could  yield  to  questions  which  would  he 
useful  to  the  discussion  before  the  House.  Sir,  the  present  Vice-Chancellor  was  appointed 
without  consulting  the  Syndicate  though  the  University  Commission  had  recommended  that 
this  must  be  done  by  the  Syndicate.  This  gentleman  was  thrust  upon  the  University  as  a 
barbarian  who  is  pushed  into  the  European  civilisation.  There  was  a  very  well-known  brahmin 
by  name  Brahraasri  Jayantan  Namboorlpad  who  was  made  to  preside  over  the  administration  of 
Travancore  for  a  short  period.  In  the  same  manner  this  Government  have  appointed  a  Vice- 
Chancellor  who  had  no  particular  claim  to  be  appointed  as  such.  He  was  no  scholar,  and  99 
out  of  the  1 00  scholars  in  the  State  did  not  know  that  this  gentleman  was  going  to  be  appoint¬ 
ed  as  Vice-Chancellor  and  that  too  for  a  term  of  five  years.  This  appointment.  Sir,  is  the 
greatest  insult  to  the  intelligence  of  the  people  of  this  State.  He  may  be  useful  in  a  teaching 
department  or  in  organising  some  branches  in  the  University. 

The  second  thing  which  I  wish  to  refer  to  is  the  same  point  which  has  already  been 
referred  to  by  my  friend  Mr.  Pylee.  This  Government  should  not  do  anything  to  lower  the 
standard  of  the  University.  The  Pre-University  Examination  recommended  by  all  Educational 
Committees  from  Sadler's  time  to  Radhakrishnan's  has  been  abolished.  By  one  executive  order 
the  course  was  abolished  and  one  fine  morning  the  colleges  were  shifted  in  the  face  of  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  Syndicate.  This  is  too  much.  I  don’t  mind  if  some  children 
let  loose  themselves  and  burn  a  bridge  or  break  a  few  street  lights,  I  don't  mind  if  hundred 
people  are  arrested,  killed  or  courtmartialled,  if  people  die  it  will  be  a  relief  to  this  over- 
populated  State,  but  to  lay  hands  on  our  higher  education  will  affect  not  only  the  present 
generation  but  generations  to  come.  In  all  humility  I  would  appeal  to  Government  though 
they  are  competent  to  do  everything  under  the  sun,  to  be  a  littU  modest  when  they  think  about 
higher  education.

Some  de¬ 
cade  ago,  an  inscription  was  found  itKanmmapuramnesrEdalakuJi.  That  inscription  threw  con- 
siderable  lignt  into  the  remote  past.  It  related  to  some  dedication  to  one  whose  name  in  Sanskrit 
would  mean  Paravaltarasu.  The  non-Tamil  knowing  head  of  theArchaeological  Department  exert¬ 
ed  his  head  into  making  a  through  study  of  the  inscription  .In  Tamil,  Sir,  the  difference  between 
IDS  and  s1°eio  is  very  minute  and  the  non-Tamil  knowing  head  of  the  Department  read  it  as 
ajoroaifflasxooa”  instead  of  ojrofflojaofflcg".  -phat  might  appear  to  be  very  silly. 
But  really  it  helped  in  arresting  research  work  for  two  cosecutive  years  and  thanks  to  the  efforts 
of  our  great  Poet  Kavimani  Desivinayakam  Pillai,  the  text  was  corrected  and  the  truth  revealed 
to  the  world.  It  is  under  the  guidance  of  this  type  of  men  at  the  head  of  affairs  in  the  Archae¬ 
ological  Department  that  most  of  the  inscriptions  and  codicils,  whkh  ought  to  be  published 
with  intellectual  honesty,  are  being  placed  before  the  world.  Honourable  members  might  very 
well  guess  the  harm  that  might  result  in  withholding  truths  as  revealed  in  these  inscriptions. 
I  would  therefore  very  seriously  appeal  to  the  Honourable  the  Minister  for  Education  to  take 
4is  part  of  the  Archaeological  Department  and  place  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Professorial  Chair  in 
Tamil  attached  to  the  University  of  Travancore. 

Then,  Sir,  I  would  like  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Hon’ble  the  Minister  for  Education 
to  the  pathetic  lot  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  Primary  Schools.  Formerly,  in  the  compulsory 
area,  there  were  sixty  or  sixty-five  sub-inspectors  drawn  from  the  cadre  of  teachers  having  a 


feed  pay  of  Rs.  25  a  month.  In  place  of  that,  now  six  graduate  sub-inspectors  were  appointed 
with  iJI-defined  powers  and  functions.  It  Is  said  that  they  are  appointed  to  assist  the  Inspector 
of  Primary  and  Middle  Schools.  But  really,  they  wait  on  the  1.  P.  M.  S.  Their  position  is 
stated  in  that  office  to  be  nothing_  better  than  that  of  chaprasis.  Therefore  1  would  appeal  to 
the  Honourable  the  Education  Minister  to  define  their  powers.  (Bell).

“The  Selection  Committee  or  Committees. — ^These  may  be  either^  a  Standing  Committee 
whose  membership  varies  according  to  the  vacancy  under  consideration,  or  a  series  of  adhoc 
committees  for  each  vacancy.  But  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  all  vacancies  on  the  per¬ 
manent  teaching  staff  should  be  deJt  with  by  a  properly  constituted  Committee.  It  should  be 
a  committee  of  the  Executive;  the  Vice-Chancellor  should  be  its  Chairman,  and  its  other 
members  should  be;  for  a  professorship,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  and  three  external  experts,  for 
a  readership  or  lecturership,  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty,  the  Head  of  the  Department,  and  two 
external  experts.  The  external  experts  should  be  appointed  by  the  Executive,  or  in  case  of 
emergency  by  the  Vice-Chancellor.  If  the  Executive  does  not  accept  the  recommendation  of 
the  Selection  Committee,  the  matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Chancellor  for  his  final  decision. 
It  is  not  usual  to  seek  external  assistance  for  filling  lectureships:  but  we  feel  strongly  that  it  is

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Filial :  I  want  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  some  of  the 
aspects  of  the  provisions  contained  in  this  Bill.  Listening  to  the  discussion  both  for  and  against 
the  provisions  of  this  Bill,  1  understand  that  one  section  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  Bill  is  intended 
to  tax  the  gross  income  of  the  Agriculturists,  while  another  Section,  in  view  of  the  provisions 
contained  in  Clause  5  of  the  Bill,  is  of  the  opinion  that  practically  it  comes  to  a  tax  on  profit. 
The  principles  so  far  as  Business  Income  Tax  and  Agricultural  Income  Tax  are  concerned,  do 
not  differ  much.  My  submission  is  that  even  in  the  case  of  Agricultural  Income  Tax,  taxation 
must  be  aimed  to  tax  the  profit  which  one  gets  out  of  the  agricultural  operation.  Viewing  the 
provisions  of  this  Bill  from  this  point  of  view,  I  ask  the  question  whether  they  conform  to  this 
principle.  Every  provision  contained  in  this  Bill  must  satisfy  the  condition  that  only  the  income, 
whether  it  be  the  gross  income  or  net  income,  after  putting  into  operation  the  provisions  of 
sub-clause  under  Clause  5,  is  sought  to  be  assessed.  If  that  be  so,  I  may  just  draw  the  attention 
of  the  Member  in  Charge  of  the  Bill  to  Sections  28  and  29  of  the  Bill.  We,  on  this  side  of 
the  House,  are  unable  to  understand  the  fundamental  principle  on  which  this  Bill  is  based.  I 
ask  whether  this  Bill  is  intended  to  tax  the  poor,  however  poor  he  may  be  or  whether  it  is  to  tax 
the  rich  or  only  the  tolerably  well-to-do  gentlemen.  The  criticism  levelled  against  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  Bill  from  this  side  of  the  House  was  that  it  will  be  very  injurious  to  the  poor 
agriculturists.  We  say  that  it  should  be  only  a  taxation  on  income  and  the  burden  should  fall 
only  on  those  who  are  able  to  bear  it.  That  takes  me  to  examine  the  implications  of  this  Bill. 
If  even  the  poor  agriculturists  who  can  gel  only  an  income  of  Rs,  2,000/-  can  be  assessed  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Bill,  when  we  go  higher  up  we  are  at  a  loss  to  understand  whether  the 
promoters  of  the  Bill  were  alive  to  the  necessity  of  raising  money  from  the  rich  who  can 
afford  to  pay.  I  can  appreciate  the  argument  of  my  learned  friend  that  the  agriculturists  as 
a  whole  are  poor  in  this  land,  but  I  can  cite  instance  where  there  are  well-to-do  agriculturists, 
who  spend  a  very  good  portion  of  their  income  on  unnecessary  things.  If  that  be  so,  is  it  not 
the  duty  of  Government  to  collect  as  much  as  possible  from  that  hind  of  agriculturists  ?  My 
humble  submission  is  that  I  do  not  see  eye  to  eye  with  the  framers  of  this  Bill.  Their  conduct 
is  strange  and  inconsistent.  On  the  one  hand  they  want  to  raise  basic  tax  from  4  cash  to  3  ps. 
On  the  other  hand  they  will  not  tax  the  rich  agriculturists.  These  two  attitudes  are  funda¬ 
mentally  opposed  to  each  other. 

They  are  meant  simply  to  make  money  or  to  have  money  to  carry  out  the  functions  of 
Government  without  caring  for  a  moment  whether  the  taxation  falls  on  the  poor  or  the  rich. 
Every  landholder  is  made  to  pay  a  basic  tax,  whether  he  possesses  one  cent  or  two  cents  of  land. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  the  richest  class  is  made  to  escape.  Therefore,  my  question 
is,  for  whose  benefit  these  proposals  have  been  made  ?  Is  it  not  really  intended  to  benefit  the 
rich  people  ?  When  I  read  through  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  I  found  jsome  anxiety  on  the 
part  of  the  framers  of  this  Bill  to  help  the  rich,  to  protect  the  rich,  not  to  annoy  them  in 
anjway,  W  at  the  same  time,  they  have  exhausted  their  powers  in  proclaiming  to  this  House, 
"we  are  doing  everything.  We  propose  to  tax  the  richest  so  that  the  poorest  may,  In  a 
different  way,  be  helped.” 

Now.  I  advert  to  Clause  28  of  this  Bill  which  deals  with  a  joint  family  properly  and  the 
principle  of  taxing.  I  can  understand,  Sir*  if  a  joint  family  or  an  undivided  Hindu  family  is 
possessed  of  properties,  the  income  from  which  comes  above  the  assessable  margin.  By  all 
means,  let  that  income  be  taxed.  I  can  understand  it,  because,  as  I  said,  that  is  a  tax  on 
income  of  the  joint  family  property.  But  I  am  speaking  subject  to  correction,  because  it  is 
from  my  experience  that  I  am  speaking,  and  further,  every  measure  regarding  income  tax  is 
ambiguous  and  it  is  a  very  difficult  thing  for  the  common  man  to  understand.  Further, 
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innumerable  doubts  always  arise  from  the  Income  tax  laws  both  of  Travancore  and  of  the  Centri  1 
Government.  In  the  clause  to  which  I  referred—clauss  28—1  find  very  contradictory  nrinc;. 
pies  are  introduced.  What  does  that  provision  say  ?  It  says :  ‘  Shall  make  such  enquirv 
thereinto  as  he  may  think  fit,  and,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  there  has  been  a  partition  of  the  proper- 
ty  by  metes  and  bounds  among  the  various  members  or  groups  of  members  and  separate  eniov- 

ment  by  them  he  shall  record  an  order  to  that  effect: . ”  Then  sub-clause  (2)  says; 

“Where  such  an  order  has  been  passed,  the  Agricultural  Income-tax  Officer  shall  make  an 
assessment  of  the  total  agricultural  income  received  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  family  or  tarwad  as 
such,  as  if  no  partition  had  taken  place  and  each  member  or  group  of  members  shall,  in  addition 
to  any  agricultural  income-tax  for  which  he  or  it  may  be  separately  liable  and  notwithstanding 
anything  contained  in  clause  (a)  of  section  11,  be  liable  for  a  share  of  the  tax  on  the 
‘Tncome. .  . and  so  on.  Therefore,  what  is  stated  here  is,  as  I  understand  it,  if  there  is  an 
undivided  joint  family  or  Hindu  family,  the  income  from  the  properties  of  that  Hindu  family 
could  be  taxed,  when  it  comes  to  the  assessable  amount.  It  is  also  said,  Sir,  in  that  clause,  that 
if  the  family  has  been  partitioned,  either  on  thaivazhi  or  on  individual  basis,  an  officer  will  be 
asked  to  enquire  into  the  bona  fides  of  that  partition  and  he  is  expected  to  record  a  finding  that 
the  partition  is  correct  and  bona  fide.  Even  the  officer  is  given  the  option  to  say  whether  ffiat 
partition  is  right  or  net.  Even  when  a  partition  is  effected  according  to  the  metes  and 
bounds,  and  possession  is  transferred,  it  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  officer  to  see  whether  the 
partition  is  bona  fide  or  mala  fide,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  possession  has  passed  to  the 
thawazhi  or  the  individual  concerned,  and  the  necessary  entries  are  made  in  the  revenue 
records.  Even  if  he  makes  the  record,  that  the  partition  is  bona  fide,  then  what  is  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  taxation  ?  Even  then,  the  joint  family  income  may  be  taxed,  and  if  the  individual  or 
thawazhi  should  get  some  properties  out  of  the  partition,  with  the  other  sources  of  income, 
those  sources  will  be  separately  taxed,  and  to  a  certain  exten*t,  the  portion  of  the  properties  he 
got  allotked  by  the  partition  will  have  to  be  paid  by  him,  taking  into  account  the  amount  of 
income  when  the  joint  family  remained  as  such  before  the  division.^  Is^it  right,  Sir,  I  ask. 

half  a  dozen  members  with  undivided  family  with  an  income  of  Rs.  10,000  per  year.  ‘V 
family  divided,  either  on  Thaiwazhi  basis  or  on  individual  basis,  each  member  getting  about 
Rs.  2,000  per  year.  The  income  from  that  property  will  be  Rs.  100  or  Rs.  200  per  year. 
Under  the  provisions  of  the  Bill,  he  may  have  other  properties.  That  will  be  separately 
assessed  and  even  after  recording  that  a  genuine  partition  has  taken  place  in  the  family,  this 
individual  will  be  made  to  pay  a  share  of  the  tax,  presuming  that  the  family  is  net  divided  and 
thatifund-vided,  the  family  will  have  to^be  assessed  at  Rs.  10,000.  If  that  be  so, -I  am 


Again,  Sir,  commenting  on  this  section,  my  honbie  friend,  Mr.  Markos,  was  ventilating 
another  aspect  of  the  question.  He  went  to  the  extent  of  saying  that  there  may  be,  apart  from 
actual  partition,  just  like  in  Mammakkathayam  tarwads,  some  sort  of  maintenance  arrangements 
by  which  properties  may  be  allotted  for  maintenance  of  a  branch  or  an  individual.  I  do  not 

made,  if  the  properties  allotted  yield  the  assessable  income,  then,  independent  of  the  fact  that 
he  has  a  permanent  arrangement  amounting  to  partition  or  not,  that  thawazhi  or  individual  to 
whom  properties  are  allotted  for  maintenance  must  be  taxed,  provided  the  income  comes  to  the 

Again,  Sir,  the  same  provision  says,  even  in  the  case  of  maintenance  allotment,  it  should 
not  be  viewed  with  favour.  Why  should  it  not  be  viewed  with  favour,  I  ask.  ^  It  may  be  a 
maintenance  allotment ;  properties  went  beyond  the  undivided  family,  on  thawazhi  basis,  and 
as  I  said,  in  the  revenue  records  also,  the  necessary  amendments  were  made.  Then,  why  not 
the  Income-tax  Department  recognize  it  as  a  semi-permanent  arrangement,  so  far  as  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  the  properties  are  concerned.  There  is  absolutely  no  co  nflict  of  interests  between  tlw 
Karanavan  and  the  members  of  the  original  tharwad,  thawazhi  or  individual,  as  the  case  may 
be.  That  aspect  of  the  question  has  not  been  properly  understood.  If,  having  understood 
that,  this  provision  is  made,  I  submit  with  all  respect,  it  is  unfair,  inequitable  and  even 


In  this  connection,  1  want  to  invite  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  method  in  which  the 
undivided  family  has  been  treated  in  the  recent  income-tax  proposals  of  the  Government  of 
India.  There,  the  learned  Finance  Minister  said  :  “It  is  also  proposed  to  give  a  concession 
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in  respect  of  the  income  of  Hindu  undivided  familes  last  year.  The  exemption  limit  in  respect 
of  the  income  of  such  families  was  raised  to  Rs.  5,000.  This  limit  will  now  be  raised  to 
Rs.  6,000  making  it  double  the  amount  of  exemption  allowed  for  individuals.  The  cost  of  this 
concession  is  estimated  at  Rs.  1 2  lakhs.”  I  was  inviting  the  attention  of  the  House  to  this  pro¬ 
posal  because  even  in  income-tax  matters,  the  Central  Government  wanted  to  view 
the  position  of  the  joint  undivided  family  with  more  leniency.  The  limit  was  doubled. 
Here,  what  is  the  case  ?  Here,  the  undivided  families  are  treated  with  a  vengeance.  That 

Secondly  I  come  to  clause  29.  That  clause  says:  “Where  such  an  order  has  been 
passed,  the  Agricultural  Income-tax  Officer  shall  make  an  assessment  of  the  total  agricultural 
income  received  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  family  or  tarwad  as  such,  as  if  no  partition  had  taken 
place  and  each  member  or  group  of  members  shall,  in  addition  to  any  agricultural  income-tax 

. etc.  So,  the  Officer  may  proceed  ignoring  the  transaction  and  assess  the  party.  As 

gentlemen,  I  ask  you  this  question  :  Can  we  lend  our  support  to  this  clause  ?  It  says  that  all 
transactions  carried  out  by  private  individuals  from  January  1945  may  be  viewed  with  suspicion. 
The  presumption  is  they  are  mala  fide  and  not  bona  fide.  The  promoters  of  the  Bill  must 
understand  that  in  January,  1945,  we  never  expected  that  this  (gscDOanmo)  would 


We  never  anticipated  that  we  would  reach  this  state  when  we  will  be  able  to  legislative 
for  the  country  in  this  manner.  Therefore,  what  is  stated  in  these  provisions,  apart  from  the 
retrospective  effect  which  this  clause  proposes  to  give  on  past  transactions,  throws  a  lot  of  cloud 
upon  honest  men.  Every  transaction  carried  out  whether  by  sale,  gift  or  any  such  thing  after 
January,  1945,  has  to  be  viewed  with  suspicion.  Sir,  when  nobody  had  imagined  the  appearance 
of  such  a  Bill  and  when  honest  transactions  were  carried  out  during  all  these  years,  and  if  these 
transactions  were  to  be  viewed  now  with  doubt,  suspicion  and  as  mala  fide,  you  are  going 
to  upset  all  transactions  which  took  place  during  these  5  years.  I  am  subject  to  correction — 
and  it  is  not  for  me  alone  to  commit  errors  when  we  discuss  income-tax  provisions.  Therefore, 
my  submission  is,  it  must  be  made  not  from  1945  but  from  1950. 

Sri.  A.  J.  John :  May  I  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  hon’ble  member  Section  36  of  the 
Income-tax  Act  ? 

Sri.  K.  P,  Nilakanta  Pillai  i  Whatever  may  be,  if  Government  go  to  the  extent  of 
saying  what.  Sir  C.  P.  Ramaswami  Ayyar  had  said  in  a  proclamation' in  1114  can  it 
be  called  a  Proclamation,  Sir,  I  ask.  You  are  now  saying  something  like  that.  So  far  as  the 
congress  fellows  are  concerned,  every,  transaction  which  they  had  entered  into  from  the  first 
Chingam  1114,  will,  for  all  practical  purposes,  be  viewed  as  void.  This  clause  savours  some¬ 
thing  like  that.  Therefore,  I,  leave  that  point  there. 

Mr.  Speaker :  I  have  to  remind  the  Hon’ble  Member  that  detailed  discussion  of  the 
clauses  cannot  be  allowed.  General  observations  in  regard  to  the  principles  may  be  made,  but 
not  a  detailed  discussion  of  any  clause. 

Sri.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  PiUai :  No,  Sir.  Now,  about  supertax.  My  objection  is  that 
there  is  no  provision  in  the  existing  Act  to  help  the  poor.  Provision  is  so  made  to  help  the 
rich  people  in  this  matter.  A  reference  to  the  last  item  in  the  schedule  indicates  that.  Op  the 
balance  of  total  agricultural  income  the  rate  is  four  annas  in  the  rupee.  This  assessment  is  for 
amounts  over  and  above  Rs.  30,000  of  the  total  agricultural  inco  ne.  The  proviso  says  that  the 
agriculture  I  income-tax  payable  shall  in  no  case  exceed  one-half  of  the  amount  by  which  the 


Rs.  30,000  as  income  why  not  he  be  asked  to  pay  50  per  cent  of  that  income  to  Government. 
My  submission  is  that  if  the  intention  to  do  justice  to  the  poor  man  it  is  well  and  good.  On 
the  other  hand  this  is  doing  favour  to  rich  men  by  lowering  the  rate  of  tax.  It  follows  therefore 
that  the  framer  of  the  bill  is  doing  disservice  to  the  common  man  who  is  getting  a  smaller 
income.  Again  I  will  draw  the  attention  of  the  Member  to  the  last  clause  which  pre-supposes 
the  imposition  of  some  rates  which  ultimately  will  come  to  more  than  ^0  per  cent  of  the  total 
taxes.  Therefore  such  a  clause  is  not  well  conceived.  The  collection  according  to  existing 
rates  are  never  expected  to  go  beyond  50  per  cent.  According  to  me  there  is  no  purpose  m 
putting  the  last  clause.  These  are  the  three  aspects  which  1  wanted  to  impress  on  the  attention 
of  the  House, 
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Sri.  A.  J.  John :  Sir,  1  request,  that  the  question  be  now  put. 

Sri.  Panampilli  Govinda  Menon :  I  second  it. 

Mr.  Speaker:  I  find  that  about  20  Hon’ble  Members  from  the  different  parlia 
have  taken  part  in  the  discussion  and  that  the  subject  has  been  discussed^  in  all  its  relevant 
details.  I  take  it  that  the  House  is  in  agreement  with  my  allowing  the  Minister’s  request.

Sri:  A.  J.  John :  Sir,  1  rise  to  introduce  the  Travancore  Land  Tax  Proclamation 
(Amendment)  Bill.  _ 

Sri.  Panampilli  Govinda  Menon  :  1  second  it. 

Sri.  A.  J.  John  :  I  move  that  the  Bill  be  taken  up  for  consideration  at  once. 

Sri.  Panampilli  Govindh  Menon  :  I  second  it. 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai  :  May  I  speak  on  the  general  principles  of  the  bill. 

Mr.  Speaker:  The  motion  before  the  House  is  that  the  Travancore  Land  Tax  Procla¬ 
mation  (Amendment)  Bill  be  taken  up  for  consideration. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  I  want  to  oppose  the  introduction  of  the  Bill  itself.  We  thought 
that  the  Minister  was  going  to  speak  on  it. 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai :  We  were  all  under  the  impression  that  the  Hon’ble  Minister 
Mr.  John  will  speak  when  introducing  the  bill. 

Sri.  A.  Thanu  Pillai :  Of  course  the  members  should  understand  what  is  taking  place 
in  the  House.  1  myself  thought  that  Mr.  Nataraja  Pillai  will  speak  after  the  Minister.  The 
Hon’ble  Minister  rose  but  then  in  hurry  things  have  come  to  such  a  pause.  If  things  are  done 
in  hurry  like  this  there  is  no  use  remaining  here. 

Mr.  Speaker  :  The  position  is  this.  Leave  to  introduce  the  Bill  is 
has  not  therefore  been  asked  for.

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai  :  Sir,  in  the  statement  of  objects  and  reasons  it  L  stated  to 
implement  the  proposal  “to  raise  basic-  tax  from  four  cash  in  the  rupee  to  3  pies.”  In  tk 
budget  speech  it  was  stated,  that  at  present  there  is  vital  disparity  between  land  tax  in  Cochin 
and  Travancore  and  that  the  question  of  imposing  a  uniform  system  of  taxation  is_  under  cona- 
deration.  We  now  know  the  specific  terms  of  tax  reference  for  the  Land  Committee.  So  far 
we  were  not  in  possession  of  that  information.  There  is  now  a  specific  question  namely  a 
reference  to  Land  Committee  for  imposing  uniform  tax  for  the  whole  State".  Pending  final 
orders  on  that  question  Government  have  decided  as  a  temporary  measure  to  raise  the  existing 
basic  tax  rate  in  Travancore  to  3  pies.  The  history  of  land  tax  in  Travancore  is  perhaps  an  old 
old  question  and  a  vital  one  too,  affecting  the  rights  of  every  land  owner.  By  a  series  of  en¬ 
actments  conceived  and  suited  to  the  spirit  of  the  times  were  enacted  by  able  administrators  ol 
this  country.  We  had  land  tax  based  upon  settlement  and  assessment.  Periodical  revision  of 
assessment  was  the  right  claimed  by  Government.  From  very  early  times,  to  my  knowledge  at 
least  3  decades  ago,,  the  questions  were  definitely  raised:— whether  the  Government  has  got  the 
right  ol  periodical  assessment,  whether  the  tax  fixed  should  not  be  a  permanent  tax,  whether 
the  people  should  be  periodically  subjected  to  revision  of  taxes,  and  whether  the  labour  contri¬ 
buted  by  the  land  owner  should  again  be  subjected  to  assessment  and  so  on.  After  a  long 
period  of  agitation  and  struggle  the  progressive  instinct  of  Government  realised  the  justice  of 
the  claim  of  the  land  bwtier  that  tax  must  be  settled  once  for  all  and  it  must  be  known  and 
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fixed  one-  _  The  settlement  and  subsequent  reports  based  on  that  make  this  clear  and  the  posi¬ 
tion  and  right  of  the  land  owner  definite.  Periodical  remission  was  granted  yet  it  was  felt  that 
the  burden  fell  comparitively  more  on  the  poor  section  of  the  land  owners.  A  comparative 
statement  of  figures  given  In  one  of  the  former  Legislative  Council  meetings  by  the  then  Land 
Revenue  Commission  Mr.  George,  who  was  one  of  our  most  experienced  officers,  indicated  that 
tax  below  one  rupee  came  to  nearly  40  per  cent  of  our  land  tax  and  tax  above  5  rupees  stood  at 
15  per  cent  and  so.  I  do  not  exactly  remember  all  the  figures  he  gave  there.  One  thing  is 
clear  and  that  is  that  the  land  owners  of  the  State  are  petty  lartd  owners,  land  owned  by  a  large 
number  of  people  is  in  small  parcels.  Extensive  land  owners  are  W  in  number.  Out  of  the 
total  revenue  collection  1 5  per  cent  or  so  is  contributed  by  such  class  of  land  owners. 

On  the  other  hand  the  petty  land  holders  who  were  contributing  one  rupee  and  less  are 
nearly  40  per  cent.  From  that  it  will  be  clear  that  the  incidence  of  land  tax  in  this  country  is 
more  on  the  petty  land  holder  than  on  the  rich  land  lords.  That  being  so,  the  land  tax  that 
has  to  be  equitably  borne  must  be  simple  and  very  low  in  its  incidence.  With  that  object  in 
view,  Sir,  in  1 121  by  a  Proclamation,  the  assessment  right  and  the  periodical  revision  were  given 
away  by  Government.  I  am  reading  from  the  Proclamation  issued  on  the  25th  Milhunam 
1121.  “Whereas  It  is  deemed  necessary  and  expedient  in  supersession  and  modification  of  the 
existing  chapter  relating  to  the  assessment  of  land  revenue  to  enact  that  a  low  and  uniform  rate 
of  basic  tax  shall  be  taxed  and  levied  on  all  land  and  to  declare  that  the  arrangement  herein 
contemplated  and  embodied  shall  inter  alia  and  subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained 
be  taken  as  a  general  revenue  settlement  of  the  State.”  It  is  declared  specifically  in  law  that 
what  was  decided  in  Mithunam  1121  is  a  general  revenue  settlement  of  the  State.  Section  0) 
also  reads  that  the  basic  tax  shall  be  deemed  inter  alia  to  be  a  general  revenue  settlement  of  the 
State. 


So,  Sir,  Government  have  solemnly  proclaimed  and  enacted  a  measure  by  which  they  fixed 
a  basic  tax  and  declared  it  to  be  a  general  revenue  settlement,  periodical  revisions  and  right  of 
periodical  assessment  are  given  away.  That  is  by  the  previous  Proclamation  on  the  subject  or 
law  on  the  subiect— dated  14th  Kumbham  1061 — wherein  it  is  declared  that  the  survey  and 
settlement  thereby  undertaken  shall  be  permanent  for  a  period  of  30  years  only,  the  right  of 
re-survey  and  re-settlement  was  vested  with  Government.  When  we  came  to  1121,  that  right 
was  specifically  given  away,  and  a  permanent  settlement  and  a  permanent  assessment  on  land 
*  was  granted  instead.  That  assessment  was  fixed  as  the  basic  ta:;.  And  Government  after 
having  given  away  the  right  of  revision  and  re-settlement  and  re-assessment— now  when  that 
Government  is  manned  by  the  representatives  of  the  people,  who  are  elected  by  the  people — 
they  say  that  that  decision  enacted  in  law  of  the  State,  conferring  the  right  on  the  people  and 
giving  away  the  right  of  revision,  assessment  and  re-settlement  by  Government  is  to  be  taken 
back,  is  to  be  revoked.  I  do  not  know  what  canon  of  democratic  practice  -and  justice  will 
justify  it.  In  all  earnestness  I  ask.  Sir,  whether  it  conforms  to  any  canon  of  legislation?  You 
’  trace  the  history  of  settlement  or  land  taxation  of  the  country.  Progressively  people  were 
getting  more  rights  on  the  land.  Their  proprietary  right  on  the  land  Is  being  more  and  more 
recognised  and  declared  as  between  land  owner  and  Sovereign.  Now  when  the  people’s 
representatives  became  the  Sovereign  administrators  of  the  country,  does  it  He  in  their  mouth 
to  say  that  here  we  are  revising  land  tax  and  at  our  own  pleasure?  Is  the  taxation,  the  perio¬ 
dical  taxation  on  land  to  be,  I  ask,  at  the  sweet  will  and  pleasure  ^  of  the  occupiers  of  the 
Treasury  Benches?  A  tax  based  upon  the  land,  affecting  the  vital  interests  of  the  country, 
is.  it  to  be  a  matter  of  budget  proposal?  Sir,  I  have  heard  of  budget  proposals  and  budget  pro¬ 
positions  and  the  principles  of  taxation  to  meet  budget  deficits.  Has  any  basic  tax  permanent 
fixed  tax  been  revised  anywhere  to  meet  a  deficit  of  a  year  or  two?  After  all  what  canon  of 
taxation  is  being  followed  in  this  country,  I  ask.  To  me  it  seems  that  for  a  deficit  of  Rs.  36 
'lakhs,  they  are  violating  all  accepted  principles  of  budgeting  and  taxation.  Sir,  they  are 
revising  land  tax,  thereby  taking  away  the  right  given  to  the  land  ovmers  of  the  country.  ^  Their 
rights  are  affected.  The  primary  objection  to  this  Bill  is  that  it  makes  a  great  innovation.  It 
encroaches  upon  the  rights  of  owners  of  land.  I  ask  the  Hon’ble  Members  of  this  House  to 
consider  wbat  stands  in  the  way  of  one  set  of  people  raising  the  basic  tax  to  one 


rupee  per  acre,  another  set  coming  and  reducing  it 
another  set  coming  in  and  making  it  Rs.  3  per  cent, 
right  of  the  land  owners,  to  be  a  plaything  to  he  played  with  I 
Bench  by  chance  ?  Sir,  there  must  be  a  principle.  The  prin 
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the  matter.  I  would  request  the  Hon’ble  Members  who  adorn  the  Treasury  Benches  to  read  the 
Revenue  Settlement  Memorandum  by  Mr.  Padmanabha  Ayyar  or.Mr.  Rama  Iyengar.  Sir,  there 
it  is  clearly  stated  that  the  State  has  the  right  of  revision  and  that  it  will  be  exercised  in  the  in¬ 
terest  of  the  land  owners.  Taking  into  consideration  the  anomalies  created  by  periodical  settle¬ 
ments,  taking  into  consideration  toe  great  injustice  that  was  being  done  to  the  actual  cultivators 
of  the  land.  Government  in  1 121  decided  upon  declaring  a  general  revenue  settlement  for  the 
State  and  fixing  the  basic  tax.  The  basic  tax  maybe  high  or  low.  _  That  is  not  the  matter  a 
issue.  The  thing  is  whether  this  Government  has  the  right  of  legislating  on  questions  involvin  ■ 
the  general  policy  at  the  present  moment.  Is  it  after  all  a  money  Bill?  Should  not  a  Bill  c 
this  kind  be  subjected  to  public  enquiry  and  circulation  ?  Should  not  the  public  opinion  1 
focussed  on  the  issue  ?  What  is  the  Governmen's  object  ?  Is  it  not  a  question  of  30  or  40  lakl, 
of  rupees  being  budgeted  for  to  meet  the  deficit  in  a  budget  of  14  crores  of  rupees  ?  The  revet, 
anticipated  is  only  Rs.  40  lakhs.  I  am  not  at  that.  I  am  not  questioning  that.  But  it  is  about 
the  principle  that  is  to  be  accepted  by  this  House.  Is  this  House  prepared  to  accept  the  prin¬ 
ciple  that  at  every  budget  stage  the  Treasury  Bench  will  have  the  right  of  revising  the  land  tax  - 
Is  it  a  money  Bill  ?  Is  it  not  affecting  the  rights  of  the  land  owners  of  the  country  ?  Should 
not  such  a  Bill,  when  such  a  principle  Is  underlying  that  be  subj^ted  to  public  enquiry  and 
public  circulation  ?  Should  it  not  be  proper  that  public  opinion  is  focussed  on  that  ?  Before 
that,  is  it  in  order  to  say  “  it  is  after  all  a  money  Bill,  please  accept  it  ’’  ?  No,  Sir,  that  is  not 
Parliamentary  practice.  Nor  does  it  conform  the  principle  of  democracy,  justice  and  equity. 

Then,  Sir,  I  will  just  refer  to  another  aspect  of  the  matter.  When  I  was  discussing  that 
demand.  I  advanced  this  argument,  because  in  the  Budget  speech  it  was  speclhcally  stated 
“Government  have  decided  as  a  temporary  measure  to  raise  the  existing  rate  of  the  basic  tax  in 
Travancore  to  3  pies  per  cent."  I  emphasize  the  word  "temporary.”  It  is  evident  from  thar 
that  the  Hon’ble  the  Finance  Minister  has  some  idea  behind  his  mind  that  there  is  a  source  o' 
revenue,  which  can,  at  a  moment’s  notice,  be  enhanced  or  reduced.  Respectfully,  I  would  he® 
to  submit.  Sir,  it  is  not  so.  It  is  a  major  policy.  Whether  land  should  be  subjected  to  period, 
cal  change  of  assessment  and  taxation  and  revision  of  taxation,  is  a  major  issue  on  which  tl 
Finance  Minister  cannot  deal  with  as  a  money  Bill  to  bridge  up  his  deficit.  After  all  it  is  stated 
in  the  Budget  speech  that  the  result  of  these  measures  will  be  to  reduce  the  Budget  deficit  < 
about  35  lakhs  of  rupees.  What  is  being  done  In  the  neighbouring  provinces?  Has  it  be. 
considered?  Sir,  in  agrKultural  income-tax  super  tax  is  to  be  omitted.  What  justificatic - 
there  is,  1  ask.  Sir,  in  the  neighbouring  States  entertainment  tax  is  enforced— tax  on  a  luxury. 
Has  it  been  done  here  ?  Has  it  been  thought  of  ? 

Mr.  Speaker :  Is  it  the  hon’ble  member’s  position  that  this  House  has  not  the  power 
legislate  in  a  matter  like  this  or  that  the  necessary  preliminaries  have  not  been  gone  through  su;  ' 
as  circulation,  publication,  etc  ? 

Sri.  P.  S.  Nataraja  Pillai  :  1  respectfully  beg  to  submit.  Sir,  that  this  House  as  it  is  ■ 
present  has  absolute  powers  of  sovereignty;  But,  whether  this  House  would  be  right  in  exerci: 
ing  these  powers  in  fields  which  will  vitally  affect  the  interests  of  the  people  without  sufficier. 
reason,  is  a  matter  for  this  House  to  consider.  Along  with  that  I  would  deal  with  the  oth' 
position  also.  That  is  what  the  Chair  was  kind  enough  to  suggest — whether  there  was  adequat 
publicity,  whether  public  opinion  has  been  focussed  on  that,  whether  necessary  information  ha 
been  collected,  and  whether  any  enquiry  has  been  conducted.  These  are  all  matters  on  whici. 
we  have  to  think  before  this  Bill  can  be  accepted.
